EDITORIAL  CORNER. 


Until  lately  South  American  stamps  were  neglected  by  a  great  many 
collectors.  Now,  after  a  few  prominent  and  wealthy  collectors  have  shown  in 
the  recent  exhibitions  what  can  be  done  in  the  stamps  of  Uruguay,  Brazil,  etc., 
we  hear  from  all  sides  that  the  demand  for  South  American  stamps  is  increas¬ 
ing,  we  see  them  advertised  more  than  before  and  find  more  written  about  them 
than  in  times  past.  The  natural  thing  to  expect  is  a  rise  in  the  prices  of  many 
of  these  stamps,  and  after  a  year  or  two  we  may  wonder  at  the  cheapness  of 
these  stamps  up  to  this  time.  Many  will  then  wish  they  had  bought  these 
stamps  when  they  were  cheap,  and  many  will  pay  the  higher  prices  for  stamps 
that  they  did  not  care  for  before. 

We  do  not  say  anything  against  the  popularity  of  South  American  stamps, 


«ior  against  their  upward  tendency.  On  the  contrary,  we  think  the  stamps  de¬ 
serve  it  and  have  deserved  it  long  ago.  The  point  we  wish  to  make  is  this: 
Stamps  are  subject  to  fashion,  and  as  long  as  fashion  does  not  take  hold  of  l 

certain  stamps,  they  remain  cheap,  often  much  too  cheap,  while  others  that  ' 

just  have  their  time  soar  up,  and  up,  beyond  the  reach  of  the  great  majority  of 
collectors. 

Such  is  the  nature  of  man!  What  everybody  wants,  is  wanted  by  every¬ 
body;  and  what  nobody  wants,  is  wanted  by  nobody.  This  sounds  almost  like 
an  idle  repetition.  Yet  there  is  a  very  practical  truth  contained  in  it  for  the  col¬ 
lector  who  is  strong  enough  to  think  for  himself  and  to  go  his  own  way  irre¬ 
spective  of  the  fashion  of  the  crowd. 

The  WEST  has  pointed  it  out  before  that  the  most  neglected  stamps  are 
the  most  profitable,  not  only  in  a  pecuniary  way  because  they  are  cheap,  but  in 
another  very  important  way  as  well,  namely,  because  they  are  neglected  and 
cheap,  they  can  be  picked  up  in  larger  quantities  than  fashionable  stamps  and 
afford  a  splendid  field  for  original  research  and  study.  Then,  when  the  time 
comes  that  fashion  glances  in  their  direction,  the  collector  who  had  the  cour¬ 
age  to  make  them  his  specialty  will  reap  honor  and  profit,  after  having  had 
the  pleasure  of  really  accomplishing  something  where  others  hardly  expected 
that  anything  was  to  be  accomplished. 

Even  the  very  fact  that  one  collector  shows  all  the  others  what  can  be 
accomplished  in  the  stamps  they  have  so  long  neglected  tends  to  make  these 
6tamps  "fashionable  and  popular,  because  it  tempts  them  to  follow  the  exam¬ 
ple  and  to  do  the  same  that  has  been  demonstrated  to  them. 

It  is  true,  not  everybody  can  be  a  leader.  Yet  every  collector  is  able  to  do  ft 
something  in  original  work.  He  can  pick  out  a  country  or  two  which  he  finds 
neglected  by  his  acquaintances,  for  which  nobody  seems  to  care,  and  on  the 
quiet  he  can  complete  his  collection  of  this  specialty,  he  can  amass  material  for 
study,  he  can  read  up  on  it  what  has  been  written  about  it,  and  he  can  finally 
make  a  much  better  show  with  it  than  most  other  colelctors  can  with  their  fash¬ 
ionable  stamps. 

This  is  not  a  plea  against  general  colecting.  The  beginner,  the  young  col¬ 
lector  and  the  average  colector  get  most  pleasure  out  of  general  collecting,  and 
it  lies  in  the  nature  of  the  thing  that  they  will  have  to  start  in  a  general  way 
and  keep  at  it  for  some  time.  But  very  soon  after  they  have  learned  the  rudi¬ 
ments  of  our  hobby  they  wil  be  able  to  start  a  little  specialty  as  a  side  line. 

And  this  is  what  we  wish  to  encourage,  pointing  out  at  the  same  time  that  ne¬ 
glected  stamps  are  the  best  field  for  it. 

After  stamps  oecome  fashionable,  then  is  the  time  to  sell  them,  if  one  in¬ 
tends  to  sell  them  at  all.  Later  on,  when  the  height  of  their  fashion  is  over,  they 
may  fall  in  price  and  it  may  be  hard  to  find  a  buyer  for  them. 

There  are  still  some  South  American  countries  that  are  neglected.  Then  the 
Central  American  and  Mexican  stamps  do  not  receive  the  attention  they  de¬ 
serve.  And  finally  our  own  U.  S.  stamped  envelopes  are  not  as  fashionable  as 
they  might  be.  Even  our  imperforate,  part-perforated  and  machine-perforated 
1  and  two  cent  stamps  our  precanceled  stamps  and  our  cash  permits  might  re¬ 
ceive  more  attention  than  they  do. 

There  are  some  European  countries  that  one  sees  not  very  often  mentioned, 
as  San  Marino,  Monaco,  Luxembourg,  Poland,  Finland,  and  perhaps,  Bosnia, 


Bulgaria  and  Servia. 

Changes  may,  however,  occur  almost  over  night,  and  a  collector  would  make 
a  sore  mistake,  if  he  ever  attempted  to  specialize  the  stamps  of  any  country 
without  reading  all  that  he  can  about  that  country  and  its  stamps,  because  oth¬ 
erwise  he  cannot  collect  intelligently. — Dorpat. 


OUR  ILLUSTRATIONS. 


H.  Wendt,  of  Manilla,  Iowa,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  is  known  to  many 
readers  of  the  WEST.  He  has  been  a  reader  since  almost  the  first  volume.  He 
called  on  friend  Brody  once,  stayed  over  night  with  him  and  was  royally  enter¬ 
tained.  Henry  Wendt  was  born  on  the  4th  of  July,  1869,  in  Chicago,  being  rear¬ 
ed,  however,  in  the  Hawkeye  State,  Iowa.  He  graduated  with  honors  at  the 
institutions  of  learning  at  Waverly  and  Dubuque,  Iowa,  and  for  16  years  has 
been  pastor  of  the  Ev.  Luth.  Church,  (Iowa  Synod).  As  a  side  line  and  as  a 
recreation,  he  was  and  is  a  philatelist  and  could  recall  many  pleasant  exper¬ 
iences  with  fellow  collectors.  He  has  aided  much  in  building  up  our  Societies,, 
among  them  the  M.  P.  A.,  S.  P.  A.,  and  A.  P.  A.  One  of  his  mottoes  is  to  please 
and  treat  all  as  he  would  wish  to  be  treated.  He  used  to  live  in  Nebraska,  at 
Sterling,  and  had  some  articles  in  the  WEST. 

Hon.  Ernest  R.  Ackerman,  President  of  the  Senate  and  Acting  Governor  of 
New  Jersey  during  Governor  Wilson’s  absences,  has  long  been  known  as  one  of 
the  most  noted  living  philatelists.  His  collection  of  postage  stamps  of  the 
United  States  and  various  foreign  countries  is  superb.  Although  long  known 
as  a  collector  of  stamps,  it  was  only  recently  known  that  he  was  a  numismatist 
as  well.  Through  his  generosity  the  New  Jersey  State  Museum,  already  the  de¬ 
pository  of  a  wealth  of  historic  material,  is  to  be  enriched  by  a  very  fine  col¬ 
lection  of  Continental  paper  money.  Senator  Ackerman  presented  it  during  the 
summer  and  Curator  Morse  accepted  it  on  behalf  of  the  state. 

The  collection  consists  of  110  pieces  and  is  one  of  the  finest  in  the  world, 
as  it  is  complete  in  every  detail  as  issued  to  the  people  with  one  exception — it 
lacks  the  $6  note  of  the  tenth  issue,  dated  at  Philadelphia,  September  26,  1788. 
This  one  Senator  Ackerman  still  hopes  to  obtain  and  place  with  the  collection. 
The  collection  will  be  mounted  in  suitable  frames. 

E.  B.  Sterling  of  Trenton,  who  is  a  well  known  authority  on  collections  of 
this  kind,  says  that  the  Ackerman  collection  is  the  finest  he  has  ever  seen  of 
paper  money  of  the  Continental  issue. 

Senator  Ackerman  is  a  member  of  the  Trenton  Philatelic  Society,  and  has, 
on  two  occasions,  furnished  some  of  his  choicest  stamps  to  the  society  for  ex¬ 
hibition  purposes.  The  last  exhibition  was  of  British  Guianas,  one  of  the  spec¬ 
ialties  of  which  he  has  a  very  fine  collection.  Senator  Ackerman  lives  in 
Plainfield,  N.  J.,  and  represents  Union  County  in  the  upper  body  of  the  New 
Jersey  Legislature.  As  presiding  officer  in  the  Senate,  he  fills  the  Governor’s 
chair  during  the  latter's  absence  from  the  state — and  he  has  been  Governor 
pretty  often  the  past  year. — Cut  and  manuscript  loaned  by  the  Wickecheoke 
Philatelist. 

Dr.  P.  E.  Hanes,  of  Argyle,  la.,  was  born  near  LaSalle,  LaSalle  Co.,  Ill.,  in 
1878,  moved  to  Nebraska,  Elk  Creek,  when  a  year  old,  lived  there  a  year,  moved 
back  to  Iowa  and  has  been  a  resident  of  one  place  28  years.  He  obtained  a  high 


school  education,  and  in  1895  studied  medicine  at  Keokuk,  la.  He  graduated  in 
1900  and  has  been  in  active  practice  to  date.  Dr.  Hanes  has  been  a  stamp  col¬ 
lector  for  twenty  years.  His  uncle,  E.  B.  Hanes  of  Durbar  &  Hanes,  sent  him 
an  outfit  when  a  boy  and  the  doctor  has  been  adding  to  his  collection  from 
time  to  time  until  a  year  ago  when  he  sold  most  of  his  foreign  collection.  He 
now  devotes  his  time  to  studying  and  collecting  U.  S.  and  revenues  and  teach¬ 
ing  his  sons  how  to  colelct  stamps.  He  has  sent  the  WEST  many  new  sub¬ 
scribers. 

Otto  Pelikan  of  Chicago  started  to  collect  when  12  years  old.  In  1907  he 
went  to  Austria  and  got  acquainted  with  collectors  in  stamps  and  minerals. 
Returning  from  Europe  the  last  of  1907  he  brought  many  stamps,  coins  and 
minerals.  He  stopped  in  New  York,  getting  acquainted  with  colectors  there 
and  exchanging  stamps  thus  increasing  his  collection  a  good  deal.  He  joined 
many  societies  and  clubs,  such  as  Canadian,  Colectors  Society,  Collectors  L  nion 
and  many  others,  thus  getting  acquainted  with  lots  of  collectors  and  by  ex¬ 
changing  with  them  increased  his  collection  to  what  it  now  is. 

These  curios  are  on  display  nn  his  den  and  he  will  take  pride  in  showing 
and  explaining  same  to  all  who  wish  to  see  them.  See  cut  of  him  in  next  issue. 

A  Chicago  Daily  Paper  says:  As  Otto  Pelikan,  who  is  only  17  years  old 
tells  us  he  collected  for  several  years  a  whole  line  of  representing  antiques.  In 
this  collection  Mr.  Pelikan  has  envelopes  from  the  time  of  the  Civil  War  with 
the  stamps  of  that  time.  Furthermore  he  has  original  ballots  from  the  time 
when  Jeff  Davis  was  a  candidate  for  President  of  the  Confederate  States  of 
America  and  many  photographs  of  generals  in  the  Civil  War.  In  the  collection 
he  has  also  various  fire-arms  used  during  the  Time  of  the  Civil  W  ar  and  all 
kinds  of  minerals,  Indian  relics,  shells,  and  medals.  He  has  over  100  numbers  of 
old  newspapers  publiched  from  1778-1775,  such  as,  "Morning  (  hronicle,  Nor¬ 
wich  Mercury,”  and  “The  Oravle  and  London  Chroncle”  of  April  17,  1773.  In 
his  collection  are  shown  a  great  assortment  of  old  and  foreign  coins  numbering 
2200,  over  6000  postage  stamps,  paper  money,  and  relics  of  early  inhabitants 
of  this  country-.  He  has  one  of  the  largest  collections  of  postcards  in  the  city. 

Harry  N.  Krenkel  sends  the  following  description  of  the  card  of  the  earth¬ 
quake:  Nearly  every  person  remembers  the  great  calamity  that  befell  San 
Francisco  on  April  18,  1906,  one  hundred  and  thirty  years  after  Paul  Revere’s 
great  ride.  Thousands  of  people  were  killed  and  thousands  of  dolalrs  went 
into  the  fire.  People  were  cast  out  homeless,  nothing  to  eat,  and  with  no  shelter 
for  two  and  three  weeks.  All  the  parks  were  covered  with  people,  hungry  and 
unsheltered  while  building  after  building  was  burned  up  or  dynamited — dyna¬ 
mited  to  check  the  flames,  but  without  doing  it.  No  water  or  food  for  24  to 
48  hours  and  then  just  water,  coffee,  or  a  slice  of  bread  On  the  next  day  the 
three  leading  newspapers  of  San  Francisco  had  to  publish  their  separate  dailies 
all  in  one  as  no  other  press  could  be  found  except  one  of  the  Oakland  daily’s 
and  the  papers  were  published  three  in  one.  In  the  picture  you  see  the  front 
page  of  it  with  a  photograph  of  the  runined  City  Hall  behind  it.  A  paper  of 
this  date  is  said  to  be  worth  from  $3.00  to  $7.50  or  more  each,  as  there  are 
very  few  copies  in  existence.  The  photo  was  taken  from  a  card  by  Victor  W. 
Bauer.

We  have  recently  been  favored  with  copies  of  the  folowing  catalogs:

Co.,  Nov.  20th,  general;  J.  C.  Morgenthau  &  Co.,  47th  S.,  Nov.  23,  24,  27  and 
28th,  2068  lots,  general;  P.  M.  Wolsieffer,  Chicago,  117th  S.,  Nov.  25th,  gener¬ 
al  (This  is  a  most  explicit  catalog!);  Eugene  Klein,  5th  S.,  Nov.  25th,  general; 
G.  R.  Tuttle,  180th  S.,  Nov.  25th,  general;  Mack  S.  Co.,  15th  S.,  Nov.  29th,  for¬ 
eign;  C.  L.  Moreau,  57th  S.,  Dec.  2nd,  general;  Nassau  S.  Co.,  27th  S.,  Dec.  4 
&  5th,  1009  lots,  some  literature  and  colections,  general;  United  S.  Co.,  171st 
S.,  Dec.  9th,  general;  J.  C.  Morgenthau  &  Co.,  48th  S.,  Dec.  13  &  14th,  1061  lote, 
Mexico,  U.  S.  and  general. 

Some  of  these  contain  retail  and  wholesale  lots  and  some  very  fine  things 
in  pairs  and  blocks,  and  it  seems  a  wonder  where  all  these  stamps  go  to.  We 
feel  confident  though  that  there  were  some  other  sales  within  the  U.  S.  during 
these  two  months  of  which  we  have  not  received  the  catalogs.  We  have  not 
heard,  for  instance  of  Percy  G.  Doane,  Toledo  Stamp  Co.,  C.  E.  Hussman  St. 
Co.,  H.  M.  Clark,  International  St.  Co.,  Philadelphia  St.  Co.,  and  a  few  others 
who  used  to  be  in  the  field.  Even  is  some  of  these  have  no  sales  during  No¬ 
vember  and  December,  the  aggregate  is  large  enough  and  shows  that  there  is 
money  in  stamps. 

It  is  remarkable  that  some  firms  send  out  their  catalogs  4  to  5  weeks  be¬ 
fore  the  sale,  giving  the  stamp  papers  a  chance  to  mention  these  sales  before 
they  come  off.  This,  we  think,  is  a  good  policy,  as  it  gives  patrons  an  opportun¬ 
ity  to  study  the  catalogs  at  leisure  and  to  call  the  attention  of  others  to  any¬ 
thing  extra  that  may  be  found  in  them. 

One  catalog  respectfully  declines  bids  under  face  value  in  the  case  of  un¬ 
used  current  stamps  and  under  10  percent  of  catalog  value  in  the  case  of  all 
others.  This  indicates  at  what  prices  some  stamps  may  be  bought  at  auction, 
though,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  some  bring  more  than  catalog  value. 

After  writing  the  foregoing  we  have  receved  two  more  catalogs,  namely: 

Western  St.  Co.,  56th  Sale,  Nov.  23d,  general;  Alvin  J.  Fink, Dayton,  Baker 
Sale,  Dec.  9th,  U.  S.  postage  and  revenue  and  a  few  foreign,  also  coins  and  cu¬ 
rios,  including  fire-arms,  precious  stones  and  Jewelry  and  a  few  books. 

Too  bad  these  sales  are  past  before  this  can  be  printed!  We  would  like  to 
let  our  readers  know  of  sales  early  enough  so  they  can  procure  catalogs  and 
enter  their  bids  for  what  they  may  want.  We  recommend  them  to  get  the  cata¬ 
logs  of  future  sales.  It  pays  to  have  ads  in  the  WEST. 

From  Mr.  E.  H.  Gammans  we  have  a  card  announcing  his  resolution  to 
hold  auction  sales  this  winter,  beginning  in  January.  He  will  send  his  catalogs 
to  anyone  who  requests  them.  Address  61  Nassau  Str.,  New  York. 

To  say  that  there  are  about  20  firms  engaged  in  the  stamp  auction  busi¬ 
ness  is  a  conservative  estimate.  If  we  suppose  that  each  firm  conducts,  on  the 
average,  five  sales  a  season,  and  that  each  sale  averages  500  lots,  worth  a 
dollar  or  more  each,  we  make  a  conservative  guess  and  get  100  sales,  consisting 
of  50,000  lots  worth  over  $50,000.00  a  year  in  the  U.  S.  If  we  double  these  fig¬ 
ures  we  may  be  nearer  the  truth,  as  the  Morgenthau  Co.,  alone  sold,  in  all 


sales  during  the  season  of  1910-11,  for  $63,801.60.  -  “

This  book,  in  Dutch  by  Mr.  Auf  Der  Heide,  who  is  well-known  to  the  read¬ 
ers  of  the  WEST  contains  104  pages  in  which  a  lot  of  useful  and  interesting  in¬ 
formation  is  given  about  stamps  and  stamp  collecting.  Mr.  Auf  Der  Heide  be¬ 
gin  with  the  intorduction  of  postage  stamps  in  Great  Britain  in  1840  and  goes 
through  to  the  present  day,  giving  many  useful  historical  dates  and  numerous 
items,  including  specimens  of  Chinese,  Gurumakhi,  Marathi,  Guzerathi,  Urdu, 
Dewanagari  and  Tahingi  writnigs  found  on  stamps.  There  are  many  hints 
and  definitions  that  will  be  of  help  in  classifying  and  arranging  stamps,  as  well 
as  in  obtaining  and  keeping  them.  The  language  is  simple  and  easily  under¬ 
stood,  and  the  whole  book  is  warmly  to  be  recommended. 


HOW  TO  WET  THE  HINGE.— By  W.  H.  McComb. 

There  is  generally  a  right  and  a  wrong  way  to  everything,  and  I  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  the  methods  of  wetting  hinges  to  be  any  exception  to  the  general  rule. 

Most  collectors  just  lick  the  hinges.  If  only  twenty  or  thirty  hinges  are 
used  a  day,  this  way  will  do.  But  there  is  a  better  method  that  you  should  use 
if  you  use  very  many. 

Buy  a  sponge.  It  will  only  cost  you  ten  cents  for  a  cheap  one  though  you 
can  pay  all  you  wish.  But  a  cheap  one  will  serve  the  purpose  very  well. 

Soak  the  sponge  and  wring  most  of  the  water  out  of  it.  The  sponge  will 
remain  wet  from  three  to  five  hours,  no  matter  how  many  hinges  you  use. 

I  am  not  a  physician,  and  so  cannot  explain  why  hinges  do  you  any  harm, 
but  I  have  decided  that,  even  though  your  hands  are  perfectly  clean,  licking 
three  or  four  hundred  hinges  a  day  has  a  bad  effect,  and  with  unclean  hands  it 
is  much  worse. 


The  little  country  of  Liechtenstein,  which  although  a  sovereign  State  is  in 
point  of  size  smaller  than  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  being,  in  fact,  only  65 
square  miles  in  area,  is  run  under  the  complete  influence  of  its  big  neighbor, 
Austria,  and  has  hitherto  contented  itself  with  Austrian  stamps.  The  tiny  prin¬ 
cipality  has  now  followed  in  the  wake  of  its  fellow  so-called  independent  States, 
the  Republic  of  San  Marino  and  the  principality  of  Monaco,  in  asserting  in  this 
way  its  postal  “independence,”  and  now  the  microscopic  Republic  of  Andorra, 
lost  in  the  wilds  of  the  Pyrenees,  on  the  Franco-Spanish  frontier  is  the  only  re¬ 
maining  European  State  that  has  not  its  own  postage  stamps. — N.  Y.  Paper. 


COLLECTING  POSTMARKS  FOR  PLEASURE.— By  W.  D.  Robb. 


(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

I  might  mention  a  long  list  of  unique  names  that  are  enough  to  attract 
the  attention  of  any  person,  be  he  a  collector  or  not,  but  will  content  myself  for 
the  present  with  the  following  conspicuous  ones: — Coidfoot,  Alaska;  O.  K., 
Miss.;  Chickies,  Pa.;  Hoop  Pole,  Ill.;  Good  Thunder  and  Sleepy  Eye,  Minn.; 
Nameless,  Va.;  Hard  Times  Landing,  La. 

Then  it  is  always  interesting  to  get  marks  from  places  of  historical  inter¬ 
est,  such  as  It  orktown  and  Jamestown,  Va.;  Kaskaskia,  Ill.;  Appomattox,  Va.; 
and  numerous  other  famous  fattlefields  and  scenes  of  early  settlements  that 
are  now  almost  entirely  of  the  past  as  far  as  modern  commercial  importance  is 
concerned.  Of  great  interest  are  the  Military  Postal  tSations  which  were  es¬ 
tablished  in  Cuba,  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippines  as  our  soldiers  advanced  and 
took  possession  of  the  country.  They  are  all  superceded  now  by  ordinary  post- 
offices  and  may  justly  be  considered  as  souvenirs  of  the  war  with  Spain.  ' 

Then  there  are  the  souvenirs  of  the  great  fairs  held  to  commemmorate 
some  historical  anniversary,  such  as  World’s  Fair  Station,  Chicago;  Pan- 
American  Station,  Buffalo;  Exposition  Stations  at  Omaha,  St.  Louis,  Portland, 
and  Seattle. 

Then  there  are  the  advertising  or  “booster”  postmarks,  authorized  by  our 
government  to  call  the  attention  of  the  public  to  these  great  fairs,  and  used 
some  months  before  they  opened  up. 

New  lines  are  opening  up  continually.  Some  of  the  latest  instances  are 
Aerial  postmarks,  which  mark  the  opening  of  mail  routes  served  by  aero¬ 
planes. 

Who  wouldn’t  save  an  envelope  that  bore  the  stamp  and  postmark  of  King 
Edward  VII  Land?  These  of  course  are  of  extraordinary  interest,  but  only 
serve  to  show  that  the  hobby  could  be  made  of  universal  interest  if  correctly 
placed  before  the  attention  of  the  public. 

Precancelled  stamps  are  only  a  variety  of  postmarks,  but  are  gaining  in 
interest.  All  these  lines  serve  their  purpose  in  helping  to  while  away  spare 
time  in  an  interesting  and  instructive  manner,  without  much  outlay  to  the  pur¬ 
suant. 

I’d  advise  anyone  interested  in  maps  to  get  a  postal-guide  and  start  a  col¬ 
lection  of  postmarks.  Cut  them  square  and  all  the  same  size,  and  mount  them 
neatly  in  a  blank  book,  and  they  will  make  a  collection  of  great  interest,  es¬ 
pecially  helpful  to  the  invalid  who  is  confined  to  the  house.  A  good  indexed 
atlas  is  better  than  a  postal  guide  and  you’ll  find  it  very  interesting  to  hunt 
the  places  on  the  map. 


1  he  new  issue  dealer,  of  course,  advises  the  purchase  of  new  issues  for 
investment,  whilst  the  old  issue  dealer  contends  that  his  wares  are  the  gilt- 
edged  securities  in  stamp  collecting.  In  reality,  it  is  a  qustion  of  personal  pref¬ 
erence  and  available  cash.  The  man  of  means  can  afford  to  go  in  for  the  grand 
old  issues  of  real  historical  interest,  but  the  collector  of  limited  means  must 
perforce  restrict  his  attention  to  new  issues.  The  $250,  $500,  or  $1000  not  unfre- 
quently  paid  by  the  old  issue  collector  for  a  single  rarity  to  gem  his  collection, 
has  to  suffice  many  a  new  issue  collector  for  a  life-time  of  stamp  collecting. 


FOREIGN  REVENUE  NOTES.— By  O.  T.  Hartmann. 


Although  my  heading  indicates  matter  pertaining  to  foreign  revenues,  no 
mention  of  foreign  revenues  this  time.  The  heading  is  stereotyped  and  has 
been  permanent  for  the  last  5  years.  Occasionally  I  hear  of  somebody  who  is 
pleased.  What  about  those  who  are  not?  But  just  the  same  ,  Happy  New 
Year  to  all  and  progress  in  all  lines  of  hobbies. 

The  Lincoln  commemorative  stamp  cost  the  Government  $8313.50  to  print. 
The  wages  of  employees  is  slightly  over  half  of  this  sum.  I  find  that  the  same 
is  true  of  the  Alaska-Yukon-Pacific  stamps.  The  cost  was  $6,190.95. 

In  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  1909  only  890  30  cents  and  902  50c  due 
stamps  were  delivered  to  postmasters. 

To  the  empire  of  Ethiopia  were  delivered  specimen  stamps,  3  of  each  kind 
of  the  following:  ordinary',  series  1902,  special  delivery,  postage  due  and  com¬ 
memorative  of  1907.  Total  75  specimen  stamps. 

To  the  Postal  Union  of  series  1908  409  specimen  stamps  of  each  kind. 


Are  you  aware  that  tax  paids  printed  by  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  are 
quite  numerous.  This  year  many  new  tax  paids  appeared.  Of  those  I  will 
speak  later  on.  Of  the  tax  paid  for  distilled  spirits  series  1894  the  60  gallons 
may  be  the  scarce  one.  10,  20,  30,  40,  50,  60,  80,  90  gallons  are  the  values. 

Rectifeer,  series  1906,  the  110  gallons  may  be  the  best.  \  alues  are  5,  10, 
20,  30,  40,  50,  80,  90,  110  gallons. 

Wholesale  liquor  dealers.  Values  are  5,  10,  20,  40,  50,  110,  and  120  gallons. 

Tax  paid  aleomargarine,  series  1902  tax  one-fourth  cent,  uncolored  100 
pound  folowed  by  80  pound  might  be  considered  the  best.  Values  are  10,  20, 
30,  40,  50,  60,  80,  100  pounds.  Process  butter,  series  1907.  The  10  pounds  is 
quite  common,  coming  on  cardboard  boxes.  The  rest  on  tubs  and  boxes. 

Denatured  alcohol,  series  of  1904,  40  and  50  gallons. 

Snuff,  10  pounds  series  of  1904. 

Tobacco,  series  of  1902,  5,  10,  20,  40,  50  pounds.  5,  10,  20  pound  are  quite 
common.  Tobacco,  stub,  series  of  1902,  one  ounce.  172,000  stamps  were  printed 
in  1909. 

Warehouse:  Distillery  warehouse,  series  of  1878.  Rewarhouse  senes  of 
1890  must  be  csarce.  Special  bonded  warehouse,  series  1S90.  General  bonded 
warehouse  series  1894. 

Transfer  for  grape  brandy,  series  1890.  Never  seen  one. 

Brewers  permit,  1878.  Mixed  flour,  series  of  1898.  Export  oleomargerine, 
series  1886.  Export  fermented  liquor,  series  1891.  Export  distilled  spirits, 
series  of  1878.  Special  tax  for  retail  liquor  dealer,  and  retail  malt-liquor  deal¬ 
er.  These  are  issued  every  year  changing  the  date  of  year.  Special  tax  for 
adulterated  butter,  series  1908.  Retail,  Wholesale  and  Manufacture.  All  very 
scarce.  Manufacturer  only  about  30  issued  a  year.  Under  special  tax  for  liquor 
series  1909  came  following  items:  Retail  liquor  dealer;  Rectifier;  Rectifier, 
less;  Brewer;  Brewer,  less;  Wholesale  liquor  dealer;  Retail  malt-liquor  dealer, 
Wholesale  malt  liquor  dealer;  Manuf.  of  stills;  Worm;  and  Still.  The  last  3 
are  probably  scarce. 

Special  tax  for  oleomargerine,  colored,  series  1909.  Retail.  Wholesale  and 
Manufacture  are  seldom  seen.  Special  tax  for  oleamargerine,  uncolored,  series 


1909.  Retail  and  wholesale. 

Special  tax  for  filled  cheese,  series  1909.  Retail,  Wholesale  and  Manufac¬ 
turer,  only  30  stamps  issued  for  each  one. 

Special  tax  for  adulterated  butter,  series  1909.  Retail,  Wholesale  and 
Manufacturer.  All  good.  Manufacturer  of  mixed  flour,  series  1909  and  same 
of  process  or  renovated  butter.  Both  good. 

Bottled  distilled  spirits,  series  1897,  1-10,  1-5,  Vz,  1  pint,  1-5  gallon,  1 
quart,  Vz  gallon.  The  1-5  pint  may  be  the  scarcest.  1  quart  the  most  common.

THE  AMERICAN  PHILATELIC  CONGRESS. 


Mr.  James  A.  Carr,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  The  Collectors  Union,  writes:  “Your 
article  about  an  American  Philatelic  Congress  certainly  hits  the  nail  on  the 
head.  But  why  stop  at  a  Philatelic  Congress,  why  not  make  it  an  American 
Collector’s  Congress?  One  branch  of  collecting  deserves  as  much  attention  as 
another.  By  co-operation  of  a  body  of  this  kind  we  could  always  have  a  list  of 
dishonest  individuals  on  hand.  This  is  the  problem  that  needs  our  attention 
most  today  and  one  that  could  be  very  easily  overcome  if  every  society  and  its 
members  would  co-operate.” 

We  are  not  contrary  to  the  idea  of  a  Collectors’  Congress,  but  think  that 
a  philatelic  congress  is  easier  to  realize  for  the  first.  If  that  is  a  success,  It 
will  be  easy  enough  to  go  further.  What  we  need  is  united  action  and  co-opera¬ 
tion.  After  that  is  established  more  and  more  may  be  attempted  and  accom¬ 
plished.  We  should  like  to  hear  from  other  secretaries. — Dorpat.

Sometimes  it  is  dearer  to  buy  stamps  in  the  country  of  their  origin  than 
it  is  to  buy  them  hundreds  of  miles  away.  This  is  a  curious  fact,  and  the  reason 
may  be  that  collectors  on  the  spot  set  a  higher  value  on  their  goods  than  out¬ 
siders  do.

A  Discourse  on  Unity  by  Mr.  Harold  Kjellstedt  in  Mekeel’s  Weekly  Stamp 
News  advocates  the  amalgamation  of  the  Southern  Philatelic  Society,  the  Met¬ 
ropolitan  Philatelic  Society  and  the  United  Philatelic  Societies.  This  is  sound 
advice,  because  a  larger  body  can  accomplish  many  things  which  are  impossible 
to  disconnected  smaller  bodies.  W  hat  can  be  done  by  united  forces  Mr,  Kjell¬ 
stedt  shows  by  the  Junior  Philatelic  Society  of  London  and  its  excellent  organ 
The  Stamp  Lover  as  an  example.  The  whole  article  is  well  worth  reading,  not 
once,  but  several  times  over  and  over.  It  is  in  No.  1090  of  the  M.  W.  S.  N.  W  e 
have  nothing  to  say  against  it,  but  we  think  that  the  confederation  of  all 
American  Philatelic  Societies  is  just  as  desirable  and  perhaps  a  little  easier  of 
achievement.  As  an  example  we  may  point  to  the  British  Philatelic  Congress 
and  the  German  “Bund”  of  Philatelists.  The  most  necessary  and  first  step  to 
take,  it  appears  to  us,  is  the  appointment  of  Committees  by  the  respective  so¬ 
cieties  to  consider  the  advisability  and  the  ways  and  means  for  the  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  a  confederation.  It  seems  that  most  society  presidents  have  the  power  - 
and  right  to  appoint  such  committees,  or,  if  this  is  not  deemed  advisable,  they 
might  themselves  take  the  preliminary  steps  jointly  with  the  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  and  other  officers.  The  advantages  to  be  thus  obtained  are,  without  any 
daubt,  well  worth  the  effort. 

The  New  England  Stamp  Co.,  has  long  been  known  to  the  readers  of  The 
WEST.  Their  Philatelic  lessons  have  but  recently  been  mentioned.  Now  lies 
before  us  No.  1  of  Vol.  1  of  their  New  England  Stamp  Monthly,  a  pretty  leaflet 
of  8  pages,  which  will  be  sent  to  any  address  for  the  small  sum  of  12  cents  a 
year.  A  concern  like  this  is  certainly  able  to  lay  before  its  customers  something 
that  is  worth  while  every  month.  But  that  is  not  all  to  recommend  the  new¬ 
comer.  Mr.  C.  A.  Howes,  the  author  of  the  recently  published  and  much  com¬ 
mended  work  on  Canadian  stamps  and  writer  of  many  first  class  articles  about 
stamps,  is  the  editor.  What  he  may  have  to  say  concerning  stamps  from  month 
to  month  is  certainly  worth  the  one  cent  asked  for  each  number  of  the  paper.

From  the  Southern  Philatelist  and  other  papers  we  see  that  three  great 
stamp  exhibitions  are  being  planned  for  the  next  few  years.  First  of  all  is  the 
Exhibition  at  Winnipeg,  Manitoba  in  1912.  Then  comes  the  New  York  Inter¬ 
national  in  1913,  and  last,  but  not  least,  the  Panama  International  at  San 
Francisco  in  1915.  There  is  room  for  another  one  in  1914  between.  W  e  hope  and 
expect  that  they  all  will  be  a  success.  Every  one  of  them  will  offer  a  good 
chance  to  agitate  the  matter  of  an  American  Philatelic  Congress. 

The  New  England  Philatelist  in  speaking  of  the  principal  stamp  societies  of 
America  says  of  the  American  Philatelic  Society:  "The  A.  P.  S.  stands  for  all 
that  is  high  class  in  American  stamp  affairs”  and  “when  one  says  he  is  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  A.  P.  S.,  no  more  need  be  said;  for  he  is  at  once  recognized  as  a  re- 


liable  collector  and  a  man  who  can  be  trusted.”  This  is  high  praise,  but  so  it 
should  be,  and  all  societies  should  endeavor  to  earn  the  same  praise.  By  co-op¬ 
eration  they  may  do  much  towards  deserving  it.  The  S.  P.  A.  is  next  to  it. 

From  Messrs  B.  L.  Dhaun  &  Sons  we  have  been  favored  with  a  wholesale 
price  list  of  Indian  Convention  States  stamps,  Chamba,  Gwalior,  Jhind,  Nabha 
and  Patiala.  Their  address  is  Desraj  Street,  Patiala,  India. 

Mr.  August  W.  Mack  of  Scranton,  Pa.,  has  favored  us  with  a  copy  of  his 
15th  Auction  Sale  catalog  and  a  copy  of  his  Mack’s  Monthly  Philatelist.  The 
latter  is  now  the  official  organ  of  the  Metropolitan  Phil.  Society.  Both  are  well 
worth  looking  over. 

The  Precancel  Monthly  of  Paris,  Ky.,  is  no  bigger  yet  than  it  has  been,  but 
under  the  Stuart  management  it  comes  forth  with  a  list  of  cities,  classed  under 
the  several  states,  where  precanceled  stamps  have  been  used.  The  list  is  prob¬ 
ably  not  quite  perfect,  but  is  the  best  we  have  seen  so  far,  and  may  easily  serve 
as  a  basis  for  further  work  in  this  line. 

The  Western  Collector  of  Boulder,  Colorado,  is  enlarging  and  improving  in 
contents,  and  we  are  learning  to  like  it  better  with  every  issue.  We  have  long 
been  admirers  of  the  stamps  of  Gambia,  especially  the  first  issue,  and  we  are 
glad  to  quote  what  the  W.  C.  says  of  this,  to  wit:  “The  stamps  of  this  little 
country,  though  neglected  by  many  philatelists,  are  among  the  most  beautiful 
ever  issued.”  This  is  true  without  question. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Owen,  in  The  Metropolitan  Philatelist  of  Nov.  18th,  speaks  of  a 
secret  mark  on  the  30c.  Die  of  the  Continental  Bank  Note  Co.  It  consists  in  an 
upturned  elongation  of  the  forty-seventh  horizontal  line  in  the  background,  and 
may  be  found  extending  into  the  colorless  oval  line  to  the  right  of  Alexander 
Hamilton’s  ear.  On  regular  postage  stamps  from  plates  No.  22  and  405  it  is  not 
found,  because  the  former  plate  was  made  by  the  National  B.  N.  Co.,  and  the 
latter  plate  from  a  “roll”  by  the  National  B.  N.  Co.,  but  it  is  found  on  Die 
Proofs  and  on  the  Department  stamps,  especially  clear  on  the  30c  Treasury,  a 
stamp  that  is  not  hard  to  get. 

The  Philatelic  Gazette,  which  is  the  most  scientific  of  American  philatelic 
magazines,  shows  how  to  plate  the  3-cents  of  1851.  Two  installments  have  ap¬ 
peared  by  the  pen  of  Dr.  Carrol  Chase.  As  this  stamp  is  not  yet  rare,  nor 
costly,  most  any  collector  following  the  Dr.’s  explanations  might  attempt  the 
plating  of  it.  The  inevitable  result,  if  many  collectors  will  make  the  attempt 
will  be  that  it  will  rise  in  rarity  and  price.  A  whole  reconstructed  plate  will 
certainly  be  worth  more  than  so  many  single  stamps. 

Mr.  Bertram  W.  H.  Poole,  the  well-known  and  prolific  philatelic  writer  who- 
not  very  long  ago  came  over  to  us  from  England,  has  favored  us  with  a  copy  of 
his  Periodical  Price  List.  It  is  not  very  large  but  neatly  gotten  up  and  contains 
some  readable  notes  showing  that  Mr.  Poole  is  a  philatelist.  His  address  is 
Altadena,  California. 

From  Mr.  W.  Frank  Stevens  we  have  a  copy  of  his  Stevens  Monthly,  pub¬ 
lished  at  Mansfield,  Georgia,  in  the  interest  of  Post  Card  Exchangers  and  Col¬ 
lectors.  As  post  cards  and  stamps  are  not  far  apart,  we  should  not  wonder  if 
sooner  or  later  it  developed  into  a  philatelis  paper.  It  is  of  about  the  same  size 
as  the  New  Yorker,  or  the  International  St.  Co.’s  “Stamps.” 

The  Wichecheoke  Philatelist  is  a  newcomer.  It  comes  from  Trenton,  New 
Jersey,  and  is  of  prepossessing  appearance.  The  editor  is  Mr.  Theodore  G. 
Kitchin,  a  collector  of  25  years  experience.  The  contents  are  interesting.  On 


the  first  four  pages  some  contribution  to  philatlic  history  in  “Philatelic  Affairs 
Twenty  Years  Ago”  and  in  “Rise  in  Stamp  Values  in  Thirty-Nine  Years”.  On 
page  7  there  is  a  portrait  of  Mr.  Edmund  A.  Andrews,  president  of  the  Trenton 
Phil.  Society. 


NEW  ISSUES  COLUMN

The  Oldest  Established  Stamp  Dealer  in  the  World. 

Surely  never  in  the  philatelic  history  of  Great  Britain  has  there  been  such 
an  extraordinary  delay  in  producing  a  permanent  set  of  stamps  as  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  moment.  Every  single  day  the  British  Post  Office  appears  to  present  us 
with  a  fresh  variety  of  perforation  and  shade  in  order  to  whet  our  philatelic 
appetites,  perhaps,  for  the  long  promised  issue  bearing  a  portrait  of  his  Majes¬ 
ty,  King  George  V.  which  is  to  astonish  the  world  by  its  wondrous  beauty.  The 
set  at  the  present  moment,  all  of  which  are  practically  on  sale,  although  some 
of  them,  I  may  remark,  require  a  deal  of  looking  for  are  chronicled  in  my  new

Various  minor  shades  may  perhaps  be  found,  but  these  are  the  main  varie¬ 
ties.  There  are  two  varieties  of  perforations,  one  14  and  the  other  14  by  15.  In 
the  latter  the  smaller  perforation  (which  is  15)  is  found  on  he  top  and  bottom 
of  the  stamps  and  the  14  at  the  two  sides. 

The  old  issues  printed  by  Messrs  De  la  Rue  are  now  becoming  scarcer  and 
both  the  ordinary  paper  and  the  chalky  paper  of  their  printing  are  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  find. 

So  far  as  I  can  discover,  the  7d  value,  grey,  is  the  only  remaining  stamps 
printed  by  Messrs  De  la  Rue  which  is  now  current  at  our  Post  Offices.  Messrs 
Harrison  do  not  yet  seem  to  have  tried  their  hand  at  printing  this  vaiue,  so 
therefore  this  is  not  included  in  the  foregoing  list,  so  should  here  be  added  as  a 
current  stamp: — 7  Pence,  grey,  (Messrs  De  la  Rue).

CALIFORNIA  STAMP  NOTES.— By  Charles  E.  Jenney. 


The  advertising  columns  evince  some  interest  in  the  collection  of  the  line 
varieties  of  the  current  U.  S.  stamps  in  strips  or  blocks  of  four.  This  entails 
nothing  more  than  an  unlimited  purse  and  the  ability  to  buy  out  the  Post-Office 
supplies.  But  a  certain  limited  numbed  of  collectors  have  been  for  years  try¬ 
ing  to  accumulate  these  line  varieties  in  the  older  as  well  as  the  late  issues, 
after  use,  in  singles  or  otherwise,  and  the  zest  of  the  hunt  is  increased  by  the 
exceeding  difficulty,  especially  in  those  stamps  showing  a  top  and  side  or  bottom 
and  side  line  on  the  same  stamp.  Corner  stamps,  they  are  called,  and  in  fact 
they  are  the  corner  stamps  of  a  sheet  of  100  as  supplied  to  the  post-offices,  but 
only  one  such  corner  may  be  obtained  out  of  every  4  sheets,  or  in  other  words, 
one  out  of  every  full  sheet  of  400.  If  you  have  the  centre  block  of  a  sheet  of 
imperforate  400  you  will  understand  how  this  is,  for  the  crossed  line  in  the 
centre,  if  the  stamps  are  cut  into  singles,  can  only  appear  on  two  sides  of  one 
of  the  stamps. 

An  Adams  Express  Company  Frank  similar  to  the  Wells,  Fargo  franks 
listed  in  the  supplement  to  Scott’s  catalogue  in  character  but  in  appearance 
like  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  stamps,  seems  to  have  been  omitted  by  all 
chroniclers  and  I  can  find  no  record  of  it.  It  is  blue,  perforated,  a  little  larger 
than  the  telegraph  stamps,  numbered  in  red  and  printed  by  the  National  Bank 
Note  Company  of  N.  Y. 

New  Bedford,  Mass.,  is  one  of  the  most  recent  cities  to  use  the  pre¬ 
cancelled  system,  but  evidently  in  a  different  way  than  I  have  seen  any  other 
place  use  them.  They  appear  to  have  been  precancelled  by  the  postmaster  to 
meet  the  exigencies  of  the  large  holiday  business,  for  they  appear  on  single 
packages  sent  out  by  individuals. 

Geography  is  one  of  the  elements  in  the  interest  of  philately, — to  me  the 
most  interesting  element  of  all.  Stamps  distinctively  used  in  Ireland,  Scotland, 
the  Channel  Islands,  the  Hebrides,  the  Isle  of  Man,  are  not  known  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  collector  but  the  specialist  knows  how  to  segregate  them  by  their  cancella¬ 
tions  and  add  a  new  interest  to  his  colecting. 

The  upheaval  in  China  has  not  yet  been  reflected  on  philately  but  it  will  be 
very  soon.  Corea  absorbed  resulted  in  a  marked  rise  in  all  the  issues  of  that 
country  and  great  interest  in  them.  So  the  Republic  of  China  and  what  is  left 
over  of  the  old  Empire,  will  naturally  turn  collector’s  attention  that  way  and  a. 
most  interesting  subject  it  will  prove.  Even  the  now  extinct  city  locals  have  a 
new  interest.  The  Thibet  issues  just  recently  appearing  are  not  sufficiently 
common  to  be  in  the  hands  of  most  collectors  and  aside  from  the  legitimately 
used  covers  which  are  apparently  few,  most  of  these  stamps  appear  to  be 
dealers’  speculations,  which  detracts  from  their  interest. 

There  has  been  some  question  as  to  just  which  of  the  values  of  the  Postal 
Savings  Bank  stamps  were  printed  on  the  old  double  lined  watermark  paper. 
It  seems  that  all  the  values,  1,  2,  10,  50  and  $1.00  were  so  printed.  At  least  two 
of  the  values  have  since  appeared  on  single-lined  watermark  paper,  but  this  is 
all  I  have  seen. 

That  collectors  are  migratory  birds  is  seen  by  the  Winter  address  of  amny 
of  them  shifting  far  to  southward  or  westward  of  their  well  known  homes. 
California  benefits  much  by  this  instinct  and  I  note  quite  a  number  of  new 
names  here  this  winter.

810.  Are  Counterfeits  worth  anything?  Yes,  they  are  worth  something 
for  the  purpose  of  comparison.  Yet  I  would  not  encourage  anyone  to  buy  any 
of  them,  lest  a  market  be  created  for  them  and  the  makers  of  counterfeits  be 
encouraged  to  make  more  and  more.  They  should  never  be  mixed  up  with  gen¬ 
uine  stamps. 

811.  Is  there  any  reason  why  one  should  prefer  used  stamps  to  unused. 

Yes,  used  stamps  may,  as  a  rule,  be  obained  cheaper  than  unused,  and  hence, 
one  may  obtain  a  greater  number  of  stamps  for  the  same  amount,  if  used 
stamps  are  preferred.  However,  this  will  not  be  found  true  in  all  cases,  and 
hence  exceptions  will  have  to  be  made.  The  idea  that  used  (cancelled)  stamps 
are  always  genuine,  while  unused  stamps  might  be  counterfeits,  is  erroneous, 
because  cancellations  may  be  and  are  counterfeited  with  greater  ease  than  the 
stamps,  and  cancellations  cannot  be  considered  as  a  guarantee  of  genuineness. 

If  a  collector  will  study  cancellations,  as  well  as  stamps,  he  may  do  very  well 
to  prefer  cancelled  stamps  on  the  original  cover.  By  careful  study  he  will 
know  what  to  collect  and  what  to  avoid.  On  the  other  hand,  unused  stamps  are 

lamps,  and  in  some  instances  they  are  cheaper  than  used  m 
stamps  too.  Besides  that,  unused  stamps,  when  carefully  studied,  can  easier 
be  distinguished  from  counterfeits  than  is  the  case  with  cancelled  stamps. 

Thus  there  are  reasons  for  both  sides,  and  the  best  way  to  do  might  be  to  col¬ 
lect  used  and  unused,  both,  or  whichever  is  easiest  to  obtain.  If  one  is  able  to 
get  genuinely  used  stamps  only,  with  the  exclusion  of  stamps  cancelled  to  order 
and  of  stamps  with  fraudulent  cancellations,  then  there  is  another  sentimental 
reason  for  colecting  used,  genuinely  used,  stamps,  and  that  is,  that  these 
stamps  have  done  actual  duty  and  thus  have  attained  an  individual  history  of 
their  own,  which  cannot  be  said  of  unused  stamps.  In  this  respect  used  stamps 
may  be  compared  with  old  veterahs  that  have  seen  war  and  come  home  cov¬ 
ered  with  glory,  while  the  unused  stamps  are  comparable  to  th  young  recruits 
who  have  just  been  fitted  out  for  service — but  have  deserted  and  sought  re¬ 
fuge  from  doing  their  duty  by  hiding  in  some  stamp  album,  wdiere  the  post¬ 
master  cannot  hit  them  with  his  cancelling  stamp.  1  has  we  might  sav,  there 
is  much  more  poetry  in  a  collection  of  used  stamps,  than  in  a  colectiin  of  un¬ 
used  stamps.  Of  course,  we  might  institute  other  comparisons  and  so  arrive 
at  other  conclusions.  For  instance,  we  might  say,  the  used  stamps  ha\e  had 
their  value  knocked  out  of  them  by  the  application  of  the  cancellation,  while 
the  unused  stamp  retains  its  potentiality.  In  this  respect  one  would  be  like 
an  empty  cartridge  shell  and  the  other  like  a  full  cartridge. 

812.  Where  can  one  get  a  Catalog  of  U.  S.  Cash  Permits? 

813.  What  is  the  best  way  to  prepare  U.  S.  Cash  Permits  for  collection? 
There  are  two  ways.  One  is  to  cut  them  out  with  a  margin  sufficiently  large  to 
make  them  all  of  equal  size,  and  then  to  treat  them  like  stamps.  The  other 
way— and  this  is  preferred  by  many,  because  it  preserves  the  address  of  the 


firm  that  obtained  the  permit — is  to  keep  the  wrapper  on  which  it  is  printed, 
entire  and  to  treat  these  entire  wrappers  just  as  one  would  treat  any  other 
entire  envelopes  or  wrappers. 

814.  Are  there  any  works  in  English  treating  the  stamps  of  Austria,  Ger¬ 
many,  German  States  and  Colonies,  France  and  French  Colonies,  and  Belgium? 

I  do  not  remember  any  monographs  in  English  on  any  of  these  stamps,  though 
of  course  notes  and  articles  on  them  are  scattered  here  and  there  in  the  phil¬ 
atelic  press.  Works  that  may  prove  helpful  are:  “W.  A.  S.  Westogy,  The  Ad¬ 
hesive  Postage  Stamps  of  Europe,”  Two  volumes,  L.  Upcott  Gill,  London.  Mel¬ 
ville  Stamp  Books,  No.  6,  “Holland,”  47  Strand,  W.  C.  London.  Stanley  Gibbons 
Catalog,  Part  II.,  198  Brdy.,  New  York.  Lincoln’s,  Bright’s  and  King’s  Cata¬ 
logs  may  also  be  of  some  value. 

815.  Do  U.  S.  Revenue  Laws  prohibit  the  Collection  of  Tobacco  and 

Liquor  Stamps?  Not  exactly.  But  they  make  it  almost  impossible,  in  some 
cases,  to  get  these  stamps,  requiring  an  effective  destruction  of  every  stamp 
that  is  used,  and  in  some  cases,  though  not  all,  they  make  the  possession  of 
these  stamps  very  dangerous.  Common  tobacco  stamps  one  may  have;  but  to 
have,  merely  to  have  in  possession  or  custody,  certain  liquor  stamps  is  punish¬ 
able,  unless  one  be  an  officer  of  the  revenue  department.  I  think  it  is  the 
American  Philatelist  and  also  Mekeel’s  Weekly  Stamp  News,  where  years  ago 
particulars  were  published.  I  know  of  no  catalogs  giving  prices  for  these 
stamps.  -  . 

816.  What  stamp  catalog  is  the  most  complete  and  explicit?  In  the  Eng¬ 
lish  language  it  is  Stanley  Gibbons’.  For  French  stamps  Yvert  and  Teliler’s  is 
of  particular  value,  while  for  Spanish  stamps  Galvez’  may  be  preferable.  But 
if  you  want  a  book  that  is  complete  and  explicit  all  around,  you  must  take 
Kohl’s  Handbuch  and  grosser  Katalog.  Even  on  U.  S.  postage  stamps  it  is  not 
behind  Scott’s,  though  it  does  not  list  U.  S.  envelopes,  locals,  or  revenues. 

817.  What  are  U.  S.  Stamps  of  the  present  issue  worth  imperforate  and 
part-perforated,  used?  Prices  for  these  stamps  are  not  settled,  but  as  they  are 
collected  by  a  good  many,  they  will,  in  time,  undoubtedly  be  priced.  Espec¬ 
ially  the  3,  4  and  5  cent  are  desirable  property.  As  a  mere  guess  I  would  ven¬ 
ture  to  quote  the  following  prices:

By  part  perforated  stamps  I  mean  those  that  are  issued  in  coils,  two  sides 
perforated  12  or  8Mj  and  two  sides — which  must  be  opposite  to  each  other — 
imperforate. 

I  should  not  be  surprised,  if  in  five  years  from  now  the  prices  guessed  at 
above  would  prove  too  low  by  half. 

Stamps  with  private  or  machine  perforations  may  be  worth  about  the 
same  as  the  imperforate. 

By  the  way,  a  stamp  is  worth  the  price  for  which  it  can  be  bought  or  sold, 
and  the  best  way  to  find  out  is  by  actual  buying  or  selling.  Ask  as  many 
dealers  as  you  can  for  what  price  they  will  sell  you  a  particular  stamp  and 


’have  your  friend  ask  them  what  they  will  pay  for  the  same  stamp.  Then  take 
the  average,  and  you  will  have  very  nearly  the  correct  price.  Do  not  forget 
though  that  prices  may  change  within  a  short  time,  if  the  conditions  of  supply 
and  demand  change.  These  conditions  are  different  in  regard  to  stamps  than  » 
they  are  in  regard  to  things  that  grow  or  are  produced  by  labor,  and  in  regard 
to  the  things  that  are  consumed.  Wheat,  for  instance,  grows  in  many  countries, 
is  demanded  almost  by  everybody,  and  is  consumed;  hence,  the  supply  may  vary 
from  year  to  year,  but  there  is  always  a  certain  time  necessary  to  grow  or  im¬ 
port  a  new  supply;  the  demand  remains  very  nearly  the  same  all  over  the 
world;  any  supply  once  consumed  can  never  be  placed  on  the  market  for  a 
second  time.  Stamps,  after  they  have  become  obsolete,  exist  in  a  limited  quan¬ 
tity  which  can  never  be  increased;  the  demand  for  them  is  subject  to  fashion; 
but  they  are  not  consumed,  etc. 

818.  What  are  the  prices  for  U.  S.  Savings  Hank  Official  Stamps?  These 
are  not  settled  and  cannot  be  for  so  long  as  they  are  current  and  it  remains 
undecided  how  or  whether  at  all  they  can  be  obtained.  If  all  could  be  saved  that 
are  used,  the  prices  wrould  have  to  be  rather  low.  If  they  remain  in  use  un¬ 
changed  for  many  years  the  prices  will  be  lower  than  if  they  are  soon  changed 
or  their  use  is  discontinued.  If  you  can  get  any — used,  I  mean  for  a  present, 
you  will  do  well  to  take  all  you  can  get.  If  you  can  buy  any,  half  face  value,  I 
think,  is  not  too  much  at  present,  provided  the  copies  are  in  fine  condition. 

819.  What  is  the  best  way  to  clean  stamps  that  have  become  dirty?  If 
the  stamps  in  question  are  printed  in  soluble  colors  or  on  chalky  paper  there  is 
very  little  hope  at  all.  Otherwise  they  may  be  washed  in  pure  water,  warm 
or  cold,  or  in  water  with  a  little  table  salt  added,  or  in  water  with  the  addi- 
tional  use  of  some  pure  soap.  Alcohol  or  benzine  will  also  do  some  service  if  ^ 
the  dirt  is  greasy.  Pure  peroxide  of  hydrogen  has  been  recommended  and  even 

a  solution  of  permanganate  of  potash.  If  the  latter  is  used  it  will  turn  the  pa¬ 
per  brown  and  some  other  reagent  must  be  employed  to  bring  the  paper  back 
to  whiteiess.  I  cannaot  recommend  such  a  process.  1  he  best,  that  is  the  saf¬ 
est  cleanser,  is  pure  water.  If  anything  else  is  to  be  tried,  it  is  best  to  try  it 
first  on  cheap  stamps  only,  before  it  is  applied  to  stamps  of  value.  \\  arm  wa¬ 
ter,  and  especially  hot  water,  is  a  stronger  solvent  than  cold  water. 

820.  What  stamps  have  been  counterfeited?  That  is  quite  a  study  and 
cannot  be  stated  in  a  few  words,  though,  as  a  rule  we  may  say,  the  costlier 
stamps,  worth  50  cents  and  up  have  been  counterfeited,  while  the  cheaper  ones 
that  are  worth  less  than  50  cents  apiece  have  not  been  counterfeited,  because  it 
would  not  have  paid  to  counterfeit  them.  However,  there  will  be  some  excep¬ 
tions  on  both  sides.  To  guard  yourself  and  your  collection  against  counter¬ 
feits  you  will  do  well  to  buy  from  well-known  and  reliable  dealers  only,  who 
will  refund  your  money  in  case  they  do  make  a  mistake.  Then  you  may  study 
the  matter  by  reading  the  stamp  journals,  Earie’s  “Album  Weeds”  and  other 
philatelic  publications,  and  by  comparing  genuine  stamps  with  known  counter¬ 
feits.  Finally,  you  may  submit  any  doubtful  specimens  to  some  expert  or  coun¬ 
terfeit  detector  for  a  small  fee.

A  CORNER  FOR  CALIFORNIA  COLLECTORS.

Postmaster  J.  E.  Olmstead  reports  that  Saturday’s  mail  (Dec.  23)  record 
was  broken  today  at  the  Petaluma  postoffice,  both  the  incoming  and  outgoing 
mails  being  the  heaviest  ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  Petaluma.  All  em¬ 
ployees  had  received  orders  to  remain  on  duty  all  day  Sunday. 

Christmas  mail  in  greater  volume  than  ever  before  had  taxed  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  service  was  sorted  and  distributed  in  San  Francisco,  Dec.  26. 
The  call  for  volunteers  to  work  during  half  of  the  holiday  in  order  that  thou¬ 
sands  of  gift  packages  might  reach  their  destinations,  was  answered  by  prac¬ 
tically  all  of  the  clerks  and  carriers.  By  Wednesday  Dec.  27,  the  excess  of  mail 
sacks  was  reduced  to  one-half. 


The  “Collectors  Monthly”  cf  Oakland,  Cal.,  is  practically  the  only  Collec¬ 
tors  paper  now  published  in  California.  It  is  devoted  to  stamps,  coins,  curios, 
minerals  and  relics  and  should  receive  the  support  of  every  loyal  Californian.

That  some  young  colectors,  by  aiming  boldly,  have  secured  surprising  re¬ 
sults  from  writing  abroad  is  not  to  be  denied.  There  is  a  well  authenticated 
story  that  some  years  ago  an  American  boy  wrote  to  the  Czar  of  Russia,  stat¬ 
ing  that  he  had  heard  the  Czar  was  a  stamp  collector  and  therefore  sent  him 
a  few  specimens  of  U.  S.  stamps,  requesting  in  return  a  few  current  Russian 
issue.  The  naivette  of  the  request  struck  the  Czar’s  fancy  and  he  sent  his 
young  correspondent  a  fine  lot  of  Russian  stamps  in  a  luxurious  album. 


Ewen’s  Weekly  Stamp  News  states  that  there  are  about  2  million  collectors 
in  the  world  and  fully  25  per  cent  are  boys. 


Look  over  your  duplicate  U.  S.  stamps  and  note  the  different  cancellation 
numbers  appearing  on  them  and  start  a  collection  of  them.  It  will  be  a  most 
interesting  side  line.  The  lower  numbers  will  be  found  easy  to  get  but  as  they 
ascend  the  missing  ones  increase  in  numbers.  I  have  found  all  the  numbers 
from  1  to  33  but  still  ack  34.  The  highest  numbers  run  into  the  200’s.

TAKING  CARE  OF  STAMPS. 


Except  in  the  case  of  great  rarities,  it  is  a  better  investment  to  pay  a  good  t 
price  for  a  stamp  in  fine  condition  than  to  buy  one  in  fair  condition  at  what 
seems  a  bargain. 

After  you  get  a  stamp,  the  important  thing  is  to  keep  it  in  perfect  condi¬ 
tion.  Many  collectors  ar  so  careless  in  handling  their  stamps  that  their  collec¬ 
tions  are  far  less  valuable  than  they  might  otherwise  be. 

In  the  first  place  do  not  touch  your  stamps  any  more  than  you  can  help; 
and  when  you  have  to  touch  them  be  sure  that  your  hans  are  clean  and  dry. 

When  you  pick  up  a  stamp  hold  it  lightly;  do  not  squeeze  it  between  your 
thumb  and  finger— the  ink  on  some  stamps  is  easily  rubbed.  Any  stamp  will 
lose  some  of  its  freshness — and  that  means  some  of  its  value  if  handled 
much.  The  best  plan  is  to  use  a  pair  of  stamp  tongs. 

Stamps  in  albums  sometimes  become  rubbed  by  contact  with  the  hard  sur¬ 
face  of  the  opopsite  page.  As  a  safeguard  against  this,  secure  a  quantity  of 
“jewelers’  paper,”  cut  into  sheets  about  one-half  inch  smaller  all  round  than 
the  size  of  the  page.  If  your  album  has  spaces  for  stamps  on  both  sides  of 
the  page,  paste  one  side  edge  of  a  sheet  lightly  along  the  extreme  innei  edge 
of  the  right-hand  leaf.  If  there  are  spaces  on  only  one  side  of  the  page,  attach 
hi  er  by  the  corners  and  edges  to  the  back  of  each  leaf.  Be  careful, 
however,  to  stretch  the  tissue  paper  fiat,  so  that  there  will  be  no  wrinkles. 

The  majority  of  the  stamps  that  find  their  way  into  boys  collections  have 
Kind  stuck  to  the  back  of  them.  Often  there  will  be  portions  of 
several  hinges,  and  in  the  case  of  cancelled  stamps,  parts  of  the  envelopes  to  ^ 
which  they  were  attached.  As  a  general  rule,  these  bits  of  paper  should  be  re¬ 
moved  before  the  stamps  are  put  into  the  book;  otherwise  the  stamps  will  not 
lie  flat,  and  the  teeth  of  the  perforations  will  be  damaged. 

When  a  stamp  is  unused  and  has  the  original  gum  on  the  back,  pull  off 
any  particles  of  hinges  that  peel  readily;  but  do  not  try  to  tear  off  any  that 
are  stuck  fast— there  is  danger  of  taking  the  gum  and  some  of  the  paper  with 
it,  and  of  making  “thin  spots.”  A  stamp  with  a  thin  place  in  it,  or  without  the 
original  gum,  is  usually  worth  only  a  fraction  of  what  it  would  be  worth  in 
perfect  condition.  The  gum  should  be  considered  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
stamp, — you  can  oftentell  a  genuine  specimen  from  a  reprint  or  a  forgery  iv 
means  of  it,— and  should  never  be  soaked  off  an  unused  stamp  even  to  prevent 

the  stamp  from  curling  and  cracking. 

With  canceled  stamps  it  is  different.  A  good  many  of  them  may  be  put  in 
water-  -may  even  be  boiled  without  injury,  although  there  are  some  that  are 
damaged  by  being  wet.  “Surface-printed”  stamps,  like  those  of  Russia  and 
Great  Britain,  and  recent  British  “colonials,”  for  instance,  are  more  likely  to 
be  injured  by  being  immersed  in  water  than  engraved  stamps,  such  as  those 
issued  by  the  United  States,  and  by  most  of  the  Central  and  South  American 

countries.  .  „  _  .  ,  . 

Some  colors  are  more  likely  to  run  than  others.  Red  is  usually  affected  ty 
water,  and  the  various  shades  of  purple,  lilac  and  violet  cannot  be  soaked  vvtih 
impunity.  On  the  other  hand,  the  browns,  greens  and  most  of  the  blues  are 
fairly  fast.  Every  collector  will  have  to  learn  to  judge  for  himself— sometimes 
by  disastrous  experiments— which  stamps  will  wash  and  which  will  not  Witn 
care,  however,  it  is  possible  to  float  stamps  face  upward  on  the  surface  ot_a 


bowl  of  water  in  such  a  way  that  the  paper  on  the  back  may  be  loosened  with¬ 
out  wetting  th  eface. 

If  a  stamp  is  so  delicate  that  you  do  not  dare  trust  it  to  this  process,  lay 
it  face  downward  on  a  sheet  of  dry  blotting-paper  and  lay  wet  blotting-paper 
on  it  until  the  particles  to  be  removed  have  been  sufficiently  softened.  Stamps 
that  have  been  wet  should  be  dried  flat  between  pieces  of  blotting-paper. 

A  few  “entire  envelopes”  add  to  the  interest  of  a  collection.  If  the  envelope 
shows  any  peculiarities  of  postal  use,  and  specially  if  the  stamp  is  one  that  is 
more  valuable  used  than  unused,  it  is  a  good  plan  not  to  remove  it.  For  attach¬ 
ing  stamps  in  the  book,  never  use  paste  or  mucilage  or  home-made  hinges. 
Provide  yourself  with  what  are  knwon  as  “peelable”  tissue  hinges.  They  cost 
from  ten  to  fifteen  cents  a  thousand,  and  are  well  worth  the  price.  Collectors 
have  various  methods  of  fixing  them  to  the  stamps. 

Here  is  one  that  is  recommended  by  an  expert,  and  that  probably  has  more 
advantages  than  any  other  method:  Moisten  only  the  extreme  end  of  the  hinge 
very  lightly — do  not  wet  the  hinge  thoroughly;  hold  the  stamp  upside  down 
with  the  tongs,  and  attach  the  hinge  about  one-third  of  an  inch  below  the  per¬ 
foration  at  the  top,  being  careful  that  the  part  of  the  hinge  resting  against 
the  perforation  is  perfectly  dry. 

Moisten  the  hinge  lightly  near  the  other  end,  and  still  holding  the  stamp 
face  downward  by  the  tongs,  lay  the  free  end  of  the  hinge  on  the  printed  space 
in  the  book  on  which  the  stamp  belongs.  Then  bend  the  stamp  backward  over 
on  the  space  and  press  down  the  fold  of  the  hinge  with  the  tongs.  Do  not  press 
on  the  face  of  the  stamp  with  your  finger. 

The  idea  is  to  leave  the  bend  of  the  hinge  above  the  upper  edge  of  the 
stamp — not  projecting  enough  to  be  unsightly,  but  enough  so  that  the  stamp 
may  be  bent  back  and  the  back  of  it  examined  without  bending  the  teeth  of  the 
perforation. 

All  these  hints  assume  a  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  collector  to  take 
pains.  If  he  follows  them,  he  will  not  only  form  habits  of  neatness  that  will 
be  invaluable  to  him  in  everything  that  he  does,  but  he  may  be  saved  from  the 
bitter  disappointment  of  finding,  when  he  grows  up,  that  the  stamps  he  has 
collected  have  been  made  almost  valueless  by  careless  handling. — Youths  Com¬ 
panion. 


A  STORY  OF  TWO  STAMPS.— By  Norcross. 

The  story  of  these  two  stamps  was  away  back  in  1863  when  Jonathan 
Morrison  was  serving  his  country  in  the  Union  army,  while  his  sweetheart 
was  in  the  distant  North  anxiously  awaiting  his  return  home.  This  letter  that 
has  just  come  into  my  possession  with  a  lot  of  old  U.  S.  stamps  on  original  en¬ 
velopes,  no  doubt  has  some  romance  connected  with  it  and  the  stamps  on  it 
make  it  worthy  of  this  short  notice. 

It  was  mailed  from  the  North  in  a  3  cent  red  on  white  1857-61  issue  en¬ 
velope  and  sent  to  her  soldier  boy  far  away  in  the  South,  and  as  was  the  cus¬ 
tom  then,  because  in  the  army  envelopes  were  a  scarce  article  for  the  soldier 
to  get,  he  simply  turned  the  envelope  and  sent  his  letter  back  in  it,  using  a  10 
cent  Confederate  Stamp  for  the  postage,  but  it  was  not  the  common  10  cent 
blue,  just  one  of  those  scarce  shades  of  the  10  cent  milky  blue  of  the  1863  is¬ 
sue  and  now  is  one  of  the  relics  that  is  most  prized  in  my  collection.

By  Royal  command  of  the  Queen  mother  a  very  valuable  volume  entitled 
Arme  and  Armour  at  Sandringham  has  been  presented  to  the  Free  Library  at 
Liverpool  in  obedience  to  the  wishes  of  the  late  King.  The  book  illustrates  the 
collection  of  arms  presented  to  King  Edward  by  the  nobles  and  princes  of  In¬ 
dia,  so  much  to  the  fiont  just  now  wtih  its  Durbar,  as  all  the  world  knows. 

Recently  at  Christchurch,  Hampshire,  the  happy  home  for  antiquarians, 
part  of  a  Roman  ship  was  found  containing  many  coins,  pottery,  incense  cup 
and  human  remains  buried  in  mud  and  I  guess  they  were  a  tidy  old  age. 

The  Haddock  collection  of  rare  violins,  the  finest  private  collection  in  exis¬ 
tence  was  formed  by  the  late  Mr.  George  Haddock,  a  well  known  connoisseur 
(and  that’s  French  and  it  is  now  at  Leeds  (that’s  English.  It  includes  what  has 
become  known  as  the  Emperor’s  Strad.,  a  violin  which  is  said  to  be  worth 
£10,000,  or  $50,000.  Another  gem  of  the  collection  is  the  Antonius  Amiti.  This 
is  dated  1615  and  another  Amiti  dates  1648,  also  other  valuable  specimens  by 
Gagliano,  Guadaganini,  Jacob  Steiner  and  Lupot,  also  a  very  valuable  collec¬ 
tion  of  English  Bows.  Collectors  look  at  your  old  instruments  carefully,  in 
case  you  possess  any  of  the  above  makes. 

I  once  saw  a  valuable  old  Hopf  violin  sold  in  Sheffield  for  $1.08  at  a  time 
when  I  took  very  little  interest  in  curios.  Mr.  Haddock  founded  the  Leeds 
College  of  Music,  so  well  known. 

The  magnificent  reredos  of  the  rare  old  Cathedral  at  Winchester  is  stated 
to  have  no  equal.  It  has  been  measured  and  sketched  by  an  American  for  the 
purpose  of  reproduction  in  one  of  the  large  Episcopal  churches  in  U.  S.  A., 
history  thus  repeating  itself.  Here  is  a  rare  old  Epitaph  which  I  copied  from 
the  Cathedral  yard  a  few  years  ago.  It  can  be  seen  by  anyone  visiting  Winches¬ 
ter.  “Here  lies  at  peace  a  Hampshire  Grenadier  who  died  from  drinking  small 
cold  beer.  Soldiers  be  wise,  from  his  untimely  fall,  and  when  ye  are  hot  drink 
strong  or  none  at  all.  A  Hampshire  soldier  never  is  forgot,  Whether  he  die  by 
musket  or  by  pot.”  Winchester  bristles  with  matter  of  antiquarian  interest 
and  is  visited  annually  by  thousands  of  collectors,  curio  hunters  and  photog¬ 
raphers  during  the  summer. 

The  latest  philatelical  production  in  literature,  “Chat  on  Postage  Stamps,” 
is  now  on  sale  at  all  the  best  bookshops  in  Liverpool.  As  a  study  in  Portrait¬ 
ure  the  new  issued  stamps  of  Newfoundland  have  no  equal  as  representatives  of 


Royalty  and  when  placed  alongside  our  British  George  halfpenny  stamp  it  is 
enough  to  make  the  most  case  hardened  philatelist  weep,  I  am  sure. 

I  am  pelased  to  note  that  many  countries  are  issuing  larger  sized  postage 
stamps.  I  have  been  advocating  this  alteration  for  many  years  now,  and 
think  no  postage  stamp  should  be  smaller  than  Canada’s  map  variety,  for  it  is 
small  enough  to  handle  on  a  windy  day.

A  NICE  COLECTION  WITHOUT  MUCH  EXPENSE.— By  Norcross. 

In  order  to  possess  a  pretty  and  neat  collection  of  postage  stamps  does  not 
necessarily  imply  that  one  must  spend  a  whole  lot  of  money  to  get  it  together, 
for  I  have  kncwn  pocr  boys  without  much  start  except  of  a  levy  hundred  va¬ 
rieties  of  good  stamps  to  make  a  very  presentable  collection,  one  that  was 
really  interesting  to  look  over  and  hear  how  they  came  by  this  and  that  in 
the  way  of  exchanging  stamps.  The  main  secret  of  their  colection  was  care, 
neatness  and  originality. 

To  have  a  nice  collection  it  must  be  kept  clean,  as  nothing  injures  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  your  stamps  as  soiled  stamps,  and  pages  all  marked  up  with 
finger  marks.  Originality  plays  an  important  part,  and  the  stamps  should 
be  mounted  with  care  and  uniformity.  If  the  pages  are  blank  ones  then 
the  collector  can  display  his  artistic  talents  in  the  way  he  arranges  them  in 
mounting.  With  your  duplicates  be  sure  and  pick  the  finest  specimen  that  you 
have  to  mount  in  your  album  and  if  you  have  only  one  of  the  kind  and  it  is 
imperfect,  put  it  in  but  later  replace  it  with  a  nice  copy  of  the  stamp.  By  doing 
this  you  will  shortly  see  that  your  collection  has  much  improved  in  its  appear¬ 
ance. 

The  arrangements  of  the  stamps  on  a  page  is  of  fa;-  mere  importance  than 
some  collectors  seem  to  think.  A  hit  or  miss  method  of  placing  stamps  in  ones 
album  will  never  do  in  a  nice  colection.  The  best  way  is  to  arrange  them  in 
sets  according  to  issue,  except  on  blank  pages  where  originality  is  permissable 
if  desired. 

For  a  good  collection  specialism  should  not  be  used  as  the  larger  number 
of  countries  represented  the  better  the  collection  will  appear,  so  that  in  pur¬ 
chasing  stamps  a  great  variety  should  be  chosen  and  handsome  picture 
stamps  make  a  pleasing  contrast  to  pages  of  dull  continentals  and  many 
curious  stamps  readily  attract  the  attention  of  your  non-collecting  friends. 
Revenues  may  be  added  to  your  collection  or  left  out  as  you  see  fit. 

By  observing  these  suggestions  and  using  good  hinges  to  attach  your 
stamps  to  the  Album  you  can  have  a  very  nice  collection  be  it  large  or  small 
and  every  time  you  show  it  it  will  prove  a  sense  .of  satisfaction  to  you. 


NEW  CHARITY  STAMPS. 

The  Belgian  postal  authorities  will  issue  a  stamp  comemmorative  of  the 
Exhibition.  The  value  will  be  1,  2,  5  and  10  centimes.  These  stamps  will  be 
current  only  in  Belgium.  The  first  three  will  be  sold  at  double  the  face  value, 
and  the  fourth  will  cost  15  centimes.  The  difference  between  the  face  value 
and  the  selling  price  will  be  devoted  to  a  project  for  building  a  sanitorium  for 
consumptive  women.  The  stamps  will  be  on  sale  during  the  run  of  the  Exhi¬ 
bition.  The  Queen  has  designed  the  stamps,  which  will  portray  Saint  Martin 
giving  to  a  poor  man  the  half  of  his  cloak.

PHILATELY  IN  OI  K  SCHOOLS.— By  Percy  Taylor. 

Why  is  it  not  possible  to  introduce  philately  more  generally  to  the  children 
of  our  schools  by  means  of  illustrated  lectures  and  other  methods? 

If  only  the  Educational  Authorities  could  be  induced  to  see  the  huge  field 
of  knowledge  which  would  be  opened  up  through  the  medium  of  Philately  they 
would,  I  believe,  consent  to  a  trial  course  of  instruction.  Geography,  History, 
and  numerous  other  subjects,  would  be  more  quickly  gripped  by  the  children, 
by  simple  and  clear  lessons  illustrated  by  means  of  postage  stamps.  At  any 
rate  it  would  be  a  change  from  the  old  order  of  school  procedure  and  one  wor¬ 
thy  of  experiment. 

Special  lectures  could  be  given  to  those  scholars  possessing  an  elementary 
knowledge  of  Philately  on  the  advanced  subjects,  such  as  manufacture  of  pa¬ 
per,  watermarks,  colour,  perforations,  etc. 

There  are  many  qualified  Philatelists  residing  in  our  chief  centers  through¬ 
out  the  United  States  who  would  no  doubt  be  quite  willing  to  undertake  the  tui¬ 
tion  not  only  of  a  class  of  school  children,  but  those  school  teachers  whose 
knowledge  of  the  subject  is  limited. 

I  knowr  of  no  scheme  which  would  bring  our  scientific  pastime  more  porm- 
inently  to  the  front  than  the  one  above  suggested.  I  leave  the  matter  in  the 
hands  of  my  fellow-readers  hoping  that  further  ideas  on  the  subject  may  be 
advanced. — From  Fortnightly.

The  souvenir  postal  card  fad  has  been  in  existence  long  enough  foj  it.*-, 
followers  to  specialize,  as  philatelists,  numismatists  and  curio  collector^  anil 
hobbyists  are  doing,  but  strange  to  say  I  see  little  mention  of  specialties  in  i< 
ports  of  card  clubs  and  in  postal  card  publications.  : 

Why  not  divide  your  American,  foreign,  holiday  and  fancy  cards  ,»vti> 
groups  ? 

I  save  all  kinds  of  postal  cards  and  divide  them  into  classes.  No.  1  b  <  L  • 
cards  of  places  I  have  visited,  starting  at  my  birthplace  and  ending  at  the 
city  or  town  visited.  No.  2  is  of  American  view  cards  I  have  never  seen.  I  ut 
possible  expect  to  some  time.  No.  3  is  of  foreign  view  cards.  No.  4  of  holiday 
cards,  like  Christmas,  New  Years,  Valentine  Day  and  so  forth,  and  No.  5 
fancy  cards. 

I  have  about  3,000  postal  cards  in  my  collection  and  I  find  them  very  inter¬ 
esting  to  look  at.  My  friends  often  comment  upon  the  methods  I  pursue  i  ar¬ 
ranging  them  in  books  and  card  boxes. 

My  brother,  R.  H.  Hedrick  is  a  camera  fiend  and  saves  only  photograph  : 
cards.  He  belongs  to  the  International  Photographers  Association  ar.d  ex¬ 
changes  with  collectors  in  all  parts  of  the  world. 

Photograph  cards  can  be  classified  as  well  as  colored  and  lithograph  can  Is. 

Another  phase  of  the  fad  is  to  save  the  regulation  postals  of  this  and  nth*  r 
countries.  Many  of  the  leading  stamp  companies  sell  sets  of  these  cards,  u-  nl 
and  unused. 

I  do  not  belong  to  many  card  clubs,  not  because  I  think  they  are  inconse¬ 
quential,  but  because  I  have  succeeded  in  getting  what  cards  I  desired  n  a 
different  way.  When  I  desire  a  card  of  such  and  such  a  town,  and  find  no  ct  l~ 
lectors  name  in  my  books,  I  look  up  Bradstreet’s  directory  and  send  stamp:  t  r 
coin  to  some  stationer  there  and  in  that  way  procure  what  cards  I  need. 

I  would  like  to  hear  from  postal  card  collectors  of  their  ways  of  placing 
cards  in  books,  etc.

23,  1799.”— Stephenville  (Texas)  Tribune. 

Boston,  Mass.,  Dec.  12. — The  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  has 
purchased  the  valuable  collection  of  fossils  owned  by  Dr.  E.  A.  Cameron  of 
Waco,  Tex.,  and  has  placed  it  in  the  Technology  Museum,  where  it  is  being 
studied  by  experts. 

Prof.  Shinier,  who  has  just  returned  from  Europe,  has  also  added  a  fossil 
nautilus  specimen  from  the  Jura  Mountains,  in  Northern  Switzerland,  esti¬ 
mated  to  be  9,000,000  years  old,  with  many  other  fine  fossils,  some  of  which 
are  estimated  to  be  50,000,000  years  old. 


In  the  possession  of  S.  W.  F.  Prewett  at  the  court  house,  is  a  clothes  brush 
which  was  owned  and  used  by  Gen.  Memucan  Hunt,  who,  be  it  remembeied, 
did  more  perhaps  than  any  other  man  toward  the  annexation  of  the  'I  exas  re¬ 
public  to  the  United  States.  The  general’s  aged  widow  now  living  at  Mont¬ 
gomery,  Texas,  presented  the  brush  to  its  present  owner.  1  his  brush,  like  the 
widow  is  nearing  the  century  mark. — Glen  Rose  (Texas)  Reporter.

BIBLIOGRAPHY 
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AUTOGRAPH  TALKS. 


I  do  not  think  that  the  law'  specifies  exactly  how  a  man  shall  write  his 
signature.  In  some  cases  he  may  not  write  it  in  pencil,  because  it  could  be 
readily  erased.  He  may  write  it  with  a  pen,  a  stick,  a  camel  s-hair  brush,  or  in 
*ny  other  way,  so  long  as  it  is  seen  to  be  a  signature.  In  some  countries  he 
anay  even  use  a  geometric  design  with  no  letters  in  it  whatever.  I  think  this  is 
ccalled  the  sedulla.  The  question  arises,  may  he  write  it  with  a  rubber  stamp? 
JHe  certainly  may  write  it  with  a  bit  of  rubber,  and  why  may  he  not  stamp  a 
facsimile  of  his  signature.  If  the  name  was  in  type  it  would  of  course  be  simply 
printing,  and  really  no  signature,  tho’  banks  commonly  accept  them  is  endorse¬ 
ments.  But  if  it  is  a  true  fac-simile  and  there  is  proof  that  the  man  stamped 


'lit  himself,  it  must  pass  as  genuine. 

A  striking  instance  of  this  is  the  case  of  President  Andrew  Johnson.  .He 
signed  many  of  his  commissions  and  stamped  others  with  a  rubber  fac-simile, 
«nd  in  every  case  a  member  of  the  cabinet  certifies  to  its  genuineness  over  the 
seal  df  the  United  States.  I  settle  the  problem  in  this  way,  by  charging  one- 
Vidlf  price  for  stamped  signatures,  that  is,  $5  for  a  commission  with  written 
signature,  and  $2.50  for  a  rubber-stamped  signature. 

Alex  H  Stephens,  Leland  Stanford.  Jas.  A.  Garfield,  and  many  other  men, 
used  these  rubber  stamps  freely.  In  cases  where  they  are  used  without  certifi¬ 
cation  it  is  doubtful  if  they  have  any  autographic  value,  as  they  may  have  been 
used  by  a  secretary.  Many  men  in  returning  responses  to  requests  for  *uto- 
have  sent  these  rubber  stamped  signatures  and  I  have  never  considered 

Ahem  of  any  value.  .  .  ,  ,  a. 

U  recently  saw  a  large  collection  of  signatures  in  Chicago,  and  while  most 

of  them  were  genuine,  I  ftund  included  forgeries  of  signatures  of  Napoleon, 
ILincoln,  Clay  and  many  other  prominent  men.  They  were  poor,  conspicuous 
iforgeries,  and  it  is  a  wonder  that  a  collector  who  had  spent  several  years  col- 
Decting  should  not  have  recognized  them  at  once.  It  shows  that  there  are  still 
•some  forgers  in  business,  and  collectors  should  be  careful  to  buy  only  of  ex¬ 
perienced  dealers.  A  few  forgeries  cast  discredit  on  an  entire  collection.  Rob¬ 
ert  Spring  far  back  in  1861,  must  have  put  out  a  great  lot  of  Washington  for- 
^ries,"" V,  keep  coming  in  to  me  from  al  .parts  of  the  country.  His  for- 
Series  of  checks  are  so  common  that  the  chances  are  four  to  one  that  any 
'Washington  check  is  a  forgery.  He  doubtless  offered  his  manufactures  cheaply 
^d  collectors  rush  in  to  buy  when  they  think  they  are  getting  a  bargain.  The 


value  of  anything'  of  such  men  as  Washington,  Lincoln,  Poe,  Franklin,  etc.,  is 
so  generally  known  that  one  may  wisely  distrust  any  bargains  offered  of  these 
names.  Washington’s  genuine  signature  is  unmistakable,  but  it  varied  some¬ 
what,  being  at  times  rounded,  and  at  times  more  running.  His  running  sig¬ 
natures  fit  in  very  well  with  the  handwriting  of  several  of  his  aides,  so  that  the 
entire  letter  seems  to  be  all  in  one  hand,  and  that  of  course  Washington. 

I  am  continually  offered  letters  only  signed  by  Washington  as  full  auto¬ 
graph  letters.  Washington  rarely  used  a  secretary  for  his  private  correspon¬ 
dence.  He  wrote  out  his  letters  himself,  went  over  and  revised  them  carefully, 
then  wrote  a  clean  copy.  The  majority  of  his  war  and  official  letters  are  writ¬ 
ten  by  his  secretaries  and  only  signed  by  him. 

People  were  not  so  hurried  in  Revolutionary  times,  and  as  a  rule  people 
wrote  their  own  letters.  In  the^e  days  prominent  men  rarely  do  more  than  sign 
letters.  In  business  full  autograph  letters  are  quite  uncommon,  and  it  is  only 
old-fashioned  persons  like  myself  who  still  write  out  their  letters.  I  have  a 
stenographer  and  a  typewriter,  but  somehow  I  don’t  like  a  third  person  con¬ 
cerned  in  my  epistolary  conversation 

I  have  been  asked  to  publish  a  list  of  the  owners  of  complete  sets  of  the 
Signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepndence.  I  am  not  sure  that  I  am  able  alone 
to  furnish  such  a  list,  and  it  will  be  a  favor  if  every  collector  who  reads  this 
will  send  me  a  list  of  those  he  knows.  I  am  not  sure  that  there  has  been  any 
addition  since  Lyman  C.  Draper  printed  his  list  in  1889.  I  do  not  recall  that 
anything  of  Gwinnett  has  been  found  in  the  ensuing  years.  There  have  been  a 
few  sales  of  Gwinnett,  but  they  were  the  old  well-known  examples,  and  merely 
passed  from  one  hand  to  another.  Several  additional  signatures  of  Lynch  have 
turned  up,  and  many  of  other  rare  Signers. 

Fine  letters  of  the  Signers  continue  to  be  very  rare,  and  before  long  will 
become  quite  unattainable.  Collectors  will  have  to  be  satisfied  with  ADS  and 
DS.  These  are  still  low  in  price  but  are  bousd  to  rise.  Most  of  the  names  are 
still  common,  and  the  rarer  ones  can  be  picked  up  from  time  to  time.  There 
should  be  no  hurry  about  making  a  set.  Let  the  collector  begin  gradually  with 
the  cheap  names,  and  add  from  time  to  time  as  his  convenience  and  finances 
permit.  I  have  never  had  much  sympathy  with  the  collector  who  wants  to  buy 
a  complete  set  at  once.  It  takes  all  the  fun  and  romonce  out  of  collecting,  all 
the  pleasure  of  hunting  is  lost,  and  there  is  never  any  chance  of  congratulating 
yourself  on  a  lucky  find.  As  you  go  along,  pick  them  up  one  by  one,  and  read 
up  on  the  men  as  they  come.  You  will  thus  gain  a  lot  of  historical  information 
and  take  a  personal  interest  in  every  atograph.  The  greatest  value  in  an  auto¬ 
graph  is  in  personality,  and  this  trait  should  be  continued  in  collecting.  As  a 
mere  matter  of  business  I  am  of  course  ready  to  accomodate  and  buyer,  and 
therefore  generally  have  on  hand  a  complete  set  of  the  Presidents,  and  a  very 
fair  set  of  Signers. — N.  Y.  Collector. 


The  Nebraska  State  Historical  Society  has  received  from  Rev.  Dennis  G. 
Fitzgerald,  of  Red  Cloud,  a  framed  copy  of  the  London  Times  of  June  22,  1815, 
which  contains  the  dispatch  of  the  Duke  of  Wellington,  dated  at  Waterloo,  June 
19,  1815,  giving  an  account  of  the  battle  at  Waterloo.  This  paper  is  in  a  good 
states  of  preservation  and  will  be  placed  on  exhibition  in  the  museum  of  the 
Historical  Society. — Lincoln,  Nebraska,  Paper. 
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Among  the  strangest  of  hobbies  is  that  of  making  collections  of  hairs  from 
the  tails  of  famous  race  horses.  From  a  report  received  from  London  it  appears 
that  there  are  many  such  collections,  and  one  of  them  recently  changed  hands 
for  twenty  guineas.  Such  a  price  is  above  the  average,  but  this  collection  con¬ 
tained  sixty  hair,  three  from  each  of  the  tails  of  twenty  winners  of  class1C  races 
among  them  being  Galopin,  Ormande,  Flying  Fox,  Sceptre,  Ard  Patrick,  Rock 
Sand,  Pretty  Polly,  and  Spearmint,  the  genuineness  being  vouched  for  by  let- 
ters  from  the  various  owners  and  trainers.  Such  letters  are  usually  demanded  » 
by  sportsmen  who  make  these  strange  collections,  but  there  is  at  least  one  ex¬ 
pert  who  professes  to  be  able  to  recognize  the  hair  from  any  famous  horse  by 
sight  or  touch.  He  says  that,  apart  from  their  color,  they  are  recognizable  by 
the  variations  in  their  strength,  thickness  and  elasticity. 

There  has  recently  appeared  in  a  number  of  newspapers  a  most  interest¬ 
ing  series  of  articles  on  the  National  Museum  at  Washington,  written  by  Fred¬ 
erick  J.  Haskin,  the  well  known  newspaper  syndicate  writer.  These  articles 
describe  the  exhibits  of  the  various  branches  of  the  museum  and  are  very 
instructive  and  entertaining  to  students  of  these  sciences. 

The  sacred  flower  of  the  Aztecs,  first  descrived  in  1569  by  Padre  de  Saha- 
bun,  has  recently  been  discovered  by  a  government  plant  expert.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  this  flower  will  become  a  favorite  as  soon  as  it  becomes  generally 
known,  as  it  has  a  peculiarly  pleasant  odor.  It  is  cal'ed  by  some  the  ear 
flower,”  on  account  of  its  shape  resembling  a  human  ear— but  its  real  name 
is  xochinacaztli! 

The  proposal  for  a  purely  theatrical  museum  should  lead  to  the  exhibition 
of  some  interesting  relics  of  past  play-going.  In  his  “New  History  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish  Stage”  Mr.  Percy  Fitzgerald  says:  “One  would  have  thought  that  nothing 
would  be  less  likely  to  float  down  the  stream  of  time  than  a  pit  or  gallery  tick¬ 
et;  yet  there  have  been  collectors  who  continue  to  collect  some  even  of  the 
time  of  Charles  the  II.  Some  years  ago  there  was  shown  a  counter  of  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  Queen’s  Theater  about  the  size  of  a  penny.  On  one  side  was  the 
head  of  the  queen  prettily  engraved,  and  the  words,  ‘Queen’s  Theater;’  on  the 
other,  ‘For  the  Pit.  1684.’  This  was  made  of  copper.  For  the  Duke’s  Theater 
one  side  was  marked  ‘Upped  Gallerie.  1667.’  On  the  other,  a  pretty  device  of  a 


coronet  over  a  monogram.” 

Daniel  H.  Talbott,  who  died  at  Sioux  City,  la.,  on  Dec.  26,  gave  a  fortune 
to  science.  He  was  at  one  time  worth  more  than  $100,000,  but  died  poor.  He 
1  was  one  of  the  best  known  ornithologists  in  the  country,  and  the  leading 
authority  in  the  U.  S.  on  the  wild  duck. 

The  Kansas  Ciy  Star  of  Dec.  10,  1911,  contained  a  long  illustrated  account 
of  a  pioneer  Kansas  City  photographer,  D.  P.  Thomas,  who  has  an  interesting 
collection  of  celebrities  taken  by  himself  during  the  many  years  that  he  has 
been  in  business.  Among  his  prized  possessions  are  photos  of  Jeff  Davis,  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Southern  Confederacy;  Phoebe  Couzins,  Salvini,  Julia  aMrlowe, 
General  Frederick  Funston,  the  capturer  of  Aguinaldo,  etc. 

Jacque  L.  Morgan,  has  commenced  the  publication  of  a  scientific  journal, 
called  the  Scientific  Digest,  in  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

James  Murphy  of  Gentry,  Mo.,  cultivated  30  acres  of  corn  this  season  with 
a  plow  that  was  made  100  years  ago.  The  plow  was  hammered  by  hand  from 
scrap  iron. 

A  collection  of  rare  Japanese,  Persian  and  Arabian  arms,  richly  mounted 
in  silver  and  inlaid  with  precious  stones  has  been  presented  to  the  Minneapolis 
academy  of  science  by  T.  B.  Walker  of  that  city.  The  Persian  and  Arabian 
guns  are  of  the  finest  workmanship. 

Representatives  of  the  Field  Museum  of  Chicago  have  closed  negotiations 
with  Miss  Clara  Schuette  to  acquire  the  herbarium  or  plant  collections  of  the 
late  J.  H.  Schuette  of  Green  Bay,  Wisconsin,  and  his  collection  will  be  exhibited 
in  Chicago,  where  it  will  be  known  as  the  Schuette  section  of  the  Field  botan¬ 
ical  collections. 

It  is  reported  that  workmen  engaged  in  the  construction  of  a  new  road  be- 
W  tween  Cleves  and  Elizabethtown,  O.,  have  dug  up  over  200  skeletons  of  Indians. 
It  is  believed  they  were  killed  in  a  battle  with  whites  many  years  ago. 

At  a  charity  bazaar  recently  hel  din  San  Francisco,  an  unpublished  portion 
of  Mark  Twain’s  manuscript,  “innocents  Abroad,”  bearing  the  author’s  signa¬ 
ture  was  twice  auctioned  by  the  Rev.  Charles  F.  Aked.  I.  H.  Morse,  who  pre¬ 
sented  the  manuscript,  was  the  first  purchaser,  buying  it  in  at  $40,  only  to  give 
it  again  for  another  sale.  The  second  buyer  obtained  it  for  $40,  making  a 
total  of  $80. 

News  of  an  interesting  archaeologival  find  on  Fanning  Island,  in  the  mid- 
Pacific,  indicating  that  the  island  was  once  inhabited  by  a  skilled  race,  was 
brought  to  Victoria  by  the  steamship  Makura.  Excavations  have  unearthed  a 
large  stone  building,  200x50  feet  in  dimensions.  No  mortar  was  used  in  its 
constructon,  the  stone  having  been  skillfully  mortised  together.  Near  this 
building  was  found  a  tomb  containing  a  human  skeleton,  with  a  necklace  of  the 
teeth  of  the  cachelot,  and  other  articles,  including  the  skull  of  a  dog.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  the  island  was  one  of  the  resting  places  of  the  Polynesians  in  their 
early  migrations.  Recently  it  was  purchased  by  a  British-Canadian  syndicate 
for  use  as  a  coaling  station  in  view  of  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

A  movement  has  been  started  to  erect  a  Club  House  at  the  Panama  Ex¬ 
position  as  headquarters  for  visiting  collectors  and  the  display  of  souvenirs  of 
interest  to  them.  Representatives  of  Exhange  Clubs  all  over  the  world  will  at¬ 
tend,  and  through  a  full  and  free  discussion  of  the  problems  we  all  meet  in 
exchanging,  it  is  hoped  to  add  much  to  our  pleasure  and  information,  and  also 
to  devise  some  means  of  eliminating  dishonest  and  unreliable  collectors  from 
our  ranks.

At  the  Portland  Exposition  in  1895  when  Prof.  Schneider  of  the  Colorado 
School  of  Mines  represented  this  state,  the  United  States  Geological  Survey 
treated  Pacific  Coast  black  sands  in  a  small  special  plant. 

The  platinum,  while  much  finer  than  the  Russian  article,  was  decided  to  be 
recoverable  to  a  fair  percentage  on  the  Wilfley,  Pinder  or  Christiansn  tables. 
From  about  ten  ounces  of  black  sand,  taken  at  random  from  a  gold  washer, 

Dr  Day  saved  platinum  worth  60  cents.  Other  tests  were  even  more  successful.  ' 

The  high  gold  values  in  the  Naturita  field,  the  extent  of-the  sandstone  beds 
and  the  cheapness  of  extraction,  have  covered  that  district  with  prospectors, 
some  of  whom  will  undoubtedly  make  good. 

In  the  item  of  lode  mining,  San  Miguel  County  is  steady,  being  favored 
with  such  well-known  porducers  as  the  Tomboy,  Liberty  Bell  and  Smuggler 
Union.  The  latter  company  is  overhauling  its  large  mill,  installing  Wilfley  ta¬ 
bles  in  place  of  vanners,  and  otherwise  bringing  the  plant  up-to-date.  This,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  fact  that  the  Adkinson  company  is  no  longer  shipping  concen¬ 
trates  from  the  large  Smuggler  dump,  reduced  the  Telluride  shipments  for 
last  month  to  ninety-nine  car  loads  of  twenty-five  tons  each,  compared  with  125 
car  loads  in  August,  1910. 

For  the  latter  year  San  Miguel  was  credited  with  $2,495,217  in  gold,  $618,- 
468  in  silver,  $323,666  in  lead,  $67,969  in  copper  and  $95,019  in  zinc,  together 
with  $600,000  for  vanadium  values.  Telluride  station  handles  about  66  per  cent 
of  all  the  ore  and  concentrates  produced  in  the  county,  the  remaining  third  go¬ 
ing  out  from  Ophir,  Sawpit,  Placerville  and  other  points  on  the  Rio  Grande 
Railroad. 

The  Tomboy  Gold  Mines  Company,  which  pays  $300,000  each  year  in  divi¬ 
dends,  recently  acquired,  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $750,000,  some  5200  feet  of  the 
Montana  gold  veing,  which  was  part  of  the  Revenue  system  in  Ouroy  County. 

The  new  purchase  is  now  being  connected  with  the  Tomboy  mills  by  an 
electric  railway,  one  mile  in  length.  The  cars  for  this  railway  are  manufac¬ 
tured  in  Telluride  by  E.  H.  Sackett. 

Backed  by  Chicago  Capital,  Henry  W.  Adkinson  is  making  a  shipper  out  of 


the  Cimmaron  group  at  Smuggler,  a  former  noted  producer  of  high-grade  ore. 
The  fact  that  San  Miguel’s  county  assessor  feels  justified  in  advancing  the 
4  valuation  of  taxable  property  $264,600  over  the  total  returned  for  1910  speaks 
clearly  for  the  prosperity  of  the  rare  mineral  district,  as  well  known  in  London, 
Paris  and  Liverpool  as  it  is  in  Denver.

NUMISMATIC  OPINIONS.— By  The  Idle  Fellow. 


Some  readers,  no  doubt,  probably  all,  will  join  in  petitioning  the  “Idle  ^ 
Fellow  to  remain  idle  hereafter  and  not  consume  their  time,  is  the  prediction  of 
the  writer  of  this  article.  Hoping  that  the  readers  of  the  WEST  will  forgive 
this  once,  the  dreamer  promises  to  (?) 

The  fact  that  there  is  room  quite  frequently  for  wide  difference  of  opinion 
in  the  study  of  numismatics  must  be  acknowledged,  and  quite  often  too  true, 
so  far  as  we  desire  the  exact.  Emerson  it  was,  who  said,  “The  Sphinx  must 
solve  her  own  riddle,”  and  so  likewise,  it  may  be  said  of  some  coins,  they  in 
some  way  must  solve  their  own  riddle  and  the  mysteries  of  the  ages  past,  if 
we  are  ever  to  be  enlightened. 

We  may  not  always  be  in  possession  of  the  true  origin,  history,  and  facts 
that  surround  the  subject  in  which  interested,  but  many  times  if  we  be  long 
studious  and  ever  persistent  in  our  search  for  numismatic  light,  the  truth  will 
come  down  to  us  from  the  past,  as  gold  is  washed  down  the  mountains  of  the 
Sierra  Nevada,  in  minute  but  precious  particles — the  debris  of  the  centuries. 
Sometimes  just  a  tiny  beam  or  faint  ray  of  light  is  flashed  and  thrown  upon 
some  numismatic  subject,  or  upon  some  extremely  rare  coin,  or  upon  some 
specimen  not  so  rare,  but  very  much  in  doubt  for  which  information  is  sought. 
Then  it  is,  that  this  new  light,  expression  or  thought — however  new  or  old  it 
may  be— is  yearned  just  as  the  drowning  man  grasps  for  the  last  tiny  straw 
that  may  come  his  way.  Each  new  fact  has  a  meaning  for  us. 

Different  authors  dispose  of  characters,  words,  phrases,  etc.,  in  different 
ways.  Just  so,  it  is,  in  the  exact  sciences,  authors  differ  as  to  methods  and 
processes,  and  therefore  why  not  sometimes  our  differences  as  to  the  time  and 
the  place  and  in  the  origin  and  the  meaning  of  things  numismatically. 

Too  often  do  we  form  opinions  before  careful  research  and  study,  as  did 
the  knights  of  old.  Sometimes  because  of  this  difference  of  opinion,  the  writer 
is  reminded  of  the  story  of  the  two  knights.  We  have  it  that  when  knighthood 
was  in  its  flower,  two  knights  rode  forth  to  win  their  spurs.  They  met,  it  is 
reported,  at  a  cross-roads,  where  a  shield  had  been  erected.  They  paused  to 
exchange  civilities  and  glancing  at  the  shield,  one  said, “That  is  a  beautiful  gold 
shield.”  “Beautiful  it  surely  is,  but  sir  knight,  it  is  silver.”  Each  insisted  upon 
his  own  conception  till  their  ardor  rising,  they  agreed  to  decide  the  character 
of  the  shield  by  force  of  arms.  With  lance  in  rest  they  met  in  shock  of  battle, 
passed,  and  whirling,  prepared  for  the  second  charge.  Happening  to  look  again 
at  the  shield,  both  drew  reign  and  begged  the  pardon  of  the  other.  It  was  gold 
on  one  side  and  silver  on  the  other.  It  is  a  wise  man  that  walks  around  his 
subject  and  views  it  from  every  standpoint. 

For  a  further  illustration  of  this  difference  of  study  and  line  of  thought 
let  us  now  consider  the  shekel,  probably  the  earliest  actual  Jewish  money, 
about  the  time  B.  C.  458.  These  coins  weighed  in  the  shekel  220  grains,  and  in 
the  half-shekel  110  grains.  Obverse  of  coin — a  cup  of  chalice,  etc.  Reverse  of 
coin — a  triple  lily,  tc.  F.  da  Saulcy,  a  numismatic  authority,  upon  the  book  of 
Ezra,  Chapter  VII,  16  to  18  verses  inclusive,  founded  his  theory  that  this 
shekel  with  its  corresponding  half-shekel  issued  in  the  years  1  to  5 — was 
Struck  by  Ezra.  His  theory  was  accepted  by  Lenormant,  another  probably 
equally  great  a  writer  on  the  subject  as  was  de  Saulcy7.

WHERE  ARCHAEOLOGY  COMES  IN. 


Thus  far  archaeology  has  been  treated  as  furnishing  the  materials  for 
exact  knowledge  of  the  past  through  the  spade  and  through  close  study  and  ob 
servation.  But  it  has  done  far  more  than  this.  It  has  developed  gradually,, 
during  the  course  of  a  century  and  a  half,  certain  valuable  scientific  methods: 
by  which  to  utilize  this  material  and  draw  from  it  the  most  valuable  conclu¬ 
sions.  With  these  new  methods,  of  which  it  borrower  the  principles  from  the 
exact  sciences,  it  has  inoculated  the  fields  of  history  and  philoligy,  helping  to 
rid  them  of  much  loose  and  hypothetical  thinking.  In  fact,  it  has  given  a  sci¬ 
entific  and  observational  basis  to  a  large  part  of  the  field  of  the  humanities. 
Its  careful  application  of  the  inductive  and  deductive  methods  in  gathering  andl 
analyzing  masses  of  material  and  in  using  them  to  formulate  results  and  to 
state  historic  laws  has  made  its  work  often  safer  than  is  the  case  even  in  some 
fields  of  pure  science,  because  its  data  are  more  abundant  and  complete. 

This  has  not  only  given  their  full  value  to  what  has  been  discovered,  but 
it  has  revolutionized  the  views  held  of  monuments  always  seen  and  known, 
but  never,  as  we  now  know,  clearly  understood.  Gothis  architecture  may  be 
used  to  point  this  moral.  The  old  opinion  was  that  it  was  a  free  and  fantastic 
product,  not  subject  to  any  laws,  and  was  to  be  recognized  whenever  one  saw- 
pointed  arcades,  doors  and  windows.  Now  we  know  that  the  exact  opposite  is 
true,  and  that  of  all  forms  of  architecture  the  Gothic  was  the  most  logical,  the 
most  subject  to  law;  we  also  know  that  there  are  plenty  of  buildings  with 
pointed  arches  that  are  not  Gothic,  and  plenty  of  buildings  without  them  that 
are.  Formerly  we  had  no  artistic  criteria  by  which  to  date  a  Gothis  buildings 
now  we  can  date  almost  any  such  building  on  internal  evidence  within  twenty 
or  thirty  years.  Formerly  nobody  knew  where  Gothic  architecture  originat 
nor  how  its  first  steps  were  taken  nor  why  its  peculiar  forms  were  adopted. 
Now  we  know  exactly  in  what  province  of  France  it  originated,  what  structural 
principles  demanded  the  system  of  balanced  thrusts  which  it  adopted,  and  we 
can  follow,  decade  by  decade,  the  logical  evolution  of  forms  as  they  were 
worked  out  to  correspond  most  efficiently  to  these  principles.  We  can  then  fol¬ 
low  the  spread  of  the  Gothic  throughout  France  and  Europe. 

All  this  is  the  result -of  the  application  of  scientific  methods  of  observation 
to  the  study  of  architecture  instead  of  the  earlier  esthetic  vapidities.  Ameri¬ 
can  Review. 


PANAMA-PACIFIC  INTERNATIONAL  EXPOSITION. 

Among  the  attractions  promised  for  the  Panama  Exposition  in  !f)15  at 
San  Francisco,  the  “hobbyists”  those  who  collect  postcards,  stamps,  coins, 
theatre  programs,  ets.,  propose  to  erect  a  Club  House  for  the  convenience  of 
visiting  collectors  and  the  display  of  souvenirs  of  interest  to  them.  One  ot  the; 
societies  is  taking  the  lead  in  the  matter,  and  prominent  clubs  all  over  the 
world  will  be  asked  to  co-operate.  The  collectors  believe  in  taking  an  early 
start  and  have  already  begun  selling  nestbuilder  certificates  to  aid  m  the^ erec¬ 
tion  of  the  “Collectors’  Nest.”  These  cost  ten  cents  each  and  entitle  the  holder 
to  use  the  Club  House  as  Headquarters,  and  to  various  privileges  prized  by  col¬ 
lectors.  Each  Club  co-operating  in  the  movement  will  select  some  bird  as  its 
emblem,  and  it  is  proposed  to  work  up  a  friendly  rivalry  as  to  which  bird  wi 
do  the  most  for  the  Nest 
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Four  years  apo  the  Paris  Louvre  acquired  possession  of  four  ancient  blue 
enamel  vases,  one  of  which  contained  the  heart  of  Rameses  II.,  the  Sesistiis  of 
the  Greeks,  which  has  been  preserved  in  soda  and  Yesinoid  antiseptics  for  more 
than  3,000  years!  The  mummy  of  the  King  may  be  seen  in  the  Egyptian  Mu¬ 
seum  at  Cairo.  As  Rameses  died  1,258  years  before  the  Christian  era,  some 
3,168  years  have  elapsed  since  the  royal  heart  was  first  embalmed. 

The  heart  of  Charlemagne  is  carefully  preserved  in  the  beautiful  cathedral 
of  Aix  in  Chapelle,  where  he  was  born  and  died;  his  skeleton,  by  authority  of 
Barbarossa,  having  been  separated  in  1166,  and  each  of  his  bones  becoming  a 
holy  relic.  Many  of  these  are  still  to  be  seen  in  French  and  German  shrines. 

Near  the  high  altar  of  the  Pantheon  of  Rome,  the  burial  place  of  Raphael, 
is  a  beautiful  monument  to  Cardinal  Consalvi,  Minister  and  Secretary  to  Pope 
Pius  VII.,  by  Thorwaldsen.  This,  however,  is  only  a  cenotaph,  marking  the 
spot  where  his  heart  is  preserved.  His  body  rests  with  that  of  his  beloved 
brother,  Andrew,  in  the  ancient  church  of  St  Marcello. 

The  tradition  as  to  the  heart  of  Richard  Coeur  de  Lion  having  been  in¬ 
terred  in  London  is  of  fair  antiquity,  for  Stow,  in  his  well-known  “Survey” 
(1598),  says  of  the  famous  King,  and  the  Church  of  Allhallows,  Barking,  that 
“some  have  written  that  his  heart  was  buried  there  under  the  high  altar.”  The 
statement  has  been  mentioned  by  many  writers  since  Stow,  the  most  conclusive 
being  Philip  Norman,  who  remarks  in  connection  with  Allhallows:  “Richard  I. 
added  the  chapel  of  St.  Mary,  which  became  famous  for  a  statue  of  the  Virgin 
placed  there  by  Edward  I.  In  the  instrument  which  sets  this  forth  prayer  is 
especially  enjoined  on  behalf  of  the  soul  of  Richard  I.,  ‘whose  heart  is  buried 
beneath  the  high  altar.’ 

“Hence  has  arisen  a  belief  that  ‘Lion  Heart’  is  buried  below  the  communion 
table  of  the  existing  church,  but  we  know  that  he  bequeathed  his  heart  to  the 
Canons  of  Rouen,  and  that  it  is  now  under  the  recumbent  effigy  of  him  in  the 
cathedral  of  that  French  City.”  For  this  latter  assertion  we  have  also  the 
authority  of  Shakespeare,  who,  in  “King  Henry  V.,”  says:  “As  sure  as  in  this 
late-betrayed  town.  Great  Coeur-de-Lion’s  heart  was  buried.”  In  1838  this  relic 
of  the  fearless  King  was  brought  to  light  after  the  lapse  of  six  centuries.  The 
heart,  which  was  unusually  large,  was  inclosed  in  caskets  of  lead  and  silver, 
and  withered  almost  to  the  semblance  of  an  autumn  leaf. 

When  King  Richard’s  successor,  Edward  I.,  at  the  head  of  an  English  army 


t 


was  marching  against  Scotland,  he  became  mortally  ill,  and,  remembering  that 
in  his  youth  he  had  made  a  solemn  vow  to  make  another  campaign  in  the  Holy 
i  Land,  he  ordered  that  his  heart  should  be  buried  in  Palestine,  a  wish  that  his 
wayward  son  failed  to  respect.  When  this  matter  was  off  his  mind  the  dying 
King’s  words  were:  “Carry  my  bones  before  you  on  your  march  to  Scotland* 
for  the  rebels  will  not  be  able  to  endure  the  sight  of  me,  alive  or  dead.” 

In  Westminster  Abbey  are  buried  the  hearts  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  Queen 
Mary,  Charles  II.,  William  and  Mary  and  the  latter’s  sister,  Queen  Anne.  In  St. 
Nicholas’  Chapel,  Westminster,  was  enshrined  the  heart  of  a  Duke  of  Rich¬ 
mond,  where  a  monument  may  be  seen  with  this  statement  inscribed  upon  it: 
“Cromwell’s  heart  is  believed  to  have  been  bricked  up  in  an  inside  wall  of 
Newburgh  Priory,  Easingwold,  the  Seat  of  Sir  George  Womball  Bart,  to  whom 
the  estate  descended  from  the  extinct  Lords  Fauconberg,  one  of  whom  married 
the  Lord  Protevtor’s  daughter  Mary.” 

There  appears  to  be  the  same  uncertainty  as  to  the  fate  of  Cromwell’s 
head,  for,  as  Carlyle  informed  the  present  writer,  there  were  then  “three  pre¬ 
tended  heads  of  Oliver  to  be  seen  in  England,  all  fraudulent  moonshine.”  As 
recently  as  April,  1911,  Premier  Asquith  was  urged  to  purchase  one  of  these, 
and  arrange  a  state  burial  for  the  illustrious  Englishman's  head,  but  he  de¬ 
clined  to  do  so. 

In  the  will  of  Sir  Nicholas  Crispe  Bart  dated  23,  Feb.  1665,  he  directed 
that  his  executors  should — “Cause  my  Heart  to  me  Imbalmed,  And  to  be  put, 
into  a  small  urne  made  of  the  hardest  stone  and  fastened  in  it  placed  upon  a 
Pillor  of  the  best  and  hardest  Black  Marble  to  be  sett  i!{jon  Hammersmith 
^  Chappell  neare  my  Pew,  the  place  I  soe  dearly  loved.” — (Boston  American.) 

The  27th  annual  report  of  the  Bureau  of  American  Ethnology,  is  at  hand. 
This  issue  is  in  keeping  with  the  other  reports  of  the  Bureau.  After  the  report 
of  the  Chief,  covering  the  work  of  the  Bureau  for  the  previous  year,  comes  the 
main  body  of  the  book,  which  consists  of  a  monograph  on  the  Omaha  tribe. 
This  is  compiled  by  Miss  Alice  M.  Fletcher,  “an  employee  of  the  Bureau,”  and 
Mr.  Frances  La  Flesche,  whi  is  a  member  of  the  Omaha  tribe.  The  work  gives 
as  complete  a  history  of  the  Omahas  as  it  is  possible  to  write.  Miss  I  letcher 
has  been  a  worker  among  the  Indians  for  many  years.  Mr.  La  Fresche  by  being 
a  member  of  the  Omahas  had  oportunity  to  gain  information  that  no  one  else 
could  ever  hope  to  secure.  It  is  well  this  work  has  been  completed  at  this  time 
as  in  a  few  years  many  of  the  older  Omahas  will  be  gone  and  it  would  be  im¬ 
possible  to  get  some  of  the  information  in  this  book  without  their  help.  If  you 
desire  a  copy  of  this  report,  send  your  request  to  the  Bureau  of  American 
Ethnology,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  a  copy  will  be  sent  you  if  they  still  hay© 
them  on  hands  or  request  your  congressional  representative  to  get  you  a  copy.

THE  MODERN  SCANDINAVIAN  COINS— By  Edgar  Lincoln. 

The  Scandinavian  copper  coins  issued  after  the  separation  of  Norway 
from  Sweden  are  of  special  interest  as  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the  three 
countries  of  Norway,  Sweden  and  Denmark 

The  Norwegian  first  issue  since  the  separation  from  Sweden  were  issued 
by  the  new  King  Haakon  VII,  the  son  of  King  I  rederick  VIII  of  Denmark  and 
nephew  of  the  late  King  Edward  VII  and  Queen  Alexander  of  England.  They 
consist  of  the  values  1,  2  and  5  ore.  On  the  obverse  appearse  the  arms  of  Nor¬ 
way  with  crown  above.  H  on  left  hand  and  \  II  on  right.  On  the  reverse  num-  ^ 

eral  of  value  and  denomination  ORE  above  surrounded  by  oak  wreath  and  date 
1906  below.  No.  1. 

In  1908  a  new  design  appeared,  because  for  some  reason  the  first  issue 
was  not  approved  of.  Perhaps  because  the  coins  had  no  inscription  signifying 
the  name  of  the  country.  This  second  issue,  which  is  by  no  means  so  pleasing, 
has  on  the  obverse  inscription  Kongeriket,  Norge  surrounding  a  large  H  and 
figure  7,  entwined  with  crown  above.  On  reverse  ORE  and  figure  of  value 
above  and  date  below  and  three  triangular  ornaments  in  the  field.  No.  2. 

The  Swedish  first  coinage  since  the  separation  was  issued  by  King  Oscar 
II,  consisting  of  1,  2  and  5  ore,  have  on  the  obverse  a  floreated  0  with  II  in  the 
center,  crowned  and  inscription  Sveriges  Val  above  the  crown.  On  the  reverse, 
denomination  ORE  and  figure  of  value  above  and  date  1906  below  and  three 
crowns  in  the  field,  all  surrounded  by  a  plated  circle  or  frame.  No.  3. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  King  Oscar  II  a  new  design  appeared,  issued  by 
King  Gustave  V,  who  succeeded  him.  On  the  obverse  is  inscription  Med  Fol- 
ketfor  Kosterlandet  surrounding  GG  in  script  and  V  entwined  and  crown  above 
and  date.  On  the  reverse  is  the  value  in  letters  and  in  numerals  and  denomina¬ 
tion  ORE,  and  three  crowns  in  cntre.

The  Danish  copper  coins  consisting  of  1,  2  and  5  ore  appeared  about  the 
same  time  at  the  Norwegian  and  Swedish  above  mentioned  and  are  the  first 
coins  issued  by  King  Frederick  VIII  who  succeeded  his  father  King  Christian 
IX  on  Jan.  29,  1906.  He  is  brother  of  Queen  Alexander  of  England  and  father 
of  King  Haakon  VII  of  Norway.  On  the  obverse  of  these  coins  is  monogram 
FF&8  in  cypher  with  crown  above.  On  the  reverse  figure  of  value  and  ORE 
surrounded  by  inscription  Kongeriget,  Danmark,  and  date.  No.  5.

In  September  18G2  when  General  Jackson  with  his  Confederate  army  cap¬ 
tured  Harper’s  Ferry  Arsenal  they  secured  a  rich  prize  in  guns  and  the  vast 
quantity  of  gun  parts  obsolete  and  in  process  of  manufacture,  representing 
the  accumulation  of  many  years.  The  inventory  taken  April  1861  when  the 
Arsenal  was  partly  destroyed  by  fire  showed  $164,300.00  in  guns  and  parts. 

Among  these  was  a  small  quantity  of  parts  and  barrels  used  years  pre¬ 
viously  in  the  manufacture  of  the  well  known  Hall  Breech  Loading  Rifle.  As 
the  South  was  greatly  in  need  of  fire  arms  at  that  time,  every  gun  part  that 
could  be  put  together  and  made  to  shoot  was  immediately  removed  to  the  Con- 


federate  Armories  in  Richmond,  Va.,  and  Fayetteville,  N.  C.  The  illustration 
shows  a  muzzle  loading  musket  made  up  with  the  Hall  swinging  lock  screwed 
into  the  barrel,  a  brass  plug  with  nipple  inserted  in  the  breech,  the  Hall’s  slit 
hammer,  guard  bow,  bands,  and  other  parts  all  assembled  into  a  complete  gun,  f 
which  was  used  in  service  by  Confederate  soldiers  until  captured  by  Union 
troops  near  the  close  of  the  Civil  War. 

While  many  thousands  of  muzzle  loading  weapons  have  been  altered  into 
improved  breech  loader,  this  is  about  the  only  instance  to  the  writer’s  knowledg 
where  inventions  have  been  altered  back. 

John  H.  Hall  and  William  Thornton  are  the  names  of  the  patentees  to 
whom  was  granted  a  patent  for  breech  loading  rifle,  May  21st,  1811.  There  is 
nothing  on  record  among  Governmene  papers  regarding  William  Thornton, 
while  Capt.  John  H.  Hall’s  name  is  very  much  in  evidence  not  only  as  an  inven¬ 
tor,  but  also  as  Assistant  Armorer  at  Harper’s  Ferry  Arsenal,  supervising  the 
manufacturing  of  his  patent  guns,  and  also  supervising  the  manufacture  of 
machinery  that  would  turn  out  all  parts  interchangeable. 

A  Board  of  Army  Officers  in  1827  reported,  “It  is  well  known,  we  believe, 
that  arms  have  never  yet  been  made  so  exactly  similar  to  each  other  that  the 
everal  parts  on  being  changed  would  suit  equally  well  when  applied  to  every 
other  arm.” 

The  Board  reports  how  they  took  apart  100  Hall’s  guns  made  in  1824, 
mixed  up  and  scattered  the  parts,  removed  the  stocks,  and  substituted  100  new 
unmounted  stocks  made  in  1827.  The  workmen  in  assembling  took  each  part 
just  as  it  came  to  his  hand  without  selection  and  put  it  together  into  the  com¬ 
plete  gun  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  of  Officers,  who  minutely  examined  each 
gun,  and  were  unable  to  discover  any  inaccuracy  in  their  fitting  together  the 
same  as  if  in  the  stock  to  which  they  originally  belonged.” 

“And  we  very  much  doubt  whether  the  best  workmen  that  may  be  selected 
from  any  Armory  with  the  aid  of  the  best  machinery  in  use  elsewhere,  could, 
in  a  whole  life,  make  100  rifles  or  muskets  that  would,  after  being  promiscuous¬ 
ly  mixed  together,  fit  each  other  with  that  exact  nicety  that  is  to  b  found  in 
thus-*  manufactured  bv  Hall."  Interchangeability  of  All  Machine  Made  Parts 
(Identical  Fabrication)  must  therefore  be  credite  to  John  H.  Hall  (and  not  Eli 
Whit^ev  1  h s  *’'e  successful  inventor. 

In  1810  Hall  entered  the  Government  service  at  Harper’s  Ferry  Arsenal, 
receiving  a  salary  of  $00.00  per  month  and  a  royalty  of  $1.00  per  gun  on  each 
Hall  rifle.  Up  to  July  1841  the  U.  S.  Government  had  paid  him  $36,550.32  for 
his  services  and  royalties  on  11,000  guns.  The  cost  of  the  Hall  rifle  in  1819  was 
$17.82 The  following  year  with  his  improved  machinery  Hall  had  reduced 
the  cost  to  $11.90  per  rifle,  whereas  the  common  muskets  of  that  day,  as  made 
at  other  armories  and  by  contractors,  cost  $14.50. 

The  test  of  the  Hall  rifle  for  rapidity  by  soldiers  at  Fortress  Monroe  in 
1825  was:  Hall’s  rifle  100;  Common  rifle  43;  Musket  37;  more  than  two  to  one. 

For  endurance  the  rifle  was  fired  7,186  times.  The  officers  reported  the  ad¬ 
vantage  over  the  common  gun  then  in  use  was: — First,  the  celerity  and  ease 
with  which  they  may  be  loaded  in  all  situations.  Second,  greater  accuracy  and 
less  recoil.  Third,  less  weight. 

In  1836  in  answer  to  a  Congressional  inquiry  regarding  the  Hall  Rifle, 
the  Colonel  of  Ordnance  reported,  “There  is  no  longer  any  doubt  of  its  being 
the  best  small  fire  arm  now  known.”  And  again  in  1841  Lieutenant  Colonel  of 
Ordnance  reported  to  Congress,  “That  the  Hall  Carbine  for  use  on  horseback 


where  loading  with  the  ramrod  is  so  very  inconvenient  the  Hall  carbine  is 
preferable  to  all  other  weapons  of  its  class.” 

From  1835  until  his  death  1841,  Hall  received  $2600.00  per  annum. 

4  The  records  show  that  the  Hall  Breech  Loader  in  its  time  encountered 

much  opposition  from  gun  inventors  and  manufacturers,  who,  through  their 
Congressional  Representative,  tried  to  secure  the  Government  adoption  of  other 
patent  guns. 

In  1834  the  Government  loaned  certain  members  of  Congress  Hall  rifles  to 
take  home  to  show  their  constituents  the  advantage  of  the  breech  loading  sys¬ 
tem  as  against  the  muzzle  loader.  Each  gun  was  accompanied  with  a  box  of 
250  percussion  caps.  It  was  under  the  contract  given  to  Gun  Maker  S.  North 
of  Middletown,  Conn.,  that  the  improved  lever  was  adopted  for  opening  the 
Hall  breech  block.  First  the  broad  fiat  under  lever  fish  tail  shaped  so  as  not  to 
catch  on  the  soldier’s  clothing  and  raise  the  block  prematurely,  and  later  the 
side  lever,  many  of  which  were  used  during  the  Civil  W  ar.  1  here  is  on  tecoid 
the  purchase  of  920  Hall’s  breech  loading  carbines  (of  ancient  model,  wrote 
Brig.  General  Ripley  of  the  Ordnance  Department),  by  the  Union  Defense 
Committee  of  New  York  in  1862  at  a  cost  of  $9.00  each.  These  guns  they  pa¬ 
triotically  turned  over  to  the  War  Department.  Our  now  famous  J.  Pierpont 
Morgan  also  supplied  the  Government  with  guns  in  1861,  as  pei  the  enclosed 
copy  of  bill  found  in  Executive  Documents."

For  over  50  years  Hall’s  rifle  was  in  use  in  the  U.  S.  Army. 


STORY  OF  HALL’S  FLINTLOCK  RIFLE  MUSKET. 

(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

I  had  for  many  years  associated  with  other  gun  firms  and  manufacturers 
in  purchasing  obsolete  Government  rifles  and  equipments.  In  1886  acting  as 
their  representative  in  attending  an  auction  sale  at  a  California  arsenal  re¬ 
ceiving  in  addition  to  my  share  of  the  profits  as  a  member  of  the  Association, 
the  sum  of  $20.00  a  day  and  expenses,  and  eight  years  later  they  again  chose 
me  to  act  as  their  representative  at  a  Pacific  Coast  Government  auction  sale, 
paying  me  $50.00  a  day.  I  was,  therefore,  associated  in  very  close  business 
^  connections  with  about  seven  of  the  leading  gun  firms  of  America,  who  chose 


me  to  attend  the  auction  sales  on  account  of  my  general  knowledge  of  all  kinds 
of  material  included  in  a  Government  auction;  it  being  necessary  in  the  old 
time  way  of  disposing  of  Government  goods  by  auction  for  the  buyer  to  attend 
in  person  in  order  to  bid  at  the  sales.  It  finally  dawned  on  me  that  with  my 
making  a  specialty  of  the  Government  auction  business  whereas  these  gun 
firms  were  interested  only  occasionally  that  I  was  like  the  cat  in  the  monkey 
story  pulling  the  chestnuts  out  of  the  fire,  getting  bargains  for  others  that  I 
could  and  should  have  had  for  myself.  So  for  a  number  of  years  prior  to  the 
large  sale  of  September  21st,  1900,  I  had  dissolved  partnership  with  the  other 
firms  with  whom  I  had  formerly  associated  myself  at  the  auctions  and  gone  in 
independent  to  buy  for  myself  in  competition  with  my  former  business  friends. 

I  had  many  invitations  to  join  others  at  the  1900  sale  but  refused  all  so¬ 
licitations.  The  sale  embraced  593  lots  and  I  wrote  out  my  bid  on  each  and 
every  lot  always  ending  in  a  fraction,  as  it  was  my  experience  that  many  deal- 
<  r>  would  bid  an  even  amount.  I  secured  one  lot  of  9999  new  Remington  rifles, 


by  my  bid  being  only  a  fraction  of  a  cent  higher  than  that  of  the  next  highest 
bidder,  who  immediately  offered  me  $1000. 00  profit  off  my  bargain,  which  I  re¬ 
fused. 

The  evening  before  the  sale  while  writing  out  my  bid  when  I  came  to  the 
lot  of  Hall's  new  Breech  Loading  Rifles,  I  wrote  opposite  the  lot  $1.70  each,  the 
price  given  to  me  in  my  dream  putting  back  the  thought  which  came  to  me  to 
add  a  fraction  the  same  as  on  all  other  bids.  I  let  the  bid  stand  believing  that 
the  dream  was  a  divine  inspiration  and  that  I  would  follow  it. 

»  The  bids  were  opened  in  the  office  of  the  Colonel  commanding  the  Arsenal 
in  the  presence  of  upwards  of  100  bidders.  When  the  Colonel  came  to  my  bid 
and  read  out  the  jaw-breaking  figures  with  their  fractional  endings  and  came  to 
the  even  amount  bid  on  the  Hall’s,  he  stopped  reading  and  turning  to  me  said, 
‘•Hannerman,  didn’t  you  make  a  mistake  leaving  out  the. fraction  on  this  bid?” 
The  other  bidders  laughed  at  the  joke.  Strange  to  say  when  all  the  bids  had 
been  read  out  it  was  found  that  another  firm  with  whom  I  used  to  associate  had 
made  exactly  the  same  bid  as  myself  on  the  lot  of  Hall’s  rifles,  $1.70  each.  As 
tie  bids  were  to  be  settled  by  those  making  them  I  said  to  the  other  bidder, 
•  You  and  I  are  tie  on  the  Hall’s.  I  am  willing  to  divide  evenly  with  you.”  “No, 
Hannerman,”  he  said,  "I  cannot  do  that  for  I  am  associated  with  a  firm  in  Bos¬ 
ton.”  Then  I  said,  “That  is  all  right,  the  head  of  that  Boston  firm  called  yes¬ 
terday  at  mv  store  to  see  me  while  I  was  absent  in  Washington,  and  I  know 
now  that  his  errand  was  to  have  me  join  him  on  this  lot  and  not  being  able  to 
see  me  he  called  on  you.  I  am  willing  for  ‘Auld  Lang  Syne’  to  make  three  of 
the  lot,  each  one  receiving  one  third.”  To  which  proposition  he  gladly  agreed 
and  then  I  knew  that  the  dream  was  divinely  inspired  in  order  to  make  me 
more  friendly;  Our  Father’s  plan  to  have  me  share  this  prize  with  some  of  His 
other  children. 

“A  man’s  heart  deviseth  his  way;  But  the  Lord  directeth  his  steps.  Prov¬ 


erbs  16-9. 

A  volume  might  be  written  about  the  Hall  taken  from  the  Government 
Records  and  old  time  publications.  The  first  Government  documents  where  Hall 
is  mentioned  he  is  given  the  title  of  Lieutenant,  later  on  that  of  Captain, 
whereas  in  some  publications  he  is  given  the  title  of  Colonel.  We  do  not  know 
where  he  got  his  military  titles.  We  think  it  was  in  Militia  services  probably 
in  the  War  of  1812.  This  ends  the  Hall  Stories.  In  next  issue  we  hope  to  tell 
about  the  Spencer  Magazine  Gun.

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A  KOLUMN  FOR  KANSAS  KOLLECTORS 


By  George  J.  Remsburg  of  Potter.  Kansas 

4  Dr.  0.  P.  Blatchly,  of  Argentine,  has  an  extensive  collection  of  relics  and 
curios  and  it  was  the  subject  of  a  long,  ilusrrated  write-up  in  the  Kansas  City 
Star  of  November  19,  1911,  which  says  that  the  collection  shows  great  versa¬ 
tility  of  taste,  including  coins,  canes,  geological,  archaeological  and  historical 
specimens,  mounted  birds,  etc.,  etc. 

In  the  Smithsonian  Institution  at  Washington  is  a  giant  buffalo  killed  half 
a  mile  south  of  Wakeeney,  Kans.,  in  1868,  by  Byron  Tyler,  now  a  Kansas  City 
business  man.  The  specimen  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  largest  and  handsomest  of 
that  species  of  wild  game  ever  slain.  Authorities  say  it  must  have  exceeded  in 
weight  the  average  buffalo  more  than  200  pounds. 

A  very  interesting  collection  of  Indian  and  archaeological  curios,  as  well  as 
curiosities  from  the  American  insular  possessions  and  foreign  countries  is  at 
Highland  University  of  Highland,  Kans.  Among  the  things  in  the  college  mu¬ 
seum  ins  the  old  clock  of  the  Indian  Mission,  erected  at  Highland  in  1840  by 
Father  Irvin.  The  time  piece  was  made  about  1838  and  keeps  good  time.  hTe 
old  bell  of  the  mission  is  upon  the  college  campus.  As  Highland  was  the  second 
town  organized  in  Kansas,  the  curios  found  about  that  place  are  of  much  his¬ 
torical  interest. 

Judge  T.  H.  Grisham  of  Cottonwood  Falls,  took  part  in  a  turkey  shooting 
match  recently  using  an  old  flint  lock  rifle  purchased  by  his  great  grandfather, 
John  Grisham  at  Charlotte,  N.  C.,  in  1811 — just  100  years  ago.  The  rifle  was 
used  by  John  Grisham  under  General  Jackson  at  New  Orleans  and  then  in  the 
if  Civil  war  by  John  Grisham,  a  grandson,  under  General  Carroll,  with  the  Ten- 
'  n’essee  Riflemen. 

A  large  collection  of  mounted  animals,  collected  and  stuffed  by  K.  D.  Olin 
of  Wichita,  has  been  purchased  by  Friends  university  of  that  city.  This  collec¬ 
tion  is  made  up  almost  entirely  of  animals  and  birds  native  to  this  part  of  the 
country.  It  consists  of  over  100  specimens. 

Mrs.  Mabel  J.  Mauzey  of  Atchison  county,  has  a  diary  written  by  her 
great,  great  grandfather  in  1704  telling  how  people  lived  at  that  time.  It  is 
verp  interesting. 

The  Bible  on  which  the  first  members  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  took  their 
obligations  will  be  in  Kansas  for  the  week  beginning  February  19.  A  class  of 
three  hundred  members  will  be  initiated  in  Kansas  City,  Kans.,  February  23, 
when  the  Bible  will  be  used  for  the  first  time  since  it  was  given  to  the  order  by 
the  heirs  of  Justus  H.  Rathbone,  the  founder  of  the  order.  It  was  first  used 
February  19,  1864,  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  when  the  organization  was  first 
formed.  Fred  Wheaton,  Minneapolis,  Mum.,  supreme  keeper  of  records  and 
seal,  will  bring  the  Bible  to  Kansas. 

E.  F.  Heisler,  editor  of  a  weekly  paper  in  Kansas  City,  Kans.,  and  a  local 
historian  of  some  repute,  recently  found  in  the  Blue  River  near  Cassville,  Mo., 
the  cannon  captured  by  General  Price’s  Confederate  soldiers  from  Col.  George 
W.  Veale’s  regiment  at  the  Battle  of  the  Blue  near  Kansas  City  during  the 
Civil  War.  Governor  Hadley  and  Governor  Stubbs,  as  well  as  ex-Governor 
Crawford,  the  war  governor  of  Kansas,  and  ex-Governor  St.  John,  have  prom¬ 
ised  to  be  present  when  the  gun  will  be  taken  out  of  the  river.  Citizens  of 
Monett,  Webb  City,  Joplin  and  Aurora,  Mo.,  will  also  go. 

A  coiled  tin  vase  being  shown  in  the  Berry  hardware  store  was  made  by 
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James  Moran,  a  tinner  of  Alton,  Ill.,  and  was  exhibited  at  the  Centennial  in 
Philadelphia  in  1876.  James  Moran  is  dead,  and  was  a  brother  of  the  late  John 
Moran,  of  Atchison.  John  gave  the  vase  to  Charlie  Pantle,  and  the  vase  is  a  T 
wonderful  product  considering  it  was  made  by  hand. — Atchison  Globe. 

Will  Holbert  of  Atchison,  whose  fad  is  collecting  books  and  papers  of  his¬ 
torical  value  to  Atchison,  has  loaned  his  collection  to  the  library  of  St.  Bene¬ 
dict’s  college  for  safe  keeping.  This  collection  includes  the  complete  set  of 
Atchison  city  directories  dating  back  to  1859.  In  the  papers  are  the  original 
muster  roll  of  Co.  A.,  Home  Guards,  formed  September  5,  1861,  of  which  his 
grandfather,  Charles  Holbert,  was  captain.  Another  is  an  order  from  Lieut. 
Col.  John  A.  Martin  to  Capt.  Holbert  to  take  his  company  and  guard  the  ferry 
to  keep  guerillas  from  Missouri  from  crossing  into  Kansas.  A  real  estate  trans¬ 
fer,  executed  by  John  James  Ingalls,  notary  public,  transferring  a  tract  of  land 
for  $1,500,  bore  $.50  in  revenue  stamps.  The  deed  was  made  out  in  1869.  An¬ 
other  valuable  paper  is  the  proclamation  of  Governor  Martin  on  the  death  of  U. 

S.  Grant.  Still  another  is  the  original  aplication  for  a  charter  of  the  Chicago  & 
Atchison  Bridge  Co.,  dated  August  31,  1871. 

Col.  W.  F.  Cody  (“Buffalo  Bill’’)  has  located  through  a  Des  Moines  man 
the  cradle  in  which  he  and  his  sisters  and  elder  brother  were  rocked  in  their  in¬ 
fancy.  Col.  Cody  bad  long  been  looking  for  this  cradle  and  from  time  to  time 
had  heard  rumors  that  it  was  somewhere  in  Iowa.  The  relic  is  in  the  possession 
of  Walter  D.  Olney,  a  former  resident  of  Scott  county,  where  Col.  Cody  lived 
before  his  parents  took  him  to  Kansas.  The  cradle  was  among  the  articles  of 
furniture  left  behind  with  the  neighbors  wher  the  Cody  family  started  on  their 
long  overland  journey  to  Kansas  in  a  “prairie  schooner.”  Olney  obtained  the  a 
cradle  from  David  Lower  of  Scott  county  on  the  latter’s  death  several  years 
ago.  Col.  Cody’s  father  made  the  piece  of  furniture  himself.

EDITORIAL  CORNER. 


It  is  with  much  gratification  htat  we  see  several  of  our  contemporaries 
taking  up  the  discussion  of  a  Union  of  American  Stamp  Societies  and  an 
American  Philatelic  Congress,  and  should  feel  much  pleased  to  hear  from  the 
readers  of  the  WEST  what  they  think  about  these  two  propositions.  All  that 
we  have  read  so  far  seems  non-objectionable,  but  Mr.  Kjellstedt’s  sentiments 
and  those  of  Mr.  Hollenbach  expressed  in  the  Philadelphia  Stamp  News  are 
especially  commendable.  Not  personal  gain  of  money,  honor  or  powet,  but  the 
r  good  name  of  American  Philately  should  be  the  spring  for  all  that  we  say  or 
do  in  this  connection.  There  will  be  enough  personal  benefits  to  reap  inci¬ 
dentally,  if  we  succeed  in  benefiting  philately  in  our  country  generally. 

Mr.  Paul  Mason’s  idea  of  an  American  Academy  of  Philately  set  forth  in. 


Everybody’s  Philatelist,  thought  not  new  as  Redfield’s  Stamp  Weekly  advanced 
it  about  a  year  ago,  is  good,  and  we  would  like  to  see  it  incorporated  in  the 
general  scheme.  It  need  not  exactly  be  called  an  Academy.  The  Philatelists  of 
Germany  have  something  that  is  essentially  the  same  under  the  name  “Wis- 
senschaftliche  Gruppe,”  i.  e.  Scientific  Committee,  consisting  of  a  number  of 
the  ablest  men  whose  duty  it  is  to  see  to  the  scientific  development  of  serious 
philatelic  work.  We  do  not  dare  to  make  any  definite  propositions,  but  think 
that  most  of  what  shall  be  done  ought  to  be  left  to  the  deliberation  of  a  gener¬ 
al  American  Philatelic  Congress,  consisting  cf  delegates  from  all  existing 
American  Stamp  Societies.  This,  then,  the  bringing  together  of  such  a  Con¬ 
gress  seems  to  us  the  most  important  proposition  at  present.  Meanwhile  there 
is  nothing  in  the  way  to  prevent  the  union  of  local  societies,  or  the  discussion 
of  any  matters  tending  to  elevate  philately  in  America,  or  any  preliminary 
co-operation  on  the  part  of  societies  and  individual  collectors.  The  more  there 
is  done,  the  more  there  is  said,  the  more  there  is  printed  in  regard  to  com¬ 
bining  and  organizing  forces,  the  better.  Mr.  Gustav  Schmidt  of  Basel,  Swit¬ 
zerland,  was  so  kind  as  to  remind  us  of  the  fact  that  the  philatelists  of  Bel¬ 
gium,  the  Netherlands  and  Italy  are  also  combined  in  national  bodies  and  have 
their  philatelic  congresses.  It  seems  plain  that  stamp  collectors  of  so  many 
countries,  Great  Britain,  Germany,  France,  Denmark,  Sweden,  Netherlands, 
Switzerland,  Italy,  Belgium  practically  all  Europe,  would  not  combine  in  na¬ 
tional  bodies  and  would  not  convene  in  national  congresses,  if  they  did  not  see 
certain  benefits  for  themselves  in  doing  so.  We  Americans  are  entitled  to  the 
same  benefits,  if  we  but  have  the  necessary  ambition  to  try  to  attain  them.  In 
a  previous  number  of  the  WEST  we  have  enumerated  some  of  the  possible  ^ 
and  probable  benefits  ot  be  derived  of  all  American  societies  working  together. 

We  repeat  here  only  a  few:  Protection  against  fraud,  Promulgation  of  infor¬ 
mation,  Publication  of  first  class  philatelic  works,  Representation  abroad, 
Representation  before  the  U.  S.  Government  (to  obtain  official  information  and 
possibly  desirable  legislation),  Representation  before  the  non-philatelic  world, 
and  the  general  strengthening  of  our  hobby — or  science— as  well  as  the  in¬ 
crease  of  enthusiasm  in  the  individual  collector.  We  might  elaborate  each  of 
these  headings,  but  we  would  like  to  leave  something  to  be  done  hy  others,  as 
we  think  that  there  are  plenty  of  our  fellow  collectors  who  see  the  possible 
advantages  and  are  well  able  to  propound  them. 

If  there  be  any  question  as  to  the  outlines  of  a  national  organization  we 
might  point  to  the  organization  of  the  United  States  and  the  U.  S  Gov^nment 
as  an  example.  Let  the  existing  and  future  factional  and  local  societies  re¬ 
semble  the  States  and  the  national  organization  the  United  States.  Let  all 
factions  enjoy  equal  rights  end  independence,  but  let  them  work  together  in  all 
their  interests  that  are  common.  There  are,  of  course,  a  few  things  that  we 
must  try  to  prevent,  to  wti:  Domineering  factions.  Aggrandizement  of  a  few 
for  the  exploitation  of  the  many.  The  making  of  too  many  rules  and  regula¬ 
tion,  The  levying  of  too  heavy  fees  and  The  squandering  of  the  general  funds. 
Perhaps  there  may  be  other  pitfalls  that  we  must  try  to  avoid,  but  the  demo¬ 
cratic  spirit  of  Americans  with  the  advantage  we  have  in  profiting  by  the  ex¬ 
amples  of  similar  organizations  in  other  countries  should  be  efficient  to  teach  M 
us  how  to  guard  ourselves  aganst  any  dangers. 

We  invite  every  one  of  our  readers  and  contemporaries  to  express  them¬ 
selves  for  or  against  these  propositions. — Dorpat.

Fellow  Members: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  card  reminder  from  the  Secretary 
of  the  S.  P.  A.  concerning  1912  membership  dues,  and  note  that  the  amount  is 
stated  as  fifty  cents.  The  1912  Convention  of  the  S.  P.  A.  decided  upon  the 
sum  of  thirty-five  cents  as  the  annual  dues,  and  according  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Society,  this  cannot  be  changed  except  by  a  popular  vote  of  the  So¬ 
ciety,  which  vote  must  be  called  for  by  the  President.  I  am  not  aware  that 
the  President  has  called  for  any  such  vote,  and  I  do  not  see  wherein  the  Sec¬ 
retary  or  anyone  else  has  the  right  to  call  for  fifty  cents  membership  fee.  Not 
that  this  is  such  a  large  amount;  but  I  have  been  informed  hat  when  the  fee  N 
was  thirty-five  cents,  there  were  more  members  paid  up,  and  more  applica¬ 
tions  sent  in  than  since  the  fee  was  raised. 

In  the  October  issue  of  The  WEST,  Mr.  Powell  w'rites  as  follows:  “I  have 


advanced  the  Society  money  to  pay  bills.  *  *  *  We  have  nothing  to  fall  back 
upon— except  my  pocketbook.”  It  certainly  does  not  reflect  creditably  upon  the 
Society  to  have  it  said  that  the  S.  P.  A.  is  dependent  upon  the  pocketbook  of 
one  of  its  members,  and  I,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  other  members  of  Gal¬ 
veston  Branch  No.  2,  S.  P.  A.,  request  that  Mr.  Powell  furnish  the  Society, 
through  the  columns  of  the  WEST,  an  exact  statement  of  the  indebtedness  of 
the  Society  to  him;  and  I  suggest  that  each  member  of  the  Society  be  assessed 
his  prorata  of  this  amount,  in  order  to  clear  off  the  debt.  I  feel  sure  that  no 
member  will  object  to  paying  his  share  of  the  amount;  I  am  equally  positive 
that  every  member  of  the  Society  appreciates  Mr.  Powell  s  kindness  in  helping 
the  S.  P.  A.  as  he  has  done. 

The  S.  P.  A.  is  supposed  to  have  something  over  four  hundred  members; 
if  only  three  hundred  pay  up  their  dues,  that  means  over  $100  per  year,  besides 
the  initiation  fees,  etc.  The  question  is:  “WILL  1HIS  AMOUNT  COVER 
the  EXPENSES  OF  THE  SOCIETY?”  If  not  then  let  us  talk  about  putting 
the  dues  up  to  fifty  cents.

Washington,  D.  C.,  Jan. — Twelve  billion,  seven  hundred  and  seventy-five 
million  postage  stamps  were  sold  for  $226,469,000,  during  1911,  according  to 
the  report  of  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General  James  J.  Britt,  just  made 
public. 

In  the  registered  mail  department,  42,776,459  packages  were  received  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  The  receipts  on  these  amounted  to  $3,  864,319. 

The  report  recommends  an  increase  of  indemnity  for  lost  registered  arti¬ 
cles  of  the  first  class  up  to  $100,  and  urges  that  congress  insure  mail  matter  to 
its  full  value,  and  inci’ease  rates  to  correspond. 


Something  vastly  more  needed  than  the  apparently  useless  new  ten  cent 
registration  stamp,  is  an  official  stamped  registration  envelope  made  with 
linen  lining,  such  as  England  and  most  of  her  colonies  employ.  The.se  in  two  or 
three  sizes  would  be  of  the  greatest  convenience.  The  linen  lining  is  so  tough 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  tear  it  in  two. 


OUR  ILLUSTRATIONS. 


W.  C.  Ahlman  has  collected  stamps  and  coins  for  20  years  and  the  WEST 
has  revived  him  again  and  he  is  now  building  up  his  old  collection  staited  30 
years  ago.  He  has  taken  stock  in  a  Stamp  Co.,  which  he  recently  organized 
and  is  president  of  the  Norfolk  Stamp  Co.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Southern 
Philatelic  Association.  Look  up  his  ads. 

As  a  hobbyist  Paul  S.  Hedrick  of  St.  Joseph,  is  a  beginner.  He  collected 
stamps  about  six  years  ago,  but  disposed  of  his  collection.  His  hobby  now  con¬ 
sists  of  postal  cards,  street  car  transfers,  old  newspapers,  curios,  etc.  Mr. 
Hedrick  is  a  newspaper  reporter,  and  has  spent  six  years  upon  daily  newspa¬ 
pers  in  Kansas.  New  Mexico  and  Oklahoma.  He  is  a  contributor  to  The  \\  EST 
about  postal  cards  and  Oklahoma  hobby  notes. 

Edward  J.  Benes,  of  Chicago,  Ill.,  has  not  collected  stamps  very  long, 
some  three  or  four  years  and  is  not  known  very  much  in  philatelic  circles  as 
he  is  one  of  the  younger  collectors  (20  years  old)  and  has  not  had  very  much 
to  do  with  other  Philatelists.  He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Philatelic  So¬ 
ciety,  being  admitted  shortly  after  the  convention  held  in  Chicago  last  August. 
His  collection  of  stamps  numbers  about  4200  and  although  only  a  small  one  he 
prizes  it  very  highly. 

The  Jefferson  Pitcher  was  made  in  1801  while  Jefferson  was  President  of 
the  U  S.  The  inscription  on  the  front  under  spread  eagle  is,  “Peace,  Commerce 
and  honest  friendship  with  all  nations,  entangling  alliances  with  non.” — Jeffer¬ 
son.  Pitcher  is  10  inches  tall,  Liverpool  ware.  Property  of  Everett  Van  Voor- 
his,  Nelsonville,  N.  Y. 

The  Washington  Pitcher  was  made  at  the  time  of  Washington’s  death, 
1 795*.  One  -ide  Washington  in  Glory  design,  other  side  short's  map  of  eastern 
part  of  U.  S.  with  Washington  and  fame  blowing  trumpet.  10  inches  tall,  Liv¬ 
erpool  ware. 

A.  S.  Butt  sends  a  flash-light  picture  of  one  corner  of  his  room.  He  is  20 
years  old  and  is  working  for  the  L.  S.  M.  S.  railroad,  Toledo,  Ohio.  He  has 
been  collecting  for  the  past  few  years  and  has  succeeded  in  gathering  over 
fifty  old  guns  and  pistols,  besides  many  swords,  knives  and  bayonets.  He  also 
has  a  small  collection  of  Indian  relics,  antler,  horns,  book,  coins  and  other 
curios.

LINCOLN  POSTAGE  STAMP  CATALOGUE,  16th  Edition.  1912. 
Reviewed  by  L.  G.  Dorpat,  Wayside,  Wis. 


Here  we  have  another  edition  of  our  old  friend,  the  Lincoln  Catalog,  and 
it  is  worthy  of  the  foregoing  editions.  In  size,  form,  plan,  and  general  ap¬ 
pearance  it  is  very  much  like  the  loth  edition,  but  it  is  brought  up  to  date, 
contains  quite  a  number  of  new  illustrations — 5,000  in  all — and  lists  all  the 
stamps  of  the  world  up  to  the  time  of  going  to  the  press.  There  are  244  four- 
column  pages  of  text,  16  colored  maps  specially  engraved  fo-  this  work,  and 
56  additional  pages  of  useful  information  about  albums,  sets  of  stamps  and 
other  articles  of  value  to  the  collector. 

What  makes  the  work  particularly  recommendable  to  the  beginner,  or 


those  that  do  not  care  for  minor  varieties,  is,  that  it  illustrates  every  type  of 
stamp  issued  anywhere  in  the  world — including  U.  S.  stamps  but  does  not  en¬ 
ter  into  microscopic  and  hair-line  varieties  that  bewilder  and  confuse  the  novice 
and  tire  the  man  of  little  leisure. 

For  Great  Britain  some  Telegraph  and  Circular  Delivery  stamps  are  in¬ 
cluded,  for  the  U.  S.  some  of  the  Spanish  war  Revenues — why  these  only,  is 
hard  to  understand — and  there  is  a  lot  of  useful  information  in  the  form  of 
notes  scattered  over  the  whole  book. 

One  improvement  that  might  be  suggested  for  a  future  edition,  would  be 
the  printing  of  the  names  of  the  countries  treated  on  each  page  at  the  top  of 
that  page,  so  as  to  make  the  finding  of  each  country  yet  more  easy  than  is 
now  the  case  with  the  simple  alphabetic  arrangement,  and  the  advertising  no¬ 
tices  at  the  top  of  each  page.  These  notices  might  be  put  at  the  foot  of  the 
page.  A  book  must  be  pretty  good  if  no  other  ground  for  criticism  can  be 
found  than  such  a  trifle.  Well,  we  might  find  something  more  if  we  tried,  but 
Mr.  W.  S.  Lincoln,  the  publisher  is  the  “oldest  stamp  dealer  in  the  world”  and 
knows  pretty  well  what  to  put  in  and  what  to  leave  out,  and  we  do  not  care  to 
pick  flaws  where  there  is  so  much  to  recommend. 

The  price  of  the  book  is  75  cents  and  postage  16c  and  Mr.  Lincoln’s  address 
is:  2  Holies  Str.,  Oxford  Str.,  London  W.  England.  It  is  given  with  the  WEST 
one  year  for  $1.00  Can  send  order  to  WEST  publisher  or  Lincoln. 


In  the  early  seventies  when  stamp  collecting  first  attained  national  prom¬ 
inence,  it  was  the  custom  of  the  press  to  speak  of  it  as  a  passing  fad  that 
would  soon  die  out.  Many  of  the  papers,  perhaps  most  of  them,  that  pro¬ 
nounced  this  stern  prophecy,  have  already  gone  over  to  the  great  majority, 
and  the  remainder  never  fail  to  publish  any  items  of  philatelic  interest  that 
come  their  way,  even  cabling  from  Europe  notices  of  important  new  issues, 
etc.  Philately  has  not  dies  nor  have  any  of  its  branches  withere  1.  Sometimes 
we  hear"  collectors  say,  Envelopes  are  dead,  Post  Cards  are  done  for,  No  one 
collects  South  Americans,  etc.  If  this  was  true  of  any  line  it  would  certainly 
apply  to  U  .S.  Locals;  their  pictures  were  eliminated  from  our  catalogues  and 
only  a  blank  page  left  to  accommodate  them  in  our  albums.  Dealer^  sold  their 
stocks  if  they  had  any)  at  any  price  they  could  get  and  collectors— the  wise 
ones  kept  what  they  had  and  bought  more  when  the  opportunity  olfeied.  To¬ 
day  U.  S.  Locals  are  the  gems  of  the  trade,  no  stock,  no  chance  to  buy,  and 
the  leading  collectors  all  want  to  buy.  U.  S.  Locals  with  few  exceptions  are 
the  rarest  tsamps  in  the  world.  If  we  leave  out  some  of  the  issues  of  Blood, 
Boyd  and  Hussey,  all  are  rare,  possibly  averaging  a  hundred  copies  now  in 
existence  while  dozens  ae  known  only  by  a  single  copy.  Collectors  who  take 
everything  according  to  their  means  never  get  left.  The  whirligig  of  time  w  ll 
eventually  make  their  ugly  ducklings  the  flower  of  their  flock.  South  Ameri¬ 
cans  are  also  booked  for  a  big  advance.  The  early  issues  of  U.  S.  of  Colombia. 
Uruguay,  Argentine,  Peru  and  Chile  are  all  good.  The  high  values  of  Mexico 
are  not  to  be  found  and  the  same  can  be  said  of  many  other  countries.  Portu¬ 
gal  and  its  colonies  have  always  been  in  demand  which  has  been  greatly  in¬ 
tensified  by  the  late  political  changes  and  if  a  king  should  get  back  there  is 
no  knowing  what  prices  the  republican  issues  would  command. — Metropolitan 
Philatelist. 


AMALGAMATION’.— By  Clarence  V.  Webb. 


This  is  the  ape  of  amalgamation  and  consolidation;  but  it  seems  to  me 
things  a>e  being  carried  too  far  along  this  line.  It  is  argued  by  the  people 
who  wish  amalgamation  of  the  S.  P.  A.  and  M.  P.  A.  that  the  result  would  be 
a  great  and  powerful  society.  This  is  not  necessarily  true.  Take,  for  instance, 
the  combining  of  the  two  great  monthlies  in  New  York  City.  They  issued  one 
monthly  under  the  combination  and  failed.  So  when  we  state  that  the  result 
would  be  a  greater  society,  we  are  not  in  keeping  with  certain  attempts  at 
consclidaticn.  Consolidation  for  a  great  many  things — but  consolidation  in 
stamp  s  cieties  has  many  times  before  1912  resulted  in  a  flat  failure.  This  same 
subject  was  discussed  only  a  couple  of  years  ago.  The  pros  and  cons  were 
fully  brought  out  and  the  plan  was  defeated.  It  is  entirely  too  quick  to  bring 
this  up  again.  I  do  not  believe  it  can  be  done  and  if  it  is  not  defeated  this 
time,  I  do  not  believe  the  society  will  be  any  greater  than  each  of  them  are 
now.  The  progress  of  any  society  depends  greatly  upon  the  officers.  As  it  is 
we  have  two  sets  of  officers  working  in  two  societies.  If  we  have  one  set  of 
officers,  we  reduce  the  working  people  one  half.  It  can  not  but  be  admitted  it 
is  true  that  the  officers  of  the  societies  are  practically  the  only  ones  who  put 
themselves  to  much  trouble  in  regard  to  their  society.  The  great  argument  for 
amalgamation  has  been  unity.  Unity — do  you  think  that  would  be  the  result? 
Hardly.  I  do  not  believe  there  would  be  one-fourth  the  unity  there  is  at  pres¬ 
ent.  It  I-  tated  that  the  two  societies  are  working  in  the  same  field.  With  this 
I  must  disagree.  One  has  the  Philatelic  West  as  official  organ,  the  other  Mack’s 
Monthly  Philatelist.  I  think  there  is  the  greatest  difference  between  these  two 
papers.  I  believe  there  are  many  who  are  subscribers  to  the  Philatelic  WEST, 
but  if  the  fficial  orgon  was  changed  to  the  M.  M.  P.,  they  would  drop  out;  but 
still  continue  taking  the  WEST  and  vice  versa.  One  society  covers  the  Phila¬ 
telic  West's  subscribers,  while  the  other  M.  M.  P.’s  subscribers. 

Then  again,  appearances  are  decitful.  It  is  argued  that  the  membership  of 
the  S.  P.  A.  is  :t.‘*0  and  the  membership  of  the  M.  P.  A.  H25 — the  total  member¬ 
ship  would  be  nearly  (175.  This  figure  should  be  reduced  to  500  for  there  is  at 
least  175  who  are  counted  twice,  being  a  member  of  both.  So  when  we  get 
through  wt  have  only  a  total  membership  of  500,  just  150  more  than  the  S.  P. 
A.  now  has.  The  gain  is  not  large  enough  for  any  consolidation  or  amalgama¬ 
tion.  The  two  societies  are  doing  more  as  two  societies  than  the  one  society 
could.  They  cover  a  greater  field  and  reach  more  collectors.  Besides  this,  sup¬ 
porters  of  the  M.  P.  A.  are  already  coming  out  to  state  that  they  do  not  want 
to  go  back  to  the  old  constitution.  The  S.  P.  A.  has  the  old  constitution  and 
has  no  desire  for  the  new  one.  Here  is  all  kinds  of  disagreement  in  the  first 
place.  In  one  of  my  articles  when  the  matter  was  brought  up  once  before  I 
said,  “I.eave  the  plan  alone,”  and  I  still  think  that  is  the  only  way  to  do.  The 
vote  taken  at  the  convention  was  very  strong  against  it. 


The  collecting  of  U.  S.  plate  numbers  attached  to  the  single  stamp  instead 
of  strip  of  three,  is  gaining  much  favor,  especially  as  they  can  be  easily  thus 
used  and  the  waste  of  accumulating  unused  stamps  avoided.  A  complete  collec¬ 
tion  of  the  numbers  of  the  currenj  issue  is  a  task  that  the  ordinary  collector 
can  hardly  complete,  talhough  by  exchange  with  different  parts  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  he  may  approach  completion.

ABOUT  POSTMARK  COLLECTING.— By  Chas.  C.  Guy. 


It  is  with  much  interest  that  I  read  the  articles  of  W.  D.  Robb  that  were 
published  in  the  December  and  January  issues  of  The  WEST,  and  while  he 
takes  a  very  good  stand  as  to  the  collecting  of  postmarks  I  am  sure  that  a 
great  deal  more  interest  can  be  obtained  from  a  collection  where  the  original 
stamp  or  stamps  are  left  on  the  paper. 

I  have  been  a  collector  of  Postmarks  for  a  number  of  years,  and  have  a 
large  collection  of  them,  and  it  is  a  pastime  that  is  inexpensive  to  the  collector. 
You  can  purchase  a  first  class  Scrap  Book  at  most  any  book  store  for  a  little 
money,  and  that  is  about  all  the  expense  that  there  is  attached  to  it,  the  book 
will  hold  thousands  of  the  postmarks.  Cut  them  from  the  envelopes,  not  in  a 
square  shape,  but  in  an  oblong  shape,  so  that  when  you  have  cut  them  out  you 
will  have  the  stamp  on  the  paper  as  well  as  the  Postmark,  mount  the  alphabet¬ 
ically  as  to  states,  and  if  you  wish  as  to  counties  of  each  state,  and  then  see 
what  a  fine  study  it  will  be. 

Of  course  we  have  to  admit  that  an  Atlas  and  a  Postal  Guide  are  very  nice 
things  to  have  to  help  you  out  in  your  work,  but  if  unable  to  procure  either  of 
these,  a  first  class  High  School  Geography  will  be  of  great  help  to  you. 

Some  mgiht  ask,  well,  how  do  you  get  hold  of  all  these  Postmarks.  The  an¬ 
swer  is  easy,  all  you  have  to  do  is  to  ask  all  of  your  friends  to  save  you  all  the 
envelopes  that  they  have,  and  you  will  be  surprised  how  many  different  ones 
you  will  be  able  to  get  in  a  very  short  time. 

The  more  literature  on  our  hobby  that  is  published,  the  more  popular  the 
collecting  of  postage  stamps  will  become,  and  on  this  ground  alone  I,  as  a 
stamp  dealer,  welcome  all  sound  magazines. — What  C.  J.  Philips  of  Gibbons  Co., 
of  London  says.

PANAMA  EXPOSITION  STAMPS. 

Postmaster  General  Hitchcock  yesterday  authorized  the  preparation  of  de¬ 
signs  and  plates  for  the  printing  and  issuance  of  suitable  commemmorative 
postage  stamps  fo  the  Panama-Pacific  international  Exposition  of  1915. 

The  opening  of  the  canal,  as  well  as  a  historical  event  of  California,  will 
be  commemorated  and  some  general  American  scene  probably  will  be  repre¬ 
sented.  It  is  the  Postmaster  General’s  intention  to  have  these  stamps  ready  in 
ample  time  and  to  spare  no  pains  to  make  them  the  most  beautiful  in  artistic 
design  and  finish  that  have  yet  been  issued  by  the  Post-office  Department. 


NEW  U.  S.  STAMPS  TO  BE  ON  SALE  SOON. 

The  new  issue  of  postage  stamps  authorized  by  Postmaster  General  Hitch¬ 
cock  last  fall  are  now  i*eady  for  distribution,  and  they  will  be  placed  on  sale 
at  the  local  postoffice,  and  postoffices  throughout  the  country  as  soon  as  the  old 
supply  is  used  up.  Thousands  of  them  have  been  printed. 

Postmasters  will  not  be  permitted  to  make  requisition  for  the  new  stamp 
until  their  supply  of  the  old  design  is  depleted.  For  a  time  all  requisitions  sent 
in  will  be  filled  partly  with  old  and  partlyw  ith  the  new  stamps  to  use  up  all  of 
the  old  issue  that  is  available. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  stamps  will  be  on  sale  in  the  city  postoffices 
within  the  next  week  or  two. 

The  new  lc  green  and  2c  red  stamps  bear  the  head  of  Washington  in  pi*o- 
file,  from.  Hou<jon’s  bust  looking  to  the  left.  The  borders  of  the  first  six  denom-. 
inations  are  identical,  and  of  the  same  design  as  the  series  of  1908.  The  por- 
ti’ait  of  Washington  appears  within  a  plain  ellipse  on  end,  with  branches  of 
laurel  on  either  side.  Above  the  head  in  a  horizontal  line  are  the  words,  “U.  S. 
Postage;”  in  capital  letters  below  it,  the  word  “Cents,”  with  the  denomination 
in  numerals  in  both  lower  corners.  No  change  is  made  in  the  3c,  4c,  5c,  or  6c 
stamps  from  those  of  1908. 

The  colors  of  the  five  higher  denominations  are:  8c*,  olive;  10c,  dark  yel¬ 
low;  15c  gray;  50c,  lavender;  $1,  dark  brown.  The  subject  of  these  stamps  is 
a  portrait  of  Franklin  in  profile,  from  Houdon’s  bust,  looking  to  the  left,  with 
an  ellipse  on  end.  In  the  upper  corners  are  plain  panels  in  the  form  of  right 
angles;  above  the  ellipse  and  following  its  curve  are  the  words  “U.  S.  Postage” 
in  capital  letters;  on  either  side  of  the  lower  part  of  the  ellipse  are  branches 
of  oak  leaves;  in  the  two  lower  corners  the  denomination  appears  in  numerals, 
and  between  them  is  the  word  “Cents”  (or  “Dollar,”)  in  a  horizontal  panel 
which  breaks  the  base  of  the  ellipse. — D.  C.  Paper.

821.  What  is  the  Meaning  of  the  Figures  on  the  U.  S.  Cash  Permits?  I 
am  not  positive,  but  I  think  they  denote  the  number  of  the  permit  given  by 
any  postoffice  to  a  certain  person.  For  instance,  if  John  Jones  is  the  first  person 
to  apply  for  a  permit  at  Wayside,  Wis.,  and  the  permit  is  granted  to  him,  the 
number  of  that  permit  will  be  “No.  1.”  If  William  Smith  is  the  second  person, 
his  permit  will  be  “No.  2,”  and  so  forth.  Such  a  one  permit  will  be  good  for  any 
number  of  lots,  each  of  which  must  consist  of  no  less  than  2,000  identical  pieces 
of  3rd  or  4th  class  mail.  The  first  lot  may  consist  of  pieces  weighing  2  ounces 
each,  and  hence  the  “cash  permit”  wil  lread:  “Permit  No.  1,  lc  paid,  Wayside, 
Wis.”  Some  time  later  Mr.  Jones  may  wish  to  send  another  lot  consisting  of 
pieces  weighing  7  ounces  each.  He  will  then  have  the  following  form  printed. 
“Permit  No.  1,  4c  paid,  Wayside,  Wis.”  Thus  the  same  permit  is  used  over  and 
over  again  any  number  of  times  as  long  as  it  remains  in  force,  and  an\  value 
necessary'  may  be  used  under  that  permit  number. 

Each  post  office  has  its  independent  series  of  permit  numbers,  and  these 
numbers  show  how  many  persons  obtained  permits  at  that  office. 

If  I  am  mistaken  in  this,  I  should  like  to  be  corrected  by  some  of  our 
readers  The  form  of  the  permit  as  issued  by  the  Postoffice  makes  me  think 
though,  that  1  am  right.  It  includes  the  following  words: 

“A  receipt  should  be  issued  by  the  posmaster  for  each  separate  mailing. 
Careful  comparison  should  be  made  with  such  receipts  and  the  statement  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  postmaster  at  the  expiration  of  each  month.” 

“If  no  mailing  be  made  under  this  permit  for  a  period  of  twelve  months 
its  surrender  for  cancellation  will  be  required.” 

“Permission  is  hereby  granted  you  to  mail  identical  pieces  of  third  or 
fourth  class  matter  withoot  postage  stamps  affixed,  on  the  prepayment  of  the 
lawful  postage  rate  in  money,  under  the  porvisions  of  Section  483%,  Postal 
Laws  and  Regulations,  Edition  of  1902,  provided  the  conditions  governing  the 
mailing  of  such  matter,  printed  on  the  back  of  this  permit,  are  fully  complied 
with.” 

822.  How  would  you  classify  U.  S.  Cash  Paid  Permits?  The  best  way  to 
arrange  them,  that  I  know,  is  to  divide  them  according  to  the  states  in  alpha¬ 
betical  order:  Alabama,  Arizona,  Arkansas,  California,  Colorado,  etc.  After 
getting  the  permits  of  each  state  (as  far  as  they  have  any  to  show)  separate, 
divide  them  that  belong  to  the  same  state  according  to  the  cities  in  which  they 
were  granted,  again  in  alphabetical  order.  Under  each  city  name  group  them 
by  permit  numbers,  No.  1,  No.  2,  etc.  Then  under  each  permit  number  arrange 
the  several  values,  lc,  2c,  3c,  etc.,  and  lastly  under  each  value  any  different 
forms  or  varieties.  Thus  under  Wisconsin  you  might  have:  Ash.and:  No.  1,  lc, 
3c,  8c;  No.  2,  lc  (small),  lc  (large),  5c,  7c.  Beloit:  No.  1,  3c,  4c,  6c;  No.  2,  13c 
(small),  13c  (large).  Milwaukee:  No.  1,  lc;  No.  2,  3c,  5c,  7c,  11c;  No.  3,  lc, 
2c  (small),  2c  (large),  3c,  5c;  No.  4,  4c;  No.  5,  lc,  3c,  4c,  6c,  9c,  etc.,  etc.  You 


might  also  note  the  name  and  address  of  the  firm  or  person  to  whom  the  permit 
was  issued,  and  make  any  other  notes  of  interest  describing  the  articles  mailed 

under  each  permit. 

It  seems  most  desirable  to  keep  the  wrappers  entire,  but  on  account  of 
their  bulk  some  wil  prefer  to  cut  out  the  form.  In  the  latter  case  leave  plenty 
of  margin  and  make  some  note  of  the  user.  Mr.  W.  A.  Kroner  suggests  to 
paste  the  address  of  the  user  on  the  back  of  the  permit:  I  would  rather  hinge 
it  like  a  stamp  above  the  series  of  permits  and  keep  each  permit  as  clean  as  can 
be. 

823.  Where  may  one  obtain  a  list  of  the  common  letter  rates  of  all  coun¬ 
tries  from  the  time  when  stamps  were  introduced  until  the  present  date?  I  am 
afraid  you  cannot  get  such  a  list,  because,  I  think,  none  exists.  But  you  might 
compile  one  yourself  by  looking  over  all  that  has  been  written  about  stamps. 
You  will  have  to  take  country  by  country  and  follow  all  its  issues  up  to  the 
time  when  the  Universal  Postal  Union  prescribed  certain  colors  for  common 
letter  rates.  After  that  it  becomes  easier,  with  fewer  nuts  to  crack. 

824.  Where  have  Aerial  Posts  been  instituted?  We  have  not  followed  the 
reports  very  carefully,  but  remember  reading  of  the  following:  1.  Paris,  bal¬ 
loon  post  during  the  siege  1871;  2.  London-Windsor,  aeroplane  post  1911;  3. 
New  Yorl  Aeroplane  Station  Station — Mineola,  aeroplane  p.  1911;  4.  St.  Louis, 
from  one  part  of  the  Aeronautic  field  to  another,  1911;  5.  St.  Paul  ^ew  r* 
leans,  aeroplane  post,  1911  ;6.  Long  Island,  New  York— Los  Angeles,  Califor¬ 
nia,  Transcontinental  aerial  flight,  1911.  All  except  the  Paris  balloon  post  were 
merely  experimental  and  consequently  are  not  a  permanent  institution,  though 
quite  successful.  Whether  any  experiments  in  carrying  mail  have  been  made  in 
France  and  in  Germany  lately,  I  do  not  know.  Perhaps  one  of  our  readers,  who 
is  interested  in  aeronautics  will  be  so  kind  as  to  give  more  particulars,  or  if 
needed,  corrections. 

825.  Do  you  know  any  work  on  U.  S.  Postmarks?  I  am  sorry  to  say  I  do 
not  You  will  find  some  notes  scattered  here  and  there  in  philatelic  journals, 
also  in  former  numbers  of  the  WEST.  One  article  I  remember  in  Paul  Kohl’s 
“Mitteilungen”  No.  10-11,  treating  of  U.  S.  postmarks  used  in  eastern  Asia. 
Lately  M.  D.  P.  Armstrong  has  started  a  series  of  interesting  articles  in 

a  New  York  paper  in  which  he  speaks  of  some  of  the  postmarks  used  in 
Alaska,  Shanghai,  etc.  It  seems  that  here  is  a  good  field  for  further  research, 
and  it  might  be  a  good  plan  for  all  that  are  interested  to  get  closer  together 
and  help  one  another.  For  that  reason  I  shall  here  mention  a  few  that  pay  at¬ 
tention  to  postmarks:  D.  William,  311  Solar,  Watertown,  N.  Y.;  The  Stamp 
Novelty  Co.,  3029  Dupont  Ave.,  Minneapolis,  Minn.;  Paul  Jacob,  Box  63,  Wells- 
burg,  West  Virginia;  Frank  E.  Green,  Empire,  Canal  Zone;  (  hailes  E.  Jenney, 
Box  493,  Fresno,  Calif.;  George  H.  Crow,  1712  N.  10th  Str.,  Reading,  Pa.;  L.  G. 
Dorpat,  Wayside,  Wis.  By  comparing  notes  and  making  exchanges  one  may 
learn  and  porfit  from  the  other,  and  I  shall  be  glad  to  insert  in  this  department 
the  addresses  of  any  other  postmark  collectors  who  desire  it.  Let  me  hear  from 
you,  stating  what  you  have,  what  you  know,  and  what  you  desire. 

831.  Have  you  any  knowledge  of  stamps  used  on  “Mixed  Flour  in  Iowa? 
No.  Perhaps  some  of  our  Iowa  readers  can  and  will  be  so  kind  as  to  enlighten 
us.  What  we  would  like  to  know  is,  when  and  by  what  law  were  they  intro¬ 
duced?  How  many  varieties  have  been  used?  Are  any  similar  stamps  used  in 
any  other  states  ?  Which  ?  Etc. 


TO  MAKE  A  STAMP  COLLECTION. 


Two  things  are  necessary,  first  to  get  your  stamps  and  next  to  keep  them 
so  that  they  may  be  an  ever  present  joy  to  yourself  and  an  occasional  pleasure 
to  your  friends.  A  collection  of  stamps  however  valuable  if  kept  in  a  slovenly 
way  can  never  be  attractive  to  anyone,  in  face  the  more  valuable  the  stamps 
the  greater  will  be  the  disgust  of  all  real  philatelists.  One  of  the  greatest  at¬ 
tractions  of  an  album  is  the  manner  of  its  arrangement.  A  hundred  dollar  col¬ 
lection  often  appears  more  valuable  than  one  that  ocst  ten  times  the  amount. 
Stamps  should  be  in  good  condition  but  that  does  not  mean  that  every  stamp 
has  been  measured  by  a  micrometer  to  insure  equal  margins  on  all  sides,  a 
stamps  with  a  slight  “skin”  on  the  back  will  never  impair  the  beauty  or  even 
value  of  your  collection.  If  a  valuable  stamp  it  would  not  sell  as  high  as  noe 
that  is  absolutely  perfect,  but  we  are  not  estimating  money  values  but  giving 
good  advice  to  people  making  beautiful  collections  at  small  cost.  Speculators, 
and  there  are  many  such,  enjoy  buying  up  certain  issues  or  stamps  to  make 
money.  Sometimes  they  guess  correctly  and  double  their  investments  in  a 
very  short  time,  but  they  also  make  mistakes  and  lose  instead  of  making,  while 
the  genuine  collector  who  buys  every  thing  up  to  a  certain  price  is  always 
certain  to  get  the  rarities  along  with  the  others  and  makes  a  good  average 
profit  on  the  entire  colection  when  he  desires  to  sell.  The  great  essential  is  to 
tart  right,  if  you  intend  to  make  a  general  collection,  fill  up  one  country  be¬ 
fore  you  tackle  another.  If  you  are  a  fine  draughtsman  use  a  blank  moveable 
sheet  album.  If  you  have  not  the  time  or  inclination  for  this  sort  of  work  the 
printed  interchangeable  leaf  book  is  the  best;  this  can  be  bought  page  by  page 
as  required,  entire  countries,  continents  or  colonies  complete  or  sheets  for  new 
i.—  ues.  When  only  new  issues  are  collected  a  small  blank  book  will  always  be 
attractive  and  if  printed  names  are  wanted  they  can  be  bought  in  sheets  ready 
t"  cum  on  the  page.  There  can  be  no  doubt  about  the  advantages  of  stamp  col¬ 
lecting.  The  first  startip  saw  the  first  collector  and  his  number  has  been  ever 
on  the  increase.  The  demand  is  such  that  some  small  colonies  pay  their  entire 
governing  expenses  out  of  the  sale  of  postage  stamps  and  the  revenue  from 
thi  source  is  not  to  be  despised  by  the  largest  and  most  powerful  nations. 
Philatelists  form  a  special  unpaid  secret  service  for  the  benefit  of  the  various 
postal  departments.  No  counterfeit  of  a  current  postage  stamp  could  last  a 
week  without  being  detected  and  the  government  warned.  Our  own  Post  Office 
Department  fully  acknowledges  the  valuable  help  given  by  collectors  and  the 
same  is  probably  true  throughout  the  world.  Stamp  collecting  is  the  most  in¬ 
structive,  interesting  and  profitable  pastime  of  our  time.  A  stamp  collection 
can  lie  realized  on  at  a  fair  value  to  better  advantage  and  in  quicker  time  than 
any  other  form  of  personal  property.  Real  estate  cannot  for  a  moment  be 
considered  as  a  rival.  Metropolitan  Philatelist.

PHILATELIC  PLUNDERS. — By  Norcross. 


Having  seen  an  advertisement  entitled  “Philatelic  Pikers”  is  the  real  in¬ 
spiration  of  this  little  article.  Naturally  your  first  idea  is  that  this  will  deal 
with  the  many  forms  of  approval  and  exchange  business  that  some  collectors 
and  many  dealers  suffer  the  loss  of  many  dollars  worth  of  fine  and  valuable 
stamps  direct,  or  adding  to  your  collection  by  the  exchange  system,  you  will 
attention  to  a  matter  that  each  year  is  growing  more  and  more,  and  is  one  of 
the  rankest  weeds  that  for  a  time  seem  to  flourish  in  the  garden  of  Philately, 
but  past  history  fails  to  show  where  the  firms  prosper  by  following  such  meth¬ 
ods,  as  we  can  easily  recall  many  such  firms  that  were  high  in  the  stamp  trade 
a  few  years  since  and  today  are  gone. 

If  you  are  buying  from  Approval  Sheets  or  from  some  dealers  loose 
stamps  direct,  or  adding  to  your  collection  by  the  exchange  system,  you  will 
full  well  know  what  I  mean  by  these  “weeds”.  Certain  parties  are  selling  many 
stamps  that  look  very  respectful  in  a  used  condition  and  are  quoted  at  high 
values  in  the  standard  catalog  when  postally  used  copies  are  sold,  but  these 
same  stamps  are  used  for  two  purposes,  both  postage  and  revenue,  and  with 
the  later  cancellation  are  very  much  more  common  and  can  be  bought  for  a 
fraction  of  what  postally  used  copies  sell  for  on  the  stamp  market.  Now  what 
we  would  say  is  this.  What  about  the  dealers  who  make  a  practice  of  selling' 
these  revenue  and  bank  cancellation  stamps  at  prices  that  lead  the  ordinary 
collector  to  believe  that  he  is  purchasing  a  bargain  for  his  collection?  It  is 
being  done  now  by  a  number  of  eminently  respectable  dealers  in  this  and  other 
countries.  I  had  this  impressed  upon  my  mind  only  the  other  day  when  an  ex¬ 
change  sheet  of  25  apparently  good  British  Colonial  stamps  came  from  a 
stamp  friend  that  I  know  is  alright,  as  I  have  known  him  for  years  and  I  knew 
he  was  innocent  of  the  kind  of  stamps  he  had  sent  me — six  of  the  25  stamps 
were  cancelled  with  bank  cancellations.  I  wrote  and  asked  where  he  got  them 
from — his  reply  was  that  he  had  bought  a  bargain  lot  from  such  a  pait\, 
whose  name  will  not  be  mentioned  here,  as  I  am  not  writing  this  to  knot  k 
any  person  in  particular  but  to  warn  my  fellow  collectors  to  be  on  their  guard 
against  stamps  of  this  class  which  are  apparently  becoming  more  common  on 
books  and  exchanges  made  at  this  time. 

History  of  former  stamp  firms  who  have  made  this  class  of  stamps  a  bus¬ 
iness  seem  to  indicate  that  they  do  not  profit  only  for  the  time  being  by  such 
practices,  and  eventually  are  compelled  to  leave  the  stamp  business  for  some 
other  line  where  we  hope  they  do  not  continue  to  get  something  for  nothing, 
as  the  something  you  get  will  slip  away  in  the  night  while  you  hold  it  the 
tightest,  or  at  least  that  is  the  way  it  appears  to  the  writer  who  has  been  deal¬ 
ing  in  and  collecting  stamps  and  other  odd  things  all  his  life.  Illicit  gain  is  not 
a  profit  that  will  grow  in  any  form  of  business. 


We  note  in  the  Phiatelic  West,  that  S.  E.  Moisant  of  Kankakee,  Ill.,  Ions 
a  well-known  collector  and  at  one  time  quite  actively  identified  with  philatelic- 
affairs  in  Chicago,  has  now  attained  the  proud  dignity  of  Alderman.  W  e  trust 
it  may  be  Mayor  Moisant  next.  It  may,  by  the  way,  be  not  without  interest  to 
mention  that  the  philatelic  Moisant  is  a  cousin  of  the  celebrated  aviators  of 
the  same  name. — Redfields  Stamp  Weekly. 


HOW  I  RAN  DOWN  A  CLEVER  FRAUD.— By  M.  Ohlman. 


Until  Dealers  and  Collectors  co-operate  together  for  the  elimination  of  the 
fraud  and  substitutes,  etc.,  so  long  will  Philately  cost  both  dearer.  Dealers 
must  charge  the  honest  collectors  more  to  cover  losses  on  the  dishonest  ones; 
therefore,  I  for  one,  believe  in  full  publicity  for  the  fraud. 

I  have  made  it  a  matter  of  principle  more  than  the  amount  to  queer  frauds 
when  possible,  and  while  I  have  succeeded  in  beating  a  good  many  at  their 
game  (I  got  returns  from  J.  L.  0.  Perry,  Willow  City,  Texas,  by  writing  the 
right  sort  of  letters  to  the  Post  Master  there,  enclosing  Mekeel’s  exposure)  the 
present  instance  is  my  best  beat. 

On  Sept.  26,  1911,  I  sent  a  selection  valued  at  $9.39  net,  to  J.  T.  Welsh,  202 
Hudson  St.,  Hoboken,  N.  J.  He  had  been  buying  off  and  on  for  about  a  year. 
Oct.  3rd  I  wrote  selection  was  overdue  and  a  prompt  return  would  be  appre¬ 
ciated,  etc.  No  onswer.  Nov.  7  I  wrote  a  card  again  to  the  Hoboken  address 
which  was  forwarded  to  Brooklyn,  which  address  was  scratched  out  compeltely 
and  written  “Removed — Return  to  sender”,  and  in  the  meantime,  Nov.  15  I 
had  sent  a  letter  to  Hoboken. 

Finally,  (Nov.  17)  this  came  back  postmarked  Brooklyn  with  this  type¬ 
written  letter  on  same 

Hoboken,  N.  J.,  202  Hudson  St.,  Nov.  18th. 

Dear  Sir:  From  your  letter  of  today  I  learned  that  J.  T.  Welsh,  who  was 
boarding  with  us  owes  you  stamps.  He  dies  on  Oct.  12th  leaving  nothing  but 
a  stamp  collection  and  a  few  dollars  which  paid  or  helped  pay  his  funeral  ex¬ 
penses.  I  am  sorry  that  we  cannot  make  good,  but  we  cannot,  as  wre  are  far 
from  well  off.  I  would  do  anything  I  could  to  clear  his  name  as  we  have  found 
him  to  be  a  fine  young  man.  (Signed)  Mrs.  A.  F.  Allen." 

I  had  scarcely  read  this  letter,  when  instead  of  dropping  the  matter  as  he 
(Welsh)  supposed,  I  became  suspicious.  1st:  Postmarked  Brooklyn;  2nd:  The 
pool  landlady  had  a  typewriter;  3rd:  Stamped  with  8  perforated  coil  stamp 
(as  he  always  used  in  his  remittances.) 

Then  I  decided  to  investigate  further  as  I  believed  it  a  game  worked  on 
me  and  on  others.  1  believed  the  postcard  was  read  and  re-addressed  to  me  by 
him.  Sometime  previously,  he  had  used  the  letter  head  of  his  employers,  at  the 
time,  “Jessup  &  Son”  John  St.  of  this  city,  (New  York).  I  went  there  to  in¬ 
quire.  They  said  he  was  not  there  any  more  but  was  living  in  Brooklyn  some¬ 
where.  Then  I  showed  the  above-written  letter,  and  they  wore  surprised  and 
said  if  that  was  the  kind  of  game  he  was  working,  they  would  not  protect  him 
but  would  let  me  know  his  address  when  they  got  it.  (Have  heard  no  more  from 
them  as  yet,)  but  now  as  I  knew  he  was  living  I  went  further  in  by  investiga¬ 
tions.  1  went  to  Hoboken.  There  was  no  Mrs.  A.  F.  Allen  ever  in  the  house, 
but  I  learned  he  (Welsh)  and  his  father  moved  to  Brooklyn  with  their  landlady 
but  left  no  address,  except  with  the  Post  Office  Dept.  (The  P.  0.  officials  are 
not  allowed  to  tell  changes  of  address)  so  nothing  doing  there. 

I  addressed  a  Postcard  to  a  friend  and  left  it  with  the  Janitress  if  she 
should  learn  the  address  to  send  card.  The  party  later  wrote  Mr.  Welsh  moved 
to  635  Grand  Ave.,  Brooklyn,  but  has  moved  again  and  left  no  address.  (Still  in 
the  dark.) 

Chancing  to  receive  a  little  trade  paper  published  by  Lewis  in  Detroit,  I 
saw  a  small  Adv.  of  Welsh,  202  Hudson  St.,  Hovoken,  N.  J.  advertising  U.  S. 


warded  finally  to  the  party  and  on  his  answer  I  would  get  the  address. 

Finally  the  friend  received  a  typewritten  letter  from  635  Grand  Ave.,  say¬ 
ing,  “Your  letter  received.  Mr.  Welsh  has  sold  his  business  and  also  the  good 
will.  If  you  care  to  come  over  some  evening,  I  have  a  nice  collection.  I  would 
let  you  pick  from  it  at  80  per  cent  discount  from  Scott’s,  etc.  Come  over  this 
week  as  I  am  going  to  sell  it  next  week,  etc.  (Signed)  E*.  C.  Trumbull.” 

I  had  a  slight  idea  this  was  another  name  for  Welsh.  (How  coul  1  an¬ 
other  party  have  received  his  mail  and  opened  it?)  On  the  envelope  was  the 
Smith  Worthington  Co.’s  name  obliterated  with  typewritten  marks  still  visible 
after  close  examination. 

I  went  there  (looked  up  the  address  in  the  telephone  book)  asked  if  a  J.  T. 
Welsh  was  employed  there.  Yes.  Is  a  Mr.  Trumbull  employed  here?  Yes,  that 
is  Welsh’s  middle  name.  He  was  out  to  lunch  so  I  waited.  When  he  came  back 
I  saw  it  was  the  father.  I  showed  him  the  letters,  etc.  He  was  very  much  sur¬ 
prised  and  promised  full  settlement. 

As  there  was  no  way  of  identifying  my  stamps  individually,  it  was  set¬ 
tled  by  submitting  enough  to  cover  loss. 

The  father  was  very  much  hurt,  not  knowing  of  his  son’s  actions  before, 
and  for  his  sake  I  would  not  care  to  cause  him  any  trouble,  as  the  father  acted 
like  a  gentleman  in  the  matter. 

MORAL:  Nearly  every  crook  leaves  a  clue.  Honesty  is  the  best  policy 
after  all. 


EDUCATE  THE  YOUNG  COLLECTOR. 

By  philately  is  meant  the  science  of  collecting  stamps,  and  it  has  certainly 
developed  into  a  scientific  pursuit  in  the  past  decade.  No  one  is  immune  from 
its  fascinating  pleasures.  Kings  and  peasants,  old  and  young,  rich  and  poor, 
all  alike  fall  victoms  to  the  hobby.  But  it  is  with  the  younger  collectors  that  we 
are  writing  this  brief  article.  They  must  be  educated  and  brought  to  know  the 
delights  o.f  stamp  collecting.  In  years  to  come  they,  too,  may  become  specialists 
and  experts  in  our  science.  American  stamp  societies  have  been  conducting  for 
some  time  past  an  educational  propaganda  that  is.  worthy  and  encouraging 
from  every  standpoint  to  those  who  are  interested  in  philately.  Stamps  of 
different  countries  are  pasted  on  sheets  in  which  full  particulars  of  the  said 
country  are  given,  so  that  the  youngest  would-be  collector  may  become  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  subject. 

4.n  officer  of  one  of  the  societies  says:  “If  what  I  have  said  about  the 
pleasures  and  lessons  of  stamps  interests  you,  tell  it  to  the  grown  folks  at 
home.  They  may  then  think  there  is  something  more  than  ‘child’s  play  in 
collecting.” — Philatelic  Gazette.

Beaver  Springs,  Pa.,  has  a  prodigy  in  the  person  of  A.  Monroe  Aurand,  Jr. 
editor  and  publisher  of  the  “American  Collector”  and  the  “Weekly  Advo¬ 
cate.”  He  began  setting  type  in  his  father’s  printing  office  and  working  the 
press-  as  a  play  or  pastime — when  only  5  years  of  age.  At  14  he  began  pub¬ 
lishing  a  paper  of  his  own  independently,  and  now,  at  only  16  years  of  age,  he 
is  making  a  success,  it  seems,  both  of  his  weekly  and  his  quarterly.  He  does 
all  the  printing  himself,  and  many  an  older  coleague  might  learn  a  point  or  two 
from  him  in  regard  to  good  work.  Of  course  he  will  improve  as  he  grows  older, 
and  it  will  be  worth  while  to  watch  his  further  development.  The  American 
Collector  is  almost  purely  philatelic,  while  the  Weekly  Advocate  has  a  regular 
philatelic  department.  Sample  copies  may  be  had  for  an  unused  two  cent 
stamp. 

From  Mr.  Fred  J.  Melville’s  prolific  and  well-wielded  pen  we  have  three 
pretty  little  books.  Nos.  13  and  15  of  the  regular  series  of  the  “Melville  Stamp 
Books”  and  a  summary  of  statistics  and  other  useful  information  about  stamps 
and  postal  matters  under  the  title  “The  Stamp  Year  1912.”  No.  13  treats  the 
stamps  of  Portugal  from  1853  to  1887  with  embossed  design,  and  No.  15  treats 
the  flat  printed  stamps  or  Portugal  from  1880  to  1911,  making  together  a 
complete  history  of  the  stamps  of  Portugal  for  the  insignificant  sum  of  12d. 
As  the  preceding  Nos.  these  are  richly  and  beautifully  illustrated  and  can 
hardly  be  recommended  too  warmly.  The  Stamp  Year  1912  is  larger  in  size  and 
contains  over  200  pages.  It  is  also  embellished  with  numerous  excellent  cuts 
of  stamps  and  stamp  collectors,  maps,  etc.  It  must  be  seen  to  be  fully  appre¬ 
ciated,  but  we  may  mention  a  few  of  its  contents,  to  wit:  A  list  of  the  Phila¬ 
telic  Societies  of  the  British  Empire,  a  Phil.  Press  Directory,  a  Polyglot  Dic¬ 
tionary,  notes  on  the  Universal  Postal  Union  and  the  British  Phil.  Congress, 
Obituary  Notices,  Postal  Statistics  of  Great  Britain  and  Colonies.  V  rv  Dic¬ 
tionary,  Postal  Laws,  and  many  other  good  things  too  numerous  to  mention. 
Mr.  Melville,  of  course,  could  not  compile  all  this  mass  of  information  alone, 
but  had  others  to  help  him,  making  also  use  of  other  publications.  Neverthe¬ 
less  he  has  done  a  big  piece  of  work  for  which  every  colector  desirous  of 
knowledge  should  thank  him.  The  price  for  the  book  in  poper  covers  is  only 
one  shilling,  postage  extra.  Order  from  W.  H.  Peckit,  47  Strand,  London.  W.  C. 
England,  mentioning  the  WEST. 

The  Hobbyist  of  Winnipeg,  Canada,  was  the  first  paper  to  show  illustra¬ 
tions  of  the  new  Canadian  stamps,  1  and  2  cents,  with  portrait  of  King  George, 
announcing  that  new  post  cards  and  stamped  envelopes  to  correspond  are  soon 
to  follow.  The  stamps,  of  which  the  editor,  Mr.  B.  J.  Turner,  was  so  kind  to 
send  us  samples,  are  in  keeping  with  the  high  standard  of  Canadian  stamps. 

We  learn  that  the  firm  of  G.  Malke.  Kohlgartenstr.  3,  of  Leipzig,  Germany, 
is  about  to  publish  a  catalog  of  all  the  existing  philatelic  journals  of  the  world, 
giving  their  addresses  and  prices  together  with  other  useful  information.  Ten 


thousand  copies  are  to  be  distributed  free  to  those  sending  8  cents  in  stamps 

for  postage.  . 

Collectors  of  South  and  Central  American  stamps  who  have  found  it  diffi¬ 
cult  to  gather  authentic  up-to-date  information  regarding  these  countries  r  id 
their  statesmen,  may  be  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Pan  American  Union,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  issues  a  monthly  Bulletin  of  about  2,400  pages  annually,  with  the 
most  beautiful  illustrations  for  the  very  modest  sum  of  $2.00  a  year.  These 
Bulletins  are  a  rich  mine  both  for  the  business  man  and  the  student,  who  desire 
to  learn  more  about  our  southern  neighbors. 

The  Collectors’  Journal,  H.  L.  Lindquist,  Chicago,  is  again  appearing  regu¬ 
larly  and  at  the  same  time  making  and  planning  all  kinds  of  improvements.  In 
the  *Nov.-Dec.  number  Mr.  Wolsieffer  speaks  very  interestingly  on  substituting 
stamps,  saying  among  other  things:  “When  you  catch  them  at  it,  yo.i  will  al¬ 
ways  find  that  someone  else  did  it.  We  can  generally  pro  re  the  stamps  weie 
substituted,  but  we  can’t  prove  who  did  the  substituting.  i  ms  shows  that  one 
should  be  careful,  very  careful,  when  he  handles  stamps  that  belong  to  some¬ 
body  else,  so  that  by  other  peoples’  dishonesty  he  may  not  get  into  discredit 
himself.  In  all  cases,  it  seems  just  to  both  sides,  the  substitutor  should  be 
made  known.  This  should  be  made  an  iron  rule,  and  every  collector  should 
learn  it  with  his  ABC’s.  Ignorance  may  be  an  acceptable  excuse  ONC  a,  but 
never  for  a  second  time. 

Bolivia,  according  to  the  Bulletin  of  the  Pan  Am.  Union,  has  over  200  post 
offices  with  300  employees  handling  more  than  3,000,000  pieces  of  mail  matter 
annually.  Colombia  has  500  offices  with  600  employees,  but  the  number  of 
pieces  is  about  the  same  as  for  Bolivia.  For  Ecuador  the  number  of  offices  and 
employees  is  not  given,  but  the  number  of  letters  is  2,629,000  and  that  of  news¬ 
papers  6,347,000.  Guatemala  has  200  post  offices  and  handles  over  9,000,000 
pieces  of  mail  in  a  year.  In  Honduras  there  are  264  post  offices  with  1,087,999 
pieces.  Nicaragua  has  only  about  135  offices,  but  what  mail  they  handled  is  not 
stated.  The  Republic  of  Panama  boasts  of  96  offices  with  2  and  one  half  million 
pieces  of  mail.  For  Paraguay  we  find  385  offices  and  6,000,000  pieces  of  mail, 
while  for  Cuba  there  are  487  offices,  pieces  of  mail  no  mentione.  Chile  has  1,096 
post  offices,  Peru  658,  of  which  19  were  newly  established  last  year.  This  gives 
some  idea  of  the  number  of  stamps  required  for  actual  use  in  these  countries 
in  one  year.  It  must  be  remembered  though  that  some  of  the  mail  comes  into 
these  countries  with  stamps  of  other  coutries,  only  those  pieces  which  originate 
in  the  country  bear  the  stamps  of  it. 

We  hear  that  the  Globe  Trotter,  which  has  not  apepared  since  last  spring, 
is  about  to  resume  publication,  and  that  there  are  good  prospects  for  increased 
prosperity  of  the  Cosmopolitan  Correspondence  Club,  of  which  the  Globe  Trot¬ 
ter  is  the  official  organ.  Though  a  few  French  and  a  few  Swiss  members  bolt¬ 
ed,  there  seems  to  be  sufficient  loyalty  among  the  remaining  members  not  only 
to  keep  the  club  alive  but  to  make  it  even  more  prosperous  than  before. 

The  New  Yorker  new  comes  in  full  octavo  size.  Mr.  Steven  Golder  of  the 
late  Canadian  Phil,  writes  an  interesting  Canadian  letter.  In  No.  1  he  states 
from  the  Can.  Gov.  Report  that  in  1910-11  Canada  issued  stamps  for  more  than 
11  million  dollars.  A  little  farther  on  he  says  that  the  number  of  letters  that 
went  through  the  British  P.  O.  last  year  was  three  billion.  In  the  same  number 
of  the  New  Yorker  there  is  also  an  extensive  extract  from  P.  M.  General 
Hitchcock’s  report  on  U.  S.  Postal  Matters.  From  all  this  we  may  gather  some 
idea  of  what  an  immense  thing  the  institution  of  the  post  is  in  the  world.  What 
should  we  do  without  it? 


FOREIGN  REVENUE  NOTES.— By  O.  T.  Hartmann. 


The  Rocky  Mountain  Stamp  News  should  from  now  on  bring  a  better 
price.  Outside  a  party  in  Denver,  who  holds  a  few  odd  numbers,  the  balance 
was  sacked  and  sent  to  a  paper  mill.  There  were  several  thousand  odd  num¬ 
bers  but  they  are  gone  forever. 


Saxony  has  quite  a  number  of  towns,  municipalities,  etc.,  who  issue  a  re¬ 
port  stamp.  Among  them:  Meissen  issued  them  in  1895,  1905  and  1911.  They 
are  plain  stamps.  All  similar  in  design,  but  there  is  a  difference. 


(Continuation  from  January  WEST.) 

The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  issues  an  Annual  Report  and  I 
have  taken  my  principal  figures  from  the  year  1909. 

•  Export- bottled  distilled  spirits,  series  1897.  1-10,  %,  1  pint,  1-5  gallon,  1 
quart.  Here  the  1-10  pint  according  to  amount  of  stamps  issued,  should  be 
hardest  to  get  hold  of. 

Playing  card,  series  of  1894,  should  by  this  time  be  a  very  common  stamp, 
but  as  a  rule  the  stamp  is  broken  when  you  open  a  pack  of  cards.  On  the  other 
hand  a  pair  cancelled,  should  bring  from  5  to  10  times  more  than  an  ordinary 
copy,  because  they  come  used  only  on  pack  of  cards  containing  60  cards.  The 
game  is  called  500  and  has  in  addition  a  li  and  12  spot. 

Beer,  series  1902.  Hogshead,  Barrel,  Vt,  Vi,  1-6  and  1-8  barrel.  The  hogs¬ 
head  is  the  hardest  to  get  hold  of. 

Tobacco,  strip,  1902,  principally  used  on  smoking  tobacco,  offers  no  diffi¬ 
culty  to  secure.  You  have  only  to  buy  a  package  each  of  1,  1  2-3,  2,  2Vi,  3,  3  1-3, 
4,  8  and  16  ounces  and  you  have  the  set. 

Tobacco,  sheet,  series  1902.  Used  on  boxes  with  plug  tobacco,  Vi,  1,  2,  3,  4 
pound.  The  half  pound  is  seldom  seen  in  this  part  of  the  country. 

Snuff,  small  stamps,  series  1902.  These  you  can  buy  easy.  1,  12-3,  212,  3 
ounce.  But  to  use  the  snuff  is  another  matter.  Snuff,  strip  series  1902,  3  1-3,  6. 
8,  16  ounce  you  can  secure  also,  but  I  would  not  know  what  to  do  with  16 
ounces  of  snuff.  8  ounce  is  the  best  value.  Snuff,  sheet,  1902,  comes  l-i,  1>  - 
pounds.  The  Vi  pound  is  by  far  the  best. 

Cigars,  bands,  series  1901.  12,  13,  25,  50,  100,  200,  250,  500  cigars.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  figures  the  13  should  be  the  best,  but  it  is  not.  The  500  is  haul  to 
get  and  the  200  I  have  so  far  met  in  no  cigar  store.  Cigars,  small  label,  series 
1901.  10,  and  100.  The  10  is  very  common  but  the  100  would  be  worth  saving. 

Cigarette,  tax  54  cents,  series  1901,  10  and  20.  The  20  is  the  more  common 
one.  Cigarette,  tax  $1.08.  10  and  20  cigarette.  For  the  year  1909  there  were 
616  million  10  cigarette  stamps  issued.  Think  of  it!  5150  million  coffin  nails. 
Then  there  is  another  10  cigarette  stamp,  tax  $3.00  issued.  Cigarette  band  for 
60  and  100,  tax  $1.08,  series  1901  and  $3.00  series  1902  are  issued  also. 

Lock  seal,  series  1875,  to  the  number  of  527,000  copies  were  issued. 

Here  the  list  ends  as  far  as  the  revenue  stamp  collector  is  concerned,  but 
the  duty  of  the  Bureau  is  manifold  in  the  supplying  of  the  Govenrment  needs. 
Above  were  stamps  issued  for  the  Internal  Revenue.  The  Custom  has  need  for 
Custom  wine  and  malt  liquor.  Imported  distilled  spirits,  seiies  1891,  Custom 
cigars,  25,  50,  100  cigars,  also  cigarett-s,  Custom  opium,  series  1907. 

Among  other  items  I  will  mention  only  the  following  varieties:  All  kinds 


of  checks  for  the  different  departments,  license  certificate,  like  chiefmate  for 
sail  vessels,  etc;  consular  fee  stamps,  Chinese  certificate  of  identity,  Smith- 
sonion  Institute  Book  Plates,  President’s  commissions,  Portraits  of  Hon.  R.  R. 
Hitt  whoever  he  was  or  is,  and  others;  Inaugural  committee  like  supper  cards, 
souvenir  books,  etc.  Admission  cards  to  the  Senate,  etc. 

Here  is  a  field  for  somebody  so  inclined  to  collect,  quite  an  interesting 
subject,  and  it  covers  an  extensive  field. 

PRECANCELS. 

As  I  collect  stamps  in  a  small  way  and  having  heard  of  precancelled 
stamps,  I  began  recently  to  collect  them.  Last  week  I  received  a  letter  from  a 
local  Patent  Medicine  Co.,  on  which  was  a  precancelled  stamp,  and  it  actually 
had  their  name,  in  initial  form  incorporated  in  said  precancellation,  which 
was  new  to  me. 

upon  referring  the  matter  to  a  local  stamp  collector,  I  was  informed  that 
he  had  never  seen  one  like  it,  and  further  that  it  was  the  only  time  he  had  ever 
seen  precancelled  stamps  used  on  first  class  mail  matter.  I  at  once  called  on 
the  firm  that  used  the  stamp  to  learn  if  I  could  obtain  some  more  samples,  but 
unfortunately  they  had  all  been  mailed  out,  and  no  more  could  be  obtained. 

My  collector  friend  advised  me  to  write  to  the  WEST  for  information  re¬ 
garding  Precancelled  stamps,  and  he  informed  me  that  yo  ucould  inform  me  if 
a  firm  name  has  ever  been  used  in  precancelled  stamps  before  or  not?  It  has 
since  struck  me  that  possibly  the  matter  of  the  firm  name  being  in  the  stamp 
was  what  made  the  firm  abolish  their  use,  as  they  stated  that  they  were  only 
used  three  days  and  then  the  Post  Office  refused  to  issue  them  more,  for  tea- 
sons  best  known  to  themselves. 

Possibly  some  of  your  readers  can  give  some  information  concerning 
these  stamps  and  as  I  am  now  quite  interested,  I  would  like  to  get  further  in¬ 
formation.

PHILATELY  IN  EUROPE — Exclusive  Correspondence  of  the  Philatelic  NN  e>t 


The  British  Post  Office  people  have  started  the  New  Year  well.  They  have 
fattened  up  the  lion  on  the  new  penny  stamp.  Whether  this  is  to  be  taken  by 
way  of  prophecy  or  merely  of  propriety  the  public  is  left  to  decide  for  itself. 
The  official  mind  is  notoriously  secretive,  and  official  explanations  are  usually 
remarkable  for  what  they  leave  unexplained.  This  act  of  tary  justice  to  the 
British  Lion,  like  many  others,  must  remain  a  departmental  mystery. 

It  is  difficult  to  iniagin  what  has  happened  between  the  Coronation  and 
the  New  Year  to  change  the  British  lion,  but  the  cynic  might  suggest  that  the 
alteration  is  sacrificial  with  Truth  as  the  victim.  When  the  first  Georgian 
stamps  were  issued  there  was  a  storm  of  protest  and  criticism  from  artistic 
people,  and  in  this  turmoil  of  denunciation  no  one  seemed  to  notice  the  too  ob- 
vic.U'  hunger  of  the  British  lion.  Someone  with  a  keen  sense  of  realism  hatf 
carefully  given  him  a  fine  and  mell-marked  set  of  ribs.  No  British  lion  had 
ever  been  given  ribs  before.  It  was  against  all  tradition.  It  almost  amounted 
to  a  violation  of  the  Constitution.  So  now  realism  has  departed,  and  the  fibs 
have  disappeared.  The  British  lion  is  his  old  sleek  prosperous  sleepy  self 
again.  Imperial  honor  has  been  satisfied.  Justice  has  been  done. 

The  King,  too,  has  been  given  better  treatment  in  the  new  issue.  It  is  now. 
indeed,  possible  to  recognize  him!  The  printing  of  the  profile  is  clear  and  dis¬ 
tinct.  The  new  English  penny  and  halfpenny  stamps  are  to  be  followed  by  an 
almost  complete  issue  of  new  Georgian  stamps  in  the  Oversea  Dominions  and 
Grown  Colonies— the  first  of  this  reign.  Newfoundland  has  already  published 
hers,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  has  also  issued  one,  which,  unlike  the  ma- 
pority  of  stamps  has  a  full-face  portrait  of  the  King.  Rhodesia  is  the  only 
other  state  to  have  brought  out  a  Georgian  stamp.  Indian  stamps  for  one,  two 
and  three  annas  have  just  been  circulated  and  they  bear  a  good  profile  of 
the  King  by  Bertram  Mackennal  (whose  appearance  in  the  Honors  List  on 
January  1  is  no  doubt  a  recognition  of  his  work  for  the  Imperial  authorities). 
The  Canadian  stamp  is  to  represent  the  King  in  naval  uniform.  Mr.  Macken- 
nal’s  well  known  portrait  of  the  King  will,  in  all  probability  figure  on  most  of 
the  Crown  Colony  stamps.  The  official  designer  of  stamps,  it  should  be  under¬ 
stood,  has  to  work  today  under  many  limitations.  He  has  not  a  free  hand.  The 
final  design  is  almost  always  a  matter  of  red  tape  and  tradition. 

The  new  British  insurance  law  will  soon  be  coming  into  operation.  The 
weekly  dues  which  must  be  paid  by  every  employed  person  will  be  made  by 
affixing  special  stamps  in  special  books.  These  stamps  will  be  sold  at  all  the 


Post  Offices  for  6  cents,  8  cents  and  other  values.  The  humorous  disparagement 
of  stamp  collecting  recently  expressed  by  Lord  Rosebery  is  believed  by  phila¬ 
telists  to  have  been  devised  rather  as  a  shrewd  hit  at  the  famous  stamp  tax 
invented  for  the  Insurance  Bill  than  as  a  serious  objection  to  their  hobby.  “But, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,”  stated  a  leading  philatelist  to  your  representative,  “the 
true  stamp  collector  is  looking  forward  to  the  practical  failure  of  the  stamp  tax 
as  soon  as  the  stamps  are  issued.  For  it  is  exactly  such  failures  which  send  up 
the  value  of  the  stamp  issued,  and  give  the  main  zest  of  collection. 

“Indeed,  we  may  get  a  practical  view  of  stamp  collecting  as  a  money  mak¬ 
ing  concern  if  one  imagines  the  event  of  the  quick  cancelling  of  some  of  the  new 
stamps  promised  us  by  Lloyd  George.  We  know,  for  instance,  that  there  are 
to  be  various  denominations  of  stamps  suitable  for  the  different  situations  of 
the  coachman,  the  governess,  and  so  on,  and  one  may  suppose  that  they  will  be 
distinguished  by  various  colors.  Now,  say  the  coachman’s  stamp  is  printed  in 
black  on  maroon  paper,  and  the  governess’  stamp  is  printed  in  black  on  green 
paper.  Well,  if  there  is  any  disturbance  among  the  stamp  printers,  it  is  quite 
possible  that  the  coachman’s  device  will,  in  a  few  instances,  get  printed  on  the 
green  paper  due  to  the  Governess’  device. 

“Now  perhaps  twenty  of  these  erroneous  impressions  will  get  into  the 
hands  of  the  employers,  and  they  will  duly  stick  them  on  the  bits  of  cardboard 
tendered  to  them.  Then  the  error  will  be  discovered ;perhaps  there  will  be  a  pro¬ 
test  from  the  governess,  for  one  knows,  of  course,  the  distinction  of  grade  that 
runs  through  the  ranks  of  such  employees,  and  the  ill-feeling  that  might  be 
created  by  such  a  chance  similarity  between  the  color  of  the  governess’  stamp 
and  the  color  of  the  coachman’s.  Then  the  impression  will  be  cancelled  and  the 
value  of  that  stamp  will  go  up  immediately  to,  say,  §75,  with  an  increase  in  a 
few  years  to  $375. 

“Or  another  error,  of  which  we  shall  be  especially  gratified  of  the  future 
gives  us  a  few  examples,  is  the  error  of  an  inverted  or  defective  surcharge. 
You  know,  of  course,  those  stamps  that  have,  say,  l%d.  (3  cents)  printed  or 
pricked  on  them  above  and  across  the  3d.,  (6  cents)  or  whatever  it  may  be, 
which  one  has  paid.  Well,  if  only  that  surcharge  can  be  printed  or  pricked  up¬ 
side  down,  or  if  the  ‘d’  for  penny  can  be  changed  into  ‘s’  for  shilling,  or  even  if 
the  color  can  be  given  wrongly;  then,  again,  we  philatelists  shall  be  able  to 
make  a  fortune  out  of  them.  Who  knows  but  by  some  chance  one  or  two  of 
these  insurance  stamps  will  get  an  artificial  value  equivalent  to  the  Mauritius 
1  V2d.  (3  cents)  1847,  which  you  can  hardly  buy  under  $10,000? 

“You  see  the  rarity  of  stamps  is  largely  constituted  by  such  erorrs  as  I 
have  tried  to  exemplify  for  you  in  prediction.  Even  the  non-existence  of  gum 
on  the  stamp  sends  up  its  price  in  the  collecting  market  immediately.  In  fact, 
one  may  say  that  ‘freak’  stamps — and  everyone  hopes  the  insurance  stamps  will 
remain  ‘freak’  stamps — give  us  the  best  return  when  we  sell  items  of  our  col¬ 
lections.  There  is  one  very  curious  example  of  the  1860  New  Brunswick  5c 
brown.  For  in  that  issue  the  Colonial  Postmaster-General  printed  his  own  effigy 
on  the  5c  issue,  and  although  they  were  cancelled  by  the  Government,  a  few  es¬ 
caped  destruction.  As  to  the  advantage  of  a  stamp  being  used  or  unused  the 
value  of  this  variation  differs  from  one  stamp  to  another  and  in  the  case  of  real 
‘freaks’  of  which  only  a  few  examples  were  printed,  a  good  postmark  adds  to 
the  value.  Collections  of  stamps  are  not  merely  a  hobby  but  an  investment.  The 
Ayre  collection  went  for  $225,000,  the  Mann  collection  for  $150,000,  the  Avery 
collection  for  $122,500,  the  Paul  collection  for  $57,000,  and  the  Thompson  for 
$35,000.  Let  us  hope  the  Insurance  Bill  will,  at  least,  benefit  philatelists.”

Canada:— The  first  of  the  new  series 
to  reach  us  is  the  one  cent.  It  bears  a 
portrait  of  King  George,  facing  to  the 
left,  in  uniform  and  wearing  many  or¬ 
ders  and  medals.  “Canada  Postage”  is 
arched  above  and  the  value  appears  at 
the  bottom  in  two  lines.  There  is  a  spray 
of  maple  leaves  at  each  side,  a  crown  in 


each  upper  corner  and  the  figure  of  value  in  each  lower  corner  in  a  small  white 


square. 

Spelling  reform  as  reflected  on  postage  stamps  is  not  unique.  All  collectors 
know  of  the  “Porto”  Rico,  which  was  changed  by  the  officials  to  “Puerto”  Rico. 
Now  Germany  has  changed  the  spelling  of  Morocco  to  “Marokko.”  Owing  to 
the  prominence  of  the  Morocco  dispute  the  sale  of  this  new  set  is  unusually 

heavy.  . 

Quite  too  often  the  department  entrusted  with  the  public  mail  does  not 
value  the  assistance  of  the  stamp  collector.  Our  own  government,  had  the  ad¬ 
vice  of  a  philatelist  been  enlisted,  would  not  have  blundered  in  the  poor  selec¬ 
tion  of  colors  in  the  current  set  or  the  absence  of  numerals  on  the  lc  and  2c. 
In  Australia  the  government  and  the  philatelist  work  hand  in  hand.  Germany 
has  a  philatelist  at  the  head  of  the  postal  service.  France  has  consulted  on 
several  occasions  prominent  stamp  people  in  selecting  designs. 

It  is  rumored  that  the  1910  Cuba  issue  will  be  shortly  issued  in  single  col¬ 
ors.  We  advise  your  filling  up  on  the  present  series. 

Guatemala  has  at  length  issued  the  25  centavos  stamp  like  the  1902  issue 
portraying  the  General  Postoffice  at  Guatemala  City,  and  also  a  5  peso  value  in 
vermilion  and  black. 

Chile  has  issued  another  set,  finely  engraved  and  printed  by  the  peerless 
American  Bank  Note  Co.  Chile  recently  sold  all  the  remainders  of  previous  is¬ 
sues,  dating  back  to  1881  at  a  fraction  of  face,  thereby  hurting  its  reputation. 
Stampmen  do  not  admire  countries  which  essay  the  role  of  stamp  dealers. 

No  change  is  expected  in  the  Canal  Zone  for  six  months  at  least.  Several 
million  stamps  were  delivered  to  the  Canal  Commission  two  months’  ago, 
enough  to  last  for  a  half-year  or  more.  A  new  10c  value  of  same  type  as  cur¬ 
rent  ’  jC  Panama  will  be  first  to  make  an  appearance. 

Salvador  has  issued  a  set  of  five  new  stamps.  Type  shows  the  president’s 
palace  as  in  a  previous  series;  the  surcharge,  anchor  and  rays,  is  omitted;  the 
colors  are  bright  and  cheerful.  A  new  official  set  is  also  being  planned 

Tibet  is  a  new  name  to  be  added  to  your  albums.  A  set  of  eleven  values 
has  been  issued  surcharged  on  current  Chinese  stamps  and  have  the  overprint 
in  three  languages;  Chinese  at  the  top,  English  in  the  middle  and  Tibetan  at 
the  bottom. 


Fortune  in  Stamp  Collection.— A  lady  living  in  Sydney  for  many  years  has 
hoarded  a  collection  of  postage  stamps  left  by  her  father,  who  had  pursued  his 
hobby  of  collecting  for  50  years.  The  daughter  was  ignorant  of  any  knowledge 
of  philately  and  threw  the  stamps  into  an  old  trunk.  Last  week  she  visited  a 
stamp  exhibition,  and  for  the  first  time  awoke  to  the  value  of  the  stamps  in 
her  possession.  She  secured  the  assistance  of  experts  who  estimate  the  value  of 
the  collection  close  to  $100,000  or  more.— Sent  by  Roy  M.  Barnes  of  Pa.

Recently  I  met  a  Post  Card  friend  who  had  a  collection  of  Cards  depicting’ 
the  famous  R.  R.  Stations  in  the  world,  including  the  Central  Station  in  Am¬ 
sterdam,  Holland.  The  train  sheds  are  located  at  the  ends.  The  Gare  St.  La- 
zarre,  Paris,  the  terminus  of  the  R.  R.  to  Havre,  Crest  and  the  West  of  France. 
The  Boston  Terminal  Station.  To  the  ordinary  traveler  of  today  there  are  few 
points  of  difference  between  the  American  stations  and  those  of  England  and 
the  Continent. 

Various  cards  depicted  the  Gare  do  Nord,  in  Paris.  This  is  the  Terminus 
of  the  Chemin  de  fer  du  Nord,  the  line  from  Paris  to  Calais  and  the  North  of* 
France. 

The  new  Terminal  Station,  Boston.  The  interior  of  these  great  train  sheds 
are  said  to  be  the  largest  in  the  U.  S.  A. 

The  Grand  Central  Station  train  shed,  New  York,  various  cards  show  both 
the  interior  as  well  as  the  outer  building  and  its  sheds,  etc. 

The  fine  Str.  Station  of  the  London  and  Northwestern  R.  R.,  Liverpool.  This 
station  building  includes  a  hotel  managed  by  the  Railway  Co.  In  points  of  size 
America  must  give  the  palm  to  England.  Our  largest  station  which  covers 
thirteen  acres  of  ground,  is  yet  smaller  by  two  and  a  half  acre  than  Liverpool 
St.  Station,  the  London  Term,  of  the  Great  Eastern.  It  has  no  less  than  18 
platforms,  the  largest  of  which  measures  more  than  300  yds.  Every  24  hrs. 
per  day,  1,013  trains  arrive  and  depart.  Fancy  a  train  either  entering  or  leav¬ 
ing  a  station  practically  every  minute!  One  card  shows  Riverfront  of  the  Pa. 
R.  R.  Co.’s  Jersey  City  station.  Communication  with  New  York  is  had  with 
swift  ferry  boats,  several  of  which  are  shown  on  the  new  card.  The  Pa.  R.  R. 
Co.’s  station  in  Philadelphia,  Brod  St.,  together  with  train  sheds  and  arrange¬ 
ments  are  shown. 

The  Central  R.  R.  Station  of  Genoa,  Italy,  is  noticeable  for  its  beauty  and 
interior  decorations.  All  Italian  stations  are  said  to  be  rich  in  architectural 
beauty.  The  York  station  of  the  N.  Western  R.  R.,  England,  is  seen  from  the 


train  sheds  has  the  peculiarity  that  it  is  built  on  a  curve. 

The  Union  Station  at  St.  Louis, Mo.,  has  22  different  railways  center  at  this 
station.  The  Central  Bahuhot  or  Central  Station,  Frankfort  on  the  Main,  Ger¬ 
many,  is  considered  one  of  the  finest  in  Europe.  In  Germany  there  is  for  the 
benefit  of  'hose  who  do  not  care  to  leave  the  depot  excellent  lunch  counters 
and  dining  rooms  together  with  a  system  for  the  benefit  of  travelers  who  do 
not  care  to  leave  trains. 

The  New  York  waiting  room  of  the  Grand  Central  Station  is  said  to  be  one 
of  the  finest  in  U.  S.  A.  The  Philadelphia  station  of  the  Pa.  R.  R.  shows  a 
grand  decoration  representing  the  history  of  transportation  from  the  emigrant 

wagons,  etc. 

The  Facade  of  the  Central  R.  R.  Station,  Hanover,  Germany,  is  another 
f;  ,  u  r.uil  Png.  The  famous  Charing  Cross  Station,  London,  of  the  South- 
v ■  -t  '  n  R.  R.  This  station  is  located  in  the  busy  section  of  the  city. 

The  Victoria  Station,  Bombay,  India,  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  depots 
in  A  iu.  There  are  various  others  noteworthy,  but  this  will  suffice  I  hope  to 
give  some  idea  of  the  vastness  of  railroading.  I  received  an  interesting  card 
.  h  other  day  depicting  a  newly  constructed  depot,  Musselshell,  Mont.  One  of 
tro  first  C.  M.  &  St.  P.  Ry  terminals  in  Mont.  This  rustic  depot  has  just  been 
completed  and  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  on  their  entire  system.

SOME  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  NOTES— By  S.  P.  Hughes. 


For  some  years  past  western  Archaeologists  have  contended  that  excava¬ 
tions  in  Yucatan  and  Central  America  have  shown  a  strong  Asiatic  or  Egyp¬ 
tian  influence,  and  in  many  such  deductions  have  been  laughed  at  by  Eastern 
scientists.  Those  who  have  held  such  views  will  now  be  interested  to  learn  that 
a  party  of  Chicago  scientists  who  have  spent  some  months  in  Corea,  have  found 
inscriptions  and  artifacts  identical  with  those  uncovered  in  Yucatan.  In  one 
place  in  Corea  the  inscriptions  carved  in  the  walls  of  a  Buddhist  Temple,  and 
known  to  be  more  than  1200  years  old  are  almost  identical  with  similar  hiero¬ 
glyphics  found  on  the  walls  of  temples  in  Central  America.

Similar  objects 
have  been  found  inMentone,  France,  but  until  th  find  in  this  county,  nothing 
of  a  pre-Glacial  nature  has  to  the  writer’s  knowledge,  ever  been  found  in  Ov 
glacial  drift  in  this  state.  Robert  F.  Gilder  and  associates  have  on  numerous 
occasions  take  n  human  remains  from  apparently  unmoved  loess  in  and  near 
Omaha,  hut  as  the  loess  formation  caps  the  blacial  deposit  all  along  the  river 
front,  this  recent  find  only  adds  evidence  to  the  Gilder  claims  that  Nebraska 
was  inhabited  in  pre-Glacial  times. 


DENVER  MINT  TO  COIN  NICKELS  FOR  FIRS  I  1  IME. 

Beginning  February  1st,  the  United  States  mint  in  Denver  is  coining  nick¬ 
els  for  the  first  time  in  its  history.  At  present  the  Philadelphia  mint  is  the  only 
government  manufacturer  of  5-cent  pieces.  Superintendent  Downer  stated  today 
that  Western  copper  will  be  used  entirely.  A  5-cent  piece  is  composed  of  75 
per  cent  copper  and  25  per  cent  nickel.  The  coins  will  be  used  in  the  Rocky 
mountain  territory,  owing  to  a  dearth  of  those  coins  ior  the  fiist  time  in  a 
decade.

A  movement  has  been  started  for  the  restoration  and  preservation  of  the 


famous  Alamo  in  Texas,  and  Governor  Colquitt  and  the  Daughters  of  the  Re¬ 
public  are  taking  an  active  interest  in  the  matter. 

A  magnificent  moonstone  through  the  center  of  which  extends  a  perfect 
seamoss  leaf  beautifully  colored  was  found  at  Long  Beach,  Calif.,  recently  by 
J.  P.  Taylor,  a  boatman,  after  the  high  tides  had  receded.  He  ventured  out  al¬ 
most  into  the  storm  pitched  breakers  a  second  time  to  search  the  pebbles  and 
was  rewarded  with  another  remarkably  white  round  moonstone  in  the  exact 
center  of  which  is  a  drop  of  water  that  moves  as  the  gem  is  turned.  Each  of 
the  stones  is  as  large  as  a  thimble. 


The  National  Museum  has  recently  received  a  large  and  valuable  collection 
of  memorials  of  the  late  Rear-Admiral  AVinfield  Scott  Schley,  TJ.  S.  N.  This 
collection  has  been  deposited  by  Mrs.  Schley,  widow  of  the  admiral,  and  com¬ 
prises  a  group  of  over  100  articles  consisting  of  swords,  medals,  trophies,  silver 
plate,  uniforms,  and  personal  mementos  of  the  late  admiral,  pertaining  to  his 
naval  career  as  well  as  to  his  Mosonic  and  other  similar  affiliations. 

A  movement  under  the  auspices  of  many  eminent'  Frenchmen  has  been 
started  for  the  formation  of  a  Roden  museum  in  which  the  sculptor’s  master¬ 
pieces  may  be  assembled. 

Owen  F.  Aldis,  of  Washington,  has  presented  his  magnificent  collection  of 
first  American  editions  to  Yale  university.  It  will  be  called  the  Yale  collection 
of  American  literature,  of  which  it  is  probably  the  richest  and  most  compre¬ 
hensive  in  the  world. 


Interesting  historical  relics  are  among  the  bequests  in  the  will  of  the  late 
Isaac  J.  Greenwood  of  New  York.  To  his  son,  Isaac  John  Greenwood,  jr.,  Mr. 
Greenwood  leaves  “the  Washington  holster  pistol,  one  of  the  pair  used  by  the 
general  and  sold  in  1804  with  the  effects  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Ray  of  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  line.”  The  same  son  also  receives  the  annotated  copy  of  the  manu¬ 
script  of  Revolutionary  service,  “written  in  1809  by  his  great  grandfather.”  To 
Joseph  Rudd  Greenwood  is  bequeathed  the  “Napoleon  snuff  box,”  together  with 
a  coin  cabinet  which  contains  al  lhis  late  father's  coins,  medals,  small  medal¬ 
lions,  naval  and  military  buttons  and  al  lthe  numismatic  works  in  the  library. 
To  the  New  York  Historical  Society  is  left  the  “Boston  Massacre,  engraved  by 
Paul  Revere  in  1770,”  and  the  “Revolutionary  sword  and  scabbard  of  Gen. 
Henry  Dearborn,  repaired  and  fixed  by  John  aBiley,  cutler,  at  Fishkill,  previous 
to  the  meeting  of  General  Washington  and  his  suite  with  the  French  officers  at 
Hartford.” 


Chicago  outbid  New  York  for  Amerigo  Vespucci’s  works  at  the  Hoe  auction 
sale  when  Walter  M.  Hill  of  that  city  gave  $17,500  for  four  items  with  Dodd 
&  Livingstone  of  New  York  the  underbidder  each  time.  The  Kalbfleisch  copy  of 
the  first  edition  of  the  complete  acocunt  of  the  four  voyages,  believed  to  have 
been  printed  in  Lisbon  in  1508,  brought  $8,000.  It  is  a  small  quarto  in  two  vol¬ 
umes  and  is  believed  to  have  cost  Mr.  Hoe  $3,250.  Barnard  Quaritch,  who  sold 
the  book  to  Mr.  Hoe,  bid  $7,000  today.  But  four  other  copies  are  known  to  exist. 
The  Hoe  copy  is  the  ouly  one  that  ever  got  into  the  hands  of  an  American  cl- 
lector.  The  others  are  in  European  museums. 


OKLAHOMA  NOTES. 


One  of  the  most  diversified  collections  in  Oklahoma,  is  that  of  the  Okla¬ 
homa  Historical  Soceity,  W.  P.  Campbell,  custodian.  Prehistoric  specimens,  rel¬ 
ics  of  wars,  geological  freaks,  rare  coins,  besides  rare  books  comprise  the  «- 
hibit.  The  collection  is  housed  in  the  Carnegie  library  building  at  Oklahoma 
City,  and  is  rapidly  growing. 


Henry  P.  Robbins,  editor  of  the  McAlester  News-Capital,  owns  a  fine  col¬ 
lection  of  autographs  of  prominent  men  and  women  of  this  county.  Many  of 
the  letters  and  signatures  antedate  the  Revolution. 


Charles  L.  Widney  of  Chickasha,  Okla.,  has  sent  to  Mr.  Brodstone  of  the 
WEST  a  letter  thanking  him  for  having  an  Oklahoma  department  added  to  the 
greatest  collectors  magazine  in  the  world.  Mr.  Widney  is  a  hobbyist. 

Mr.  R.  Chaney  of  Chickasha  has  a  valuable  collection  of  curios  and  relics 
which  he  secured  while  in  the  Spanish  and  Philippine  wars.  The  collection  con¬ 
sists  of  coins,  baskets,  pipes,  mats,  weapons,  headgear,  and  other  curiosities 
from  our  insular  possessions. 


What  Oklahoma  geologists  believe  will  equal  is  not  surpass  the  Mammoth 
Cave  of  Kentucky,  was  discovered  recently  near  Turner  falls  by  a  railroad 
construction  gang.  The  cavern  was  exposed  by  a  blast  of  dynamite  in  the 
limestone  cliff  on  Honey  Creek.  John  Emory,  a  workman,  was  lowered  into  the 
chasm  by  a  rope.  By  the  aid  of  a  candle  he  could  see  big  crevices  leading  in 
every  direction.  He  could  hear  falling  water  at  a  distance,  which  he  declares 
must  be  in  great  volumes  for  the  roar  could  be  plainly  heard  at  the  entrance  to 
the  cavern.  A  peculiar  geoloical  feature  is  that  where  the  opening  was  found 
the  limestone  ledge  dips  up  stream  at  an  angle  of  70  degrees,  and  the  formation 
directly  opposite  dips  down  stream. 


Several  very  old  bibles  and  other  very  early  volumes  on  religion,  etc.,  are 
found  in  the  collection  of  different  Oklahoma  City  book  lovers.  Rev.  E.  Meier 
has  a  bible  in  German  printed  in  1746;  also  a  history  of  Lutheranism  published 
in  1 755.  Another  valuable  book  in  his  library  is  a  German  Concordia  of  1680, 
A  bible  in  Swedish  and  printed  in  1736  is  owned  by  Andrew  Goodholm.  He  has 
many  old  books  and  is  always  on  the  lookout  for  additional  literary  gems.  The 
only  first  edition  of  Don  Quixote,  an  old  Scottish  book,  and  other  rare  volumes 
belonging  to  Judge  Selwyn  B.  Douglas  were  burned  recently.  Their  value  was 
placed  at  $15,000.  Judge  Douglas  managed  to  save  many  of  the  first  American 
editions  of  Byron,  Scott,  “Noctes  Ambrosianee,”  and  others.  Dr.  William  A. 
Quayle,  bishop  for  Oklahoma  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  has  a  remark¬ 
ably  large  collection  of  ancient  bibles,  prose  and  histories,  as  well  as  many  old 
and  unpublished  manuscripts.  Several  volumes  are  over  700  years  old  and  were 
printed  by  Monks  in  Europe.  One  is  a  Monk’s  birdie  book,  made  about  1384, 
and  is  bound  in  old  chamois  skin  drawn  to  a  clasp  which  fastened  to  the  girdle 
and  left  the  book  pendant  like  a  chatelaine.  The  type  is  old  Roman  and  line 
upon  line  and  page  after  page,  the  letters  are  drawn  with  unerring  evenness. 
They  are  actually  unsurpassed  by  the  pressman’s  art  of  today,  and  are  traced 
in  the  beautfiul  inks,  the  art  of  whose  making  is  now  lost  to  the  world. 


NUMISMATIC  OPINIONS — By  The  Idle  Fellow. 


(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

Mr  F  W.  Madden,  a  writer  of  note  and  author  of  “Coins  of  the  Jews, 
also  held  to  this  view  in  his  earlier  studies,  but  in  later  years  changed  his 
opinion,  attributing  them  to  Simon  Maccabaeus  as  did  Dr.  Merzbacher.  The 
device  on  the  obverse  of  these  shekels  of  the  time  of  Ezra  is  usually  supposed 
to  represent  a  pot  of  manna,  Exodus  xvi:33.  The  device  on  the  reverse  is 
either  Aaron’s  rod  that  brought  forth  buds,  Number  xvii:8,  or  else  it  repre¬ 
sents  a  lily,  Hosea  xiv:-5.  Here  again  we  have  different  opinions  and  probably 
peculiar  ideas  as  to  what  is  really  the  proper  attribution. 

Let  us  take  time  also  and  consider  the  coin  of  Herod  I,  B.  C.  37.  Quite  a 
number  of  suggestions  are  put  forward  and  entertained  relative  to  this  re¬ 
markable  piece.  From  the  New  Testament  we  learn  that  despite  the  building 
of  the  Temple  this  Herod  the  Great  failed  to  win  the  people  over  whom  he 
ruled  and  therefore  died  hated  by  his  Jewish  subpects,  thus  probably  making 
this  coin  of  his  own  design  all  the  more  remarkable.  Obverse  of  coin — a  star, 
two  palm  branches,  a  stand  on  which  is  a  vessel  with  a  bell-shaped  cover.  Re¬ 
verse  cf  coin — a  tripod,  etc.  No  writer  on  the  subject  has  succeeded  in  explain¬ 
ing  what  the  curious  device  on  the  obverse  side  represents.  Abbe  Cavedoni 
thinks  that  it  might  represent  the  censer  carried  by  the  high  priest,  because  of 
the  fact  that  Herod  conquered  Jerusalem  on  the  Day  of  Atonement.  Some 
authorities  claim  that  the  palm  branches  are  a  typical  representation  of  this 
victory,  while  one  writer  on  the  subject  would  direct  our  attention  to  Zech. 
iv:3,  12  for  an  explanation  of  the  branches.  The  star  appearing  as  it  does,  on 
the  obverse  of  a  Herod  coin,  would  seem  very  remarkable  indeed.  Cavedoni 
gives  it  the  same  explanation  as  that  given  the  censer.  George  C.  Williamosn, 
an  authority  on  Biblical  coin,  would  have  you  believe  that  it  might  possibly 
have  some  connection  with  the  prophecy  as  to  the  arising  of  a  star  in  the  East. 
Several  other  views  have  been  advanced  by  different  writers  of  note,  on  this 
star  subject,  and  it  might  here  be  stated  that  onew  rites  goes  so  far  as  to  ad¬ 
vance  at  least  some  half-dozen  different  views  as  to  the  possible  idea  of  the 
star  on  the  coin.  Would  that  King  Herod  I,  surnamed  the  Great,  could  in  his 
own  defense  tell  us  why  he  placed  the  star  so  large  in  such  a  conspicuous  place 
on  the  obverse  of  his  coin  and  clear  away  the  star  mystery  as  well  as  the  other 
differences.  As  to  the  monogram  on  the  reverse,  one  writer  would  have  you 
take  it  as  a  mark  or  sig  n  of  value,  another,  as  a  symbol  of  the  sign  of  life  as 
was  displayed  or  employed  in  the  ancient  times  by  both  the  Egyptians  and 
the  Assyrians.  The  tripod  beyond  a  doubt  was  adopted  from  some  heathen 
coins.  No  doubt  the  coin  illustrated  or  struck  as  it  was,  shows  how  the  King 
catered  to  the  idolatrous  beilef  as  well  as  to  the  Jewish  faith,  trying  to  please 
his  subjects  but  all  in  vain.  We  all  must  admit  that  one  thing  is  true  about  this 
coin  of  Herod’s  that  a  good  deal  of  guess-work  and  explanation  is  displayed 
and  nobody  really  satisfied  as  to  its  historical  origin,  etc. 

The  deniers  of  France  during  Europe’s  turmoil  period  or  Middle  Ages, 
make  a  very  interesting  study  and  a  most  suggestive  topic  for  this  article.

In  tearing  down  an  old  building  in  Hiawatha  recently  the  workmen  found 
a  store  ledger  of  the  year  1812.  It  showed  that  100  years  ago  sugar  sold  for  25 
cents  a  pound,  nails  for  25  cents  a  pound,  salt  $1.75  a  bushel,  and  cotton  cloth 
at  75c  a  yard.  Whiskey  was  the  only  cheap  thing  on  the  list.  It  sold  for  75 
cents  a  gallon. 


Mayor  C.  D.  Walker  of  Atchison,  has  a  copy  of  the  “American  Manufactur¬ 
er  printed  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Oct.  29,  1831.  It  supported  Andrew  Jackson  for 
president  and  printed  a  regular  LaFollette  platform. 


J.  H.  Drain,  manager  of  the  big  Bilby  ranch  near  Scott  City,  recently  un- 
eaithed  the  skeleton  of  a  pre-historic  elephant  while  excavating  for  a  large  ir¬ 
rigating  dam  on  the  ranch.  This  ranch  is  said  to  be  rich  in  fossil  remains. 


W.  I).  Hoffmeister  of  Beloit,  made  cartridges  in  a  rebel  arsenal  in  San 
Antonio,  lex.,  during  the  Civil  War  and  still  preserves  a  number  of  them  and 
some  pieces  of  Confederate  money  with  which  he  was  paid  for  his  work. 


S.  E.  Croan,  of  Paola,  has  been  exhibiting  a  pair  of  skates  that  were  pre¬ 
sented  to  J.  M.  <  roan  of  Beagle,  in  1856,  and  have  been  used  for  two  genera¬ 
tions.  The  metal  in  them  can  hardly  be  touched  with  a  file  and  is  harder  than 
that  used  in  making  razors  today.  The  skates  have  no  clamps  but  are  fastened 
to  the  feet  with  about  two  yards  of  straps.  The  runners  are  very  narrow  and 
at  the  point  of  the  toe  turn  up  very  sharply  with  a  fancy  curve.  The  editor  of 
this  Kolumn  has  a  pair  of  hand-made  wooden  roller  skates  made  out  of  an  old 
bed,  one  of  the  first  brought  to  Kansas  when  the  Territory  was  opened  for  set¬ 
tlement  in  1854. 


A  bell  presented  to  the  Congregational  church  at  Cottonwood  Falls  by 
Senator  S.  C.  Pomeroy  over  40  years  ago,  is  still  doing  duty  in  the  town  hall  at 
that  place. 


A.  F.  Morey,  a  commercial  traveler  of  Wichita,  wears  a  watch  charm  made 
of  two  elk  teeth  taken  from  the  grave  of  an  old  Indian  chief  in  the  Black  Hill's 
of  South  Dakota.  The  grave  was  n  the  site  of  a  gold  mine  belonging  to  Mr. 
Morey’s  nephew.  Workmen  inexcavating  into  the  grave  found  the  elk  teeth, 
which  aie  colored  in  beautiful  hues  of  blue  and  green  as  the  result  of  copper 
and  soda  solutions  percolating  through  the  tomb. 


<  has.  H.  Selig,  ex-mayor  of  El  Dorado,  has  secured  a  donation  from  the 
Mat  Department  of  a  three-inch  wrought  iron,  muzzle  loading  cannon  used  in 
the  Civil  War  for  the  El  Dorado  G.  A.  R. 


Many  oil  paintings  and  heirlooms  of  three  generations,  were  destroyed 
when  the  home  of  Peter  Shiras  at  Ottawa  was  destroyed  by  fire  recently. 


At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Kansas  Author’s  club  in  Topeka  on  Jan.  6, 


William  Elsey  Connelley,  the  Kansas  historian,  gave  an  interesting  account  of 
the  Wyandotte  Indians,  their  language,  myths,  religion  and  legendary  lore,  of 
which  he  has  made  a  special  study  and  about  which  he  has  written  much.  Mr. 
Connelley  is  an  adopted  member  of  that  tribe  and  has  been  entrusted  with  an 
inside  knowledge  of  their  affairs  from  the  earliest  times.  Ex-Senator  Geo.  P. 
Moorehouse,  well  known  as  a  Kansas  antiquarian  and  historian  of  the  Kansas

UNEARTH  BONES  OF  A  MASTODON. 


St.  Joseph  Collectors  Work  All  Day  Digging  Skeletons  from  Ravine  in  Kansas. 

Bones  and  teeth  of  a  mastodon,  and  the  vertebrae  of  a  prehistoric  horse 
have  been  discovered  on  the  farm  of  Albert  Keinhough,  near  Palermo,  Doni¬ 
phan  county,  Kansas.  The  bones  were  unearthed  Sunday  by  Earl  Robinson 
and  George  Groneweg  of  St.  Joseph  and  Keinhough,  owner  of  the  farm.  The 
^  part  taken  out  of  the  ground,  so  far,  will  weigh  about  200  pounds. 

The  skeleton  was  found  in  a  ravine,  about  150  feet  from  the  top  of  a  hill, 
and  about  one  mile  from  the  Missouri  river.  The  bones  were  about  fifty  feet 
beneath  what  was  formerly  the  surface  of  the  earth,  but  the  dirt  has  been 
washed  away  by  the  rains  of  centuries.  A  short  time  ago  Keinhough  decided  to 
excavate  and  use  the  dirt  to  construct  a  dam  and  form  a  reservoir.  It  was 
while  doing  this  last  Saturday  that  he  came  upon  the  bones.  He  at  once  tele¬ 
phoned  Robinson  and  Groneweg,  asking  them  to  come  over. 

The  three  men  worked  all  day  taking  out  the  bones.  The  teeth  of  the 
mastodon  weigh  from  four  to  six  pounds  each,  and  have  the  appearance  of 
solid  ivory.  One  bone,  evidently  the  thigh  of  the  mastodon,  is  as  large  in  cir¬ 
cumference  as  a  man’s  body.  The  greater  portion  of  the  skeleton  crumbled 
when  exposed  to  the  open  air. 

The  vertebrae  of  the  prehistoric  horse  are  in  a  good  state  of  preservation. 
Joints  of  the  backbone  are  about  five  inches  thick,  and  weigh  from  three  to 
four  pounds  each. 

A  number  of  the  bones  were  shipped  to  the  Kansas  state  university  at 
Lawrence,  and  the  rest  were  brought  to  St.  Joseph.  The  men  will  resume  dig¬ 
ging  in  a  day  or  two,  believeing  that  more  bones  can  be  found. 

So  far  as  can  be  learned,  this  is  the  first  time  in  history  that  the  skeleton 
^  of  either  a  mastodon  or  a  prehistoric  horse  has  been  discovered  in  this  section 
of  the  middle  West.  The  discovery  will  be  of  interest  to  scientists  everywhere.

OLD  Cl'RIOSITY  SHOP  OF  NORTH  VERNON,  INI).— Sent  by  G.  W.  Bantz. 

I  have  heard  a  great  deal  about  the  Bantz  collection  of  antiques 
but  did  not  have  an  idea  that  the  display  was  so  elaborate  and  en¬ 
riched  with  so  many  relics  and  heirlooms. 

Most  every  available  space  in  the  Bantz  store  is  Riven  over  to 
some  object  of  curios  formation  until  the  place,  as  it  were,  has  been 
merged  into  an  old  curiosity  shop,  not  unlike  the  one  immortalized  by 

Dickens. 


Several  years  ago,  George  Bantz,  more  familiarly  known  as  Kitty  Bantz, 
began  picking  up  here  and  there  valuable  and  historical  articles  storing  them 
aWay  in  his  store  until  today  the  place  is  literally  full  of  curios.  Imbued  with 
an  ardent  desire  to  possess  a  large  collection  of  relics.  Mr.  Bantz  has  gone  on 
vear  after  year,  securing  from  this  person  and  that  person  such  articles  that 
have  gained  for  him  a  wide  reputation.  His  store  is  pointed  out  as  one  of  the 
attractions  of  the  town.  Born  in  Vernon  in  1862,  his  parents  were  Mr.  and 
Mrs  Wm  Bantz.  His  father  was  a  saddle  and  harness  maker  and  conducted  a 
shop  in  “rat  row.”  In  1869,  Mr.  Bantz  took  up  the  study  of  medicine  in  the 
office  of  John  P.  Woodard.  One  year  later  when  Smith  W.  Story  needed  a  clerk, 
he  was  told  that  George  Bantz  was  the  most  competent  man  in  town  in  that 
capacity.  Bantz  got  the  job  and  held  it  down  for  several  years,  when  he  re¬ 
signed  his  position,  accepting  a  like  one  with  John  B.  Riley  who  dished  out 
pills,  patent  medicines  and  the  like  in  the  .com  where  my  restaurant  is  now 
located.  During  his  clerk.- hip  with  M  .  Rile  .  Bantz  war  c  nv.dered  a  sort  of 
handy  man  about  towm.  If  a  fellow  had  the  headache,  he  went  to  "Kitty  ;  if 
he  wanted  to  borrow  a  “V"  he  consulted  Kitty.  In  this  manner,  under  Mr.  Riley 
he  served  as  postmaster;  under  Harmon  Dixon,  his  services  were  required  as 
deputy  sheriff.  In  1881,  Charles  Kutchback  purchased  a  general  store  of  W  m. 
Verbarg  at  North  Vernon,  and  Mr.  Bantz  acepted  a  position  with  the  former. 
After  several  changes,  in  1895,  Bantz  constructed  his  present  building,  where 
he  has  a  fii>t  class  drug  store  an  where  people  come  miles  around  to  consult 
with  him  and  purchase  medicine. 

In  his  collection  of  coins,  there  are  French.  German,  Roman  and  American, 
many  of  which  date  lack  to  the  16th  and  17th  centuries.  In  the  display  of 
American  money  there  are  gold  quarters,  half  dollars,  two  and  one  half  pieces 
and  ones,  all  of  which  are  at  a  premium.  In  the  paper  money  there  are  “shin 
plasters”  of  ten  and  twenty-five  cent  denominations  and  a  number  of  canfeder- 
ate  bills.  I  can  be  safe  in  saying  that  of  all  the  money  in  Bantz  s  colelction,  he 
has  just  about  a  peck  measure  full.  In  his  display  of  Indian  relics,  there  are 
round  balls  pendants,  adzes,  hatchets,  amulets,  maces,  bicaves,  drills,  knives, 
cups,  pestles  and  what  not.  Of  this  display,  Bantz  has  this  to  say  verbatim: 
“Visitors  coming  to  my  place  and  I  am  often  honored  by  a  great  many  from  the 
very  prominent  noted  persons,  appreciate  the  collection  and  on  taking  leave  in¬ 
variably  express  their  amazement  at  what  they  had  seen  and  heard  and  the 
plea,  ure  it  afforded.  At  home  the  collection  is,  as  it  were,  unappreciated,  and  I 
am  alluded  to  as  a  junk  shop  dealer.  While  it  has  not  the  least  resemblance  to 
Indian  relics,  ensisting  as  it  were  of  implements  of  the  stone  age;  a  tall,  slender 
full-blooded  Indian  birl,  wearing  an  Indian  blanket,  hair  hanging  straight  down, 
and  very  beautiful  to  behold,  intelligent,  educated,  very  elite,  was  wandering 


over  our  city,  viewing  the  sights.  She  stopped  in  front  of  my  window  which  was 
filled  with  a  collection  of  stone  implements  and  raised  her  hands  as  in  the 
attitude  of  prayer,  crossing  her  hands  over  her  heart  and  gazed  as  if  paying 
reverence  to  them.  I  said,  “Those  interest  you  ?  She  1  eplied,  These  aie 
reminders  and  secret  adornments  of  my  people.”  “Yes.”  So  I  invited  her  in  to 
revel  with  them  to  her  heart’s  content.  She  said,  “If  they  were  mine,  I  would 
liot  allow  human  hands  to  touch  them,  so  sacred  are  they.  I  wonder  that  you 
allow  it.”  My  question  as  to  who  made  such  articles  and  how  such  difficult  and 
seemingly  impossible  things  were  made,  so  unsolvable  by  the  most  learned  hu¬ 
man  beings,  was  answered  by  a  look  pitying  my  ignorance  and  showing  sym¬ 
pathy  for  it.  Raising  her  hands  gracefully  in  a  sweet  poetic  voice  she  said, 
“Those  were  not  made  by  human  hands.  The  Great  Spirit  made  them  and  laid 
them  in  the  path  of  the  Red  Man.”— From  Ind.  Paper. 

Space  does  not  permit  me  to  enumerate  all  of  the  different  pieces  acquired 
by  Mr.  Bantz,  many  of  which  were  secured  from  the  most  improbable  places, 
but  aside  from  the  ones  already  named  there  are  fire  arms,  ancient  clocks, 
clockery,  stuffed  animals,  etc.  Mr.  Bantz  is  a  quiet,  unassuming  man  and  he  is 
visited  most  every  day  by  out  of  town  visitors  who  are  interested  in  relics  and 
curios  of  former  glory.  He  has  taken  the  WEST  for  years  and  has  sent  us 
many  new  subscribers.  See  his  illustration.

Its  having 
passed  through  a  fire  causes  the  rough  scale.  Do  not  wet  but  gently  brush  with 
a  soft  tooth  or  Jewellers  brush.  The  1842  and  1845  have  auctions  of  $125.00 
each,  while  your  piece  owing  to  condition  is  worth  $10.00. 

Dr.  E.  N.  S.— The  eight  tail-feather  U.  S.  silver  dollar  is  very  common,  no 
premium.  It  weighs  412%  garins,  and  contains  about  50c  in  silver,  but  as  long 
as  Uncle  Sam  is  willing  to  exchange  gold  for  it,  don’t  be  afraid  to  accept  it  for 
a  dollar.

Numismatists  Gloat  Over  Aztec  Baked  Money. 


Disks  of  baked  clay  from  mounds  in  New  Mexico,  believed  to  be  not.  less 
than  3,000  years  old  and  possibly  4,000,  were  exhibited  by  Dr.  George  P.  French 
before  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  at  the  Hotel  Rochester  las  . 

*  night.  Some  authorities  consider  this  the  oldest  coinage  in  the  world.  1  he 
heiroglyphics  on  some  pieces  are  legible  with  the  naked  eye. 

It  was  the  first  meeting  of  the  coin  collectors  since  that  held  for  organi¬ 
zation  on  January  4th  and  the  constitution  and  by-laws  were  adopted  las 
night.  The  local  branch  expects  to  bring  the  annual  convention  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Numismatic  Association  to  Rochester  this  year.  The  officers  are:  r resi¬ 
dent,  Dr.  George  P.  French;  vice-president,  H.  H.  Rowley;  treasurer,  F. 
Merritt;  secretary,  Harry  Yawger;  governors,  the  elective  officers  and  George 
J.  Bauerfi  A.  H.  Plumb  and  I.  B.  Bernsteia.  The  next  meeting  will  be  held  at 
the  Rochester  on  the  evening  of  February  6th. 

“Numismatics,”  said  Dr.  French  in  his  paper,  “is  the  science  that  treats  of 
the  historical  and  artistic  study  of  coins.  It  is  a  branch  of  archaeo  ogy,  i  fee  a 
branch  of  anthropology,  or  the  study  of  man  in  general  from  earliest  times 
Numismatics  is  closely  connected  with  history  and  has  gone  hand  in  hand  w 

it  through  the  flight  of  ages.  • 

“These  metal  disks  that  have  stood  the  test  of  time  have,  in  very  many  in¬ 
stances,  proved  disputed  questions  in  history  and  they  have  added  to  our  know¬ 
ledge  of  history.  The  find  of  a  series  of  Bactrian  coins,  some  years  ago  pro  *■ 
the  existence  of  a  previous  unknown  Grecian  empire  in  Central  Asia.  Much 
this  history  of  Rome,  consular  and  tribunician,  has  been  written  from  her  co  . 
“To  the  antiquarian  collector  these  disks  are  the  priceless  memorials  of 

*  the  past.  Even  the  modern  collector,  the  artist  or  the  man  who  takes  an  in¬ 
terest  in  things  beautiful,  is  held  spellbound  by  these  ancient  masterpi^es. 
Their  magnificent  execution  is  valued  highly  by  the  artis  .  n  ie  o  ^ 
stands  out  the  head  of  a  ruler,  or  of  the  father  or  mother  of  a  prominent  am- 


ily,  while  the  reverse  represents  events  of  their  rule,  or  allegorical  figures. 

“Coine  were  first  struck  in  the  island  of  Aegena  about  700  B.  C.,  although 
China  claims  a  coinage  prior  to  this.  We  also  find  the  pottery  disks  of  the  Az¬ 
tecs,  which  undoubtedly  were  used  for  barter.  The  coins  of  Aegena  are  of  gold 
and  are  the  first  evidences  of  coined  money’.  They  comprised  the  stater,  or 
standard,  equal  in  weight  to  two  drachms  of  silver  and  in  value  to  twenty 
drachms;  the  disater,  or  two  staters  and  divisions  of  the  stater,  as  the  hemi- 
stater. 

“These  pieces  had  a  device  on  one  side  and  a  punch  mark  on  the  other.  Af¬ 
ter  a  while  the  reverse  bore  a  device  as  weli  as  the  obverse.  The  instrument 
used  in  making  the  coins  was  shaped  like  tongs,  with  a  die  attached  to  the  in¬ 
ner  6ide  of  each  blade.  The  piece  of  metal  was  placed  between  the  dies,  the 
lower  blade  laid  upon  an  anvil  and  the  upper  struck  with  a  hammer.  This 
method  was  in  general  use  until  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century,  when  it 
was  superceded  by  the  screw  and  that,  in  turn,  gave  way’  to  steam  coinage 
early  in  the  nineteenth  century. 

Collectors  have  different  ideas  about  their  hobby  and  the  coins  they  gather 
vary  consequently.  Some  collect  from  a  chronological  standpoint,  others  from 
an  artistic  and  still  others  collect  devices.  One  will  seek  for  siege  pieces  only 
and  another  wants  nothing  but  medals.  There  are  general  collections  and 
specialized  ones.  The  chronological  collector  arranges  his  coins  according  to 
the  dates  of  issue  and  dwells  on  the  changes  in  die  cutting  and  details  of  exe¬ 
cution  thus  revealed. 

“The  geological  coin  collector  assorts  his  treasures  by  countries  or  states, 
notable  examples  being  collections  of  the  state  coins  of  Cermany’,  or  the  early 
state  coins  of  the  United  States.  The  artist  is  attracted  by  the  coin’s  intrinsic 
beauty,  the  allegorical  device  it  bears,  or  the  hisorical  event  the  reverse  com¬ 
memorates.  _  # 

“The  device  collector  groups  coins  according  to  the  animals,  birds,  bou¬ 
quets  and  other  devices  that  distinguish  them.  Some  are  not  particular  about 
the  condition  of  coins,  others  will  not  put  a  coin  in  their  collections  unless  un¬ 
circulated,  a  predilection  entailing  greater  expenditure  than  the  average  collec¬ 
tor  cares  to  stand. 

“Collectors  are  principally  interested  in  the  coins  of  their  home  countries. 
Colonial,  continental  and  regular  issues  of  the  United  States  are  favorites  in 
this  country.  The  majority  of  the  collectors  I  have  met  are  interested,  more  or 
less  in  the  old  copper  cent.  This  is  the  most  complete  issue  of  a  coin  from  the 
United  States  mint,  having  appeared  consecutively  every  year  from  1793  to 
1857  except  in  1815.” — Rochester,  N.  Y.,  Paper.

H.  L.  Avery  of  Chicago,  president  of  the  United  States  Gypsum  company, 
O.  M.  Knode,  a  prominent  officer  and  director  of  the  company,  and  E.  M.  Sy- 
bert,  president  of  the  Livingston  Commercial  club,  returned  Friday  last  from 
Electric,  where  they  went  to  look  over  the  gypsum  properties  of  J.  H.  Pisor, 
who  also  accompanied  the  party,  says  the  Livingstone  (Montana)  Enterprise  of 
recent  date. 

Looking  over  the  property  was  merely  a  matter  of  form  as  the  land  is 
there  all  right,  but  the  question  of  the  extent  of  the  deposit  can  only  be  de¬ 
termined  by  cross-cutting  and  development  work. 

At  an  informal  smoker  given  the  gentlemen  by  the  Commercial  club,  the 
matter  was  thoroughly  discussed.  The  gentlemen  interested  said  that  if  the 
company  decided  to  build,  which  will  be  determined  later,  the  most  feasible 
plan  would  be  to  erect  the  plant  at  Corwin.  Gypsum  carries  21  per  cent  water, 
and  in  shipping  the  raw  material  to  Livingston  for  manufacture  it  would  be 
necessary  to  ship  1G0  tons  in  order  to  secure  80  tons  of  product,  a  waste  of  20 
tone  on  every  shipment.  This  waste  of  course,  would  be  saved  by  manufac¬ 
turing  right  at  the  point  where  the  deposit  is  located. 

The  question  of  title  is  one  to  be  determined.  The  Montana  Coal  &  Coke 
Company  claims  an  interest  in  the  property,  and  while  there  is  no  dispute  as 
to  the  right  of  J.  H.  Pisor,  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  defunct  coal  company 
will  have  to  be  settled  before  any  action  is  taken. 

If  a  clear  title  to  the  property  can  be  obtained  the  Gypsum  company  is 
willing  to  go  ahead  and  do  the  necessary  development  work  in  order  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  extent  of  the  deposit.  If  this  is  satisfactory,  then  the  company  is 
willing  to  go  ahead  and  put  in  a  plant. 

Gypsum  production  is  evidently  one  of  the  important  new  coming  indus¬ 
tries  of  Montana — the  Treasure  State.

ODD$€NDS 


Some  rare  and  valuable  books  from  the  Amherst  Library  came  up  for  sale 
in  London  receitly.  For  a  single  leaf  of  the  Poor  Man’s  Bible,  printed  about 
1455,  $175  was  paid.  In  another  sale  a  complete  copy  of  the  Poor  Man’s  Bible, 
known  as  “Bible  Pauperum,”  was  sold  for  $3000.00. 

It  is  announced  that  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  recently  paid  $48,675  for  two 
books,  one  a  copy  of  the  famous  Gutenberg  bible,  and  the  other  a  bible  printed 
by  John  Faust,  in  1462. 

Animal  life,  existing  under  a  pressure  of  five  and  a  half  tons  to  the  square 
inch,  has  been  found  in  the  Tonga  Basin,  near  New  Zealand,  at  a  depth  of 
four  and  three-quarter  miles.  The  greatest  ocean  depth  is  less  than  a  mile 
deeper. 

Many  valuable  breviaries  were  put  up  for  auction  when  the  Huth  Library 
sale  was  held  in  Ixmdon.  When  the  auction  had  been  in  progress  about  1,000 
minutes,  as  each  minute  went  by  about  $250.00  went  into  the  coffers  of  the 
venders. 

A  boat  which  Professor  Boyd  Dawkins,  the  geologist,  has  declared  to  be 
2,000  years  old,  and  which  was  unearthed  during  excavations  at  Baddiley  Mere, 
near  Nantwich,  England,  has  been  presented  to  Chester  Archaeological  Society 
of  England  by  Mrs.  MacDonald,  on  whose  property  it  was  found. 

The  pipe  which  is  believed  to  be  the  original  one  presented  by  the  Indians 
to  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  and  is  said  to  have  been  smoked  by  the  latter  on  the 
scaffold,  was  sold  in  London  auction  rooms  recently  for  $375. 

American  gold  and  silver  coins  which  have  hitherto  been  current  in  the 
Bahama  islands,  will  no  longer  be  legal  tender  there  after  January  1,  1912.  A 
proclamation  to  that  effect  has  been  published  in  the  London  Gazette. 

In  the  burning  of  a  barn  in  Kensington,  Conn.,  recently  that  county  lost  a 
cherished  relic  in  a  chaise  used  throughout  revolutionary  times  by  Governor 
Jonathan  Trumbull.  When  I.aFayette  paid  his  visit  to  America  in  1825,  he 
toured  New  England  in  his  vehicle. 

A  Lincoln  penny  in  the  pocket  of  Joseph  Herman’s  vest  saved  him  from  a 
bullet  in  the  heart  in  a  row  in  a  Bronx  borough  resort  last  night.  The  coin  di¬ 
verted  the  bullet  and  though  Herman’s  condition  is  serious  from  a  second  bullet 
wound,  his  recovery  is  expected.

President  Abraham  Lincoln’s  Call  in  1862  for  Volunteers  to  “March  on  to 
Richmond”  inspired  the  poem: 

“We  are  coming.  Father  Abraham,  three  hundred  thousand  more, 

From  Mississippi’s  winding  stream  and  from  New  England  shore: 

We  leave  our  ploughs  and  workshops,  our  wives  and  children  dear. 

With  hearts  too  full  for  utterance,  but  with  a  silent  tear; 

We  dare  net  lock  behind  os.  but  steadfastly  before: 

We  are  coming  Father  Abraham,  three  hundred  thous  and  more! 

If  you  lock  all  up  our  valleys  where  the  growing  harvests  shine, 

You  nuy  see  cur  sturdy  farmer  boys  fast  falling  into  line: 

And  children  from  their  mother’s  knees  are  pulling  at  the  weeds. 

And  learning  how  to  reap  and  sow  against  their  country’s  needs: 

And  a  farewell  group  stands  weeping  at  every  cottage  door: 

We  are  coming  Father  Abraham,  three  hundred  thousand  more!’’ 


The  Rev.  Dr.  Hillis  in  a  lecture  on  Civil  War  History  stated  that  Mc¬ 
Cormack’s  invention  of  the  reaper  during  the  Civil  War  had  very  much  to  do 
with  putting  down  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  1861-65  by  enabling  the  farmer 
boys  of  the  West  to  answer  to  the  call  of  President  Abraham  Lincoln  for  vol¬ 
unteers  by  leaving  their  farms  for  hte  battlefields  of  the  South.  But  the  men 


who  did  more  than  all  others,  in  our  opinion,  towards  putting  down  the  rebel¬ 
lion,  was  Christopher  Miner  Spencer,  the  inventor  of  the  magazine  pun  that 
bears  his  name.  The  first  magazine  pun  furnished  to  regiments  of  soldiers 
used  in  warfare,  and  the  first  magazine  pun  to  shoot  metallic  primed  cart- 
ridpes.  In  order  that  the  reader  may  judpe  the  preat  superiority  of  the  Spen¬ 
cer  over  the  Government  standard  pun  in  use  at  the  breakinp  out  of  the  Re¬ 
bellion,  it  will  be  necessary  to  relate  here  a  little  Civil  War  History*. 

At  the  breaking  out  of  the  Civil  War  the  U.  S.  Army  standard  rifle  was 
the  Springfield  model  as  made  at  the  U.  S.  Armories,  Harper’s  Ferry,  Va.,  and 
Springfield,  Mass.  3  his  also,  was  the  standard  musket  of  the  South  for 
throuph  the  Southern  representatives  Jefferson  Davis,  acting  as  Secretary  of 
War  (afterwards  President  of  the  Southern  Confederacy)  and  John  B.  Floyd 
in  President  Buchanan’s  Cabinet  as  Secretary  of  War,  (afterwards  General  in 
*  'Uthcrn  (  onfederacy)  these  men  just  prior  to  the  war  ordered  large  numbers 
of  Springfield  muskets  shipped  from  the  Arsenals  in  the  North  to  those  in  the 
South,  so  that  when  the  war  of  secesion  was  declared,  they  were  convenient 
and  used  to  arm  the  soldiers  .of  the  Southern  Confederacy.  Indeed,  six  south- 
1  rn  slave  states  had  nearly  one  fifth  of  all  the  U.  S.  standard  pattern  muskets. 
1  he  exact  figures  are  273,. >67  muskets  in  southern  states  and  this  number  does 
not  include  all  puns  supplied  to  Slate  Militia  under  the  act  of  1808,  nor  does  it 
include  the  obsolete  pattern  muskets  altered  from  flintlock  to  percussion,  sold 
*o  th»"  slates  just  prior  to  the  breakinp  out  of  the  war.  During  the  year  1860 
■  1.1*00  such  puns  were  sold  hy  the  Government  to  southern  states  and  their 
sympathizers  at  from  $2.00  (o  $2..’>0  each  and  every  dealer  in  military  poods  in 
the  North  was  overwhelmed  with  Southern  orders.  Every  manufactory  of 
pun-,  p  -lols  and  sahres  throughout  New  England  from  Colt  of  Hartford  to 
Arne-  if  Cheopee  were  running  their  works  night  and  day  upon  arms  noto- 
iously  for  the  same  destination.  While  acocrding  to  the  U.  S.  Ordnance  rec- 
rds  there  was  in  the  free  states  a  total  number  of  336,695  muskets.  It  will  be 
intero-iir-  to  note  the  manual  showing  the  many  movements  required  to  load 
ready  foi  firing  the  standard  musket,  the  length  of  which  was  56  inches,  he 
barrel  10  inches  long,  weight  10li  pounds. 

First  The  soldier  had  to  place  the  gun  in  position,  the  butt  end  between 
his  fr..t,  the  I  arrel  to  the  front  held  by  the  left  hand,  while  the  right  hand 
brought  the  cartridge  box  around  to  the  front. 

Second  Remove  the  cartridge  from  the  box  and  placing  the  cartridge 
with  the  powder  end  between  the  teeth. 

Third — Tearing  the  paper  next  the  cartridge. 

Fourth  Emptying  the  powder  into  the  barrel. 

Fifth  Disengaging  the  ball  from  the  powder  and  inserting  it  into  the  bore 
the  point  end  uppermost,  pressing  it  down  with  the  right  thumb. 

Sixth— Drawing  and  inserting  the  ramrod. 

Seventh-  Ramming  the  ball  home. 

Eighth  Replacing  the  ramrod. 

Ninth — Raising  the  gun  into  position,  cocking  the  hammer,  removing  the 
old  cap,  taking  the  cap  form  the  pouch,  placing  it  on  the  nipple. 

The  above  was  the  fourteen  time-consuming  movements  necessary  to  load 
the  guns  of  both  the  armies  of  the  North  and  South  with  an  average  of  one 
shot  a  minute. 

The  prejudice  of  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  U.  S.  Army  at  Washington  re- 


garding  the  improved  magazine  gun  can  be  seen  in  the  following  extracts  from 
official  letters,  June  17,  1861,  Chief  of  Ordnance,  Gen.  James  W.  Ripley,  writes: 
“It  is  very  important  in  my  opinion  that  the  issue  of  fancy  arms  to  U.  S.  torops 
should  be  prohibited  and  that  those  now  in  the  hands  of  such  troops  should  be 
exchanged  for  others  of  the  regular  kind  and  calibre. 

June  19,  1861:  “It  is  in  my  opinion  decidedly  objectionable  to  enter  into 
contract  for  any  other  arms  than  those  of  the  regular  U.  S.  Pattern.  A  great 
«  evij  is  now  specially  prevalent  in  regard  to  the  great  variety  of  new  inventions 
each  having  of  course,  its  advocate  insisting  upon  the  superiority  of  his  favo¬ 
rite  arm  over  all  others  and  urging  its  adoption  by  the  Government— some  in 
my  opinion  unfit  for  use  in  military  companies,  and  none  as  good  as  the  l’.  S. 
musket.  This  evil  can  only  be  stopped  by  positively  refusing  to  answer  any  re¬ 
quisitions  for,  or  proposition  to  sell  new  and  untried  arms  and  steadily  adher¬ 
ing  to  the  rule  of  uniformity  of  arms  for  all  troops  of  the  same  kind,  such  as 
Cavalry,  Artillery,  Infantry.  The  U.  S.  musket  as  now  made  has  ho  superior 

arm  in  the  world.  . 

“The  General  was  confirmed  in  this  opinion  by  the  fact  that  British  army 
officers  selected  by  their  Government  after  studying  the  Springfield  and  its 
method  of  manufacture  had  purchased  American  gun  machinery  after  the  U.  S. 
Patterns  and  engaged  Springfield  Armory  workmen  to  proceed  to  England  and 
superintend  the  manufacture  of  the  British  Enfield  rifle,  the  calibre  of  which 
was  .577  as  against  the  Springfield  calibre  .580.” 

July  7,  1861,  Gen.  Ripley’s  report  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  he  writes:  “It 
is  not  believed  that  what  are  called  repeat  ng  arms  are  des  rable.  They  are 
complicated  in  their  mechanism.  More  liable  to  get  out  of  order.  More  difficult 
to  repair  than  the  muzzle  loaders  which  are  unsurpassed  for  military  purposes 
_ excessive  rapidity  is  not  to  the  desideratum  for  military  guns — the  repeat¬ 
ing  arms  are  more  costly  than  the  muzzle  loading  guns.  The  repeating  aim 
is  suitable  for  pistol  and  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  restricted  to  that  weapon. 

August  19  he  writes:  “Some  time  ago  it  was  decided  by  the  War  Depart¬ 
ment  to  have  tut  cne  calibre  rifle  and  other  arms  58  calibre. 

December  9,  1861,  Gen.  Ripley  after  examining  the  favorable  reports  upon 
the  Spencer  Magazine  Gun  protested  against  the  weight  of  the  gun  w  th  loaded 
magaz'ne,  the  special  metallic  ammunition  which  excluded  use  of  the  gun  wi  h 
the  standard  powder  and  ball  muzzle  loading  paper  cartridge.  The  danger  of 
cartridges  in  the  magazine  containing  fulminate  priming  within  themselves, 
'  etc.,  etc.,  and  urged  the  Government  to  refuse  to  enterta  n  the  propos.t'on  for 
purchasing. 

There  is  a  tradition  among  dealers  of  some  officer  of  high  rank  in  Wash¬ 
ington  at  the  breaking  cut  of  the  Civil  War,  who  wanted  the  soldiers  armed 
with  fl  ntlocks,  claiming  that  in  active  warfare  the  musket  caps  would  get  lost 
off  the  guns.

During  the  Progress  of  Auction  Sale  of  the  Mark  Field  Collection  of 
Antique  Fire  Arms,  December  6th  and  7th,  1911. 

.Mark  Field  was  Superintendent  of  Letter  Carriers  in  the  Boston  Post 
Office.  A  bachelor  with  time  and  money  to  pursue  his  hobby  of  collecting  rare 
firearms.  After  his  death  the  collection  was  sold  to  Charles  Winthrop  Sawyer, 
who  placed  the  lot  for  sale  in  the  hands  of  Libbie  &  Co.,  Auctioneers,  writing 
up  a  catalogue  with  itemized  description  and  fine  half  tone  illustrations. 

The  sale  brought  together  about  100  collectors  from  all  parts  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  Those  who  could  not  attend  in  person  sent  their  bids  to  the  auctioneer 
or  to  Mr.  Sawyer,  who  acted  for  out  of  town  collectors  for  a  commission  of 
ten  per  cent;  a  rather  unique  position  that  of  getting  a  commission  on  the 
sale  of  his  own  goods.  However,  out  of  town  bidders  had  nothing  to  complain 
of  about  the  commission  service,  as  they  secured  their  purchases  just  one  bid 
higher  than  those  twho  had  taken  the  time  and  incurred  the  expense  of  per¬ 
sonally  attending  the  sale.  But  a  few  dealers  were  present  as  it  was  a  sale 
appealing  direct  to  collectors  with  whom  the  dealers  would  have  to  bid  in  com¬ 
petition.

and  every  article  to  full  market  value  claiming  it  would  not  only  help  his  stock, 
but  give  added  value  to  all  fire  arm  collections.  The  photo  shows  the  sales¬ 
room  the  second  day  of  the  sale,  the  walls  where  the  weapons  had  been  dis¬ 
played  for  examination,  the  auctioneer’s  stand  in  front  of  which  each  weapon 
was  hung  at  time  of  sale;  the  seating  of  the  bidders  among  whom  were  Dr. 
Poster  of  Cambridge,  Dr.  Thornton  &  Mr.  Stewart  of  Boston,  Lawrence  t 'd

The^sat^ommenced  with  Lot  1  at  2:15  p.  m.  and  at  4:15,  exactly  two 
hours  later,  lot  300  was  knocked  down;  300  lots  in  two  hours  is  record  time, 
the  highest  bid  whether  made  by  those  present  or  by  auctioneer  obtaining  the 
goods.  The  highest  priced  weapon  was  an  old  cross  bow  with  cranequin  so  o 
Mr  Stewart  at  $180.00.  The  most  historical  weapon  was  a  double  barrel  side 
fby  side  flintlock  pistol,  Scotch  pattern,  engraved  “Culloden  Moore,  1746,'  that 
Field  obtained  from  a  noted  English  collection,  which  had  been  taken  on  the 
famous  battlefield  of  Culloden,  perhaps  from  some  Highland  chieftain  whose 
life  blood  stained  the  purple  heather  fighting  for  Scotland  and  Bonnie  Prince 
Charlie,  April  16th,  1746.  Such  a  pistol  would  only  be  carried  by  officers  of  high 
rank.  It  was  here  that  the  Highlanders  made  their  last  great  stand  against  the 
English  for  their  King.  This  old  relic  was  purchased  by  Francis  Bannerman 
for  $31.00,  who  said,  that  had  it  been  included  in  the  Culloden  Castle  Sale  of 
1897,  it  would  have  brought  500  pounds  sterling.  It  was  a  great  day  for  the 
collectors.  Bannerman  bid  up  each  item  and  only  stopped  when  it  had  reached 
a  value  similar  to  that  he  held  his  stock,  all  of  which  made  it  a  veiy  profitable 
sale.  Mr.  Sawyer  publicly  thanked  Mr.  Bannerman  for  his  services. 

A  Colts  carbine  that  had  been  bought  as  a  duplicate  form  Colts  Armory 


about  a  dozen  years  ago  for  less  than  $2.00,  and  which  had  been  sold  by  Ban- 
nerman  to  Field  for  $20,00  at  the  sale  brought  $85.00.  A  gun  that  had  origin¬ 
ally  sold  for  68  cents  brought  $12.00.  Another  gun  that  had  been  sold  at  $1.70 
brought  $15.00.  All  of  which  proves  to  collectors  and  dealers  the  stability  and 
profitableness  of  their  hobbies.  Very  few  descriptive  errors  were  made.  A 
pistol  classified  as  Oriental  had  the  Scotch  ram  horn  butt  with  the  thistle  in  the 
center.  The  collectors  soon  corrected  this  error  in  bidding  higher  than  that 
called  for  by  the  description  in  the  catalogue. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  sale  brought  over  300  per  cent  advance  over  the 
price  Field  originally  paid  for  it,  making  the  collecting  of  antique  fire  arms 

not  only  a  pleasurable  educating  pastime,  but  more  profitable  than  any  other 
,  ,  ***** 
investment.

EDITORIAL  CORNER. 


In  Germany  considerable  attention  is  lately  given  to  all  kinds  of  decep¬ 
tions  practiced  in  regard  to  stamps,  here  is  the  rank  counterfeit,  then  the  fac 
simile,  the  reprint  sold  as  an  original,  the  stamp  with  a  false  surcharge,  false 
watermark,  false  perforation,  false  cancellation,  false  gum,  the  genuine  can- 
p  cellation  with  a  false  date,  etc.,  etc.,  including  chemical  changelings  and  what 
not  that  may  be  used  to  relieve  the  unwary  of  a  few  extra  pennies,  dimes  or 
dollars.  Sometimes  a  little  manipulation  will  net  the  deceiver  as  much  as  50 
to  100  dollars. 

We  need  not  think  that  here  in  America  the  danger  of  such  practices  is 
tmpy  less  than  what  it  is  in  Europe;  on  the  contrary,  some  European  deceivers 


find  a  pretty  good  field  to  dispose  of  their  fabrications  in  America,  and  they 
boast  of  it,  too.  Then  again,  we  may  be  sure  that  we  have  some  such  artists 
right  here  amongst  us  who  can  make  out  of  a  cheap  stamp  another  one  that 
will  bring  a  fancy  price  if  the  collector  that  buys  it  is  not  sufficiently  sophis-« 
ticated  to  detect  the  deception.  t  (  f 

It  is  true  we  have  Earee’s  Album  Weeds,  or  we  can  get  the  book,  if  we 
wish,  and  we  have  some  counterfeit  detectives  or  experts  who  are  willing  to 
give  their  opinion  on  any  stamp  for  a  consideration.  We  find  some  warnings 
here  and  there  in  the  press,  and  now  and  then  we  find  a  forgery  described. 
But  all  this  is  not  enough.  Experience  shows  that  most  collectors  overvalue 
their  collections,  because  they  are  not  aware  of  the  true  condition  and  char¬ 
acter  of  many  of  their  stamps,  and  when  they  try  to  sell  they  are  amazed  and 
disgusted  at  what  the  dealer,  or  really  experienced  collector,  tells  them  about 
the  spurious  admixtures  in  their  collections. 

Some,  after  they  have  once  had  such  an  experience,  become  so  disgusted 
that  they  will  quit  collecting  entirely  and  so  deprive  themselves  of  the  pleasure 
of  philately  forever.  Others  of  a  meaner  mind  will  perhaps  think  that  decep¬ 
tion  is  part  of  the  game  and  will  begin  practising  it  on  others  in  order  to  get 
even  with  the  fraternity,  thus  adding  more  to  the  demoralization  of  our  hobby 
and  to  the  discredit  of  our  science. 

What  shall  we  do?  Shall  we  let  things  go  right  on  as  they  have  been  and 
trust  to  our  luck  ? 

Our  German  cousins  are  sticking  their  heads  together  in  their  societies — 
and  these  are  large,  well  organized  and  so  connected  in  national  confederations* 
that  whatever  one  society  does  will  soon  be  known  to  the  members  of  ^  the 
rest  aud  by  working  together  they  endeavor  to  make  it  hot  for  the  counter¬ 
feiter,  forger  and  deceiver. 

Some  of  the  means  they  have  decided  on,  are  improvement  of  penal  legis¬ 
lation,  discussion  and  publication  of  all  the  tricks  detected,  exclusion  from  all 
societies,  of  those  that  have  once  been  found  guilty,  compilation  of  all  that  has 
ever  been  brought  forth  in  regard  to  spurious  fabrications,  mutual  help  in 
weeding  out  stamps  that  have  in  any  way  been  tampered  with  to  make  them 
appear  different  from  what  they  really  are,  reference  collections  of  counter¬ 
feits,  etc. 

It  seems  that  collectors  and  dealers  work  in  good  harmony  together,  and 
publishers  do  all  they  can  to  aid  both.  Can  we  not  do  the  same  on  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic?  Can  we  not  even  go  a  little  further  and  conceive  the  idea  cf  co¬ 
operating  with  our  German,  British  and  French,  and  by  and  by,  with  all  our 
European  friends? 

It  is  true,  the  start  is  best  made  in  a  small  circle,  and  after  it  is  he’e  dem¬ 
onstrated  what  can  be  done,  then  agitation  may  fruitfully  be  carried  into  larg¬ 
er  circles.  But  it  is  not  true,  that  we  must  be  idle  until  someone  comes  over 
the  Atlantic  to  teach  us.  We  may  as  well  begin  the  work  at  once  by  doing  avc! 
writing  all  we  can  to  spread  knowledge  and  sentiment  in  the  right  direction. 

Let  every  society  in  Ameirca  appoint  an  officer  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
gather  and  publish  information  in  regard  to  all  kinds  of  deceptions  dangerous 
to  the  members.  Then  let  these  officers  of  the  different  societies  exchange 
notes  and  make  their  individual  findings  available  for  mutual  and  general 
benefit. 

The  next  step  would  be  the  appointment  of  special  experts  or  expert  spec¬ 
ialists,  to  work  each  in  his  special  field,  because  the  whole  field  of  philately  ijs 
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too  vast  for  any  one  individual.  Let  one  take  the  stamps  of  the  U.  S 
the  stamps  of  Mexico,  another  the  stamps  of  Central  America,  etc.,  rr 
be  the  duty  of  each  to  expose  deceptions  practiced  on  stamps  in  his  spcfi 

Let  it  be  known  that  it  is  everybody’s  duty  to  aid  such  special  experts  in 
h«ir  work.  Let  everybody  submit  to  them  any  doubtful  stamps  of  their  spec- 
i.i!  field.  Help  them  along  in  every  possible  way  and  MAKE  them  expc  t;,  if 
they  are  not  at  the  beginning  of  their  career.  Give,  if  needs  be,  every  mem¬ 
ber  some  special  task  to  perform  for  the  benefit  of  all,  and  then  collect  the 
results  and  let  them  be  brought  into  useful  shape  by  the  special  expert,  who 
will  again  communicate  his  results  to  the  general  detective  officer  of  the  so¬ 
ciety  and  so  on.  Form  groups  for  special  work,  special  study  and  special  ob¬ 
jects,  and  let  the  work  of  each  group  result  in  the  benefit  of  all  other  groups. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  if  we  only  will  wake  up  and  do  something,  we 
can  do  a  great  deal  towards  defending  ourselves  against  deceptions,  imposi¬ 
tions  and  all  kinds  of  coarse  and  refined  robberies. 

There  is  no  local  society  too  small  to  begin  work  in  this  line,  and  there  is 
no  experience  too  trivial  to  be  brought  out  for  the  benefit  of  all,  if  it  has  been 
of  any  benefit  tr.  a  f*.  w.  Therefore,  let  no  one  think  that  his  work  and  his  ex¬ 
perience  is  of  no  account,  but  let  him  do  the  best  he  can,  let  everyone  take  a 
hold  of  the  work  and  do  something  for  general  protection. 

Both  points  are  of  equal  importance,  individual  endeavor  and  united  organ¬ 
ized  effort,  for  neither  will  stand  or  effect  anything  alone  that  could  compare 
with  the  result  of  united  forces,  all  pulling  in  one  direction. 

Forgers,  counterfeiters,  deceivers,  and  their  helpers  will,  of  course,  be 
contrary  to  any  such  .movement.  They  will  prefer  to  keep  the  general  body  of 
coI/Art  >rs  as  dormant,  stupid  and  inactive  as  possible, so  as  to  find  them  an  easy 
prejr.  But  we  believe  that  they  are  in  the  minority  and  that  we  can  make  it 
pretty  hot  for  them  if  we  only  will. 

Let  us  all  adopt  the  devise  of  Chicago  and  say:  “We  will!” — (Dorpat.) 


ARTISTS  OF  OMAHA  STAMPS. 

Of  late  much  more  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  manufacturers  pos¬ 
tage  stamps  and  a  distinction  is  always  made  between  the  printings  of  differ¬ 
ent  firms  by  philatelists.  We  all  know  the  differences  between  the  work  of  the 
Continental,  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  and  the  work  of  the  Bureau 
of  Engraving  and  Printing.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  having  been  well  sun- 
plied  with  numerous  very  artistic  designs,  but  the  names  of  the  artists  to 
whom  we  are  indebted  for  the  beautiful  workmanship  are  apparently  entirely 
unknown.  The  “Bureau”  has  a  number  of  skilled  engravers,  the  best  in  the 
country.  We  recently  ran  across  a  set  of  die  proofs  of  the  Trans  Mississippi 
or  Omaha  series  of  U.  S.  stamps  and  the  engraver’s  name  in  his  own  hand 
writing  had  been  added  on  each  card.  Here  is  a  list  of  the  different  values  and 
the  name  of  the  artist,  lc,  4c,  50c,  G.  F.  C.  Smillie,  artist.  2c,  5c,  10c,  $1.00, 
$2.00.  M.  W.  Baldwin.  8c,  Robt.  Ponickau.  Mr.  Smillie  was  the  chief  of  the 
engraving  division  for  many  years.  Mr.  Baldwin,  an  old  friend  of  the  writer, 
was  well  known  to  many  Washingtonians  as  an  active  man  in  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
work. — Phil.  Gazette.

George  Jacob  Kemshurg,  editor  of  the  Curio  Department  and  the  Kolumn 
for  Kansas  Kollectors,  in  the  WEST  and  Collectors’  World,  was  born  in  Atchi¬ 
son  county,  Kansas,  in  1871.  His  life  has  been  devoted  mainly  to  horticultural 
journalistic,  archaeological  and  historical  work;  spent  many  years  on  a  fruit 
farm,  removing  to  Atchison,  Kans.,  in  1892,  where  he  engaged  in  newspaper 
work  on  the  Daily  Champion,  the  oldest  newspaper  in  Kansas;  was  a  reporter, 
city  editor,  and  even  did  editorial  work  on  that  paper  up  to  1900,  when  he  re*  • 
turned  to  the  farm  on  account  of  poor  health;  in  1894-95  he  was  editor  'pf  the 
Missouri  Valley  Farmer,  which  is  now  the  leading  agricultural  journal' ‘west 
of  the  Mississippi;  during  the  winter  of  1905-6,  was  on  the  reportorial  staff  of 
the  Leavenworth  Daily  Post,  and  editor  of  Western  Life  published  in  that  city; 
has  also  acted  as  special  correspondent  of  the  Leavenworth  Times,  Atchison 
Globe,  St.  Joseph  Gazette,  Kansas  City  Journal,  Topeka  Mail  and  Breeze  and 
other  well  known  western  newspapers,  besides  having  been  an  editorial  con¬ 
tributor  to  many  different  magazines  and  other  publications. 

He  has  spent  several  years  in  archaeological  explorations,  principallv  in 
Northeastern  Kansas  and  Northwestern  Missouri;  has  opened  a  number  of  an¬ 
cient  mounds  and  identified  and  explored  old  village  sites  of  the  Kansas  Indians 
visited  by  De  Bourgmont  in  1724  and  Lewis  &  Clark  in  1804,  on  the  Missouri 
river;  has  examined  nearly  a  hundred  -other  ancient  villages,  camps,  work¬ 
shops,  and  grave  sites  in  the  region  mentioned,  and  has  gathered  one  of  the 
best  private  archaeologic  colelctions  in  Kansas.  He  has  also  thoroughly  ex¬ 
plored  the  old  Kickapoo  Indian  village  site  near  Fort  Leavenworth,  and  gath¬ 
ered  much  archaeologic  and  historic  material  relating  to  that  tribe.  Has  wiit- 
ten  many  papers  on  these  subjects,  enough  to  fill  several  large  volumes. 

In  1897  he  was  elected  a  corresponding  member  of  the  Western  Historical 
Society,  upon  the  unsolicited  recommendation  of  United  States  Senator  \  est 
of  Missouri;  upon  the  organization  of  the  Quivira  Historical  Society  in  1901, 
he  was  elected  a  life  member;  in  1905  was  elected  president  of  the  same  society 
to  succeed  Hon.  J.  V.  Brower,  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  deceased;  at  the  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  McLean  Historical  society  of  Illinois  in  1909,  he  was  elected  an  hon¬ 
orary  member  in  recognition  of  his  researches  regarding  the  Kickapoo  Indians; 
elected  a  member  of  the  National  Geographic  society  at  its  meeting  in  W  ash- 
Ington,  D.  C.,  1911;  elected  a  member  of  the  American  Society  of  Curio  Col- 


lectors,  1901;  vice-president  of  the  same,  1902;  appointed  a  contributing  edi¬ 
tor  of  this  society’s  official  organ,  1906.  Elected  member  of  International  So¬ 
ciety  of  Archaeologists,  1909;  appointed  an  assistant  editor  of  the  Archaeolog¬ 
ical  Bulletin,  official  organ  of  above,  1910;  elected  second  vice  president  of  the 
same,  1910.  Is  also  a  member  of  the  Kansas  State  Historical  Society. 

.>  Brower’s  “Memoirs  of  Explorations  in  the  Basin  of  the  Mississippi,”  Vol. 
VII,  contain  a  summary  account  of  Remsburg’s  Archaeological  work,  and  says 
of  him:  “He  has  long  been  a  capable  and  painstaking  archaeological  explorer 
in  the  Missouri  Valley.” 

Mr.  Remsburg  has  held  a  number  of  local  offices  such  as  justice  of  the 
peace,  member  of  school  board  and  secretary  of  various  clubs  and  societies; 
was  a  member  of  Company  L,  Kansas  National  Guards;  he  is  now  connected 
with  the  staff  of  the  Potter  Weekly  Kansan,  as  editor  of  the  Old-Times  De¬ 
partment  and  the  Potter  Pickle  Pot,  by  Potter  Pete,  both  of  which  are  widely 
quoted.  He  is  a  son  of  John  Eleazer  Remsburg,  a  well  known  lecturer  and 
author.

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PHILATELY  IN  EUROPE. — From  a  Correspondent. 

We  are  able  to  announce  one  of  the  most  important  private  sales  of  rare 
postage  stamps  that  has  ever  taken  place.  The  Earl  of  Crawford,  president  of 
the  Royal  Philatelic  Society  has  disposed  of  his  unrivalled  collections  save  only 
the  series  of  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  to  W.  H.  Peckitt.  No  price 
has  been  named,  but  those  privileged  to  have  seen  Lord  Crawford's  treasures 
are  able  to  realize  their  magnitude  and  it  may  be  stated  that  the  present  sale 
is  of  considerably  greater  extent  and  importance  than  the  dispersal  of  the 
stamps  accumulated  by  the  late  Sir  William  Avery,  Bt.,  for  which  in  July, 
1909,  Mr.  Peckitt  paid  $122,500 — at  that  time  a  record  cash  price  for  a  stamp 
collection.  A  still  larger  price— $175,000  was  realized  in  the  present  year  for 
Herr  Ilolitscher’s  general  collection.  Lord  Crawford  is  not  relinquishing  his 
interest  in  philately,  but  will  limit  his  future  attentions  to  the  postage  stamps 
of  his  own  country  and  the  United  States. 

Lord  Crawford  is  a  patron  of  the  fourth  Philatelic  Congress  of  Great  Brit¬ 
ain,  to  be  held  at  Margate  on  the  first  three  days  of  May  next.  The  vice-pa¬ 
trons  include  Lord  Northeliffe,  Herbert  Samuel  (Postmaster-General),  Sydney 
Buxton  (ex-Postmaster-General)  and  Sir  J.  Henniker  Heaton. 

Recently  under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Dublin  Society  Lane  Joynt  lec¬ 
tured  on  postage  stamps  in  Dublin.  The  meeting  will  no  doubt  have  the  eifect 
of  increasing  the  public  interest  in  and  the  use  of,  the  “Leinster”  Collection  of 
stamps  bequeathed  to  the  National  Museum  of  Ireland,  which  collection  Lane 
Joynt  arranged  for  the  museum.  The  Leinster  collection  includes  the  great  va¬ 
riety  of  Western  Australia,  the  so-called  “inverted  Swan.”  At  auction  -n  Lon¬ 
don  a  copy  of  this  stamp  has  fetched  $2,000  but  Lane  Joynt  expressed  the 
opinion  that  the  copy  then  sold  was  not  nearly  so  fine  a  specimen  as  the  ore  in 
the  Leinster  collection.  A  notably  strong  section  of  the  collection  is  that  com¬ 
prising  the  departmental  or  “official”  stamps  of  Great  Britain,  mostly  shown  in 
blocks  of  four  of  the  overprinted  stamps  .which  in  many  cases  are  noi  to  be 
found  in  this  state  in  any  other  collection. 

Copies  of  the  firet  King  George  stamp  for  Jamaica,  have  been  overprinted 


“specimen”  and  forwarded  to  the  international  bureau  of  the  Postal  Union  at 
Berne.  The  denomination  is  3  pence  (6  cents);  it  is  printed  in  violet  on  yellow" 
paper.  “Specimen”  copies  are  also  reported  of  four  Brunei  stamps  in  new  col¬ 
ors,  viz.:  4c  claret;  5c  orange;  8c  ultramarine;  10c  violet  on  yellow.  rlhe  L 
penny  (2c)  pictorial  St.  Helena  stamp  printed  all  in  carmine,  and  of  which 
“specimen’  ’copies  were  recorded  some  months  back,  was  evidently  printed  in. 
error  for  the  small  King  Edward  1  penny  (2c)  stamps,  and  will  not  be  issued- 
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All  members  of  this  society  are  on  the  S.  P.  A.  committee.  We  all  work! 

To  members  of  this  Association  who  receive  unsolicited  seleotions  of  stamps, 
with  no  return  postage  are  requested  to  return  same  by  express  “COLLECT”  and 
send  name  of  firm  to  Secretary. 


To  the  members  of  the  S.  P.  A.:- — Pres.  Kjellsted  has  resigned.  The  under¬ 
signed  is  therefore  fox-ced  to  act.  The  question  of  the  hour  is  whether  the  S.  P. 
A.  should  unite  with  the  M.  P.  A.  Amail  vote  is  desired  by  some.  I  say  the 
matter  is  too  important  for  such  hasty  actions.  Let  the  matter  rest  till  the 
regular  conventions  and  then  face  it  fairly  and  squarely.  Whether  a  mail  vote 
noiw'is  constitutional,  I  leave  for  the  trustees  to  decide.

INTERNATIONAL  SECRETARY’S  REPORT. 

Dear  Fellow  Members: — This  month  rather  than  my  usual  report  I  am  - 
going  to  discuss  the  question  now  before  us — that  of  amalgamation. 

In  the  first  place  allow  me  to  state  I,  personally,  have  nothing  to  gair.^or 
lose  one  way  or  the  other.  It  is  doubtless  known  to  all  the  members  that  as 
International  Secretary  I  do  not  receive  a  salary  and  as  Librarian  of  the 
M.  P.  A.  ditto.  Having  made  that  clear  I  can  now  discuss  the  matter  without 
thought  that  I  have  anything  at  stake. 

I  do  not  believe  the  plan  can  be  worked  and  point  as  evidence  to  the  amal¬ 
gamation  of  the  two  leading  societies  a  few  years  ago.

COLUMN  OF  STAMP  ITEMS.— By  Chas.  E.  Jenney. 


In  the  stamps  of  Thurn  and  Taxis  (the  Northern  and  Southern  German 
States  of  our  albums)  there  is  of  late  noticeable  a  dearth  of  specimens  show¬ 
ing  clearly  the  town  cancelling  number  within  the  concentric  rings.  The  cause 
f  ’•■’this  must  be  the  fact  that  they  are  sought  after  by  specialists  who  collect 
the  numbers  of  all  the  different  towns.  The  Germans  were  much  more  method¬ 
ical  in  that  matter  than  the  English.  Each  town  was  given  its  special  number 
and  maintained  that,  whereas,  in  England,  at  different  periods  one  town  had 
several  or  many  numbers  attributed  to  it. 


Now  that  the  current  issue  on  single-lined  watermarked  paper  is  draw¬ 
ing  to  a  close  more  attention  is  being  paid  to  the  very  indistinct  watermarks. 
It  is  probable  that  the  15  cent  value  is  the  highest  that  has  appeared  or  will 
appear  on  the  single-lined  paper.  Some  search  is  being  made  for  the  postage 
due  values  which  in  part  show  on  this  paper.  Some  dealers  have  been  adver¬ 
tising  the  3c,  4c,  and  5c  current,  imperforate,  on  single  lined  paper  but  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  they  have  not  been  issued. 


That  close  students  of  our  stamps  are  always  working  is  frequently  evi¬ 
denced,  but  we  do  not  always  get  the  results  of  their  work  promptly.  Years 
ago,  when  the  Columbian  issue  was  in  use,  certain  broken  die  varieties  were 
noted  by  a  few,  but  it  is  only  just  recently  that  the  general  collecting  public  is 
being  fully  informed  of  the  facts.  As  a  general  rule  the  students  discover  the 
varieties  and  file  away  the  information  in  their  barins.  Sometimes  it  is  impart¬ 
ed  a  shrewd  collector  or  dealer  who  keeps  the  matter  quiet  until  the  issues 
are  Jput  of  use  and  he  can  take  advantage  of  it.  It  is  rumored  that  there  are 
even  more  varieties  of  the  2c  Columbian  than  have  lately  been  exploited, which 
is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  as  many  of  our  2c  dies  in  the  past  have  been  over¬ 
worked  until  broken  or  worn. 


The  loose  leaf  album  makes  the  neat  and  methodical  arangements  of  Per¬ 
mit  collections  feasible.  Cut  square  and  with  a  symmetrical  margin  such  as  is 
authorized  in  cut  square-  envelopes,  even  the  most  irregular  sizes  can,  with 
some  study,  be  arranged  attractively  in  alphabetical  order.  Some  collectors 
leave  enough  margin  extra  at  the  cottom  to  write  the  uame  of  the  firm  using, 
which,  however,  seems  unnecessary  as  that  is  not  an  absolute  requirement. 


We  learn  from  the  Bingville  Blower,  that  leading  exponent  of  rural  events, 
that  Sile  Eaton,  who  is  addicted  to  cigarettes  and  who  attempted  to  examine 
some  of  his  watermarks  in  benzine,  while  indulging,  has  not  benzine  since. 
Neither  did  the  nsurance  company  settle  with  his  heirs  for  the  fire  loss. 


Many  collectors  would  like  to  know  if  there  is  any  good  reason  why  the 
U.  S.  I.  R.  watermark  paper  is  only  likely  to  be  discovered  on  the  6c  and  8c 
of  1894  issue,  which  have  already  been  found.  Is  it  possible  from  the  records 
to  determine  that  this  paper  was  used  on  only  these  two  values  or  may  it  have 
Men  used  on  any  other  or  all  of  the  values  ? 


FOREIGN  REVENUE  NOTES.— By  O.  T.  Hartmann, 


When  you  look  over  some  of  the  old  stamp  papers  published  about  20 
years  ago,  you  come  across  many  articles,  written  by  men  who  used  pseudo¬ 
nyms,  like  Valcin,  Loco,  Regent,  Estero,  Helim,  Cabul,  Topaz,  Philo,  Poplar, 
Wanderer.  Who  were  they?  ^ 

In  1886  somebody  already  said  that  money  can  be  made  in  stamps.  For*' 
example  he  quotes  that  a  set  of  Agriculture  is  worth  now  $3.25,  ^-hile  it  was 
only  $1.00  in  1876.  The  Fiji  Times  Express  sold  from  1C  to  75c  in  1876  and 
now? 

C.  R.  on  the  Fiji  Island  stamps  stands  for  Cacaban  Rex  (King),  and  V.  R. 
for  Victoria  Regina  (Queen). 

Do  you  remember  these  old  names?  Empire  State  Philatelist,  Minnesota 
Philatelist,  Toronto  Philatelic  Journal,  Garden  City  Philatelist,  Prickly  Pear, 
National  Capital  Philatelist,  Stamp,  Collectors’  Journal. 

The  reason  you  get  the  old  1867  Bolivia  stamps  pencancelled  is  because 
this  issue  was  used  for  both  purposes,  that  is  revenue  and  postage.  Even  the 
issue  of  1876  with  figure  of  justice,  which  was  intended  for  revenue  only,  are 
found  frequently  used  for  postage,  so  it  will  be  in  many  cases.  Don’t  fail  to 
tell  their  exact  used  standing. 

It  is  a  queer  thing  the  minute  you  ask  a  collector  of  postage  stamps  if  he 
has  any  odd  lots  of  revenue,  telegraph  stamps,  or  even  exposition  labels,  trade 
marks,  he  might  say  “Yes,”  but  as  a  rule  a  proposed  exchange  falls  flat.  The 
revenues,  etc.,  are  not  forthcoming.  I  suppose  the  inquiry  awakes  sudden 
dreams  of  wealth.  Revenues  to  the  face  value  of  $5,  $10  or  even  $20  are 
common  in  the  revenue  line,  but  an  outsider  consideres  tlrem  possibly  scarce. 
For  an  example  a  London  Banking  House  has  all  their  foreign  bill  st*Mnps, 
used  by  them,  overprinted  with  the  initials  of  the  firm,  among  them  as  high  as 
stamps,  so  the  conclusion  must  be  that  they  use  a  good  many  when  they 
are  bought  and  overprinted  by  the  sheet.  They  are  in  the  market  as  low  as  5c. 

Looking  over  auction  sales  I  very  seldom  see  foreign  revenues  offered. 
Almost  in  any  collection  of  postage  stamps,  small  or  big,  there  are  some  for¬ 
eign  revenues,  picked  up  generally  without  cost  and  kept  for  various  reasons. 
What  becomes  of  them?  I  guess  they  must  be  offered  in  job  lots. 

An  old  card  in  imitation  of  a  one  dollar  bill  in  green,  boosting  the  old 
Greenback  Party.  The  wording  is:  Organize  Greenback  Clubs.  For  this  we 
will  battle.  By  the  People.  National  Greenback  Currency.  For  the  People.  Let 
only  the  National  Government  issue  our  money.”  Wise  heads  those  old  Green- 
gackers  had  and  too  bad  their  battle  cry  did  not  come  true.  There  would  not 
be  now  such  tremendous  money  powers. 

An  old  Gr.  Brit.  Telegraph  form,  dated  Sept.  29,  1874.  The  charge  for  20 
words  was  lsh.  or  about  24  cents.

A  gold  medal  was  awarded  Mr.  Crocker  for 
his  collection  of  Hawaiian  stamps  at  the  Vienna  exhibition.

The  Child  (pushes  aside  the  large,  serious-looking  volumes,  reveals  the 
portfolio,  and  takes  it  up.)  “As  I  have  had  occasion  to  remark  before,  Jack, 
you  display  surprisingly  logical  and  analytical  abilities.  You’ll  be  a  sage  when 
you  grow  up.”  (idly  turns  over  the  portfolio  and  opens  it.) 

Cousin  Jack,  (nervously):  “Put  down  that  portfolio!— er— pardon  me — 
replace  it,  please,  it  is  valuable;  valuable  in  a  professional  way,  I  mean.” 

The  Child:  (smilingly  examines  the  photographs  ,and  pauses  at  several 
in  astonishment.  She  reads  from  one  which  displays  a  ballet  dancer  in  the 
usual  costume.)  “‘To  my*dear  Jack,  from  his  Pon  Pon.  So!  Undoubtedly  val¬ 
uable — in  a  professional  sense,  of  course!  And  so  improving;  such  a  very  in¬ 
tellectual  pastime;  so  edifyingly  moral!  A  pastime  that  exercises  all  the 
strong,  sane  qualities  of  a  well-poised,  intellectual  mind.  It  must  indeed  be  a 
‘profound  psychological  research!’  ” 

Cousin  Jack  (pleadingly)  “Dear!” 

The  Child:  “All  right!”  (She  carefully  replaces  the  portfolio.  “But  it’s 
your  treat!” 

Mamma:  “I’m  going  driving  in  the  park,  and  won’t  be  back  for  luncheon. 
I  see  you  two  have  been  disagreeing  as  usual.  Do  try  to  be  good  the  rest  of  the 
day!” 

The  Child  (reproachfully);  “‘Disagreeing?’  Why  Mamma!  Jack  and  I 


^!ave~been  harmoniously  ‘engaged’  for  an  hour  or  more  in  ‘profound  psycholog¬ 
ical  recearches.’  We’ve  improved  our  ‘intellectual  and  moral  status  immense¬ 
ly.”  (Noticing  Mamma  looks  bewildered  and  inquiring  she  continues)  “Jack 
land  I  are  going  out  for  luncheon  too.  He’s  going  to  take  me  to  Parkers’.  Come 
Mo  fack.”  (exits) 

He  rises  meekly  and  follows.

From  the  Century  Stamp  Co.  of  Montreal,  Canada,  we  have  just  received 
our  new  copy  of  “Gibbons’  Catalog,”  as  we  usually  call  it  in  short.  It  is  the 
22nd  edition  of  a  work  so  well  known  among  philatelists  the  world  over  that 
a  general  description  of  it  is  unnecessary.  This  particular  edition  has  some¬ 
thing  of  its  own  though  that  makes  it  different  from  any  of  the  former  edi¬ 
tions  and  reccommends  it  above  them.  That  is  not  only  its  being  up  to  date,, 
but  also,  and  in  particular,  the  many  additions  in  the  form  of  notes  and  other 
improvements  throughout  the  whole  work.  What  these  amount  to  becomes  es¬ 
pecially  evident,  if  we  turn  to  Mexico  and  the  South  and  Central  American 
states,  Latin  America.  These  countries  which  have  for  so  many  years  been 
neglected  are  now  treated  with  knowledge  and  care  and  are  brought  up  to  the 
general  standard  of  well  covered  countries.  The  publishers  have  made  a  study 
'of  tBkese  stamps,  and  they  thoroughly  revised  their  stock  of  them  and  have 
foun^/  that  many  prices  needed  to  be  changed,  those  for  old  issues  mostly  up¬ 
ward^.  Useful  notes  about  reprints,  fakes  and  counterfeits  are  also  given, 
which  may  be  worth  many  times  the  price  charged  for  the  whole  work.  In  the 
English  language  there  is  nothing  published  that  comes  nearer  to  Kohl’s  Hand- 
buch  (wh)V  is  in  German)  than  the  new  edition  of  Gibbons  Catalog.  It  even 
outranks  Kohl  in  some  instances  (which  is  saying  much)  by  giving  information 
not  contained  in  Kohl,  which  shows  that  it  is  not  a  translation  or  an  extract 
from  Kohl.  The  prices  too  are  evidently  independent  of  Kohl.  The  illustra¬ 
tions  are  full  sized  and  clear  (the  stamps  of  the  United  States  included)  so 
that  mistakes  in  recognizing  and  placing  stamps  can  hardly  be  made  under 
their  guidance.  In  short,  we  consider  this  22nd  edition  25  per  cent  better  than 
any  of  the  older  ones.  Copies  can  be  obtained  from  the  Century  Stamp  Co., 
Montreal,  Canada,  or  most  any  dealer  in  stamps  and  philatelic  supplies,  things 
which  are  supplied  to  many  dealers  by  the  publishers  of  this  catalog.

A  COLLECTOR’S  COLLECTION  AND  A  PHILATELIST’S  COLLECTION. 

An  Article  Which  Shows  The  Difference. — By  Norcross. 

I  have  a  friend  collector  who  has  a  collection  of  some  8000  different  used ' 
postage  stamps  that  represent  most  every  stamp  issuing  country'.  He  is  not  a  } 
philatelist  because  he  does  not  go  into  the  minute  varieties  of  various  stamps, 
such  as  difference  in  paper,  watermarks,  perforations,  surcharges,  and  different 
dies  of  the  same  stamp  because  he  considers  it  a  waste  of  time  and  money. 
Well,  that  is  his  pleasure,  however  the  point  that  we  wish  to  impress  in  this  ar¬ 
ticle  is  just  this — the  real  value  of  a  collector’s  collection  is  to  know  that  every 
stamp  in  your  collection  has  done  regular  postal  duty,  and  while  unused  stamps 
look  very  pretty  in  one’s  collection,  reader,  did  you  ever  stop  to  think  what 
this  collection  of  unused  stamps  had  educated?  Is  it  not  responsible  for  the 
many  issues  which  have  come  out,  some  known  as  “Seebecks,”  and  others  that 
have  even  a  worse  character  and  are  known  better  by  the  philatelist  than  the 
ordinary  stamp  collector.  Many  collectors  prefer  to  collect  only  unused  stamps 
and  it  is  their  right,  but  to  our  mind  a  regularly  postally  used  stamp  is  worth 
far  more  in  one’s  collection,  and  would  collectors  unite  and  demand  such  stamps 
then  the  dealers  would  supply  that  class  of  goods,  and  those  only,  whereas  now 
we  have  many  dealers  who  make  a  specialty  of  supplying  only  mint  new  issues 
as  they  appear  at  a  trifle  advance  over  face  value.  They  make  a  handsome  col¬ 
lection  too  ,but  directly  they  are  the  cause  of  so  many  new  issues  from  far  and. 
near,  some  of  which  have  no  excuse  for  being  issued. 

Then  again  we  have  the  result  of  the  old  staid  philatelist.  He  is  oiV<  the 
lookout  for  any  varieties  and  is  always  ready  to  pay  for  such  as  he  has  not  al- 
readv  accumulated  in  his  collection — what  is  the  outcome?  Well,  in  the  best  of 
countries  various  uncalled  for  things  happen  to  the  stamps  issued,  even  here 
in  iiur  own  country  this  has  occurred  and  fancy  prices  are  paid  for  oddities  in 
recent  issued  series  of  stamps.  Do  you  suppose  that  the  Pan-American  issue  of 
stamps  would  have  had  any  inverted  center,  if  there  had  been  no  stamp  col¬ 
lectors  ?  Perhaps  the  accident  would  have  happened.  It  did  in  the  1869  issue 
and  collecting  did  not  at  that  time  take  on  the  commercial  aspect  that  it  does 
at  the  present  time.  However,  you  get  the  idea  of  what  we  mean  that  the  col¬ 
lecting  of  unused  stamps  tends  to  promote  such  happenings  in  all  stamp  issuing 
countries,  as  the  larger  dealers  are  always  on  the  lookout  to  pay  good  money 
for  such  stamps,  that  have  any  legitimate  excuse  for  getting  out. 

An  instance  has  just  come  to  our  notice  since  writing  this  of  those  Treaty 
Port  stamps  of  China,  stamps  that  mostly  are  seen  in  an  unused  condition,  the 
Scott  Company  do  not  list  them  as  regular  postage  stamps  in  their  catalog  but 
say  they  have  proved  to  be  locals.  However,  that  same  Scott  Company  recently 
offered  $1500.00  for  the  remaining  stamps  of  the  treaty  port  of  Nanking.  We 
understood  that  these  remainders  were  bought  by  W.  C.  Wreedon  of  Honolulu, 
H.  I.,  at  a  slightly  higher  price.  There  are  just  15  different  stamps  of  this  one 
port  and  there  will  be  no  more  of  them  as  the  plates  have  been  destroyed  and 
the  stamps  of  the  Imperial  Chinese  post  will  hereafter  be  used.  This  is  just 
given  to  show  how  far  these  large  stamp  dealers  reach  out  after  their  stock 
and  collectors’  demands  are  what  they  buy  for.  The  collectoi  who  demands  un¬ 
used  stamps  can  buy  them  and  the  more  such  collectors  the  more  we  will  have 
of  new  issues  from  now. 

We  would  like  some  other  peoples’  ideas  on  this  article.  There  are  always 


two  sides  to  every  such  matter,  but  aside  from  their  beauty,  who  can  give  a 
plausible  excuse  for  the  collection  of  unused  postage  stamps,  and  is  there  not 
more  value  to  a  postally  used  stamp  from  a  collector’s  standpoint  of  view? 


ANOTHER  S.  F.  A.  IDEA  OF  NO  COMBINE.— By  H.  Bower,  Ft.  Dodge,  Iowa. 


There  is  a  great  question  now  waging  war  among  the  philatelic  circles  of 
America  which  is  calling  the  attentioi  of  Europe,  and  that  is  the  combined 
forces  -of  the  S.  P.  A.  and  M.  P.  A.  made  into  one  large  national  society.  Most 
papers  mention  societies  in  Europe.  We  don’t  care  what  people  are  doing  in 
Europe.  It  don’t  concern  us  in  the  least.  Let’s  use  our  gray  matter. 

I  think  the  S.  P.  A.  and  M.  P.  A.  are  getting  along  just  fine  and  let  well 
enough  alone.  Clarence  V.  Webb’s  article  in  the  WEST  I  perfectly  agree  with. 
I  wish  every  member  of  each  society  could  read  it  and  I  know  that  most  of  the 
members  of  those  societies  will  vote  against  uniting  the  two  societies  because 
one  secretary,  one  this,  and  one  that,  cannot  do  the  work  of  both  societies  as 
well  as  two.  Take  the  A.  P.  S.  for  instance.  The  average  collector  will  not  re¬ 
ceive  as  many  application  blanks,  etc.,  from  members  of  that  society  as  from 
the  S.  P.  A.,  a  society  one-third  as  large.  Why?  Because  the  members  in  a 
smaller  society  work  harder,  can  be  reached  easier  by  the  officers  of  said  so¬ 
ciety.  I  myself  received  five  to  eight  application  blanks  from  S.  P.  A.  to  one 
of  A.  P.  S.  Is  that  so?  I  know  it  is.  I  entirely  disagree  with  Cleveland  Bun- 
die’s  article  in  Mack’s  Monthly  Philatelist,  February,  1912,  Vol.  1,  No.  ii,  which 
states  that  this  same  question  arose  in  1909  and  ended  in  a  vote  of  133  against, 
24  fjtor,  making  one  roganization.  It  also  states  that  a  few  ex-officials  were  the 
cau#t  of  the  result  of  the  vote  because  their  chief  objection  was  that  the  name 
of  tlhe  association  should  not  be  changed  and  I  don’t  believe  that  such  an  ob¬ 
jection  would  make  the  members  of  the  M.  P.  A.  quit  using  their  heads.  Then 
it  states  that  it  was  very  selfish  of  them.  Well,  if  they're  selfish  they  are  not 
generous  are  they  Mr.  Bundie?  He  goes  on  to  state  that  Wm.  H.  Hollenbach, 
A.  W.  Dunning,  Dr.  J.  M.  Holt  and  Clarence  V.  Webb  were  in  favor  of  unity 
and  are  now.  It  don’t  seem  to  me  that  Clarence  Y.  Webb  could  be  in  favor  of 
unity  now  after  I  read  his  fine  article  in  the  WEST.  Do  you,  Mr.  Reader?  And 
such  a  fine  article  as  it  was. 

Now,  Mr.  Webb,  you  had  better  explain  yourself  and  show  Mr.  Bundie 
that  he’s  mistaken  and  that  you’re  anti-unity  instead  of  unity  now. 


In  the  course  of  two  or  three  days  an  interesting  change  will  be  made  in 
the  stamps  issued  by  the  Imperial  Post  Office,  says  the  Japan  News.  Over  the 
Imperial  crest  and  the  words  “Chinese  Imperial  Post  Office”  will  be  printed 
four  Chinese  characters  meaning  “provisional  neutrality.”  On  the  red  stamps 
the  characters  will  be  printed  in  black,  and  on  all  other  stamps,  in  red.  The 
printing  is  being  done  in  the  Statistical  Department  of  the  Customs,  and  the 
old  supply  of  stamps  will  be  used  up  for  the  purpose.  This  novel  procedure, 
which  should  be  of  great  interest  to  philatelists,  may  be  regarded  as  a  tem¬ 
porary  measure  of  conciliation  to  the  Republican  party.  The  course  of  events 
must  decide  whether  the  old  style  will  again  come  into  use  or  a  new  design  be 
adopted. — Sent  by  Sanders  of  Japan.

The  International  Stamp  Co.  of  DeGraff,  Ohio,  keeps  right  on  printing 
“Stamps"  with  one  of  those  breezy  little  dialogues  of  Hogan  and  Finerty  in 
each  number.  There  is  not  very  much  room  for  other  matter,  but  what  there 
is,  is  well  filled  with  readable  notes  and  tempting  bargains.  Get  a  copy,  and 
say  we  told  you  so! 

What  strikes  us  as  particularly  interesting  in  the  last  number  of  “Stamps" 
is  the  note  that  in  the  advance  sheets  of  Scott’s  atCalog  the  prices  for  stamps 
have  been  raised  in  some  instances  as  much  as  200  to  300  per  cent,  while  on 
another  page  we  find  the  offer  to  sell  stamps  at  90  per  cent  discount  from 
Scott.  Does  this  not  look  as  if  the  catalog  was  wrong  on  some  prices? 

We  quote  from  the  Philatelic  Gazette  of  New  York:  “We  recently  ran 
across  a  set  of  die  proofs  of  the  Trans  Mississippi  or  Omaha  series  of  U.  S. 
stamps  and  the  engraver’s  name  in  his  own  hand  writing  had  been  added  on 
each  card.  Here  is  a  list  of  the  different  values  and  the  name  of  the  artist: 

lc,  4c,  50c,  G.  F.  C.  Smillie;  2c,  5c,  10c,  $1.00,  $2.00,  M.  W.  Baldwin;  3q, 
Robt.  Ponickau. 

Mr.  Smillie  was  the  chief  of  the  engraving  division  for  many  years.  hMr. 
Baldwin,  an  old  friend  of  the  writer,  was  well  known  to  many  Washingtonians 
as  an  active  man  in  Y.  M.  C.  A.  work.” 

We  quote  again  from  the  same  paper:  “There  are  two  distinct  types  of 
the  overprint  Porto  Rico  on  U.  S.  stamps  differing  in  slant.  The  common  type 
appears  at  an  angle  of  37  degrees,  while  Type  II  shows  only  29  degrees.  Type 
II  has  not  been  found  on  the  5c  and  10c,  but  appears  on  all  the  postage  due 
stamps.  Both  varieties  are  found  on  the  same  sheet.  Plate  number  strips  from 
the  bottom  of  the  sheet  show  the  two  types  side  by  side.’’  The  Phil.  Gazette 
received  a  bronze  medal  at  the  A.  P.  S.  exhibition  in  Chicago. 

The  Philatelic  Journal  of  America,  No.  7,  has  an  article  on  the  Stamps  of 
Mexico,  including  many  items  that  are  not  generally  known,  showing  inci¬ 
dentally  that  the  stamps  of  our  next  door  neighbor  on  the  south  deserve  more 
attention  than  they  have  been  getting  for  the  last  few  years.  When  they  get 
their  dues,  it  is  more  than  likely  that  some  of  the  prices  will  advance,  in  many 
cases  quite  considerably.  The  political  changes  that  recently  took  place  in  the 
country  seem  to  have  draw  more  attention  to  Mexican  stamps.  In  Gibbons’ 
Catalog,  we  learn,  the  part  treating  of  Mexico  has  been  entirely  re-written. 
This  means  that  these  stamps  are  receiving  more  attention  recently  in  Europe. 
Are  Americans  going  to  neglect  them? 

The  Philadelphai  Stamp  News  tells  about  the  Id  king  George  of  Great 
Britain  re-engraved.  It  is  somewhat  improved  but  not  yet  quite  satisfactory. 

From  the  same  source  we  learn  that  London  will  have  a  great  stamp  ex¬ 
hibition  from  Oct.  14th  to  19th,  this  year.  If  we  are  not  greatly  mistaken  Paris 


also  contemplates  holding  a  big  exhibition  this  year. 

Kedfield's  Stamp  Weekly  tells  of  a  fraud  perpetrated  by  a  person  in  Eng- 
)lai’4  pretending  to  be  a  “Professor  of  Philately”  and  charging  100  guineas  t  i- 
f  tin'll  from  his  pupils,  and  then  rather  retarding  than  promoting  the  progress 
..in  philatelic  knowledge  of  his  victims.  One  of  his  tricks  si  to  ;  roh  bit  th^m 
reading  any  philatelic  papers.  This  ought  to  give  every  one,  desirous  of  learn¬ 
ing,  a  good  clue,  namely,  to  read  as  many  philatelic  papers  as  he  can  Tnev 
form  an  important  means  of  instruction.  Another  is  the  reading  of  books  a  . out 
stamps,  the  comparing  of  no^es  with  other  collectors,  the  visiting  of  stamp  ex¬ 
hibitions,  the  attendance  at  philatelic  meetings,  and  particularly  the  handling 
of  stamps  in  quantity. 

No.  1  of  Vol.  I  of  The  New  Issue  Chronicle,  published  by  the  MacIntyre 
Co.,  1527  Walnut  Str.,  Chester,  Pa.,  has  just  appeared.  Its  aims  a<e  exoresser 
by  its  name.  Ben  Zine  Cupp  (whoever  that  may  be)  is  the  editor,  A.  R.  Bod¬ 
mer  is  contributing  editor  and  H.  M.  Wichman  is  the  man  in  charge  of  the 
main  feature  ,the  chronicle  of  new  issues,  while  Wm.  N.  MacIntyre  is  business 
manager.  If  they  carry  out  their  intentions,  they  will  produce  a  valuable  con¬ 
tribution  to  philatelic  literature  of  America.  We  wish  them  success. 

From  the  J.  M.  Bartels  Co.,  New  York,  we  have  just  received  a  neat  little 
pamphlet  by  Edward  H.  Mason,  on  ‘  The  Proofs  of  U.  S.  Stamps.”  In  the  first 
place  Mr.  Mason  gives  definitions  as  to  what  he  understands  by  “Essays,” 
“Proofs,”  “Die  Proofs,”  “Plate  Proofs,”  “Unfinished  Proofs,”  “Proofs  in  Nor¬ 
mal  jlColor,”  “Proofs  in  Trial  Color,”  “India  Paper,”  “Bond  Paper,”  “Card¬ 
board,"  “Onion  Skin,”  and  Proof  Paper.”  Then  he  gives  a  list  of  28  pages 
enumerating  the  various  proofs  he  has  in  his  collection,  which,  as  it  appears,  is 
almost  complete.  This  reminds  us  of  an  item  seen  in  The  Phil.  Gazette  stat¬ 
ing  that  Paul  Kohl  (the  publisher  of  Kohl’s  Handbuch)  has  just  issued  a  book¬ 
let  of  40  pages  treating  U.  S.  Proofs  and  “Specimen”  stamps,  including  card¬ 
board  proof  overprinted  “Specimen.”  In  this  case  prices  at  which  the  stamps 
may  be  bought  of  P.  Kohl  are  added.  In  Mr.  Mason’s  list  the  stamps  are  not 
priced.  Again  we  are  reminded  of  another  article  in  Redfield’s  Stamp  Weekly 
stating  that  Mr.  Deats’  famous  collection  of  Revenue  Proofs  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  New  England  Stamp  Co.,  to  be  sold.  This  looks  almost  as  if  proofs  were 
getting  alive!  For  beauty  of  workmanship  they  certainly  surpass  the  common 
stamps,  and  for  purposes  of  study  they  are  invaluable. 

Our  good  friend,  The  Southern  Philatelist,  which  by  the  way  is  in  a  thriv¬ 
ing  condition,  growing  better  every  month,  refers  to  an  article  in  the  Scott 
Co.’s  Circular  headed:  “Wanted,  Another  Seebeck.”  When  we  first  read  this 
article  in  the  Circular,  we  did  not  take  it  seriously.  It  seems  tho  that  our  sou¬ 
thern  friend  takes  it  so  ,and  that  he,  to  some  extent,  agrees  with  the  Circular 
in  wishing  for  a  new  Seebeck  for  Central  America.  This  is  not  a  good  wish  as 
far  as  the  well-being  of  philately  is  concerned.  All  attempts  of  speculation  in 
issuing  or  manufacturing  stamps  for  sale  to  collectors,  instead  of  for  postal 
use,  is  harmful  to  our  hobby.  But  that  is  not  the  worst.  The  worst  is,  that  the 
Seebeck  stamps  have  to  a  large  extent  been  reprinted,  and  that  these  reprints 
have  been  sold  to  collectors  in  such  a  way  that  the  collectors  had  to  think 
these  reprints  were  genuine  remainders.  Only  after  years  of  study  has  it  been 
possible  to  partly  distinguish  these  secret  reprints  from  the  original  stamps. 
jSuch  practice  we  do  not  wish  reepated  under  any  circumstances,  nor  by  any 


•one.  It  is  downright  fraud! 

Die  Post,  Bischweiler,  Alsace,  in  its  January  number  has  an  account  of 
the  stamps  of  the  Ionian  Islands,  that  may  be  interesting  to  our  readers.  It 
states  that  the  firm  of  W.  S.  Lincoln  in  London  bought  the  remainders,  con¬ 
sisting  of  about  35,000  stamps  at  face  value.  Of  each  of  the  three  values  there 
had  originally  been  50,000,  making  150,000  stamps  for  the  whole  issue.  They 
were  in  use  from  1859  to  June  1864,  in  which  about  115,000  were  used.  Used 
stamps  are  now  quite  rare,  and  fetch  high  prices.  Fifty  years  ago  the  set  was 
sold  for  about  60  cents,  the  %d  for  10c  wholesale.  Now  a  set  is  worth  S3. 00  to 
S4.00,  the  wholesale  stock  is  exhausted,  and  prices  may  be  expected  soon  to 
rise,  as  will  be  the  case  with  the  stamps  of  Sicily,  which  heretofore  were  com¬ 
mon  and  are  now  getting  scarce. 

In  the  same  number  of  Die  Post  are  also  given  the  numbers  of  Belgian 
stamps  sold  by  the  Belgian  P.  O.  at  an  auction  on  Oct.  7,  1911,  towit:  2,648 
of  the  10c  rose  of  1883;  2,650  each  of  the  20,  25  and  50c  of  1903;  10,050  of  the 
2Fr.  violet  of  1884;  345,250  of  the  5c  Antwerp  Ex.;  611,250  of  the  10c  Antwerp 
Ex.;  1,281,550  of  the  25c  Antwerp  Ex.;  1,  039,  450  of  the  5c  Brussels  Ex.; 
1,338,450  of  the  10c  Brussels  Ex.  So  far  they  were  all  uncancelled.  The  follow¬ 
ing  were  all  cancelled:  10,083  of  the  lFr.  red-brown  of  1884-6;  10,600  of  the 
lFr.  carmine  of  1893-1900;  19,350  of  the  lFr.  orange  of  1893-1900;  31,100  of 
the  2Fr.  violet-rose  of  1893-1900;  94,800  of  the  2Fr.  violet-white  of  1893-1900; 
12,650  of  the  lFr.  orange  of  1905;  60,100  of  the  2Fr.  violet  of  1905.  Of  the  10, 
20,  25  and  50c  of  1883  and  the  due  stamps  10c  and  20c  of  1870  and  50c  and  lFr. 
of  1895  there  were  some  1,000  to  2,000  each  left,  some  of  which  were  imper¬ 
forate.  This  all  comes  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Louis  Senf,  treating  in  a  serial  ar¬ 
ticle  “Remainders  and  their  Fate.” 

In  Scott’s  catalog  there  is  but  one  15c  1906-8  listed  for  Italy  (A38  No.  69.) 
Der  Deutsche  Philatelist  for  January  tells  us  that  there  arereallythreetypes 
or  issues  of  this  stamp.  The  first  of  1906  was  line  engraved  18.5x25  mm.,  perf. 
12x12,  thick  and  thin  paper,  printed  in  slate  black.  In  1909  the  same  design 
was  executed  for  surface  printing,  and  there  are  of  course,  some  ditferences  in 
the  engraving,  but  the  most  easily  noted  ditferences  are,  that  the  stamp  mea¬ 
sures  only  18x23.5  mm.,  is  perforated  13Vixl4,  and  the  color  is  rather  bluish 
slate.  In  1910  new  line  engraved  plates  were  made.  This  third  variety  re¬ 
sembles  very  much  the  first.  It  is  the  same  in  size  and  has  the  same  perfora¬ 
tion,  but  there  are  small  details  in  the  engraving  of  the  hair,  nose,  ocean,  sun 
and  niscription.  The  most  notable  peculiarity  of  this  third  engraving  is  the  ap¬ 
parent  larger  size  of  the  head  and  the  Ive  short  dark  lines  in  the  w.ves  of  the 
sea  in  front  of  the  head  near  the  edge.  Kohl’s  Handbuch  states  that  this  stamp 
has  also  been  counterfeited  to  the  detriment  of  the  Post,  and  that  the  counter¬ 
feits  are  perforated  11  Vi  and  the  shading  lines  on  the  neck  consist  of  lines  in¬ 
stead  of  dots. 


Robert  Holitscher,  an  amateur  stamp  collector  of  Budapest,  has  just  sold 
his  collection  for  $175,000.  He  began  collecting  eight  years  ago  to  amuse  his 
little  son,  but  soon  became  an  enthusiastic  philatelist,  and  in  a  few  years  had 
invested  heavily  in  his  hobby.  The  colelction  contains  some  very  rare  speci¬ 
mens  The  group  of  Spanish  stamps  alone  is  estimated  to  be  worth  $35,000. 
Holitscher  is  believed  to  have  made  a  profit  of  $50,000  on  the  transaction, 
whilst  the  purchaser,  Bela  Szekula,  expects  to  make  as  much  more. 


A  NEW  DESIGN  FOR  BRITISH  POSTAGE  STAMPS 

Artists  and  others,  of  any  nationality,  are  invited  to  submit  compatitive 
designs  for  an  ideal  postage  stamps  for  the  British  Isles. 

The  size  of  the  stamp-designs  when  reduced  must  be  approximate!'-  22%x 
^8%  millimeters  (22%  high,  18%  wide),  i.  e.,  the  size  of  the  current  postage 
tamps. 

The  designs  submitted  in  competition  shall  be  adjudged  by  a  Special  Jury 
of  philatelists  and  artists,  with  particular  regard  to  the  practical  utility,  as 
well  as  to  the  artistic  merits  of  the  proposed  stamp. 

For  the  design  adjudged  by  the  aforementioned  Jury  to  be  the  first  in 
order  of  merit  a  premium  of  $55  will  be  awarded  to  the  competitor, 
together  with  the  diploma  of  the  Jubilee  International  Stamp  Exhibition.  For 
the  second  best  design  a  premium  of  five  guineas  will  be  awarded. 

Designs  should  be  drawn  to  scale,  four  or  eight  times  the  size  specified  in 
the  above-mentioned  measurements,  and  should  be  accompanied  by  photo¬ 
graphic  reductions  to  the  size  required  for  the  stamp. 

Full  scope  is  permissable  for  innovations,  but  the  design  must  contain  fea¬ 
tures  characteristic  of,  or  appropriate  to,  the  British  Isles,  and  must  include  the 
inscription  “Postage  &  Revenue”  and  the  value  in  figures  and  words  “One 
Penny”  and  “Id.” 

The  submitted  designs  and  any  copyright  therein,  shall  become  the  ex¬ 
clusive  property  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Jubilee  International 
Stamp  Exhibition.  It  is  to  be  distinctly  understood  that  the  contest  is  organ¬ 
ized  by  the  aforementioned  Executive  Committee,  who  are  responsible  for  the 
premiums  offered,  and  who  reserve  the  right  to  submit  the  premiated  or  other 
designs  to  postal  or  other  authorities. 

esigns  will  be  received  up  to  noon  on  August  1st,  1912,  and  must  be  ad¬ 
dressed  to  the  Hon.  Secretary,  Jubilee  International  Stamp  Exhibition,  44 
Fleet  Street,  London,  E.  C.,  and  must  be  endorsed  “Stamp  Designs.” 

The  competitor’s  name  should  not  appear  upon  the  drawings  or  photo¬ 
graphs;  these  should  bear  only  a  nom  de  plume  or  private  mark  for  purposes 
of  identity;  and  accompanying  the  drawings,  etc.,  there  should  be  a  sealed  en¬ 
velope  containing  the  competitor’s  name  and  address,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  nom  de  plume  or  private  mark.  The  sealed  envelopes  should  contains  no 
other  communications  as  they  will  not  be  opened  until  the  Jury  has  completed 
the  adjudication  of  the  whole  of  the  designs  sent  in.  The  designs  sent  in,  or  a 
selection  of  them,  will  be  exhibited  at  the  Royal  Horticultural  Hall,  Westmin¬ 
ster,  during  the  week  of  the  Stamp  Exhibition,  October  14-19,  1912.

The  career  of  the  postage  stamp  may  soon  come  to  an  end  if  the  invention 
being  tried  out  in  London  is  found  to  be  practicable.  It  is  a  small  penny-in- 
the-slot  machine  into  which  a  letter  is  inserted,  a  penny  dropped  in  the  slot  and 
an  impression  stamped  on  the  envelope.  This  authorizes  the  letter  to  pass 
through  the  mails  just  as  though  a  stamp  had  been  placed  upon  it.  Only  a  few 
years  ago,  the  United  States  postal  department  concluded  that  it  was  unnec¬ 
essary  to  require  large  business  establishments  to  stamp  every  letter  or  folder 
^  sent  out  as  third  class  and  now  it  is  quite  common  for  permits  to  be  issued  al- 
:  lowing  the  payment  of  postage  for  such  items  of  mail  in  one  lump  sum,  the 
permit  number  being  printed  on  the  envelope  at  a  much  greater  speed  than 
stamps  can  be  attached.

830.  Where  may  one  obtain  information  about  liquor,  tobacco  and  cigar 
Stamps?  Besides  the  articles  scattered  all  over  the  philateilc  press,  one  may 
f.nd  information  in  “Philatelic  Side  Lines,”  published  a  few  years  ago  by  the 

,5p  ingfield  Stamp  Club  of  Springfield,  Mass. 

831.  Where  can  one  get  a  complete  list  of  all  U.  S.  Precanceled  Stamps? 
Io  is  possible  that  the  U.  S.  P.  M.  General  in  Washington  has  one,  but  I  am  not 
sure,  and  if  he  has  one,  it  is  doubtful  whether  he  would  give  a  copy  of  it  to 
anyone  asking  for  it.  A  partial  list  was  lately  copied  in  The  West  from  the 
Precancel  Monthly  of  Paris,  Ky.,  in  which  latter  publication  additions  are  be¬ 
ing  made  as  they  became  known  to  the  publisher.  By  following  these  additions 
one  may  construct  a  list  that  will  be  as  nearly  complete  as  one  can  be  made 
at  the  present  time  without  the  help  of  the  General  Postal  Department. 

832.  What  do  you  think  of  collecting  Consular  and  other  official  Seals 
of  the  U.  S.  and  other  Countries?  I  think  it  is  as  interesting  and  as  legitimate 
a  hobby  or  pastime  as  any  other.  It  should  be  kept  apart  from  postage  stamp 
collecting  tho,  as  these  seals  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  payment  of  postage. 

I  have  a  few  such  seals  myself,  and  as  far  back  as  1890,  I  remember  seeing 
others  collecting  them.  To  do  it  successfully  will  require  some  study,  for  it 
is  the  knowledge  going  with  the  object  that  makes  it  more  interesting  and 
valuable. 

833.  What  is  the  Character  of  New  South  Wales  Stamps  Perforated 
“()  S”  or  “O  S  N  S  W”?  They  are  official  stamps.  For  particulars  see  Aus¬ 
tralian  Philatelist  of  1908,  Gibbons’  Catalog  add,  particularly  Kohl’s  Handbuch, 
whefve  you  will  find  that  there  are  several  varieties  with  fancy  prices,  tho  the 
prc»s  are  far  from  being  settled.  If  you  get  any  of  them  at  the  price  of  the 
conn mon  stamps  (without  perforated  initials)  you  will  do  well  to  save  them  for 
a  while.  Some  varieties  may  become  scarce  and  valuable,  some  go  as  high  as 
$10.00  even  now. 

834.  What  is  the  Value  of  the  U.  S.  Stamps  of  1869  without  Grille?  If 
unused  ,with  full  original  gum,  in  A  No.  1  condition,  they  are  worth  according 
to  Scott  from  40  to  150  dollars,  some  values  probably  more  (as  the  6,  10  and 
12c),  but  if  the  grill  has  simply  been  pressed  or  soaked  out,  as  this  may  be  the 
case  in  used  specimens,  then  they  are  not  worth  as  much  as  nice  copies  with 
clear  grille.  If  they  belong  to  the  special  printng  of  1875,  whch  may  be  known 
by  the  pecular  hard  white  paper,  then  they  are  worth  according  to  Scott  from 
4  to  25  dolalrs,  or  even  as  in  the  case  of  the  90c  $35.00.  The  lc  has  again  been 
printed  in  1880  on  soft  porous  paper;  this  is  worth  about  $1.50. 

835.  What  is  a  Convenient  size  to  Cut  out  Post  Marks  for  a  Post  Mark 
Collection?  Mr.  J.  A.  Rayner  of  Piqua,  O.,  has  sent  us  specimens  cut  I%x3% 
inches,  and  we  agree  with  him  that  this  is  an  agreeable  size.  In  some  cases  it 
may  be  well  to  cut  them  a  1  title  larger,  hardly  any  smaller.  It  is  desirable  to 
have  all  in  a  collection  of  the  same  size  and  shape. 

836.  Where  may  one  find  a  Record  of  all  Postage  Rates  in  force  since 
Stamps  were  in  Use?  As  far  as  my  knowledge  goes  there  is  no  work  from 
which  all  might  be  learned.  But  there  are  notes  scattered  here  and  there  in 
stamp  books  and  stamp  papers.  Whether  the  whole  field  of  all  countries  that 
have  used  postage  stamps  be  covered  in  these  publications  is  questionable.  In 
some  cases  it  may  be  necessary  to  go  back  to  the  laws  enacted  in  the  different 
countries  and  to  the  postal  decrees  and  regulations.  Possibly  some  information 

v  may  be  obtained  from  the  U.  P.  U.  Bureau  at  Berne,  Switzerland. 


NEW  ISSUES  COLUMN

At  last  I  am  able  to  give  the  readers  of  the  “Philatelist  West”  another 
budget  of  news  and  a  description  of  some  of  the  recent  issues  and  interesting 
varieties  of  stamps  that  have  come  to  us.  -  . 

Since  my  last  column,  new  varieties  have  appeared  here  in  -England,  of 
our  new  King  George  V  stamps. 

The  l/&d  and  Id  have  been  redrawn,  and  certainly  the  result  is  a  decided 
improvement,  although  even  now  we  are  not  quite  satisfied  that  our  stamps 
are  all  that  might  be. 

I  am  sending  examples  for  reproduction,  showing  the  old  varieties  of  the 
^d  and  Id,  and  the  new. 

The  ‘2d  is  the  least  distinct,  but  is  best  told  by  the  white  parting  in  the 
hair  of  His  Majesty,  whilst  it  will  be  noticed  that  his  beard  has  received  a 
“trim  up.” 

It  will  also  be  noticed  that  his  moustache  is  more  clearly  defined. 

The  Id  however,  is  quite  easily  identified,  and  the  hair  dresser  has  again 
been  at  work,  and  the  beard  is  smarter,  but  the  main  variety  is  that  the  lion 
at  the  foot  of  the  stamp,  is  now  shaded  over  the  body. 

The  colours  of  the  *4d  and  Id  are  slightly  different.  The  green  is  darker 
and  the  scarlet  has  a  little  more  rose  in  it.

CANADA. 


The  new  issue  of  Canada  with  the  portrait  of  “King  George”  are  beauti¬ 
fully  engraved,  and  show  His  Majesty  facing  to  the  left  in  naval  uniform.  It 
is  undoubtedly  a  handsome  series  of  stamps,  of  which  King  George  should  be 
proud. 

Canada :  1  cent  green,  2  cents  red,  5  cents  blue,  7  cents  olive,  10  cents 
brown,  20  cents  sage. 


ICELAND: 

Some  time  ago  I  chronicled  the  issue  of  a  special  stamp  with  the  head  of 
"Jon  Sigurdsson,”  a  local  Icelandic  State,  issued  to  celebrate  the  Centenary  of 
his  birth.  Now  we  have  recevied  five  more  values,  and  the  complete  set  is  as 
follows: 

'  Iceland:  1  Eyr  apple-green,  3  aur  bistre,  4  aur  blue,  6  aur  grey,  15  aur 
violet,  25  aur  orange. 


INDIA: 


During  the  progress  of  the  “Durbar"  a  set  of  three  stamps  were  issued 
with  the  portrait  of  the  “King  Emperor.”  These,  as  far  as  I  can  gather,  ire 
now  withdrawn,  and  there  is  a  rumor  that  the  portrait  is  so  unsatisfactory, 
that  they  will  not  be  placed  on  sale  again. 

India:  1  anna  red,  2  annas  violet  and  3  annas  orange. 


ARGENTINE: 

I  have  received  two  stamps  for  this  “Republic,”  of  a  design  somewhat 


similar  to  the  “Sower”  type  of  rFance.  It  represents  a  field-worker  in  his 
shirt-sleeves,  hat  in  hand,  looking  back  to  the  furrows  he  has  made  toward 
'  he  risnig  sun.  They  are  nicely  engraved,  and  the  artist’s  name  is  in  the  left 
Jib’,  bottom  corner.  (J.  M.  Lubary.) 
tf  Argentine:  5  centavos  vermilion,  12  centavos  blue. 


LEIt  HTENSTEIN: 

This  is  quite  a  new  country  for  our  Stamp  Albums,  being  the  princi¬ 
pality  in  the  Dominion  of  Austria,  situated  between  Austria  and  Switzerland. 
The  stamps  show  a  portrait  of  the  reigning  prince,  Johann  II. 

Leichtenstein:  5  heller  green,  10  heller  red  and  25  heller  blue. 


BRIGHT’S  PHILATELIC  LIBRARY,  SUDAN— By  D.  G.  ARMSTRONG. 
Yol.  1. — Reviewed  by  L.  G.  Dorpat,  Wayside,  Wis. 


In  bygone  days  we  had  occasion  to  review  Bright  and  Son’s  ABC  Catalog 
up  to  the  8th  edition,  and  it  was  a  pleasure  to  do  so,  because  that  catalog  gives 
some  information  in  regard  to  British  stamps  used  abroad  and  envelopes, 
wrappers  and  cards,  about  which  other  catalogs  are  mute. 

Now  we  have  the  pleasure  to  direct  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  a  pretty 
little  volume  of  72  pages  by  the  facile  pen  of  Mr.  D.  B.  Ai-mstrong  on  the 
stamps  of  the  SUDAN.  We  are  not  well  enough  acquainted  with  the  subject 
in  han,d  to  point  out  any  mistakes — if  there  be  any.  But  that  is  clear  at  a 
j  glance  that  the  little  work  is  the  result  of  much  study  and  diligent  compilation 
^  and  tWat  much  can  be  learned  from  it  whcih  otherwise  is  not  easily  accessible. 

Then  also,  the  book  is  very  nicely  gotten  up.  Fine  paper,  good  print,  ex¬ 
cellent  illustrations — of  which  the  Sudanese  camel  post  deserves  special  men¬ 
tion — and  a  clear  arrangement,  make  ti  a  pleasure  to  behold.  In  general  it 
somewhat  resembles  the  Melville  Stamp  Books,  of  which  it  is  a  worthy  rival. 
In  fact,  it  might  be  taken  for  one  of  that  series,  if  the  color  of  the  cover  was 
not  grey  instead  of  white. 

There  is  only  one  thing  that  “pains  me  heart,”  and  that  is  the  fact  that  W'e 
Americans  have  so  little  to  place  besides  these  splendid  publications  of  our 
British  cousins. 

The  price  is  ridiculously  low,  only  12  cents,  net,  and  the  postage  on  or.e 
copy  is  3  cents,  so  that  the  whole  cost  of  a  copy  here  in  America  will  be  15 
cents.  No  doubt,  most  of  the  American  dealers  will  be  willing  to  supply  the 
book  at  that  price,  but  those  that  wish  to  get  it  quick  may  do  well  to  order  it 
direct  from  the  publishers:  Messrs.  Bright  &  Son,  164  Strand,  London,  W.  0., 
England. 

There  are  other  volumes  to  follow  this  first  one.  Vol.  II  will  treat  the  Ed¬ 
wardian  stamps  of  the  British  Empire,  Vol.  Ill  Stamps  of  the  Levant  Post 
Offices,  etc.  Other  countries  under  consideration  are:  Bosnia,  Turks  Islands, 
Servia,  Suriname,  Papua,  Denmark,  Br.

The  benign  face  of  Franklin  will 
henceforth  appear  less  frequently  on 
matter  that  comes  through  the  mail.  On. 
the  one-cent  stamps  of  the  new  series) 
issued  this  month,  Washington  replace? 
Franklin.  Washington  remains  on  the 
two-cent  tsamps,  and  also  on  the  threes, 
four,  fives  and  sixes;  hut  on  the  stamps  of  higher  denomination  he  gives  place 
to  Franklin. 

The  current  set  of  Philippine  Islands  has  been  undergoing  slight  changes 
of  color,  almost  simultaneous  with  the  appearance  of  the  single-line  water¬ 
mark.  This  means  that  certain  values  with  the  former  color  and  new  water¬ 
mark  will  be  rare. 

This  year  promises  to  bear  a  bumper  crop  of  new  stamps.  Consequently 
it  will  mark  a  great  revival  in  the  fad  of  collecting.  Scores  of  British  colonies 
will  change  to  George  heads,  and  a  new  set  for  the  mother  country  is  in  slow 
progress.  It  is  to  lie  a  year  of  great  political  unrest,  attended  by  the  usual 
undertow  of  stampistic  changes. 

There  is  no  denying  that  the  new  farmer  design  stamps  of  Argentina  are 
right.  Such  a  design  suits  the  rural  but  particular  ideas  of  your  humble  edi¬ 
tor.  Our  correspondent  in  sending  us  the  2c,  5c,  10c  and  12c  values,  remarked 
that  as  there  was  still  a  considerable  quantity  of  the  old  10c  on  hand  thc^new 
ones  would  be  temporarily  retired.  '  * 

French  Offices  in  China: — Several  of  the  current  postage  due  stamp?'-  of 
F  iance  have  been  surcharged  with  new  values  in  French  and  Chinese,  in  two 
lines.  They  are:  2c  on  5c,  4c  on  10c,  8c  on  20c  and  20c  on  50c. 

Iceland:— -More  of  the  Jon  Sigurdsson  set  have  appeared.  We  have  seen 
the  leyr,  3,  6,  15  and  25  aur. 

The  American  postage  stamp  is  now  serving  its  sixty-fifth  year,  the  first 
issue  having  been  placed  on  sale  July  1,  1847;  the  total  issued  during  that  year 
was  860,380.  Prepayment  of  postage  did  not  become  compulsory  until  1856. 

The  12c  of  the  1008  type  will  have  to  be  passed  up.  We  have  patiently 
waited  for  three  years  for  this  stamp;  the  plates  were  ready  for  the  issue,  and 
we  had  our  12  cents  laid  up  on  the  clock-shelf;  we  were  going  to  speculate 
heavily. 

The  incoming  issue  of  U.  S.  is  bobbing  up  here  and  there.  The  10c  seems 
to  be  the  early  bird  in  this  novel  emission,  contrary  to  custom.  Although  sat¬ 
isfactory,  it  can’t  beat  its  predecessor,  except  in  point  of  color — the  series  of 
1008  can  never  be  beaten.  The  Stampster  man  got  a  sackful  of  the  50c  and  SI 
values,  but  he  wants  all  he  can  get. 

If  all  the  postage  stamps  issued  by  the  United  States  Government  during 
the  last  fiscal  year  were  collected  and  laid  end  to  end  they  would  form  a  chain 
over  18,000  miles  long,  stretching  three-fourths  around  the  world,  or  from 
New  York  to  the  Philippines  and  back,  says  the  New  York  World.  The  num¬ 
ber  was  10,061,439,768,  with  a  representing  face  value  of  $180,957,385. 

A  great  discovery  has  just  been  made  of  a  minor  variety  of  the  2c  car¬ 
mine,  1903,  U.  S.  This  important  news  will  be  of  interest  to  speculators  in 
this  stamp.  Out  of  163,292  copies  scrutinized  under  a  44-horsepower  micro¬ 
scope  it  was  found  that  in  only  26  was  this  difference  found — the  eighth  whis¬ 
ker  in  the  third  row  under  Washington’s  left  ear  was  missing!  (

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POSTCARDS  AND  THINGS  ABOUT  ARIZONA.— By  M.  M.  Keller 


Of  all  the  states  Arizona  is  by  nature  blessed  with  gifts  the  most  wonder¬ 
ful.  Within  its  land  are  found  types  of  anima  land  plant  life  of  every  climate 
in  £Ie  world  except  those  of  the  humid  tropics.  Arizona  has  the  Grand  Canyon, 
A  thepet  rifled  forests,  the  most  majestic  handiwork  of  God  on  the  face  of  this 
eart\,  as  well  as  the  most  curious  example  of  the  craftsmanship  of  nature  in 
the  world.  In  its  mountain  tops  among-  the  snows  are  seen  the  flora  and  fauna 
of  the  boreal  regions.  In  its  southern  plains  the  lifeless  desert.  In  history  we 
find  that  in  Arizona  was  fought  the  last  armed  struggle  of  the  aboriginal  In 
dian  against  the  white  man.  There  also  perished  the  frontier  and  there  was 
established  the  crown  of  our  civilization.  On  one  card  we  see  a  most  magnifi¬ 
cent  monument  of  that  ancient  civilization.  Arizona  means  “Land  of  few 
Springs.”  Tusson  is  the  largest  of  its  towns  and  the  oldest,  known  as  an  Indian 
town  as  early  as  1752  and  in  1776,  the  year  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 

it  was  formerly  a  Spanish  military  post. 

In  1857  a  stage  line  ran  from  San  Antonio  to  San  Diego  by  way  of  El 
Paso,  Tucson  and  Yuma,  the  route  now  traversed  by  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railway.  More  than  four  years  Tucson  had  no  mail,  the  first  after  the  war 
arrivnig  by  horseback  from  California.  Here  was  also  a  mission  for  Spanish 
priests.  This  city  was  a  rendezvous  for  Mexican  troops,  a  refuge  for  the 
toughs,  a  presidio  for  Spanish  soldiers.  Various  fine  sights  are  seen  of  Santa 
Cluz  Valley  surrounded  by  ranges  of  mountains. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the  deserts  of  Arizona  and  I  won’t  waste  space 
,  on  an  old  subject,  but  some  day  let  us  hope  that  dams  built  in  the  Arizona 
mountains  will  make  this  valley  a  veritable  Garden  of  Eden.  This  land  that 
is  now  a  desert  is  said  to  be  a  soil  of  rich  fertility  that  only  the  valley  of  the 
Nile  can  compete,  once  it  is  given  water.  The  wonders  of  irrigation  wiH 
some  day  make  a  great  change  there  as  well  as  it  has  in  other  dry  lands, 
bvlany  cards  show'  missions  and  Arizona  has  no  end  of  them.

1  he  biggest  gun  in  the  world  is  a  sixteen-inch  breech-loading  rifle  de¬ 
signed  for  tjje  sea  coast  defense  of  the  United  States  and  its  insular  posses¬ 
sions,  the  first  one  completed  being  intended  for  the  Panama  anaCI.  The  total 
length  of  the  gun  is  49  feet,  2.9  inches.  It  has  a  diameter  of  isxty  inches  at  the 
breech,  tapering  to  twenty-eight  inches  at  the  muzzle.  If  smokeless  powder 
is  used,  it  is  estimated  that  a  full  charge  of  576  pounds  will  throw  a  projectile 
weighing  2.400  pounds  a  distance  of  twenty-two  miles.

NUMISMATIC  OPINIONS— By  The  Idle  Fellow. 
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(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

Some  students  reckon  the  beginning  of  the  French  mintage  from  tb  c 
deniers  of  Pepin  the  Short,  the  son  of  Charles  Martel  (the  hammer);  son^ 
would  start  you  with  the  deniers  of  Charlemagne  who  began  a  new  era  in  Eu?^ 
opean  history  by  uniting  the  fragments  of  the  old  Roman  Empire;  while  others 
would  start  at  a  still  later  date  and  have  Hugh  Capet’s  deniers  for  it.  With 
the  rapid  spread  of  feudalism,  the  rule  of  the  nobles  and  the  supremacy  of  the 
papal  power  from  the  ninth  to  the  twelfth  centuries  the  coinages  of  Europe 
grow  very  complex  as  regards  the  number  of  independent  issues.  Not  only 
did  Kings  and  Emperors  have  their  own  coinage  but  the  smaller  rulers  and 
their  vassals  were  given  the  right  to  coin  their  own  money.  Nobles,  potentates, 
electors,  dignitaries,  ecclesiastics,  all  claimed  this  privilege  of  coinage.  This 
brings  very  vividly  to  our  recollection  the  conditon  or  state  of  affars  in  our 
<>wn  country  previous  to  the  stoppage  of  private  minting  by  the  United  States 
authorities  some  years  ago. 

Coming  down  to  a  later  date  and  to  the  coinage  of  our  own  country,  let 
us  consider  that  wonder  of  all  the  silver  Barons,  the  1804  dollar.  The  1804  dol¬ 
lar,  the  highest  priced  U.  S.  dollar,  is  cause  for  much  discussion  and  the  truth 
is  so  well  known  concerning  this  our  rarest  dollar  that  no  numismatist  is  al¬ 
together  satisfied  as  to  any  one  of  the  many  explanations  given  as  to  its  being 
in  existence. 

Another  fair  example  to  further  illustrate  our  subject  -would  be  the  trade 
dollar^  the  repudiated  dollar,  because  of  its  position  in  our  history.  The  1804 
Western  competing  or  commercial  dollar  has  just  come  to  light,  being  h{  ''den 
from  the  public  ga/.e  since  its  issue  until  just  recently  and  not  even  the  ,lov- 
‘  mount  authorities  seem  to  have  been  acquainted  with  the  fact  of  its  coinage 
u  existence.  Some  of  our  Numismatic  students  knew  of  the  fact  of  its  issue 
while  others  seemed  to  ouestion  its  appearance  at  the  time,  and  even  one  au¬ 
thority  in  the  alter  eighties  would  have  us  believe  there  was  no  such  issue  or 
coin  in  existence.  It  would  appear  ro  some  that  probably  it  might  not  altogeth- 
e  s,  ni  improbable  to  y»  t  hear  of  and  see  sticking  around  somewhere  an  1885 
,,,  mx  or  even  an  1887  trade  dollar.  Since  the  authorities  themselves  claim 
they  did  not  know  of  tne  .884  proposition  and  even  disclaimed  its  issue  at  the 
time,  who  can  tell  what  yet  may  appear  or  come  to  light?  That  the  dies  for 
the  1801  dollar  were  mado  in  180  ;  in  which  year  the  1804  pieces  were  probably 
minted  and  the  coinage  irclu  led  in  the  Mint  report  for  the  year  1803,  is  ad- 
vocated  1>\  some  good  authoi  ties.  If  this  proposition  be  entertained  and  could 
relied  upon  then  why  not  advance  the  theory  that  the  1884  trade  dollar 
l  ally  belongs  to  the  min  tag*  of  i883  and  was  included  along  with  that  year’s 
report  of  the  coinage  of  our  Asiatic  Commercial  dollars?  It  could  have  been 
possible  that  the  dies  were  cut  in  the  year  1883  and  the  few  never  recorded 
specimens  struck  previous  to  January  1st,  1884. 

The  dollar  coined  at  the  San  Francisco  Mint  in  1873,  how  do  the  official 
records  report  it?  What  do  numismatic  authorities  say  about  said  coinage? 
The  Mint  records  give  700  with  the  S  mint  mark  for  1873.  None  struck  with 
the  year  1873  seem  to  have  ever  come  to  light.  Could  it  not  be  possible  and 
likely  probable  that  the  1872  dies  were  used  for  the  1873  coinage  so  reported, 
no  dies  for  that  year  having  been  made,  no  note  being  taken  of  the  same  at 


i, 


the  time  and  thus  the  report  shows  700  coined  in  1873? 

hat  about  the  origin  of  the  dollar  mark  or  sign?  Not  quite  a  few  ideas 
are  advanced  and  much  speculation  is  handed  out  as  to  the  ($)  origin.  Champ- 
jJin  seems  to  hold  to  the  idea,  that  the  silver  dollar  was  made  of  the  value  of 
''"'Vie  Spanish  milled  dollars,  so  called  from  its  milled  edge,  called  the  pillar  dol- 
tfw  :  om  the  figure  on  its  reverse  of  the  Pillars  of  Hercules,  the  ancient  name 
Vwf  the  two  promontories  on  opposite  side  of  the  Straits  of  Gibraltar  and  that 
the  dollar  sign  ($),  was  probably  taken  from  this  design.  Other  authorities 
have  advanced  other  theories,  and  there  are  probably  some  seven  or  eight 
different  explanations  as  to  the  origin  of  this  symbolic  figure.  If  the  dollar 
mark  could  speak  to  us,  what  an  interesting  story  would  greet  our  ears  and 
no  doubt  much  of  the  past  history  of  the  U.  S.  Coinage  would  be  untangled. 

So  likewise  many  numismatic  specimens  of  Ancient,  Medieval,  as  well  as 
modern  times,  could  be  taken  into  review  and  different  constructions  and  anal¬ 
yses  be  placed  upon  their  time  and  place  in  history  as  well  as  upon  the  mean¬ 
ing  and  teachings  of  their  obverses  and  reverses  and  origin  thereof.  How 
much  more  pleasant  it  would  be  in  the  pursuit  pf  numismatic  light,  if  no  doubt 
existed  to  cloud  many  of  our  subjects  and  practically  leave  us  groping  in  the 
dark.  What  an  excellent  understanding  we  could  and  would  possess  and 
sacredly  guard  if  such  were  true. 


LARGE  ART  COLLECTION  TO  BE  SOLD  IN  LONDON. 

The  first  interesting  art  sale  of  1912  takes  place  at  London  sale  rooms  on 
January  18,  when  a  large  and  varied  collection  of  objects  of  art  drawn  from 
different  sources  was  disposed  of. 

dfl^mong  the  lots  is  a  rare  Venetian  soup  tureen  and  cover,  decorated  in 
polychrome  in  the  Chinese  style  and  made  about  1720  for  the  Pesaro  family. 
A  K/ang  Hsi  blue  and  white  bowl  has  the  sides  pierced  with  rice-pip  design  and 
filled  in  with  glaze.  Inside  in  a  fungbird  in  blue,  red  and  gold. 

There  is  a  beautifully  decorated  Worcester  plate  with  gilt  on  a  rich  blue 
ground,  the  central  panel  being  left  white  and  painted  with  flowers.  A  rare 
old  English  water  clock  with  brass  face  and  fittings  and  carved  wooden  cheeks 
is  engraved  with  the  arms  of  the  city  of  New  Sarum  and  dated  1640.  It  is 
signed  “Fecit  P.  Smolett  of  Ye  Towne  Salisbury.” 

Six  fine  pieces  of  old  English  tapestry  of  the  time  of  William  III.  (1689- 
1702)  are  to  be  sold,  and  a  unique  item  is  a  South  American  gold  ornament  for 
covering  the  mouth  of  a  chief,  with  a  mask  of  a  human  head  in  the  centre  of 
one  side  in  relief  and  pierced  triangular  pieces  on  each  side  for  the  ears.  It 
was  found  in  a  chief’s  grave  near  Santander,  in  Colombia,  and  is  similar  to  a 
pieces  of  the  same  kind,  but  without  the  mask  in  the  British  Museum. 

A  very  fine  and  rare  Staffordshire  group  of  Romulus  and  Remus  suckled 
by  a  she-wolf,  with  flowering  tree  and  background  and  two  woodpeckers,  has 
the  oval  rocky  base  lettered  “Remus  and  Romulus.”  This  is  more  complete 
than  the  one  in  the  Schreiber  colection,  which  wants  the  ti'ees  and  birds. 


Mr.  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  has  acquired  for  $400,000  a  collection  of  over  fifty 
Coptic  manuscripts  found  in  the  Fayoum,  Egypt,  by  the  Abbe  Hyvernat,  a 
professor  at  the  Catholic  University  of  America,  Washington.  The  manu¬ 
scripts  formed  part  of  the  library  of  a  monastery  which  was  probably  de¬ 
stroyed  towards  the  end  of  the  tenth  century.

Utah,  Wyoming  and  Idaho,  in  which  states  the  geological  survey  has  dis¬ 
covered  the  greatest  deposits  of  phosphate  in  this  country,  are  expected  to 
ultimately  furnish  immense  quantities  of  this  product  so  essential  to  the  man¬ 
ufacture  of  fertilizer,  and  made  the  more  important  now  by  the  controversy 
with  Germany  over  potash.  The  three  essential  elements  of  a  good  fertilizer, 
according  to  the  geological  survey,  are  phosphate  rock,  nitrate  and  potash  f 
salts.  There  are  at  present  five  producing  phosphate  fields  in  the  United  ^ 
States.  In  the  order  of  quantity  of  production  these  are  Florida,  Tennessee, 
South  Carolina,  Arkansas  and  the  Utah-Wyoming-Idaho  field.  By  far  the 
largest  of  these  fields  is  the  latter,  where  enormous  deposits  of  high-grade 
phosphate  rock,  recently  discovered,  are  available  for  mining.  The  field  nert 
in  available  unmined  rock  is  probably  Tennessee,  where  large  areas  are  under¬ 
lain  by  deposits  of  high-grade  rock.  Nearly  half  of  the  phosphate  rock  pro¬ 
duced  in  It*  10  was  exported,  the  shipments  being  1,083,037  long  tons.  These 
and  other  statistics  of  production,  exports,  imports,  etc.,  are  given  by  F.  B. 

Van  Horn  of  the  United  States  geoolgical  survey  in  an  advance  chapter  from 
“Mineral  Resources”  for  1010.  A  copy  of  the  phosphate  report  may  be  obtained 
by  request  from  the  director  of  the  geological  survey,  Washington,  D.  C. 

Some  interesting  radium  notes  have  been  received  from  Miss  Anna  F. 
Rice,  Wollaston,  Mass.  The  first  clipping  says  that  a  recent  report  from  Syd¬ 
ney,  N.  S.  W.,  gives  the  information  that  some  time  ago  the  Antarctic  ex¬ 
plorer,  Dr.  Douglas  Mawson,  who  is  an  eminent  geologist,  aroused  excitement 
in  local  mining  circles  by  the  announcement  that  he  had  discovered  a  valuable 
deposit  of  radium  ore  at  Mount  Painter,  in  a  far  northern  district  of  South 
Australia.  Dr.  Mawson  has  since  his  return  from  England,  again  visited  the 
spot  and  issued  a  long  report.  He  declares  that  there  is  a  vast  lode  of  radium 
ore  at  least  three  miles  long,  and  from  a  few  feet  to  several  hundred  yards 
wide.  The  deposit  is  of  high  grade  and  some  is  all  ready  for  shipment.  Dr. 
Mawson  calculates  the  net  profit  per  ton  of  ore  at  $1,135.  He  says  there  are 
huge  deposits  of  corundum  (aluminum-bearing  ore)  in  the  vicinity. 


In  Paris,  France,  foundations  have  just  been  laid  at  a  great  depth  of  r 


“radium  palace”  for  Mme.  Curie.  All  her  laboratories  will  be  installed  there 
and  she  will  carry  on  the  researches  which  she  began  with  her  late  husband 
and  has  never  interrupted  since  his  death.  The  radium  palace  will  stand  ap¬ 
propriately  ni  the  Rue  Pierre  Curie,  in  southern  Pans,  beside  the  pavilion  of 
Oceanagraphical  Institute,  founded  by  the  Prince  of  Monaco.  The  build- 
y-eflL.  Vjji  be  lined  throughout  with  a  thick  layer  of  lead,  which  is  impenetrable 
i-udium  rays.  Its  weight  will  therefore  be  enormous,  and  exceptionally  deep 
■  uild  massive  foundations  will  be  lequiied. 


NOTES  ON  GOVERNMENT  SCIENTIFIC  PUBLICATIONS. 

A  New  Sub-Species  of  Ptarmigan  from  the  Aleutian  Islands. 

(Issued  by  Smithsonian  Institution,  Washington,  D.  C.,  Miscellaneous  Col¬ 
lections,  Vol.  56,  No.  30.)  .  .  T 

While  on  an  expedition  for  the  Smithsonian  Institution  in  the  Aleutian  Is¬ 
lands,  last  summer,  for  the  purpose  of  gathering  material  for  the  continuation 
of  the  Life  History  of  North  American  Birds,  Mr.  A.  C.  Bent  discovered  a  new 
sub-species  of  Ptarmigan,  to  be  known  as  the  Tanaga  Ptarmigan. 

The  Ptarmigan  belong  to  the  same  general  group  with  the  domestic  fowl. 
They  are  circumpolar  in  distribution  but  are  found  principally  in  North  Ame- 
rice,'  and  are  represented  by  some  fifteen  known  species  and  sub-species. 

’a  striking  seasonal  change  of  plumage,  which  is  perhaps  more  pronounced 
than  that  exhibited  by  any  other  birds,  takes  place  among  the  ptarmigan.  In 
most  species  there  are  three,  or  even  four,  complete  changes  of  plumage;  that 
of  winter  being  chiefly  pure  white,  while  in  other  seasons  it  varies  to  brown, 
buff,  grey  or  black.  Living  as  these  birds  do,  in  the  Arctic  regions  and  in  rug¬ 
ged  ’Xv'W-capped  mountains,  the  changes  in  plumage  offord  efficient  protec¬ 
tionism  their  many  enemies,  since  they  harmonize  in  color  with  their  sur¬ 
roundings.  „  T  ,  , 

The  new  sub-species,  described  by  Mr.  Bent,  was  found  on  1  anaga  island, 

one  of  the  Aleutian  Chain,  Alaska,  and  takes  its  common  name  from  that  place, 
although  scientifically  it  is  named  after  Dr.  Leonard  C.  Sanford,  and  will  be 
known  as  Lagopus  sanfordi.  Ptarmigan  were  particularly  tame  and  abundant 
on  Tanaga  Island,  and  good  series  of  the  birds  and  nests  were  collected  for  the 
National  Museum. 

As  the  collecting  was  done  in  June,  most  of  the  specimens  secured  were  in 
summer  plumage,  which  in  general  tone  is  a  light  greyish  buff,  paler  on  the 
throat,  chest,  rump  and  upper  tail  coverts. 

The  pamphlet  describing  this  bird  is  quite  technical  and  intended  pri¬ 
marily  for  ornithologists  and  zoologists.  Specimens  of  one  species  of  this  in¬ 
teresting  game  bird  can  be  seen  in  the  Children’s  Room  of  the  Smithsonian 
Building. 


GIFTS  FOR  AMERICAN  MUSEUM. 

New  York,  February  6. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  of  the 
American  Museum  of  Natural  History  last  night  important  gifts  to  the  mu¬ 
seum  by  J.  P.  Morgan  Jr.,  and  Ogden  Mills  were  announced. 

Morgan  presented  his  almost  priceless  collection  of  meteorites  and  min¬ 
erals  and  Mills  gave  the  George  Catlin  colelction  of  350  oil  paintings  of  Indians 
and  the  life  of  the  red  skin  in  the  West  during  the  period  between  1832  and 
1840.

V-  While  Oklahoma  is  no  longer  a  wild  state,  one  can  find  many  instances  of 
yesterday  when  touring  through  the  sparsely  settled  counties.  In  1910,  I  was 
associated  with  a  proposed  railroad  and  traveled  through  Major,  Dewey  and 
Woodward  counties.  About  twenty-five  miles  west  of  Cleo  Springs  I  found  one 
woman  weaving  carpets,  dresses  and  clothes  for  the  men  folk  upon  an  old  loom 
which  she  said  was  over  200  years  old.  The  loom  had  been  in  the  woman  s  fam¬ 
ily  for  many  years.  Ten  miles  west  of  Cleo  Springs  there  are  the  Glass  moun¬ 
tains,  which  extend  in  a  southwesterly  direction  to  the  Canadian  river.  In  Lone 
Peak,  I  found  numerous  caves,  which  showed  evidences  of  having  been  in¬ 
habited  by  aborigines  and  later  as  rendezvous  by  outlaws  in  the  early  days 
when  that  section  was  a  part  of  “No  Man’s  Land. 


Many  old  newspapers  are  owned  by  Missourians.  Some  of  them  are  in¬ 
teresting  curiosities,  and  are  historical  reminders  of  what  occurred  forty,  fifty 
and  one  hundred  years  ago.  Fielding  Kenley  of  Kearney  owns  a  copy  of  the 
Vicksburg  Daily  Citizen,  published  at  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  July  2,  1863,  by  the 
federal  soldiers  after  they  captured  that  place.  The  supply  of  print  paper  being 
exhausted,  the  soldier-printers  used  wall  paper.  Andrew  Sims  of  Worth  county 
posse.li^s  a  number  of  old  Illinois  newspapers,  printed  before  and  after  the 
.  Civif^Var.  The  writer  has  a  number  of  copies  of  the  Kansas  City  Journal 
printed  in  1865  after  the  assassination  of  President  Lincoln.  He  also  has  a  copy 
of  the  Kansas  City  Mail  upon  President  Garfield’s  assassination.  Anothei  pub¬ 
lication  in  my  possession  is  an  engineering  pamphlet  printed  at  Edinbuig, 
Scotland  in  1846. 

Coronado,  the  Spanish  conquistadore,  is  thought  to  have  visited  Oklahoma 
upon  his  famous  search  for  the  mystical  city  of  Cubola.  There  was  found  near 
Lawton,  Okla.,  several  years  ago  a  poniard  as  carried  by  Spanish  soldiers  o 
the  sixteenth  century.  There  was  also  found  near  Burlington,  la.,  an  ancient 
sword,  with  Spanish  characters  engraved  thereon,  which  causes  some  to  Re¬ 
lieve  that  Coronado  ventured  that  far  north  before  returning  to  Mexico.  This 
sword  is  in  the  Oklahoma  Historical  society  museum.  A  number  of  souvenirs 
of  Coronado's  expedition  have  been  found  in  Kansas,  near  Salina,  where  I*  ather 
Juan  de  Padilla,  the  first  religious  martyr  in  the  United  States  was  burned  at 
the  stake  by  Indians. 

The  following  clipping  from  the  St.  Joseph  Gazette,  speaks  for  itselt :  I  he 
philatelists,  numismatists,  archaeologists,  philocartists  and  other  hobbyists  of 
St.  Joseph  are  contemplating  the  organization  of  a  collectors’  society  here  to 
include  all  lines  of  hobbydom.  There  have  been  several  stamp  societies,  but 
non  has  ever  lived  long.

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CONCHOLOGV  AS  A  HOBBY— By  Alfred  O.  Philipp. 


If  the  pages  of  the  WEST  may  be  regarded  as  an  indication  of  the  fact, 
then  shell  collecting  as  a  hobby  has  been  sadly  neglected  of  late. 

Perhaps  one  reason  for  the  falling  off  in  shell  collectors,  is  the  fact  that 
at  least  some  knowledge  of  concholog;,  is  necessary  to  derive  any  pleasure 
from  the  pursuit,  and  the  collector  must  at  least  take  an  intelligent  interest  in 
this  branch  of  natural  history,  or  the  novelty  of  merely  having  the  shells  in 
one’s  possession  will  soon  wear  ofF. 

This  fault  lies  largelv  with  some  dealers  who  do  not  classify  their  shells 
properly  and  label  them,  and  in  some  case®  a**e  even  in  ignoance  as  to  where  f. 
the  shells  were  found.  Can  you  imag:ne  a  p  n  leriving  anv  enjoyme^Crom  % 
stamp  collecting  if  he  did  not  know  the  denomination  of  the  stamps  he  had  col¬ 
lected,  or  the  country  the  represent. 

The  possibilities  of  conchology  are  practically  unlimited,  and  there  is  am¬ 
ply  room  for  specializing  if  a  person  is  so  inclined.  Take  the  case  of  the  family 
murex  for  instance,  there  are  180  varieties  of  this  shell,  and  they  are  found  in 
nearly  all  parts  of  the  globe,  in  many  forms,  sizes  and  colors.  Then  take  the 
bivalve;  in  my  own  state,  (Rhode  Island)  I  collected  no  less  than  80  species  of 
the  bivalves  last  summer.  And  as  to  the  sizes  there  is  the  evrtigo  gouldi,  which 
is  no  larger  than  a  pinhead,  to  the  giant  clam  (tridacna  gigas)  which  is  the 
largest  sh<  II  known,  and  which  sometimes  attains  the  weight  of  500  pounds. 

To  me  geography  is  one  of  the  chief  elements  of  interest  in  nearly  every¬ 
thing  I  collect,  and  I  therefore  arrange  my  shells  geographically,  each  country 
by  itself,  and  the  shells  from  Florida,  California  and  Rhode  Island  all  separate. 
However,  nearly  every  person  has  ideas  of  his  own  upon  this  subject,  but  a 
good  way  to  obtain  ideas  is  to  study  the  shell  collections  in  the  Museums  of 
Natural  History,  if  you  are  fortunate  enough  to  be  located  near  one. 

As  to  the  classification  of  the  shells  you  find  yourself,  you  can  undoubtedly 
procure  some  books  upon  the  subject  from  your  public  ilbrary.  A  good  book, 
which  I  would  especially  recommend  is  “Sea  Beach  at  Ebb  Tide”  by  Augusta 
F.  Arnold. 

To  relate  uses  to  which  shells  have  been  put  by  man  would  require  a  large 
volume,  thus  only  a  few  of  them  can  be  mentioned  here.  In  Canton,  China,  the 
windows  and  sky-lights  in  many  of  the  houses  are  said  to  be  made  of  thin, 
almost  transparent  shells  of  Placuna  placenta,  from  whence  it  derives  its  name 
of  window  shell.  It  is  also  used  to  a  certain  extent  in  the  windows  of  some  of 


the  residences  in  the  Philippines. 

Shells  have  been  used  as  money  since  man  can  remember.  On  the  Pacific 
coast  the  Abalone  shells  were  broken  into  pieces  by  the  natives,  and  used  as  a 
Ie4dium  of  exchange.  On  the  Atlantic  coast,  the  shell  of  our  common  quahog 
tima  .  ute  into  beads,  strung  and  called  wampum,  and  was  used  as  a  medium 
W  exchange  among  the  Indians,  and  also  in  their  trading  with  the  Europeans, 
six  blue  beads  and  three  white  having  the  value  of  an  English  penny. 

The  money  cowry  (cyprea  moneta)  was  imported  from  India,  by  England, 
as  late  as  1875,  to  be  used  in  purchasing  goods  from  the  natives  on  the  coast  of 
Africa,  about  2,500  having  the  value  of  an  English  shilling.  The  native  of 
Africa  paid  about  20,000  cowries  for  a  common  wife,  but  an  especially  good  one 
cost  from  50,000  to  75,000. 

The  cameo  shell  (Cassis  rufa)  which  is  a  beautiful  dark,  rich  red  shell, 
about  4x6  inches,  and  can  be  seen  in  nearly  all  museums,  is  the  same  identical 
shell  from  which  the  ancients  carved  their  most  exquisite  cameos.  A  fine  speci¬ 
men  can  be  purchased  from  any  dealer  for  20  to  50  cents.  Like  violin  making 
and  many  other  great  arts  of  the  past,  cameo  cutting  is  regarded  by  many  as  a 
lost  art,  and  the  majoi-ity  of  the  cutters  are  merely  skilled  workmen.  How¬ 
ever,  in  cameo  cutting  there  are  still  some  artists,  just  as  there  are  painters 
and  sculptors  today  to  compete  with  the  old  masters. 

In  the  fishing  industries  of  the  world,  shells  rank  among  the  principal 
products,  this  refers  of  course  to  the  oysters,  clams  and  pearl  shells,  and  not  to 
the  large  colelctions  in  the  museums,  etc.  In  London  the  sales  of  pearl  shells  or 
mother  -of-pearl,  amount  to  $4,000,000  each  year,  and  over  $1,000,000  worth  is 
brougj^v  '*to  this  country  annually,  aggregating  about  1,000,000  tons,  and  fur- 
^  nishinjg  employment  to  thousands  of  persons.  It  is  estimated  that  about  8,000 
persons  are  employed  in  working  pearl  shell  in  Austria,  5,000  in  England, 
4,000  in  France,  3,500  in  America,  and  thousands  more  in  various  other  coun¬ 
tries.  The  most  abundant  shells  in  this  country  are  those  of  oysters  and 
clams,  30,000,000  bushels  being  produced  annually. 


FROM  HERE  AND  THERE.— By  W.  Straley,  Hico,  Texas. 

The  sale  of  the  Huth  library  in  London,  England,  recently  furnished  a  sen¬ 
sation  when  a  Mabarin  Bible  fetched  the  remarkable  sum  of  $29,000.  Bernard 
uaritch  opened  the  bidding  at  $10,000.  The  next  offer  was  $15,000,  and  this  was 
followed  by  bids  rising  $2,500  each  time.  Mr.  Quaritch  took  the  Bible  at  a  price 
amounting  to  double  that  obtained  for  this  copy  when  it  was  sold  last  at  auc¬ 
tion. 

J.  S.  Holden,  dean  of  Oklahoma  newspaper  men,  poet  and  author,  editor  of 
the  Fort  Gibson  New  Era,  and  Oklahoma  historian,  konwn  as  the  “Sage  of 
Fort  Gibson,”  has  purchased,  at  auction,  the  plant  of  the  old  Cherokee  Advo¬ 
cate,  the  only  newspaper  in  the  world  ever  printed  in  the  Indian  language.  The 
paper  was  published  for  years  at  Tahlequah  by  the  Cherokee  tribe,  the  Chero¬ 
kee  Government  making  an  appropriation  every  year  so  that  their  people 
might  have  a  newspaper.  The  alphabet  used  was  that  invented  by  Sequoyah. 
While  this  old  Cherokee  type  is  worthless  in  the  commercial  world,  Mr.  Holden 
bought  it  as  a  matter  of  sentiment.  He  paid  $151  for  it.  The  sale  was  made 
by  the  United  States  Government,  and  the  money  will  be  turned  into  the  fund 
cvf  the  Cherokees. — State  Press  in  Dallas  (Texas)  News. 
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REMINISCENCES  OF  THE  RARE  BOOK-TRADE. 

Book  colecting  and  book  hunting  is  certainly  one  of  the  most  fascinating 
of  pursuits.  You  never  can  tell  what  may  turn  up.  The  most  promising  “leads” 
often  turn  out  the  barrenest  in  results,  and  where  the  prospect  is  unpromising 
one  is  often  rewarded  with  rich  finds.  It  is  this  glorious  uncertainty  of  un¬ 
earthing  rare  books  at  little  cost  that  buoys  up  the  spirit  of  the  antiquarian 
and  keeps  him  in  the  game.  None  of  us  are  foolish  enough  to  think  that  we  can 
ever  come  across  the  unfound  first  printed  book  in  the  New  World,  Juan  Cli- 
maco’s  “Escala  Espiritual  el  cielo,”  printed  by  Juan  Pablos  in  Mexico,  1535, 
one  hundred  years  before  the  Puritan  fathers  landed  and  the  Bay  Psalm  Book 
was  published;  but  there  are  but  few  of  us  that  don't  fervently  hope  and  pray 
that  we  may  have  luck  enough  to  run  down  a  Poe’s  “Tamerlane”  or  “Murder  of 
Rue  Morgue,”  first  editions,  or  happily  a  “Moll  Pitcher,”  or  a  “Pattie  k>^arra- 
tive.”  As  I  said,  you  never  can  tell. 

Anthony  Wayne’s  Letter  Book  Rescued  from  a  Bon-Fire. 

A  friend  of  mine  was  passing  an  old  colonial  homestead  in  a  nearby  city 
and  saw  the  gardener  making  a  bon-fire  of  old  books  and  papers.  His  curios¬ 
ity  aroused  he  stopped  and  rescued  from  the  flames  several  handsful  of  old 
colonial  letters  and  the  letter  book  of  Gen.  Anthony  Wayne,  with  a  full  report 
of  his  Western  campaign  and  crushing  defeat  of  the  Indians  on  the  Maumee 
in  1795.  Some  years  after,  visiting  a  nearby  soldier  home  that  had  a  little 
museum  attached  to  it,  he  presented  this  volume  to  the  commandant.  He  sold 
me  for  a  few  dollars  quite  a  batch  of  interesting  historical  documents  bearing 
on  Wayne’s  campaign,  letters  of  Gen.  Hugh  Knox,  Major  O’Hara,  and  others. 
I  made  frantic  efforts  to  recover  the  letter  book  but  the  comamndant  had  died 
in  the  meantime  and  no  one  then  connected  with  the  home  knew  anything 
about  the  letter  book  deposited  in  the  museum.  Some  one  knowing  its  value 
had  either  borrowed  or  “swiped”  it. 

A  Rare  New  York  Item. 

I  have  a  collector  friend,  a  man  of  means — regular  globe-trotter — who 
from  youth  up,  has  successively  collected  “bugs,”  stamps,  coins,  netsukes, 
Indian  stone  implements,  incunabula,  sporting  prints,  etc.,  etc.  Returning  from 
a  European  trip  he  asked  me  to  his  hotel  to  see  his  treasures  gathered  from 
all  over  Europe  ivory  crucifixes  ravished  from  Spanish  church  altars,  ex¬ 
quisite  medallions  of  famous  court  beauties  of  Louis  XV.’s  time,  beautifully 
enameled  and  quaint  old  watches,  some  lovely  jade  from  the  loot  at  Pekin,  a 
few  almost  priceless  prints  of  Shongaur — and  finally  he  said,  “I’ve  something 
in  your  line;  picked  it  up  in  Leipzig  years  ago,  a  queer  little  Dutch  book  on  the 
New  Netherlands,  it  has  a  curious  little  copper-plate  of  a  few  huts  on  Mam, 


hattan  Island.”  He  then  showed  me  the  rarest  of  all  New  York  items,  Jost 
Hartger’s  Beschrivung  Newe  Nederland  el  Amsterdam,  1651.  Sm.  4*,  with  the 
earliest  known  view  of  New  York.  He  told  me  a  man  in  New  York,  in  a  mat¬ 
ter-of-fact  way,  offered  him  $50  for  it,  but  that  he  didn’t  want  to  sell.  I  told 
him  it  was  an  extremely  valuable  item,  and  worth  more  money.  A  year  or  so 
rrtj.A'tei  this  he  concluded  he  would  like  to  sell  the  item  and  placed  its  sale  in  my 
I  negotiated  with  a  prominent  New  York  collector  and  disposed  of  it 
c'hr  $250.  I  note  that  this  item  fetched  $1250  at  the  recent  Huth  sale. 

Where  a  Misprint  Cost  $35. 

Browsing  through  the  librai'y  of  an  eccentric  Western  Pennsylvanian,  de¬ 
ceased,  I  opened  a  copy  o  fthe  Clai'k  Cincinnati  reprint  of  Jas.  Smith’s  “Indian 
Captivity,”  and  inside,  to  my  amazement,  found  an  age-browned  copy  of  the 
excessively  rare  original  Lexington,  Ky.,  1799.  Here  was  a  treasure  indeed!  A 
Western  man,  an  old  family  friend,  had  been  granted  first  choice  of  any  books 
in  the  library,  and  as  luck  would  have  it,  he  chose  almost  all  the  local  historical 
books  I  had  decided  to  buy,  including  the  Clark  reprint.  I  offered  to  buy  the 
original  for  a  good  sum,  but  as  he  was  not  a  collector  and  was  satisfied  with 
the  reprint,  he  most  generously  made  me  a  present  of  the  original  in  lieu, 
perhaps,  of  my  not  getting  the  books  he  had  selected.  Well,  here  was  a  rara 
avis  indeed — a  perfest  windfall — didn’t  cost  me  one  cent;  none  sold  since  the 
Field  sale,  where  the  date  unfortunately  was  misprinted  1779  instead  of  1799. 
This  misprint  cost  me  $35.  I  fancied  I  had  a  second  and -less  rare  edition,  and 
foolishly  offered  it  to  a  nearby  collector  for  $65,  though  at  the  same  time  I 
tendered  it  to  a  N.  Y.  firm  and  they  were  willing  to  pay  $100.  Here  was  a  di¬ 
lemma  indeed!  My  customer  who,  by  the  way,  has  the  finest  lot  of  Indian  Cap¬ 
tive?  in  this  country  and  who,  to  make  sure  he  was  getting  the  worth  of  his 
n!^  Wk  Wd  written  for  expert  advice  to  New  York  as  to  its  probable  value,  one 
partty  saying  $75,  another  $250,  insisted  that  I  sell  it  to  him  at  my  original 
offer,  $65,  which  I  felt  obliged  to  do,  with  impotent  gnashing  of  teeth  and  male¬ 
dictions  on  the  head  of  the  Field  catalogue  proofreader. 

An  Item  I  Missed. 

Several  years  ago,  looking  over  the  list  of  a  London  antiquarian  theology 
house,  I  came  upon  this  startling  item:  “History  of  the  Indian  Wars,”  Mont¬ 
pelier,  Vt.,  fl  5s.  I  nearly  fell  off  my  seat.  “Sander’s  Indian  Wars  only  $6!” 
I  reached  for  my  coat,  to  make  a  break  for  the  cable  office,  but  on  sober  sec¬ 
ond  thought  reflected  that  this  list  being  at  least  two  weeks  old,  the  wise  ones 
in  London  had  long  ago  snapped  up  this  bargain.  So  I  wrote  the  firm  to  send 
the  item,  and  if  sold  to  try  to  buy  it  back  for  £5  and  let  me  have  it  for  £7.  They 
replied  that  a  negihboring  bookman  bought  it  and  that  they  had  two  cables 
from  America  for  it  and  four  or  five  local  orders  beside. 

One  happens  on  valuable  books  in  strange  places.  Many  an  attic  I  rum¬ 
maged  amid  dust  and  grime,  surrounded  by  old  furniture,  old  pewter,  spinning 
wheels  , old-fashioned  clothes,  strange  and  queer  household  gear  of  years  ago. 
The  old  sheep  bound  books,  much  the  worse  for  exposure  and  wear  and  tear  of 
years,  old  historical  books  that  colelctors  prize  and  long  for,  cut  such  a  sorry 
figure  beside  the  trim  modern  volumes  that  their  possessors  little  knowing  their 
value,  usually  relegated  them  to  the  attic  and  old  trunks  in  wood  sheds.  In  the 
old  settled  districts  one  can  sometimes  at  sales  of  “Vandoos,”  as  they  are  called 
pick  up  whole  trunks  of  old  books  for  a  mere  song — in  an  ocean  of  rubbish  oft- 
times  a  gem  is  found.

The  cloth  was  spun  in  Anderson  districe  South  Carolina, 
in  the  year  1844  he  Mrs.  McAfee's  mother,  Mrs.  Towers,  and  carried  to  Attal- 
lia,  Miss.,  and  they  have  kept  it  continuously  until  the  present  time.  The  silk  is 
made  from  the  silk  worm  and  there  is  no  imitation  about  it.  Both  the  cotton 
cloth  and  the  silk  are  in  perfect  condition  today  and  are  worth  seeing.  They 
can  be  seen  at  ayside  Inn.  The  cloth  and  silk  were  brought  to  DeLeon  in  De¬ 
cember  in  1884.  hile  you  can  see  silk  and  cotton  cloth  at  any  up-to-date  dry 
goods  store,  but  very’  few  of  them  handle  the  pure  silk  like  this.  Also  the 
quality  of  the  somespun  cloth  was  so  much  ahead  of  what  we  get  today;  if  you 
do  not  believe  it  just  take  stores  that  keep  a  piece  of  cloth  on  hand  for  a  few 
years  and  see  how  rotten  it  will  be,  then  take  an  old  piece  of  homespun  cloth 
like  the  cloth  “Uncle”  Sam  owns  and  see  how  strong  it  is.  It  would  be  quite  a 
treat  to  the  generations  today  if  they  could  only  see  the  entire  process  used  in 
the  manufacture  of  cloth  and  other  goods  sixty  years  ago. — DeLeon  Free 
Press. 


The  rarest  Indian  relic  ever  found  in  New  Jersey,  unearthed  on  a  farm 
near  Trenton,  was  exhibited  recently.  It  is  a  tiny  head  of  baked  clay,  two  and 
a  half  inches  long,  and  an  inch  and  a  half  wide.  Shell  ronaments  such  as  those 
used  by  the  Delaware  Indians  were  attached  to  the  ears.  The  features  of  the 
face  are  those  of  an  Indian  girl.

*  jL  war  relics,  coins,  etc.,  have  been  given  to  the  city  schools.  One  is  from 
■  William  H.  Wilson  and  consists  of  curios  from  the  Philippines  and  Wes- 
ern  America. 


William  L.  Moore  of  St.  Joseph  found  recently  upon  his  farm  a  large  In- 
lian  axe.  Moore  has  found  many  aboriginal  relics  upon  his  place,  which  leads 
.lim  to  believe  a  tribe  formerly  lived  there  many  years  ago. 


When  Edward  Kewen  of  Forest  City,  Mo.,  died  recently,  a  search  of  his 
hut  was  made  and  $1,100  in  gold  was  found.  Many  of  the  gold  pieces  were  very 
old.  The  recluse  was  a  veteran  of  the  civil  war  and  80  years  old. 


Daniel  T.  Hedrick  of  St.  Joseph,  father  of  the  author,  does  not  call  himself 
a  collector,  but  he  possesses  things  that  class  him  as  one.  His  collection  is  of 
old  American  coins,  and  war  relics.  He  has  a  “hardtack,”  or  cracker  furnished 
the  soldiers  in  the  civil  war.  It  is  46  years  old  and  was  issued  him  at  Wash¬ 
ington  immediately  after  his  regiment,  the  70th  Ohio,  participated  in  the  Grand 
Review  in  1865. 


R'fy9t  E.  Power,  a  wealthy  New  Yorker  and  globe  trotter,  will  live  with 
(the  .%ie  Indians  in  western  Oklahoma  in  order  to  master  their  lanuage. 

He  is  Jving  now  with  Big  Knee,  a  full  blood  subchief,  and  hopes  to  learn  the 
inside  oY  the  Indian  problem  from  the  aborigines.  He  is  a  linguist,  having  mas¬ 
tered  many  tongues  by  living  among  the  natives  of  other  countries. 

An  old  hickory  cane  bottom  chair,  said  to  have  been  made  by  Daniel 
Boone,  was  presented  to  the  Oklahoma  Historical  Society  by  Leo  J.  Meyer, 
state  auditor  in  the  name  of  the  late  Bill  Cross,  former  secretary  of  state. 
The  relic  bears  a  brass  plate  stating  that  it  was  once  the  property  of  Boone  and 
is  over  100  years  old.  Cross  received  the  old  chair  three  years  ago  from  Cap¬ 
tain  Canico  and  John  B.  Dovlin  of  Alva. 


0.  P.  Sturm,  associate  editor  of  the  Oklahoma  City  Times,  owns  perhaps, 
the  largest  individual  collection  of  books,  papers  and  lore  about  the  Indians  of 
Oklahoma.  Sturm  also  possesses  many  interesting  curios  from  the  tribes  that 
reside  in  the  Sooner  state. 

Frank  A.  Mott,  a  traveling  man  of  Enid,  has  an  exceptionally  interesting 
collection.  It  is  made  up  of  curios  of  various  descriptions  from  Honduras,  Cen¬ 
tral  America. 

The  Cherokee  Advocate,  the  oldest  newspaper  in  Oklahoma,  and  the  only 
publication  printed  in  the  original  aboriinal  tongue  was  sold  at  auction  by  the 
government.  Col.  J.  F.  Holden,  editor  of  the  Fort  Gibson  New  Era,  an  old 
timer,  bought  the  paper. 

f/i-jAbout  twelve  miles  from  Cleo  Springs,  in  Major  County  are  the  Glass 


Mountains.  These  hills  abound  with  caves  and  holes  which  were  the  render 
vouses  of  outlaws  in  the  early  days  of  Oklahoma.  Old  guns,  money  and  other 
relics  are  frequently  found  in  the  caves  now  occupied  by  snakes,  owls  a  d 
wild  birds. 


Charles  Hutchens  of  Oak  Grove,  Mo.,  owns  an  old  gun  barrel  that  has  been 
in  the  Hutchens  family  many  years.  It  was  made  by  Noah  Hutchens,  the 
present  owner’s  father,  in  North  Carolina,  about  1820.  It  was  used  by  the 
original  owner  considerably  in  the  early  days  of  Jackson  county,  this  state. 


Master  George  D.  Hedrick,  aged  4,  St.  Joseph,  is  an  enthusiastic  hobbyist. 
He  likes  photographs,  not  only  of  himself,  but  camera  postals  of  the  world. 
He  is  said  to  be  the  most  photographed  boy  in  Missouri,  329  pictures  of  him 
having  been  taken  by  his  father,  R.  H.  Hedrick,  a  former  philatelist. 

When  the  old  Catholic  church  at  Weston,  Mo.,  was  raised  recently,  seven 
rare  American  coins  were  found  under  the  cornerstone.  They  were  of  1807, 
182.’)  and  1844,  the  latter  year  being  the  date  the  church  was  erected.  Weston 
was  then  the  largest  town  on  the  Missouri  river  between  St.  Louis  and  Fort 
Renton,  Mont. 


The  writer  possesses  the  hatchet  part  of  an  old  Indian  war  club,  which  he 
found  on  the  ruins  of  the  Algodones  Indian  pueblo  near  Algodones,  N.  M.  The 
relic  is  evidently  over  a  hundred  years  old  for  archaeological  authoriti/t:  Sav 
that  tribe  was  wiped  out  by  stronger  aboriginal  nations.  A  brick  confer  has 
erected  several  large  kilns  upon  the  site  of  the  old  pueblo  and  they  frequently 
dig  up  relics  of  the  now  extinct  Algodones’.  This  tribe  was  evidently  an  ad¬ 
vanced  nation  for  their  casa’s  (houses)  were  excelelntly  constructed.  The 
Touhdalions  of  these  dwellings  were  found  by  the  brick  men  centered  around  a 
plaza  or  square. 


MINIATURE  FLINT  ARROWS. 

“Miniature  Flint  Arrows,”  was  the  subject  of  a  short  paper  by  Dr.  H.  M. 
Whelpley,  at  the  March  18  meeting  of  the  St.  Louis  Academy  of  Science.  He 
illustrated  his  remarks  with  over  2000  specimens  varying  in  length  from  .06  to 
1  inch.  In  form,  they  represent  all  of  the  common  types  of  ordinary  arrows  and 
were  evidently  made  by  the  same  process  of  pressure  chipping.  Specimens 
have  been  found  in  England,  Spain,  Belgium,  India.  Palestine,  Egypt  and  the 
United  States.  These  artifacts  belong  to  the  Neolithic  age.  It  has  been  sug¬ 
gested,  but  without  evidence,  that  they  were  made  by  a  pygmy  race  of  human 
beings.  Dwarfs  bearing  the  same  relation  in  size  to  human  beings  of  today  as 
the  small  miniature  arrows  do  to  arrows  used  by  North  American  Indians 
would  not  be  more  than  twelve  to  fifteen  inches  in  height.  It  is  also  claimed 
that  they  were  barbs  for  harpoons,  tattooing  instruments,  fish  snags  or  drills 
for  skin  and  shell  work.  Dr.  Whelpley  concludes  that  the  medium  size  and 
larger  miniature  arrows,  such  as  are  plentiful  along  portions  of  the  Missouri 
and  Meramee  Rivers,  were  used  as  arrow  heads.  The  most  minute  ones  he 
considers  examples  of  skill  in  flint  chipping,  the  same  as  the  miniature  baskets 
made  by  the  Porno  Indians  today  are  merely  examples  of  skill  in  basketry. 

In  1900  W.  K  .Moorehead  in  Prehistoirc  Implements,  page  169,  says:

•‘In  order  to  satisfy  himself  of  the  absolute  authenticity  and  genuineness 
of  these  arrow-points-  Col.  Bennett  H.  Young,  on  two  occasions,  visited  the 
place  where  they  were  found.  He  crawled  on  his  hands  and  knees  over  the  sand 
>ting  it  and  after  three  hard  days  work  secured  two  very  fine  specimens  and 
jJ'L  J  hundreds  of  broken  pieces,  showing  that  these  arrow  heads  were  made 
.Moccasin  point  in  large  numbers.  The  spawls  from  the  agate  and  flint  are 
l$tdl  found  in  large  quantities;  but  whatever  race  made  them  had  evidently  at¬ 
tained  the  highest  possible  skill  and  perfection  in  the  manufacture  of  arrow 
heads  and  obtained  a  knowledge  which  had  not  been  communicated  to  other 
tribes,  for  in  the  same  locality,  within  a  hundred  miles  of  this  point,  no  similar 

articles  have  ever  been  found.”

CONFEDERATE  CURRENCY.— By  H.  H.  Day.  Canton,  a 

It  is  astonishing  how  few  collectors  there  are  that  devote  their  time  to  pej- 
per  money,  while  there  are  so  many  that  collect  coins.  If  the  collecting  of 
paper  money  was  made  a  study,  there  would  be  far  more  that  would  devote 
their  time  to  this  most  interesting  branch  of  numismatics.  Lovers  of  art.  lovers 
of  history  and  lovers  of  mythology  all  would  find  a  very  wide  field  of  research 
in  our  paper  money  issued  during  and  before  the  Civil  War. 

Confederate  money  in  particular  seems  to  be  a  joke  with  the  most  of  the 
collectors  and  just  because  a  few  of  the  notes  can  be  bought  for  a  song,  they  v 
d  ■  not  stop  to  consider  that  some  of  the  numismatic  gems  are  found  anjqf'tg  the 
Confederate  notes.  The  writer  is  a  collector  of  both'  and  will  alwayifeuy  a 
good  bill  in  preference  to  a  coin!  in  fact  he  is  always  ready  to  purchase  paper 
money  of  any  kind  not  already  in  his  collection. 

When  the  Republican  or  Anti-Slavery  party  gained  control  of  the  govern¬ 
ment  by  the  election  of  Abraham  Lincoln  to  the  presidency,  certain  of  the- 
slave  states  took  steps  to  withdraw  from  the  Union  and  establish  a  separate 
government.  Th?  movement  was  inaugurated  by  South  Carolina.  On  December 
17,  I860,  a  convention  assembled  at  Charleston,  and  on  the  20th,  a  resolution 
was  passed  declaring  that  the  union  hitherto  existing  between  South  Carolina 
and  the  other  states  under  the  name  of  the  United  States  of  America  was  dis¬ 
solved.  Other  states  were  quick  to  follow.  In  less  than  six  weeks,  the  states 
of  Mississippi,  Florida,  Alabama,  Georgia,  Louisiana  and  Texas,  had  passed 
ordinances  of  secession  and  withdrawn  from  the  Union.  On  February  4,  1861, 
delegates  from  six  of  these  states  met  in  convention  at  Mountgomery,  Ala¬ 
bama,  and  organized  a  new'  government,  with  the  title  of  the  Confederate 
States  of  America.  On  the  eighth  the  organization  was  completed  by  the 
choice  of  Jeffei .  on  Davis,  of  Mississippi,  as  President  and  Alexander  H.  Ste¬ 
phens,  of  Georgia,  as  Vice-President.  The  Seceded  states  at  once  seized  with 
few  exceptions,  all  the  forts,  arsenals,  navy  yards,  military  stores,  and  other 
Federal  property  within  their  limits. 

The  Civil  War  followed,  beginning  with  the  attack  on  Fort  Sumter  April 
12th.  On  the  17th  Virginia  seceded  and  joined  the  Confederacy.  Arkansas  fol-  t 
lowed  on  May  6th,  North  Carolina  on  the  20th,  and  Tennessee  on  June  6,  mak¬ 
ing  eleven  states  in  all.  The  history  of  the  Confederacy  is  confined  to  the  Civil 
War,  and  it  ceased  to  exist  with  the  surrender  of  the  Confederate  Army  at  Ap- 
pomatox,  April  9,  1865.  (To  Be  Continued.)

INDIANS  IN  THE  U.  S. 

There  are  323,000  Indians  in  the  United  States  by  the  latest  returns.  The 
great  bcdv  of  the  Indians  live  between  the  Mississippi  and  the  Rockies.  One 
third  of  the  whole  number  in  the  United  States — 117,000  are  in  Oklahoma, 
where  the  five  civilized  tribes  have  so  long  resided.  The  next  largest  settle¬ 
ment  east  of  the  Rockies  is  in  the  Dakotas,  where  there  are  28,000  Sioux.  Min- 
net*  L.  Has  11,000  Indians  and  Montana  10,000,  made  up  of  Crows,  Blackfeet, 
Cf  •'’bs  and  Flatheads.  Between  the  Rocky  Mountains  and  the  Sierra  Ne¬ 
vada'^  here  are  71,000,  57,000  of  these  being  in  New  Mexico  and  Arizona,  among 
whom  are  30,000  Navajos,  who  have  a  reservation  about  the  size  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  The  chief  reservations  east  of  the  Mississippi  River  are  in  Michigan  and 
Wisconsin  .where  there  are  17,000  Indians,  mostly  Chippewas,  and  in  New 
York  State,  where  the  descendants  of  the  Iroquois,  in  number  5,746,  live  on 
six  reservations  under  one  agent.  The  reservations  in  Maine,  South  Carolina, 
North  Carolina  and  Florida  have  only  a  few  hundred  on  them. — Herald  and 
Presbyter. 


New  Haven,  Conn. — Prof.  Bowman,  of  the  Yale  Geological  Department, 
after  a  more  careful  study  of  the  human  bones  found  by  the  Bingham  expedi¬ 
tion  to  Peru,  estimates  their  minimum  age  at  50,000  years,  instead  of  30,000 
years,  the  original  estimate.  The  bones  were  located  under  about  100  feet  of 
alluvial  soil  of  the  glacial  age.  Dr.  Eaton,  of  the  Yale  Museum,  has  determined 
beyond  doubt  that  the  bones  belong  to  a  race  type  like  that  o  fthe  present  In¬ 
dians  of  Peru. 


Berlin. — Leo  Frobenius  ,the  explorer,  thinks  he  has  discovered  the  lost 
continent  of  Atlantis  in  Africa.  Frobenius  bases  his  claim  principally  on  the 
discovery  of  some  ancient  bronze  tablets  in  the  northwestern  section  of  Africa, 
close  to  the  equator.  He  declares  that  his  proof  is  absolute  and  that  Atlantis 
was  not  an  island,  as  fabled,  but  was  part  of  the  mainland.  Scientists  here  will 
not  accept  his  proof  as  absolute  until  they  have  an  opportunity  to  examine  it.

President  French  proposed  for  membership:  W.L.  Williams,  Shepard  St., 
and  E.  L.  Stanley,  123  State  Street,  who  were  duly  elected  and  were  notified 
of  their  election  by  the  Secretary  on  March  8th,  1912. 

President  French  introduced  Mr.  Hooper  in  an  appropriate  manner,  in 
recognition  of  his  study  and  great  knowledge  of  numismatics.  Mr.  Hooper  re¬ 
sponded  by  thanking  the  President  for  his  remarks,  also  thanked  the  members 
for  electing  him  honorary  member  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association, 
which  he  considered  a  great  honor.  Mr.  Hooper  exhibited  a  photograph  of  the 
members  attending  the  Detroit  Convention  of  the  American  Numismatic  Asso¬ 
ciation  in  1894,  also  a  letter  from  the  King  of  England  in  acknowledgement  pf 
notes  and  papers  sent  in  regard  to  numismatic  matters.  Mr.  Hooper  then  read  * 
a  paper  that  he  had  read  at  the  third  annual  convention  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  held  in  Chicago,  August  21st,  1893,  entitled  “Coin, 
their  Origin  and  Aid  in  Historic  Research,”  which  was  put  in  the  Numismatist 
of  June-July,  1894.  The  paper  was  thoroughly  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by  all 
the  members  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  Mr.  Hooper. 

A  talk  was  then  given  by  President  French  on  his  series  of  1797  cents, 
which  he  exhibited,  showing  18  varieties,  all  of  which  were  either  in  uncitculat- 
ed  or  extremely  fine  condition,  two  of  them  being  unique.  This  seri^s^u  1797  * 
cents  is  without  doubt  the  finest  ever  collected,  and  will  probably  never  be  sur¬ 
passed.  Dr.  French  explained  each  piece  in  detail,  showing  the  different  va¬ 
rieties  and  giving  the  comparative  rarity  of  each  variety.  There  were  three 
different  varieties  of  indented  edge,  all  uncirculated  and  one  unique,  two  va¬ 
rieties  with  stemless  wreath,  one  of  these  having  wide  date  with  R  of  liberty 
set  on  forelock  of  the  goddess.  This  latter  specimen  is  very  rare  and  was 
shown  in  extremely  fine  and  bold  condition.  The  other  variety  with  stemless 
wreath  and  compact  date  was  in  beautiful  uncirculated  condition,  and  is  the 
only  uncirculated  specimen  of  this  variety  known.  The  exhibition  of  these 
coins  was  a  great  treat  to  all  present.

AN  INTERESTING  LOCALITY. —  By  Leslie  A.  Cardwell. 

Aside  from  the  charms  with  which  Dame  Nature  has  endowed  Castalian 
Springs,  it  is  historically  a  very  interesting  spot,  nestling  as  it  does  among 
the  fertile  valleys  of  Middle  Tennessee. 

Judging  from  remains  found  in  the  locality  of  the  springs,  the  curative' 
value  of  their  waters  must  have  been  known  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  region 
long  before  Columbus  ever  conceived  the  idea  of  his  great  voyage,  or  even  be¬ 
fore  the  American  Indian  hunted  the  then  dense  forests  of  Tennessee  with 
his  stone-tipped  arrows. 

A  few  hundred  yards  from  the  springs  is  a  mound  which,  form  evidences 
obtained  from  it  in  the  form  of  pottery  ,etc.,  was  erected  by  the  Mound  Bui/d- 


ers.  That  long  extinct  prehistoric  race  which  left  its  numerous  mounds  of 
earth  in  various  plaves  throughout  the  Mississippi  Valley. 

4  This  mound  at  present  stands  some  fifteen  feet  high,  and  is  possibly  sev- 
five  in  circumference  at  the  base.  Considering  the  erosino  which  it  has 
jftdergone  for  ages,  and  the  excavations  which  have  been  made  in  it  at  various 
Vjirnes,  it  must  at  the  time  of  its  erection  been  of  immense  size. 

In  addition  to  several  other  similar  mounds,  in  this  vicinity,  there  is  ex¬ 
tensive  Indian  burying  grounds.  It  was  the  writer’s  privilege,  not  long  since, 
to  make  excavations  in  several  of  these.  Our  labors  were  rewarded  with  sev¬ 
eral  handsfull  of  teeth,  all  in  a  remarkable  good  state  of  preservation,  and  a 
few  remnants  of  bone.  Most  of  the  bones  were  so  badly  decayed  that  when  ex¬ 
posed  to  the  air  they  crumbled. 

These  graves  are  scattered  over  a  wide  area,  and  seem  to  have  been  made 
without  any  regard  to  regularity.  They  are  lined,  sides  and  bottom,  with  slabs 
of  limstone  rocks.  The  side  linings  of  many  now  protrude  above  the  earth,  and 
some  graves  are  entirely  washed  away. 

Flint  workings  are  abundant  in  this  locality.  With  a  few  hours  search  I 
was  able  to  find  pieces  in  the  various  stages  of  completion,  from  the  rough 
stone  to  the  finely  finished  arrow  head. 


ENGLISH  COLONIAL  COINS  WITH  AND  WITHOUT  THE  WORDS  “DEI 
GRATIA”  OR  EQUIVALENT.— By  Edgar  Lincoln. 

In  July  1911,  1  sent  an  article  which  appeared  in  the  “Philatelic  West,”  on 
4  the  oApAsion  or  introduction  of  the  words  Dei  Gratia,  or  D.  G.,  meaning  “by 
the  gfface  of  God,”  and  the  erratic  manner  in  which  it  was  carried  out  on  the 
English  Colonial  coins,  amongst  them  being  the  coins  of  Jersey.  On  these 
coins  those  of  Queen  Victoria  had  the  letters  D.  G.  on  those  of  King  Edward 
VII.  they  were  omitted  and  this  was  the  cause  of  much  indignation  amongst 
the  natives  of  the  Island  of  Jersey.  New  bronze  coins  of  Jersey  have  been  is¬ 
sued  with  head  of  King  George  V  wearing  Imperial  Crown  and  robe  of  state 
with  the  Collar  of  the  Garter  and  Badge  of  Bath  now  and  on  these  coins  the 
letters  D.  G.  appear  again."  The  head  is  the  same  design  as  that  used  on  the 
new  Canadian  coins  of  King  George  V.,  but  strange  to  say,  on  these  new  Cana¬ 
dian  coins  the  Dei  Gratia  is  omitted,  whilst  on  those  of  King  Edward  VII,  the 
Dei  Gratia  appeared,  so  that  with  these  two  colonies  the  omission  and  correc¬ 
tion  have  been  reversed. 

New  coins  have  been  issued  for  the  Commonwealth  of  Australia  with 
head  of  King  George  V.  of  the  same  design  exactly  as  the  Jersey  and  Canadian 
on  which  the  D.  G.  appears.

solg  object  of  serving  them  so  as  to  make  them  thankful  to  the  WEST,  which 
we  hope,  will  result  in  their  loyalty  to  the  paper  that  tries  to  serve  them  to 
their  advantage. 

Other  publishers  may  at  the  same  time  derive  some  benefit  from  our  ac¬ 
tions.  That  will  do  no  harm.  It  may  dispose  them  to  feel  friendly  toward  us 
and  they  will  aid  us  in  placing  before  our  readers  anything  of  value  they  may 
have  to  offer  or  communicate. 

We  would  rather  that  we  could  point  out  some  stamp  dealer  or  book  dealer 
from  whom  all  philatelic  publications  might  be  ordered,  but  we  know  of  none 
up  to  this  time,  neither  in  this  country,  nor  in  any  other  country,  who  makes 
it  a  point  to  supply  all  philatelic  publications.  Hence  we  offer  to  act  as  me¬ 
diators,  if  desired  by  our  readers. 

It  will  save  us  work,  though,  if  they  will  order  directly  and  therefore  we 
give  the  full  addresses  of  publishers  and  dealers  that  come  to  our  knowledge.

A  2c  stamp  for  reply  should,  of 
course,  always  be  enclosed,  or  a  double  card  sent. 

For  the  publishers  named  above,  as  well  as  any  others  that  may  see  this, 
it  might  be  a  good  plan  to  keep  us  well  informed  about  all  their  publications 
and  stock  of  publications  of  others  which  they  handle,  so  we  may  know  to 
whom  we  must  direct  ourselves  or  our  readers  to  obtain  any  desired  philatelic 
work. 

The  reading  of  any  work  about  stamps  tends  to  increase  one’s  pleasure  of 
collecting  and  helps  to  make  collecting  more  profitable  intellectually  as  well 
as  financially. — Dorpat. 

OUR  ILLUSTRATIONS. 

Ralph  Hay  was  born  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  Canada,  but  has  lived  piacti- 
a  call/s-  all  his  life  in  Detroit.  About  four  years  ago  he  ran  several  small  ads  in 
M,  thtAVEST  and  found  that  they  paid  the  best  of  any  medium  that  he  has  used 
antWsays  he  has  had  ads  in  “The  American  Boy, ’’“The  Collectors  Journal, ”“Me- 
keels  Weekly,”  etc.  He  has  been  selling  the  selection  that  he  is  now  adver¬ 
tising  in  the  WEST  in  a  quiet  way  to  stamp  dealers  and  collectors  who  ex¬ 
change  stamps.  This  has  been  a  specialty  of  his  and  many  of  the  dealers  who 
are  advertising  in  the  WEST  today  repeatedly  buy  these  selections  from  him, 
either  to  resell  them  or  to  make  high  grade  packets.  He  has  been  interested  in 
stamps  for  13  years,  beginning  collecting  by  buying  stamps  in  small  lots  and 
later  by  purchasing  in  quantities,  and  then  exchanging  stamps  with  other  col¬ 
lectors.  It  was  through  this  method  of  obtaining  stamps  that  he  conceived  the 
idea  of  selling  stamps  in  the  method  that  he  does. 

Mr.  Robert  Arthur  Farnworth,  of  Beckenham,  Kent  County,  England, 
whose  portrait  appears  in  this  issue  has  been  for  over  25  years  a  stenographer, 
and  for  quite  as  long  a  period,  a  philatelist.  He  had  the  advantage  of  obtain¬ 
ing  his  instruction  in  the  “winged  art”  from  Mr.  Henry  Pitman,  brother  of 
Mr.  Isaac  Pitman,  the  inventor  of  phonography,  one  of  whoce  classes  he  attend¬ 
ed  in  his  boyhood  at  Manchester,  England.  As  a  philatelist,  Mr.  Farnworth’s 
experience  has  been  a  most  extensive  one,  and  he  has  been  the  possessor,  at 
one  time  or  another,  of  several  valuable  collections  of  Foreign  Postage  Stamps. 
Every  member  of  his  family,  comprising  one  girl  and  three  boys,  have  al- 

f'M  ready  taken  up  stamp  collecting  as  one  of  their  pet  hobbies.  His  daughter 

and  his  eldest  son,  Bertie,  also  bid  fair  to  become  expert  shorthand  writers  in  a 
few  years’  time. 

Mr.  Farnworth  follows  the  profession  of  a  Certified  Accountant  in  the  City 
of  London,  and  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Faculty  of  Accountants  and  Auditors,  and  a 


member  of  the  London  Association  of  Accountants.  He  will  be  pleased  to  re¬ 
ceive  correspondence  from  any  fellow-stenographers  or  stamp  collectors  in  an> 
part  of  the  world. 

The  Tablecloth  represented  in  the  illustration  measures  68x70  inches,  is 
121  years  old,  in  perfect  condition  and  as  white  as  any  modern  damask.  «4 
cloth  was  woven  in  a  hand  loom  in  the  year  1791,  by  Lucy  Crosby  (nee  Howe), 
great  grandmother  of  H.  Crosby  Ferris  of  Denver,  Colo.,  present  owner  of  the 
antique  tablecloth.  The  same  lady  spun  the  thread  from  flax  grown  by  her  fa¬ 
ther  in  Worcester  county,  Massachusetts.  The  platter  shown  in  the  photo  is  an 
ancient  piece  of  Swiss  ware,  one  remaining  dish  of  a  set  possessed  by  -lr. 
Ferris’  grandmother,  and  is  about  85  years  old. 

The  He'skell  collection  of  firearms,  antique  articles,  Indian  relics,  etc.,  will 
be  illustrated  in  the  next  WEST  and  is  now  offered  to  its  readers  at  ^  sacrifice 
urice  The  owner  of  this  valuable  and  interesting  collection,  Mr.  O.  W.  Heis- 
kell  who  spent  many  years  of  careful  investigation  at  considerable  expense  and 
time  in  getting  together  one  of  the  most  interesting  assorted  private  collec¬ 
tions  to  be  found  in  his  part  of  the  state.  These  articles  were  gathered  from 
the  homes  of  the  pioneer  settlers  of  the  historical  Potomac  valleys  of  \  ir- 
ginia  a  territory  known  deep  in  history  as  the  birth-place  of  historical  events

Owing  not  a  little  to  the  accession  of  the  King  of  England,  whose  fond¬ 
ness  for  the  hobby  is  well-known,  stamp  collecting  has  become  more  than  ever 
popular,  and  King  George’s  accession  has  had  already  a  most  marked  effect 
in  the  stamp  collecting  world.  Quite  a  dozen  or  more  persons  closely  connected 
with  the  Court  have  decided  to  start  collections.  Then  others  who  had  formerly 
collected  quieth  are  now  devoting  much  more  of  their  time  to  their  collections 
and  are  worrying  their  friends  for  stamps.  The  infection  has  spread  to  all 
classes;  great  numbers  of  lawyers  and  City  men  are  taking  to  stamp-collect¬ 
ing.  Naturally,  the  impending  new  issues  of  postage  scamps  has  great  in¬ 
terest  for  all  collectors,  but  the  new  movement  cuts  very  much  deeper  than 
that. — “Evening  News.”

FOREIGN  REVENUE  NOTES— By  O.  T.  Hartmann. 

Bartlett  mentions  in  his  U.  S.  Rev.  Society  check  list  of  U.  S.  state  reve¬ 
nues  under  Virginia  feed  stuff  stamps  a  1909  and  1910  issue.  There  is  a  third, 
but  it  reads  instead  of  date,  “Series  C.” 

Microscopes  must  be  higher  in  price  since  the  discovery  of  sundry  hair¬ 
lines,  dots,  etc.,  on  the  2c  Columbians.  Eye  specialists  also,  may  reap  a  benefit. 
Now  a  hobby  is  all  right  and  honor  due  to  the  philatelist  who  delights  in  re¬ 
search,  but  why  all  this  hair-splitting,  microscopic  nonsense.  Anything  parti¬ 
cularly  gained  by  it?  Foreign  revenues  have  not  arrived  at  this  stage  yet. 
Some  of  the  Indian  Native  States  permit  the  reconstruction  of  sheets,  but 
these  are  not  defects  in  printing. 


How  far  shall  a  collector  go  in  collecting  till  or  note  stamps?  By  this  I 
mean  those  imprinted  on  drafts,  checks,  notes,  etc.  You  can  secure  many  on  the 
original  document  but  would  be  very  bulky  if  gathered  into  a  collection.  I 
think  cut  square  the  most  practical  solution.  One  of  each  year  of  each  value, 
is  in  my  opinion  enough,  and  this  is  the  way  I  try  to  collect  them.  Here  it  is  in 
the  place  to  explain  that  outside  the  year  date,  you  find  also  the  date  of  day 
and  month  and  besides  that  letters  and  symbols,  like  a  cross,  star,  rose,  thistle, 
etc.  Certain  letters^and  symbols  are  used  in  England,  Scotland  or  Ireland.  The 
designs  are  interesting  and  for  some  values,  you  can  find  several  different  ones. 
The  color  is,  so  far  as  I  have  found  them,  red,  except  those  of  earlies  years  like 
1863,  64,  66,  68,  70,  71,  which  are  colorless  embossed.  The  values  I  came  across 
so  f<Ar  are  the  1,  2,  3,  6,  8  9  pence,  1,  lsh  3,  lsh  6,  lsh  9,  2.  3.  4.  5.  6.  7sh  6.  7.  8. 
9.  1®.  13.  15sh;  1,  lp.  2sh  6d,  lp  lOsh,  2,  5  pounds.  Outside  till  or  note  stamps 
you  rend  these  imprinted  stamps  on  patent,  registration,  Royal  Court  of  Justice, 
etc.  In  fact  nearly  on  all  kinds  of  papers,  on  which  the  adhesive  stamps  are 
used.  Some  of  these  impressed  stamps  bear  no  indication  of  their  respective 
use,  and  only  experience  can  tell  you  their  proper  place. 

I  do  not  believe  that  they  are  very  much  collected,  but  they  are  interesting 
and  make  a  nice  showing  when  artistically  arranged.  Some  of  these  bill  stamps 
cut  square,  come  very  close  to  those  earlier  imperf.  adhesives  of  similar  design 
and  a  beginner  has  to  look  out  for  this. 

The  new  2c  Washington  postage  requires  a  second  look  to  distinguish  from 
its  predecessor.  The  figure  2  should  have  been  at  least  once  again  as  large. 
The  philatelic  trained  eye  can  tell,  but  an  outsider  has  to  look  considerable 
time  to  find  the  difference  because  the  2  is  not  prominent  enough.  One  large  2 
would  have  been  better  than  two  small  ones. 

The  5c  nickel  coined  at  the  Denver  mint,  date  1912,  has  the  letter  D  under 
the  dot  in  front  of  the  word  “cents.”  The  penny  letter  D  under  the  date. 

You  know  that  now  the  Austrian  and  Bosnian  are  printed  on  the  so-called 
transparent  onion  paper  (bandrucke).  The  Vienna  Ring  or  Central  Railway 
and  connections  use  a  stamp  which  go  the  Government  one  better.  They  print 
the  stamp  on  the  back  so  you  have  to  hold  them  to  the  light  to  read  them  cor¬ 
rectly  instead  of  backwards.  Then  they  print  the  month  and  a  control  number 
besides.  The  values  I  have  seen  are  6,  6.50,  7  and  11  kronen.  1904  is  the  earliest 
date,  hen  pasted  down  you  can  hardly  tell  what  they  are  except  when  you 
hold  them  to  the  light.  They  will  stand  no  water.

PHILAl  EL\  IN  El  ROPE. — From  a  Correspondent. 


I  he  bombai dment  by  Italians  at  Beirut  recalls  the  philatelic  association  of 
this  port  with  a  very  scarce  provisional  British  stamp,  the  1  piastre  surcharge 
on  the  2  penny  (4  cents)  green  and  carmine  King  Edward  stamp  of  Great  Brit¬ 
ain.  The  stamp,  already  provided  with  the  overprint  “Levant"  for  use  in  the 
British  postoffices  in  the  Turkish  Empire  was  surcharged  “1  piastre"  at  the 
American  press  at  Beirut,  the  overprinting  being  done  with  the  authority  of 
the  British  postmaster  there.  Only  two  sheets, or  480  stamps  in  all,  received  the 
genuine  surcharge,  and  examples  are  in  consequence  of  considerable  rarity  in 
collections,  but  a  Syrian  is  reported  to  have  made  some  imitations  at  a  native 
printing  establishment  where  there  was  a  similar  font  of  type.  ,The  genuine  S 
provisional  stamp  was  issued  on  July  2.  1906,  and,  although  listed,  is  not  pviced 
unused  in  the  English  dealers’  catalogues,  though  a  Continental  dealer,  some 
three  years  ago,  priced  it  at  325  marks  unused;  Messrs.  Bright  &  Son  price 
it  at  $40  used. 


What  is  believed  to  be  the  record  sum  of  $940  was  recently  paid  for  the 
transmission  of  a  letter  containing  valuable  contents  from  Russia  to  Austria. 
The  envelope  used  was  made  of  linen,  and  was  26  ins.  long  and  12  ins.  wide. 
One  side  of  it  was  covered  with  182  ten-rouble  stamps.  These  were  needed  to 
covei  the  cost  of  postage  and  insurance.  W’hy  the  letter  should  have  been  sent 
through  the  post  is  strange  seeing  that  it  might  have  been  forwarded  by  spec¬ 
ial  messenger  to  its  destination — an  Austrian  bank  -  for  a  few  pounds.  The 
envelope  with  the  numerous  stamps  attached  has  been  asquired  by  a  well- 
known  stamp  dealer  who  regards  it  as  a  great  curiosity  and  states  that  the 
numbei  of  stamps  and  their  value  constitutes  a  record  for  the  transmission  of 
one  letter. 


Great  attention  is  being  paid  by  philatelists  in  England  to  Chinese  stamps. 

It  is  but  little  over  thirty  years  since  Sir  Robert  Hart  inroduced  the  first  ad¬ 
hesive  postage  stamps  there,  for  the  experimental  postal  service  on  Western 
lines  in  connection  with  the  Chinese  Customs  service.  But  it  is  only  fifteen  ^ 
years  since  the  Chinese  Imperial  Post,  as  such,  came  into  being;  yet  this  vast 
oi  ganization  handling  about  400,000,000  letters,  etc.,  per  annum,  and  with  a 
con esponding  large  output  of  postage  stamps,  is  no  longer  imperial  but,  like 
Portugal  is  anxious  to  remove  the  traces  of  the  old  regime,  s*nd  imprint  the 


Republican  idea  in  its  place. 

Already  it  is  understood  that  the  stamps  of  the  Chinese  Imperial  Post 
have  been  withdrawn,  and  reports  state  that  they  have  been  re-issued  with  an 
overprint  in  Chinese  characters,  signifying  “Provisional  Neutrality.”  In  this 
fCirin  the  stamps  were  to  be  used  until  the  proclamation  of  the  Republic,  which 
already  taken  place.  If  the  “Provisional  Neutrality”  stamps  have  actually 
-‘Tome  into  being,  it  is  highly  probable  that  they  will  have  had  but  a  very  short 
career,  and  collectors  may  experience  difficulty  in  getting  examples  of  them.  It 
seems  probable  also,  that  pending  the  preparation  of  new  designs  and  plates, 
China  may  imitate  Portugal  in  using  up  the  old  stamps,  with  an  overprint  sig¬ 
nifying  the  change  from  an  Empire  to  a  Republic.  Meanwhile,  the  uncertainty 
of  what  has  been,  and  is  being,  done  in  the  matter  of  the  stamps  is  keeping 
collectors  and  dealers  on  the  qui  vive,  and  those  with  correspondents  in  China 
have,  in  many  cases,  sent  remittances  out  in  the  hope  of  securing  any  unusual 
varieties  that  may  be  issued  as  temporary  expedients. 


A  good  stamp  story  has  recently  been  told  by  one  of  the  oldest  stamp 
dealers  here,  Mr.  Gibbons.  It  is  concerned  with  the  triangular  stamps  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope.  As  a  boy  in  1863,  he  had  developed  a  business  in  selling 
stamps  while  engaged  in  his  father’s  shop — a  chemist’s — in  Plymouth,  and  a 
portion  of  the  window  was  devoted  to  a  show  of  his  philatelic  treasures.  These 
were  noticed  by  two  sailors,  who  inquired  if  the  dealer  had  any  use  for  old 
stamps,  and  would  pay  money  for  them.  For  a  five-pound  note  ($25)  they  sold 
him  a  kitbag  full  of  stamps,  which  were  all  triangular  Capes,  thousands  and 
thousands  of  them,  and  including  a  considerable  number  of  the  “wood-blocks.” 
Evert  it  that  period,  a  sackful  of  triangular  Capes  was  a  thing  to  be  mar¬ 
velled  at,  and  the  sailors  explained  that,  when  their  ship  reached  Cape  Town 
they^ftad  leave  to  go  ashore,  and  there  they  were  persuaded  by  some  ladies  at 
a  bazaar  to  take  a  shilling  (25  cents)  ticket  in  a  raffle.  So  they  won  the  bag  of 
stamps,  which  the  ladies  had  begged  all  round  Cape  Town  for  the  bazaar. 
Their  shilling  (25  cents)  was  well  repaid  by  a  5  pound  note,  ($25)  and  the 
sack  went  into  the  dealer’s  stock,  where  in  due  course  it  yielded  him  not  less, 
probably  more  than  $2,500  profit,  though  he  sold  the  stamps  at  prices  low 
enough,  as  witness  his  offer  in  1864  to  supply  “genuine  old  wood-blocks,  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  75  cents  a  dozen.”  The  ordinary  triangulars  were  then  20  cents 
a  dozen. 


A  “fake”  of  the  rare  two  shillings  and  six  penny  stamp  (60  cents)  of 
British  New  Guinea  has  been  projected  from  one  of  the  Continental  “manipu¬ 
lators.”  The  original  stamp  issued  in  1905,  and  now  worth  about  $15,  is  with¬ 
out  any  overprint,  and  the  reason  of  its  rarity  is  the  fact  that  nearly  all  the 
edition  of  this  stamp  was  overprinted  with  the  new  name  of  the  Australian 
Colony  “Papua.”  By  carefully  removing  the  small  overprint  “Papua”  and 
covering  up  with  a  heavy  postmark  the  defects  caused  by  the  removal  the 
stamp  presents  the  apeparance  of  a  used  copy  of  the  rare  two  shillings  and 
six  penny  (60  cents)  British  New  Guinea.

If  on  April  1st  not 
enough  subscriptions  have  been  received,  then  the  money  will  be  returned  and 
the  project  abandoned.  So  precancel  collectors  had  better  get  busy  and  send 
their  dollar,  or  they  will  not  have  a  catalog  for  some  time  to  come. 

The  Phil.  Stamp  News  and  other  papers  make  mention  of  a  3c  U.  S.  1908-9 
in  so  light  a  shade  of  purple  that  it  can  hardly  be  distinguished  from  the  50c  of 
the  same  series.  Stanley  Gibbons  offer  this  shade  for  $2.00  foiece  at  the: 
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buyer’s  risk. 

From  Mr.  C.  Malke,  Leipzig,  Germany,  we  have  received  a  copy  of  his 
Int.  Phil.  Zeitungs-Katalog,  containing  besides  other  useful  matter  a  list  of 
all  'amp  papers  issued  at  the  time  of  compiling  the  work.  Another  edition  is 
planned  for  1913,  and  publishers  should  not  fail  to  get  into  it.  The  WEST  is. 

The  Stampster  of  Olathe,  Kansas,  was  one  of  the  very  first  papers  to 
mention  the  new  lc  reply  card,  U.  S.,  green  on  buff,  and  the  publisher,  Mr. 
Geo.  T.  Edson  was  so  kind  as  to  send  us  a  copy.  It  is  a  fine  card,  and  the 
Stampster  is  a  paper  we  go  through  from  cover  to  cover.  It  is  printed  partly 
in  Spanish  and  collectors  desiring  to  practice  this  language  will  do  well  to  read 
it. 

According  to  The  Hobbyist  of  Winnipeg,  we  may  soon  expect  a  stamp  issue 
from  Fanning  Island,  which  at  present  sends  out  mail  only  about  six  times  a 
year,  but  which  has  prospects  of  being  made  a  coaling  station  and  naval  basis 
of  Great  Britain  by  the  time  the  Panama  Canal  is  opened.  In  the  Hobbyist  we 
have  seen  the  first  illustration  of  the  new  U.  S.  8c  stamp,  representing  it  as  a 
very  simple  and  pretty  stamp. 

The  Southern  Philatelist  shows  a  healthy  growth  and  seems  to  become  bet¬ 
ter  with  each  number  issued.  The  February  number  devotes  considerable  space 
to  the  “Amalgamation  Question,”  Mr.  H.  S.  Powell  showing  what  benefits 
might  be  derived  from  uniting  the  S.  P.  A.  and  the  M.  P.  A.,  while  Mr.  C.  V. 
Webb  shows  some  of  the  difficulties  that  will  be  encountered  in  the  attempt. 
That  is  right,  let  us  hear  both  sides,  and  then  let  us  judge  what  will  be  the 
best  Jior  all. 

•^frhe  Herald  of  the  United  Stamp  Co., Chicago,  opens  an  article  in  its  second 
number  about  the  Development  of  the  Post  that  looks  as  if  it  would  be  good. 
Posts  have,  indeed,  been  established  as  far  back  as  history  goes.  We  may  even 
assume  that  the  principle  on  which  posts  were  established  is  about  as  old  as 
speech  and  the  desire  to  communicate  by  means  of  messengers  with  persons 
beyond  sight.  Out  of  this  desire  and  this  principle  systems  grew  pontaneously 
and  necessarily  as  the  necessity  of  communication  increased.  Yet,  as  the  whole 
social  order  was  individualistic  and  monarchic,  the  benefits  of  any  system  were 
mostly  restricted  to  the  advantage  of  powerful  individuals,  chiefs,  kings,  and 
their  favorites.  It  was  in  the  nineteenth  century,  after  the  democratic  prin¬ 
cipal  had  become  a  prime  facor  in  the  development  of  nations,  thta  the  postal 
sysems  became  the  property  of  the  people,  that  they  began  to  serve  equally 
th  rich  and  the  poor,  the  strong  and  the  weak,  and  that  they  made  wonderful 
advances  in  the  extent  of  their  development  and  usefulness.  The  Universal 
Postal  Union  is  at  the  same  time  a  part  of  this  development  and  a  mighty  fac¬ 
tor  in  and  for  such  development.  It  is  still  going  on,  and  the  postal  systems  of 
the  world  are  undoubtedly  one  of  the  greatest  achievements  of  the  human  race. 
It  will  be  interesting  to  follow  the  Herald  in  what  it  has  to  say  about  this 
greatest  of  human  institutions. 

Die  Post  reports  the  introduction  of  a  new  rotary  press  in  the  German  Im¬ 
perial  Printery,  that  prints  postage  stamps  in  strips  or  bands  for  stamp  coils. 
It  can  print  3,000  stamps  per  minute,  and  8,000,000  in  a  day,  finishing  and 
counting  them  at  the  same  time.  In  this  printery,  as  we  see  from  Der  Philate¬ 
list,  not  only  the  German,  Bavarian  and  Wuerttembergian  stamps  are  printed, 

also  those  of  the  Dominican  Republic, and  a  great  amount  of  other  papers  of 
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value,  as  bank  notes,  bonds,  and  the  like,  939  kinds  in  all.  Finland,  Denmark 
and  Roumania  are  supplied  with  materials  from  this  printery.

P.  M.  Wolsieffer’s  120th  auction  sale  of  stamps  that  is  to  come  off  April 
23d,  24th,  25th  and  26th  at  the  Collectors’  Club,  Kalil  Bldg.,  14  Park  Place, 
New  York  City  was  an  extraordinarily  big  and  remarkable  one.  Among  the 
2600  lots  offered  there  are  very  few  cataloguing  under  $5.00,  some  going  up 
far  above  $100.00  to  $250.00  and  $300.00,  most  lots  being  in  the  neighborhood 
of  $10.00.  The  stamps  offered  are  all  of  the  U.  S.  and  British  issues,  many  un¬ 
used  and  not  a  few  of  them  in  pairs,  strips  and  blocks.  They  were  on  exhibition 
in  Chicago  from  April  9th  to  11th,  in  Detroit  on  April  12th,  Cleveland  the  13th, 
Boston  the  15th  and  16th,  Philadelphia,  the  17th  and  19th  and  New  York  City 
from  the  19th  to  26th.  How  we  wish  we  could  see  them  too. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Ricketts,  1577  Wyoming  Ave.,  Forty  I  ort.  Pa.,  is  issuing  a  type- 


written  “Philatelic  Literature  Bibliograph  Index”  compiled  along  with  his  “A_ 
P.  A.  Index”  at  the  price  of  18c  postfree  for  each  part  of  10  to  15  pages.  It 
will  contain  references  pertaining  to  the  literature  of  stamp  collecting,  that  is 
fgi  :nd  in  periodicals,  handbooks,  etc.,  in  the  English  language  as  well  as 
•fher  languages,  contained  in  Mr.  Ricketts’  library.  The  cost  of  printing  such 
a  work  being  prohibitive,  he  has  decided  to  manifold  it  by  the  mimeographic 
process.  Literature  collectors,  to  whom  it  will  be  of  considerable  value,  should 
not  fail  to  procure  it  in  time,  as  the  number  of  copies  issued  will  necessarily 
be  limited,  and  later  it  wil  be  unobtainable.  As  a  rough  guess  we  might  say 
the  whole  work  will  consist  of  about  60  to  100  pages,  costing  something  be¬ 
tween  one  and  two  dollars.  If  one  should  do  the  work  himself  it  would  cost 
him  ten  to  one  hundred  times  as  much. 

The  Jolly  Joker  Directory  for  March,  issued  at  Nashville,  Tenn.,  contains 
nearly  two  pages  of  letters  about  stamps  and  stamp  collecting.  Quite  interest¬ 
ing! 

At  last,  it  looks  as  if  our  country  was  waking  up  to  realize  what  the  ex¬ 
press  companies  have  been  doing!  Under  the  heading  “Express  Companies 
Brought  to  Book”  the  Literary  Digest  for  Feb.  17th  prints  samples  of  the 
complaints  raised  all  over  the  coutnry  against  the  abuse  of  power  by  the  ex¬ 
press  companies,  which  all  ead,  naturally,  to  the  demand  of  establishing  a 
parcels  post  in  the  United  States.  Well,  it  is  time! 

The  National  News,  G.  W.  Gabriel,  341  Lenox  Road,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y., 
takes  some  interest  in  postmarks  and  offers  them  at  %c  each.  On  an  average 
this  /"may  be  a  fair  price,  but  some  are,  without  question,  wroth  more. 

*jArhe  Annual  Year  Book  of  the  Collectors’  Union  is  just  out.  It  contains 
the  addresses  of  the  members  and  some  advertising.  Price  lOcts.  James  A. 
Carr,  Jr,,  Route  4,  Belleville,  Ill.  There  is  room  for  improvement,  as  is  usually 
the  case  with  first  editions. 

The  Collectors’  Monthly,  1840  Chestnut  St.,  Oakland,  Cal.,  is  lately  devot¬ 
ing  considerably  more  space  to  the  discussion  of  stamps.  Mr.  C.  E.  Jenney 
supplies  interesting  “Stamp  Notes”  and  collectors  of  Mexican  Revenues  will 
find  a  welcome  article  from  the  pen  of  Mr.  Paul  L.  Burkhard,  which  runs 
through  several  numbers.  The  C.  M.  makes  a  good  impression  generally. 

The  Hobbyist.,  which  has  much  improved  lately,  states  that  the  ship  “S.  S. 
Tucapel”  which  carried  the  supply  of  the  Chilian  3  and  15c  stamps  for  1911 
went  down  off  the  coast  of  Peru,  taking  the  stamps  with  it.  Only  a  few  hun¬ 
dred  were  saved,  which  were  sold  and  used.  A  new  supply  was  ordered,  but  the 
plates  were  so  worn  that  no  more  could  be  printed.  Hence  it  is  expected  that 
these  two  values  will  become  pretty  rare. 

The  Philadelphia  Stamp  News  speaks  of  a  lc  U.  S.  of  1909  on  “thin,  semi¬ 
transparent,  hard,  brittle  paper  of  a  decidedly  greyish  tone,”  a  paper  quite 
different  from  the  common  kind.  We  have  not  noticed  it  among  the  stamps  we 
have  handled  and  would  like  to  hear  more  about  it.  Plate  number  collectors 
might  possibly  be  able  to  tell  us  from  what  plates  the  stamps  on  this  paper 
were  printed,  and  thus  the  time  of  their  printing  and  other  details  might  be 
brought  out. 

The  Universal  Collector  now  comes  from  81  Balliol  Str.,  Davisville,  North 
Toronto,  Canada.  It  shows  the  membership  of  the  Universal  Correspondence 
Club  to  have  reached  529,  which  seems  doing  pretty  well.

837.  What  is  the  object  of  issuing  a  U.  S.  Registry  r>iam|j,  »  '•*» 
stamps  may  be  used  for  the  same  purpose?  I  cannot  say.  But  I  have  an  it  ea 
that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  P.  M.  G.  to  make  the  use  of  the  Registry  stamp 
for  registered  matter  obligatory,  so  that  the  sale  of  these  stamps  may  serve 
as  a  check  in  calculating  the  income  from  such  matter. 

838.  What  is  the  object  in  Changing  the  color  of  the  U.  S.  lc  1  ostal 

Cards  from  blue  to  carmine?  It  is  unknown  to  me.  Who  can  tell  ?  _ 

839.  Is  it  true  that  South  American  Stamps  will  soon  advance  in  Price. 

I  believe  it  is  though  that  does  not  mean  that  every  S.  A.  stamp  will  advance. 
These  stamps  have  received  special  attention  lately.  Ergo. 

840.  What  is  the  best  Way  to  learn  all  about  Stamps?  That  depends 
somewhat  on  the  person  who  wants  to  learn,  for  what  is  adapted  to  one  may  not 
suit  the  other.  In  a  general  way,  we  may  say  that  reading  stamp  papers  is 
good,  not  one  paper  alone,  but  several  papers,  as  many  as  one  can  have  and 
read.  But  this  is  hardly  sufficient  One  must  also  handle  the  stamps  he  reads 
about  and  must  examine  the  stamps  to  fully  understand  and  verify  what  he 
reads.  For  this  purpose  it  is  desirable  to  handle  stamps  in  quantity,  the  bigger 
the  quantities,  the  better,  especially  if  they  include  pairs,  blocks,  plate  numbers 
and  whole  sheets.  A  private  collector  can  hardly  enjoy  this  advantage,  unless 
he  obtains  access  to  large  stocks  of  dealers.  Hence  it  will  be  advantageous  for 
learning  to  work  for  a  dealer,  or  to  be  on  such  good  terms  with  him  that  he  will 
permit  the  study  of  his  stock.  Hand  in  hand  with  this  must  go  the  reading  of 
such  standard  works  as  Tiffany’s  and  Luff’s  works  on  U.  S.  stamps.  No 
chance  must  be  lost  to  hear  the  views  and  opinions  of  other  collectors,  to  look 
at  their  collections  and  hear  their  reasons  for  collecting  as  they  do.  This  in¬ 
cludes  visiting  stamp  exhibitions  and  philatelic  meetings,  auction  sales  and  the 
stores  or  shops  of  stamp  dealers,  wherever  there  is  any  opportunity  to  do  so.  It 
is  a  very  good  plan  to  make  notes,  to  form  an  index  to  instructive  articles  and 
to  form  a  philatelic  library.  The  formation  of  a  big  and  fine  collection  is  also 
desirable,  and  that  not  only  of  genuine  stamps  but  as  a  side  line  of  course,  of 
reprints,  counterfeits,  etc.,  etc.,  as  well.  To  learn  requires  effort,  work,  action, 
practice,  in  regard  to  stamps  as  well  as  in  regard  to  anything  else.  If  one  can 
not  do  all  these  things,  it  is  best  to  do  as  much  of  them  as  he  can.  Finally  it 
must  be  remembered  that  no  one  person  can  know  all  things  and  everything 
even  about  stamps.  The  knowledge  of  the  most  learned  will  prove  to  be  but  rel¬ 
atively  perfect.  It  is  not  necessary  either,  that  one  should  know  all  about 
stamps.  It  is  sufficient  to  know  so  much  as  will  help  one  to  enjoy  riding  the 
hobby.  a  rule,  added  knowledge  will  mean  additional  enjoyment. 

841.  Is  it  true  that  all  Stamp  Dealers  are  dishonest  and  will  “beat"  their 
customers  if  they  can?  No.  I  think,  onthe  contrary,  that  the  great  majority  is 
just  as  honest  as  any  other  kind  of  dealers,  and  that  means  just  as  honest  as 
collectors,  or  other  people. 

842. Nl)esiring  to  start  Dealing  in  Stamps,  how  would  you  advise  me  to 
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make  the  Start?  That  is  a  ticklish  question,  and  the  answer  depends  vsr  ’  ni  :  i 
on  the  qualities,  capabilities  and  surroundings  of  the  person  desiring  tc  :  1  c 
dealing  in  stamps.  I  presume  that  you  know  little  of  stamps— or  you  wou!  !  not 
dfe),  -therefore  I  think  the  best  way  for  you  is  to  start  in  slow.  Get  a  c  t  -icg, 
ti  thousand  variety  packet,  some  blank  approval  sheets,  hinges,  and  a  couple  of 
small  albums,  all  of  which  you  may  obtain  for  about  3  to  4  dollars.  Then  see 
what  customers  you  can  find.  Sell  them  all  you  have,  except  the  catalog,  with 
about  25  per  cent  profit.  Then  buy  another  thousand  variety  packet  and  sell 
that,  and  os  on.  If  you  have  the  money  and  the  will  to  risk  it,  you  might  take 
a  2,000  or  even  a  3,000  variety  packet  instead  of  a  1,000  variety  packet.  Where 
to  get  all  these  supplies  you  can  learn  from  the  advertisements  in  The  WEST, 
the  Toledo  Stamp  Co.,  for  instance.  Do  not  risk  too  big  a  profit  and  try  to 
please  your  customers.  By  experience  you  will  learn  better  than  by  advice. 

813.  Where  may  one  buy  or  sell  U.  S.  Cash  Perm.ts?  I  think  we  had  this 
question  before,  but  I  do  not  remember  hearing  of  anyone  who  makes  it  a  busi¬ 
ness  to  deal  in  these  cash  permits.  If  any  of  our  readers  wish  to  buy  or  to  sell 
any,  I  should  like  to  hear  from  them  with  particulars  as  to  prices,  etc. 

844.  Will  it  pay  to  buy  stamps  by  the  Pound?  If  they  are  cheap  enough, 
yes,  for  certain  purposes,  as  hunting  for  postmarks,  precancelled  stamps, 
practice  in  assorting  and  soaking  stamps,  and  the  like.  But  you  must  remember 
tfcat  you  may  get  several  hundred  all  of  the  same  kind,  and  that  most  of  them 
will  be  of  the  commonest  and  cheapest  kinds  that  you  cannot  easily  sell  again. 
I,  for  my  part,  enjoy  looking  over  such  lots,  and  so  it  pays  me  in  enjoyment, 
but  £wt  money,  if  I  figure  my  time  spent  on  them. 

7815.  What  is  the  best  Album  to  buy?  That  depends  on  your  needs  and 
your  means.  If  you  have  never  had  one,  the  cheapest  you  can  get  might  be  the 
best  for  you.  Otherwise  the  Lincoln  Stamp  Album  is  a  good  one.  It  does 
not  matter  so  much  what  album  you  buy  as  what  use  you  make  of  it.  A  ou  might 
perhaps  just  as  well  get  a  pad  or  tablet  of  plain  blank  paper  and  arrange  your 
stamps  by  countries  and  issues  according  to  some  catalog,  and  later,  when  you 
have  more  experience,  get  an  album  to  suit  your  taste. 

825.  Post  Marks.  The  Home  Advertising  Co.  of  Danbury,  Conn.,  has  writ¬ 
ten  us  concerning  postmarks  suggesting  2x4  inches  as  a  suitable  size  to  cut 
them  out.  The  also  ask:  Can  we  get  together,  unite  our  forces,  have  some  de¬ 
finite  size  so  that  all  should  be  of  the  same  size,  collect  what  we  can  of  what 
has  been  written,  and  anything  else  that  different  ones  can  think  of  about  post 
marks,  and  get  it  before  the  public?  Those  that  are  interested  might  do  well  to 
communicate  with  the  Co.  Another  communication  was  received  from  Mr.  W.  O 
Semple,  Easton,  Pa.,  offering  postmarks  for  stamps.  We  think  that  2x4  inches 
is  a  good  size.  We  are  glad  to  hear  from  postmark  collectors  and  to  give  their 
addresses  in  The  WEST.  The  value  of  postmarks  is  quite  unsettled  yet.  Com¬ 
mon  ones  of  the  present  time  are  not  worth  more  than  the  work  of  cutting 
them  out  and  saving  them,  that  is  about  5  cens  a  hundred.  Rarer  ones,  es¬ 
pecially  old  ones  of  40  or  50  years  ago  may  be  worth  5  cents  apiece,  and  even 
more  than  that.  Whenever  a  part  of  the  postmark  covers  a  stamp,  the  stamp 
should,  of  course,  go  with  the  postmark,  in  which  case  the  stamp  may  be  worth 
more  than  the  postmark,  and  both  together  must  be  valued  accordingly.  Post 
marks  should  always  be  plain  and  full,  so  that  no  part  be  illegible  or  wanting. 
.Perhaps  we  might  start  a  Post  Mark  Exchange  Society.  If  there  are  any  read- 
Jaiw  of  The  WEST  so  inclined  we  should  like  to  hear  from  them. 


NOTES  FOR  U.  S.  COLLECTORS.— By  E.  R.  Aldrich. 


The  first  person  to  notice  the  three  cent  1861  without  corner  ornaments 
(Standard  Catalog  No.  56)  was,  I  think,  that  early  prince  of  New  York  collec- 
tosr,  Joseph  J.  Casey.  The  collection  he  formed  in  the  seventies,  had  a  fimP 
specimen  which  subsequently  passed  into  the  collection  of  Chas.  H.  Levy  and 
was  sold  when  that  collection  was  auctioned  in  1889.  By  curious  chance  Mr. 
Casey  prepared  this  collection,  which  embraced  the  best  part  of  his  own  old 
U.  S.  for  sale  and  relative  to  this  stamp  he  said:  “  ’63,  3c  bright  rose,  without 
corner  ornaments,  magnificent  <p)  stamp  with  the  original  brown  gum.  I  never 
saw  a  counterpart  to  this  stamp,  but  I  have  been  told  it  was  used  in  New  Or¬ 
leans. 


Mr.  Casey  was  also  the  discoverer  of  the  three  cent  1861  imperforate  (65c) 
and  of  these  he  says:  “At  a  summer  resort,  one  dreary  drizzly  day,  I  found  un¬ 
der  the  balcony  of  the  hotel,  a  bedraggled,  crumpled  and  damaged  part  of  a 
sheet  of  this  stamp — imperforate.  Smoothing  it  out  as  best  I  could,  but  two 
connecting  specimens  were  got  out  of  it,  and  the  rest  thrown  away.  Unsevered 
pairs  were  not  thought  of  then,  or  you  would  now  be  competing  for  a  pair  in¬ 
stead  of  a  single  one.  Subsequently,  I  showed  the  pair  to  Mr.  Brown,  and  tak¬ 
ing  his  scissors  severed  it  and  gave  him  one.  W  here  that  is,  no  one  knows,  and 
it  is  so  long  ago,  perhaps  20  years,  he  may  not  now  remember  the  circum¬ 
stances.  Perforate  and  imperforate  and  the  other  varieties  which  are  now 
necessary  in  every  well-regulated  collection,  were  thn  confined  to  what  was 
known  as  the  French  school  and  few  on  this  side  took  note  of  these  details,  fiat 
at  any  rate,  this  specimen  is  a  legitimate  imperforate  stamp.”  As  this  was 
written  in  1889  the  twenty  years  ago  would  have  been  back  in  1869. 


The  3c  scarlet  (No.  74)  which  is  now  firmly  established  in  the  catalog,  did 
not  have  a  supporter  in  Mr.  Casey,  although  he  owned  a  specimen  of  it.  Of  it 
he  said:  “I  never  did,  and  do  not  now  believe  this  to  be  a  legitimate  postage 
stamp.  It  was  not  known  before  1876,  about  which  rime  the  Bank  Note  Com¬ 
panies  began  experimenting  to  find  ink  and  paper  from  which  the  cancelling 
marks  could  not  be  washed.  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  some  of  these  got 
into  the  hands  of  a  dealer,  and  were  by  him  placed  upon  the  market  at  a  steep 
price  as  a  great  rarity.” 

From  an  old  magazine  published  in  1864  when  the  money  order  was  about 
to  be  established,  I  clip:  “Postal  Money  Orders. — Apply  to  your  postmaster 
for  a  postal  money  order.  No  more  losses  by  mail.  ‘The  postal  money  order 
system  just  established  by  law  provides  that  no  money  order  shall  be  issued  for 
any  sum  less  than  $1  nor  more  than  530.  All  persons  who  receive  money  or¬ 
ders  are  required  to  pay  therefor  the  folowing  charges  or  fees,  viz:  For  an 
order  for  $1,  or  for  any  larger  sum  but  not  exceeding  $10,  the  sum  of  10  cents 
shall  be  charged  and  exacted  by  the  postmaster  giving  such  order;  for  an  order 
of  more  than  $10,  and  not  exceeding  $20,  the  charge  shall  be  15  cents;  and  for 
every  order  exceeding  $20  a  fee  of  20  cents  shall  be  charged.’  The  ridiculous 
old  registry  system  that  charged  you  20  cents  for  a  piece  >f  paper,  for  that  was 
all  the  security  you  obtained,  will,  we  hope,  be  done  away  with.  Can  anyone 
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say  that  he  ever  recovered  the  money  lost  in  a  registered  letter? 


The  new  ten  cent  Franklin  has  been  precancelled  at  Chicago.  The  earliest 
Jfceci.nens  I  received  came  from  Mr.  Cleveland  Bundlie  and  reached  me  the 
latter  part  of  February. 

The  Levy  collection  allluded  to  above  contained  two  medicine  stamps  upon 
which  in  listing  them,  Mr.  Casey  made  such  interesting  remarks  that  I  cannot 
refrain  from  clipping  them. 

“Marsden,  T.  W.,  2c  blue;  what  appears  at  first  glance  to  be  a  crease  or 
an  overlapping  of  the  paper  in  mending,  shows  under  a  strong  glass  to  be  a 
joint  in  the  paper  before  the  stamp  was  printed.  There  is  no  shortening  of 
lines  as  there  would  be  if  the  stamp  had  been  cut  and  mended  by  the  minutest 
overlapping.  Consequently  I  have  no  hesitation  in  pronouncing  this  a  magni¬ 
ficent  specimen.” 

“Swaim,  Jos.;  6c  red;  although  this  specimen  shows  the  crease  where 
folded  over  the  bottle,  a  little  soap  and  water  and  a  flat-iron  would  make  this 
stamp  as  white  and  smooth  as  if  just  printed.  Some  of  us  old  collectors  under¬ 
stood  this  method  of  cleaning  stamps  with  dirty  face.s.  This  specimen  is 
worthy  a  bath,  as  excepting  the  creases  mentioned,  it  is  almost  perfect.  How 
Mr.  Levy  obtained  this  stamp  is  so  well-known  to  the  old  collectors,  that  it  is 
unnecessary  to  repeat  it  now.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  a  be  Swaim  comes  to  the 
collector  as  often  as  a  white  crow  comes  to  the  farmer.” 


JOTTINGS  FOR  YOUR  NOTE-BOOK. — By  H.  It.  Wilson,  Brockton,  Mass. 


Envelope  stamps  should  not  be  cut  \fchen  the  collector  can  possibly  save 
the  entire  envelope. 

Early  Italian  stamps  are  best  collected  in  used  condition.  The  unused 
stamps  of  these  issues  are  mostly  reprints  made  by  individuals  and  are  of  no 
special  value. 

Never  cut  pairs  or  blocks  of  stamps  apart.  Early  issues  in  this  condition 
are  very  valuable  indeed  in  many  cases,  and  one  can  lose  a  great  deal  by  cutt¬ 
ing  or  destroying  a  block  or  pair  of  imperf.  stamps  or  by  clipping  them  apart. 

Early  issues  of  United  States  stamps,  particularly  in  unused  condition, 
will  never  be  worth  less  than  they  are  today.  This  is  also  true  of  early  foreign 
stamps  of  nearly  all  countries  and  those  who  collect  such  stamps  will  never 
have  reason  to  regret  the  investments  they  make. 

When  stamps  are  found  stuck  together  in  a  mass  do  not  try  to  soak  them 
apart,  but  instead  try  this  mehod:  Heat  a  flat-iron  moderately  hot  and,  with  a 
sheet  of  clean  paper  laid  over  them,  iron  the  stamps  for  a  few  minutes  and  then 
see  how  clean  they  come  apart.  If,  while  taking  the  top  stamps  apart  the  mass 
gets  cold  again,  repeat  the  process  until  the  entire  mass  is  separated. 

When  you  get  a  sealed  stamped  envelope  that  you  wish  to  open  and  save, 
cut  the  opening  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the  envelope  and  then  you  will  not 
take  any  chances  of  ruining  the  «tamp  that  you  wish  to  save.

Great  Britain  stamps  bearing  the  characteristic  number  cancellations  de¬ 
noting  use  in  the  Channel  Islands, — Buernsey,  Alderney  and  Jersey,  are  of 
considerable  interest  to  the  specialist,  as  are  also  those  of  the  Isle  of  Man. 

It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  cancellation  marks  of  Ireland  are 
denoted  by  a  number,  indicating  the  town,  inside  of  a  diamond-shaped  arrange¬ 
ment  of  bars,  while  those  of  Scotland  are  represented  hy  a  number  between 
four  straignt  parallel  bars. 

Some  ardent  U.  S.  specialists  go  in  for  collecting  all  the  different  initials 
perforated  in  the  current  U.  S.  stamps.  Some  of  the  systems  are  quite  com¬ 
plicated  where  a  large  firm  has  a  great  number  of  branch  offices  and  uses  the 
same  design  with  a  slight  variation  for  each. 

The  new  T?n2  U.  S.  15c  stamp  is  in  a  shade  not  before  used  on  our  stamps, 
a  sort  of  slate-black  or  slate-gray,  which  makes  quite  a  handsome  stamp  but  it 
is  doubtful  if  the  cancellation,  especially  if  lightly  applied,  will  show  as  well 
as  could  be  desired  on  this  color.  The  higher  value  stamps  should  be  of  a  color 
especially  protected  against  cleaning. 


A  local  collector  has  just  purchased  a  copy  of  the  2c  green  Navy  error. 
This  stamp  is  not  often  seen.  Some  years  ago  there  was  a  great  deal  of  con¬ 
troversy  over  it,  some  maintaining  it  was  a  changeling  by  chemicals,  others 
that  it  was  a  tampered  proof,  and  general  sentiment  seemed  against  it  t*1  do 
not  know  if  there  are  any  used  specimens  in  existence.  The  stamp  in  question 
is  not  a  chemical  changed  stamp. 


The  list  of  Permits  seems  to  increase  rather  than  diminish  and  a  complete 
list  of  them  would  now  attain  some  length.  Even  the  stamp  dealers  and  phil¬ 
atelic  publishers  are  availing  themselves  of  the  custom. 


There  are  many  excellent  patent  binders  and  loose  leaf  propositions  now 
on  the  market  especially  suited  to  the  arrangement  of  duplicates  or  side  line 
collections  which  printed  albums  have  no  spaces  for,  and  collectors  are  taking 
advantage  of  these.  Some  are  very  cheap  and  the  patent  holding  device  sim¬ 
ple.  Collectors  can  have  their  pages  cut  for  these  binders,  in  any  u  ,e  and  irum 
any  quality  of  paper  they  want,  at  a  job  printing  office.  Holes  c  n  nl  o  be 
punched  to  fit  the  binder  and  these  holes  re-enforced  by  the  little  gummed 
linen  eyelets  that  Dennison  Bros,  manufacfcuer  and  which  are  on  sale  at  many 
stationery  stores. 


Having  considerable  accumulations  of  the  older  French  stamps,  I  have 
started  on  a  collection  of  the  cancellation  numbers  that  appear  on  them,  trying 
to  obtain  a  sequence,  his  is  quite  an  undertaking  as  they  run  into  the  5,000 
numbers  and  naturally  many  are  scarce.  Maury,  the  French  cataloguer,  I  be¬ 
lieve  lists  these,  but  I  have  not  seen  his  catalogue.  Some  of  the  higher  numbers 
were  used  in  French  foreign  offices  and  are  much  sought  after  by  special- 


ists.  One  of  the  booklets  of  the  Springfield  Philatelic  Club  lists  these  foreign 
numbers.  A  very  neat  little  anchor  that  appears  on  some  of  the  stamps  indi¬ 
cates  posting  on  board  ship,  this  being  the  ship  post-office  cancellation. 

Thibet,  the  closed  city,  is  sealed  up  again.  For  a  brief  time  it  issued  pos- 
4tgv  stamps,  signifying  its  communication  with  the  outside  wordl,  but  now  they 
are  wthdrawn.  What  the  future  of  the  country  will  be  cannot  be  predicted,  but 
the  new  Chinese  Republic  will  doubtless  have  an  influence  on  it. 

The  U.  S.  postage  dues  with  the  new  single  lined  watermark,  should  be 
picked  up.  Of  course  they  are  hard  to  discern,  but  benzine  and  a  black  back¬ 
ground  wil  lusually  do  it.  I  believe  that  the  whole  set  up  to  the  30c  has  ap¬ 
peared. 

PAYS  $301  FOR  A  ONE  CENT  STAMP  OF  1861. 


From  Philadelphia  North  American  for  March  8,  1912.  Sent  by  John  J.  Prouty. 


For  a  small  piece  of  colored  paper,  perforated,  which  in  August  1861, 
passed  current  for  a  1-cent  stamp  on  letters  mailed  in  the  United  States,  a 
philatelist  paid  $301  at  the  auction  of  the  collection  of  postage  and  revenue 
stamps  and  envelopes  of  the  la  teVictor  du  Pont,  of  Wilmington.  This  collection 
of  stamps  attracted  collectors  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States.  Scores  of 
dealers  and  collectors  from  Boston,  New  York,  Chicago  and  other  cities  were 
present  at  the  sale.  Nearly  500  lots  were  put  up  for  the  bidding,  which  at 
time*  was  evtremely  spirited.  The  great  rarity  of  the  1-cent  stamp,  which  was 
only  Tightly  cancelled  and  of  indigo  color,  had  attracted  widespread  notice.  Mr. 
du  Pont  had  a  collection  which  was  the  envy  of  less  fortunate  enthusiasts.  The 
fame  of  his  treasures  brought  bids  from  far  cities,  and  Eugene  Klein,  who  con¬ 
ducted  the  auction,  had  on  one  lot  alone  a  bid  of  $1200,  if  it  was  necessary  to 
obtain  it.  Among  the  notable  collectors  present  were  John  Ramsay  of  Wilming¬ 
ton,  Del.;  Edward  Stern,  New  York;  John  Kleeman;  E.  B.  Powers,  of  the  Stan¬ 
ley  Gibbons  Company,  New  York;  Charles  H.  Stone,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.;  F. 
E.  Farnham,  of  Chicago;  W.  Wesley  Legg  of  Pepperill,  Mass.;  Henry  Chap¬ 
man  of  this  city7  and  others  of  lesser  fame.  A  30-cent  orange  stamp  of  the 
period  1851-56,  catalogued  at  $225,  brought  $230  at  the  sale.  Both  this  speci¬ 
men  and  the  1-cent  stamp  mentioned  were  bought  by  “Findlay,”  a  discerning 
collector.  Four  stamps  of  the  8-cent  variety  issued  in  1908,  olive  green  in  color 
and  considered  very  rare  on  account  of  the  few  which  were  printed,  brought 
$91  each.  The  purchaser  was  E.  B.  Powers,  Farnham  ran  the  price  up  to  this 
figure  and  then  quit  when  he  learned  that  Powers  had  an  apporpriation  suffi¬ 
cient  to  cover  his  bids  four  times  over.  A  bargain  was  sold  to  “Findlay”  in  a 
$5  state  stamp,  dated  1873,  green  and  black  in  color,  which  was  torn  slightly. 
This  stamp  is  listed  at  $165,  but  only  brought  $120  after  reaching  this  figure 
by  slow  degrees.  A  dozen  collectors  bid  cautiously  on  it,  and  it  took  about  ten 
minutes  to  consummate  the  sale. 

“New  England”  bought  a  very  fine  $20  stamp  of  the  same  vintage,  which 
had  a  faint  red  penmark  and  a  pinhole  as  blemishes.  A  very  rare  3-cent  pink 
stamp  of  1861  on  an  orange  envelope  in  perfect  condition  fetched  $69.  The  pur¬ 
chaser  was  the  Nassau  Stamp  Company  of  New  Y'ork.

Field  to  the  Compton  postoffice  four  miles  away.  The  postmark,  which  was 
oval  in  shape  read:  Los  Angeles  Cal.;  Aviation  Field.  The  cards  and  letters 
were  cancelled  with  six  wavy  black  lines. 

We  take  pleasure  in  announcing  the  launching  of  a  new  stamp  magazine 
from  Son  Francisco,  Calif.,  to  be  called  the  California  Stamp  News.  It  will  be 
devoted  to  stamp,  coin,  society  notes,  etc.  It  should  receive  the  support  of  ev¬ 
ery  loyal  philatelist  in  California.  Publisher  George  V.  Freethy. 

The  Alameda  Postoffice  which  will  soon  be  constructed  will  cost  about 
$100,00.  The  site  was  purchased  by  the  government  from  a  National  bank. 

Under  the  title,  “The  Bedrock  of  California  History,”  bones,  implements, 
and  other  relics  of  ages  gone  by,  will  be  exhibited  in  the  revolving  exhibit  room 
at  the  Affiliated  Colleges  in  San  Francisco. 

Sonora,  a  small  California  town,  probably  never  had  the  6c  stamps  and 
cut  the  12c  1851  issue  diagonally  in  half  to  use  in  place  of  the  6c  stamp. 

No.’s  1,  2  and22  are  the  numbers  San  Francisco  uses  with  its  cancellations.

'he  WEST  has  repeatedly  remarked  that  the  study  and  collecting  of  post 
iflarks  receives  considerable  attention  in  Europe,  pivticularly  in  Germany.  The 
present  work  of  115  octavo  pages  in  a  new  proof  of  the  correctness  of  such 
remark.  Mr.  Carl  Beck  of  Berlin  in  co-operation  with  Mr.  Carl  Holzschuher  of 
Nuremberg  treats  in  a  fairly  exhaustive  manner  the  “Cog-wheel”  cancellations 
of  Bavaria,  giving  two  complete  lists  of  all  the  post  offices  using  these  cancel¬ 
lations  and  much  other  useful  matter  gleaned  from  official  deci’ees  and  notices. 
The  first  series  of  402  cog-wheel  stamps  was  used  from  August  1st,  1850,  un¬ 
til  November  20th,  1856,  during  which  time  others  were  added  from  time  to 
time  up  to  No.  603.  The  second  series  of  606  numbers  was  in  use  from  Decem¬ 
ber  1st  1856,  until  March  9th,  1869,  during  which  time  it  was  also  augmented 
by  additional  numbers  up  to  922.  After  the  fall  of  1860  about  140  postal 
agencies  were  active  which  did  not  use  the  cog-wheel  stamps,  but  had  two 
lined  handstamps  with  the  word  “Postablage”  and  the  name  of  the  agency. 
Collectors  of  Bavarian  stamps  will  find  this  work  helpful  even  if  they  do  not 
collect  the  different  cancellations,  and  to  others  it  may  be  of  value  in  suggest¬ 
ing  the  lines  on  which  to  make  their  investigations.  It  is  undoubtedly  a  valua¬ 
ble  addition  to  any  philatelic  library,  and  it  would  be  most  desirable  that  some 
American  colelctor  should  follow  the  example  of  these  German  cousins  and 
study  American  cancellations  in  a  similar  way.  Many  points  of  general  inter¬ 
est  could  be  brought  out  by  doing  so.  Those  desiring  to  get  the  work  may  do 
so  bjk  addressing  the  author  Herr  Carl  Beck,  Langenbeck  Str.  17,  eBrlin  N.  O., 
Germany.  The  price  is  not  stated  but  will  be  something  in  the  neighborhood 
of  50  cents  and  postage.  It  may  be  stated  that  Mr.  Beck  is  a  collector  of 
philatelic  literature  and  will  exchange  duplicates  with  other  collectors.  Men¬ 
tion  the  WEST  when  you  write  him,  please!

You  may  feel  sure  you  have  a  good  investment  when  you  invest  in  U.  S. 
or  Great  Britain  stamps. 

One  stamp  in  good  condition  is  worth  five  in  poor,  unless  it  is  one  that  is 

rare. 

Stamps  of  the  United  States  will  hardly  ever  be  worth  less  than  they  are 
at  the  present  time. 

Save  you  good  precancels  for  they  will  be  worth  something  in  a  very  few 
years. 

Never  put  a  heavily  cancelled  stamp  in  your  album  when  you  can  possibly 
get  a  more  lightly  cancelled  one. 

Don’t  buy  poor  stamps  at  80  percent  discount  when  you  can  get  good  ones 
at  50  per  cent  discount. 

It  is  not  economical  to  buy  poor  stamps  and  save  money. 

Don’t  ‘bite’  at  every  bargain  that  ‘looks  good.’ 

A  handy  stamp  tongs  may  be  had  by  using  a  wire  hairpin.

I  hat  was  fifteen 
years  ago,  and  all  succeeding  stamps  have  had  the  numerals  on  them — which 
can  be  read  in  any  language — so  we  think  the  story  of  future  changes  little 
more  than  a  canard. 


The  dealers  who  in  his  auction  catalogue  describes  a  stamp  as  a  very  de¬ 
sirable  error”  rather  oversteps  the  bounds  of  accurate  description.  We  doubt 
if  there  is  any  such  thing.  “Very  regrettable  error"  would  be  much  bet  er. 

The  new  U  .S.  set  is  fast  making  its  appearance. 


The  percentage  of  stamp  collectors  is  the  largest  of  all  among  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  Germany.  Then  follow  Great  Britain  and  several  other  Europern  coun¬ 
tries.  We  are  not  so  fortunate  in  the  United  States  to  have  such  a  strong  army 


of  smaller  collectors  who  are  really  in  a  way  the  backbone  of  philately.  This  is 
largely  due  to  temperament  and  climate.  The  more  opportunities  fo r  active 
outdoor  life  the  smaller  the  percentage  of  stamp  collectors.  The  warmer  the 
climate  and  the  longer  the  days  the  less  there  is  of  active  collecting.  Even  in 
our  own  country  the  southern  states  are  conspicuously  barren  of  good  or  note¬ 
worthy  stamp  collectors.  „  Ifp

B.  Max  Mehl  the  well-known  numismatist  of  Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  will  remove 
to  New  York  City  in  May,  where  he  will  continue  his  coin  business. 

The  great  success  of  the  hospital  seal-stamp  in  Denmark,  No  way,  and 
Sweden  is  to  be  attributed,  the  “Hospital"  points  out,  to  the  favor  o  the  Post 
Office  Department,  which  facilitates  the  sale  of  hospital  stamps,  the  Post  Office 
officials  receiving  ten  per  cent  from  the  sale  as  a  return  for  the  extra  labor  in¬ 
volved.  During  December  every  year  since  1904,  when  Postmaster  Holboll  in¬ 
troduced  this  system  into  Denmark,  a  Yuletide  hospital  stamp  has  been  printed 
for  Denmary  and  for  the  Danish  West  Indies.  Norway  and  Sweden  row  also 
issue  a  Yuletide  stamps,  and  accord  to  the  Post  Office  Officials  ten  per  cent  on 
the  annual  sales.  In  Sweden  one  Christmas,  $250,000.00  was  the  amount  real¬ 
ized. 

The  4th  Philatelic  Congress  of  Great  Britain  will  be  held  at  Marga  e  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  Philatelic  Society,  May  1-2-3-4. 

Nicaragua’s  new  set  are  exceeding  pretty  stamps.

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MONTANA,  THE  TREASURE  STATE. 


Montana  has  many  resources  and  attractions  for  the  Prospector,  Investor 
and  Homeseeker.  Among-  the  prosperous  cities  are:  Butte,  Helena,  Billings, 
Boaeman,  Dillon,  Benton,  Lewiston,  Great  Falls,  Missoula,  Kalispell,  Living- - 
toiX  Deer  Lodge  City  and  various  other  cities.  View  cards  are  seen  from  almost 
evesj  nook  and  corner  of  this  large  state,  which  prove  very  interesting,  giving 
one  a  grand  idea  of  the  West. 

Its  lakes  and  moutains,  rivers  and  streams  and  valleys  show  Montana  to 
be  a  picturesque  state  as  seen  from  the  many  fine  views  on  post  cards  and  other 
pictures  as  seen  in  booklets.  Among  the  lakes  the  Flathead  is  the  most  ex¬ 
pansive  and  picturesque  in  the  Flathead  \  alleys.

From  Helena,  Mont.,  we  see  various  fine  buildings,  U.  S.  Assay  Office, 
High  Schools.  The  educational  institutions  are  open  to  the  free  use  of  the 
youth  of  Montana.  They  need  not  go  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  state  to  ac¬ 
quire  a  schooling  equal  to  that  offered  in  the  most  noted  colleges  of  the  east. 
There  can  be  no  better  guage  of  the  public  intelligence  of  a  state  than  the  num¬ 
ber  of  public  libraries  and  the  patronage  extended  to  them  by  the  people.  Miles 
City,  Dillon,  Kalispell,  Great  Falls  and  Missoula  all  have  extensive  libraries 
supplied  by  Mr.  Carnegie  and  supported  by  public  taxation  while  Helena, 
Butte  and  other  cities  of  Montana  are  equally  supplied  through  private  bene- 
ficents  suplemented  by  public  taxation.  The  library  building  alone  cost  $100,- 
000.  Various  fine  views  from  Yellowstone  Park  show  it  to  be  nature’s  store¬ 
house  of  wonders,  surpassing  in  picturesque  phenomena  all  other  scenic  resorts 
of  the  world.  It  can  only  be  reached  by  rail  or  by  comfortable  roadways  from 
Montana  and  for  that  reason  though  geographically,  it  belongs  mainly  to  the 
state  of  Wyoming,  it  has  always  been  claimed  as  one  of  the  state’s  many  at¬ 
tractions.  Access  to  the  varied  marvels  of  the  reserve  has  been  made  easy, 
ads  having  been  constructed,  hotels  erected,  the  streams  stocked  with  fish 


and  rules  for  the  preservation  of  game  vigorously  enforced.  The  hot  water 
geyser,  the  mud  springs,  the  petrified  forests,  the  soda  and  sulphur  mountains, 
the  Yellowstone  Lake  the  great  Mt.  gorges  and  peaks— these  are  but  a  few  of 
the  manifold  atractions  and  wonders  of  the  park.  No  one  can  describe,  no  imag¬ 
ination  can  conceive  the  characters,  extent  and  variety  of  nature’s  eccentric 
handiwork  in  Wonderland.  Wild  game  is  one  of  the  chief  attractions  to  the  l 
visitors.  It  contains  several  thousand  antelope  and  deer,  mountain  sheep.  Many 
bear  are  seen  near  the  hotels,  the  wild  buffalo  herd  now  numbers  over  50  head. 

Many  nice  view  cards  from  Montana  depict  orchards.  Missoula  and  Ra¬ 
valli,  Flathead,  Madison  and  the  counties  in  the  Yellowstone  Valley,  show  that 
woth  the  soil  and  climate  are  admirably  adapted  to  the  raising  of  fruit,  apples 
being  a  profitable  crop  as  well  as  shubbery  fruits. 

Montana  too,  is  the  angler’s  paradise.  The  streams  abound  with  mountain, 
rainbow,  eastern  brook  and  salmon  trout,  grayling  whitefish,  etc. 

Gerat  Falls  is  one  of  Montana’s  leading  cities.  It  has  a  large  smelter  con¬ 
cern,  the  Boston  and  Montana  smelter.

They  are  struck  in  aluminum,  tin,  cop¬ 
per  and  silver  and  the  fact  that  the  above  is  permitted  is  greatly  to  be  deplored 
for  coins,  tokens,  medals  should  be  exempt  from  reproduction  or  “near  coun¬ 
terfeits.”

SOME  CURIOUS  AND  INTERESTING  POSTMARKS. 

By  W.  H.  C.  of  Liverpool. 

Regarding  the  Electric  Postmarking  dies  in  use  in  Liverpool  and  which  I 
mentioned  in  my  last  article  in  the  WEST  and  stated  that  they  appeared  to  re- 
U|  jre  renewal.  I  have  written  to  the  P.  M.  General  and  drawn  attention  to  the 
matter  and  as  usual  with  an  institution  like  the  P.  O.,  so  much  bound  up  with 
red  tape  I  have  received  no  reply  to  my  communication  but  I  am  still  living  in 
hope.  From  North  Rode,  Congleton,  Cheshire,  I  have  a  very  neat  design,  which 
appears  to  have  been  impressed  with  a  rubber  die.  The  outer  ring  of  the  de¬ 
vice  is  very  thick  in  appearance,  also  the  lettering. 

From  London,  Liverpool,  Birmingham  and  Manchester  I  am  now  receiving 
Electric  Postmarks  with  the  hour  of  cancelling  omitted  and  from  Liverpool 
North  and  Booth  Liverpool  one  and  the  same  place,  new  dies  of  the  wavy  line 
type  are  in  use,  and  the  same  design  has  been  brought  into  operation  at  Man¬ 
chester  (South)  and  Monchester  (Southwest)  as  also  Great  Yarmouth  and 
Greenock.  Enfield,  Middlesex,  is  now  using  a  large  single  ring  design,  very 
pleasing  in  appearance  and  clear.  Now  that  the  Electric  dies  have  made  such 
good  progress  in  the  old  country,  I  think  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  give  a 
list  of  towns  and  cities  where  they  have  been  brought  into  constant  use,  all 


such  places  having  a  constant  supply  of  electricity  available  for  stamping  and 
lighting  purposes  and  I  will  endeavor  to  chronicle  in  the  order  of  adoption 
and  as  they  have  been  received  by  me  from  those  interested  in  postmarks:

and  other  towns  will  now  appear  in  quick  succession.  I  have  come  across  a 
very  thick  concentric  ring  type  of  mark  with  wording  in  circle  Paris  Exposi¬ 
tion,  Presse  and  from  Sydney  N.  S.  W.  electric  comes  to  hand  with  six  lines. 
The  three  lower  ones  being  broken  for  the  insertion  of  wording.  The  Electric 
Postmark  has  traveled  even  so  far  as  Christchurch,  New  Zealand,  a  variety 
with  four  very  thick  lines  spaced  %  inch  apart  having  been  brought  into  use 
and  Dunedin,  N.  Z.,  is  running  a  design  with  3  pairs  of  parallel  lines.  From  the 
Transvaal,  an  entirely  new  electric  design  comes  to  hand,  consisting  of  8  para¬ 
llel  lines,  6  inches  long  and  the  word  Transvaal  is  dropped  in  vertically  (read¬ 
ing  south  to  north)  every  two  inches  apart  with  small  obliterator  Ivhannes- 
burg,  Transvaal  in  single  circle. 

Even  Denmark  has  its  Electric  now  and  is  keeping  up-to-date  with  a 
seven  liner  in  use  at  Hvanniebgk  (what  a  split-jaw  name  for  a  town,  spell  it 
backwards  if  you  cannot  pronounce  it).  Still  they  come,  Hungary  with  a  seven 
wavy  line  from  Budapest  and  Germany  with  six  parallel  lines  of  a  hit  and  miss 
order  (or  should  we  say  dot  and  dash?).  From  China  I  have  received  an  en¬ 
tire  bearing  three  postmarks  (circles)  first  China  in  English,  Second  Shanghai, 
Chine,  in  French  and  Wenchow  and  across  the  whole  three  marks  via-Siberia 
is  overprinted  with  a  large  India  Rubber  Stamp  in  half  inch  letters.  I  was 
Pleased  to  see  Mr.  Robbs’  article  in  the  December  issue  of  the  PHILATELIC 
WEST  on  postmarks.  More  power  to  him  and  his  work.

It  is  an  interesting  fa.-t.  and  one  probably  not  generally  known  that  the 
precious  metals,  such  as  platinum  gold,  silver  and  even  precious  stones,  are 
used  extensively  in  the  manufacture  of  telephone  apparatus. 

\n  official  of  the  Western  Electric  Company,  the  largest  manufacturer  o 
telephone  apparatus  in  the  world,  recently  made  the  statement  that  thrs  com- 
uanv  is  making  us  of  more  than  o  ton  of  platinum  each  year  When  it  w  con¬ 
sidered  that  the  value  of  platinum  is  thirty  per  cent  greater  than  pure  pold.  i 
an  be  easily  seen  that  this  expensive  metal  would  not  be  used  unless  rest,.  > 
j ■  ■  - r  j f v  it  Experience  has  shown,  however,  that  platinum,  because  it  poss*  ses 
the  necessary  hardness  to  resist  wear  and  is  absolutely  non^T>*bI'5“  ty® 
l,est  metal  for  the  contact  points  in  telephone  apparatus  That  is  why  this 
. . .  uses  mere  than  half  a  million  dollars’  worth  ,n  the  course  of  a  year, 

and  platinum  is  going  up  every  year  at  that. 

The  chief  supply  of  platinum  comes  from  the  Ural  Mountains  in  Russia, 
but  the  best  yields  have  been  exhausted  and  the  expense  of  extraction  increases 
;hi,,  the  vield  decreases.  Only  very  small  quantities  of  this  useful  metal  have 
Jen  found  in  America,  and  while  attempts  have  been  made  to  deve  op  a  supply, 
especially  from  some  of  the  sands  in  the  Pacific  States,  little  can  be  hoped  for 
i,*,  this  direction.  The  present  indications  are  that  Russia  will  continue  to  sup¬ 
ply  over  95  percent  of  the  total  consumption. 

Barytes,  or  barium  sulphate,  is  a  heavy  crystalline  mineral,  white  when 
run  which  is  very  little  affected  by  acids,  alkalies,  or  corrosive  gases.  In 
U1()  according  to  E.  F.  Burchard,  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  the 
I’nited  Statas  produced  42,975  short  tons,  valued  at  $121,746.  a  considerable 
decrease  as  compared  with  the  figures  for  1909.  Barytes  is  an  interesting  an 
u-eful  product.  Bv  far  the  greater  part  of  the  mineral  produced,  says  Mr.  Bur¬ 
chard  is  consumed  in  the  manufacture  of  mixed  paints.  It  is  not  satisfactory 
.t_  H  pigment  if  used  alone  in  oil,  for  its  crystalline  nature  renders  it  too  trans- 
pa.ent  to  give  good  hiding  power,  and  to  be  of  any  advantage  it  must  be  used 
!  only  mode-  ate  percentages  in  mixed  paints,  which  consist  principally  of  the 
lead  and  zinc-white  pigments.  Its  use  as  an  adulterant  in  white  lead  or  in  any 


other  pigment  or  commodity  is  not  legitimate  and  should  be  discouraged  by  the 
pi’oducers.  here  are  sufficient  legitimate  uses  for  this  valuable  mineral  to  create 
a  healthy  market  for  it  if  properly  handled.  Barytes  is  used  also  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  lithopone,  a  very  white  pigment  that  is  suited  most  particularly  to 
-  in  erior  use  and  is  employed  in  enamels  and  wall  finishes.  Barium  salts  are 
'reported  to  be  used  in  brick-making  in  order  to  overcome  the  efflorescence  of 
bricks. 

Other  uses  for  barytes  are  in  the  manufacture  of  rubber,  wall  paper,  as¬ 
bestos  ecment  and  poker  chips  and  in  tanning  leather.  A  copy  of  the  report  on 
barytes  may  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Sur¬ 
vey,  Washington,  D.  C.

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Professor  Bowman  of  the  Yale  geological  department,  after  a  more  careful 
study  of  the  human  bones  found  by  the  Bingham  expedition  to  Peru,  estimates 
their  minimum  age  at  $50,000  years  instead  of  10,00  years,  the  original  esti¬ 
mate.  The  bones  were  located  under  about  100  feet  of  alluvial  soil  of  the  gla¬ 
cial  age.  Dr.  Eaton  of  the  Yale  museum  has  determined  beyond  doubt  that 
the  bones  belong  to  a  race  type  like  that  of  the  present  Indians  of  Peru. 


Excavations  being  made  at  Abydos,  Egypt,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Egypt  Exploration  Fund,  have  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  many  valuable 
relics.  Among  these  are  mummies  of  members  of  a  Roman  family  found  in  a 
vault,  which  had  escaped  all  former  exploring  parties  and  which  were  therefore 
in  a  state  of  perfect  preservation. 


The  historic  mansion  at  Springfield,  Mar\Jand,  birthplace  of  Betsy  Patter¬ 
son  and  later  the  home  of  former  Gov.  Frank  Brown,  was  burned  to  the  ground 
and  its  contents  destroyed.  Filled  with  relics,  the  mansion  was  a  show  place 
for  lovers  of  Maryland  history.  To  every  visitor  was  pointed  out  the  window 
from  which  Betsy  Patterson  jumped  to  mount  her  horse  to  ride  to  Baltimore 
to  meet  Jerome  Bonaparte,  whom  she  was  later  to  marry. 


The  most  important  art  auction  ever  held  in  Germany  took  place  last 
month  in  the  Peyke  auction  rooms  in  Berlin.  The  collection  of  old  masters  be¬ 
longing  to  the  estate  of  the  late  Edward  F.  Weber,  a  merchant  of  Hamburg, 
was  put  up  for  sale.  Collectors  and  dealers  from  all  parts  of  Europe  and 
America  attended.  Francois  Kleinberger,  an  art  dealer  of  Paris,  gave  $147,500 
for  the  splendid  “Virgin  and  Child”  by  Andrea  Managua. 

One  of  the  biggest  swindles  ever  perpetrated  in  the  country  has  just  come 
to  light  in  Omaha  through  the  discovery  by  local  jewellers  of  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  bogus  elk  teeth.  Thousands  of  the  “teeth”  sold  throughout  the 
country  to  members  of  the  Order  of  Elks  and  collectors  are  said  to  be  made  of 
walrus  tusks  by  Japanese  workmen  in  the  shops  of  a  Seattle  manufacturer. 


In  order  that  the  systematic  collection  and  preservation  of  early  motor 
cars,  motor  cycles,  and  parts  thereof  may  be  organized  without  further  delay,  .. 


the  proprietors  of  the  Motor  have  decided  to  undertake  the  cost  and  work  of 
beginning'  a  motor-car  museum  in  London. 


Professor  George  B.  Gordon,  director  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
feu  cum,  has  just  received  , through  his  agent  in  London,  three  human  heads 
"vluch,  although  preserving  the  full  contour  of  the  features,  are  approximately 
'200  years  old.  They  are  the  grotesquely  tattooed  heads  of  leaders  of  the  an¬ 
cient  Maori  of  New  Zealand,  who  were  first  discovered  in  1770  by  the  famous 
explorer,  Captain  James  Cook.  According  to  Dr.  Gordon,  the  preserved  heads 
are  very  rare,  there  being  only  two  or  three  known  to  be  in  existence  besides 
the  Robley  collection  at  Columbia  University,  which  contains  nearly  a  score. 

Two  old  coins,  one  of  Italian  mintage  of  the  date  of  1811  and  the  other  an 
American  half  dollar  of  1829,  were  found  by  W.  E.  Hhompson  while  repairing 
a  fence  on  his  farm  near  Scottsburg,  Oreg.  The  coins  were  about  four  inches 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  soil.  The  farm  was  owned  in  the  fifties  by  Capt. 
Katcliffe  and  prior  to  that  time  was  a  camping  spot  for  freighters  between 
Umpqua  and  Jacksonville.  The  Italian  coin  is  about  the  size  of  an  American 
dollar  and  on  one  side  bears  the  Napoleon  head  and  the  words:  “Napoleone 
Imperatore  E  Re,  1811  M”;  on  the  reverse  is  a  crown,  a  star,  crossed  banners 
and  the  words:  “Regno  d’ltalia,  Five  Lira,”  and  on  the  rim  the  words:  “Dio 
Prosegge  ITtalia”  and  a  star.  The  American  coin  is  a  half  dollar  of  1829  with 
no  mintage  place  given. 


..William  Field,  superintendent  of  the  Redwood  County  home,  in  Minnesota, 
ref«J  hat  in  digigng  a  well  on  that  place  and  when  at  a  depth  of  eighty  feet, 
wdr..  wen  found  particles  of  petrified  wood  and  what  are  believed  to  be  human 
bones.  The  wood  appears  to  have  been  shaped  for  some  crude  purpose  by  enter¬ 
prising  aborigines.  Several  large  molar  teeth  and  a  piece  of  a  lower  jaw  bone 
were  found.  Local  physicians  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  bone  and  teeth  are 
those  of  an  Indian  and  that  on  account  of  the  state  of  petrifaction  a  period  of 
perhaps  a  thousand  years  has  elapsed  since  the  molars  gave  the  aborigine 
probable  pain. 


The  Magazine  of  American  History  says  it  has  long  been  a  mystery  to  the 
admirers  of  Thomas  Paine  as  to  what  became  of  the  fireplace  in  the  Paine 
homestead  at  New  Rochelle,  N.  Y.,  now  known  as  the  Deveaux  House,  which  is 
situated  in  a  beautiful  park  on  North  avenue  of  that  city  and  maintained  as  a 
Huguenot  memorial  by  the  Huguenot  Association.  For  several  years  the  editor 
of  this  magazine  carried  on  a  painstaking  search  for  this  bit  of  household  util¬ 
ity  and  has  at  at  last  discovered  the  fireplace  in  the  beautiful  home  of  Walter 
Bell  at  Woodbury,  Conn.;  also  the  Franklin  stove,  used  by  the  great  champion 
of  freedom,  both  of  which  are  now  treasured  possessions  of  Mr.  Bell,  and  may 
be  seen  by  those  interested  in  these  relics. 


Workmen  continue  to  dig  up  strange  relics  of  the  past  in  excavating  for 
the  shore  pier  of  the  free  bridge  near  Fourth  Street  and  Chouteau  Avenue.  The 
latest  find  is  a  huge  bone  believed  by  the  workmen  to  be  that  of  a  mastodon’s 
foreleg.  *The  bone  is  thirty-five  inches  long  and  six  inches  in  diameter.  The 
shoulder  socket  and  knee  joint  have  been  perfectly  preserved. — St.  Louis  Post 
Dijupatch. 


CONFEDERATE  CURRENCY.— By  H.  H.  Day,  Canton.  O. 


(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

The  question  of  financing  the  war  was  becoming  serious  and  as  the  kederal 
blockade  was  putting  a  stop  to  all  the  hopes  of  securing  a  much  needed  reve¬ 
nue  by  export  and  import  duties,  its  lack  of  wealth  save  in  land  and  slaves,  and  . 
its  want  of  specie  made  direct  taxation  as  impracticable  as  it  was  unpopirtar,  * 
the  south  was  compelled  by  necessity  to  adopt  a  note  and  bond  policy,  ir  -he 
thankless  effort  to  create  values  where  they  scarcely  existed. 

The  bonds  were  expected  to  bring,  if  not  specie,  produce  and  foodstuffs  for 
the  army,  for  cotton  (which  was  as  good  as  gold),  and  for  munitions  of  war; 
the  treasury  notes  would  be  used  to  meet  the  government  debts  and  pay  the 

army.  .  ,  , 

Up  to  the  middle  of  June,  1881,  there  was  no  depreciation  in  the  value  ot 
the  Confederate  notes  for  the  very  simple  reasons  that  there  had  been  but  a 
few  issued  as  the  proper  paper  and  skilled  engravers  were  very  difficult  to  ob¬ 
tain  and  but  few  were  struck  off  up  to  the  time  of  the  government’s  removal 
from  Montgomery  to  Richmond.  Meanwhile  the  money  of  the  United  States 
was  the  money  of  the  south  w'ith  the  exceptions  of  state  notes  and  “Shinplas- 
ters”  (small  bills  issued  by  banks  and  business  concerns),  gold  was  quoted  at  a 
premium  of  714  percent  and  climbing  rapidly. 

With  the  exceptions  of  Mobile  and  New  Orleans,  all  banks  hail  suspended 
specie  payments  and  w>ere  actively  engaged  in  issuing  notes  to  their  limit,  the 
states  also  had  commenced  the  wholesale  issuing  of  treasury  notes  and  natur¬ 
ally  the  cities  and  private  corporations  followed  suit,  still  with  all  this  paper 
money  there  was  not  enough  to  lelieve  the  situation  as  the  commodities  of  life 
advanced  so  fast  that  they  could  not  keep  up  with  it  even  after  a  law  was  en¬ 
acted,  relieving  the  southern  creditors  from  paying  the  northern  debt3  during 
the  war.  The  Federal  blockade  was  the  real  cause  of  it  all,  as  it  stopped  the 
revenues,  drove  the  prices  higher,  compelled  the  issuing  of  more  money  se¬ 
cured  by  crops  which  it  prevented  the  marketing.  , 

A  German  lithographer  was  employed  to  design  the  bills,  another  German 
was  the  man,  who  as  the  secretary  of  the  treasury,  directed  tfie  Confederate  fi¬ 
nances,  his  name  was  Christopher  G.  Memminger,  while  a  German  by  birth,  fte  . 


was  raised  in  South  Carolino,  a  prominent  man  in  law  and  education  but  knew 
little  of  finance  and  banking.  But  what  he  lacked  in  knowledge,  he  more  than 
made  up  in  work  and  promptly  systematized  his  department  and  the  money  be¬ 
gan  to  flow  in.  ■ 

Alabama  made  the  first  loan,  Louisiana  followed  with  the  largest  gift  of* 
V  r  $500,000  secured  by  seizing  the  United  States  Mint  and  Customs  at  New 
"Orleans,  other  states  followed  with  lesser  gifts  and  loans. 

On  February  28,  the  Confederate  Congress  authorized  a  $15,000,000  loan 
to  consist  of  ten  year  bonds  bearing  8  per  cent  interest,  secured  by  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  an  export  duty  of  one-eighth  of  a  cent  a  pound  on  cotton.  These  were 
floated  at  par  and  met  with  such  a  ready  response  that  by  the  end  of  June, 
half  the  amount  had  been  subscribed,  in  a  single  day,  more  than  $5,000,000 
were  taken  in  Charleston  and  New  Orleans,  but  this  was  made  possible  by  the 
agreement  of  the  southern  bankers  to  pay  in  specie  (which  had  generally  been 
suspended.) 

The  Act  of  March  9th,  created  $1,000,000  in  treasury  notes  bearing  one 
cent  a  day  on  a  $100  and  due  in  one  year,  ranging  from  $50  up,  apparently  for 
investment  and  not  for  circulation. 

In  Secretary  Memminger’s  report  of  May  10th,  the  government’s  receipts 
amounted  to  $1,121,722.51,  not  including  the  proceeds  of  the  loan,  estimated  at 
$8,500,000,  balance  in  treasury  was  $8,628,414.19.  The  Confederate  Congress 
had  up  to  this  time,  appropriated  $17,683,370,  of  which  $993,309,  had  already 
been  paid.  It  was  estimated  that  $54,129,464  would  be  needed  by  February  18, 
1862,  of  which  $11,629,710  would  be  payable  the  first  of  July  and  $17,661,207 
by  October. 

/  j/To  offset  this  there  was#  the  balance  in  the  treasury,  the  balance  of  the 
lou?!t~and  note  issue,  totalling  $16,128,414  necessitating  the  raising  of  $13,000,- 
000  By  October  and  twice  as  much  again  by  February,  to  be  raised  by  loans  and 
direct  taxes. 

On  May  16,  the  Confederate  Congress  authorized  a  $50,000,000  issue  of  8 
per  cent  bonds  ,or  in  place  of  $20,000,000  of  the  bonds,  the  same  amount  of 
treasury  notes,  from  $5.00  up,  redeemable  in  two  years,  no  interest,  receivable 
by  the  government  for  taxes  and  then  to  be  re-issued  as  currency,  was  to  be 
issued.  This  for  the  planters  and  smaller  merchants. 

On  May  21,  a  tariff  bill  was  passed  to  take  effect  August  31,  and  was 
strictly  a  revenue  measure,  with  duties  ranging  from  25  percent  down,  15  per 
cent  on  most  staples  and  foodstuffs;  ships  and  munitions  of  war  on  free  list. 

When  the  first  issue  of  Confederate  money  was  scattered  among  the  peo¬ 
ple  it  commanded  a  slight  premium.  It  then  scaled  down  as  follows: — -June 
1861,  90  cents;  December  1,  1861,  80  cents;  December  15,  1861,  75  cents;  Feb¬ 
ruary  1,  1862,  60  cents;  February  1,  1863,  20  cents;  June  1863,  8  cents;  Janu¬ 
ary  1864,  2  cents;  November  1864,  4%  cents;  January  1865,  2%  cents;  April  1, 
1865,  IV2  cents;  after  that  date  it  took  from  $800  to  $1,000  in  Confederate 
money  to  buy  a  one-dollar  Greenback. 

There  is  really  only  one  right  way  to  collect  Confederate  money  and  that 
is  to  get  one  or  more  good  histories  on  the  Civil  War  and  when  you  get  a  bill 
read  about  the  city  in  which  it  was  issued,  about  the  man  of  note  whose  pic¬ 
ture  will  no  doubt  be  on  it,  important  events  that  happened  in  and  around  that 
■city,  and  by  the  way  of  variation,  study  your  Greek  and  Roman  Mythology  to 
find  out  what  and  who  are  represented  on  the  bills  and  what  they  did  to  cause 


their  picture  to  be  the  appropriate  one  for  the  bill.  Do  not  think  you  can  col¬ 
lect  all  the  bills  and  notes  in  a  short  time,  for  you  will  be  greatly  mistaken  as 
according  to  Massamore,  there  are  over  three  hundred  varieties  and  some  are 
extremely  scarce. 

If  you  will  just  follow  this  plan  with  a  few  notes,  you  will  become  so  in-V" 
terested  that  you  will  not  give  up  until  you  have  as  near  the  complete  set  as  is 
possivle  to  procure,  not  only  that,  whether  you  ever  liked  history  or  not,  you 
will  find  it  in  this  way,  an  intensely  interesting  study  and  a  study  that  every 
American  ought  to  know. 

The  question  often  comes  up  how  to  keep  the  bills  right.  This  is  a  very  sim¬ 
ple  matter,  buy  a  package  of  photographers  transparent  envelopes,  large 
enough  to  accommodate  the  bill, trim  them  to  the  right  width, get  some  adhesive 
tissue  tape,  such  as  the  bankers  use  to  mend  torn  bills,  with  this  fasten  three 
envelopes  together,  the  bottom  of  one  to  the  top  of  another,  on  the  back  side 
only,  now  a  strip  across  each  end.  This  leaves  the  front  side  open  for  the  in¬ 
serting  of  bills  or  changing  them,  giving  you  room  for  three  bills  on  each  page, 
a  convenient  size  and  you  can  see  either  the  front  or  back  without  removing  or 
handling.  Now  perforate  the  ends,  get  two  pasteboard  covers  and  lace  the 
leaves  in.  This  will  give  a  complete  book,  easy  to  handle  and  use  as  reference. 

The  writer  will  be  glad  to  answer  any  questions  (if  you  include  a  stamped 
addressed  envelope),  and  is  also  in  the  market  for  any  notes  that  are  not  now 
in  his  collection.  As  he  is  not  a  dealer,  he  will  not  buy  collections  nor  has  he 
anything  to  sell. 

DELIGHT  IN  RAREST  f  OINS.  j  t\ 

Seated  around  tables  flooded  with  light  in  a  room  at  the  Hotel  Rochester, 
members  of  the  Rochester  Numismatic  Association  examined  for  hours  some 
rare  coins,  a  few  of  them  of  great  value.  One  tossed  out  by  Dr.  G.  P.  French, 
president  of  the  association,  caused  considerable  interest.  Dr.  French’s  coin  is 
of  silver,  of  the  time  of  Alexander  the  Great.  In  the  Greek  alphabet  the  name 
Alexandras  is  spelled  out.  There  are  also  his  features,  with  the  face  of  Zeus, 
father  of  the  Greek  gods,  and  the  sacred  eagle.  On  one  side  is  a  plow  that  the 
learned  numismatists  said  was  a  mint  mark.  Another  coin,  bearing  the  name 
of  Maximilian,  was  brought  out.  Several  earthen  or  composition  coins,  said  to 
be  shekels,  centuries  old,  were  shown.  These  coins  were  shown  by  Dr.  French 
for  the  purpose  of  having  the  members  choose  the  likeness  of  three  coins  to  be 
placed  on  the  association’s  stationery’.  It  was  decided  to  use  the  tetradrachma, 
with  the  face  of  Alexander,  and  the  first  colonial  cent  minted  in  this  state,  with 
the  date  of  1793,  and  another  American  coin,  known  as  the  chain  cent  of  1793, 
on  which  the  Goddess  of  Liberty  was  depicted  with  flowing  locks. 

“How  much  are  they  worth?”  the  curious  person  inquires.  More  than  the 
ordinary  man  could  scrape  up  in  several  months,  especially  the  Alexander  coin. 
The  values  of  some  coins  are  conspicuously  apparent,  for  one  memoer  paid  S50 
for  the  first  gold  dollai  minted  in  San  Francisco.  It  was  like  a  good  many  other 
dollars  with  the  exception  of  the  date,  1870,  and  the  distinctive  “S”  mint  mark 
told  the  numismatist  that  it  had  come  out  of  the  mint  on  the  Pacific  slope.  Dr. 
French  showed  several  varieties  of  rare  early  American  cents.  Some  had  a  die 
flaw  in  one  place  and  some  in  another.  One  had  a  faint  circle  connecting  the 
stars  which  surrounded  the  head  of  Liberty.  All  these  marks  made  the  coins 
immensely  more  valuable  than  those  that  were  flawless. — Sent  by  Yawger. 


KADI  AH  ISLAND  TOPHANALUK  BASKETS. — By  Harry  E.  Rieseberg. 


Kadiah  Island*,  situated  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  southeast  of  the  Peninsula  of 
Alaska  and  in  the  line  of  the  prolongation  of  the  Konai  Peninsula,  is  famous 
for  its  unique  method  of  fashioning  its  baskets  of  Topkhanaluk  or  wild  rye. 

Vrih3  island  is  about  100  miles  in  length  by  60  miles  in  width,  covering  an  area 
of  about  5,000  square  miles.  Its  coast  is  very  irregular,  being  much  cut  up  by 
bays  and  fiords,  and  has  many  smaller  islands  about  it,  the  largest  being 
Afognak  to  the  north,  separated  from  it  only  by  a  narrow  winding  strait.  The 
island  is  very  rocky  and  has  an  extensive  low  forest  growth.  There  is  little 
soil  for  cultivation  except  the  alluvial  lands  near  the  mouths  of  streams,  and 
the  summers  are  too  cool  for  successful  agriculture. 

The  aborigines  are  apparently  the  Kaniagmuts,  a  people  like  the  Aleuts, 
but  among  the  inhabitants  are  the  latter  and  some  representatives  of  contin¬ 
ental  tribes.  They  are  devoted  to  hunting  and  fishing,  the  latter  being  their 
chief  occupation.  The  habits  and  modes  of  life  are  almost  like  those  of  theii 
Inuit  neighbors,  but  their  language,  except  in  its  grammatical  system  differs 
widely  from  the  Eskimo. 

The  history  of  these  skilled  basket  weavers  is  said  to  date  as  far  back  as 
1741  when  the  island  was  first  discovered  by  Bering,  and  to  see  the  swift,  deft 
fingers  of  even  the  children  workers,  it  is  at  once  apparent  that  their  skill  na> 
been  inherited  for  many  generations. 

Topkhanaluk  or  wild  rye  is  used  for  making  these  baskets.  It  is  cut  and 
woven  generally  in  the  months  of  July  and  August,  by  the  women,  while  en¬ 
gaged  in  curing  salmon.  The  lower  stalks  are  chosen  because  they  become 
yel]i,w  through  the  want  of  light.  In  order  to  secure  uniformity  in  texture 
the  lyroader  stalks  are  split  coarse  or  fine,  and  cut  into  thinness  desired  for  the 
various  kinds  of  baskets,  etc.,  for  which  it  may  be  intended.  No  apparatus  out¬ 
side  of  an  ordinary  knife  and  nimble  fingers  has  to  do  wTith  the  manuf.ic  tuie  of 
these  baskets.  The  coiling  often  starts  on  a  disk  of  sealskin,  which  forms  the 
center  of  the  bottom  of  the  completed  basket.  Nearly  all  of  these  are  woven 
without  ornamentation,  although  sometimes  a  line  or  so  near  the  top,  often 
effected  by  introducing  one  or  more  rows  of  black  rags,  the  warp  strands  form¬ 
ing  a  heavy  plaited  rope-like  border,  which  permits  carriage  by  means  of 
cords  through  the  openings.  These  baskets  are  used  chiefly  in  gathering  ber¬ 
ries  and  also  in  straining  a  kind  of  wine  made  from  them.  These  baskets  are 
quite  rare  and  are  worth  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  dollars  apiece,  which  de- 
psends  on  the  size  and  quality. 

*Native  name:— Enakhtak. 


The  outstanding  item  in  the  sale  of  the  second  portion  of  the  Hoe  library 
was  a  copy  of  the  Gutenberg  Bible,  printed  at  Mainz  by  Gutenberg  and  Fust 
(1450-55),  formerly  in  the  library  of  Lord  Ashburnham.

For  a  first  edition  of  Caxton’s  print  of  Geoffrey  Chaucer’s  “Canterbury  Tales,” 
one  of  eleven  existing  copies,  of  which  but  two  are  perfect,  $5,000  was  paid. 
The  perfect  copies  of  the  book  are  in  the  British  Museum  and  the  Merton  Col¬ 
lege  Library,  Oxford.

Dwight  Isely  has  an  interesting  article  on  the  birds  of  Sedgwick  county, 
Kans.,  in  the  January  issue  of  the  “Auk,”  the  official  organ  of  the  American 
Ornithologists  Union.  Mr.  Isely  has  made  a  careful  study  of  the  birds  of  that 
county. 


Rev.  Father  Wm.  Metzdorf,  formerly  a  well  known  Catholic  missionary  in 
Kansas  and  who  had  acquired  more  than  local  fame  as  a  student  of  natural 
science  and  archaeology,  died  at  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  last  month.  He  was  vice 
president  of  the  Wisconsin  Archaeological  society. 


F  M.  King  of  Atchison,  has  a  Spanish  coin  of  1781,  coined  during  the 
reign  of  King  Carlos,  the  Third.  He  has  a  bullet  which  he  pried  out  of  the  sea 
wall  of  San  Juan  P.  R-,  which  proved  to  be  the  kind  of  bullet  used  by  the  Eng¬ 
lish  when  they  made  an  attack  upon  that  town  in  1795.  He  also  has  a  Spa  rush 
two-centavo  piece  dated  1800. 


Brown  county  boasts  of  the  following  interesting  old  clocks:  H.  D.  West,  o 
Horton,  has  one  which  is  made  entirely  of  wood  except  one  wheel.  It  was  made 
by  Edward  M.  Barnes  of  Bristol,  Conn.,  in  1840.  It  has  been  in  service  72  years 
and  still  keeps  excellen  time.  Chas.  Hand  of  Everest,  has  a  similar  clock,  be¬ 
ing  made  of  walnut  wood,  except  one  wheel  which  is  metal.  It  has  been  keep¬ 
ing  good  time  for  65  years.  Mr.  Hand  also  has  some  silver  spoons  which 
came  from  Scotland  60  years  ago. 


At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Old  Settlers  Association  of  Palmyra  township, 
Douglas  county,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  solicit  funds  and  erect  a  monu¬ 
ment  on  the  Black-Jack  battle  ground.  The  committee  decided  to  raise  two 
hundred  dollars  and  set  up  a  stone  marker  with  appropriate  inscription  and 
have  it  ready  for  dedication  on  the  22nd  of  next  June,  which  is  the  anniversary 
of  the  battle. 


The  Kansas  University  recently  received  as  a  donation  to  its  museum  an 
interesting  collection  of  Indian  grinding  stones  or  metates,  from  Robert  Jordon 
of  Light,  Arizona. 

Members  of  the  different  camera  clubs  of  which  The  WEST  is  the  official 
organ  will  be  interested  in  knowing  that  Ottawa  university  has  started  a  class 
in  kodaking,  the  only  one  of  its  kind  anywhere,  so  far  as  can  be  learned,  and 


25  young  men  and  women  have  taken  up  the  course. 


In  the  K.  U.  museum,  there  is  the  skeleton  of  what  is  known  among  scien¬ 
tists  as  a  bison  occidentalis.  This  creature  is  supposed  to  have  lived  at  least 
Lhu  nty  thousand  years  ago.  When  its  remains  were  unearthed  a  curious  thing 
was  discovered.  An  arrowhead  was  found  underneath  the  bone  known  as  the 
right  scapula.  It  was  firmly  imbedded  in  the  bone  and  is  of  a  peculiar  make. 


George  Martin,  secretary  of  the  Kansas  Historical  Society,  is  trying  to 
get  an  original  copy  of  a  letter  of  marque  and  reprisal  issued  during  the  Queen 
Anne  War  in  1702.  L.  E.  Bagg  of  Hutchinson  has  the  original  copy  of  one  of 
these  letters  issued  by  William  Greene,  governor  of  Rhode  Island  at  the  time 
the  war  broke  out.  Mr.  Bagg  is  a  descendant  of  Governor  Greene. 


Thomas  Bishard,  living  two  miles  east  of  Marmaton,  has  a  large  45  caliber 
Springfield  rifle  bullet  that  he  found  in  his  pasture.  This  deadly  missile,  now  a 
harmless  and  silent  memento  of  the  great  General  Price  raid,  will  be  pre¬ 
served  among  others  as  an  historical  collection  of  the  stormy  times  of  ’61-’65. 
Mr.  Bishard  stated  that  he  has  found  a  number  of  balle  and  cartridges  from 
time  to  time  in  his  fields. 


A.  K.  W  olfe  postal  clerk  between  Atchison  and  Rulo,  has  a  genuine  copy 
of  the  Boston  Gazette  and  Country  Journal  of  Monday,  March  12,  1770.  The 
paper  is  a  four-page,  four  column  sheet,  contains  a  two-page  account  of  the 
Boston  riot.

REV.  FITZGERALD  SPEAKS  TO  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 

Semi-precious  stones,  chalcedony,  agates,  occasionally  topazes,  and  even 
rubies  may  be  found  along  the  Republican  river,  at  places  along  the  Platte  and 
in  southeastern  Nebraska.  These  are  found  in  certain  glacial  deposits,  says 
Professor  Condra  of  the  state  university.  Though  they  are  not  of  great  value, 
few  of  them  being  rare  specimens,  yet  many  of  them  make  beautiful  jewelry! 
Moss  agates  are  quite  numerous  and  occasionally  an  opal  may  be  found. 

At  the  state  historical  museum  is  a  collection  gathered  by  Rev.  Dennis 
Fitzgerald  from  deposits  of  sand  and  gravel  along  the  banks  of  the  Republican 
river.  Some  of  these  have  been  polished  and  some  mounted.  These  make  beau¬ 
tiful  pieces  of  jewelry.  In  his  collection  are  several  hundred  pieces  of  manv  va¬ 
rieties.  He  has  found  jasper,  chalcedony,  pearls,  agates,  rubies,  topazes, 
sapphires,  and  others.  In  speaking  of  making  this  collection,  he  says: 

“In  May  1906,  when  I  first  went  to  Red  Cloud  my  attention  was  attracted 
to  the  formation  of  the  country  from  the  geological  standpoint.  A  range  of 
hills  reaching  from  Kansas  to  Hardy  in  Nuckolls  county,  extends  in  a  northwest 
couse  for  hundreds  of  miles.  Going  beyond  these  hills  from  Clay  Center,  I 
found  a  peculiar  sand  formation  running  east  and  west.  From  investigation  I 
found  that  it  was  the  southern  boundary  of  a  great  and  ancient  river,  of  a  tor¬ 
tuous  course  and  some  three  miles  wide.  The  sand  formation  was  mixed  with 
coarse  gravel.”  Searching  among  the  sand  and  gravel  spread  before  him,  here 
Mr.  Fitwgerald  wound  the  semi-precious  stones  of  his  collection.  In  the  rough 
these  are  of  a  very  ordinary  appearance.  One  not  knowing  what  rare  speci¬ 
mens^  they  are  would  no  doubt  have  thrown  them  away  without  a  thought. _

MISSOURI  MELANGE. 


J.  S.  Shackleford,  of  Bates  City,  while  looking  through  old  family  papers 
recently,  found  a  promissory  note  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  for  $20,  is¬ 
sued  in  1801.  He  took  it  to  Kansas  City  and  showed  it  to  several  bankers,  but 
none  of  them  knew  whether  it  would  be  collectable  now,  after  the  lapse  of  lief 
years,  but  one  of  them  offered  $25  for  the  curiosity.  Mr.  S.  refused  the  offer. 
His  great  grandfather  was  John  Finney  of  Kentucky,  and  the  note  was  among 
papers  left  by  him.  There  was  also  among  the  papers,  yellowed  with  age,  a 
bill  of  sale  of  a  negro  woman,  his  greatgrandfather  had  bought  for  $300  in 
1817. 

Robert  Edwards  was  fined  $25  in  Kansas  City  recently  for  stealing  four 
carved  pipes  from  the  Dyer  collected  of  curios  in  the  Public  Museum.  He  said 
he  was  driven  to  the  theft  by  cold  and  hunger. 


Edward  Butts  recently  gave  the  Kansas  City  Public  Museum  an  interesting 
collection  of  Kansas  City  relics  consisting  of  a  copy  of  the  Kansas  City  Enter¬ 
prise  of  April  4,  1857;  some  cannon  balls  and  bullets  found  on  the  Westport 
battlefield;  an  Indian  scalping  knife  found  sticking  in  the  rafters  of  an  old 
house  in  Kansas  City;  a  city  warrant  for  $2  in  the  form  of  an  ordinary  $2 
bill,  dated  1870;  “shin-plasters”  issued  by  Missouri  during  the  Civil  War; 
medals  issued  at  Kansas  City  expositions  at  an  early  date;  old  candle  inolds, 
tallow  dips,  a  “log-house  lamp,”  and  a  copy  of  the  Missouri  Gazette  of  iJuly 
26,  1808,  published  at  St.  Louis,  Louisiana. 


An  English  shilling,  apparently  of  the  date  1149,  A.  D.,  was  dug  up  by  W. 
M.  Lancaster,  4920  Park  Avenue,  Kansas  City,  recently.  It  was  buried  over 
seven  feet  deep  in  the  soil,  and  was  found  with  another  coin  of  apparently 
great  age,  but  the  date  of  which  had  been  effaced.  The  date  is  very  dim  on  the 
one  coin,  as  it  is  worn  to  almost  paper  thinness.  How  it  came  there  is  a 
mystery  to  Mr.  Lancaster. 


One  of  the  treasures  of  William  G.  Moseley,  who  lives  at  123  Park  Avenue, 
Kansas  City,  is  a  sword  which  was  given  to  Priestly  N.  O’Bannon,  a  great- 
uncle  of  Mrs.  Miseley  by  the  state  of  Virginia  for  his  service  during  the  war 
of  United  States  with  Tripoli.  Mr.  O’Bannan  was  a  color  bearer  and  planted 
the  flag  on  the  ramparts  of  the  city  of  Derne,  in  Africa,  in  the  siege  of  that 
city  in  1908.  He  was  the  first  American  to  plant  the  American  flag  on  foreign 
soil.  The  sword  has  been  handed  down  from  generation  to  generation.  Mrs. 
Moseley  was  the  daughter  of  Lieut.  Col.  George  T.  ottCon  of  the  Union  Army. 
He  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Stone  River. 


The  old  Catholic  church  at  Weston  was  recently  torn  down  and  in  the 
cornerstone  was  found  a  number  of  old  coins  dating  from  1807  to  1844,  the 
latter  being  the  year  the  church  was  built.  The  parchment  containing  the 
records  crumbled  to  atoms.

Frank  J.  P. — The  1838  U.  S.  cent,  fine  25c.  1803  good,  50c.  1853  quarter 
with  arrows  and  rays,  no  premium.  Without  arrows  and  rays,  if  fine  S3. 


John  C. — No  premium  on  1847  half  eagle  unless  proof.  You  do  not  state 
metal  composition  of  George  3rd  coin.  The  rubbing  is  a  Chinese  cash,  1000  for 
$1.0Q>.  The  1859  U.  S.  half  dollar  unless  in  uncirculated  condition  commands 
litt!4  ■premium. 


“Coming  events  cast  their  shadow  before  them.”  Numismatic  Sparks  may 
be  the  fore-runner  of  anti-rust  iron  money.  Numismatic  steel  and  flint  ".ill 
strike  sparks  in  the  near  future.  It  is  suggested  that  the  new  nickle  be  made 
from  steel  and  afterwards  subjected  to  a  high  temperature  with  zinc,  which 
process  would  fill  the  pores  of  the  steel  rendering  it  nearly  as  indestructable 
as  gold  or  silver  and  proof  against  acids  and  alkalies. 


J.  L.  E. — Initials  of  artist  found  on  all  1909  Quarters  Eagles,  not  rare. 


W.  G.  S. — The  1851  U.  S.  dollar  worth  $2.  For  the  value  of  Alexander 
Kincaid  1746  Edenberg  bible,  we  refer  to  any  of  the  readers  of  the  WEST  fox- 
information. 


Auguste  M. — Your  answer  is  found  under  answer  to  Frank  J.  P’s  in  re- 
gord  to  silver  quarter  of  1853.  The  hole  reduces  it  to  bullion  value.  The  1849 
dime  with  hole,  worth  old  silver  value. 


S.  L.  N. — You  ask  what  injuries  to  a  coin  would  result  in  its  numismatic 
value  depreciation  that  should  be  mentioned  in  its  description  in  an  auction 
catalogue.  A  coin  is  described  as  proof,  extremely  fine,  very  fine,  fine,  very 
good,  g<*>d,  fair  and  poor.  The  following  defects  if  present  on  the  coin  must 
be  noted  to  make  a  legal  description:  Dents,  holes,  clipping,  sweating,  substitu¬ 
tion  boring,  scratches,  engraving,  counterstamping,  bending,  altering,  improv- 


ing,  scouring,  polishing,  burnishing,  varnishing,  coloring  and  staining,  corro¬ 
sion,  varnish,  solder  marks,  and  spreading,  nicks.  The  following  errors  histori¬ 
cally  mark  the  escape  of  imperfect  pieces  from  the  watchful  eye  of  the  coiners 
at  that  date  and  as  such  have  a  special  value  in  a  class  by  themselves.  Drift 
marks  (field  not  struck  up),  double  struck  and  struck  off  center  of  planchet. ^ 

'  E.  S. — Your  father  was  an  Royal  Arch  Mason,  and  the  penny  he  left  you 
is  a  Masonic  Mark  Penny.  At  the  building  of  the  Temple  in  Jerusalem  the 
workmen,  all  master  masons  were  paid  a  penny  for  each  days  work  on  the 
Temple,  even  though  they  came  at  the  11th  hour,  this  caused  murmurings  and 
discontent  among  many  of  those  masons  who  had  arrived  on  time  but,  “it 
availed  them  naught.”  This  penny  is  commemorative  and  of  no  intrinsic  value, 
but  is  highly  prized  by  each  member  receiving  one. 

B.  R. — Yes,  your  fractional  paper  money  is  called  a  shin  plaster  and  the 
name  originated  in  New  England  where  stones  and  sharp  pointed  rocks  are 
plentiful.  The  “natives”  frequently  “knocked  the  bark  off”  the  shin  bone,  a 
very  difficult  place  to  heal,  so  a  benevolent  Druggist  invented  a  plaster  formed 
to  fit  the  protuberance  and  protect  the  bone  from  further  injury.  These  were 
frequently  lost  and  so  much  resembled  a  soiled  fractional  piece  that  lucky 
finders  carefully  scrutinized  a  “find”  before  touching  it. 


George  S.—  The  reason  your  proof  coins  are  tarnishing  is  because  of  the 
sulphur  in  the  rubber  bands  you  use  around  them  so  freely.  The  sulphur  ac¬ 
tually  corrodes  and  rusts  the  delicate  surface  of  the  coins.  To  prevent  further 
tarnish  wrap  each  coin  in  several  thicknesses  of  grass  bleached  tissue  p»':per 
used  by  Jewelers  for  the  same  purpose  on  heir  silverware. 


Mrs  S. — The  rubbing  shews  a  Cl. i sago  Store  Card  No.  1.  A  brass  piece 
size  11,  same  die  on  obverse  ai  d  r  everse,  r  circle  inclosing  “IT”  on  first  line,  a 
small  letter  “o”  surrounded  by  ..  .apital  1  tter  “C”  on  second  line.

It  is  used  by  the 
Automatic  Telephone  Co.  of  Chicago,  rnd  th"  value  is  two  checks  or  calls  for 
5c,  The  next  is  Chicago  Store  <  ard  No.  2,  Ize  13,  Obverse  “THE  FAIR”  in 
two  lines  and  dot  ornament  atevo  ai  d  brlov  ,  beaded  circle  around.  Reverse, 
in  center  “USE,”  in  a  circle  “FOR  STORE"  above,  “ONLY”  below,  all  en¬ 
closed  by  a  beaded  circle.  This  was  used  as  a  telephone  check  at  the  Fair  de¬ 
partment  store  cor.

Amy  A.  L. — Yes,  there  are  many  ladies  interested  in  coin  and  stamp  col¬ 
lecting,  many  are  very  enthusiastic  until  they  need  the  rare  expensive  coins 
and  fall  by  the  wayside.  You  had  best  start  on  Roman  if  your  curriculum  at 
school  included  Latin.  Study  portraits,  inscriptions  and  the  history  of  that 
period.  Know  each  coin  and  be  able  to  recognize  it  at  a  glance  and  it  wall 
afford  you  many  hours  of  pleasurable  recreation  and  enjoyment. 


Chas.  T. _ Your  soiled  fractional  currency  does  not  congnand  as  large  a 


premium  as  the  strictly  crisp  uncirculated  and  many  high-browed  collectors 
would  not  think  of  placing  it  in  their  colelctions.  The  Hon.  Franklin  MacVeagh, 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States  has  perfected  a  process  for  renovating  just 
such  money.  It  would  be  a  very  profitable  enterprise  to  purchase  all  the  old 
stuff  and  render  it  valuable  by  using  his  washing  system. 


F.  N.  T.— Your  request  to  hygienically  decide  for  you  which  is  or  will  be 
the  most  pleasing  diversion  and  recreation  for  the  leisure  time  of  your  son  is 
to  say  the  least  placing  me  in  a  rather  delicate  position.  Coins  can  be  washed 
and  disinfected  rendering  their  handling  perfectly  safe  and  in  addition  their 
study  covers  a  much  logner  perod  of  the  world’s  history  and  are  like  stamps, 
you  can  never  get  enough,  even  if  you  have  unlimited  money  to  spend  as  Mr. 
Morgan  discovered  when  he  found  it  impossible  to  secure  a  complete  series  of' 
U.  S.  Coins.  The  collection  of  unused  stamps  is  perfectly  safe,  but-  when  you 
consider  the  usual  method  of  attaching  stamps  in  every  walk  of  life,  by  those 
suffering  from  all  the  ills  mankind  is  heir  to,  it  brings  up  a  grave  question 
whether  an  international  law  should  not  be  passed  requiring  those  affixing 
stamps  to  use  pure  water.  If  some  inventor  will  devise  a  safer,  more  sanitary 
way  he  will  deserve  the  highest  econiums  and  praise  from  suffering  humanity.

E.  R.  V. — No,  the  U.  S.  coins  are  not  made  of  the  pure  metal  as  their 
names  would  indicate,  but  for  a  certain  purpose,  that  of  producing  better  wear¬ 
ing  qualities,  they  are  alloyed  with  other  metals,  which  in  the  csae  of  gold  and' 
silver  is  10  per  cent  of  copper.  The  nickle  one  to  three  parts  of  copper,  and 
the  cents  are  made  of  copper  and  tin.  At  the  U.  S.  Mint  Philadelphia,  gold  is 
redeq/med  at  the  full  value  of  pure  gold  returned,  even  if  mutilated  at  bullion 
price  Vo'nly.  The  nickle  at  face  value  if  worn,  if  mutilated  worthless  and  the 
cents  in  the  same  class. 


Eva  T. — The  rarest  Hard  Times  Token  is  the  Low  No.  2  considered  unique 
It  is  in  the  collection  of  a  prominent  Chicago  collector,  Mr.  Virgil  M.  Brand. 


T.  E.  N. — \  our  lightweight  half  eagle  is  a  patern  piece  struck  in  copper, 
afterwards  plated  with  gold.  By  comparing  weight  with  other  pattern  pieces 
and  finding  them  the  same  determines  this  fact. 


O.  J.  P. — The  1877  Fifty  dollar  gold  pieces  were  never  authorized  by  act 
of  Congress  and  are  only  patern  pieces,  now  on  exhibition  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint.  “By  the  way”  there  must  be  thousands  of  these  pattern  pieces  in  exis¬ 
tence,  as  they  bob  up  with  persistent  frequency.  It  is  clearly  a  violation  of  U. 
S.  laws  that  they  be  permitted  to  leave  the  mint  at  Philadelphia.  It  seems 
probable  that  the  greater  number  of  these  pieces  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the 
original  purchasers,  who  obtained  them  for  little  if  any  premium.  “Patterns 
for  all  or  patterns  for  none.” 


*  B.  G. — A  silver  dollar  size  is  more  preferable  in  many  ways  in  a  collec- 
T  tion  than  gold  of  a  similar  value.  The  gold  is  easily  lost  and  requires  a  mag¬ 
nifying  glass  to  decipher  inscriptions,  etc.  The  fact  that  the  silver  is  more 
bulky  anil  heavier  would  be  more  than  offset  by  the  greater  pleasure  and  ease 
with  which  it  could  be  exhibited,  as  more  than  half  the  pleasure  of  collecting 
is  in  showing  your  prizes  and  gems  to  those  interested  in  the  science.

f  Geo.  H.  Todd,  Jr.,  of  Montgomery,  Alabama,  is  an  enthusiastic  collector  of 
firearms.  Mr.  Todd’s  collection  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  state  and  contains 
over  five  hundred  specimens,  of  which  some  are  very  rare.  His  father,  who 
bears  the  same  n*me,  was  proprietor  of  a  sporting  .goods  store  adn  manufac¬ 
tured  firearms  during  the  Civil  War.  He  (the  elder  Mr.  Todd)  is  yet  hale  and 
hearty,  although  in  his  seventy-fourth  year.  He  is  one  of  the  few  surviving 
armorers  of  the  Confederacy. 


_  ‘  RACEY’S  CURIOS, 

tr  Shawnee  Tenn.— G.  W.  Racey,  of  this  place,  who  has  one  of  the  finest  col¬ 
lections  of  Indian  and  Civil  war  relics  outside  of  public  museums,  hashed 
another  very  interesting  and  valuable  find  to  his  many  curios. 

While  stopping  with  James  Thomas,  a  farmer  living  near  Ridgedale  Mr. 
Racev  noticed  a  curiously  shaped  stone  lying  on  the  floor  near  a  partition »  door. 
Closer  examination  showed  that  it  was  made  from  blue-gray  granite  and  highly 
polished' and  was  shaped  like  a  cobbler’s  last.  As  the  workmanship  was  identi¬ 
cal  with  many  other  of  his  curios,  Mr.  Racey  bought  it  from  Mr.  Thomas  and 
has  placed  it  among  his  Indian  relics.  Mr.  Racey’s  collection  was  on  exhibi¬ 
tion  at  the  Appalachian  exposition  last  year  and  was  viewed  by  thousands  of 
interested  spectators. 


FIREARM  HISTORY.

ORIGIN  OF  FIREARM  MECHANISMS. 

When  the  Spanish  conquerors  followed  Columbus  across  the  seas,  they 
brought  with  them  to  America,  cross  bows  and  match  lock  guns.  Although 
guns  had  been  made  light  enough  to  be  carried  and  fired  by  soldiers  since  about 
i:r.O  and  mechanisms  had  been  applied  to  their  breeches  or  tipping  the  light¬ 
ed  coal  of  the  slow  match  into  the  priming  powder  perhaps  as  early  as  13,5 
vet  the  art  of  gunmaking  was,  of  course,  in  its  infancy,  and L  the  match  lock 
gun  remained  an  undeveloped  firearm  until  after  the  year  loOO.  Already ,  hu- 
r  an  minds  were  at  work  on  the  problem  of  shooting  several  consecutive  shoots 


rapidly  out  of  the  same  gun  and  even  in  that  far-off  time  there  was  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  modern  revolver. — Mark  Field  Catalogue. 


A  FEAST  IN  FIREARMS. 

1*  ,  you  do  not  enjoy  rummaging  around  an  old  shop  and  digging  up  wrecks 

of  firearms  you  are  not  entitled  to  the  name  of  “Collector.”  No  one  ever  gets  a 
greater  thrill  from  finding  a  diamond  or  nugget  of  gold  in  a  gold  mine  than  a 
collector  does  on  unearthing  a  rare  specimen.  As  pleasant  an  afternoon'  as  I 
ever  passed  was  under  an  old  house  in  a  Southern  city  sorting  over  several 
wagon  loads  of  old  guns  and  pistols.  It  was  hot  weather  and  the  dust  and  dirt 
made  it  necessary  to  shed  as  much  clothing  as  the  law  would  allow.  A  light 
was  necessary  and  the  only  available  one  was  a  large  church  wax  candle  which 
I  did  not  consider  a  desecration  as  it  was  used  in  a  cause  that  was  sacred  to 
me.  This  half-day’s  work  netted  me  over  two  hundred  pounds  of  specimens  be¬ 
sides  fifty  Colt  revolvers  all  in  fairly  good  shape  so  far  as  looks  were  con¬ 
cerned,  although  they  needed  a  few  parts  as  repairs.  Such  finds  as  these  do 
not  occur  very  often,  and  the  above  mentioned  instances  are  the  only  “real 
killings”  I  ever  made. 


A  FINE  COLLECTION. 

By  the  acquisition  of  26  pieces  of  Moorish  firearms,  William  Hildebrecht 
has  probably  the  greatest  collection  of  firearms  in  the  state,  says  the  Trenton 
{N.  J.)  Advertiser.  The  weapons  range  from  39  pounds  in  weight  to  a  half 
ounce,  the  latter  being  a  perfect  five  shot  revolver  fitted  with  brass  cartridges 
,  j,  that  rriake  a  loud  detonation  when  fired. 

ivf|- ;■.>  Hildebreeht’s  latest  find  came  from  the  collection  of  a  much  traveled 
Philadelphia  lawyer,  deceased,  and  was  obtained  through  H.  M.  Read,  the  local 
auctioneer.  The  weapons  are  all  flintlock  pistols,  of  various  sizes  and  are  hand¬ 
somely  decorated  in  wrought  and  hand  carved  silver  and  brass. 

A  CONTRIBUTION  TO  HISTORY. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  articles  from  a  collector’s  as  well  as  a  historian’s 
point  of  view  is  the  article  “Firearms  of  the  Confederacy” — being  an  authentic 
and  the  most  complete  manual  yet  compiled  on  the  manufacture  and  securing  of 
arms  for  the  Confederate  States  of  America.  The  work  of  an  historian  who 
has  devoted  his  spare  time  for  years  to  inquiry  and  research  for  facts  which 
our  fathers  neglected  to  record  at  the  time  of  the  great  struggle.  This  was  the 
feature  article  of  Antique  Firearms  for  December  and  is  a  product  of  Richard 
D.  Steuart  of  the  Baltimore  Sun. 


THE  DROPPED  STITCH  IN  CIVIL  WAR  HISTORY. 

A  complete  list  of  the  revolvers  of  Confederate  manufacture  has  not  yet 
been  made;  neither  is  it  likely  that  one  will  ever  be  completed.  The  loss  of  rec¬ 
ords,  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  historian,  absence  of  active  collectors  in  the 
South  until  recent  years,  and  the  short  time  that  the  Confederate  arsenals 
existed,  contribute  to  make  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  the  task  of  making  an 
accurate  list  of  the  types  particularly  belonging  to  the  Confederacy.  Much  of 
the  histo^  of  Confederate-made  arms  will  never  be  known  to  the  outside 
world  until  we  adopt  the  same  methods  and  proceed  in  almost  exactly  the  same 
way  the  archaeologist  pursues  in  unraveling  the  records  of  that  era  prior  to 
-  •  -the  j^a  n  of  written  history — From  Antique  Firearms.

80ciaiion  for  reference.  Secretary  was  also  requested  to  thank  Mr.  Adams  for 
the  copies  of  the  March  1912  Numismatist,  which  were  distributed  among  the 
members  with  the  hope  that  they  will  al  leventually  become  members  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association,  and  to  express  our  appreciation  of  Mr.  Ad¬ 
ams’  kindness  in  publishing  notices  of  our  meetings,  etc. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  an  invitation  be  sent  in  the  name  of  this 
A>sociation  to  Mr.  H.  O.  Granberg,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of

Dr.  French 
exhibited  a  gold  coin  of  Magnentius  of  Rome,  350-353  A.  D.;  a  large  Mass. 


shilling-  with  full  border,  in  beautiful  condition,  also  a  1801  cent,  uncirculater 
condition,  with  the  1-100  cut  over  1-000,  very  rare  in  this  condition.

There  has  come  to  my  attention,  from  several  sources,  statements  to  the 
effect  that  bogus  hematite  axes,  ornaments  and  celts  were  being  made  in  or 
near  St.  Charles,  Missouri;  also  that  slate  ornaments  or  problematical  forms 
are  made  in  Indiana.  Further,  that  in  Tennessee  and  Virginia  near  the  former 
postoffices  of  Flag  Pond,  Robinette  and  Blackwater,  bogus  specimens  have  been 
made  and  sold. 

I  have  taken  up  this  matter  with  the  U.  S.  Postal  authorities  and  all  that 
is  needed  to  convict  the  makers  of  fraudulent  archaeological  specimens  is 
proof  that  these  are  sold  through  the  mails.  It  is  necessary  to  have  the  letters 
offering  these  for  sale  and  copies  of  advertisements  issued  by  parties  who  sell 
bogus  archaeological  specimens.  Any  collector  who  has  exact  evidence  along 
these  lines  will  render  a  service  to  his  fellow  collectors  if  he  will  communi¬ 
cate  with  me  immediately.  Nothing  but  positive  information  is  desired. 

I  have  received  a  letter  from  one  of  the  most  prominent  dealers  in  archae¬ 
ological  specimens,  a  man  whom  I  have  known  for  twenty  years,  and  whose 
honesty  is  unquestioned.  He  states  that  in  his  opinion  the  collectors  themselves 
are  chiefly  to  blame  for  the  presence  of  bogus  ai-chaeological  specimens  in  their 
^exhibits,  that  some  collectors  purchase  fancy  or  unheard-of  forms  without  in¬ 
quiring*  into  their  history.  There  is  a  demand  for  the  unique,  the  unheard-of, 
and  this  encourages  fraud.  This  gentleman,  who  is  a  keen  observer,  has  told 
me  that  in  a  number  of  important  collections  he  has  observed  bogus  specimens 
and  in  some  instances  the  men  admit  knowing  these  are  bogus,  but  state  they 
purchased  them  to  show  the  difference  between  bogus  and  genuine  forms. 

All  of  this  is  very  dangerous,  for  the  average  person  does  not  know  the 
difference  between  a  bogus  and  a  genuine  hematite  axe.  No  good  can  come 
from  purchasing  fraudulent  specimens  even  for  comparison.  * 

The  matter  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  in  so  many  letters  that,  as 
stated  above,  I  am  willing  to  assist  the  Postoffice  Department  in  putting  an  end 
to  it,  provided  that  the  collectors  interested  will  do  something  to  save  them¬ 
selves  and  protect  their  exhibits.  All  those  who  have  evidence  against  any  in¬ 
dividual  or  firm  are  requested  to  write  to  me  at  once.

EDITORIAL  CORNER. 

We  have  lately  been  forcibly  reminded  of  the  cosmopolitan  character  of 
philately  by  what  publications  we  have  received  from  other  parts  of  the 
world  than  our  own  country,  the  United  States  of  North  America. 

To  begin  with  there  are  two  price  lists  of  Japanese  stamps  from  Japan, one 
from  Messrs  James,  Eades  &  Co.,  P.  0.  Box  152,  Yokahoma,  Japan  printed  m 
German  and  giving  prices  for  Japanese  stamps  by  the  100  and  1,000  as  we  las 
bv  the  kilo  for  the  commoner  kinds.  The  other  is  a  price  list,  by  10  s  and  1)  s 
for  practically  the  same  stamps,  English,  from  Mr.  J.  M.  Sanders,  Oura,  Kata- 
oka  7,  Nagasaki,  Japan.  The  prices  are  reasonable.  If  these  men  did  not  ex¬ 
pect  to  sell  these  stamps  to  collectors  all  over  the  world,  they  would  hardly 
have  had  their  lists  printed  and  sent  around  the  world. 

The  next  to  hand  is  a  leaflet  from  Mr.  C.  A.  Hives,  595  Alverstone  St., 


Winnipeg,  Canada,  on  which  he  announces  his  agency  for  British  and  American 
philatelic  magazines  and  other  things  useful  to  stamp  collectors,  comii'  t 
from  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic.  ^ 

Then  we  have  a  wholesale  price  list  of  the  stamps  of  Guatemala,  used  an'i 
unused  by  the  100,  form  Sr.  Fernando  Gener,  Centro  de  Ventas,  Guatemala, 
Guatemala. 

After  perusing  this  our  attention  is  caught  by  a  neat  little  volume  of  307 
pages  in  cloth,  the  9th  edition  of  Bright  &  Son’s  “A.  B.  C.”  Descripive  priced 
Catalog  of  The  World’s  Postage  Stamps,  Postcards,  Envelopes,  etc.,  etc.,  Part 
II.,  Postcards,  Envelopes,  etc.,  published  for  1-9  postfree  at  164,  Strand,  Lon¬ 
don,  W.  C.,  England,  the  only  work  in  the  English  language  that  we  know 
treating  all  the  “entires”  of  the  world,  Senf’s  Part  II.,  which  however  we  have 
not  seen  for  some  time,  being  in  German.  Thus  an  English  firm,  by  listing, 
pricing  and  illustrating  U.  S.  stamped  envelopes  and  cards,  must  help  Ameri¬ 
can  collectors  to  become  acquainted  with  the  postal  stationery  of  their  own 
country. 

Mr.  Emile  Matthey,  7,  Rue  de  Provence,  Paris,  with  his  “Catalogue  Exact” 
invited  our  attention  to  the  other  side  of  the  French-English  Channel,  to  the 
country  of  Napoleon.  The  book,  which  of  course  is  in  French,  is  of  octavo  size, 
contains  403  pages  and  is  remarkable  for  omitting  minor  varieties.  Some  of 
the  prices  are  interesting,  the  90c  of  1869  U.  S.  for  instance,  being  quoted  at 
$8.00,  the  7c  U.  S.  Treasury  Dept,  at  80c,  etc. 

From  France  over  to  Beyrouth,  Syria,  Turkey,  it  is  quite  a  little  trip,  ^  -t 
the  next  piece  to  hand  “Le  Syrien  Exchange,”  a  very  creditable  quarterly  in 
French  and  English,  originated  there  and  found  its  way  to  our  desk.  Too  bad 
it  has  been  discontinued  for  lack  of  support.  "The  same  old  story,  the  same 
old  way,”  the  same  complaint  of  experience  that  wehear  from  other  quarters 
of  the  globe! 

The  next  piece  catching  our  eye  and  kindling  our  imagination  hails  from 
Durban,  Natal,  South  Africa..  It  is  the  pretty  little  monthly  called  The  South 
African  Philatelic  Advertiser,  and  close  to  it  lies  the  South  African  Philatelist, 
the  more  pretentions  official  organ  of  the  Johannesburg  United  Philatelic  So¬ 
ciety,  the  Philatelic  Society  of  Rhodesia,  the  Bloemfontein  Philatelic  Society, 
the  East  London  Philatelic  Society  and  the  Capetown  Philatelic  Sociey  and  Ex¬ 
change  Club.  It  is  edited  by  Mr.  T.  Henderson,  P.  O.  Box  4967,  Johannes¬ 
burg,  S.  A.  U. 

The  Australian  Phiatellist,  published  by  Mr.  Fred  Hagen,  182  Pitt  Str., 
Sydney,  Australia,  is  the  official  organ  of  the  Philatelic  Society  of  New  Zeal¬ 
and,  the  P.  S.  of  South  Australia,  the  P.  S.  of  Victoria  and  the  Prahran  Phila¬ 
telic  Society  and  initiates  us  into  two  mysteries  of  Austrialian  philately. 

Here  comes  oqr  old  and  most  excellent  friend  the  Revista  de  la  Sociedad 
I  ilatelica  Argentina,  Cas.  de  Cor.  Nr.  1265,  Buenos  Aires,  Argent.  Rep.,  invit¬ 
ing  our  thoughts  to  dwell  on  the  most  sotuhern  state  of  South  America  and  its 
active  philatelic  life. 

Under  the  Revista  S.  F.  Arg.  peeps  out  the  Revista  del  Circulo  Filatelico 
de  Cuba  from  1262  Habana  and  under  that  the  “El  Fanal  Carto-Filatelico” 
from  Dolores  Baja  Nr.  4,  Santiago  de  Cuba,  then  the  Vilagposta  Belyeghirlap 
from  Versecz,  Rakoczi-u.  61,  Hungary,  and  the  Filatelia  from  Calle  Dom.  66, 
Puerto  Plata,  Rep.  Dom.  and  more  and  more  from  everywhere  and  everywhereA 
that  we  fear  we  shall  have  to  make  several  other  imaginary  trips  half  around 


the  globe  before  we  are  through  with  the  pile  before  us. 

Reading  all  the  references  to  and  advertisements  from  the  various  coun¬ 
try  of  the  globe,  contained  in  these  diverse  publications  whirls  one,  as  it 
‘t;  around  the  globe  from  east  to  west  and  from  south  to  north  dicker  and 
jijfkher  than  the  sparke  of  the  Marconigraph  and  makes  one  feel  at  home 


everywhere. — Dorpat. 


OUR  ILLUSTRATIONS. 


Clifford  W.  Kissinger.  Who  doesn’t  know  Kissinger?  Few  in  the  philatelic 
world,  I’ll  bet  you.  He  is  so  familiar  to  all  of  us  that  there  s  iar  y ^any  n 
of  introducing  Napoleon.  But  just  to  have  him  represented  in  the  PHiLA 
TELIC  WEST,  we  have  cribbed  a  sketch  of  C.  W.  K.  that  appeare  in 
“Perforator”  in  1898  and  which  is  just  as  good  now  as  it  was  then,  except,  of 
course,  that  Kissinger  is  14  years  older  now  and  become  a  big  business  man  in 
Reading,  Pa.,  his  native  city.  No,  Sir.  There’s  no  use  talking,  you  can  t  come 
across  any  philatelic  society  records  or  papers  devoted  to  stamp  collecting 
without  hearing  echoes  of  the  days  gone  by  when  Kissy  was  the  big  noise  and 
most  active  spirit  in  the  philatelic  world.  Why,  sakes  alive,  man,  do  you  re¬ 
call  the  Pennsylvania  Philatelist,  issued  from  1891  to  1898  That  was  Kis¬ 
singer’s  and  the  great  Columbian  number  of  May,  1893,  and^  the  Christmas 
number  of  1893,  which  was  never  beaten  before  or  since.  T  ep,  those  were 
Kissy’s  too.  And  then  there  was  that  oddity  called  the  Kissinger’s  Philatelic 
P  -ful  Card — a  newspaper  published  on  a  postal  card,  mind  you;  a  freak 
JjjLlty  such  as  only  a  grain  like  Kissinger’s  could  have  conceived— and  the 
“Perforator,”  which  he  published  for  several  years,  until  1901.  When  his  fare¬ 
well  address  to  philatelic  literature  and  politics  was  published  in  the  final  is¬ 
sue  of  the  latter,  few  of  us  thought  he  meant  it,  but  time  has  shown  that  he 
did,  for  ever  since  he  has  eschewed  all  such  philatelic  activity  except  to  drop 
into  a  convention  now  and  then.  He  is  still  collecting,  though.  Mr.  Kissinger 
is  actively  engaged  in  large  real  estate  interests  in  Reading  and  Allentown, 
Pa.,  and  also  conducts  a  large  and  growing  insurance  and  brokerage  business. 
He 'is  also  associated  with  local  banking  interests  and  was  cashier  of  the  Berks 
County  Trust  Company  until  his  other  interests  required  his  entire  attention. 
He  is  vice-president  and  secretary  of  the  Kissinger’s  and  Farmer’s  Market 
House  companies  and  president  of  a  number  of  real  estate  corporations.  For  a 
man  of  37  he  has  accomplished  wonders  and  is  favorably  regarded  by  all.  He 
is  a  member  of  most  of  the  leading  philatelic  societies,  and  is  active  in  many 
secret  orders,  being  a  32nd  degree  mason, an  Odd  Fellow  and  many  other  such 
things.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Reading  Board  of  Trade  and  Allentown 
Chamber  of  Commerce.  His  collection  of  stamps  and  philatelic  literature  is 
very  extensive. 

Most  of  the  old  time  collectors  remember  Mr.  Kissinger  as  the  Napoleon 
of  Philately.  By  referring  to  the  journals  of  five  or  six  years  ago  you  can  get 
his  age,  etc.,  and  know  what  he  has  accomplished  and  the  activity  shown  in  his 
campaigns  and  likewise  in  his  publication  of  the  Kissinger  Philatelic  Postal 
Card  and  the  Perforator.  He  has  not  sold  and  does  not  intend  to  sell  his  ex¬ 
tensive  collection  of  stamps,  postal  cards  and  autographs  of  the  celebrated  peo¬ 
ple  of  this  continent  and  some  of  the  crowned  kings  of  Europe.

The  collector  of  U.  S.  postmarks  knows  well  enough  that  all  kinds  of  can¬ 
cellations  exist.  Those  of  the  present  time  can  be  broadly  divided  into  those 
f  machine  cancellation  and  those  of  hand-stamped.  I  am  no  collector  of  post¬ 
marks,  still  wherever  I  see  a  nice  clean  copy,  1  cut  it  out  and  lay  it  aside. 
Somebody  will  want  it  some  day.  Now,  postmarks  made  by  machine  cancella¬ 
tion,  I  cut  out  large  enough  to  give  the  name,  also  part  of  the  design  to  give 
letter  and  number  of  substations.  The  handstamped  I  cut  out  large  enough  o 
have  a  large  margin. 


The  Italian  Municipal  revenues  are  lately  quite  often  advertised.  There 
are  a  good  many  of  them  and  designs  quite  varied,  but  principally  bear  heraldic 
emblems.  Several  good  articles  about  them  appeared  in  stamp  papers.  But 
the  colelctor  who  is  out  for  gain,  should  go  easy  on  them.  A  very  limited  num¬ 
ber  are  interested  in  them.  Italy  is  divided  into  17  provinces. 


It  must  have  been  a  very  valuable  letter  or  package  which  was  lately  sent 
from  Russia  to  Austria,  requiring  182  10  rubel  stamps  to  pay  its  postage. 


On  the  22nd  of  April  the  revolutionary  government  in  Chihuahua,  Mexico, 
issued  a  set  of  revenue  stamps,  because  the  federal  supply  was  exhausted,  and 
no  means  to  secure  another  supply.  So  the  trouble  in  Mexico  is  still  brewing 
and  possibly  quite  a  harvest  of  provincials  will  be  issued  More  particulars  as 
soon  as  I  can  get  hold  of  them.

There  are  10  different  kinds  of  money  in  circulation  in  the  U.  S.,  namely, 
gold  coins,  standard  silver  dollars,  subsidiary  silver,  gold  certificates,  silver 
certificates,  Treasury  notes  issued  under  cut  of  July  14,  1890,  United  States 
notes,  called  often  green  backs,  national  bank  notes,  nickel  and  bronze  coins. 
These  forms  of  money  are  all  available  as  circulation. 

Gold  coin  is  legal  tender  for  all  debts  public  or  private,  when  not  below 
standard  weight.  Standard  silver  dollars  are  legal  tender,  except  where  ex¬ 
pressly  stipulated.  Subsidiary  silver  is  elgal  up  to  $10.00.  Treasury  notes  are 
legal,  except  expressly  stipulated.  United  States  notes  are  legal  for  all  debts 
except  customs  and  interest  on  the  public  debt.  Gold  and  silver  cerificates  are 
no  lega  ltender,  but  receivable  for  public  dues.  National  bank  notes  are  not 
legal  tender,  but  receivable  for  all  public  dues  except  customs.  Nickels  and 
coppers  up  to  25c. 

Since  1878  570  million  standard  silver  dollars  have  been  coined.  Two  half 
dollars  do  not  weigh  the  same  as  one  dollar. 

The  first  paper  money  ever  issued  by  the  U.  S.  Government  was  author¬ 
ized  /July  17  and  August  5,  1861.  The  notes  were  called  “demand  notes.”  Of 
the  factional  currency  (shin  plasters)  a  good  many  million  are  still  outstand¬ 
ing  3wd  the  officials  estimate  that  over  8  million  dollars  have  been  lost  or  de¬ 
stroyed. 

The  ratio  between  silver  and  gold  from  1687  to  1874  was  about  15  to  1, 
since  then  it  has  jumped  to  39  to  1  in  1902  as  the  highest  mark.  Do  you  know 
what  this  means  to  your  pocket-book?

Lots  of  talk  is  going  on  in  the  philatelic  press  regarding  a  consolidation 
of  our  numerous  organizations  devoted  to  the  same,  and  as  a  contemporary  says 
its  benefits  would  fill  Scott’s  catalog.

The  Scranton  Branch  of  the  S.  P.  A.  met  on  the  'evening  of  May  23,  at  the 
office  of  M.  W.  Lowry  to  discuss  the  convention.  All  were  in  favor  of  holding 
it  August  12th  to  14th  and  guarantee  to  have  a  fine  program  for  entertainment. 
HoirAr  Peabody  was  elected  chairman  of  the  Credential  Committee  with  Alex 
MeKw  and  Wm.  Dyer  assistants.  August  Mack,  Chin,  of  Entertainment  with 
J.  Selden  Swisher,  Committee.  After  much  debating  August  Mack  consented 
to  run  for  President  of  the  S.  P.  A.  and  was  heartily  endorsed  by  the  club. 

Fellow  Members: — I  have  read  with  interest  Mr.  Powell’s  article  in  the 
May  issue  of  the  WEST,  and  think  a  reply  is  in  order. 

Mr.  Powell  is  viewing  the  matter  in  the  wrong  light  when  he  says  1  am 
fighting  against  him  and  the  Society;  to  my  knowledge,  no  apology  for  his  ac¬ 
tions  has  been  asked.  I  am  confident  that  Mr.  Powell  has  alwoys  held  in  mind 
the  good  of  the  Association,  and  I  believe  every  member  appreciates  his  efforts. 
But  the  best  plans  sometimes  go  wrong,  and  I  still  contend  that  neither  Mr. 
Powell  the  trustees,  nor  anyone  else  has  the  right  to  raise  the  dues  of  the 
Society,  as  this  can  be  one  only  by  a  popular  vote  of  the  Society,  according  to 
the  constitution.  What  is  the  good  of  the  constitution,  if  it  is  not  used  to  gov¬ 
ern  the  Association?  What  power  has  any  one,  two  or  three  persons  to  wholly 
ignore  a  clause  of  the  Constitution  and  change  things  about,  simply  because 
they  think  it  is  best  for  the  Society?  If  we  are  not  going  to  uphold  the  con¬ 
stitution  and  abide  by  its  clauses,  then  let  us  do  away  with  it  entirely. 

Mr.  Powell  once  stated  that  the  Society  had  nothing  to  fall  back  upon  ex¬ 
cept  his  pocket-book;  when  the  question  was  taken  up,  he  said  the  Society 
owed  him  nothing.  Now,  he  must  have  had  some  good  reason  for  saying  that 
the  present  dues  would  not  cover  -the  expenses  of  the  Society,  and  he  has  been 
twice  asked  to  publich  a  financial  statement  of  the  Society,  in  order  to  show 
why  the  dues  are  not  now  sufficient,  but  as  yet  he  has  not  given  out  this  state¬ 
ment- 

I  am  sending  a  copy  of  this  article  to  the  trustees,  to  see  if  they  find  any 


reason  why  it  should  not  be  published.  This  is  done  because  Mr.  Powell  says 
the  trustees  should  pass  upon  all  articles  before  publication. 

Let  us  hear  from  other  members  as  to  their  opinion  in  the  matter.  No 
doubt  a  number  of  them  have  watched  the  matter  with  some  interest,  and  we 
would  like  to  know  what  they  think  of  the  question.  I  am  strictly  oppos^  to 
the  amalgamation  proposition.

To  the  members  of  the  S.  P.  A.: 

In  the  WEST  for  December,  1911,  the  trustees  ruled  that  neither  we  nor 
any  officer  had  power  to  raise  the  dues — that  35c  seemed  to  be  insufficient  to 
pay  our  expenses  and  that  therefore  we  requested  our  members  to  send  50c, 
although  they  were  quite  within  their  rights  if  they  sent  only  35c.  If  Mr.  Biron 
and  others  had  read  that  number  of  the  WEST  they  would  have  seen  the  use¬ 
lessness  of  writing  against  something  which  did  not  exist.  Also  I  would  add 
that  the  trustees  have  no  power  in  the  matter  of  consolidation,  therefore  can 
only  express  their  opinion  as  members.

Dear  Fellow  Members: — I  have  just  finished  reading  Mr.  Powell’s  letter  to 
the  members  in  the  May  WEST.  There  are  several  things  in  it  to  which  I  must 
take  exception.  First,  in  regard  to  his  statement  in  which  he  said  the  bigger 
men  were  for  the  amalgatation  of  the  S.  P.  A.  and  M.  P.  A.  The  biggest  and 
most  influential,  the  one  who  has  done  more  for  the  S.  P.  A.  than  all  of  the  rest 
put  together  is  opposed  to  amalgamation.  The  man  I  mention  is  R.  L.  Doak.

Again,  Mr.  Wendt,  our  President,  writes  me  he  is  opposed  to  it  and  sagely  adds; 
“Think  a  few  want  that  office  with  salary.”  Mr.  Cass  of  the  M.  P.  A.  writes  he 
Is  opposed.  Here  is  another  one  of  the  bigger  men  He  is  the  big  man  in  the 
M.  P.  A.  Where,  Mr.  Powell,  are  those  “bigger”  men  who  are  for  amalgama¬ 
tion?  Besides  there,  W.  A.  Kromer,  H.  K.  Bowen,  L.  P.  Miller,  etc.,  etc.,  are  op¬ 
posed.  The  majority  are  opposed.  The  measure  will  be  defeated.  Mr.  Powell 
goes  on  to  state  that  he  will  not  be  a  candidate  another  year  as  if  this  is  a  good' 
reason  for  amalgamating.  I  fail  to  see  it  in  that  way.  There  arc  plenty  who 
would  accept  the  office  next  year  and  put  exactly  as  much  time  on  it  as  he  has. 
I,  myself,  would  accept  it  though  personally  the  honor  is  very  little  in  compari¬ 
son  with  the  amount  of  work  entailed.  I  have  always  worked  for  the  better¬ 
ment  of  the  S.  P.  A.  as  I  saw  it  and  shall  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future.

The  new  design  for  the  “Republica”  Portugal  of  which  I  received  some 
proofs  some  months  ago,  is  now  before  me,  but  I  fear  that  in  the  reproduction, 
some  of  the  nobility  of  the  design  has  been  lost.  However,  the  stamps  ere  Land- 
some,  and  the  design  free  from  over-elaboration.  With  this  issue  the  currency 
has  been  altered,  and  instead  of  “reis”  it  is  now  changed  to  “centavo”  which  as 
far  as  I  can  understand  will  mean  that  the  centavo  practically  corresponds  to 
the  value  of  the  United  States  cent.

I  have  the  one  and  five 
so  used  but  was  in  doubt  of  the  two  cent  until  very  recently  as  I  had  adver¬ 
tised  asking  for  the  information  if  anyone  knew  of  it  but  recently  Mr.  S.  M. 
Schoeman,  the  president  of  the  St.  Louis  Stamp  Collectors’  Society  wrote  me 
that  he  now  had  a  specimen  in  his  collection. 


This  reminds  me  that  speaking  of  'precancelleds  that  two  of  the  finest 
collections  in  the  country  are  in  St.  Louis,  that  of  Mr.  Schoeman  and  that  of 
Chester  Myers,  each  of  whom  are  most  enthusiastic  in  the  pursuit  of  this 
branch  of  our  hobby.  In  the  east  the  premier  collection  undoubtedly  is  that  of 
Mr.  Clarence  H.  Eagle,  the  nucleus  of  which  was  the  superb  collection  F.  E.

O.  II.  Eidsor,  Kenosha,  Wise.,  reports  the  current  2c  stamp  with  figures  of 
value  part  perf.  8%,  both  horizontally  and  vertically  imperf.,  also  imperforate 
and  with  the  Shermack  No.  3  perforations. 


The  St.  Louis  local  stamps  at  Wolseiffers  recent  sale  hardly  held  up  in  re¬ 
gards  to  price,  but  then  only  one  we?s  in  very  good  condition.  The  prices  real- 
w.ed  were:  ,5c  (cat.  No.  20)  list  $150.00,  $98.00;  10c  (cat  No.  21)  list  $200.00, 
$52.00;  another,  $71.00;  5c  (cat.  No.  23)  list  $250.00,  $195.00. 


The  Pan-American  inverts  went  high,  the  figures  being  over  catalog  price, 
but  except  the  lc  value  these  are  tentative  and  not  likely  that  any  dealer  can 
supply  at  the  moment  of  demand.  The  lc  brought  $27.50:  2c  $252.00  and  the  4 c 
showing  the  usual  rubber  stamp  specimen  $61.50.  j 


In  the  high  value  State  departments  the  $5  brought  $90.00  approxicately 
55  per  cent  of  catalog,  the  $10  $51.00  being  68  per  cent  of  list  and  the  $20 


$35.50  or  71  per  cent  of  catalog. 

Thus  far  I  have  seen  the  new  one  cent  with  figure  of  value  precancelled  at 
Minneapolis,  and  Dayton.  • 

Mr.  John  J.  Wans  of  Walworth,  S.  D.,  sends  me  a  one  cent  precancelled  by 
th/ree  heavy  lines  which  he  says  came  on  a  circular  letter  from  Chicago.  I 
imagine  while  the  matter  was  that  of  a  Chicago,  firm  it  was  mailed  from  some 
o-thor  office  as  I  have  not  before  heard  of  a  bar  cancellation  from  that  city. 
Can  anyone  volunteer  further  information  ? 

While  nothing  yet  official  has  been  heard  relative  to  a  commemorative  set 
for  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  yet  it  is  not  at  all  unlikely  that  a  set  will 
be  given  forth,  but  it  probably  will  not  be  more  than  a  five  value  set. 

Dr.  W.  I.  Mitchell  of  Wichita,  Kans.,  sends  me  the  one  cent  (n.  numerals) 
precancelled  Griffithville,  Arkansas,  in  two  lines  without  bars.  This  is  I  think 
the  first  precancelled  from  this  state. 

Mekeel’s  trade  circular  was  recently  mailed  with  a  St.  Louis  precancelled 
with  mail-o-meter  perforations.

A\re  have  long  been  aware  of  the  publication  of  a  fine  seiies  of  handbook.- 
by  fthe  publisher  of  the  West  End  Philatelist  of  London,  have  also  obtained  a 
few\numbers  for  our  library,  and  now,  having  received  the  latest  number  warm 
from  the  perss,  we  are  glad  to  introduce  it  to  the  readers  of  the  I  hil.  WEST. 
Mr.  A.  J.  Sefi  is  the  able  editor  of  the  West  End  Philatelist  and  that  alone  is 
sufficient  to  convince  all  readers  of  that  well-edited  monthly,  that  when  he 
treats  the  stamps  of  Grenada  in  a  separate  handbook  the  result  must  be  some¬ 
thing  good.  We  admit  with  regret  that  we  have  not  had  the  time  to  read 
the  book  critically,  but  from  a  general  review  and  what  we  know  of  the  edi¬ 
tor  and  publisher  we  feel  convinced  that  there  will  be  very  little  to  censure.. 
No.  8  is  a  booklet  of  39  octavo  pages  of  excellent  print  and  fine  illustrations 
fully  up  to  the  high  standard  set  by  the  previous  seven  numbers,  treating 
HongKong,  Falkland  Islands,  Zululand,  Gold  Coast,  Bulgaria,  Sierra  Leone 
and  Bermude.  Mr.  Bertram  W.  H.  Poole  was  the  editor  of  some,  or  all— Nos. 
6  and  7  we  have  not  at  hand — of  the  previous  numbers.  In  all  cases  “Original 
Research  is  the  keystone  of  the  ‘W.  E.  P.’  Series  of  Philatelic  Handbooks,’  and 
lovers  of  any  of  the  stamps  treated  will  find  it  a  treat  to  read  these  books,  lhe 
price  of  15  cents  a  copy  is  ridiculously  low.  We  understand  that  other  numbers 
are  to  follow,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  make  our  readers  acquainted  with 
them  as  soon  as  they  appear.  If  desired  we  are  willing  to  order  any  of  these 
books  for  our  readers,  but  they  may  as  well  order  them  directly  from  Mr.

846.  What  Stamps  of  Mexico  have  been  Reprinted,  and  How  may  the  Re¬ 
prints  be  Recognized?  All  of  1856  and  1861,  but  not  those  of  1863,  1864  and 
1866,  of  which  there  were  sufficiently  large  remainders.  Then  the  surcharge 
‘Mexico”  in  Gothic  type,  issue  of  1867,  has  been  both  reprinted  and  forged  on 
reprints  and  most  likely  also  on  genuine  remainders.  Of  the  issue  of  1868  re¬ 
prints  are  not  known.  But  the  whole  issue  of  1872  was  reprinted,  then  also 
the  20c  of  1886  and  the  12c  of  1891-5.  Of  other  reprints  I  find  no  account.  To 
recognize  them  is  stated  to  be  a  difficult  matter  in  several  instances  so  that 
even  experts  might  be  in  doubt  whether  a  certain  stamp  is  an  original  or  a  re¬ 
print.  Consequently  I  do  not  dare  to  give  any  marks  for  fear  of  being  mis¬ 
leading.  I  would  rather  advise  interested  collectors  to  make  a  thorough  study 
of  these  stamps  and  to  be  careful  about  from  whom  they  buy  them. 

847.  What  is  the  Difference  between  Counterfeits  and  Reprints?  Reprints 
are  a  certain  kind  of  counterfeits.  Not  all  counterfeits  are  reprints  though. 
What  we  call  a  reprint  is  an  impression  from  a  die  or  plate  after  such  die  or 
plate  has  ceased  to  be  used  to  manufacture  postage  stamps  (for  postal  use) 
from  it.  Such  impression  from  an  old  die  or  plate  (or  lithographic  stone)  ^ay 
>e  made  for  exhibition  or  philatelic  purposes.  It  may  be  made  by  government 

authority  or  by  private  parties.  It  may  be  acceptable  for  prepaying  postage,  or 
it  may  not.  It  may  be  rarer  and  dearer  than  the  original  stamp  (that  was  is- 
ued  for  postal  use),  or  it  may  be  cheap,  almost  worthless.  What  we  call  a 
counterfeit  is  an  impression  from  a  new  die,  plate  or  stone,  from  which  stamps 

postal  use  were  never  properly  printed.  A  government  may  cause  stamps 
to  be  counterfeited  (U.  S.  5  and  10c  1847),  or  private  parties  may  do  so  to  de- 
traud  the  government,  to  deceive  stamp  collectors,  or  to  enable  collectors  to 
till  their  empty  spaces  in  their  stamp  albums  with  “fac  similes”  or  pictures  of 
the  real  stamps.  As  a  rule  counterfeits  are  worth  little  or  nothing  at  all.  There 
are  exceptions  though,  as  the  U.  S.  5  and  10c  1847. 

*48.  How  may  one  avoid  getting  Reprints  and  Counterfeits  into  one’s 
Collection?  By  buying  from  responsible  dealers.  By  studying  both  the  original 
tamps  and  their  reprints  and  counter  feits.  By  having  doubtful  copies  exam¬ 
ined  by  experts.

partment.  The  directions  are  plain  enough,  I  should  think,  at  the  top  of  the  first 
page  of  this  department.

849  By  what  marks  may  the  Reprints  of  the  Samoa  Express  Stamps  be 

known  from  the  Originals?  In  the  first  place  they  are  cheap,  while  the  originals 
are  pretty  expensive.  Then  there  is  in  all  the  reprints  a  small  colored  dot  under 
the  middle  stroke  of  the  M  in  SAMOA.  By  comparing  undoubted  originals  with 
any  doubtful  copies,  other  differences  may  be  found  if  the  doubtful  stamps  be 
reprints,  but  the  above  mark  will  be  suffiicient  in  most  cases. 

850.  Are  there  any  rare  Varieties  of  the  */2  Ngr.  1855-6  of  Saxony?  No,, 
not  that  I  know.  Kohl  enumerates  three  varieties  of  paper,  stone-grey,  black- 
grey  and  blue-grey,  but  the  difference  in  price,  used,  is  not  very  great,  9  to  13 
cents.  Unused  they  are  quoted  at  $1.25,  $.75  and  $.40.  There  are  also  some 
differences  in  the  figures  o  fvalue,  but  I  am  not  advised  in  regard  to  their  rela¬ 
tive  rarity.  Of  teh  %  Ngr.  1851  there  is  a  rare  variety  on  blue  paper.  It  is  an 
error,  of  which  63  copies  had  been  sold  before  it  was  noticed  and  withdrawn. 
These  57  withdrawn  copies  were  later  “dedicated” — whatever  that  means  by 
royal  order  and  are  now  valued  at  $625.00  each.  Used  copies  are  not  priced. 

851.  Is  there  a  Liberia  2c  Lake,  Scott’s  No.  17,  on  blue  ruled  paper?  Not 
that  I  know.  There  are  certain  guide  lines  found  in  this  issue,  running  through 
the  perforation,  but  they  would  most  likely  be  of  the  same  color  as  the  stamp 
and  would  be  apart  one  from  the  other  about  the  width  or  length  of  a  stamp. 
Hentce  they  would  hardly  make  the  impression  of  “ruled  paper.” 

•S')2.  What  do  you  think  about  putting  “fac-similes"  of  rare  stamps  into 
one  sir  collection?  If  one  is  pleased  to  do  so,  I  have  no  objection.  Let  everybody 
please  himself.  But,  if  such  a  collection  be  ever  offered  for  sale  without  the 
fac-similes  being  clearly  marked  as  such,  it  will  detract  a  good  deal  from  the 
value  of  the  whole  collection,  because  the  collector  will  be  thought  ignorant  or 
dishonest,  and  all  his  stamps  will  therefore  be  regarded  with  some  suspicion. 
Fac-similes  are  counterfeits  with  a  big  name,  that  is  all,  and  I  would  never 
advise  anybody  to  mix  them  up  with  real  stamps. 

853.  How  may  a  person  not  knowing  the  value  of  old  stamps  arrive  at  a 
fair  estimate  of  their  value?  Get  a  catalog,  assort  the  stamps  and  see  what 
each  kind  is  worth.  Those  quoted  at  $1.00  or  more  each  may  average  about  one 
half  catalog  prices.  Those  under  $1.00  and  over  10  cents  each  may  average 
about  one  fourth  catalog  price,  and  those  below  10  cents  about  1  cent,  a  hundred. 
It  may  be  better  to  call  in  some  honest  person  who  is  experienced  in  stamps 
and  let  him  estimate  the  value.  I  am  willing  to  help  in  that  way,  if  samples 
are  submitted  to  me,  postage  and  registration  prepaid  each  way,  and  I  think  I 
am  fairly  honest. 

854.  Have  the  U.  S.  Postal  Savings  Official  Stamps  been  printed  on  paper 
with  the  new  Watermark?  According  to  official  information  contained  in  the 
Philatelic  Gazette  of  Feb.  15th,  none  had  been  printed  at  about  the  beginning 
of  this  year,  and  the  supply  on  the  old  double-lined  watermark  pap<  r  was  ample. 
Hence  it  is  not  likely  that  any  have  been  printed  on  the  new  paper  by  this  time. 
When  they  will  be  printed,  is  hard  to  predict.  It  depends  on  how  fast  the  old 
stock  is  used  up.  There  were  3,000  sheets  of  the  50c  and  2,820  sheets  <  f  the 
*1.00  stamps.  How  large  these  sheets  are,  is  not  stated,  but  at  100  stamps 

y  each  they  would  contain  300,000  and  282,000  stamps  respectively,  enough  to  last 
Jmnte  a  while. 


not  quite  so  good,  as  we  are  in  the  habit  of  expecting,  but  the  colors,  when  com¬ 
bined,  are  certainly  extremely  taking.  The  values  are  as  follows:  1  centavo 
green,  4  centavos  purple,  2  centavos  rose,  5  centavos  blue,  10  centavos  brown. 


You  by  this  time  have  noticed  the  various  modifications  in  the  design  of 
the  United  States  stamps.  So  far  I  have  seen  the  new  1,  2,  8  and  10  cents.  The 
8  and  10  are  the  only  two  that  differ,  in  that  the  head  of  Franklin  appears. 

I  cannot  yet  think  that  the  10  cents  is  a  handsome  stamp  compared  wi^b 
the  rest  of  the  set,  but  consider  that  the  color  might  be  made  stronger. 


In  concluding  this  short  article,  I  do  not  think  it  out  of  place  to  offer  my 
sincerest  sympathy  to  all  my  American  friends  who  have  sustained  bereave¬ 
ment  through  the  terrible  disaster  to  the  “Titanic.” 

I  feel  sure  that  in  the  same  way  they  feel  the  keenest  grief  for  the  loss  of 
British  lives  on  that  ill-fated  night,  and  it  will,  I  think,  prove  an  additional 
bond  of  friendship  and  esteem  between  the  two  nations,  for  we  can  both  join 
in  a  chorus  of  praise  for  the  gallant  souls  who  faced  death  so  bravely  in  those 
awful  moments. 


CHINA’S  POSTAGE  STAMPS.— Sent  by  Sanders  of  Japan. 

Philatelists  will  all  note  with  the  greatest  of  interest  the  recent  changes 
of  the  Chinese  Imperial  Postage  stamps,  says  the  China  Press. 

During  the  past  revolution,  when  Shanghai  was  neutral,  all  the  Chinese 
postage  stamps  were  surcharged  to  that  effect,  and  were  to  be  issued.  A  great 
number  of  them  were  sent  to  various  postal  offices  in  China,  awaiting  orders 
when  to  be  issued.  At  Foochow  and  Hankow  these  orders  must  have  been  mis¬ 
understood  as  they  were  issued  for  a  day  or  two,  and  were  immediately  with¬ 
drawn  owing  to  instructions  received  from  Peking. 

The  Thibetan  postal  offices  some  time  ago  received  the  usual  Chi%  e 
stamps  surcharged  with  ndian  denominations  and  these  were  in  circulation  Tror 
a  short  period,  on  account  of  the  Revolution  causing  all  postal  offices  to  be 
closed  in  that  Province. 

This  particular  issue  from  a  stamp  collector’s  point  of  view,  will  be  of 
great  value  in  time,  considering  that  a  very  small  number  of  them  have  been 
issued.  No  wthat  the  Government  is  a  Republic  a  new  set  of  stamps  will  prob¬ 
ably  have  to  be  made  for  the  province. 

At  the  present  moment,  all  the  Chinese  postage  stamps  are  being  sur¬ 
charged  with  four  small  Chinese  characters,  meai  ing  republic,  which  are  al¬ 
ready  in  circulation. 

It  is  a  great  pity  that  these  stamps  do  not  bear  at  the  same  time  a  similar 
surcharge  in  Roman  letters,  as  numbers  of  letters  with  Chinese  stamps  are  be¬ 
ing  circulated  throughout  all  foreign  countries.  Why  not  also  let  the  Philatelic 
world  know  through  the  medium  of  its  postage  stamps,  that  it  has  changed 
into  a  republic?-  Nagasaki  Press.

In  Mekeel’s  Weekly  Stamp  News  we  find  a  repeated  call  for  an  article  on 
“Stamps  Hard  to  Get”  at  prices  of  $2.00  and  under.  And  in  the  Berliner 
Brief markem-Zeiyung  we  see  in  a  report  of  the  International  Dealers  congress, 
held  in  Berlin  on  Jan.  19  and  20,  that  a  scarcity  in  the  medium  priced  stamps 
is  very  much  felt.  Many  of  them  cannot  be  obtained  in  any  quantity.  This,  of 
course,  does  not  apply  to  such  stamps  as  are  priced  under  10c  each,  but  stamps 
above  10c  and  below  $2.00  seem  to  be  in  special  demand  and  short  in  supply. 
This  means  that  where  the  catalogs  have  recently  raised  the  prices  of  these 
stamps,  they  were  probably  justified  in  doing  so,  and  that  possibly  further  in¬ 
creases  mav  be  expected.  Good  news  for  those  that  have  them . 

From  various  sources  we  learn  that  in  Bavaria,  Germany,  and  in  New  Zeal¬ 
and  letters  can  be  mailed  without  postage  stamps.  In  New  Zealand  special 
machines  are  used  that  automatically  apply  a  “paid”  postmark  to  the  letters 
and  count  them,  so  that  periodically  the  postage  is  paid  in  cash  according  to 
the  record  in  the  machine.  Some  think  that  this  is  the  beginning  of  the  end  of 
postage  stamps.  If  so,  we  might  collect  such  paid  marks. 

In  the  Stamp  Collectors’  Fortnightly,  we  find  an  item  to  the  effest  tMt  a 
large  quantity  of  7d  King  Edward  stamps  is  in  stock  in  the  British  post  offices 
and  that  the  P.  M.  General  has  advised  postmasters  to  use  these  stamps  when¬ 
ever  practicable.  So  this  stamp,  may,  after  all,  not  be  so  rare  as  it  was  thought. 

In  the  Stamp  Collectors’  Fortnightly,  we  find  an  item  to  the  effect  that  a 
in  London  an  automatic  franking  machine  has  been  set  up,  which,  on  throwing 
the  “penny  in  the  slot”  stamps  “Postage  Paid”  on  the  letter  put  into  it,  and 
that  letters  so  stamped  will  be  passed  through  the  mails  as  if  they  were  pre¬ 
paid  with  regular  stamps.  Thus  England  is  following  the  example  of  Bavaria 
and  New  Zealand. 

Again  in  the  same  journal  we  read  that  the  honor  of  a  baronetcy  has  been 
conferred  on  Mr.  Henniker  Heaton,  the  postal  reformer  to  whose  endeavors  it 
is  due  that  we  have  penny  postage  between  Great  Britain  and  the  U.  S.  He  is 
the  father  of  other  reforms  as  well  and  is  considered  a  friend  of  philatelists. 

Filatel  a  is  a  new  monthly  in  Spanish  and  English  coming  from  t’alla  Do- 
minicana  fid,  Puerto  Plata,  Dominica  Republic.  Sr.  Jose  Perrotta  is  the  chief 
editor  and  published.  In  a  leading  article  he  speaks  of  the  errors  found  in  the 
recently  overprinted  stamps  of  the  Dorn.  Republis.  Besides  the  error  Habilitaoo 
he  enumerates  5  more  consisting  of  transposed  letters,  as  Habilitaod.  Habilitadd 
(the  last  d  standing  upside  down  Habilitado,  Habilitad.  and  Habilitado,  and  'a- 
rieties  of  square  and  round  dots  or  periods.  As  he  says,  the  lot  of  these  freaks 

_ including  sheets  of  double  impression  and  inverted  surcharge — was  sold  to  a 

Government  employee,  who  is  well  aware  of  the  rarity  and  philatelic  value  of 
these  irregularities,  he  predicts  their  rising  to  a  high  market  price.  We  are 
rather  inclined  to  consider  them  as  printer’s  waste  that  will  never  amount  to 


verv  much,  and  we  hosuld  not  feel  surpriced  if  eventually  it  be  shewn  th't 
Jf  these  “error”  have  been  printed  than  was  first  Riven  out.  Vvhu  -Uises  as 
■#,  assume  this  attitude  towards  these  “errors,”  is  the  interference  of  thi  Gov¬ 
ernment  employee  “who  knows  something  about  philately”  and  “sold  several 
copies  on  the  very  spot  for  which  he  obtained  fine  prices.”  Wherever  a  Gov¬ 
ernment  employee  thus  interferes  with  a  stamp  issue,  it  deserves  being  viewed 
with  suspicion  by  philatelists.  We  say  this  though  we  are  the  possessor  of  one 
of  these  “errors,”  which  was  sent  us  by  a  friend.  Perhaps,  if  we  were  in  pos¬ 
session  of  the  whole  lot,  we  might  feel  and  think  otherwise!  It  may,  of  course, 
turn  out  that  Sr.  Perrotta  was  nojt  fully  informed  as  to  details,  that  the  “er- 
rors”are  found  on  every  sheet  of  the  100,000  stamps  so  surcharged,  and  that 
the  Government  employee  obtained  but  a  few  sheets,  while  the  greater  bulk 
was  really  sold  to  the  public.  In  that  case  we  should  be  inclined  to  accent  the 
“errors”  without  the  “  ”  marks  and  simply  call  them  errors.  Ouf  friend,  who 
favored  us  with  a  copy  of  the  surcharge  reading  Habintaoo,  says  that  about  oO 
percent  of  the  whole  issue  was  bought  up  by  dealers  and  collectors,  and  that  he 
had  discovered  but  this  one  error  on  the  sheet  of  50  stamps.  How  this  agrees 
with  the  statement  of  Sr.  Perrotta  about  5  additional  errors  we  do  not  under¬ 
stand,  nor  can  we  see  how  the  Government  employee  could  obtain  the  lot,  if 
there  was  not  some  underhanded  work  of  some  kind. 

In  the  New  England  Stamp  Monthly  of  Boston  Mr.  C.  A.  Howes,  S.  B., 
makes  a  strong  plea  for  the  commemorative  stamps  of  the  world.  Amongst 
otl\er  things  he  says:  “The  result  of  commemorative  issues  must  be  acknow¬ 
ledged  to  have  added  immensely  to  the  attractiveness  of  our  albums;  and  to 
the  colelctor  who  studies  his  stamps  have  been  given  so  many  more  milestones 
of  history  that  his  fund  of  general  knowledge  has  been  vastly  increased.  Their 
usual  attractiveness  and  interest  are  sure  to  bring  many  a  recruit  to  the  hobby,, 
a  point  that  even  the  philatelist  ought  not  to  ignore— much  less  the  dealers  who 
have  a  habit  of  railing  at  all  commemorative  issues  and  yet  lose  no  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  traffic  in  them.”  All  things  have  two  sides,  and  commemorative  is¬ 
sues,  if  not  overdone,  if  not  handled  in  an  irregular  speculative  way  and  if  not 
made  too  much  of,  may  be  welcomed  as  any  other  issue  of  stamps.  Besides  that 
they  are  a  fact  and  must  be  reckoned  with,  and  they  have  their  friends  as  well 
as  any  old  issue. 

Herr  Louis  Senf’s  contributions  to  the  philatelic  press  are  always  interest¬ 
ing  and  instructive.  This  is  again  shown  by  an  article  of  his  in  Die  Post  of 
Bischweiler  i.  Els.,  in  whch  he  speaks  of  the  margns  that  may  be  found  on  cer¬ 
tain  old  issues  of  stamps.  As  the  stamps  were  so  near  together  on  the  sheet 
that  the  pace  between  them  was  often  not  more  than  1  or  2  mm.,  and  in  some 
cases  only  V2 mm.,  it  is  simply  unreasonable  to  look  for  copies  with  a  wide 
margin.  A  copy  that  has  the  whole  design  complete  all  around  is  a  good  copy. 
A  copy  with  parts  of  the  adjoining  stamps  showing  on  all  sides  is  an  exception. 
In  later  issues,  after  the  introduction  of  perforations,  the  spaces  between 
stamps  were  made  wider,  and  here  we  may  more  reasonably  expect  a  margin, 
but  even  here,  as  the  spaces  vary,  the  margins  must  vary,  and  what  is  a  wide 
margin  in  one  issue  would  be  a  narrow  one  in  another. 

Our  little  friend,  the  Vest  Pocket  Philatelist— the  name  is  almost  too  big 
for  the  paper— prints  a  list  of  U.  S.  Tax  Paids,  the  February  number  showing 
v‘  up  Beer  Stamps.  There  is  some  more  good  reading  matter  in  it.  loo  bad  theie 
/vis  not  more  of  it! 


achieved  very  practical  results,  it  is  expected  that  the  forthcoming  meetings 
will  establish  once  and  for  all  the  proper  use  of  the  majority  of  the  technical 
terms  used  by  writers  on  philately  and  compilers  of  dealers’  and  auctioneers’ 
catalogues.  Among  novelties  which  are  being  presented  as  attractions  to  the 
delegates  this  year  are  cinematograph  films  illustrating  the  manufacture  of 
stamps  by  the  recess-plate  process,  demonstrations  of  and  a  lecture  on  perfor¬ 
ating  and  a  number  of  social  functions  and  excursions. 

Those  collectors  who  are  looking  out  for  a  novelty  might  begin  to  gather 
together  specimens  of  curious  visiting  cards.  In  Paris,  Prance,  there  is  already 
a  gentleman  who  has  a  remarkable  collection  of  these  little  pieces  of  paste¬ 
board.  His  name  is  Leon  Barthou  and  his  album  of  visiting  cards  presents  some 
very  curious  specimens  and  forms  of  human  vanity.  The  colelction  of  paste- 
boaids  seems  to  present  a  new  field  for  the  hobby-hunter  who  is  tired- — if  he 
ever  does  tire — of  postage  stamps,  scarabs,  snuff-boxes,  and  other  odds  and 
ends.  It  also  has  the  advantage  of  being  a  cheap  branch  of  collecting  at  pres¬ 
ent  although  some  day  a  rare  card  may  fetch  as  much  as  an  old  British  Colonial 
postage  stamp. 

From  the  folowing  specimens  the  reader  can  judge  of  the  great  field 
opened  by  M.  Barthou,  whose  infinite  variety  time  will  never  exhaust  but  only 
increase.  It  will  be  understood  that  the  curiosity  of  the  colelction  is  usually 
found  in  the  occupation  that  the  owner  of  the  card  puts  beneath  his  name.  They 
generally  are  French  cards.  Turning  o  the  album  we  have  “politician  and  pro¬ 
vider  of  impromptu  speeches  for  Parliament  and  large  social  gatherings,” 
“medium  of  the  first  Power  since  1862,”  and  “M.  and  Mme.  Renard,  et  leur  de¬ 
moiselle — local  postman” — a  neat  and  comprehensive  family  card.  Then  we 
have  “Charles  Poirot,  special  professor  of  how  to  walk  safely  about  the  streets 
of  Paris”  (a  very  useful  man  he  should  be),  and  “Said  Ben  Kassi,  cook  to  Max 
Regis  '  On  another  page  are  the  names  of  a“captain  retired,  formerb-  colonel?' 
who  commanded  a  brigade  before  the  enemy  in  1870,”  and  “Fabius  Cunctator, 
goldsmith  by  trade  and  general  of  the  armies  of  the  Republic  of  Haiti.’  The 
(  "Hite  de  \  is  an  “aggressive,  affirmative,  and  pragmatic  philosopner”  ( !),  and 
Auguste  D  is  the  “First  man  to  proclaim  the  Republic  in  Algeria  (ten  days  be¬ 
fore  Paris)”. 

.M.  I.  Pigron  is  “one  of  the  first-class  inundated,”  and  Adeodat  Duvr.l  is 
simply  a  “loctaire’’  a  delightful  designation  for  a  man  who  has  a  re:-’cbnce  and 
an  address,  but  who  refrains  from  obtruding  it  on  the  pj:lic.  ‘M'.dm;  Lis- 
bonne,  ex-convict  of  the  Commune,”  is  good;  “Denin  Roch,  ordertv  Napoleon 
!•»  at  Hotel  des  Invalides,”  tells  of  past  glories  as  does  the  caia  of  -  Bernard 
\  idal,  post  office  clerk  of  the  first  class,  wounded  on  November  3'J,  18/J.  Had 
half  the  left  arm  amputated  on  December  1,  1870,  and  the  rest  ta-cen  off  at  the 
shoulder  on  September  3,  1894,  at  the  Military  Hospital  of  Toulouse.  Now  at 
Sainte-I.ivrade.  I  he  laire  parts”  are  amusing.  A  baby  crowns  his  own  card 
inscribed:  “Good  morning!  Here  I  am!  It  is  I  ,iittel  .lules!"  A  Christmas  card 
runs:  “The  employees  of  the  scavengering  guild  and  of  the  dust  carts  of  the 
quarter  wish  you  a  good  and  happy  New  Year,  and  to  prevent  any  mistakes 
please  give  Christmas  boxes  only  to  the  man  with  the  zinc  badge  No.  48.”  Some 
practical  people  have  the  four  corners  of  their  cards  printed  on  the  reverse 
side  with  the  words  “Courtesy,  business,  thanks,  condolences,”  and  turn  down 
the  appropriate  corner  as  occasion  requires.  A  great  many  more  examples 
might  be  given,  but  these  are  enough  to  show  that  a  fruitful  and  almost  virgin 


tld  lies  before  future  card  collectors. 

A  danger  which  may  be  said  to  threaten  the  very  existence  of  philately 
was  one  of  the  principal  topics  at  the  fourth  Philatelic  Congress  of  Great 
Britain.  A  resolution  by  the  Junior  Philatelic  Society  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
congress  the  increased  use  of  automatic  franking  machines  for  postal  purposes 
constituted  a  danger  to  philately,  was  moved  by  Baron  Erik  Leijonhfud,  in 
an  interesting  paper,  in  which  he  said  that  when  reading  an  article  aboui.  the 
automatic  .franking  machines  of  New  Zealand,  by  Franz  Reichenheim,  he  was 
very  much  struck  by  the  danger.  The  world  moved  so  rapidly  now-a-days  that 
they  could  not  possibly  tell  how  much  longer  they  would  be  permitted  to  use 
their  beloved  stamps.  Let  them  picture  a  time  when  their  letters  were  deliv¬ 
ered  without  the  birgh  little  labels  in  the  right  top  corner!  They  would  look 
like  letters  in  mourning,  and  that  would  certainly  harmonize  with  the  feelings 
of  all  lovers  of  samps.  They  would  always  have  the  dear  old  stamps,  but  with 
the  stoppage  of  new  issues  they  would  cease  to  be  a  link  with  the  living  and 
would  to  be  regarded  as  antiquities.  What  would  then  become  of  philately  ? 
There  would  be  much  less  inducement  for  the  young  collector  to  study  stamps, 
and  even  if  boys  continued  to  collect,  there  would  not  be  enough  material  to 
go  round  or  many  fresh  things  to  discover.  All  the  beautiful  collections  in  the 
worbi — collections  that  in  many  cases  have  taken  more  than  one  man’s  life-time 
to  lApv.g  together,  and  a  fortune  to  acquire — would  lose  much  of  their  monetary 
valute  Deprived  of  living  stamps,  they  would  have  no  similar  interest  to  fall 
back  upon— and  Mr.  Lloyd  George’s  insurance  stamps  would  be  a  poor  substi¬ 
tute! 

So  far  as  England  was  concerned,  he  could  see  a  silver  lining  to  the 
threatening  cloud.  The  King,  ruler  not  only  over  the  greatest  Empire  ever 
known,  but  also  over  the  greatest  aggregation  of  stamp-issuing  countries,  was 
a  most  interested  and  learned  philatelist.  Surely,  the  Anglo-Saxon  world  would 
be  slow  to  adopt  a  system  that  would  remove  the  “King’s  ehads,”  strike  a  blow 
at  all  the  sentiments  attached  to  them,  and  give  instead  a  kind  of  “penny  in  the 
slot”  convenience!  But  the  mightiest  King  could  not  stop  the  march  of  pro¬ 
gress  (in  this  case  retrogression),  and  the  franking  machines  might  become 
general  even  in  the  country  of  Rowland  Hill  and  Henniker  Heaton,  unless 
philatelists  did  something  to  avert  the  disaster.  What  would  become  of  all  the 
philatelic  literature  and  its  devotees?  The  extinction  of  the  literary  branch  of 
philately  would  be  complete,  as  there  would  be  nothing  new  to  write  about. 
Finally,  there  would  be  an  end  to  all  philatelic  congresses. 

Their  efforts  might  be  directed  towards  inducing  the  postal  authorities  at 
home  to  manufacture  and  sell  a  greater  variety  of  stamped  envelopes.  A  very 
large  part — perhaps  the  largest — of  the  packages  paid  for  in  money  were  cir¬ 
culars,  advertisements,  or  formal  communications  from  companies  or  societies. 
He  did  not  expect  the  franking  machines  to  hold  large  quantities  of  such  pack¬ 
ages,  or  frank  a  very  large  envelope.  From  this  he  inferred  that  franking  ma¬ 
chines  weer  meant  to  save  time  and  labor  for  business  houses  sending  out  or¬ 
dinary-sized  correspondence;  payment  in  money  was  evidently  meant  to  assist 
Hinas  who  despatched  thousands  of  large  circulars  and  catalogues  of  uniform 
ht.  If  they  would  invent  a  fresh  system,  or  improve  on  an  existing  one  so 
as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  all  they  would  no  doubht  have  taken  a  step  to¬ 
wards  protecting  their  hobby.

PHILATELY  IN’  EUROPE. — From  a  Correspondent. 


A  very  important  case  has  just  been  decided  here  giving  the  buyer  of 
forged  stamps  no  remedy  against  the  seller.  Edward  Ilealey,  stamp  merchant, 
Wormwood-street,  E.  C.,  in  the  city  of  London  Court,  on  February  8  claimed 
against  W.  R.  Ollis,  Burton-on-Trent,  the  return  of  §.‘17.50  which  he  had  paid  for 
four  penny  (2  cents)  Tasmanian  stamps  and  a  pair  of  twopenny  (4  cents)  Vic¬ 
torian  stamps  bought  of  him. 

J.  M.  Myers,  instructed  by  Harry  Myers,  appeared  for  the  plaintiff  and 
Horace  Fenton  for  the  defendant.  Plaintiff  said  he  advertised  in  the  “Exchange 
and  Mart”  as  a  buyer  of  foreign  stamps,  and  defendant  wrote  and  said,  “I  have 
some  Tasmanians  penny  (2  cents)  blue  first  issue  Van  Dieman’s  Land  th 
good  margins,  and  would  like  to  have  your  best  cash  offer  for  same  and  o*her 
Colonials.”  He  sent  his  traveller  for  them,  and  after  a  few  days  he  bought 
them  for  $37.50  which  he  paid.  Then  other  stamps  were  offered  of  the  same 
kind  from  the  same  neighborhood.  As  they  were  very  rare,  he  became  suspic¬ 
ious,  and  upon  investigation  found  that  the  defendan’ts  stamps  were  forgeries. 
He,  therefore,  demanded  the  return  of  his  money.  He  had  handed  the  second 
lot  of  stamps  to  the  Stamp  Trade  Protection  Association,  and  they  war  *  D-ose- 
cuting  in  the  matter.  Defendant  had  since  admitted  that  the  goods  were  for¬ 
geries.  He  did  not  suggest  that  the  defendant  knew  it  at  the  time  cf  the  sale. 
There  were  many  forged  stamps  about,  and  the  trade  wanted  ted  to  trace  their 
-cours. 

Mr.  Fenton  urged  that  the  plaintiff  bought  after  inspection  and  me  t  a  i  ::e 
by  his  bargain.  Judge  Lumley  Smith  said  that  he  must  find  for  the  iefer.d.  nt 
with  costs.  Stamp  sellers  would  have  to  put,  as  the  great  art  dechrs  did  in 
their  catalogues,  “Stamps  of,  or  attributed  to  Tasmania.”  The  dccahoe  ca  .e^t 
emptor  applied. 

Dir.  Myers  asked  for  leave  to  appeal,  and  said  the  case  was  of  great  im¬ 
portance  to  all  stamp  collectors.  It  was  the  general  custom  to  return  money 
paid  for  forged  stamps.  Judge  Lumley  Smith  declined. 

The  next  few  days  will  probably  see  the  issue  of  the  first  Georgian  stamps 
of  the  British  Crown  Colonies,  and  others  will  follow  in  the  near  future. 
Though  it  has  been  stated  that  the  Colonial  Governments  have  gone  to  Betram 
MacKennal,  A.  R.  A.,  who  designed  the  British  stamps  the  sculptor  on  March  22 
told  our  representative  that  the  only  Colony  which  had  approached  him  was 
New  Zealand.  "I  have  designed  the  stamp  for  New  Zealand,”  he  said,  “though 
I  have  never  seen  one,  and  I  fancy  that  in  some  of  the  other  cases  they  havyt 


used  a  head  from  a  photograph  of  one  of  the  heads  from  my  coin.  This  was  not 
approved  by  me,  but  of  course  the  photographs  have  been  published,  and  one 
can’t,  help  it.  The  design  was  from  special  studies  of  his  Majesty.” 

The  first  issues  of  stamps  will  probably  be  those  of  St.  Helena  and  the 
Kyinan  Islands.  The  Colonial  authorities  have  adopted  for  the  stamp  the  por- 
Vr  iit  of  the  King  as  shown  on  the  Indian  stamps,  but  without  the  mantle,  and 
with  the  crown  suspended  above  the  head. 

Among  the  Crown  Colonies  and  Protectorates  that  are  to  issue  Georgian 
postage  stamps  this  year  are  Falkland  Islands,  Barbados,  Nigeria  and  Ceylon. 
The  new  postage  stamps  of  New  Zealand  and  the  Australian  Commonwealth 
will  appear  about  July.  Australia  and  South  Africa  both  secured  their  designs 
in  open  competitions,  but  a  curious  situation  has  arisen  with  regard  to  the 
former  Colony’s  selected  design.  It  showed  a  portrait  of  King  Georgein  mili¬ 
tary  dress,  supported  by  a  Kangaroo  and  emu,  surrounded  by  the  shields  of  the 
six  Australian  States.  But  it  is  stated  that  owing  to  the  inability  of  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  engravers  to  produce  a  good  likeness  of  the  King  this  design  will  not 
appear.  July  1  is  the  date  on  which  the  Australian  stamps  will  be  ready  for 
the  world  to  see  and  use. 

Newfoundland  has  the  distinction  of  having  issued  three  different  stamp 
portraits  of  the  King,  one  of  which  was  the  first  that  ever  appeared.  It  was 
added  to  the  royal  portrait  series  of  Newfoundland  about  twelve  years  ago, 
and  was  of  the  face  value  of  5  cents.  King  George  was  then  Duke  of  York. 
The  earliest  stamp  portrait  of  his  Majesty  after  his  accession  was  that  of  the 
15c  denomination  of  the  stamps  commemorating  the  three  hundredth  anniver¬ 
sary  >f  the  colonization  of  Newfoundland.  It  was  issued  in  August,  1910,  only 
th Wee  months  after  King  George  ascended  the  throne. 

1  The  new  stamps  for  New  Zealand,  are  being  engraved  by  Perkins,  Bacon 
&  Co.,  of  London.  The  plates  will  be  of  the  surface-printing  kind,  but  produced 
in  steel  by  the  “mill  and  die”  process  used  by  this  firm  chiefly  for  plates  en¬ 
graved  in  recess.  The  process,  although  not  hitherto  very  extensively  used  for 
surface-printed  postage  stamps,  has  been  used  for  certain  of  the  stamps  of  the 
same  dominion  during  the  late  reign;  but  its  most  historic  application  to  stamp 
production  was  in  the  well-known  “essays”  submitted  by  this  firm  to  the  British 
Government  at  the  time  of  the  change  from  the  old  recess  plate  system  to  the 
typographical  method  for  our  English  stamps.  Previous  to  that  time — for  a 
period  of  forty  years  in  all — this  firm  had  printed  all  our  %d  (1  cent),  Id  (2 
cents),  iy3d  (3  cents)  and  2d  (4  cents)  stamps,  from  the  first  “Penny  Black” 
of  1840. 

The  British  Solomon  Islands  and  the  Gilbert  and  Ellice  Islands  (both 
groups  in  the  Pacific)  are  to  have  new  stamps  which  will  bear  the  portrait  of 
King  George.  They  are  expected  to  reach  the  islands  about  March  and  April 
respectively.  Other  Colonies  likely  to  be  early  in  the  field  are  Jamaica,  Falk¬ 
land  Islands,  Southern  Nigeria,  and  Gambia.  Meanwhile  Canada’s  handsome 
new  issue  has  been  temporarily  withdrawn,  so  that  the  remaining  stock  of  the 
Edwardian  stamps  may  be  used  up  before  the  Georgian  series  comes  into  gen¬ 
eral  use. 

The  arrangements  for  the  fourth  British  Philatelic  oCngress  are  now  well 
forward.  This  has  now  become  a  kind  of  stamp  collectors’  parliament  and  its 
meetings  this  year  wil  be  at  Margate  during  the  first  week  of  May.  Although 
the  congress  is  one  of  the  newest  of  philatelic  activities  in  this  country  and  has 
vi'  so  far  achieved  very  practical  activities  in  this  country  and  has  not  so  far 


According  to  Gibbons’  latest  Circular  Nicaragua  has  two  stamp  issues  a  $ 
the  same  time,  one  with  the  picture  of  a  locomotive  for  Bluefields  and  another 
with  the  familiar  mountain  scenery  and  liberty  cap  for  the  rest  of  the  state. 
The  reason  given  for  the  apeparance  of  two  sets  is,  that  the  silver  money  of 
Bluefields  is  worh  about  five  times  as  much,  face  for  face,  as  that  of  the  rest 
of  the  country,  which  is  paper,  money.  U.  S.  gold  is  worth  about  ten  times  as 
much  as  the  latter  and  twice  that  as  the  former  kind  of  money.  This  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  know  in  buying  unused  Nicaraguan  stamps  at  face  value,  as  a  dollar 
stamp  may  be  had  for  10  cents. 

The  Philatelic  Gazette,  New  York,  our  most  scientific  American  stamp 
journal,  contains  the  following  good  advice:  “When  you  write  to  a  philatelic 
friend  or  mention  a  stamp  when  corresponding  with  a  busy  man,  especially  a 
stamp  dealer — as  all  of  them  are  very  busy — give  country,  year  of  issue  and 
denominations,  and  then  no  one  with  a  knowledge  of  the  subject  will  have  to 
hunt  up  a  catalog  to  find  out  what  you  wish  to  say.  It  is  something  like  using 
words  which  must  be  looked  up  in  a  dictionary  before  they  can  be  understood 
by  the  one  receiving  the  letter  (if  catalog  numbers  only  are  used).  It  might  be 
advisable  to  add  the  catalog  number  sometimes  to  avoid  mistakes,  but  if  you 
want  a  U.  S.  1902  $5  stamp  describe  it  thus  and  don’t  say  No.  313,  as  it  conveys 
nothing  to  the  mind  until  it  is  interpreted  by  the  aid  of  a  catalog.” 

Mr.  P.  L.  Burkhard,  who  has  made  a  study  of  Mexican  Revenues,  continues 
to  treat  them  in  the  Collectors’  Monthly  of  Oakland,  Cal.,  and  may  also  contri¬ 
bute  to  the  WEST  on  the  same  subject  in  the  near  future.  These  stamps 
become  quite  interesting  after  one  gives  them  a  little  attention,  and,  if  what  a 
Roman  Caholic  priest  recently  predicted  becomes  true,  namely  that  Mexico 
will  soon  be  annexed  to  the  U.  S.,  then  these  stamps  will  quickly  gain  in  pop¬ 
ularity  and  value.  But  even,  if  Mexico  be  not  annexed,  something  most  Amer¬ 
icans  do  not  wish  for,  the  stamps  nevertheless  deserve  attention,  and  we  may 
thank  Mr.  Burkhard  for  telling  us  all  about  them. 

From  a  circular  received  from  The  California  Travel  Club  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco,  Cal.,  as  well  as  from  the  Jolly  Jokers’  Directory,  we  learn  that  prepara¬ 
tions  among  stamp  and  post  card  collectors  of  that  city  are  already  being 
made  to  house  and  entertain  collectors  in  connection  with  the  big  Panama 
Canal  Worlds  Fair  in  1915,  with  which,  as  will  be  remembered,  an  extra  big 
and  fine  stamp  exhibition  is  to  be  connected.  We  do  wish  we  could  be  there  too! 

The  Acme,  official  organ  of  the  Acme  Post  Card  Club,  New  York,  does  not 
pay  much  attention  to  stamps,  but  as  most  post  card  collectors  sooner  or  later 
become  infected  with  the  philatelic  bacillus,  we  migh  as  well  keep  an  eye  on 
it,  for  very  likely  before  long  it  will  also  develop  more  decidedly  philatelic 
symptoms.  The  same  might  be  said  of  the  pretty  little  Post  Card  Monthly  of 
Dayton,  Ohio,  if  it  were  not  already  beyond  the  incipient  stage.  It  has  a  new 
issues  stamp  department  under  the  able  care  of  Mr.  A.  C.  Roessler  of  New' 
York,  whose  contributions  are  always  pithy  and  to  the  point. 

A  problematic  little  newcomer  has  appeared  in  the  Philatelic  Insurgent  of 
Portland,  Oregon.  One  of  the  eastern  papers  says,  “we  handle  it  rather  gin¬ 
gerly,’  ’and  we  are  disposed  to  do  the  same;  it  might  kick! 

We  have  received  a  lot  of  other  good  reading,  such  as  Mekeel’s  Redfield’s 
and  the  Philadelphia  Weeklies,  the  P.  J.  of  A.,  Everybody’s,  Southern  and  West 
End  Phils.,  a  host  of  German  and  English  papers,  Nordisk  Fil.  Tidskrift,  a  few 
French  and  Spanish  papers,  each  and  all  containing  something  good,  but  we 


have  been  too  busy  lately  to  do  more  than  merely  glance  over  them.  By  next 
month  we  hope  to  prepare  a  better  philatelic  meal  than  we  did  this  time. 

The  Int.  Phil..  Advertiser,  Horsforth,  Leeds,  Engl.,  gives  the  quantities  of 
the  recently  issued  provisionals  of  Suriname,  as  follows: 

White  wove  paper,  perf.  12 (4,  red  overprint:  July  15-11,  14  on  lc,  drab, 
59,570;  V2  on  2c,  orange,  19,570;  15  on  25c,  ultramarine,  4,370;  20  on  30c, 
chocolate,  15,270.  White  wove  paper,  perf.  1114x11:  July  15-11,  30  on  2 V2 
gt i^Hen,  dull  lilac,  3,570.  White  wove  paper,  perf.  1214x12,  red  overpr.:  July 
1-Vnl,  10  on  20c,  mauve  and  black,  3,570;  10  on  50c,  mauve  and  black,  3,570. 

It  is  also  stated  that  the  whole  supply  was  sold  out  in  less  than  half  an 
hour,  and  that  fancy  prices  are  being  asked.  From  another  source  we  learn 
that  one  of  the  post  officials  is  offering  these  stamps  by  the  set  at  $5.00.  He 
may  have  repurchased  them  after  they  had  been  sold,  but  it  is  certainly  not 
“good  form”  for  a  post  official  to  offer  for  sale  stamps  of  his  office  at  advanced 
prices. 

The  Weekly  Advocate,  Harisburg,  Pa.,  has  started  a  serial  article  under 
the  heading  “The  World’s  Stamps,”  which,  according  to  its  style,  must  be 
written  by  the  editor  of  the  Weekly  Philatelic  Review,  Mr.  L.  P.  Miller.  It  is 
both  instructive  and  humorous,-  enumerating  and  commenting  on  the  stamps  of 
the  world  as  they  began  to  appear  from  and  after  May  1st  1840.  There  is,  how¬ 
ever,  one  statement  which  is  neither  instructive  nor  funny,  because  it  mirrors 
a  widespread  misconception,  namely,  that  Germany  was  inhabited  by  Dutch¬ 
men.  “Pennsylvania  Dutch”  is  a  misnomer,  but  of  historical  sanction  and  may 
thus  be  employed  and  understood.  But  to  call  three  Bavarians,  who  produced 
the  first  stamps  of  Bavaria  “Dutchmen,”  is  going  a  little  beyond  the  limit.  We 
might  as  well  call  the  producers  of  the  first  British  stamps  “Turks”  or 
“Swedes.”  “Dutchmen”are  the  people  from  Holland,  the  Netherlands,  while  the 
Germans  including  Bavarians,  Sgxons,  Swabians,  etc.,  are  called  “Deutsch” 
(proiAhmced  d-o-i-t-sh).  By  the  way,  we  enjoyed  the  bits  of  “Pennsylvania 
DuntclV  (better  Pennsylvania  German)  that  recently  appeared  in  the  Weekly 
Advocate,  though  the  English  spelling  in  which  they  appeared  made  them 
somewhat  unfamiliar. 

Only  one  of  our  coleagues  we  have  to  mention  yet  before  we  close  the 
shutters,  and  that  is  the  Globe  Trotter  of  Milwaukee,  in  which  publication  we 
are  particularly  interested.  No.  37  has  recently  appeared  after  a  long  delay  of 
nearly  a  year.  It  looks  a  little  thin  yet,  but  says  it  feels  well  after  the  opera¬ 
tion  and  purging  it  has  gone  through  and  is  full  of  hopes  for  the  future.  The 
fact  is,  it  had  been  defrauded  by  a  European  representative  to  a  very  consid¬ 
erable  amount.  Out  of  this  difficulties  arose  that  were  complicated  with  other 
misfortunes,  particularly  the  secession  of  several  groups  of  European  collec¬ 
tors,  some  of  which  even  went  so  far  as  to  attempt  appropriation  (without 
permission)  of  the  Globe  Trotter  itself.  These  people  are  out  now,  the  Ameri¬ 
can  members  have  voluntarily  raised  a  sufficiently  large  fund  ($1000.00)  to  en¬ 
able  the  Gl.  Tr.  to  make  a  new  start,  and  now  things  look  pretty  well  generally. 
By  far  the  greater  number  of  members  remained  loyal  during  this  trying 
crisis,  and  if  there  are  any  readers  of  the  WEST  who  would  like  to  join  a 
world-wide  society  for  exchange  of  all  kinds,  we  think,  we  can  conscientiously 
recommend  to  them  the  Cosmopolitan  Correspondence  Club,  with  its  Organ, 
the  Globe  Trotter.

AN  AUSTRALIAN  STAMP. 

Melbourne. — The  Postmaster-General  today  secured  the  Cabinet’s  approval 
to  the  new  postage  stamp  design.  The  design  is  mostly  Mr.  Frazer’s  own  con¬ 
ception  embodied  in  its  present  form  by  an  official  artist.  Across  the  top  of  the 
stamp  is  painted  the  word  “Australia.”  In  the  centre  is  a  map  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth.  A  kangaroo  occupies  the  centre  of  the  map.  Near  the  left-hand  corner 
of  the  stamp,  just  above  the  northeastern  part  of  the  continent,  is  the  figure 
indicating  the  value.  For  fear  there  should  be  any  doubt  about  it,  the  value  is 
again  printed  in  letters  at  the  foot  of  the  stamp. — Sent  by  C.  Arthur.

A  POST-CARDIST’S  LUCK. 


One  of  the  most  remarkable  photographic  post  cards  ever  obtained  was 
what  of  the  actual  exploding  of  the  bomb  which  was  thrown  at  the  King  and 
<U;ieen  of  Spain  on  the  occasion  of  their  wedding. 

It  was  secured  by  an  operator  for  one  of  the  largest  firms  of  press  pho¬ 
tographers  and,  according  to  an  English  paper,  proved  a  veritable  gold  mine, 
appearing  in  close  on  3,000  publications. 

The  photograph  was  secured  more  or  less  by  a  piece  of  good  luck.  The 
operator  was  on  a  stand  with  his  camera  in  the  place  allotted  to  him  by  the  po¬ 
lice,  waiting  for  the  procession  to  appear.  The  camera  was  placed  facing  down 
the  street  up  which  the  procession  was  to  come. 

From  the  moment  it  came  in  sight  until  the  royal  carriage  was  within 
about  thirty  yards  of  him,  the  operator  secured  three  pictures.  He  then  read¬ 
justed  the  camera  so  as  to  get  a  good  picture  of  the  King  and  Queen  in  their 
carriage,  which  was  about  ten  yards  from  him. 

At  the  instant  that  the  operator  pressed  the  ball  and  exposed  a  plate  a 
dark  object  was  hurled  at  the  royal. carriage  from  a  balcony  window,  and  then 
followed  instantly  a  blinding  flash  and  a  noise  like  a  thunder-clap.  The  operator 
was  hurled  half  stunned  to  the  ground,  his  camera  following  him.  When  he  was 
able  to  stand  he  saw  a  terrific  scene  below  him.  The  large  crowd  was  stam¬ 
peding  in  all  directions. 

Anyone  luckless  enough  to  fall  in  that  storm  of  rushing  humanity  was  in¬ 
stantly  trampled  to  death,  and  several  did  fall.  Some  thirty  people  in  all  were 
killed  on  that  occasion,  of  whom,  at  least,  half  were  simply  crushed  or  tram¬ 
pled  to  death  in  the  panic  that  followed  on  the  explosion.  It  is  very  remarkable 
that  all  the  plates  in  the  operator’s  camera  were  broken,  with  the  exception  of 
\  the  last  one  he  had  exposed,  which  depicted  the  actual  scene  at  the  moment  of 
the  explosion. — From  a  Texas  Photo  Paper. 


A  KICKAPOO  SMOKING  PIPE. — By  Geo.  J.  Remsburg. 

From  the  red  stone  of  the  quarry 
With  his  hand  he  broke  a  fragment, 

Moulded  it  into  a  pipe-head, 

Shaped  and  fashioned  it  with  figures. 

— Longfellow’s  Hiawatha. 

In  the  writer’s  large  private  collection  of  Indian  antiquities  are  many 
curious  smoking  pipes,  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  which  is  a  tiny  speci¬ 
men  found  within  a  stone’s  throw  of  the  famous  old  Indian  mission  and  land 
office  building  on  the  Spencer  farm  at  Kickapoo  near  Fort  Leavenworth.  It 
■was  found  by  Mr.  D.  D.  Spencer  in  1875  on  the  quarter  section  on  which  the 
old  building  stands  and  which  is  now  occupied  by  his  brother,  Mr.  Frank 
Spencer.  This  building  is  believed  to  be  the  oldest  in  Kansas  having  been 
•erected  during  the  ’30’s. 

Mr.  Spencer  and  Mr.  Robert  Sewell,  now  living  in  Missouri,  were  engaged 
in  grubbing  stumps  on  a  northeast  slope  of  the  aforementioned  tract,  about 
300  yards  southwest  of  the  old  building,  when  the  former  discovered  the  pipe 
about  two  feet  below  the  sufrace,  underneath  an  oak  stump  measuring  per¬ 
haps  30  inches  in  diameter.  Whether  the  pipe  had  been  deposited  in  a  cavity 
underneath  the  stump  or  whether  the  soil  had  formed  and  the  tree  grown 
above  it  since  it  was  left  there,  will  always  remain  a  question,  although  it  was 
a  custom  among  the  Indians  to  deposit  various  articles  at  the  roots  of  trees 
for  safe  keeping. 

The  pipe  is  scarcely  2L  inches  in  length,  of  an  inch  across  the  top 

of  the  bowl,  which  is  its  thickest  diameter;  the  cavity  in  the  bowl  is  only  about 
one  inch  in  depth,  less  than  Vfe  inch  in  diameter  at  the  top  and  gradually  taper¬ 
ing  to  a  diameter  of  less  than  t  inch  at  the  bottom,  its  capacity  being  less 
than  a  thimble-full  of  tobacco,  i  not  as  much  as  is  contained  in  an  ordinary 
cigarette.  It  is  believed  to  le  the  smallest  pipe  ever  found  in  this  region.^# 
Whilt  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  Indian  had  his  “pipe  of  peace”  the' 
modern  inveterate  smoker  would  doufctles!  consider  this  particular  specimen  a 
“piece  of  pipe”  owing  to  its  diminutive  size.  The  average  smoker  now-a-days 
would  find  about  one  good  puff  in  a  single  filling  of  this  little  pipe.  This  pipe 
probably  belongs  to  the  same  class  as  one  described  bv  Edwin  A.  Barber,  in 
the  American  Natural  st,  Vo..  XVII,  p.  754, and  which  he  considers  a  rare  type 
He  says  that  the  bowl  was  intended  to  hold  but  a  small  quantity  of  tobacco, 
mixed  probably  with  other  herbs  having  narcotic  properties,  the  smoking  and 
perhaps  inhalation  of  which  produced  a  sensation  akin  to  intoxication  or  ex¬ 
hilaration. 

The  Kickapoo  pipe  is  an  object  of  interest  from  another  standpoint.  Its 
face  is  marked  with  various  hieroglyphice  or  Indian  picture  waitings.  To  the 
naked  eye  at  first  glance  these  engravings  are  apparently  nothing  more  than 
unintentional  scratches  and  it  is  necessary  to  examine  them  closely  to  discover 
their  true  character.  By  close  inspection  or  with  a  glass,  they  are  plainly 
traceable.  Although  to  the  average  person  they  may  seem  obscure,  they  are 
by  no  means  meaningless.  They  have  a  significance.  They  reveal  marks  and 
figures  that  are  familiar  in  Indian  picture  writing.  It  is  a  well  known  eth¬ 
nologic  fact  that  certain  Indian  tribes,  especially  those  of  Algonkian  lineage, 
had  a  graphic  system  for  recording  facts,  legends,  myths,  songs,  etc. 

The  Kickapoo  pipe  is  made  from  Catlinite,  commonly  known  as  red  pipe- 


stone,  a  material  which  has  played  an  important  part  in  the  manufacture  of 
aboriginal  pipes  in  this  country.  The  stone  was  named  after  George  Catlin, 
the  famous  American  traveler  who  was  the  first  white  man  allowed  by  the  In¬ 
dians  to  visit  the  red  pipe-stone  quarry  in  1836.  This  quarry  is  located  in 
what  is  now  Pipestone  county,  Minn.,  in  the  region  known  as  Choteau  des 
Prairies.  The  earliest  records  of  the  American  Indian  refer  to  this  material, 
and  wonderful  stories  have  been  told  of  it,  yet  the  exact  location  of  the  quar¬ 
ries  from  which  it  was  obtained  were  discovered  only  a  little  more  than  half 
a  century  ago. 

The  pipe  found  at  Kickapoo  probably  belonged  to  either  the  Kickapoo  or 
Kansas  tribe  of  Indians,  both  of  which  occupied  this  region,  the  latter  at  a 
much  earlier  date  than  the  former.  The  Kansas  or  Kaw  Indians  had  a  large 
village  at  the  mouth  of  Salt  Creek  in  this  vicinity  and  the  Kickapoos  lived  here 
from  1832  to  1854.  John  D.  Hunter,  in  his  “Manners  and  Customs  of  Several 
Indian  Ttribes  West  of  the  Mississippi,”  mentions  that  the  Kickapoo,  Kanass 
and  Osage  tribes  made  pipes  of  a  kind  of  indurated  bole  (probably  Catlinite) 
and  of  compact  sand  and  limestone  which  wer*e  excavated  and  reduced  to  form 
by  means  of  friction  with  harder  substances  and  the  intervention  of  sand  and 
water.  “They  generally  ornament  them,”  he  says,  “with  some  figure  charac¬ 
teristic  of  the  owner’s  name.” 

w  The  learned  hieroglyphist  is  as  feeble,  when  it  comes  to  deciphering  the 
strange  markings  on  the  Kickapoo  pipe,  as  is  Mr.  Spencer,  its  finder,  or  the 
master  of  Spencerian  chirography.  They  belong  to  that  class  of  Indian  picto- 
graphs,  the  significance  of  which  is  known  only  to  the  individual  or  tribe  to 
which  they  belonged.  Prof.  W.  De  C.  Ravenel,  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
writes  that  the  collections  of  the  United  States  National  Museum  which  include 
pipes  of  almost  every  conceivable  pattern,  do  not  contain  one  exactly  like  the 
one  found  at  Kickapoo,  nor  does  McGuii'e’s  “Pipes  and  Smoking  Customs  of 
the  American  Aborigines”  mention  a  similar  one. 


THE  EARLIEST  MAN. 

Skeleton  Possibly  100,000  Years  Old. 

A  correspondent  of  the  London  Times  describes  an  important  discovery 
made  near  Ipswich  by  Mr.  J.  Reid  Moir.  Mr.  Moir  excavated  a  human  skeleton 
which,  if  all  the  evidence  holds  good,  represents  not  only  the  earliest  remains  of 
man  yet  found  in  England,  but,  with  the  exception  of  the  Heidelberg  jaw,  the 
earliest  yet  found  in  Europe.  The  remains  may  be  100,000  years  old. 

The  skeleton  was  excavated  last  October  from  beneath  an  undisturbed 
layer  of  chalky  boulder  clay,  which  far  antedates  the  period  of  Neandertal  man, 
whose  remains  have  lately  been  found  so  abundantly  in  France.  The  writer 
is  of  are  opinion  that  the  remains  belong  to  a  race  of  men  who  lived  in  East 
Anglia  before  the  most  severe  of  the  various  episodes  of  the  Glacial  period. 

The  skeleton  rested  on  the  right  side  with  the  legs  folded  up  on  the  body, 
and  was  apparently  that  of  a  man  of  about  5ft.  lOin.  in  height.  The  skull  was 
small.  The  thigh  bones  and  the  bones  of  the  foerarms  and  hands  were  abso- 
,  lutely  the  same  as  in  modern  Englishmen.  The  bones  were  so  fragile  that  it 
^Vwas  found  impossible  to  remove  them.  The  stratum  containing  them  was  cut 
out  in  blocks  and  forwarded  to  Professor  Keith.  He  impregnated  them  with 
gelatin  and  then  cleaned  away  the  surrounding  matrix,  leaving  each  bone  em¬ 
bedded  on  the  surface  of  its  block. 
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The  May  issue  of  the  Collectors  Monthly  is  just  to  hand.  Among  the 
good  things  in  this  number  notice  the  Early  History  of  Cupellation  which  de¬ 
scribes  the  smelting  and  refining  of  ores  as  practiced  by  the  Ancient  Romans 
in  Spain.  This  is  a  reprint  from  The  Mining  and  Scientific  Press: 

There  is  also  a  notice  on  the  finding  in  London,  while  excavating  for  a  new 
county  hall,  a  single  decked  Roman  boat  of  about  300  A.  D.  It  was  taken  to 
the  new  museum  at  Kensington  Palace.

A  description  of  the  mound  is  given  and  a  short  arti 
do  on  the  excavation  and  contents  of  the  heap.  The  mound  measured  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  seventy  feet  east  and  west  and  sixty-five  feet  north  and  south.  It  was 
composed  of  a  large  number  of  species  of  fresh  water  shells  and  contained 
several  arrows.  A  number  of  bone  awls  and  other  bones  sharpened  down  to 
use  in  opening  the  shells.  But  one  piece  of  pottery  was  found.  A  village  is 
supposed  to  have  stood  just  south  of  the  shell  heap  as  the  owner  of  the  land 
lias  found  there  two  small  axes  and  a  number  of  flints,  hammers,  etc. 

Prof.  H.  F  Martin  of  Lawrence,  Kansas,  has  a  good  article  in  South  Amer- 


ican  Archaeological  Notes. '  In  1903  the  Prof,  went  to  Patigonia  on  a  fossil 
hunting  expedition  and  incidentally  picked  up  a  number  very  valuable  relics, 
which  are  descrbed  and  llustrated. 

In  Archaeological  Notes  on  Henry  County,  Missouri,  Claude  Hope,  Se- 
alia,  Mo.,  has  given  an  interesting  account  of  his  finds  on  the  many  village 
sites  in  that  county. 

James  R.  Spencer,  Butte,  Mont.,  describes  a  number  of  village  sites,  drifts 
and  implements  from  his  section  of  the  state.  H.  J.  Rust,  Cour  d’Alene,  Idaho, 
has  an  excellent  paper  on  the  sites  and  relics  around  Lake  Cour  d’Alene, 
Kootenai  County,  Idaho.  The  paper  is  well  illustrated  and  should  be  of  ex¬ 
ceeding  interest  to  western  collectors.  Rev.  James  Strong,  Brantford,  Ontario, 
Canada,  in  his  contribution — America’s  Prehistoric  Emigrants — is  of  the  opin¬ 
ion  that  there  were  two  opposite  sources  from  which  the  first  inhabitants  of 
America  originally  came,  viz:  Northwestern  Africa  and  Northeastern  Asia. 
He  brings  out  some  very  good  arguments  to  substantiate  his  opinion. 

Dr.  Henry  M.  Whelpley  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  is  doing  some  good  work  in  his 
fight  against  fakes.  In  this  issue  he  has  an  illustrated  article  on  some  Fake 
Missouri  Hematite  Indian  relics.  The  faker  should  be  driven  out  of  existence, 
and  the  only  way  to  do  it  is  for  each  reader  who  has  any  fake  relics,  or  know¬ 
ledge  of  such,  to  publish  the  same  with  full  data  and  illustrations  if  possible. 

Dr.  R  S.  Dinsmore,  Troy,  Kansas,  has  a  short  paper  describing  a  number 
of  relics  he  found  on  a  village  site  near  Sparks,  Kansas.

A  LUMINOUS  MINERAL. 

It  is  a  legend  among  the  peasants  of  Cornwall  that  at  night  one  sometimes 
sees  a  faintly  shining  mineral  among  the  rocks  rejected  from  the  mines.  That 
this  is  not  pure  imagination  has  recently  been  proved  by  Professor  Strutt.  A 
specimen  of  the  mineral  autunite,  which  is  also  found  in  Wales,  was  sent  to 
him  from  Portugal  because  of  its  luminous  property.  He  finds  that  it  closely 
resembles  artificially  prepared  salts  of  uranium,  and  that  its  luminosity  is  due 
to  spontaneous  radio-activity.  The  light  that  it  sheds  is  stronger  than  that  of 
nitrate  of  uranium.  Upon  parting  with  its  water  of  crystallization  the  mineral 
loses  its  luminous  property. 
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BOOK  TREASURE  LOST  WITH  THE  TITANIC. 


Copy  of  the  Rubaiyat  Called  the  Finest  Example  of  Book  Binding. 


What  has  been  described  as  the  most  elaborate  volume  in  the  world  went 
dowrn  in  the  Titanic  as  was  reported  by  cable.  This  volume  was  a  specially 
decorated  copy  of  Edward  FitzGerald’s  translation  of  the  “Rubaiyat  of  Omar 
Khayyam.”  ■■ 

When  it  was  offered  for  sale  in  London  recently  its  beauty  ^attracted  wiie 
attention  and  there  was  surprise  when  it  was  sold  for  $2,025.  It  was  pur¬ 
chased  by  a  Mr.  Isaacs,  a  Piccadilly  bookseller,  who  shipped  it  to  America  by 
the  Titanic  in  the  hope  of  effecting  a  sale  there. 

Last  year  this  art  treasure  was  offered  for  sale  at  $5,000,  but  no  pur¬ 
chaser  was  forthcoming,  and  it  was  sent  to  Sotheby's  where  Mr.  Isaacs  bought 
it  on  March  20.  By  a  mischance  due  to  the  coal  strike  it  did  not  go  to  America 
on  the  mail  steamer  of  April  6,  by  which  it  was  to  have  been  sent.  Its  reparture 
was  delayed  until  the  next  outgoing  mail  steamer  for  the  United  States  and 
that  steamer  was  the  Titanic. 

From  the  standpoint  of  intrinsic  value  alone  Mr.  Isaacs  got  a  bargain  in 
this  gorgeous  “Rubaiyat,”  for  the  original  cost  of  the  binding  was  $2,500  or 
$425  more  than  he  paid  for  it.  It  took  nearly  two  years  to  produce  the  work, 
which  was  a  brilliant  example  of  inlaying  and  gold  tooling.  Fortunately  those 
who  executed  it  perserved  all  their  sketches  and  designs,  and  there  is  a  hint 
that  they  may  attempt  to  reproduce  it. 

Elihu  Vedder  wras  the  illustrator  and  the  work  was  executed  by  Sangorski 
and  Sutcliffe  in  green,  levant  morocco  was  used  to  suggest  the  crests  of  the 
peacocks,  and  rubies,  inset,  formed  the  eyes  of  the  birds.  Little  background 
was  left  and  this  was  filled  tightly  with  gold  dots. 

Surrounding  the  panel  was  a  border  and  corner  piece  suggestive  in  color 
and  design  of  Oriental  decoration.  It  was  set  with  289  garnets,  turquoises  and 
•ivines.  The  design  was  completed  with  a  border  representing  a  conventional 
treatment  of  a  vine  inlaid  in  brown  and  green  and  set  with  250  amethysts  ar¬ 
ranged  so  as  to  form  bunches  of  grapes. 

The  back  cover  also  was  elaborately  treated.  It  was  divided  into  a  number  A 
of  sunken  panels  of  Persian  design  and  shape,  and  these  were  filled  closely 
with  gold  foliage  and  set  with  198  turquoises,  garnets  and  olivines.  Inlaid  in 
the  center  panel  was  a  model,  complete  in  every  detail,  of  a  Persian  mandolin 


made  of  mahogany  and  inlaid  with  silver,  pearl,  satin  wood  and  ebony.  And 
the  whaleback  covering  was  completed  with  a  border  composed  of  graceful 
lines  and  many  dots. 

The  front  doublure  was  divided  into  a  number  of  sunk  panels.  The  central 
panel,  whose  dominating  feature  was  a  snake  modelled  and  inlaid  in  various 
CpMoi  d  leathers  with  ivory  teeth  and  emerald  eye,  was  intended  as  a  suggestion 
ctfrStanza  58,  “O  Thou,  who  man  of  baser  earth  didst  make.” 

This  was  surrounded  and  entwined  among  a  conventional  arrangement  of 
an  apple  tree  with  the  sun  sugegsted  in  solid  gold  peeping  through  the  fb'liage. 
The  whole  of  the  background  was  filled  closely  with  gold  dots  throwing  the  de¬ 
sign  into  relief,  but  not  boldly.  This  panel  was  intended  also  to  be  an  emblem¬ 
atical  suggestion  of  life. 

The  corner  and  side  panels  held  forty-eight  turquoises  and  garnets  and 
were  filled  closely  with  foliage.  An  elaborate  inlaid  border  of  an  Oriental 
character  completed  the  design. 

The  design  of  the  back  doublure  was  intended  to  be  emblematic  of  death. 
In  the  sunken  panel  on  the  doublure  appeared  a  representation  of  a  skull  in 
leather  with  the  teeth  of  carved  ivory.  All  this  is  framed  in  an  elaborate  bor¬ 
der  of  interlaced  inlaid  bands  and  foliage.  An  intricate  inlaid  strapwork  bor¬ 
der  with  an  inlaid  rose  in  the  corners  comprised  the  decoration  of  the  front  fly¬ 
leaf.  The  rose  was  intended  to  carry  out  the  suggestion  of  life  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  books.  The  back  fly-leaf,  while  similar  in  general  appearance  to 
the  front,  shows  in  the  corner  designs  an  intention  to  suggest  death  through  a 
conventional  treatment  of  the  deadly  nightshade. — London  Paper.

NEW  CANADIAN  COINS. 


yie  words  “Dei  Graia,”  which  were  omitted  from  Canadian  silver  coins 
struck  during  the  latter  part  of  1911,  will  be  reinserted  in  the  1912  coins,  be¬ 
ginning  with  the  next  output  from  the  mint.  This  will  be  according  to  a  new 
proclamation  by  order-in-council. 

The  coins  hereafter  minted  will  bear  above  the  effigy  of  His  Majesty  King 
George  the  inscription  “Georgius  V.,  Dei  Gra;  Rex  et  Ind.;  Imp.” 

The  omission  of  the  words  “Dei  Gratia”  was  not  a  result  of  an  order  from 
the  government,  however,  but  through  an  error  in  the  mint  department. 

The  temper  of  the  country  regarding  the  matter  was  made  plainly  mani¬ 
fest  a  few  weeks  later,  for  as  soon  as  it  was  noticed  that  the  words  were 
omitted  a  general  protest  was  heard  from  all  over  the  country. 

It  is  expected  that  the  new  Canadian  ten  and  five  dollar  gold  pieces  will  be 
ready  for  circulation  in  a  short  time.  The  design  for  the  pieces  was  passed 
some  time  ago,  but  owing  to  the  crush  of  work  at  the  mint  cleaning  up  the  work 
of  1911  their  output  was  delayed. — Metropolitan  Philatelist.

RECENT  NEW  YORK  AUCTION  PRICES. 


At  the  recent  sale  of  the  art  collection  of  Madame  Roussel  many  high 
prices  prevailed.  One  picture  that  brought  an  extra  high  price  was  the  “Por¬ 
trait  of  the  Countess  of  Wilton,”  by  Sir  Thomas  Lawrence.  This  was  bought 
in  by  Petit,  the  dealer,  for  $87,000.  The  portrait  is  of  Mary  Margaret,  the 
youngest  child  of  Edward,  twelfth  Count  of  Derby,  and  his  second  wife,  Elisa 
Farren,  the  actress.  She  is  represented  at  the  age  of  eighteen  and  is  shown 
seated  on  a  lagre  fauteul  of  green  velvet.  She  is  robed  in  a  garnet  velvet  gown 
with  a  decollete  corsage  ornamented  with  a  brooch  of  pearls  and  diamonds.  The 
portrait  was  painted  in  1818. 

Another  high  price  $62,000,  was  paid  for  a  painting  by  Corot  called  “A 
Dance  Under  the  Trees  on  the  Border  of  a  Lake.”  This  is  one  of  Corot’s  best 
known  works  and  shows  an  Italian  lake  with  three  young  women,  qne  in  blue, 
one  in  rose,  and  the  other  in  yellow  in  a  dance  on  the  grassy  soil  under  the 
branches  of  a  tree.  Monsieur  bought  this  painting  many  years  ago  for  $700. 

Fregonards  “Education  Does  All,”  brought  $50,050  after  strong  competi¬ 
tion  in  the  bidding.  It  is  a  picture  of  a  young  girl  teaching  two  dogs,  one  in  a 
bonnet  and  the  other  in  a  mantle,  to  perform  tricks  before  two  groups  of  chil¬ 
dren. 

Fuger’s  “Portrait  of  Elizaneth  of  Wurtemburg,  First  wife  of  the  Emperor 
Franz  I,"  was  sold  for  $20,000.  On  account  of  its  historical  value  this  pie|ore 
was  expected  to  bring  a  much  higher  price.

A  pair  of  earings  formed  by  a  black  and  a  rose  pearl  surmounted  by  a 
brilliant  brought  $5,800  from  Mellerio. 

Brilloux  paid  $5,300  for  a  pair  of  earrings  made  of  white  pearls  and  dia- 
tnonsd.  A  brooch  in  the  shape  of  a  lve  petaled  flower  made  of  five  diamonds 
land  one  ruby  on  a  bar  of  small  diamonds  went  for  $3,380. 

For  $2,200  Molelria  got  a  dog  collar  of  six  rows  of  pearls  cut  with  four 
bars  of  brilialnts  and  clasped  with  brilliants. 

A  rope  of  pearls  cost  Brunnard  $3,120. 

A  solte  composed  of  six  ribbons,  each  formed  by  six  rows  of  little  pearls, 
interspersed  with  motifs  in  jewelry  brought  $1,840. 


SOME  TEXAS  NOTES  OF  INTEREST.— By  W.  Straley,  Hici,  Texas. 

Among  the  relics  on  display  at  the  first  building  on  the  Park  grounds  is 
a  spinning  wheel  donated  by  Mrs.  S.  A.  Raines  to  the  Park  Association.  It  was 
brought  out  here  from  Georgia  in  1854,  and  is  an  old-timer  that  will  prove  in¬ 
teresting  to  many  who  attend  the  celebration  this  year. — Hamilton  Herald. 

Hamilton’s  first  house,  erected  in  QITR  on  southeast  corner  of  square, was 
purchased  at  a  price  and  removed  to  the  Park  grounds.  It  was  originally  the 
council  chamber  of  the  frontiersmen.  This  building  will  have  an  exhibition  of 
frontier  relics,  giving  names  of  the  owner,  etc. — Hamilton  Herald. 


J.  O.  Cox,  one  of  our  leading  violinists,  was  seen  last  Thursday  morning 
tuning  a  violin  which  bears  the  date  of  manufacture,  A.  D.  1742.  This  violin 
gracefully  takes  its  place  along  with  many  other  old  relics  of  Hamilton,  and 
MT  Cox  is  the  man  who  can  get  out  of  it  the  first  tune  ever  played  on  it 
should  the  tune  yet  be  in  the  fiddle. — Hamilton  Record. 


Q.  Brunk  is  the  possessor  of  some  highly  valued  relics  of  the  days  when 
Texas  shone  as  a  lone  star  in  the  firmament  of  the  western  hemisphere.  They 
are  three  bills,  two  of  which  represent  $5  in  currency,  the  third  being  a  $10  bill. 
The  engraving  is  beautiful  in  its  perfctieon  and  finish,  each  of  the  bills  being- 
adorned  with  a  red-man  seated  on  a  log  smoking  a  peace  pipe.  The  relics  were 
a  gift  to  Mr.  Brunk  by  an  uncle  who  was  a  bona-fide  citizen  of  the  republic  of 
Texas. — Hamilton  Record. 


Mr.  W.  R.  Gill  showed  the  editor  a  pistol  this  week  that  was  as  much  of  a 
curiosity  in  its  way  as  that  of  Captain  Tipton  mentioned  last  week,  and  only 
lacks  one  year  of  being  as  old.  This  pistol  is  a  4-shot,  but  instead  of  having  a 
revolaing  cylinder  has  four  barrels  and  the  firing  point  reaolves  when  the 
trigger  is  pulled,  causeing  it  to  fire  one  barrel  after  the  other  in  quick  suc¬ 
cession.  It  shoots  a  31-calibre  cartridge  and  is  still  a  good  gun.  Engraved  on 
the  barrel  is  “C.  Sharp  Patent,  Jan.  ’52,  1859.”  This  gun,  too,  has  a  history, 
having  killed  a  negro  while  owned  by  the  father  of  Marcellus  Cook  many  years 
ago,  in  the  state  of  Mississippi.  It  passed  into  the  hands  of  Bill  Martin  and 
Mr.  Gill  bought  it  from  him  twenty  years  ago.  He  values  it  very  highly  and 
would  not  part  with  it  for  any  amount  of  money. — Itasca  Item.

We  are  very  graeful  to  Miss  Virginia  Baker,  of  Warren,  R.  I.,  for  a  dona¬ 
tion  to  our  private  museum  in  the  shape  of  an  old  fashioned  New  England  pot¬ 
hook.  In  her  letter  of  transmission,  she  says:  “Some  time  ago  I  noticed  in  your 
‘Kolumn  for  Kansas  Kollectors’  that  you  referred  to  an  old-fashioned  New 
England  pot-hook  as  a  great  curiosity  in  your  section  of  the  country.  Since 
reading  your  note  in  the  WEST  magazine  I  have  been  trying  to  secure  such  a 
hook  for  you  and,  at  last,  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  one  which  I  am  mailing 
you  with  this  letter.  Pot-hooks,  even  here  in  Rhode  Island,  are  now  what  may 
be  termed  ‘scarce  commodities.’  The  hook  I  am  sending  came  from  the  home  of 
one  of  the  oldest  families  in  town.  The  pattern  is  strange  to  my  eyes,  as  most 
hooks  are  of  twisted  form.  I  imagine  this  one  is  very  old  as  it  is  so  plain.”  Mr. 
Brodstone,  publisher  of  the  WEST,  has  kindly  contributed  to  our  colelctions  an 
old  Almanack  dated  1801,  and  a  book  entitled  “Kansas  in  1858,”  by  Wm.  P. 
Tomlinson,  printed  in  New  York  in  1859.  Dr.  R.  S.  Dinsmore,  of  Troy,  Kans., 
has  given  us  a  beautiful  flint  arrowhead  found  by  himself  on  the  old  Iowa  and 
Sac  Indian  Mission  farm  near  Highland,  just  40  years  ago. 


Dan  Good  of  Atchison,  has  an  old-fashioned  one-cent  piece  that  was  coined 
in  1800.  Mr.  Good  says  the  coin  was  all  he  had  after  the  Chicago  fire.  J.  B. 
Wilson  of  Drexel,  has  a  one-cent  piece  coined  at  New  Orleans  during  the  ^ 
of  1812. 


The  oldest  and  one  of  the  most  highly  prized  possessions  of  Wichita  Lodge 
No.  99,  A.  F.  &  A.  M.,  is  a  certificate  showing  the  standing  in  Masonry  of 
James  Richardson,  in  1808.  Mr.  Richardson  was  born  in  Scotland  in  1757,  and 
died  at  Blossburg,  Pa.,  in  1844.  The  certificate  was  given  to  Wichita  lodge  by 
his  grandson,  the  late  George  I'  rame,  of  Burlington,  la. 

Ralph  Wright  of  McPherson,  has  been  exhibiting  an  old  stilleto  or  dagger 
recently  found  by  J.  L.  Halderman  on  the  old  Santa  Fe  trail  south  of  that 
place.  It  is  of  English  manufacture.  Mr.  Halderman  has  a  number  of  relics 
from  the  famous  old  trail,  such  as  hubs  from  the  old  prairie  schooner,  bows 
from  ox  yokes,  and  various  objects  of  iron. 

Cale  McCamon,  of  Florence,  owns  a  wooden  horse  collar  nearly  100  years 
old.  It  was  made  by  his  great-uncle  out  of  white  birch  root. 

At  a  social  given  in  Effingham  recently  the  punch  ladle  used  was  135 
years  old.  It  bears  the  date  of  1777  and  is  now  owned  by  Mrs.  Edward  Dunn, 
whose  grandmother  originally  owned  it  in  1780. 

Henry  Jonathan  Graves  recently  sold  his  home  known  as  “Hickory  Lodge,” 
near  Oskaloosa,  and  with  it,  a  valuable  collection  of  old  relics,  which  he  spent 
many  years  in  gathering.  There  were  old  guns,  violins,  furniture,  brass  and 
silver  candlesticks  and  various  other  antiques,  besides  hundreds  of  old  books.

CONTAGION  IN  METAL 

Prof.  Ernst  Cohen  of  the  University  of  Utrecht  holds  that  metals  suffer 
from  “contagious  diseases,”  analogous  to  those  of  living  beings.  Among  these 
so-called  diseases  one  of  the  most  striking  is  that  called  “tin  pest.”  Sometimes 
a  block,  or  plate,  or  medal  of  tin,  attacked  by  this  malady,  crumbles  and  falls 
into  dust,  and  sometimes  warty  protuberances  appear  on  the  surface  of  the 
metal.  Various  other  metals,  which  have  been  hardened  by  plactic  strain,  suffer 
from  a  malady  wThich  manifests  itself  by  a  spontaneous  recrystallization.  The 
most  remarkable  cases  occur  with  lead  and  hard  drawn  brass.  These  troubles 
are  not  due,  as  has  been  thought,  simply  to  moisture.  Temperature  plays  a 
great  part  in  producing  them.  The  most  singular  fact,  perhaps,  is  that  “tin 
pest”  is  capable  of  spreading  by  contagion.

Meeting  called  to  order,  Vice-President  Rowley  presiding.  Minutes  of  last 
meeting  were  read  and  approved.  Under  verbal  propositions  for  membership, 
Mr.  Merritt  proposed  Mr.  G.  G.  Emrich,  Fairport,  N.  Y.,  and  Mr.  Yawger  pro¬ 
posed  Mr.  C.  A.  Harold,  of  156  Tremont  Street,  both  of  whom  being  present, 
the  presiding  officer  announced  their  election  to  membership  in  the  Rochester^ 
Numismatic  Association.  No  report  of  Committee  on  letter  heads,  the  chair¬ 
man  of  said  Committee  being  absent.  No  report  on  Convention  matters,  Chair¬ 
man  of  committee  being  absent. 

Mr.  Hooper  then  read  a  paper,  part  of  which  is  given  below:  “Why  should 
the  science  of  Numismatics  be  a  sealed  book?  Has  not  the  collecting  of  the 
tangible,  truthful  old  time  records  of  coins  and  medals  instructive,  useful,  ele¬ 
vating  influences  and  lessons?  Have  we  not  educational  agencies  from  the 
study  of  the  sculpture  of  the  ancient  Greeks,  Etruria,  Rome,  Egypt,  Asia,  By¬ 
zantium,  Pisa,  Florence?  There  are  certain  coins  which  contain  in  the  circle  of 
an  inch  in  diameter  most  of  the  finest  qualities  of  sculpture,  the  subtlest  record 
of  the  harmonies  of  line  and  form.  The  coinage  of  Greece  during  the  four  cen¬ 
turies  prior  to  the  complete  subjection  of  the  Greek  nation  is  a  school  of  art. 
Taken  collectively,  the  coins  of  Greece  give  a  better  demonstration  of  the  be¬ 
ginning,  the  rise  and  death  and  ecay  of  art,  and  a  better  explanation  of  the 
causes  of  that  growth  and  decline  than  can  be  found  in  all  the  records  and  re¬ 
mains;  besides,  the  numismatic  chronicle  is  one  of  the  important  aids  of  his¬ 
tory,  political,  commercial  or  economic.  What  originality  in  type,  what  mastery 
in  the  Execution  of  these  types.  Greek  coinage  demonstrated  that  the  race  to 
which  it  owed  its  existence  was  more  conversant  with  the  qualities  of  beauty 
and  had  a  finer  spiritual  constitution  than  any  other  race  of  which  we  have  any 
record.  When  other  nations  were  buired  in  barbarism  or  sensuality,  this  native, 
was  showing  the  most  intense  vitality,  the  finest  mental  susceptibilities  and  the 
purest  moral  qualities  that  mankind  has  ever  shown,  and  such  as  no  age,  be¬ 
fore  or  since,  of  which  we  know’,  has  been  able  to  show.  But  here  we  pause, — 
our  apology  ceases,  the  digest  too  many  for  a  condensed  article  such  as  this.” 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  offered  to  Mr.  Hooper  by  the  members  present.  Meet¬ 
ing  adjourned  to  Tuesday,  May  21,  1912.  II.  H.  Yawger,  Secretary.

A  PREHISTORIC  FORT — Fort  Ridge,  Hopkins  Co.,  Ky. — By  B.  C.  Bacon 

Fort  Ridge  is  located  four  miles  southwest  of  Madisonville,  Hopkins  Co., 
Kentucky,  on  Clear  Creek,  is  some  three  miles  long  and  contains  two  thousand 
acres  of  timber.  This  Ridge  abounds  with  caves  which  were  the  rendezvous  of 
outlaws  in  the  early  days  of  Kentucky. 

The  Fort  which  is  a  quarter  mile  long  is  supposed  to  have  been  built  by 
Indians  but  don’t  think  this  fact  has  ever  been  established,  have  been  told  by 
early  settlers  in  the  surorunding  country  that  twenty  years  ago  the  Fort  stood 
two  feet  out  of  the  ground,  has  since  been  torn  down  by  cattle  and  timber  haul¬ 
ers  although  now  it  can  be  readily  traced  by  the  large  sand  stone  rocks  of  which 
the  Fort  was  built.  Several  small  mounds  or  graves  just  outside  the  P’ort  hava 
all  been  explored,  although  I  don’t  think  they  yielded  anything  of  much  value. 
I  have  found  esveral  rare  stone  relics  that  were  picked  up  inside  the  Fort  and 
have  seen  pottery  and  beads  that  came  from  the  same  place..

California  is  the  only  State  which  makes  a  commercial  production  of  borax 
annually.  The  output  for  1910  according  to  the  United  States  Geological  Sur¬ 
vey  was  42,357  short  tons,  valued  at  $1,201,  842.  Less  than  4  tons  was  im¬ 
ported.  About  one-half  of  the  borax  consumed  is  used  in  the  enameling  indus¬ 
try  for  making  kitchen  and  sanitary  ware.  Each  year  some  new  use  is  found 
for  the  mineral. 


The  jewels  of  an  Indian  idol  must  be  worth  stealing  if  many  of  those  re¬ 
markably  hideous  images  possess  such  valuable  head  ornaments  as  one  m^jle 
for  the  idol  Parthasathy,  in  the  Triplican  temple  at  Madras.  The  ornament  is 
worth  some  50,000  rupees  and  is  made  of  sovereign  gold  studded  with  dia¬ 
monds,  emeralds  and  rubies,  the  largest  emerald  being  valued  at  1,000  rupees 
and  the  biggest  ruby  and  diamond  at  300  rupees  apiece. 

Attention  is  called  by’  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  to  the  fact  that 
it  does  not  make  analyses  or  assays  of  ores  or  metals  for  the  public.  Many 
specimens  and  samples  are  received  by’  the  Survey,  accompanied  by  requests 
for  such  treatment,  with  which  it  is  impossible  to  comply.  The  most  that  can 
be  done  in  such  cases  is  for  the  Survey  geologist  to  give  an  offhand  opinion 
based  on  a  simple  examination  of  the  specimen;  but  if  an  assay  is  desired,  the 
proper  course  is  to  employ  a  private  assay’er  or  to  send  the  specimen  to  one  of 
the  Government  assay  offices,  where  a  regular  charge  is  made  for  such  work. 
When  specimens  are  sent  to  the  Survey  for  examination,  applicants  should  be 
particular  to  state  whether  they  wish  them  returned,  as  otherwise  they  will  be 
destroyed.  Government  assay’  offices  are  located  at  Carson,  Nev.;  Seattle, 
Wash.;  Boise.  Idaho;  Helena,  Mont.;  Deadwood,  S.  Dak.;  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah; 
and  Charlotte,  N.  C. 

Paul  S.  Hedrick  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  who  has  been  conducting  the  Oklahoma 
and  Missouri  Collectors  column  in  The  WEST  has  moved  to  Omaha.  Nebr.,  and 
is  associated  with  the  Bee  there.

Vhfferent  classes  of  conis  become  fashionable  just  as  the  stamps  of  one  coun¬ 
try  after  another  come  into  popular  favor.  At  the  present  time  every  one  is 
trying  to  complete  their  sets  of  Jackson  or  1837  tokens,  these  are  common 
enough  to  make  the  subject  interesting  with  enough  rarities  to  make  the  hunt¬ 
ing  good.  They  illustrate  one  of  the  most  exciting  times  of  American  history, 
dearly  showing  the  state  of  public  opinion  at  the  time.  As  usual  the  most 
interesting  are  the  cheapest.  Andrew  Jackson  was  caricatured  in  a  more  in¬ 
sulting  way  than  has  yet  fallen  to  the  lot  of  Roosevelt.  He  is  usuelly  depicted 
as  an  ass,  mule  or  pig.  There  has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  price  of  these 
coins,  together  with  the  tradesman’s  tokens  of  the  same  period.  There  is  an¬ 
other  series  of  tokens  well  worth  the  attention  of  amateurs,  those  issued  duiing 
the  civil  war.  We  see  by  the  Copper  Coin  Catalogue  that  these  were  issued  in 
twenty-five  different  states  and  in  three  hundred  and  seventy-seven  different 
cities.  Of  course  this  list  is  not  complete,  which  makes  the  search  all  he  more 
interesting.  They  sell  at  a  few  cents  each,  giving  the  humblest  collector  a 
chance  to  make  a  specialized  collection  of  his  own  town  or  state  and  have 
something  which  the  rich  amateur  cannot  rival,  but  like  every  other  branch 
of  collecting  a  few  hundred  varieties  are  of  no  value,  while  the  entire  known 
set  of  twenty,  with  perhaps  one  or  two  new  discoveries  of  some  particular 
town,  is  interesting  and  valuable  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  sum  spent  in 
making  its  acquisition.  An  enterprising  boy  could  make  a  house  to  house  can¬ 
vass  of  his  own  town  and  secure  results  which  money  could  not  secure.  Only 
eight  are  known  from  Boston  while  eight  hundred  and  eighty-eight  hail  from 
Cincinnati,  which  is  the  largest  number  for  any  city.  Pittsburg  claims  seventy- 
fiv^ — Metropolitan  Philatelist. 


MISCELLANY. 


Interesting  historical  relics  are  among  the  bequests  in  the  will  of  Mr.^ 
Isaac  J.  Greenwood,  who  died  at  his  home,  No.  271  West  End  Avenue,  on  De¬ 
cember  16.  Mr.  Greenwood’s  will  was  filed  for  probate  in  the  Surrogates’  office 
recently.  The  estate,  which  is  said  to  amount  to  more  than  $50,000,  is  to  be  di¬ 
vided  equally  among  his  two  sons  and  two  daughters. 

Mr.  Greenwood  was  a  member  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  and  the 
Museum  of  Natural  History.  He  was  also  a  contributor  to  the  New'  York  His¬ 
torical  and  Numismatical  museums. 

To  his  son,  Isaac  John  Greenwood, Jr.,  Mr.  Greenw’ood  leaves  “the  Washing¬ 
ton  holster  pistol,  one  of  the  pair  used  by  the  general  and  sold  in  1804  with 
the  effects  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Ray,  of  the  Revolutionary  line.”  The  same 
son  also  received  the  annotated  copy  of  the  manuscript  of  Revolutionary  ser¬ 
vice,  “written  in  1809  by  his  great  gradnfather.” 

To  Joseph  Rudd  Greenwood  is  bequeathed  the  “Napoleon  snuff  box,”  to¬ 
gether  with  a  coin  cabinet,  which  contains  al  lhis  late  father’s  coins,  medals, 
smal  medallions,  naval  and  military  buttons  and  all  the  numismatic  works  in 
the  library. 

To  the  New  York  Historical  Society  is  left  the  “Boston  Massacre,  engraved 
by  Paul  Revere  in  1770,”  and  the  "Revolutionary  sword  and  scabbard  of  General 
Henry  Dearborn,  repaired  and  fixed  by  John  Bailey,  cutler,  at  Fishkill,  pre¬ 
vious  to  the  meeting  of  General  Washington  and  his  suite  with  the  French  o&. 
cers  at  Hartford.” — N.  Y.  Herald. 


Newr  Albany. — A  subterranean  cavern  rivaling  in  beauty  and  grandeur  the 
celebrated  Mammoth  Cave  in  Kentucky,  or  Wyandotte  Cave  in  Indiana,  was 
discovred  t  the  qaurry  of  a  stone  company  in  Washington  township,  Harrison 
county  on  the  Ohio  River,  tw'enty-five  miles  below  the  city.  An  opening  to  the 
cavern  was  uncovered  in  blasting  stone  out  of  the  auarry.  The  cavern  has  been 
explored  for  a  distance  of  three-quarters  of  a  mile,  and  the  stalactite  and  sta¬ 
lagmite  formations  are  said  to  be  more  beautiful  and  more  elaborate  than 
those  of  either  Mammoth  or  Wyandotte  Cave.  The  newly  discovered  cavern  is 
within  ten  miles  of  Wyandotte  and  may  be  an  arm  of  that  celebrated  cave. 


COLLECTION  OF  OLD  WEAPONS  FOR  WEST  POINT  ACADEMY. 

Washington,  D.  C. — A  collection  of  weapons  of  the  Philippine  tribes  is  to 
be  installed  at  West  Point  Military  academy.  Old  weapons  of  the  islands  will 
also  be  included.  General  Barry  of  the  academy  has  asked  congress  to  appro¬ 
priate  $i50  to  buy  certain  styles  of  weapons,  which  have  become  scarce  and 
are  owned  only  by  private  collectors. 

The  director  of  the  Philippine  constabulary  will  superintend  the  collection 
of  the  Filipino  weapons,  which,  it  is  planned,  will  represent  the  military  his¬ 
tory  and  evolution  of  even  the  most  savage  tribes.

NICHOLSON  ART  LEAGUE  MEETS. 


Knoxville  Curio  Collectors  Enjoy  Exhibit  at  Mr.  McNichols. 


Knoxville,  Tenn. — Mr.  R.  P.  McNichols,  assisted  by  Mr.  Charles  Barber 
were  hosts  at  a  studio  meeting  fo  the  Nicholson  Art  league,  the  members  being 
entertained  at  the  home  of  Mr.  McNichols  in  the  Margaret  flats. 

A  large  number  were  present  and  enjoyed  both  the  informal  talks  and  in¬ 
specting  the  many  old  and  valuable  curios  and  relics  owned  by  Mr.  McNichols. 

Mr.  McNichols  then  gave  a  brief  review  of  the  history  and  growth  of 
American  pottery  from  the  time  of  the  Aztecs  to  modern  time.  Among  the 
specimens  of  pottery  passed  around  were  pieces  made  by  the  Aztecs,  the  Pueblo 
Indians,  a  rain  god  made  by  the  cliff  dwellers,  a  pitcher  made  by  Gen.  Owl’s 
wife  on  the  Cherokee  reservation  in  North  Carolina,  and  of  modern  pottery,  a 
specimen  of  Robineau,  made  in  Boston;  Lonhuda,  made  in  Massachusetts; 
Niloak,  made  in  Colorado,  and  several  pieces  of  Rookwood.  He  also  spoke  of 
the  Zanesville  pottery,  that  made  in  Biloxi,  Miss.,  and  at  Sophie  Newcomb.  Ex¬ 
cellent  kaolin  or  clay  has  been  found  in  this  section  of  the  country  and  a  speci¬ 
men  said  to  have  been  made  by  a  potter  who  used  to  live  and  ply  his  trade  in 
Knoxville  was  displayed.  Mention  was  also  made  of  the  Beleek  china  made  in 
Trenton,  N.  J.,  this  being  the  finest  dinner  china  made  in  this  country  and  noW 
rivalling  the  Haviland  and  other  imported  china  generally  used  in  this  country. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  talks  the  guests  were  invited  to  Mr.  McNichols’ 
treasure  chamber  “Le  tresor,”  where  is  probably  the  most  unique  and  valuaWe 
collection  of  art  curios  in  the  entire  city.  The  walls  and  ceilings  are  covered 
with  postage  stamps,  132,568  being  used.  T|)e  actual  value  of  these  stamps  is 
$2,368.05,  and  it  took  three  years  to  paper  the  walls  and  ceilings  with  them. 

A  coin  table  attracted  much  attention.  Mr.  McNichols  owns  about  1,500 
foreign  and  native  coins  the  oldest  dating  back  to  the  reign  of  Constantine, 
the  first  Christian  emperor,  and  several  bearing  the  emblem  of  Caesar. 

The  oldest  American  coin  is  dated  1783,  this  being  continental  money,  the 
first  currency  coined  by  the  United  States  government  being  in  1792.  The  gold 
conis  are  as  small  as  twenty-five  and  fifty  cents,  one  dollar,  two  and  one-half 
dollars,  this  dated  1805  and  three  dollars.  There  were  three  frames  of  currency, 
one  of  continental  money,  one  of  confederate  money  and  one  of  very  small  de¬ 
nominations  of  U.  S.  money,  a  three  cent  paper  piece,  being  extremely  rare. 

There  was  also  a  collection  of  old  newspapers  which  was  decidedly  inter¬ 
esting.  The  oldest  was  dated  1793,  this  being  a  Unites  States  Chronicle,  pub¬ 
lished  in  Providence,  R.  I.  The  oldest  Knoxville  paper  was  a  Knoxville  Register, 
published  by  F.  S.  Heiskell  in  1832.  There  were  several  copies  of  Brownlow’s 
Whig  from  1848,  1852  and  later.  There  were  several  old  Athens  Post,  a  Hol- 
ston  conference  register,  a  Daily  Press  and  Herald,  an  old  Knoxville  Chronicle 
and  a  number  of  others.  In  one  was  a  reward  of  one  cent  offered  for  the  return 
of  a  runaway  slave  and  other  equally  interesting  items. 

An  old  pweter  bed  warmer  made  in  1788  an  old  soup  tureen  owned  by  Dr. 
Burnett  before  he  married  Frances  Hodgson,  a  collection  of  old  bottles,  pitchers 
steins  and  numerous  other  curios  too  numerous  and  too  varied  to  mention  were 
seen  and  enjoyed. 

Light  refreshments  were  served  amid  these  unusual  and  attractive  sur¬ 
roundings  and  the  evening  proved  both  instructive  and  enjoyable  to  an  unusual  X 


degree.

Mr.  L.  T.  Brodstone,  the  worthy  publisher  of  “ours”  and  we  must  all  admit 
the  Philatelic  WEST  is  ours  and  however  could  we  do  without  it  and  long  may 
it  reign,  has  sent  me  two  very  good  postmarks  from  San  Francisco,  and  Fresno, 
advertising  the  Worlds  Exposition  at  Panama  in  1912.  The  former  cancels  a 
2-cent  stamp  and  the  latter  two  1-cent  stamps  and  I  shall  be  glad  to  hear  from 
any  collector  who  may  have  any  Panama  Postmarks  for  disposal.  Mr.  Brod-. 
stone  will  willingly  give  my  address. 

What  a  line  opportunity  is  lost  by  every  country  in  not  making  the  most 
ofUthe  advertising  postmark.  Enough  L.  S.  D.  might  be  made  annually  to  pay 

the  cost  of  producing  the  postage  stamps  used.  No  one  ever  objects  to  an 
“ad.”  on  a  tram  or  railway  ticket,  and  many  thousands  of  dollars  are  paid  for 
the  privilege  yearly  so  why  not  make  the  most  of  our  postmarks,  and  for  a  con¬ 
sideration  we  might  go  so  far  as  to  produce  Liverpool,  paid,  Jany.  1,  1912, 
Don’t  forget  Bicycle  Parade  for  Hospital  Saty  Sund.  June  1912. 

As  a  digression  may  say  that  years  ago  ads  appeared  on  the  back  of  New 
Zealand  stamps  and  religious  texts  on  the  back  of  Birkenhead  tram  tickets1, 
and  I  should  think  that  “Thou  shalt  not  steal”  and  “Thou  God  seest  me”  would 
act  as  a  warning  to  many  a  sinful  passenger- — hut  to  postmarks  again  for  my 
pen  wanders  somewhat. 

An  engineer  friend  of  mine  has  just  sent  me  a  picture  postcard  of  the  R. 
M.  S.  Elmina  from  the  West  Coast  of  Africa.  It  bears  an  ordinary  penny  Brit¬ 
ish  stamps  and  postmark  in  large  circle  the  size  of  a  penny  piece:  Paequebot 
posted  at  Sea  Received  13  No.  11  Southampton.  The  electric  postmarking  dies 
of  Liverpool  have  got  into  such  a  sorry  state  that  me  thinks  I  will  write  the 
postmaster  there  and  ask  him  if  the  dies  are  to  work  until  like  Doctor  Dobbs 
horse  of  Doucaster  they  get  beyond  it  and  refuse  duty  in  sheer  disgust. 

A  new  electric  postmark  has  been  granted  to  Stoke-on-Trent,  Stafford¬ 
shire.  My  earliest  copy  is  dated  Dec.  11-11  and  a  very  fine  specimen  has  been 
brought  into  use  for  Liverpool  north  office  consisting  of  seven  wavy  lines  ablit- 
eration  and  a  small  concentric  ring  dater.  My  earliest  date  is  also  Dec.  11,1911 
and  I  notice  the  cancelling  hour  and  date  is  now  fixed  in  the  center.  Advertising 
stamps  or  stickers  as  you  Americans  call  them  are  now  tabooed  in  this  country 
of  ours  unless  fixed  on  the  back  of  envelopes  and  missives  carrying  such  labels 
will  be  returned  to  sender  and  I  wonder  why  and  what  price  the  post  office 
kpund  open  and  officially  sealed  labels  where  do  they  come  in  for  it  is  simply  ;l 
^case  of  don’t  do  as  I  do  but  do  as  I  say.  (To  be  continued.) 


HOW  THE  NAVAJO  INDIANS  ACQUIRED  THEIR  ART  OF  WEAVING.

In  a  reservation  that  lies  in  the  northwestern  part  of  New  Mexico  andl 
northeastern  part  of  Arizona  and  comprises  about  20,000  square  miles  ot\ 
mountains,  and  deserts  of  sand  through  which  there  is  only  a  few  springs  of' 
good  water,  and  on  which  only  very  limited  vegetation  will  grow  live  the 
Navajo  Indians  of  fame  with  us  collectors  for  the  handsome  blankets  and  rugs 
which  they  make,  and  which  is  about  their  only  source  of  income  at  the  present 
time. 

This  race  of  Indians  have  always  been  a  hardy  tribe  and  for  years  were 
engaged  in  wars  upon  the  neighboring  Indian  tribes,  they  made  it  especially 
interesting  for  the  Hopis  tribe  that  were  rear  them  and  who  were  very  much 
afraid  of  them  and  finally  sued  for  peace  which  was  granted  providing  that 
the  Hopis  would  instruct  the  Navajo  Indians  the  art  of  their  weaving  blankets 
and  rugs,  which  was  done  and  is  still  carried  on  by  this  tribe  today. 

The  Navajo  Indians  are  very  progressive  and  at  the  same  time  in  many 
ways  are  backward.  They  have  less  schools  than  the  other  tribes  and  until  re¬ 
cent  years  few  of  the  children  had  any  school  advantages  whatever  as  they 
lived  far  back  from  the  settlements  and  only  came  in  when  they  had  business 
that  brought  them  and  there  are  women  and  children  in  this  tribe  who  have 
never  seen  a  white  man  but  they  are  entirely  self-supporting  and  raise  some 
corn,  have  a  few  ponies,  sheep  and  other  cattle.  Some  of  these  Navajos  are 
Very  rich  in  sheep  raising  and  a  few  of  them  have  goats.  These  furnish  them 
with  food  and  clothing  and  a  little  extra  money.  ^ 

Their  methods  of  preparing  the  wool  for  weaving  are  very  crude  and  prim¬ 
itive,  as  are  the  looms  that  they  use.  An  old  five  gallon  oil  can  is  generally 
used  in  which  to  scour  the  wool,  and  the  soap  is  made  from  the  soap  weed, 
amole.  Then  after  the  scouring  is  finished  the  yarn  is  carded  into  bats,  usually 
done  with  old  fashioned  hand  cards,  and  these  bats  twisted  or  spun  into  yarns 
by  hand. 

The  coloring  of  the  yarns  was  originally  done  with  vegetable  coloring 
dves,  which  make  the  colors  better  and  more  durable,  but  now  most  of  the 
dyeing  is  done  with  analine  dyes  which  are  not  nearly  so  good. 

Another  art  that  this  tribe  has  picked  up,  is  that  of  silver-smithing, which 
is  used  mostly  by  members  of  their  own  tribe.  Their  necklaces  are  worn  by 
both  men  and  women.  Elaborate  silver  mountings  are  used  on  their  harnesses 
for  the  ponies,  coat  and  jacket  buttons  are  made  from  Mexican  silver  dimes 
neatly  engraved  and  large  earrings  made  of  turquoise,  then  their  large  silver 
belts,  made  of  discs  are  rare  and  unique.  This  class  of  the  art  is  made  by  the 
men  only,  while  the  weaving  of  the  rugs  and  blankets  is  done  by  the  women  of 
the  tribe. 

Old  Mexican  dollars  are  used  for  this  silversmith  work  for  the  reason  that 
the  minted  silver  contains  just  the  right  amount  of  alloy  to  make  durable  silver 
ornaments.  No  record  is  to  be  had  of  where  they  acquired  this  art,  but  they 
have  been  doing  this  sort  of  work  for  the  past  sixty  years  and  probably  came 
to  their  knowledge  of  this  art  from  the  Mexicans. 

A  characteristic  which  shows  the  difference  between  Indian  tribes  is,  that 
the  Hopis  tribe,  mentioned  before  in  this  article,  instead  of  allowing  their 
women  to  do  the  weaving,  have  it  done  most  entirely  by  the  men  of  the  tribe^ 


NATURAL  HISTORY  NOTES.— Alfred  O.  Philipp. 


T  A  the  present  time  the  American  Bison  which  formerly  roamed  the  plains 
iii  millions  bids  fair  to  become  extinct,  just  as  the  mastodon  and  other  gigantic 
animals  of  prehistoric  ages.  We  are  told  that  one  herd  encountered  in  1871  ex¬ 
tended  over  an  area  of  25  miles  in  breadth  by  50  miles  in  length,  and  was  cal¬ 
culated  to  contain  at  least  4,000,000  individuals.  A  traveler  on  the  Kansas  Pa¬ 
cific  railroad  in  about  1870  declares  that  the  train  on  which  he  was  a  passenger 
passed  through  a  herd  of  buffalo  for  a  distance  of  no  less  than  120  miles. 

All  this  is  now  a  thing  of  the  past  and  the  wholesale  destruction  of  these 
animals  is  one  of  the  most  melancholy  stories  in  the  history  of  zoology,  today 
for  instance  the  only  buffalo  which  can  be  seen  are  those  on  reservations  and 
zoological  parks,  the  most  prominent  being  the  herd  in  Yellowstone  National 
Park  which  contains  between  200  and  300  animals.  Scotty  Phillips  of  Pierre,. 
S.  D.,  owns  one  of  the  largest  private  buffalo  herds  in  the  world,  numbering 
something  over  130. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  largest  buffalo  bull  in  the  world  was  re¬ 
cently  killed  and  mounted  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Elwood,  President  of  the  Northwestern. 
School  of  Taxidermy  for  Frank  Rockefeller  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

Of  particular  interest  to  ornithologists  are  the  maps  now  on  view  in  many 
museums  showing  the  different  routes  of  the  birds  returning  to  the  north.  Of 
special  interest  is  that  of  the  Golden  Plover,  which  flies  4000  miles  from  South. 
An®Mea  to  beyond  the  Arctic  circle,  where  it  remains  for  a  brief  six  weeks  to- 
hatc’h  its  young  before  starting  on  its  journey  southward  over  the  Atlantic. 

There  has  recently  been  placed  on  exhibition  at  the  Roger  Williams  Park 
Museum,  Providence,  R.  I.,  the  lower  jaw  of  a  whale-bone  whale.  The  two  sides 
of  the  jaw  are  separate  and  each  measures  about  fifteen  feet  in  width. 

Only  eighty  specimens  of  the  great  auk’s  egg  are  known  and  when  a  fine 
specimen  was  recently  offered  for  sale  in  a  London  auction  room  there  was 
great  competition  to  secure  it.  The  bidding  started  at  one  hundred  guineas  and 
it  was  finally  sold  for  two  hundred  guineas  or  one  thousand  dollars. 

This,  I  believe  is  a  record  price  for  rare  eggs,  exceeding  that  of  one  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  paid  for  three  eggs  of  the  red-breasted  snipe  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Childs 
of  Floral  Park,  Long  Island. 

As  far  as  we  can  ascertain  animal  training  seems  to  be  of  very  ancient 
origin  considering  the  following  historial  facts.  Cleopatra  is  invariably  pic¬ 
tured  seated  upon  her  throns  with  a  tame  leopard  lounging  at  her  feet,  it  will 
also  be  remembered  that  Cleopatra  met  her  death  through  poisoning  from  a 
pet  snake.  Upon  Julius  Caesar’s  return  to  Rome  following  various  conquests, 
an  enormous  procession  was  given  through  the  streets  of  Rome,  including  forty 
large  elephants  trained  as  torch-bearers.  It  is  also  recorded  in  history  that 
Mark  Anthony  drove  through  the  streets  of  Rome  in  a  chariot  drawn  by  lions. 

The  passenger  pigeon  is  doomed  to  absolute  extinction,  the  only  live  speci¬ 
men  being  in  the  Cincinnati  Zoological  Gardens.  When  this  bird  expires  its 
body  will  be  given  to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  in  Washington,  D.  C.  These 
birds  were  seen  in  flocks  of  tens  of  thousands  fifty  years  ago,  and  at  times  the 
£k;  was  actually  black  with  them.  The  California  condor  is  almost  extinct,  a 
Wft  anted  specimen  selling  for  about  five  hundred  dollars;  the  sage  hen  of  the 
west  is  almost  gone  and  hundreds  of  other  species  are  doomed.

ED  TORI  A  L  CORNER. 

The  movement  for  an  American  Philatelic  Congress  seems  to  be  gaining 
in  force  and  extent.  We  find  that  more  papers  every  month  give  their  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  matter,  and  until  now  very  litle  opposiion  has  been  shown. 

Our  argument  against  creating  a  large  national  body  represented  in  a  na¬ 
tional  congress,  is  that  the  cr  st  of  attending  such  a  congress  would  be  enor¬ 
mous  for  those  societies  who  have  their  center  too  far  away  from  the  meeting 
j)lace,  that  in  consequence  the  attendance  might  he  poor  and  the  deliberations 
might  fall  into  the  hands  of  a  few  who  happen  to  be  near  at  hand.  This  seems 
quite  worthy  of  consideration.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that  this  should  deter 
us  fvc  m  discusring  the  matter,  nor  from  trying  the  experiment,  for,  no  doubt, 
the  means  to  avoid  the  seeming  difficulties  can  be  found.  Delegates  may  be 
sent  representing  the  whole  membership  of  their  local  society,  who  might  pay 


■at  least  part  of  the  delegate’s  expenses.  Such  delegates  might  be  instructed  in 
regard  to  the  sentiments  and  the  will  of  the  societies  they  represent. 

It  seems  premature  for  us  to  go  too  far  into  detail,  because  that  might 
appear  as  if  we  desired  to  dictate  to  the  proposed  congress  in  advance  what  it 
should  and  what  it  should  not  do.  J  V  | 

But  we  doubt  not,  that,  if  every  local  or  state  society  in  the  United  tSates 
will  send  a  delegate  to  New  York  next  year  during  the  time  of  the  great  In¬ 
ternational  Philatelic  Exhibition  that  is  to  be  held  there,  and  if  all  these  dele¬ 
gates  meet  on  a  certain  day,  they  will  be  able  to  agree  on  certain  propositions, 
wrhich  may  be  ratified  later  by  the  several  societies. 

Th  main  question  rather  is,  whether  the  societies  are  willing  to  co-operate, 
to  elect  delegates  and  give  them  authority  to  act  in  the  names  of  the  so¬ 
cieties.  There  is  no  need  of  great  hurry,  and  it  is  not  at  all  necessary  that  the 
first  congress  should  finish  a  great  deal  of  work.  All  we  need  is  a  start,  a  good 
enthusiastic  start.  The  rest  will  follow.  Meanwhile  it  seems  desirable  that  lo¬ 
cal  societies  discuss  the  matter,  that  friends  correspond  about  it,  that  anyone 
who  thinks  he  has  a  good  idea  to  give  it  to  the  philatelic  press,  and  that  the 
members  urge  their  officers  to  give  this  matter  their  attention.  They  might 
also  write  to  the  editors  of  their  favorite  stamp  papers  to  give  their  opinion. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  all  collectors,  stamp  dealers  and  publishers  of 
stamp  papers  have  some  common  interests.  These  should  form  the  basis  of 
the  organization  and  its  consequent  action.  Questions  of  local  or  factional  in¬ 
terest  should  be  left  out  of  consideration,  and  we  need  not  fear  that  without 
them  there  will  not  be  enough  to  act  upon. 

Just  to  mention  one  thing,  we  all  desire  to  be  known  as  reliable  men  to  as 
many  of  our  fellow  collectors  as  can  be,  and  we  wish  to  know  who  they  ar^’and 
what  their  standinfi  is  with  those  with  whom  they  are  connected.  Now,  if  a 
Philatelic  Congress  would  effect  no  more  than  to  cause  a  list  of  all  collectors  in 
good  standing  to  be  published  and  brought  into  the  hands  of  every  one  of 
them,  would  that  not  be  worth  while?  As  it  is  now,  one  may  know  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  local  society,  or  perhaps  of  two  or  three  societies  that  one  may  join 
— to  join  all  is  almost  impossible  and  too  expensive  for  most  collectors — ,  tut 
to  know  all  collectors  in  our  great  country  and  to  be  known  to  all  of  them  can 
hardly  be  accomplished  unless  it  is  done  by  means  of  one  large  all-comprising 
national  organization. 

We  have  pointed  out  other  advantages  before,  and  every  collector,  dealer, 
publisher,  if  he  will  but  give  the  matter  a  little  thought,  will  easily  find  a 
number  of  other  common  interests.  We  need  not  follow  the  footsteps  of  the 
national  organizations  in  other  countries.  We  can  work  out  our  own  plans. 
But  we  can  learn  from  them  and  profit  by  their  experiences,  and  we  can  show 
them  that  Americans  are  not  inferior  to  any  other  nationality. 

At  present  the  only  American  stamp  collectors’  organization  that  is 
known,  recognized  and  respected  abroad,  is  the  A.  P.  S.  Almost  the  same  ad¬ 
vantages  can  be  gained  for  every  other  organization,  no  matter  how  young 
or  small  it  may  be,  if  it  combines  with  all  the  other  American  organizations 
in  one  large  national  body. — (Dorpat.)

Fellow  Members: — For  several  months  the  S.  P.  A.  columns  in  the  WEST 
have  been  full  of  the  consolidation  discussion.  That  is  all  well  and  good  as 
long  as  it  is  confined  to  the  presentation  of  ‘pros  and  cons’  by  both  sides,  but 
lately  the  matter  has  developed  into  a  contest  which  is  rather  too  personal  for 
tine  welfare  of  the  society.

AMALGAMATION  MUST  NOT  BE  AND  WHY.

Much  has  been  said  recently  on  the  proposed  amalgamation  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Philatelic  Association  and  the  Metropolitan  Philatelic  Association;  relative 
to  forming  themselves  into  one  body  supposedly  to  be  called  the  United  Phil¬ 
atelic  Association  or  something  similar. 

I  have  been  taking  notice  to  all  that  has  been  said  relative  to  the  union 
and  against  the  union;  and  have  been  reluctant  in  expressing  my  views  and 
further;  never  would  have  taken  the  time  to  prepare  this  article  for  the  press 
had  not  some  of  the  most  ridiculous  falsehoods  been  scattered  relative  to  the 
financial  standing  of  the  S.  P.  A. 

SHOULD  WE  AMALGAMATE: — This  is  the  first  question  that  I  will  at¬ 
tempt  to  answer  as  briefly  as  possible — NO. 

Why?  This  will  be  the  question  that  so  many  have  asked  In  the  first 
place  the  Southern  Philatelic  Association  was  formed  two  decades  ago  and 
was  organized  for  the  sole  purpose  of  uniting  the  north  and  the  south  into  a 
stronger  l  ond  of  philatelic  fellowship.  At  that  time  the  collectors  of  stamps 
in  the  south  were  comparatively  few  compared  with  the  present  day  and  this 
organization  was  foimed  for  the  benefit  of  these  brothers  of  the  south  and  for 
increasing  the  interest  in  the  hobby  of  stamp  collecting.  At  the  time  of  its  or¬ 
ganization  the  South  began  to  flourish  from  a  philatelic  standpoint.  Do  you 
remember  those  influential  members  from  the  states  of  Texas  and  Virginia 
(the  home  of  the  S.  P.  A.)?  Do  you  recall  the  class  of  stamp  literature  that 
came  from  these  two  states?  Go  back  over  the  files  of  the  stamp  journals 
from  the  south  and  you  will  find  that  the  Texas  Philatelist  flourished  for  a 
number  of  years;  and  was  and  has  been  the  leading  advocate  from  the  southern 
part  of  the  U.  S.;  then  there  was  that  famous  VIRGINIA  PHILATELIST;  Few 
if  any  journals  have  appeared  that  will  eclipse  this  work  of  art  that  came  from 
the  state  of  Virginia.  Then  there  were  many  others  that  I  n  ight  name  if  space 
permitted.  In  the  course  of  these  years  the  S.  P.  A.  was  bringing  together  a

John  Bryant,  an  expert  mineralogist  with  a  world  wide  reputation  died 
in  San  Francisco,  May  27,  1912.  All  his  life  he  studied  minerals  with  an  a-cor 
that  made  him  an  expert  and  his  collection  of  minerals,  worth  thousands  of 
dollars  and  said  to  be  the  best  in  California  were  destroyed  in  the  fire  of  190b. 


A  collection  of  rare  Italian,  Felmish  and  English  laces  and  embroideries, 
dating  from  about  the  thirteenth  century,  has  been  received  at  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  Museum,  the  gift  of  Countess  Elizabeth  Phelps  de  Rasse  of  Flo¬ 
rence,  Italy.  Recent  gifts  to  the  museum  included  a  rare  copy  of  Titian's 
“Marriage  of  St.  Catherine  to  the  colelction  of  apintings,  also  a  rare  species 
of  ?ea  urchin  from  the  Indo-Pacific  waters. 


ln‘  April  it  was  reported  that  there  were  more  than  one  hundred  thousand 
visitors  to  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Museum.  This  San  Francisco  Museum  is  the 
second  best  in  the  United  States  and  contains  curiosities  from  all  over  the 
world.  Collectors  when  coming  to  San  Francisco  should  not  miss  going  there. 


The  California  Stamp  News' which  was  announced  to  appear  in  June  will 
not  be  published  until  a  later  date  if  more  subscriptions  are  not  forthcoming. 
This  paper,  if  published  in  June  will  be  the  only  paper  devoted  exclusively  to 
stamps  and  coins  in  California,  since  the  death  of  the  Philatelic  Californian, 
the  Pacific  Stamp  News  and  a  few  other  stamp  journals. 


We  are  apt  to  take  our  present  custom  of  sticking  stamps  in  the  right- 
hand  corners  of  letters  as  part  of  the  natui'e  of  things,  but  our  investigations 
into  the  Hanseatic  postal  arrangements  have  revealed  that  it  was  not  always 
the  recognized  mode.  The  original  notice,  dated  1858,  announcing  the  issue 
of  the  stamps  of  Lubeck,  advised  the  senders  of  letters  that  the  use  of  the  la¬ 
bels  was  optional,  and  requested  them,  if  they  did  use  them,  to  stick  them  in 
the  left  upper  corner.  Until  1864  this  was  the  universal  way,  but  in  that  year 
a  change  took  place,  as  we  know  from  the  envelope  stamps  of  the  town,  now 
excessively  scarce,  which  before  that  date  are  stamped  on  the  left  and  after  it 
on  the  right.  Possibly  the  convenience  of  the  postal  official  was  thought  of,  as 
with  the  stamps  in  their  present  place  he  can  use  his  obliterating  stamp  and 
see  that  the  address  is  in  order  at  the  same  time,  which  would  previously  have 
.been  difficult. 


FOREIGN  REVEM’E  NOTES.— By  Oscar  T.  Hartmann. 


Foreign  revenues  stamp  notes  are  kind  of  scarce.  I  have  nothing  picked 
up  worth  mentioning.  , 


Have  you  noticed  quite  a  heavy  line  running  from  NE  to  SW  corner  on 
the  present  issue  of  1  and  2c  U.  S.  postage  stamps.  The  shading  in  the  stamp 
produces  it.  A  single  stamp  shows  nothing  only  when  you  have  several  to¬ 
gether  produces  this  effect.  It  is  quite  pronounced. 


Quite  a  permit,  the  5c  hand  stamped  permit  94  N.  Y.  It  is  printed  in  blue 
and  the  old  4c  permit  is  blotched  out. 


There  are  two  U.  S.  A.  now.  The  United  States  of  America,  and  Union  of 
South  Africa.  So  the  best  abbreviation  for  this  country  is  simply  U.  S. 


German  railway  stamps  are  quite  collectable.  There  is  a  small  catalog  of 
them.  They  were  issued  first  on  unwatermarked  paper,  now  on  watermarked 
paper.  The  values  are  5,  10,  25,  30,  40,  50,  60,  70.  80.  90  pf.  1.  2.  3mk.  and 
higher.  All  the  different  government  railroads  and  private  roads  have  them. 
Some  are  quite  scarce.  The  30  pf.  I  believe  is  the  most  common  value.  Some 
of  them  are  also  diagonally  surcharged  “Expressgut.” 


Among  the  precancells  I  have  seen  or  in  my  possession  I  shall  pick  out 
a  few  which  I  imagine  might  be  of  some  interest.  The  Milwaukee  3c  black  sur¬ 
charged  on  top  of  the  red  surcharge,  issue  of  1895,  must  indicate  that  a  <^ed 
-urcharged  stamp  had  been  used.  A  Boston,  Mass.,  on  a  3c  St.  Louis  Com¬ 
memorative.  A  3c  1890  surcharged  2  heavy  bars  vertically,  place  of  issue  not 
known  to  me.  Yonkers,  Topeco,  Sineda  handstamped  on  the  2c  series  1902. 
The  lc  Pan-American,  surcharged  St.  Paul.  Floral  City,  N.  Y.,  2  heavy  vertical 
bars  on  the  lc  green  of  1898.  Chicago,  double  surcharge  8c  series  1902.  Strip 
of  3  of  the  15c  olive  1898  surcharged  with  Chicago,  date  9-1,  I  have  made  a 
distinction  between  the  blue  green  and  yellow  green  lc  series  of  1902.  Some  of 
these  precancells  come  on  both  shades  and  others  I  have  seen  only  on  one 
shade.  St.  Louis  precancelled  on  a  machine  5  ho<e  perforation.  Do  you  know 
when  you  see  a  precancell,  also  Dostally  cancelled,  what  the  reason  is?  When 
a  precancelled  letter  is  addressed  to  a  party  and  this  party  has  moved,  leaving 
a  new  address,  this  particular  precancell  is  again  postally  cancelled  and  for¬ 
warded.  I  have  several  of  them  on  hand. 


Some  of  the  Portugal  revenues  of  1911  are  surcharged  Republica. 

The  town  of  Graz  has  issued  a  10  heller  special  tax.  White  letters  on  green 
background.  A  stamp  about  1  inch  by  2  inches,  perforated  sometime  in  1910. 

I  he  exposition,  etc.,  labels,  have  in  Austria  a  great  foothold,  and  some 
very  pretty  designs  in  many  colors  are  issued. 


Don  t  try  to  make  your  ad  too  short.  The  readers  aren’t  posted  on  your 
proposition.  Tell  them  enough  to  interest  them. 


A  CHAT  TO  BOY  AND  GIRL  COLLECTORS. 

Do  you  know  that  to  collect  stamps,  or  any  othef  hobby,  places  you  in¬ 
tellectually,  above  those  who  have  no  hobby. 

T  stamp  collecting,  in  my  opinion,  is  in  every  way  a  more  pleasurable  hobby 
than  collecting  minerals,  shells,  butterflies,  birds’  eggs,  etc. 

There  are,  however,  certain  requirements  in  collecting  stamps,  which  de¬ 
mand  much  attention,  although  they  are  easily  attained. 

For  instance,  a  closer  attention  to  geography  than  is  usually  given  at 
school  will  become  a  valuable  aid  in  placing  the  country  of  a  stamp  at  first 

sight.  .. 

You  must  also  study  art,  not  necessarily  by  paid-for  tuition,  but  it  you 

are  of  an  artistic  mind,  visit  the  picture  galleries  as  often  as  possible.  Pay 
great  attention  to  the  illustrated  magazines  that  are  published,  and  you  will,  in 
a  comparatively  short  time  be  able  to  distinguish  the  artistic  side  of  everything 

that  comes  under  your  eye.  . 

You  may  not  have  a  good  conception  of  colors  and  their  shades,  there  is 
no  better  medium  of  getting  to  know  them  than  the  garden  and  the  bush.  By 
watching  flowers  as  they  first  appear  and  when  they  are  drooping,  you  learn 
to  distinguish  shades.  A  florist’s  catalogue  is  a  good  aid  to  learning  colors.  "• 
better  aid  is  an  adept  in  them,  and  from  him  or  her  you  can  learn  a  good  deal. 

One  of  the  essentials  in  collecting  is  a  close  attention  to  details,  such  as  a 
scrupulous  cleanliness  in  working  amongst  stamps,  and  careful  handling  so  as 
rot  to  destroy  the  perforations,  and  neatness  in  the  mounting  of  them.  . 

in  referring  to  shades  and  perforations,  I  would  advise  to  leave  varieties 
ojWhese  alone  at  first,  unless  they  are  a  distinct  issue. 

Learn  from  a  catalogue,  or  a  stamp  magazine,  if  you  get  it,  in  what  year 
a  stamp  is  issued,  and  when  you  place  it  in  your  album,  put  the  date,  in  small 
figures  above  it,  or  at  the  beginning  of  the  row,  if  you  have  more  than  one  of 

the  same  issue.  . 

Read  all  you  can  about  stamps,  and  make  a  note  of  what  is  of  interest  re¬ 
lating  to  what  you  are  colelcting  at  the  time. 

All  that  you  need  study  about  perforations  at  the  beginning  is  whether 
the  stamp  has  been  perforated  by  a  machine  that  has  a  lot  of  pins  close  togeth¬ 
er,  or  more  or  less  wide  apart.  This  knowledge  is  necessary  when  your  collec¬ 
tion  expands. 

Stamps  that  have  not  been  perforated  should  never  be  trimmed. 

By  a  close  study  of  stamps,  there  is  less  danger  of  getting  forgeries,  and 
when  you  are  doubtful  as  to  the  genuineness  of  a  stamp  compare  it  with  one 
you  know  to  be  genuine  by  the  aid  of  a  magnifying  glass,  studying  every  pait 
of  the  design. 

Do  not  handle  stamps  with  your  hands.  By  so  doing  there  is  danger  of 
crumpling  or  bending  the  stamp,  which  lessens  its  value.  A  pair  of  tweezers 
is  obtainabel  at  a  smal  cost. 

Before  putting  stamps  in  the  album,  see  that  all  superfluous  paper  on  the 
back  is  removed.  If  it  is  not,  soak  them  in  water  for  a  few  minutes,  when  it 
will  come  readily  off.  Take  care,  however,  that  stamps  like  the  red  Id.  of  New 
South  Wales,  South  Australia,  and  Victoria,  are  not  put  in  the  same  water,  as 
they  are  printed  in  a  volatile  color,  which  comes  off,  and  discolors  the  other 
stamps.

PHILATEL1  I  IS  El  ROPE. — From  our  own  Correspondent. 


The  British  stamp  collector  with  strong  patriotic  feelings  can,  if  he  likes 
collect  a  wonderful  panorama  of  the  British  Empire  in  his  albums.  As  a  writer 
in  the  London  “Times”  point  out,  tiny  squares  of  gummed  paper,  garnered 
from  the  corners  of  the  earth,  serve  to  bring  to  his  imagination  the  first  pio¬ 
neer  settlements  of  his  countrymen  in  lands  across  the  seas;  and  no  only  do 
they  familiarize  him  with  the  geographical  position  of  a  number  of  places 
known  to  the  average  individual  by  hearsay,  onl>,  but  the  life  and  scenery  of 
these  distant  settlements  are  revealed  to  him  through  the  designs  of  their 
postage  stamps,  by  which  he  is  made  acquainted  with  their  people,  their  lan¬ 
guage,  flora  and  fauna,  industries,  products,  currency  and  mode  of  governmei.f} 

Jamaica  presents  on  the  2  cents  stamp  of  1900-01  a  charming  vista  of  me  '< 
Llandovery  Falls,  on  the  “historic  north  side  of  the  island,  amongst  the  pas¬ 
tures  and  pimento  groves  of  St.  Annes,  the  Garden  of  Jamaica.”  It  is  taken 
from  a  photograph  by  Dr.  James  Johnson;  and  there  is  a  legend  of  a  Lover’s 
Leap  in  connection  with  these  falls,  which  terminated  a  romance  between  a 
young  Spanish  grandee  and  the  daughter  of  an  Indian  chief,  i.i  the  days  of 
the  Spanish  dominion. 

A  few’  miles  from  the  ancient  town  of  Nassau,  in  the  Bahamas  group, 
there  is  a  curious  fissure  in  the  limestone  rock  one-eighth  of  a  mile  in  depth, 
at  the  end  of  which  is  a  steep  flight  of  steps  hewn  out  of  the  rock,  known  lo¬ 
cally  as  the  Queen’s  Staircase.  This  passageway,  which  is  depicted  on  several 
of  the  current  stamps  of  the  colony,  is  said  to  have  been  constructed  over 
150  years  ago  to  permit  of  the  movement  of  the  garrison  unobserved  between 
Queen’s  Harbour  and  Fort  Fincastle  on  the  heights  above. 

On  the  postage  stamps  of  the  Leewrard  Island  of  Dominica,  Mount  Diab- 
lotin  (5,314  feet  the  mightiest  crater  in  the  Lesser  Antilles,  raises  its  cloud- 
enveloped  crest,  with  the  township  of  Portsmouth  nestling  at  its  foot. 

A  particular  4  cents  postage  stamp  issued  by  the  island  colony  of  St. 
Lucia  in  1902,  to  mark  the  tercentenary  of  its  discovery,  bears  a  representation 
of  the  celebrated  Pitons  Hock  (3,700  feet)  guarding  the  approach  to  the  har¬ 
bour  of  Castries. 

British  Guiana  has  reproduced  two  of  her  chief  natural  wonders  on  the 
designs  of  fhe  Jubilee  stamps  issued  there  in  1897.  The  Kaieteur  Falls  on  the 
Potaro  River  are  said  to  be  amongst  the  finest  in  the  world,  and  at  this  ponit 


the  river  is  precipitated  over  a  large  chasm  741  feet  in  height,  the  falls  them¬ 
selves  being  370  feet  across.  In  the  interior  of  the  country,  near  the  Vene¬ 
zuelan  border  is  Mount  Roriama,  one  of  the  wonders  of  the  world,  a  gigantic 
block  of  pink  sandstone,  rising  to  a  height  of  8,740  feet,  bokren  by  innumer¬ 
able  terraces  and  discharging  cascades  at  several  points. 

From  South  America  we  turn  to  the  palm  fringed  reefs  and  lagoons  of 
the  Pacific,  wherein  lie  many  solitary  outposts  of  the  Empire.  A  glimpse  of 
life  in  the  South  Seas  is  afforded  by  the  lagoon,  palm  trees,  and  war  canoe 
filled  with  native  warriors,  which  appear  on  the  stamps  of  the  British  Solo¬ 
mon  Islands;  whilst  on  those  of  Papua  (British  New  Guinea)  is  shown  a  pe¬ 
culiar  native  craft  styled  “Lakatoi”  employed  by  the  tribes  of  the  Port 
Moewsby  district,  the  village  of  Hanuabada  being  visible  in  the  back  ground. 
The  stamps  of  the  neighboring  Cook  Islands  Protectorate,  in  addition  to  a  na¬ 
tive  bird  of  the  wry-neck  species,  known  as  a  Torea,  afford  a  distant  sight  of 
the  twin  peaks  of  Raratonga,  well-known  landmarks  for  navigators  in  these 
bers.  The  %  real  has  been  largely  treated  in  this  way.  I  have  it  with  the 
waters.  Those  of  Tonga,  or  the  Friendly  Islands  Protectorate,  bear  designs 
of  local  scenery  and  vegetation.  On  the  $1.25  we  find  a  bird’s  eye  view  of  the 
beautiful  landlocked  harbouh  of  Vavau,  the  finest  in  the  Western  Pacific,  and 
or.  the  50  cents  the  island  craters  of  Tofoa  and  Kai  in  the  Haabai  group.  A 
piehistoric  Trilith  figures  on  the  6  cents  stamp  of  the  1898  series.  Its  origin 
is  unknown  but  there  is  a  cup-shaped  depression  in  the  crosspiese  in  which, 
tradition  states,  was  received  the  blood  of  human  sacrifices.  Others  of  these 
stamps  show  respectively  a  bread-fruit  tree  and  its  fruit,  a  gorgeous  parrakeet 
and  a  cluster  of  coral,  all  taken  from  a  series  of  photographs  specially  pre- 
by  an  Auckland  photographer  to  the  order  of  King  George  II.  of  Tonga. 

Zealand  is  famed  for  the  glories  of  her  lake  and  mountain  scenery, 
ancl  many  of  her  chief  beauties  have  been  preserved  on  the  attractive  pic¬ 
torial  stamps  of  1898.  Milford  Sound  in  the  South  Island  is  said  to  resemble 
some  of  the  finest  of  the  Norwegian  fjords,  and  views  of  the  sound  itself  and 
of  Pembroke  Peak  standing  upon  its  shore  arc  found  on  the  4  cents  and  50 
cents'  stamps  of  this  series.  On  the  5  cents  stamp  appears  a  panoramic  view 
of  the  picturesque  Lake  Wakatipu,  with  Mount  Earnslaw’s  rugged  peak  rising 
in  the  background,  whilst  the  snowclad  form  of  Mount  Cook,  the  principal 
height  of  the  Southern  Alps,  may  be  seen  on  the  one  cent  and  $1.25  values. 
The  famous  White  and  Pink  Terraces  of  siliceous  sinter  on  the  shores  of  Lake 
Rotomahana,  Mount  Ruapehu  with  its  steam-vomiting  crater,  Otira  Gorge,  and 
Lake  Taupo  at  its  foot,  all  in  the  North  Island,  appear  on  various  other  denom¬ 
inations.  The  fauna  of  the  island  is  represented  by  the  rapidly  disappearing 
wingless  apteryx  or  Kiwi,  a  brace  of  sheep-killing  Kakas,  and  two  sacred 
Huia  birds.  Incidents  in  the  Colony’s  history,  including  the  arrival  of  the  first 
inhabitants  from  Hawaiki  in  the  canoe  Te  Arawa,  the  Landing  of  Captain 
Cook,  and  the  Proclamation  of  Annexation,  are  illustrated  on  the  commemora¬ 
tive  stamps  of  1906. 

A  number  of  picturesque  scenes  in  Tasmania  are  portrayed  on  a  series 
of  pictorial  stamps  now  current.  They  comprise  a  panorama  of  Hobart  Har¬ 
bour,  a  view  of  Mount  Wellington  at  the  back  of  the  city,  the  Russell  and 
Dilston  Falls,  Port  Davy,  Lakes  Marion  and  St.  Clair  and  the  curious  natural 
formation  known  as  Tasman’s  Arch. 

On  the  mainland  of  Australia,  New  South  Wales  provides  a  microscopic 
panorama  of  Sydney  Harbour,  showing  Port  Jackson,  Fort  Dennison,  the  Ex- 
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hibition  Building,  etc.,  taken  from  Mossman’s  Bay.  Local  animal  life  is  re¬ 
presented  on  the  stamps  of  this  state  by  the  Kankaroo,  Emu  and  Lyre  Bird, 
whilst  -a  map  of  Australia  figures  on  the  1.25  cents  stamp  of  1888.  South 
Australia  presents  on  its  one  cent  stamp  the  imposing  G.  P.  0.  building  i£i 
Victoria  Square,  Adelaide. 

Table  Bay  and  Tabel  Mountain,  with  Cape  Town  at  its  foot,  appear  on 
the  penny  stamp  of  Cape  Colony,  designed  by  Mr.  Sturman  and  issued  in  1900 
in  honor  of  the  adoption  of  penny  (2  cents)  postage  in  the  colony;  whilst  the 
Victoria  Falls  on  the  Zambesi  form  the  subject  of  a  series  of  pictorial  stamps 
issued  by  the  British  South  Africa  Company  in  1905,  on  the  occasion  of  the 
opening  of  the  railway  bridge  over  the  falls  and  the  visit  of  the  Royal  Society 
to  Rhodesia. 

St.  Helena  issues  some  handsome  pictorial  stamps  bearing  respectively 
views  of  the  wharf  at  Jamestown,  the  diminutive  capital,  and  the  beautifully 
situated  Government  House,  generally  considered  to  be  one  of  the  most  pic¬ 
turesque  spots  in  the  world. 

A  panorama  of  the  busy  entrepot  of  Zanzibar,  a  notorious  port  in  the  old 
days  of  slave  trading  and  today  the  principal  shipping  centre  of  Eastern 
Africa  finds  place  on  the  current  high  value  stamps  of  this  Protectorate. 

The  stamps  of  the  Protectorate  of  British  Uorth  Borneo  embrace  a  va- 
riey  of  subjects: — A  Dyak  chief,  specimens  of  indigenous  flora  and  fauna, 
scenes  on  the  railway,  the  town  of  Jesselton,  the  Legislative  Council,  a  Malay 
dhow,  and  Mount  Kini-Balou,  the  chief  height  in  the  island  of  Borneo  and  a 
famous  landmark,  visible  on  a  clear  doy  for  over  150  miles  out  at  sea.  The 
name  signifies  Chinese  widow,  and  there  is  a  legend  which  tells  of  a  certo  n 
Chinese  Prince  of  Borneo  who  became  enamoured  of  a  beautiful  female  sp4iit 
living  in  the  mountain  fastnesses.  One  day  whilst  journeying  to  make  her  an 
offer  of  marriage  he  lost  his  footing  in  the  darkness  and  was  dashed  to  pieces 
down  a  precipice,  from  which  fatal  event  the  mountain  derives  its  name. 

The  native  village  of  Brunei,  built  on  piles  in  the  estuary  of  the  river, 
known  as  the  “Eastern  Venice”  appears  on  the  stamps  of  that  state  and  a 
squat  stone  minaret  over  four  centuries  old,  which  faces  the  mosque  at  Male, 
on  the  stamps  of  the  Maidive  Archipelago. 

Nearer  home  we  have  the  Grand  Harbour  of  Valetta  on  the  farthing  (% 
cent)  stamp  Malta,  giving  a  panoramic  view  of  the  harbour  and  bastions,  the 
fortress  of  St.  Elmo,  and  the  port  guardship  at  anchor. 

On  the  stamps  of  Newfoundland  we  find  a  variety  of  scenes  illustrative  of 
its  principal  industries  and  resources,  from  fishing,  mining,  and  logging  to  the 
very  latest  development  a  view  of  the  paper  mills  at  Grand  Falls.  A  New¬ 
foundland  logging  camp  is  depicted  on  one  of  the  current  stamps  of  the  colony, 
and  on  others  townships  of  Cupids  and  Mosquito.  Rock-bound"  Cape  Bonavista, 
the  landfall  of  Sebastion  Cabot  “Hym  that  found  the  new  Isle,”  with  its 
guardian  lighthouse,  adorns  the  3  cents  stamp  of  1897. 

A  special  stamp  issued  by  the  Dominion  of  Canada  at  Christmas,  1898, 
to  mark  the  inauguration  of  Imperial  Penny  Postage,  bore  a  miniature  map  of 
the  world  on  Mercator’s  projection  with  the  British  Empire  colored  red.  It 
was  designed  by  Postmaster-General  Mulock,  and  beneath  the  map  was  the 
motto  taken  from  the  well-known  poem  by  Sir  Lewis  Morris,  “We  hold  a 
vaster  Empire  than  has  been.” 

Philatelists  will  soon  have  a  novelty  to  add  to  their  collections  in  the  new 


French  colony  stamps  for  Dahomey  and  Senegal.  The  Postal  Administi  ation- 
has  just  accepted  the  designs  of  M.  de  Neziere,  to  whom  it  had  applied  and  the- 
engravers  have  already  started  to  work  on  the  corners,  but  the  completed  dies 
'Yjv  scarcely  expected  to  be  ready  much  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The  artist 
j£ya  followed  the  modern  taste  for  symbolical  figures  illustrative  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  and  for  Dahomy  the  stamp  will  show  a  native  climbing  up  a  palm  tree  to 
harvest  the  oil  from  the  nuts.  In  the  four  corners  will  be  represented  the 
fantistic  animals  adored  as  gods  or  fetishes  by  the  “medicine  men”  of  the  ne¬ 
groes,  and  the  whole  wil  be  a  picturesque  miniature  souvenir  of  the  African 
possession. 

The  Senegal  stamp  will  give  a  sketch  of  the  cotton  market  in  an  African 
village,  with  many  native  figures  introduced.  Though  nothing  has  yet  been 
said  about  it,  there  is  every  probability  that  the  French  Protectorate  over 
Morocco  will  also  produce  a  new  series  of  stamps  as  soon  as  a  regular  postal 
service  has  been  organized.

The  stump  is  twenty  feet  in 
diameter  and  the  government  appropriates  each  year  a  certain  sum  for  its 
maintenance.

855.  Where  can  one  get  Foreign  Letters  translated  into  English,  and  at 
what  price?  If  the  letters  are  not  too  long  you  may  send  them  to  me  with  a 
fee  of  10c  and  postage,  and  I  shall  translate  them  for  you,  or  tell  you  their 
meaning.  This  refers  to  letters  in  German,  French,  Spanish,  Italian,  Portu¬ 
guese,  Dutch  and  Danish,  Norwegian  or  Swedish.  I  must  remark  though 
that  I  cannot  write  any  of  these  languages,  except  German,  and  that  in  many 
instances  I  can  give  but  a  rough  sketch  of  the  meaning,  especially  if  the 
letter  in  question  is  not  written  plainly  and  in  correct  style. 

856.  Can  you  give  any  information  about  the  Portrait  on  the  stamps  of 
Honduras  of  1878  to  1889?  Yes,  it  is  a  likeness  of  President  General  Fran¬ 
cisco  Morazan,  who,  according  to  The  Stamp  Lover,  “was  born  in  Teguci¬ 
galpa  in  1799,  coming  from  an  old  French  West  Ondian  family.  On  the 
declaration  of  independence  from  Spain  in  1821,  he  was  appointed  Secretary 
General  by  Dionisio  Herrera,  the  first  President  of  Honduras.  He  later  com¬ 
manded  the  Honduras  troops  in  the  war  against  Guatemala,  which  republic 
was  attempting  to  gain  a  predominant  position  among  the  Central  American 
Republics,  but  was  defeated  and  captured.  A  few  years  later  he  was  at 
successful,  became  President  of  Honduras,  and  conquered  Guatemala  in  Wi£9. 
During  his  regime  very  numeorus  and  extensive  reforms  were  introduced,  but 
in  1832  he  had  to  suppress  a  revolution  in  Salvador  against  the  Federation. 
In  1838  occurred  the  terrible  Indian  rebellion  in  Guatemala  under  Raphael 
Carrera;  Honduras  was  defeated,  and  together  with  Costa  Rica  had  to  with¬ 
draw  from  the  Federation;  Guatmala  became  independent.  Morazan  resigned 
the  Presidency  on  April  5th,  1840,  and  fjed  to  Chili.  In  1842  he  made  one 
more  attempt  to  reinstate  the  Central  American  Federation,  and  managed  to 
overthrow  the  Separatist  Governmen  of  Costa  Rica,  but  a  counter-revolt  took 
place,  and  Morazan  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  rebels,  and  was  shot  on  Sep¬ 
tember  15th,  1842.”  This  does  not  quite  agree  with  accounts  found  elsewhere, 
making  him  rather  a  representative  of  liberty  rather  than  a  representative  of 
centralization.  It  is  hard  to  decide  which  view  is  correct,  wtihout  going  into  a 
deeper  study  of  the  character  and  his  times.  Generally  speaking,  I  think,  the 
account  is  correct. 

857.  What  do  you  think  of  Collecting  the  stamps  of  Central  America? 

I  think,  now  is  the  time  to  do  it.  The  plates  of  the  Seeberk  issues  have  been 
defaced  and  can  no  longer  be  used  to  make  any  more  reprints,  the  reprints 
have  been  fairly  well  distinguished  from  the  originals,  the  prices  are  yet  way 
down,  and  the  attention  given  these  stamps  from  all  sides  is  apparently  in¬ 
creasing.  One  should  not  attempt  to  collect  these  stamps  without  making  a 
study  of  them.  Especially  cancelled  copies  should  be  regarded  with  great 
care,  lest  one  get  them  with  fraudulent  or  improperly  applied  cancellations. 

858.  What  do  you  think  of  Collecting  Shades  of  Canadian  Stamps?  I 
think  this  is  as  pleasurable  and  as  profitable  as  any  other  kind  of  collecting 


Especially  where  the  same  design  has  been  in  such  long  use,  as  in  the  case  of 
the  Canadian  issue  of  1869,  and  where  many  different  printings  had  to  te 
✓  hade,  it  will  be  found  that  there  are  differences  of  shade,  paper,  etc.,  t.vat 
* ji-j]  Jenable  one  after  careful  study  to  distinguish  between  the  earlier  and  teh 
mter  printings.  By  pointing  out  the  differences  and  assigning  each  kind  to  -ts 
proper  time  varieties  may  be  established  which  are  not  now  recognized  by  t  ie 
catalogs.  Some  of  these  may  now  be  rare,  though  they  can  yet  be  had  at  the 
price  of  the  common  stamps.  I  have  not  yet  seen  Mr.  Howe’s  took  on  Cana¬ 
dian  stamps,  but  to  judge  from  Mr.  Howe’s  standing  as  a  philatelist  and 
philatelic  writer,  and  according  to  the  reception  that  has  been  given  the  book 
in  the  philatelic  press,  I  think  you  will  find  it  a  great  help  in  studying  and 
collecting  Canadian  stamps. 

859.  Are  there  any  Varieties  in  Norwegian  Stamps  that  are  not  men¬ 
tioned  in  Scott’s  Catalog?  Yes,  most  of  the  Nos.  in  Scott  might  be  doubled. 
There  are,  in  the  first  place,  two  or  three  shades  of  most  stamps,  and  then 
there  are  a  good  many  plate  varieties.  It  would  lead  to  far  to  try  to  enumeiate 
here  all  the  known  varieties,  and  I  am  sorry  that  at  this  writing  I  am  not 
able  to  point  out  any  work  that  treats  the  stamps  of  Norway  in  an  exhaus¬ 
tive  manner.  You  will,  however,  find  some  help  in  Gibbons’  Catalog  and  es¬ 
pecially  in  Kohl’s  Handbuch.  If  you  can  read  the  Scandinavian  languages, 
you  will  also  find  much  help  in  the  Nordisk  Filatelist  sk  1  idskrift. 

831.  “Mixed  Flour  Stamps”— Mr.  F.  A.  Brown  of  East  Peru,  Iowa, 
whites:  “The  mixed  flour  stamp  is  used  in  all  states  of  the  U.  S.  under  the  I. 

*  V  stamp.  There  are  two  designs  of  the  same  value,  both  ‘Series  1898.’  The 
f  ;«jLy  is  the  same  general  size  and  shsape  as  the  5  lb  tobacco  stamps,  but  at  the 
VWend  there  are  coupons  for  %,  %  and  V2  bbl.,  so  that  one  stamp  serves  for 
different  sized  packages,  as  denoted  by  coupons  left  attached.”  Will  the  inquir¬ 
er,  please,  communicate  with  Mr.  Brown  in  regard  to  what  U.  S.  i  ax  Paids  he

825.  Post  Marks.  We  have  received  several  communications  from  parties 
interested  in  postmarks  but  they  all  would  like  to  sell,  not  one  wants  to  buy. 
Mr.  H.  W.  Conrad,  710  Colorado  Bldg.,  Denver,  Colorado,  will  send  colored 
viewT  cards  for  the  postage  expended  in  sending  him  postmarks,  but  he  wauts 
them  not  smaller  than  2%x4%  inches.  Mr.  Jos.  L.  Weber  of  Osborne,  Kan¬ 
sas,  would  like  to  sell  some,  dating  back  as  far  as  1880.  The  “Home  Adver¬ 
tising  Co.”  of  Danbury,  Conn.,  is  also  interested.  A  few  “Don’ts”  of  Mr.  Con- 
ard  may  interest  our  readers.  Here  they  are:  “Don’t  fold  or  crumble;  send 
flat.  Don’t  send  less  than  ten  postmarks  at  on  time.  Don’t  send  soiled,  torn, 
or  blurred  postmarks.  Don’t  send  more  than  one  of  each  postoffice.  Don’t  re¬ 
move  stamps  or  separate  from  postmark.  Don’t  send  postmarks  of  large  U.  S. 
cities  except  of  their  branch  offices.  Don’t  send  entire  envelopes  as  the  back 
part  only  increases  weight  and  postage.”  These  Don’t  may  be  of  value  also 
in  making  exchanges. 

812.  U.  S.  Cash  Permits.  I  have  not  heard  of  any  catalog  listing  all  that 
have  been  issued,  and  I  do  not  think  that  outside  of  the  General  Post  Office 
there  is  anybody  who  has  a  complete  list.  It  seems  even  doubtful  whether 
the  General  Post  Office  has  such  a  list.  That  does  not  say,  that  such  a  list  can 
not  be  compiled.  It  should  be  done  though  as  soon  as  possible,  and  collectors 
that  are  interested  would  dc  well  to  work  together  to  get  a  full  list  before  it 
|iVniay  be  too  late.  See  my  article  and  partial  list  elsewhere  in  the  WEST.

POST  MARK  COLLECTING.

The  number  of  persons  engaged  in  the  collection  of  postmarks  is  steadily- 
increasing.  A  year  or  so  since  I  had  difficulty  in  findnig  parties  who  cared  to 
exchange.  A  single  line  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Philatelic  WEST  brought  a 
dozen  letters  from  those  who  wished  to  establish  exchange  relations. 

The  fascination  of  exchange  correspondence,  the  freedom  from  specula¬ 
tive  motives  and  the  interesting  and  curious  things  that  come  appeal  to  the 
true  collector.  Some  of  the  finest  specimens  of  low  value  stamps  in  my  col¬ 
lection  came  from  postmark  collectors;  when  associated  with  old  postmarks  in 
blues,  greens,  reds  and  purples,  these  are  unusually  attractive.  This  method  of 
collecting  stamps  with  postmarks  is  bound  to  become  the  most  approved  fash¬ 
ion  with  time. 

Ordinarily  I  confine  my  collection  of  postmarks  to  those  of  the  United 
States,  but  there  is  one  from  Jerusalem  and  a  number  of  others  of  the  unusual 
kind  that  I  would  not  part  with.  One  of  the  most  striking  features  in  this  con¬ 
nection  is  he  large  number  of  curious  names  used  for  Post  Offices.  Recently  I 
received  from  Texas,  Taft  and  Roosevelt,  also  a  lot  of  pretty  girls,  I  imagine: 
Alice,  Anna,  Bettie,  Dora,  Edna,  Emma,  Irene,  Lillie.  Ruth  and  others,  also 
Pat  from  Missouri.  The  Clarks  and  Wilsons  are  common  enough,  but  I  have 
not  seen  a  Lafollette.  Lately  I  also  received  Angels  Camp  from  California  and 
/  ft-ils  Slide  from  Utah,  Ink  and  Stamps  from  Arkansas,  but  no  paper  as  yet. 

of  Texas  seems  large  enough  to  contain  not  only  many  of  the  large 
cicies,  supposed  to  be  exclusively  in  other  states,  but  also  most  of  the  coun¬ 
tries  of  the  world,  as  China,  Denmark,  Egypt,  Scotland,  Sweden,  Turkey  and 
others.  Texas  has  Bryan,  also  Crown  and  Cross.  Texas  requires  so  many  post 
offices  they  seem  to  often  be  at  a  loss  for  a  name,  so  we  find  Cash,  Catfish, 
Chalk,  Blowout,  Gasoline,  Grit,  Mud,  Sand,  Soda  and  most  any  old  thing 
imaginable.  Of  things  to  eat  I  have  Bread  Loaf  from  Vermont,  Waters  from 
Michigan,  Fruit  from  Illinois,  Honey  from  Arkansas,  Rice  from  Texas,  Bacon 
from  Wisconsin,  Coffee  from  California  and  Tea  from  Missouri. 

Atlhough  there  are  fifty  thousand  post  offices  or  more  in  the  United  States 
it  is  not  such  an  easy  matter  accumulate  five  thousand  different  as  one  might 
imagine,  so  that  the  interest  will  not  wane.  There  is  also  abundant  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  specialization.  The  flag  cancelltaions  for  instance  make  an  attrac- 
tention  to  those  of  their  own  state.  The  worst  drawback  has  been  the  lack  of 
tive  exhibit  if  placed  by  themselves.  Most  collectors  I  believe  give  special  at- 
uniformity  in  size, but  the  custom  is  gradually  being  established  of  having  them 
cut  sufficiently  large  to  save  the  stamp  and  also  the  entire  cancellation  of 
whatever  character  it  might  be. 


Mr.  J.  M.  Sanders  of  Oura,  Kataoka  7,  Nagasaki,  Japan,  whose  adver¬ 
tisement  appears  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  favored  us  with  samples  of  Japanese 
stamps,  and  we  must  say  that  we  are  very  favorably  impressed  by  all  that 
we  have  een  or  heard  of  the  gentleman  and  his  wholesale  stamp  business. 
Collectors  desiring  to  collect  the  interesting  stamps  of  Japan  may  do  well  to

Mr  August  .Mack,  editor  of  Mack’s  Monthly  Philatelist,  calls  our  atten¬ 
tion  to  an  error  that  crept  into  a  former  number  of  The  West.  Macks’  Monthly 
Philatelist  is  not  a  house  organ,  unless  one  would  call  the  Metropol  tan  Phil¬ 
atelic  Association  the  “house”  of  which  it  is  the  official  organ.  We  are  glad  to 
make  the  correction  and  to  welcome  Mack’s  Month  y  Ph  latelist  among  our  ex¬ 
changes.  Our  readers  may  get  a  sample  copy  from  Mr.  Mack  for  a  stamp  by- 
addressing  him  at  2245  Boulevard  Ave.,  Scranton,  Pa. 

The  Stamp  Collector’s  Kortn  ght'y  for  June  8th  gives  the  general  Rules 
and  Regulations  of  the  great  Jubilee  International  Stamp  Exhibition  to  be 
held  in  the  Royal  Horticultural  Hall,  London,  October  14  to  19,  1912.  We  no¬ 
tice  the  following  commendable  features:  “The  Judges  will  be  requested  to 
base  their  awards  upon  a  consideration  of  completeness,  rarity,  philatelic 
knowledge  and  research,  condition,  arrangement  and  neatness.”  This  sentence 
shows  a  collector  what  it  is  well  to  keep  in  mind  in  building  up  a  colleen  on. 
There  will  be  a  class  for  young  collectors,  three  sections  for  collectors  under 
21  years  of  age,  and  three  sections  for  collectors  under  17  years  of  age.  For 
8 tamp  manufacturers  there  is  also  an  extra  class  provided.  What  we  miss  is 
a  section  for  postmarks,  though  they  may  be  possibly  included  under  any 
spe  cialized  collection,  and  a  section  for  the  best  possible  show  achieved  with 
limited  means.  Fiscals  might  also  have  had  a  section.  We  nope  that  the  New 
York  Exhibition  in  1913  and  the  San  Francisco  Exhibition  in  1915  may  in¬ 
clude  these  features. 

The  Globe  Trotter  No.  38  is  at  hand.  It  contains  104  pages  and  covers  and 
is  well  illustrated.  The  philatelic  part,  it  is  true,  covers  only  two  pages,  bu-i 
the  membership  list,  which  has  now  reached  the  number  7840,  contains  manf 


references  to  stamp  collecting,  there  being  a  great  many  members  that  wish  to 
/ip>  change  stamps.  One  member,  Mr.  Louis  Hilb  of  Stuttgart,  Germany,  offeis 
[the  new  German  official  Airship  Post  Cards  of  5  pf.  which  ordinarily  are  ob¬ 
tainable  only  on  one  of  the  airships  en  route.  Each  card  bears  the  ordinary 
german  5pf  stamp,  but  there  are  six  different  views,  and  Mr.  Hilb  will  supply 
them  either  unused  or  postmarked  on  the  airship. 

From  Everybody’s  Philatelist  we  take  the  following  which  may  be  of  in¬ 
terest  to  our  readers:  “The  3c  (U.  S.)  series  of  1908  has  been  printed  in  two 
chemically  different  inks,  one  of  which  is  somewhat  fugitive  in  certain  light. 
The  other  is  not  visibly  altered  by  exposure  to  sunlight  for  100  hours.  Of 
this  last  a  few  are  in  a  shade  closely  resembling  the  50c  color.  If  it  can  be 
determined  that  this  3c  stamp  is  printed  in  ink  of  identically  the  same  compo¬ 
sition  as  that  used  for  the  50c,  the  stamp  must  then  receive  the  respect  due 
to  a  real  ‘error’  and  wi  1  rank  with  or  above  the  4c  Columbian.  I  he  similaiity 
of  the  colors  of  the  two  valves  has  been  pointed  out  by  an  eastern  stamp  firm 
and  we  have  also  noticed  it.  It  might  be  worth  While  to  leafn  friore  about  it. 

Mr.  Tnonio  Comerma  of  Cabannes  (Bouches-du-Rhone),  France,  has  fa¬ 
vored  us  with  some  of  his  price  lists.  He  makes  a  specialty  of  Spain  and  Col¬ 
onies,  and  his  lists  of  Cuba,  Porto  Rico  and  the  Philippines  may  be  of  value  to 
U.  S.  collectors.  They  might  write  him  for  a  copy,  mentioning  the  WEST. 

Her  Deutsche  Philatelist  gives  the  price  of  a  sheet  of  197  of  the  240c  Uru¬ 
guay  of  1858  realized  by  Messrs.  Bridger  &  Kay  of  London  as  1650  pounds 
Sterling.  This  is  almost  four  times  catalog  price  and  shows  that  certain  old 
Jp;,mps  in  whole  unused  sheets  are  worth  considerably  more  than  they  would 
X  if  the  copies  were  separated.  Pairs,  strips  and  blocks  come  next  in  value. 
From  the  same  paper  we  learn  of  the  misfortune  of  the  Danes.  Not  only  was 
their  beloved  king  lately  taken  from  them  by  sudden  death,  but  their  stamp 
printery  was  at  about  the  same  itme  destroyed  by  fire.  The  consequences  are 
that  Danish  stamps  are  in  a  state  of  tumult,  surcharges  being  made  on  some 
of  the  old  issues  until  an  entirely  new  issue  can  be  prepared.  Our  Danish  cor¬ 
respondent  has  favored  us  with  copies  of  the  4  on  8,  15  on  24,  35  on  16,  25  on 
20  and  35  on  32  (official)  oere  stamps  of  former  issues.  The  4  and  8  oere 
seem  to  be  of  the  old  stock  surcharged  in  1904,  while  the  35  oere  are  new  sur- 
chares.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  we  may  have  to  witness  some  more  changes. 

Luecke’s  Jahrbuch  1912-1913,  published  by  C.  F.|  Liecke  of  Leipzig,  Ger¬ 
many,  contains  besides  an  almanac  and  various  advertisements  a  collection  in¬ 
dex  for  noting  the  number  and  value  of  stamps  in  a  collection. 

The  highyl  scientific  and  most  instructive  articles  published  in  Stanley 
Gibbons'  Monthly  Journal,  391,  Strand,  London,  cannot  be  quoted  in  short 
paragraphs,  much  less  can  we  convey  a  correct  idea  of  the  splendid  illustra¬ 
tion  of  these  articles  by  description.  Still  we  would  not  like  to  pass  over 
these,  some  of  the  very  best  things  in  Philately,  in  silence.  In  No.  230,  for  in¬ 
stance,  there  are  such  articles,  one  by  C.  L.  Pack  on  the  stamps  of  Brazil,  and 
another  by  F.  J.  Melville  on  postage  stamps  in  the  making.  These  articles 
must  be  read  in  their  entirety  to  be  fully  appreciated,  and  we  recommend  our 
readers  to  get  them,  if  they  can.  Mr.  C.  J.  Phillips,  in  the  some  No.  warns 
collectors  against  forgeries  of  Mexican  stamps  he  saw  in  France:  “1864-6, 
‘Eagle’  type.  The  remainders  without  overprint  are  very  common,  and  the 
akers  are  taking  these  stamps  and  printing  on  them  false  names  and  num- 


bers.  The  V2  real  has  been  largely  treated  in  this  way.  I  have  it  wu.  he 
names  “Chiapas”  and  “Acapulco,”  and  also  with  wrong  numbers  and  dates.” 

“1866.  Type  4,  lithogarphed.  The  commoner  unused  stamps  have  forged 
postmarks,  numbers,  and  dates  applied  to  them.  These  are  frequently  found  on^ 
the  50c  green.” 

“18b6.  Engraved.  As  above.  These  are  even  easier  to  fake,  as  the  re¬ 
mainders  without  overprint  are  so  common.  I  have  the  7c  with  “Acapulco  and 
“9.86ft,”  a  combination  that  does  not  exist;  and  I  have  seen  many  others.” 

“The  reprints  of  the  4  and  8  reales  of  1856  and  1861,  that  were  sent  over 
from  the  U.  S.  in  or  about  1892,  are  very  common  in  Paris,  and  are  constantly 
sold  as  origanils.” 

The  Hoppyist  of  Winnipeg,  Canada,  issued  a  special  ladies’  number  in 
April,  most  of  the  contributions  therein  being  from  ladies.  It  is  quite  enter¬ 
taining.  Mrs.  L.  C.  Hooper  shows  the  true  philatelic  spirit,  when  she  says,  in 
“Object  Lessons  In  Philately:”  “I  exchange  in  bulk  with  amateurs  and  others,, 
but  never  sell  a  stamp.”  Well  there  are  times,  when  a  true  philatelist  will  and 
must  sell  his  stamps,  but  the  right  spirit  undoubtedly  is  to  keep,  not  to  sell 
stamps.  The  dealer’s  spirit  is  the  opposite.  He  wants  to  buy  and  to  sell  and 
to  make  a  profit.  Independently  of  this,  stamps  have  very  little  value  or  in¬ 
terest  for  him.  It  might  not  be  a  bad  plan  for  the  Hobbyist  to  issue  a  ladies’ 
special  number  every  year,  or  otherwise  to  publish  some  more  contributions 
from  ladies. 

In  No.  4  of  The  Best  Stamp  &  Postcard  Exchange,  of  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  the 
list  of  Philatelic  Literature  published  in  Wisconsin  is  completed.  Phil,  liter¬ 
ature  collectors  in  that  state  should  get  a  copy  of  this  and  the  previous  nu*A 
ber  and  correspond  with  the  author  if  they  have  anything  to  add,  or  corre^L 
or  anything  in  that  ling  to  sell.  Those  that  have  ever  tried  will  realize  that  it 
i-  not  an  easy  matter  to  get  the  publications  of  any  one  state,  or  even  inform¬ 
ation  about  them  complete.  Others  might  try  it! 

The  March  number  of  The  Stamp  Lover,  44  Fleet  Str  ,  London,  E.  C.,  Engl., 
devotes  considerable  space  to  the  International  Philatelic  Exhibition  which  is  to 
be  opened  in  London  Monday,  October  14th,  1912,  and  to  remain  open  for  a 
whole  week.  The  Royal  Horticultural  Hall  with  1450  square  meters  of  floor 
space  has  been  secured  for  the  purpose,  and  a  special  attraction  of  the  ex¬ 
hibition  will  be  the  practical  demonstration  of  manufacturing  postage  stamps 
by  machines  in  operation.  American  collectors  and  American  stamps  will  be 
well  represented,  and  the  whole  enterpirse  may  be  expected  to  become  a 
garand  affair. 

From  The  Philadelphia  Stamp  News  we  learn  that  a  large  International 
Philatelic  Exhibition  is  to  be  held  in  New  York  in  1913  and  that  a  guarantee 
fund  of  $2600.00  has  already  been  subscribed.  So  we  may  expect  that  this 
also  will  be  a  grand  affair.  In  1914  Paris  will  exert  itself  to  beat  it,  if  possi¬ 
ble,  and  in  1915  San  Francisco  will  try  to  produce  the  climax  by  arranging  an 
exhibition  of  stamps  that  will  beat  all  others  before  it.  May  they  all  succeed! 

The  Stamp  Collectors’  Fortnightly  tells  us:  “Government  departments  (of 
the  Dutch  Colonies)  are  being  instructed  to  save  their  used  official  stamps  and 
these  will  be  sent  periodically  to  Holland  by  the  Naval  Department  fo  rsale  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Fund  for  aged  and  infirmsailors.”  Not  a  bad  plan!  The  U. 

S.  government  might  do  something  similar  with  the  postal  savings  officials. 

The  Philatelic  Star,  Madison,  N.  Y.,  which  is  now  in  its  eleventh  year, 
says  that  the  British  Empire  has  issued  over  7,000  different  postage  stamps,  or  1, 


nearly  one-third  of  all  that  have  ever  been  issued,  which  according  to  the  new 
■catalog  of  1912  will  number  24,302  kinds.  This  does  not  include  minor  varieties. 

Griebert’s  Philatelic  Notes  &  Offers,  No.  1,  vol.  II,  contains  a  thorough 

!y  of  the  40  reis  “Cape  Verd-Mozambique”  by  A.  B.  Creeke,  Jr.,  and  some 
.^ther  valuable  notes  on  Portuguese  and  Uruguayan  stamps.  It  also  warns 
against  forgeries  of  the  300  and  600  reis  Brazil  1844  with  slanting  figures, 
coming  from  Italy  and  being  made  by  adding  another  “O”  to  the  30  and  60  reis. 

If  we  do  not  misunderstand  a  letter  by  Mr.  Ewald  Herbrich  in  “Der  Phil¬ 
atelist”  the  Junior  Section  of  the  German  Stamp  Collectors’  Association — Main 
■office  at  Freiburg,  Saxony — has  2521  members  in  200  local  sections.  We  are 
not  positive,  but  from  what  we  see  in  the  Vertrauliches  Korrespondenx-Blatt, 
it  seems  to  us  that  this  organization  is  but  a  comparatively  very  small  part  of 
he  larger  national  organization  called  “Bund  Deutseher  und  Oesterreichischer 
Philatelisten  Vereine.” 

As  we  see  from  the  Berliner  Briefmarken-Zeitung  and  other  German  pa¬ 
pers  the  question  whether  stamps  should  be  collected  used  or  unused  is  very 
much  alive  on  the  other  side  of  the  pond.  This  has  given  some  occasian  to 
study  the  character  of  cancellations,  and  the  result,  which  designates  some 
cancellations  as  detrimental  to  the  value  of  the  stamps  on  which  they  appear, 
is  undoubedly  correct.  Cancellations  partly  destroying  the  value  of  the  stamps 
are,  not  only  those  heavy  smudgy  daubs  that  make  a  stamp  wellnigh  unrecog¬ 
nizable,  but  all  that  have  been  applied  with  any  intent  to  deceive  the  collector 
as  well.  Between  the  regularly  applied  postmarks  in  regular  transit  and  rank 
counterfeit  cancellations  there  is  quite  a  range  of  more  or  less  doubtful  marks. 

'^stance,  if  a  person  sends  a  number  of  empty  envelopes  through  the  mail 
iA  the  only  purpose  of  obtaining  the  regular  cancellation  of  the  stamps  on 
these  envelopes,  these  cancellations  are  of  secondary  value.  Cancellations  ob¬ 
tained  by  favor  by  means  of  applying  the  regular  stamp  of  the  day  to  whole 
sheets  or  stamps  or  to  envelopes  with  single  copies  or  a  combination  of  copies, 
merely  to  give  them  the  appearance  of  having  been  used,  while  they  do  not 
pass  through  the  mail,  are  still  less  valuable,  though  they  may  yet  be  called 
genuine  cancellations.  All  disfigurements  of  stamps,  which  by  their  illegibility 
or  other  irregularity  make  them  doubtful,  detract  thereby  from  the  value  of 
the  stamps  on  which  they  appear.  Telegraph  and  fiscal  cancellations  mark  a 
stamp  as  not  postally  used  and  so  classifyit  as  not  belonging  into  a  postage 
stamp  collection.  Cancellations  with  wrongly  dated  handstamps,  applied  per¬ 
haps  months  or  years  after  the  date  they  impress  and  thus  calculated  to  de¬ 
ceive  the  colelctor,  are  worse  than  worthless;  the  stamp  without  such  cancella¬ 
tion  would  be  worth  more.  All  kinds  of  other  cancellations  applied  to  remain¬ 
ders  of  stamps,  applied  either  by  the  authorities  selling  them  or  by  the  col¬ 
lectors  or  dealers  buying  them,  are  no  better  than  so  many  blots  or  spots  of 
dirt.  Finally,  all  impressions  from  counterfeit  cancellation  marks  relegate  the 
stamps  on  which  they  appear  into  the  class  of  counterfeits  and  thus  destroy 
their  value  almost  entirely.  In  other  words:  “An  unused  stamp  is  always 
worth  more  than  one  which  has  not  done  actual  duty  by  carrying  a  piece  of 
mail  through  the  mail  in  regular  course. 


The  New  England  Philatelist  does  not  favor  amalgamation.  We  are  with 
Redfield’s  for  June  22nd,  when  it  says  that  there  are  hundreds  of  collectors 
who  have  not  seen  philatelic  papers  or  auction  catalogs,  therefore  we  need 
Amore  rather  than  fewer  stamp  societies,  as  there  is  so  much  ground  to  cover.

of  us  have  the  squirrel’s  aptitude  for 
hoarding  up,  but  it  is  as  well  to  consider  how  the  stamps  thus  gathered  are 
likely  to  be  viewed  by  others.  Because,  although  the  stamps  may  have  a 
glory  for  their  possessor,  they  may  not  strike  other  people  as  being  glorious 
in  anything  like  the  same  degree.  Philatelic  love  may  sometimes  be  as  blind 
as  the  other  sort. 

Porto  Rico  was  ceded  to  the  U.  S.  A.  on  the  17th  day  of  October,  1398, 
and  the  ordinary  U.  S.  stamps  are  used  there. 

In  1897  the  Chinese  Imperial  Post  was  organized. 

At  the  present  time  a  collector  can  purchase  most  of  the  South  and  Cen¬ 
tral  American  stamps  at  low  prices  and  it  would  be  well  to  do  it  while  you 
have  the  opportunity  as  they  are  sure  to  show  an  advance  in  value  shortly. 

The  stamps  of  Germany  are  now  used  in  Wurtemburg.  Prior  to  the  year 
1902  it  had  its  own  postal  issues. 

Some  stamps  seem  to  sell  themselves,  and  anything  new  and  sufficiently 
interesting  may  be  accepted  from  one’s  foreign  correspondents  with  readiness. 
Som  experience  and  a  little  discrimination  should  enable  one  to  detect  the 
sorts  that  are  likely  to  be  quickly  appropriated.  ^ , 

The  perforation  guage  was  invented  in  Paris  by  one  L)r.  Legrand. 

The  Philatelic  Exchange  says  that  one  million  stamps  weigh  641bs.  dS- 


er-  who  sell  unpicked  stamps  say  that  one  pound  would  equal  about  6000 
stamps.  At  that  rate  64 lbs.  would  only  contain  384,000  stamps. 

Where  is  your  Ad? 

In  the  sphere  of  the  “middle”  values  of  many  climes  there  are  items  that 
should  gradually  become  dearer  as  time  goes  on.  New  issues  come  on  the 
scene,  and  the  exchange  correspondent  who  sends  us  his  gatherings  must 
peiforce  send  us  these  new  arrivals,  and  fewer  copies  of  the  older  sorts.  Ac¬ 
cumulations  of  stamps  that  are  obsolete  may  be  expected  to  gradually  increase, 
and  gatherers  of  these  sorts  find  them  come  less  readily  to  hand.  There  are 
certain  kinds  which  practically  “all  the  world”  collects,  and  this  wide  demand 
must  eventually  influence  prices. 

Where  the  gatherer  can  no  longer  supply  by  the  dozen  or  hundred,  this 
may  be  taken  as  the  first  indication  of  a  movement  towards  comparative 


scarcity. 

In  the  philatelic  arena  there  are  “going”  stamps  and  “coming”  stamps, 
and  both  should  be  recognized.  The  coming  stamps  may  bring  with  them  an 
opportunity.  There  have  been  seasons  when  certain  desirable  issues  strewed 
the  sheets  of  the  stamp  club,  but  today  these  particular  issues  are  gone.  One’s 
correspondents  send  current  issues  and  these  are  affixed  to  sheets,  but  then 
comes  some  new  issue,  and  the  old  gives  plac  to  the  new.

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THE  SOUVENIR  POSTAL  AND  THE  CAMERA  FIEND.  ,  '

The  trade  in  souvenir  post  cards,  which  has  been  increasing  at  an  amaz¬ 
ingly  rapid  rate  for  the  past  ten  years,  has  dealt  a  severe  blow  to  the  ama- 
teur  photographer’s  craze  for  snapping  the  shutter  of  his  picture  machine  at 
evek'j  object  of  interest  he  comes  across  in  his  travels.  How  great  the  effect 
of*ho  souvenir  postal  has  been  in  decreasing  the  number  of  amateur  photo¬ 
graphers  and  in  cutting  down  the  business  of  the  professional  photographers 
who  have  done  the  developing  and  mounting  of  pictures  for  the  amateurs 
can  best  be  seen  by  a  look  into  the  business  which  has  reached  such  enormous 
proportions. 

In  one  little  store,  a  little  news-stand,  occupied  by  0.  Crosby  Bean,  65,000 
of  these  souvenir  postal  cards  were  sold  last  year.  The  year  before  Mr.  Bean 
only  sold  9,000  of  these  cards,  so  that  the  increase  in  the  trade  in  a  single  sea¬ 
son  was  more  than  70  per  cent.  This  year  Mr.  Bean  has  placed  orders  for 
125,000  of  the  souvenir  postals  and  expects  to  get  rid  of  most  of  them  before 
the  advent  of  another  year. 

The  souvenir  postal  card  first  came  to  this  country  from  Europe,  where 
it  was  introduced  about  eighteen  years  ago.  It  is  now  found  in  every  part  of 
the  civilized  world.  It  is  sent  by  a  friend  in  Bangor  to  another  friend  in  Lon¬ 
don,  or  Paris,  or  Berlin,  or  Alexandria,  or  Manila,  and  postals  containing, 
views  of  places  of  interest  in  those  cities  are  received  in  return.  In  news¬ 
stands  in  Bangor,  where  souvenir  postals  are  sold  there  will  be  found  cards 
bearign  views  of  buildings,  parks,  or  other  scenes  in  almost  every  part  of  the 
.  United  States,  Europe  and  the  Holy  Land.  ...... 

Now,  where  does  the  amateur  photographer  come  in  ?  Before  the  advent 
of  the  souvenir  postal  and  its  introduction  into  almost  every  town  and  village 
reached  by  travelers  and  tourists  a  large  percentage  of  the  peopb*  who  sought 
pleasure  in  travel  also  took  a  camera  along  to  take  pictures  of  places  they 
visited.  The  mo«t  of  them  had  film  cameras  and  when  they  had  used  a  roll  of 
film  they  took  it  to  the  nearest  photographer  and  had  the  film  developed  and

then  printed  pictures  which  they  pasted  in  photograph  albums  and  kept  to 
remember  their  trip  or  put  in  letters  to  send  to  their  friends  at  hime. 

'.v  Now  the  amateur  photographer  has  little  use  for  his  camera.  He  can  get 
a  picture  of  almost  every  place  that  is  worthy  of  having  its  picture  taken  and,, 
have  the  picture  printed  in  natural  colors  on  the  back  of  a  postal  card,  and  a 
dozen  of  these  cards  will  not  cost  as  much  as  a  single  roll  of  films.  The  tour¬ 
ist  does  not  have  to  take  his  camera  with  him  to  get  souvenirs  of  his  trip.  He 
finds  them  in  every  railroad  station  and  every  news  stand  he  enters.  Many  of 
the  cards  are  handsomely  colored  and  they  go  into  a  photograph  album  as  nice¬ 
ly  as  any  photograph.  The  bother  of  carrying  a  camera  and  the  expense  at¬ 
tending  the  taking,  finishing  and  mounting  of  pictures  is  all  done  away  with. 

In  a  few  years  the  trade  in  souvenir  postal  cards  has  attained  enormous 
proportions.  The  fad  is  now  at  its  height.  The  handsomely  colored  cards  are 
coming  more  and  more  into  popularity  while  the  cheaper  comic  cards  have  al- 
disappeared  from  the  market.  The  Government  Postal  Department  put 
its  foot  down  hard  on  the  comic  postals  and  they  are  fast  disappearing.  The 
■comic  postals  were  great  for  sending  friends  on  their  birthdays  and  that  sort 
of  thing.  The  collection  of  handsome  souvenir  postals  has  come  to  be  as  great 
si  fad  as  the  collection  of  stamps  ever  was,  but  the  souvenir  postal  has  more 
devotees  than  the  postage  stamp  ever  had.  Hnudreds  of  collectors  have  al¬ 
bums  of  colored  postals  which  put  the  collections  of  photographs  of  amateur 
photographers  to  shame. 

Many  of  these  colored  postal  cards  are  made  in  Germafiy  and  are  imported 
into  this  country  by  hundreds  of  thousands.  The  local  dealers  get  the  photo¬ 
graph-  of  the  places  of  interest  that  they  think  would  sell  well  on  postal  ca«Js 
•  md  them  to  Germany,  where  the  cards  are  colored  and  printed.  Some  of 

the  amateur  photographers  still  keep  in  the  game  by  taking  pictures  and  sell¬ 
ing  them  to  the  manufacturers  of  postal  cards.  Some  of  the  very  finest  cards 
are  now  made  by  printing  the  scenes  in  half  tones  on  the  cards,  making  a  very 
clear  and  attractive  picture  without  the  coloring,  any  of  the  large  hotels,  par¬ 
ticularly  those  which  are  patronized  by  summer  visitors,  are  adopting  the 
ummer  postal.  The  colored  postals  with  views  of  the  hotel  and  the  country 
iround  it  not  only  make  one  of  the  very  best  methods  of  advertising,  but  are 
ilso  in  high  favor  with  the  guests  who  take  them  home  instead  of  taking  pic- 
ures  of  everything  around  the  hotel  with  their  cameras. 

Taking  pictures  and  developing  them  used  to  be  great  fun.  It  was  ex¬ 
pensive  fun,  however,  and  after  finishing  up  a  few  rolls  of  film  or  a  few  dozen 
plates  the  average  amateur  photographer  had  had  enough  of  it.  The  colored 
postal  now  gives  him  something  which  answers  the  purpose  of  the  pictures  he 
used  to  take.  He  has  something  to  remember  the  places  he  has  visited  by  and 
also  something  which  looks  very  well  in  an  album,  all  with  a  vast  saving  of 
expense  and  trouble.  The  day  of  the  camera  with  the  ama.eur  photographer 
is  past  so  long  as  the  souvenir  postal  reamins  in  favor.  On  picnics,  camping 
trips  into  the  woods  and  like  places,  the  camera  still  has  a  place  and  always 
•will,  but  in  railway  and  steamboat  travel  it  is  at  present  very  much  “on  the 
blink.”

*  In  a  ^territory  200  by  90  miles  stretching  across  the  western  end  of  Kansas 
'thousands  of  derricks  ate  being  erected.  Every  one  represents  an  individual 
pumping  plant  that  will  draw  from  the  great  underground  lake  which  lies  in 
the  sands  beneath  this  area  water  sufficient  to  irrigate  a  farm  of  from  40  to 
100  acres.  The  present  year  will  witness  the  building  of  10,000  of  these  der¬ 
ricks,  which  will  hold  and  guide  the  machinery  that  bores  wells  down  into  the  i 
great  underflow  that  is  beliveed  to  be  inexhaustible.  When  the  great  au«ers 
reach  the  underground  sea  of  water  which  has  existed  beneath  the  surfac^for 
Stges,  the  derricks  will  be  removed,  and  over  each  well  will  be  installed  a  wind¬ 
mill.  These  windmills,  which  will  rump  the  water  to  the  surface,  are  tall  tow¬ 
ers  of  wood,  steel  or  iron,  with  fans  of  almost  every  imaginable  shape  and 
type  made  of  wood  or  galvanised  iron. — New  York  Sun. 

Chicago  Tribune:  If  a  mod  rn  alchemist  were  really  to  discover  the  secret 
of  the  transmutation  of  metail  .  and  began  making  gold  ingots  by  melting 
down,  old  nails,  the  world  would  he  stunned  by  the  shock.  Yet  gold  is  but 
coarse  stuff  compared  to  the  values  of  precious  stones,  and  they  are  now  being 
made  by  scientists  from  a  cheap  pink  powder  out  of  a  bottle.  A  natural  ruby 
that  would  be  worth  $25,000,  for  instance,  can  now  be  reproduced  exactly  in  a 
few  hours  at  little  more  than  the  cost  of  an  expert’s  time.  And  this  is  not  an 
imitation  ruby,  hut  a  real  one,  identical  in  composition,  refraction,  color,  bril¬ 
liancy  and  hardness.  It  is  merely  another  case  of  man  adapting  and  improving 
on  nature’s  methods.  The  first  trials  in  America  of  this  process  were  recently 
made  in  the  presence  of  a  number  of  New  York  gem  experts  and  newspaper 
men,  and  were  a  complete  success,  rubies  and  sapphires  several  carats  weight 
being  turned  out  "while  one  waited.”  The  tests  evidently  mark  the  beginning  ; 
of  a  new  industry,  of  which  heretofore  France  has  had  a  monopoly. 

The  manufacture  is  simple  hut  exceedingly  interesting,  as  it  all  takes 
place  in  plain  sight.  The  Tecla  process,  named  for  its  Parisian  inventor  and 
exploiter,  is  used.  The  apparatus,  called  a  chalumeaux,  is  a  small  retort, 
which  is  red  from  the  top  with,  for  instance,  powder  of  rubies,  finely  ground. 
This  is  slowly  sifted  downward  through  a  downward  flame  of  oxygen  and  il¬ 
luminating  gas  and  in  its  melted  state  is  caught  on  a  specially  prepared  poi^t 


where  it  builds  up  a  cone-shaped  boule  that  when  cool  is  ready  for  the  cutter. 
These  reconstructed  rubies  have  been  built  to  twenty-five  carats  though  this 
4ss  rare.  Such  a  ruby  if  natural  would  of  course  be  worth  a  fortune. 

Sapphires  are  made  from  their  chemical  constituents  and  are  worth  about 
one  hundredth  of  the  value  of  the  natural  stones.  Even  pearls  are  now  manu¬ 
factured,  and  the  only  important  egm  still  defying  the  scientists  is  the 

diamond.

They  were  issued 
locally  by  the  postmaster  before  the  stamps  of  the  government  had  come  into 
use.  Jack  judged  this  specimen  to  be  worth  at  least  a  hundred  dollars. 

Without  saying  a  word  to  his  mother,  he  laid  the  stamp  aside  and  con¬ 
tinued  his  search.  One  by  one  he  examined  the  stamps  as  he  transferred  them 
from  the  box  to  his  hat.

Jack  had  read  much  about  these  Hawaiian 
stamps  and  could  judge  fairly  well  of  its  great  value. 

On  Sunday  Jack  went  to  Sunday  School  and  church,  and  again  saw  Elise.

Collectors  should  have  more  consideration  for  other  collectors.  Because  you 
prefer  to  collect  autograph  letters,  that  is  no  reason  why  another  man  is  a 
fool  to  collect  old  china  or  coins.  Life  would  be  very  tame  if  we  all  had  the 
same  likes  and  dislikes.  It  seemed  to  me  an  absurd  thing  to  collect  school 
books,  possibly  because  of  unpleasant  recollections  connected  with  them  in  my 
school  days.  I  was  once  converted  to  admiration  when  I  saw  the  remarkable 
coWection  dating  from  the  15th  century  which  Mr.  G.  A.  Plimpton  loaned  for 
exhibition  at  the  New  York  Public  Library  last  month.  Any  line  of  collection 
if  well  done  is  apt  to  be  interesting.  There  are  unexpected  possibilities  in  even 
the  humblest  things.  I  remember  examining  with  pleasure  a  collection  of 
slippers  in  a  Paris  museum,  a  collection  of  umbrellas  starting  with  Hanway’s 
style  would  be  very  good. 

To  appreciate  any  collection  you  must  enter  into  the  spirit  of  the  collector 
and  understand  what  he  is  trying  to  do.  The  gradual  growth,  change  and  de¬ 
velopment  of  common  household  articles  such  as  keys,  buckles,  cups,  scissors, 
can  furnish  a  lifetime  of  amusement.  In  England  key  collectors  begin  with 
Roman  keys  and  vary  from  minute  specimens  to  the  ponderous  keys  of  subter¬ 
ranean  dungeons.  There  is  no  end  to  the  variety  of  buttons  and  this  is  a  col¬ 
lection  which  a  lady  may  well  make.  It  does  not  matter  whether  your  collection 
will  ever  have  a  money  value  or  not.  He  is  a  speculator  and  not  a  collector, 
who  collects  with  the  idea  of  selling  again  at  a  profit.  That  should  be  left  to 
dealers.  Collections  of  the  sort  mentioned  are  mainly  for  the  personal  dis¬ 
traction  and  amusement  of  the  collector  himself,  and  he  is  lucky  if  he  can  find 
some  other  collector  on  the  same  line,  who  will  sympathize  with  him  and  envy 
him  his  fine  specimens. — N.  Y.  Collector.

L.  Z.  Leiter  be¬ 
gan  the  collection  20  years  ago,  and  Mrs.  Leiter  has  continued  the  quest  for 
rare  books  and  documents.  She  gave  the  work  of  assorting  and  cataloguing  to 
an  expert  from  the  Congressional  library.  The  library  occupied  an  estire 
wing  of  the  family  mansion  in  Washington. 


Edward  Gerving,  of  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  reports  that  he  has  come  into  posses¬ 
sion  of  a  copy  of  the  Maryland  Journal  and  Baltimore  Advertiser  of  August 
20,  1773. 


A  crew  of  street  graders  at  work  on  First  avenue  at  Bay  Ocean,  Oregon, 
recently  uncovered  the  site  of  an  old  Indian  camping  ground.  A  mound  of 
perfectly  preserved  clam  shells  four  feet  high  and  several  yards  in  length 
discloses  the  fact  that  clams,  even  in  prehistoric  days,  were  considered  a  deli¬ 
cacy.

The  nursing  bottle  is  one  of  those  articles  in  common  use  the  world  over 
which  have  come  down  to  modern  people  from  prehistoric  times.  A  French 
archaeologist,  M.  Nicalse,  while  exploring  a  neolithic  deposit  found  a  small 
clay  nursing  bottle  that  was  qoite  intact,  and  which  had  been  used  by  some 
family  when  man  was  still  in  barbaric  state.  This  is  not,  however,  the  only 
specimen  which  has  come  down  from  the  early  ages. 


History  fails  to  tell  us  the  inventor  of  the  doll,  which  has  been  such  a  boon 
to  mankind,  not  only  in  quieting  the  rowdy  youngster,  but  in  stimulating  a 
healthy  imagination  and  affection.  Five  hundred  years  before  Christ  little 
girls  had  dolls;  there  is  sure  evidence  of  it,  and  Edward  Lovvett,  an  enthus¬ 
iastic  collector  of  Dundee,  Scotland,  has  a  doll  from  those  dim  ages.  It  is 
little  more  than  a  battered  stick  now,  but  is  unmistakably  a  doll.  No  one 
could  name  a  fair  value  for  such  a  prize,  which  stands  out  as  a  proof  that  the 
little  child  of  today  is  singularly  like  her  little  sister  some  twenty-five  hundred 
years  ago. 


Perry’s  famous  Lake  Erie  battle  flag  and  135  other  scarred  and  crumbling 
A  African  naval  triphies  probably  will  be  taken  from  their  boxes  at  the  naval 
academy  and  renovated  so  that  they  may  be  saved  for  the  coming  generations. 
It  is  proposed  to  sew  the  ancient  banners  upon  backing  of  fine  linen,  the  work 
to  be  done  by  expert  needlewomen  in  fine  stitches  that  yould  be  almost  invisi¬ 
ble. 


Jewel  experts  throughout  the  world  have  been  thrown  into  a  state  of  ex¬ 
citement  by  the  appearance  of  a  beryl  that  weighs  243.1  younds,  and  is  18.9 
inches  high,  and  from  15.75  inches  to  16.5  inches  in  width.  This  is  the  largest 
beryl  ever  found,  and  is  reported  to  have  been  sold  by  its  finder  for  nearly 
$25,00.  The  beryl  was  picked  up  by  a  Turk  in  the  state  of  Minas,  Geraes, 
Brazil.  Its  color  is  a  greenish  blue,  and  it  is  absolutely  free  from  impurities. 


A  world’s  record  in  postage  expenses  on  a  single  letter  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  by  the  cost  of  sending  a  packet  of  valuable  securities  from  Russia  to 
Austria,  amounting  to  $940.  The  envelope  measured  more  than  two  feet  long 
by  a  foot  wide,  and  one  side  was  entirely  covered  by  182  stamps,  representing 
the  cost  of  postage  and  insurance. 


A  rare  and  perfect  specimen  of  ring  money — one  of  the  earliest  forms  of 
commercial  exchange  amongst  the  ancient  Britons — has  recently  been  found  by 
a  farmhand  while  plowing  a  field  near  Woodstock,  Oxfordshire.  The  speci¬ 
men,  which  is  of  pure  gold  and  of  immense  antiquarian  and  numismatic  inter¬ 
est,  dates  from  about  150  B.  C.,  and  is  in  weight  equal  to  four  sovereigns.  Ring 
money  was  largely  used  in  commerce  and  for  personal  adornments  among  the 
Britons  and  Gauls,  gold  and  silver  being  principally  employed. 


CORNERS  IN  COINS. 


In  various  countries  there  have  occurred  from  time  to  time  all  sorts  of 
“corners”  in  coins,  traceable  to  all  manner  of  queer  origins.  Superstition  has 
frequently  been  the  basis  of  a  corner  in  coins  of  a  particular  denomination.  A 
remarkable  case  of  this  kind  occurred  in  South  Russia  in  1903.  There  appeared 
at  Berdiansk,  on  the  Sea  of  Azov,  a  person  proclaiming  himself  a  prophet,  and 
as  such  he  announced  his  intention  of  redeeming  the  world. 

Among  the  queer  doctrines  advanced  by  this  individual  was  included  the 
decree  that  all  of  his  followers  must  retain  all  five-kopeck  pieces  issued  ii\j£he 
year  1861,  the  year  of  the  emancipation  of  the  serfs.  They  were  by  reason  of 
that  event  held  to  be  holy.  It  was  not  long  before  the  imporant  peasants  of  the 
community  preserved  the  coins. 

For  an  area  of  three  hundred  miles  the  peasants  collected  the  “holy” 
pieces  and  turned  them  over  to  the  prophet.  When  he  had  gathered  a 
goodly  number  of  the  coins  he  decamped.  In  a  way  the  Russian  government 
may  be  said  to  have  a  corner  on  its  own  coins  of  a  certain  denomination.  Each 
yea)  it  mints  a  limited  number  of  bronze  pieces  of  the  nominal  value  of  one- 
fourth  of  a  kopeck,  about  one-eighth  of  a  cent. 

As  these  coins  are  practically  not  in  circulation,  only  a  few  are  issued. 
The  remainder  are  sold  by  the  mint  authorities  at  almost  double  their  value 
for  the  use  of  card  counters.  At  one  time  there  was  an  unsuccessful  attempt 
made  to  corner  Maria  Theresa  dollars,  used  in  all  parts  of  Northern  Africa. 


THE  SILVER  DOLLAR. 

Several  Changes  that  have  been  Made  in  its  Artistic  Character  during  the 

Years  of  Its  Coinage. 

The  silver  dollar  has  undergone  many  changes  since  it  was  put  in  circula¬ 
tion  in  1794.  On  the  face  of  the  firsj,  dollar  there  was  stamped  the  head  of  a 
young  woman,  turned  to  right  and  with  her  hair  flowing  as  if  she  was  in  a 
gale  of  wind;  but  in  1796,  Congress  came  to  her  relief  and  ordered  her  hair  to 
be  tied  up  with  a  bit  of  ribbon.  The  fifteen  stars,  which  appeared  on  the 
first  dollar,  were  after  this  reduced  to  the  original  thirteen,  in  recognition  of 
the  number  of  States.  In  1836  the  design  was  again  changed  and  the  dollar 


bore  the  figure  of  a  woman  dressed  in  a  flowing  garment.  The  designer  forgot, 
however,  to  put 'in  the  thirteen  stars,  and  the  coin  was  discarded,  the  new 
ssign  having  the  woman  surrounded  by  stars.  Her  air  was  defiant  and  stiff 


^coking,  and  in  1838  dollars  were  issued  which  were  more  artistic  in  treat¬ 
ment.  The  first  dollars  bearing  the  motto  “In  God  We  Trust”  were  coined  in 
April,  1864,  and  in  1873  the  era  of  the  trade  dollar  began,  lasting  just  five 
years.  The  liberty  dollar  made  its  appearance  in  1878.  Miss  Anne  W.  Wil¬ 
liams,  a  public  school  teacher  of  Philadelphia,  sat  for  the  portrait. 


RARE  COINS  FOUND. 


An  exceedingly  rare  gold  coin  of  the  pioneer  period  of  California,  says 
the  Baltimore,  American,  has  just  come  to  the  notice  of  coin  collectors. 

The  design  of  the  newly  discovered  variety,  which  is  of  the  denomination 
of  $5,  shows  the  letters  “J.  S.  0.”  in  the  center  af  the  field,  around  the  border 
being  “United  States  of  America,  Cal.”  On  the  reverse,  in  two  lines  is  the 
denomination  “5  Lolls,”  around  the  border  being  twenty-one  stars.  It  was  is¬ 
sued  by  a  private  assaying  firm,  Ormsby  &  Co.,  at  Sacramento,  in  1849.  In 
that  year  the  firm  of  J.  S.  and  William  M.  Ormsby  was  formed  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  refining  gold  and  forming  it  into  pieces  of  the  value  of  $5  and  $10,  to 
be  used  as  currency. 

The  members  of  the  firm  were  prominent  in  the  early  affairs  of  those 
states.  J.  S.  Ormsby  was  a  member  of  the  California  legislature  in  1858. 
William  M.  Ormsby  was  one  of  the  first  settlers  in  the  Eagle  Valley  and 
ov.  •  od  the  third  house  erected  on  the  site  of  what  is  now  Carson  City. 

He  was  prominent  in  Nevada  affairs  and  was  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  . 
movement  to  organize  a  territorial  government.  In  1880,  when  the  trouble 
with  the  Pah  Ute  Indians  was  at  its  height,  Mr.  Ormsby  as  major  of  Nevada 
militia,  with  a  force  of  about  105  men,  was  trapped  by  the  Indians  near  Pyra¬ 
mid  lake  and  he  and  nearly  three-fourths  of  his  men  weer  killed.  Ormsby 
county,  Nevada,  was  named  after  him. 

For  many  years  it  has  been  known  that  the  firm  of  Ormsby  &  Co.,  had 
issued  a  $10  piece,  which  is  of  great  rarity,  only  three  specimens  being  known, 
one  of  which  is  in  the  mint  at  Philadelphia.  The  design  of  the  $10  piece  is 
similar  to  that  of  the  $5,  although  there  are  thirty-one  stars  around  the  denom¬ 
ination  on  the  reverse  representing  the  number  of  states  in  the  Union  upon  the 
admission  of  California.  The  last  time  the  $10  piece  was  offered  at  sale  was 
at  the  dispersal  of  the  Andrew  Zabriskie  colelction,  when  it  realized  $1600. 

The  rare  $5  piece  has  since  1849  been  in  a  collection  made  by  Jacob  B. 
Moore.  Mr.  Moore  was  at  one  time  the  librarian  of  the  New  York  Historical 
society.  His  father,  Jacob  H.  Moore,  Sr.,  was  the  first  postmaster  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 


Some  people  have  found  pipe  collecting  a  fascinating  hobby.  A  Birming¬ 
ham  enthusiast,  William  Bragge  ,died  some  years  ago  leaving  a  collection  of 
seven  thousand  pipes,  each  one  differing  from  the  other.  The  gems  of  the  col¬ 
lection  were  the  Broseley  clays,  of  which  there  were  four  hundred  specimens. 
Pipes  were  made  at  Broseley  long  before  the  introduction  of  tobacco  into  this 
country,  for  the  medicinal  smoking  of  native  herbs,  and  some  of  the  clays  in 
the  Bragge  collection  were  said  to  be  five  hundred  years  old.  It  also  included 
fly  knockcroghey  pipes—  the  Irish  clays  which  Tennyson  preferred.

L.  E.  McE. — The  rubbing  you  enclose  is  that  of  a  War  Token.  It  passed  at 
a  cent  value  for  a  short  period  during  the  late  Civil  War.  There  are  several 
hundred  kinds  coined  by  private  parties,  and  a  numbered  list  was  made  a  few 
years  ago. 

T.  R.  In  America  more  U.  S.  coins  are  collected  than  of  any  other  coun¬ 
try.  Not  that  they  are  better,  but  they  are  “standard.”  We  must  all  work  to 
raise  the  standard  of  all  other  countries,  our  information  must  be  interna¬ 
tional  and  include  history  of  all  ages,  ancient  and  modern.  There  is  pure  air 
forty  miles  high,  don’t  let  your  collecting  be  confined  to  a  one  cent  room. 

A.  W. — And  dealer  advertising  in  the  WEST  will  furnish  you  with  a  Bre¬ 
tons  Canadian  aCtalogue  or  you  can  write  direct  to  Montreal.  The  WEST  and 
the  Numismatist  published  by  the  American  Numismatic  Association  will  give 
you  all  the  information  you  will  need  for  several  years  to  come  and  we  hope 
that  when  you  begin  to  delve  ino  the  Japanese,  Chinese,  Greek,  Roman  and 
Egyptian  you  will  find  them  equal  to  the  task  of  helping  you  out  even  then. 


M.  H. — The  George  3rd  coin  dated  1738  would  seem  to  be  an  impossibility 
as  George  3rd  was  not  made  King  until  17‘iO.  George  2nd  was  King  of  Eng¬ 
land  during  1738.  You  fail  to  state  size  and  metal  composition.  Never  omit  a 


blue  pencil  rubbing  when  sending  for  information  regarding  a  coin  or  medal. 


Mrs.  W.  F.  B. — Your  coin  is  an  English  Crown  William  2d  1695  and  is 
worth  $4  in  the  fine  condition  your  rubbing  shows  it  to  be. 


Nearly  every  Country  has  a  sort  of  Medalic  Ceremony  in  Art  collecting. 
The  United  States  seems  to  prefer  the  Safety  deposit  plan  at  present.  What 
is  to  be  most  desired?

WOOD  COLLECTING. — By  Janies  Swetnam. 

Why  is  it  that  our  brother  collector  has  overlooked  wood  collecting  if 
they  are  hunting  for  something  just  a  little  different.  There  are  but  few  wood 
collectors.  I  am  a  carpenter  and  became  interested  in  various  kinds  some 
years  ago,  of  which  I  have  gathered  in  the  meantime  many  different  kinds.  It 
is  a  hobby  which  can  be  taken  up  without  any  expense  to  speak  of  and  which 
will  give  you  any  amount  of  pleasure. 

There  are  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  varieties  through  the  U.  S.  and  For¬ 
eign  lands  which  might  be  exchanged  with  members  at  the  postage  cost.  The 
size  of  my  blocks  is  2  inches  long,  1  inch  wide  and  ^4  inch  thick,  but  the  size 
is  left  to  your  own  judgment.  Now  we  will  say  you  have  200  varieties  of 
W0*A'  We  will  take  these  200  pieces,  form  them  into  a  picture  frame,  glue 
or  them  on  a  solid  background.  After  this  is  done  fill  the  wood  with  wax 

and  it  is  done.  Then  when  your  friends  call  notice  how  astonished  they  are 
when  you  say  l  hat  picture  frame  is  made  of  200  pieces  and  no  two  of  the 
same  variety.” 

Or  suppose  you  line  the  inside  of  your  glass  cabinet  by  using  bead  hangers 
or  panel  your  den  over  the  present  woodwork  with  fine  pin  beads  and  if  you- 
ever  want  to  remove  same  the  fine  holes  may  be  easily  covered  up  with  a 
coat  of  varnish  or  paint. 

When  I  go  into  the  timber  to  hunt  woods  I  cut  the  limbs  2  inches  in  diam¬ 
eter  or  larger,  for  smaller  one  of  some  woods  are  found  to  have  cores  in  them. 

I  write  the  name  on  the  end  to  recognize  same.  Then  u'hen  I  return  I  take  a 
plane,  dress  off  same  to  the  required  size,  number  it  and  lay  it  away  to  dry 
out.  Don  t  overlook  different  shrubbery  in  your  collection  for  they  contain 
some  of  the  prettiest  grain  of  woods  such  as  the  snowball,  the  firewood  olean¬ 
der,  oleaster  and  various  other  kinds.  Of  course  you  will  not  be  able  to  get 
very  large  pieces  out  of  some  of  the  shrubs  but  they  can  be  used  just  the 
same.  Pieces  of  wood  from  historical  places,  such  as  old  forts,  buildings, 
homes  of  noted  people,  and  so  on,  may  be  added.  When  you  go  to  gather  wood 
get  plenty  so  if  your  friends  want  to  exchange  you  will  have  plenty  without 
robbing  yourself. 


Some  conception  of  the  world  craze  for  picture  post  cards  may  be  obtained 
from  figures  which  came  from  Switzerland.  In  the  year  1911  in  Switzerland- 
there  passed  through  the  post  offices  110,000,000  cards  of  every  kind,  though 
chiefly  illustrated.  This  was  an  increase  of  8,000,000  over  the  preceding  year. 


ABOUT  SOME  EASTERN  INDIANS.— By  Virginia  Baker. 

I  wonder  how  many  western  collectors  have,  in  their  cabinets,  specimens  ' 
of  the  handicraft  of  eastern  Indians.  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  about 
Canada f  theSC  Ind‘anS’  the  tribes  inhabiting  sections  of  New  England 

Of  the  New  England  races  the  Penobscots  of  Maine  are,  perhaps,  the 
most  interesting  The  first  white  settlers  along  the  coast  found  them  an  im- 
portant  nation,  having  dominion  over  all  the  tribes  south  to  the  Merrimac  riv- 
>r.  The  Indians  of  Massachusetts  knew  them  as  the  “Tarratines”  and  stood  in 
p-eat  fear  of  them  on  account  of  their  ferocity.  Their  principal  seat  was  in 
■he  vicinity  of  the  present  city  of  Bangor,  Maine. 

As  early  as  1688  the  French  established  a  mission  in  the  Penobscot 
country  and;  to  this  day,  most  of  the  Penobscots  are  Roman  Catholics.  During 
the  early  coolmal  wars  they  were  allies  of  the  French,  but,  in  1739,  signed  a 
treaty  of  peace  with  the  English,  a  treaty  they  never  violated  They  were 
quite  active  during  the  Revolutionary  War  and,  for  their  services,  were  ocn- 
tirme.l  in  the  possession  of  the  small  reservation  they  now  occupy.  This  re¬ 
servation  is  located  above  Bangor  on  the  Penobscot  river.  Their  principal 
settlement  is  on  Indian  Oldtown  Island,  directly  opposite  the  town  of  Oldtown 
on  the  main  land.  At  the  latter  place  is  the  Indian  agency. 

From  the  agency  one  is  ferried  across  in  a  batteau  to  the  island  by  a  na¬ 
tive  ferryman.  The  Indian  dwellings  are  plain  and  small  frame  buildings  with 
venegtable  gardens  adjoining  the  greater  part  of  them.  There  are  a  town 
house,  school  house,  nunnery,  and  chapel,  also,  on  the  island.  Some  of  the 
bome'  arc  very  meagerly  furnished.  Others  rejoice  in  brussels  carpets,  ^Lsh 
upholstered  furniture  and  upright  pianos.  WP* 

1  ne  I  enobscots  are,  as  a  whole,  a  handsome  race.  Some  of  the  wonien'are 
really  beautiful  and  the  men  graceful,  lithe,  and  active.  Many  members  of  the 
tribe  are  exceedingly  intelligent,  a  few  having  received  collegiate  educations. 
The  men  tiequently  marry  (  anadian  French  women,  so  that  few  of  the  young¬ 
er  generation  are  full  blooded,  yet  they  seem  to  retain  the  Indian  customs 
and  characteristics. 

I  here  are  about  400  souls  on  the  numerous  islands  which  form  the  re¬ 
servation.  They  live  by  hunting,  fishing,  serving  as  guides  to  summer  tour¬ 
ists.  working  in  lumber  camps,  and  making  baskets.  Their  basketry  embraces 
Ivery  size  and  variety,  and  some  o  fthe  more  expensive  kinds  are  exceedingly 
iretty.  They  make  miniature  canoues  of  birch  bark,  often  decorated  with  por- 
..!  thei)  famous  chiefs,  or  hunting  scenes.  They  also  make  very  service- 
ible  and  pretty  photograph  frames  of  the  bark  and  of  the  skins  of  the  seals 
hat  frequent  the  northern  waters.  Of  knotted  branches  of  wood  they  form 
gar  clubs,  and  of  deerskin  they  manufactuer  moccasins  and  leggings. 

1  he  Penobscot  guides  are  skilled  in  all  manner  of  woodcraft  and  are  ex¬ 
cellent  cooks.  A  friend  of  mine  went  into  the  Penobscot  country  to  join  her 
husband  who  was  encamped  far  into  the  wilderness.  The  guide  assigned  to  her 
was  an  old  man  bronzed  and  white  haired.  As  their  canoe  ascended  the  river, 
the  guide  pointed  out  various  picturesque  and  historic  spots,  interspersing  his 
descriptions  with  apt  quotations  from  Longfellows  Whittier,  Thoreau,  and  other 
New  England  authors.  Imagine  the  surprise  of  the  lady  when,  upon  reaching 
camp,  she  discovered  that  her  supposed  white  guide  was  a  full  blooded  Penob¬ 
scot  Indian.  But,  of  course,  few-  of  the  guides  are  as  intelligent  as  was  this  old.

Here  it  was  hundreds  of  years  ago  the  Spaniard  set  up  his  cross  at  Santa 
Fe,  to  save  the  souls  and  seize  the  purse  of  the  natives. 

Here  long  after  the  plowshare  of  the  white  man  had  turned  the  hunting 
ground  of  the  East  and  Middle  West  into  fertile  fields,  the  Indian  roamed  un¬ 
hindered  by  the  laws  of  civilization. 

Santa  Fe,  which  for  hundreds  of  years  has  been  the  capitol,  retains  still 
in  many  respects  the  aspects  of  an  old  Spanish  city. 

The  different  articles  of  interest  to  the  collector  are  too  numerous  to  be 
named  in  an  article  of  this  length.  It  is  enough  to  say  that  the  Cave  Dweller, 
Cliff  Dweller,  Spaniard  and  Indian  all  contribute  their  share.

One  of  the  commendable  acts  of  New  Mexico’s  first  state  legislature  was 
to  provide  for  the  preservation  of  all  historical  documents.  With  a  history 
dating  back  to  the  coming  of  the  Spaniard,  this  should  be  a  very  valuable  as 
well  as  interesting  collection,  and  should  be  jealously  guarded  by  the  citizens 
of  the  “Sunshine  State.” 


Among  the  curios  of  New  Mexico  the  Navajo  blanket  forms  a  staple,  but 
like  the  rugs  of  the  East  the  finer  specimens. grow  scarcer  every  year. 

These  rugs  are  woven  in  the  same  primitive  manner  as  a  hundred  years 
ago.  Elli,  the  best  weaver  among  the  Navajos  may  be  seen  in  her  workshop 
at  Santa  Fe  where  she  plies  her  trade,  and  a  very  lucrative  trade  it  is. 

The  Navajo  tribe  occupies  the  reservation  set  aside  for  them  in  north¬ 
western  New  exico,  and  in  their  mountain  homes  retain  many  of  their  old  time 
tribal  customs.

OUR  ILLUSTRATIONS. 


John  J.  Warns  is  17  years  old  and  has  been  a  collector  for  over  4  ye&rs 
now.  He  has  a  collection  of  over  7500  U.  S.  stamps,  precancells  and  peraiAs, 
over  500  U.  S.  coins,  983  Confederate  and  U.  S.  bills  (fractional  currency)  and 
also  quite  a  collection  of  Indian  relics  of  Lake  Co.  His  collection  of  pioneer 
relics  includes  a  razor  weighing  about  10  times  as  much  as  present  ones  do  and 
over  100  years  old,  a  spinning  wheel  and  in  old  books  he  has  a  Dutch  Bible  of 
1748,  a  church  postille  which  has  a  heavy  wooden  cover,  of  1737,  leaflets  of  the 
Civil  War  showing  maps  and  locations  of  the  armies,  printed  right  after  the 
War,  and  a  history  of  the  Lutheran  church  of  1839.  In  all  he  has  some  600  old 
books  and  papers.  He  is  trying  very  hard  to  get  a  Lake  county  collectors  club 
started  and  is  secretary  of  the  Marvel  Club,  a  local  club  of  Wentworth.  He 
may  send  a  picture  of  his  relics  later.  He  says  he  has  been  a  subscriber  to  the 
WEST  for  nearly  3  years  and  wouldn’t  be  without  it  as  long  as  he  collects, 
which  means  until  he  dies. 

Cert  rude  W.  Sargent,  the  author  of  “The  Grand  Master’s  Treasure,”  was 
formerly  Miss  Gertrude  Woodbury  Oaksmith,  of  Portland,  Maine.  Many  will 
recall  her  as  the  talented  amateur  who  played  leading  roles  in  the  Forrest 
Dramatic  Club  and  also  in  the  Thursday  Night  Club.  She  is  the  daughter  of 
the  late  Sidney  Oaksmith,  lawyer,  of  New  York  City,  a  son  of  Maine’s  well- 
known  literary  lights  of  the  last  century,  Seba  Smith  and  Elizabeth  Oakes 
Smith.  Her  mother  will  be  remembered  as  the  daughter  of  the  late  Hon.  Na¬ 
than  I.  Woodbury,  of  Portland.  Mrs.  Sargent  lived  at  Bucksport  and  was  made 
the  fiist  President  of  the  State  Assembly  under  the  new  constitution  anc^>v- 
laws  Under  a  commission  from  Samuel  Adams,  Grand  Master,  she  had  the 
distinction  of  being  the  second  woman  in  the  State  to  institute  a  Rebekah 
Lodge,  Esther  N(«  54  of  Brewer,  in  1895.  Grand  Master  Clarence  Watson  the 
following  year  commissioned  her  to  institute  Nokomis  Rebekah  Lodge  No.  73 
at  Ellsworth.

A  Collection  of  Jesuit  Crosses.  One  of  the  most  unique  and  interesting 
curio  collections  in  the  country,  is  that  which  belongs  to  Mr.  C.  E.  Tribbett,  of 
Darlington,  Ind.  It  consists  of  crosses  of  silver,  bone  and  other  material,  such 
as  were  given  or  traded  to  the  Indians  by  the  Jesuit  missionaries  and  French 
traders  150  and  more  years  ago.

The  specimens  shown  in  the  accompany¬ 
ing  illustration  are  of  silver  and  bone  and  were  taken  from  Indian  graves  in 
Ohio,  Indiana,  Wisconsin  and  Mississippi.  Mr.  Tribbett  thinks  that  two  of  the 
bone  ones  are  very  old.  The  smallest  one  measures  only  1%  inches  in  length, 
and  the  largest  3x5%  inches.  Mr.  Tribbett  also  has  an  extensive  private  col¬ 
lection  of  Indian  relics  and  curios.  ^  _

ESPERANTO  DEPARTMENT. 

The  following  is  part  of  an  article  which  appeared  in  “Amerika  Esperan- 
tista”  Washington,  D.  C.,  under  the  following  title: 

Esperanto  for  the  Collector. 

**  One  of  the  chief  points  of  value  of  Esperanto  to  the  collector  is  in  cor- 


despondence.  Most  collectors,  at  some  time  or  other,  are  desirous  of  corres¬ 
ponding  with  people  of  foreign  countries  for  the  purpose  of  buying  or  ex¬ 
changing  articles  for  their  collections  or  for  other  reasons  pertinent  to  collect¬ 
ing.  Little  difficulty  is  afforded,  of  course,  to  those  of  this  class  who  are  fa-7 
miliar  with  the  language  of  their  correspondents.  However,  in  a  great  many 
cases,  in  fact  from  my  own  knowledge,  I  should  say  in  the  majority  of  cases, 
the  language  of  the  person  with  whom  the  collector  would  like  to  correspond 
differs  from  that  of  his  own. 

Because  of  this  lack  of  uniformity  in  language,  the  correspondence  is  us¬ 
ually  either  carried  on  under  great  difficulties  or  prevented  altogether.  Many 
exchange  clubs  have  tried  to  get  around  this  by  using  various  code  words. 
This  method  works  very  well  in  simple  exchange  relations,  but  when  the  oc¬ 
casion  for  more  lengthy  correspondence  arises — which  is  sure  to  occur  fre¬ 
quently-  -the  codes  lose  their  usefulness  and  the  use  of  a  language  becomes 
necessary. 

Since  the  language  which  a  collector  can  use  is  frequently  not  understood 
by  his  correspondent,  and  since  the  cost,  time  required,  etc.,  for  translation 
makes  the  latter  prohibitory,  a  national  language  cannot  ordinarily  be  used. 
Accordingly  an  international  language  is  required,  and  to  mention  an  inter¬ 
national  language,  of  course,  means  Esperanto.

A  KOLUMN  FOR  KANSAS  KOLLECTORS

Homer  R.  Wilson  of  Brockton,  Mass.,  writes:  “Your  Kolumn  is  a  dandy.” 

Major  J.  B.  Remington,  a  distinguisher  Kansan,  who  died  recently,  was 
detailed  at  the  capture  of  Richmond  to  take  charge  of  the  Jeff  Davis  mansion 
and  all  papers  belonging  to  the  same.  Some  of  these  papers  he  kept  until  the 
year  of  the  Jamestown  Exposition,  when  he  took  a  great  many  back  to  deposit 
with  the  Virginia  Historical  Society. 


Are  you  “spoony"?  If  so,  the  following  may  interest  you:  J.  J.  Wider.er 
of  Oakland,  Kans.,  has  two  sets  of  solid  silver  spoons  that  once  belonged  to 
George  Washington  and  has  Washington’s  name  engraved  on  the  handles.  He 
also  has  many  other  Washington  relics.  Mrs.  Kate  Finney  of  Atchison,  has  a 
set  of  one  dozen  solid  silver  teaspoons  and  a  sugar  tongs  that  have  been  in 
constant  use  since  1812,  just  100  years.  John  Einfeldt,  of  the  same  town,  has 
a  dozen  silver  spoons  that  have  been  in  the  family  for  83  years. 


The  State  Historical  society  was  favored  on  Kansas  Day  with  a  most^ 


happy  and  significant  gift.  Mrs.  Malvina  G.  Lord,  of  Topeka,  added  to  the 
museum  of  the  society,  the  baby  carriage  used  by  her  father,  Mr.  George 
Geiger,  in  his  infancy.  Mr.  Geiger  was  born  in  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  at  113  Market 
street,  January  21,  1811,  and  this  carriage  was  made  for  him  that  year,  ex- 
Ve  >t  the  wheels,  which  were  made  by  her  grandfather,  John  Geiger,  in  a  wagon 
shop  in  Harrisburg.  The  wagon,  now  101  years  old,  is  in  a  good  state  of 
preservation.  It  is  in  the  form  of  the  old  fashioned  Concord  coach.  George 
Geiger  settled  in  Ellsworth,  Kans.,  in  1867,  but  repeated  Indian  scares  were 
too  much  for  him,  and  after  two  years  he  removed  to  Topeka.  He  was  also 
interested  in  the  town  of  Wamego.  He  died  May  7,  1885.  The  wagon  is  a 
most  interesting  and  unique  relic  of  the  days  gone  by,  and  it  attracts  great 
attention. 

Ernest  Childs,  of  Atchison,  claims  to  own  a  razor  that  originally  belonged 
to  Tom  Thumb,  the  famous  dwarf.  The  blade  and  handle  together  are  only 
SV2  inches  long. 

Say,  you  numismatists,  how  about  this?  It  is  said  that  there  were  only 
three  silver  half  dollars  coined  by  the  government  in  1853.  Judge  J.  F.  Irey  of 
Osborne  owns  one  of  them.  He  has  been  offered  a  fabulous  price  for  the  coin, 
but  refuses  to  part  with  it. 

Louisburg’s  historical  cabin  has  just  received  as  a  gift,  from  Charles  Kelk, 
a  drinking  cup  made  from  a  horn  with  the  bottom  grooved  and  srung  in.  It  was 
brought  from  England  by  Kelk’s  great-grandfather  in  1812. 

V  Dean  Umkorger  of  Rocky  Ford,  Colo.,  was  recently  exhibiting  while  on  a 
visit  in  Kansas  a  genuine  copy  of  E.  Russell’s  Salem  Gazette,  of  Friday,  Apiil 
21,  1775. 

L.  P.  Dubois,  of  Good  Intent,  owns  a  Bibte  printed  before  1700,  a  pewter 
mug  nearly  200  years  old,  a  razor  150  years  old,  and  other  interesting  family

Mrs.  A.  Henley,  of  Lawrence,  has  donated  to  Kansas  University  Museum, 
a  specimen  of  the  giant  sea  crab  of  Japan.  Mrs.  Henley  is  somewhat  of  a 
naturalist  and’ has  made  other  valuable  donations  to  the  museum. 


“Deacon”  Graves,  an  old  resident  of  Oskaloosa,  recently  sold  at  auction 
an  interesting  collection  of  relics  and  curios  and  has  gone  to  his  old  home  at 
Farmington,  Maine.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  amounted  to  only  $155,  and  it 
is  claimed  that  he  had  single  specimens  that  should  have  brought  that  amount.

MISSION  BELLS. 

A  New  Musical  Work  by  Marie  Louka. 

The  following  letter  accompanied  a 
musical  manuscript  sent  by  Marie 
Louka,  the  distinguished  composer,  to 
the  Whitney  Warner  Company:

Gentlemen — I  am  sending  you  with 
this  the  last  of  the  five  teaching  pieces 
that  1  had  promised  to  write  this  year. 
1  have  named  it  “Mission  Bells.”  The 
theme,  and  in  fact,  the  whole  composi- 
t1®1?*  came  to  me  as  an  inspiration 
while  traveling  through  California  for 
my  health  two  years  ago.  I  traveled 
most  of  the  time  in  stage  coaches,  of 
which  there  are  still  many  left  between 
kan  Diego  and  San  Francisco.  I  saw 
the  ruins* of  many  of  the  old  missions 
which  one  hundred  years  ago  were  a 
refuge,  and  a  home  for  the  worn  trav¬ 
eler,  who  could  stay  as  long  as  he 
wished  and  pay  what  he  could  afford, 
and  when  he  went  away  took  the 
blessings  of  the  Monks,  those  men  of 
God  who  sacrificed  their  lives  for  man¬ 
kind  in  a  country  which  was  inhabited 
mostly  by  the  lawless  Spaniards  and 
Mexicans.  While  almost  all  of  these 
buildings  are  in  a  ruined  state  now  r 
was  very  much  impressed  with  the 
bells  which  in  four  or  five  missions 
still  remained.

EDITORIAL  CORNER. 


A  change  in  the  administration  of  government  is  in  most  cases  reflected 
in  a  change  of  postage  stamps.  Thus,  after  the  death  of  Queen  Victoria  of 
Great  Britain  and  the  accession  of  King  Edward  VII.  we  saw  a  great  change 
in  the  stamps  of  the  British  empire.  When,  in  turn,  king  Edward  left  the 
throne  to  king  George  V.  a  similar  change  began,  which  is  not  yet  quite  com¬ 
pleted. 

In  Denmark  a  similar  change  occurred.  After  Christian  IX.  followed  Fred¬ 
erick  VIII,  who  after  his  sudden  death  on  May  15th  in  Hamburg  was  followed 
by  his  son  Christian  X.,  elder  brother  of  King  Haakon  VII.  of  Norway.  The 
latter  change  of  rulers  has  not  yet  manifested  itself  in  a  change  of  stamps. 
fThe  present  surcharged  stamps  of  Denmark  became  necessary  on  account  of  a 


fire  in  the  Danish  stamp  printery.  We  may,  however,  expect  the  change  of 
stamps  soon  to  materialize. 

Emperor  Mutsuhito  of  Japan  passed  out  of  this  life  on  July  30th  after  a 
reign  of  45  years  at  the  age  of  60  and  his  son  Yoshihito  at  the  age  of  33  yea^ 
took  his  place.  Consequently  here  too  we  may  look  for  a  coming  change  of 
stamps,  though  Japanese  stamps  do  not  as  a  rule  bear  the  image  of  the  Japan¬ 
ese  emperor. 

It  seems  abnormal  that  the  Mexican  revolution  has  not  yet  evolved  any 
revolutionary  stamps,  and  we  need  not  be  surprised  if  it  does  so  over  night. 

Our  present  U.  S.  adminitsration  has  made  its  changes  in  the  stamps  of 
our  country.  Should  the  election  next  fall  give  Mr.  Taft  another  four  years 
of  life  in  the  White  House,  then  we  may  expect  our  stamp  issues  for  that  time 
to  remain  substantially  what  they  are  now.  Otherwise  we  may  also  look  for¬ 
ward  to  another  change  of  U.  S.  stamps  before  another  presidential  campaign 
is  fairly  under  way. 

Thus  the  stamp  collector  is  almost  compelled  to  notice  the  changes  in  con¬ 
temporary  history  in  order  to  keep  au  courant  in  regard  to  new  issues  and  their 
causes.  Incidentally  we  are  tempted  to  look  a  little  deeper  into  political  events 
to  see  how  they  were  brought  about.  Hence  history  and  philately  cannot  well 
be  separated,  and  philately  gains  much  in  fascination  by  its  connection  with 
history. 

Years  ago  sets  of  portraits  of  the  world’s  rulers  were  offered  to  collectors. 
Now  these  offers  are  rarely  seen.  This  is  to  be  regretted. 

Before  this  number  of  The  WEST  can  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  its  readers 
the  great  annual  meetings  of  stamp  collectors’  societies  will  be  a  thing  ofjbie 
past.  New  officers  will  have  been  elected,  and  new  designs  and  plans  will  cot  ae 
to  light.  May  we  hope  that  they  will  be  an  improvement  over  the  past,  that 
they  may  mark  some  real  progress,  that  the  coming  season  will  be  one  of 
friendly  co-operaion  for  the  benefit  of  all!  If  these  yearly  meetings  do  not 
tend  in  this  direction,  then  they  are  a  failure.  If  they  do,  then  we  may  also 
hope  that  they  will  accomplish  at  least  a  part  of  what  they  aim  at. 

Whether  the  S.  P.  A.  and  the  M.  P.  A.  have  been  amalgamaicd  or  no  will 
not  be  of  so  much  importance  as  the  general  spirit  that  will  rule  the  different 
clu’  •  ..nd  soi '  ties  for  the  coming  year.  If  they  give  themselves  up  to  petty 
jea  iu.  ies,  strife  and  separatistic  vindictiveness,  the  general  progress  of  phi¬ 
lately  m  oui  cuntry  will  be  very  small,  but  if  they  join  hands  for  larger  work 
in  .  ruly  cosmopolistic  spirit  for  the  general  uplifting  of  our  habby — or 
science,  as  one  may  look  at  it — then  we  may  hope  that  the  combined  efforts  of 
the  hundreds  of  American  stamp  collectors  will  result  in  a  -ten  forward,  that 
in  turn,  will  give  greater  opportunities  to  every  individual  collector  and  make 
American  philately  more  respected  abroad. 

We  respectfully  request  all  the  newly  elected  officers  to  keep  these  prin¬ 
ciples  in  mind  and  to  seek  good  feeling  and  better  acquaintance  with  their  fel¬ 
low  officers  in  other  societies,  to  w’ork,  not  only  for  their  particular  body  of 
collectors  but  for  the  general  good  of  stamp  collecting  in  all  our  whole  big 
country. 

We  cannot  all  be  cut  after  the  same  pattern.  Some  are  republicans,  some 
democrats,  some  progressives,  some  socialists,  populists,  prohibitionists,  etc., 
etc.,  yet  we  all  are  Americans  and  love  America  and  try  to  do  for  American 
prosperity  the  best  we  can.  Likewise  we  need  not  all  belong  to  the  same  so- 


ciety,  need  not  all  read  the  same  stamp  papers,  follow  the  same  specialties  and 
4>'ilect  in  the  same  manner,  but  we  are  all  stamp  collectors  and  love  stamps 
and  may  all  try  to  do  something  that  will  benefit  stamp  collecting.  Let  us  do 
it  the  best  we  can  or  know  how! 


We  have  repeatedly  been  asked  for  advice  in  regard  to  starting  some  new 
stamp  journal,  and  invariably  we  advised  to  abstain.  Our  reason  is  not  that  we 
fear  the  would-be  newcomer  as  a  rival  for  THE  WEST,  for  we  think  THE 
WEST  is  well  enough  established  in  its  own  field  and  that  there  is  plenty  of 
room  for  all  that  may  dare  to  come  out.  That  we  do  fear  is,  that  a  man  who 
asks  others  for  advice  is  too  little  experienced  in  the  publishing  business  and 
particularly  in  the  publishing  of  a  stamp  journal  to  know  what  he  is  under¬ 
taking.  He  probably  thinks  he  will  get  rich  quick  by  publishing  a  paper  of  his 
own,  and  he  is  surely  to  be  disappointed  before  his  paper  has  run  the  first  six 
months.  Unless  he  has  a  message  to  collectors  all  his  own  and  not  found  in 
any  other  publication,  he  will  in  all  probability  find  great  lack  of  support,  and 
his  expenses  wil  lsoon  far  outbalance  his  income.  If  he  be  a  printer  himself  and 
it  please  him  to  publish  a  paper  “for  the  fun  of  doing  it,”  putting  in  more  than 
he  can  get  out,  he  certainly  may  have  his  fun,  and  possibly  he  may  in  time  in¬ 
terest  others  to  come  to  his  aid,  and  they  may  have  their  fun  together  until  at 
last  they  succeed  in  getting  a  small  surplus.  As  a  rule  these  amateur  papers 
die  a  very  natural  death  long  before  that — the  getting  of  a  surplus — is  accom- 
ukjdished.  It  takes  experience,  and  a  good  deal  of  it,  or  singular  business  talent 
to  make  a  success  of  philatelic  publishing.  The  first  number  of  THE  WEST 
was  published  over  16  years  ago  and  its  publisher  had  to  learn  many  a  thing 
since  then,  and  had  it  not  been  “for  the  fun  of  doing  it”  he  certainly  would 
have  quit  long  ago.  How  then  can  we  advise  others  to  buy  a  like  e\>.^j^nce  at 
a  like  cost,  except  it  be  “for  the  fun  of  doing  it”?  THE  WEST  h. %'s  'f.^cbed 
many  another  paper  in  its  time  and  the  publisher  might  tell  some  tales  of  what 
he  has  learned  in  that  way.  A  prosperous  paper  will  rarely  sell  out.  Printer’s 
ink  is  a  good  thing  to  be  used,  but  one  must  know  how  to  use  it,  otherwise  it 
becomes  a  costly  luxury.  By  far  the  better  plan  for  most  collectors  and  dealers 
is,  to  patronize  some  well  established  journal  and  let  that  bear  the  risk  of  pub¬ 
lication.  A  pretty  high  tuition  may  thus  be  saved  and  better  results  may  be 
achieved  at  the  same  time. 

If  one  asks  “Does  it  pay  to  advertise  in  THE  WEST?”  we  are  inclined 
to  ask  back,  “Does  it  pay  that  same  one  to  advertise  at  all?”,  and  if  the  an¬ 
swer  is  “yes,”  we  dare  to  say,  “Well,  then  it  will  pay  him  to  advertise  in  THE 
WEST  as  well  as  anywhere  else,  and  pefhaps  better,”  but  if  the  answer  is 
“no,”  then  we  must  say  that  it  is  a  matter  of  doubt  with  the  probability  on  the 
negative  side.  Why?  Because,  for  successful  advertising  more  is  necessary 
than  the  printer  and  publisher  can  do.  In  the  first  place,  the  advertisement 
must  offer,  or  call  for,  something  in  which  people  are  interested.  In  the  second 
place,  the  price  involved  must  be  attractive — for  example,  to  offer  common 
mixed  continentals  at  $1.00  a  thousand  would  be  sheer  waste  of  space  and  ink, 
because  these  stamps  can  be  bought  elsewhere  for  10  to  25  cents  per  thousand. 
In  the  third  place  ,the  advertisement  must  be  correctly  worded,  that  is,  it 
must  be  plain,  true,  and  “catchy” — to  give  it  the  latter  quality  is  one  of  the 
[most  difficult  tasks — it  must  not  be  too  small,  nor  yet  too  very  big _ it  must 


contain  words  or  pictures  that  will  arr  est  the  eye  and  create  curiosity,  so  as  to 
tempt  everybody  to  read  it.  In  the  fourth  place — and  his  is  no  of  small  import¬ 
ance — it  must  be  backed  up  with  good  business  tact  and  ability,  readers  m'fst 
not  be  deceived,  promises  must  be  fulfilled,  and  confidence  must  be  usstained 
by  honest  and  courteous  treatment,  so  that  a  customer  once  gained  may  be  re¬ 
tained.  If  these  four  points  are  well  attended  to,  we  dare  say  advertising  pays, 
and  it  pays  to  advertise  in  this  manner  in  the  WEST,  especially  if  persistently 
continued.  An  advertiser  must  KEEP  his  name  before  the  eyes  of  his  pa¬ 
trons.  He  must  also  remembe  rthat  new  names  are  continually  being  added 
to  the  subscription  list  of  the  paper  and  that  a  new  reader  may  mean  a  new 
customer  and  a  new  customer  may  be  a  valuable  one.  Right  here  is  quite  an 
advantage  of  advertising  in  a  well  established  paper — as  against  advertising  by 
circulars  or  newly  launched  journals — the  publisher  with  his  experience  and 
established  connections  including  a  large  mailing  list  taking  much  of  the  work 
upon  himself  for  which  he  is  well  equipped  and  which  otherwise  would  have  to 
be  done  by  persons  not  so  well  equipped,  or  left  undone  altogether.  There  are 
many  other  points  to  consider.  For  instance,  the  old  publisher  is  apt  to  know 
something  of  “crooked"  advertisers,  and  the  mere  fact  that  he  accepts  an  “ad." 
is  a  recommendation. — Dorpat. 


STANDARD  POSTAGE  STAMP  CATALOGUE.  1912— SCOTT'S.

It  is  late  but  here  at  last,  and  it’s  a  worthy  successor  to  its  foregoing  edi¬ 
tions.  The  general  plan  and  make-up  is  the  same  as  usual,  but  there  are  many 
additions,  and  this,  of  course,  is  the  latest  and  most  up-to-date  catalog  m  the 
market.  For  American  collectors  it  is  just  about  indispensable,  and  in  regard 
to  western  countries  it  will  in  many  instances  be  used  as  a  guide  by  th  •  cata¬ 
log-makers  of  the  old  world.  The  prices  of  stamps  have  been  changed  consid¬ 
erably,  in  a  few  cases  they  have  been  lowered,  but  in  most  cases  they  now  a 
handsome  raise,  aprticularly  in  the  old  standard  issues.  We  think  that  these 
prices  are,  ir.  the  main,  fairly  right,  considering  that  they  are  retail  quota- 
tio  s  ior  perf  t  and  guaranteed  copies.  Large  orders  can  usually  be  filled  at  a 
dis  ount,  and  in  the  back  of  the  book  there  is  a  big  list  of  sets  and  packet-,  at 
reduced  price  The  more  important  market  fluctuations  may  be  learned  from 
the  c  .npany’s  monthly  Circular,  which  is  ohtainable  for  12  cents  postage.  The 
ideas  of  idealists  notwithstanding  it  is,  as  experience  again  and  again  ha- 
shown,  impossible  to  fix  the  prices  for  stamps  so  as  to  keep  them  fixed  for  a 
whole  year,  much  less  for  any  longer  period.  In  some  cases  they  may  remain 
the  same  for  several  years,  but  no  one  can  guarantee  them  to  do  so.  The  best 
a  catalog  maker  can  do,  is  to  quote  a  price,  based  on  the  stock  in  hand  and  in 
sight,  for  which,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  he  hopes  to  be  able  to  furnish 
any  stamp  for  the  immediate  future.  He  has  to,  and  naturally  will,  keep  rea¬ 
sonably  near  the  quotations  of  other  catalog-makers,  otherwise  he  will  lose  cus¬ 
tomers  on  stamps  quoted  too  high  or  he  will  be  cleaned  out  of  such  stamps 
thhat  he  quotes  too  low.  By  comparing  Scott’s  with  other  catalogs  we  find  that 
it  does  keep  within  reasonable  proximity  to  the  quotations  of  others.  Thus  it 
may  be  regarded  as  a  fairly  reliable  guide,  and  no  collector  should  be  without 
a  copy.  r

OUR  ILLUSTRATIONS. 


Maynard  Frasier  is  a  collector  of  coins,  stamps,  minerals,  small  notions, 
0%:  relics  of  a  small  nature,  cruious- books,  etc.  He  has  taken  the  PHILA¬ 
TELIC  WEST  for  several  years  and  would  not  feel  at  home  if  it  did  not  come 
each  month.  His  specialty  is  coins  and  stamps. 

T.  W.  Harriss  and  a  freak  tree  on  his  farm  four  miles  south  of  Littleton, 
N.  C.  This  is  his  picture  and  his  dog-  Jack.  The  tree  is  close  to  an  Lndian 
mound  where  he  has  collected  over  1000  Indian  relics  and  about  %  of  a  mile 
from  his  residence. 

The  Hematite  Flesher  is  the  property  of  Geo.  H.  Hughes  and  was  found  in 
Camden  county,  Missouri,  on  the  farm  of  Judge  J.  F.  Claiborn.  This  flesher 
is  regarded  by  those  collectors  that  have  seen  it  to  be  the  most  perfect  Hen- 
atite  flesher  ever  discovered,  being  four  and  one  half  inches  long,  one  and 
three-eighths  inches  in  diameter  and  worked  from  a  most  perfect  piece  of  blue 
black  hematite.  The  chipping  as  the  illustration  nicely  shows  is  the  work  of 
a  master.  The  chips  being  flaked  in  a  most  seemingly  vigorous  manner  yet 
they  all  conform  to  the  general  contour  of  the  well  known  flint  flesher  so  com¬ 
monly  found  in  the  Missouri  Ozark  Mountains.  This  specimen  shows  undoubt¬ 
ed  years  of  wear  and  use  in  skinning  animals  and  chiseling  such  other  objects 
as  a  wild  nomad  would  naturally  find  necessary  in  the  pursuit  of  his  daily  life’s 
experiences.  These  people  being  ignorant  of  the  use  of  steel  as  we  use  it  at  the 
present  day  undoubtedly  used  these  instruments  of  Hematite  and  flint  to 
accomplish  thir  purposes  almost  as  well  as  we  use  our  modern  tools  of  today. 
Tlnis  handsome  and  valuable  specimen  belongs  to  Mr.  E.  E.  Baird  of  Popular 
Blfrni.  Mo.,  who  has  one  of  the  most  carefully  selected  and  valuable  collections 
the  writer  has  ever  had  the  pleasure  to  examine  in  his  years  of  travels  over 
the  greater  portion  of  America. 


RUSSIA’S  NEW  STAMPS. — By  H.  E.  Reeseberg. 

The  designs  of  the  new  Russian  postage  stamps  to  be  issued  next  year  in 
commemoration  of  the  tri-centenary  anniversary  of  the  Romanoff  dynasty  have 
been  completed  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  crown  printers.  The  one-kopek 
stamp  (orange)  will  bear  the  portrait  of  Peter  the  Great,  the  two-kopek 
(green)  that  of  Alexander  II.,  the  three-kopek  (rose),  Alexander  III.;  the 
four-kopek  (red),  Peter  I;  the  seven  and  ten  kopek  (blue),  the  portrait  of  the 
reigning  Czar  Nicholas  II;  the  fourteen-kopeck  (olive),  Catherine  are  Great; 
the  fifteen  kopeck  (light  brown),  Nicholas  I;  the  twenty-kopeck  (brown), 
Alexis  Mikhailovich;  the  twenty-five-kopeck  (olive),  Alexander  I;  the  thirty- 
five-kopeck  (dark  blue),  Paul  I;  the  fifty-kopeck  (brown),  the  Empress  Eliza¬ 
beth  Petrovna,  and  the  seventy-kopeck  (bright  green),  the  portrait  of  the  first 
Romanoff,  Michael  Feodorovich.  The  ruble  stamp  will  bear  a  picture  of  the 
Winter  Palace  in  St.  Petersburg. 

The  Russian  postage  stamps  have  never  hitherto  borne  portraits  of  the 
czars  or  czarinas.  The  process  of  postal  obliteration  was  deemed  derogatory 
to  the  dignity  of  the  imperial  effigies. 

THE  LATE  EMPEROR  OF  JAPAN. 

The  date  of  the  Imperial  funeral  has  not  yet  been  decided  and  the  middle 
of  September  is  now  the  time  mentioned.  A  commemoration  stamp  will  be  is¬ 
sued  on  the  day  of  the  funeral.

Mr.  James  William  Matthews,  editor  of  The  .Maoriland  Philatelist,  Mas- 
terton,  New'  Zealand,  writes:  “I  have  found  my  interest  in  stamps  of  more 
benefit  to  me  than  many  of  my  study  books;  1  have  learned  to  be  a  keeh  ob¬ 
server,  an  interested  party  in  foreign  politics  and  have  learned  much  about 
the  stability  of  foreign  countries,  also  having  found  friends  innumerable  in  all 
parts  of  the  world.  I  conscientiously  believe  that  non-collectors  are  missing  one 
of  the  most  desirable  recreations  of  this  life.” 

The  Newark  Philatelist,  a  new  monthly  published  by  Mr.  Edwin  W.  Fuss 
of  217  Summer  Ave.,  Newark,  N.  J.,  has  the  following  from  Suriname,  direct: 
‘‘Mr.  Heyde,  the  local  printer,  was  called  upon,  and  with  the  aid  of  materials 
on  hand,  and  some  ornamental  type,  managed,  in  a  hurry  to  produce  a  stamp, 
that,  I  regret  to  say,  is  not  very  creditable  looking,  but  as  we  were  badly  in 
need  of  the  stamps  .there  was  no  time  to  criticize  the  proofs.  The  %c,  2\&c 
and  5c  are  prined  in  sheets  of  50,  and  the  12 tic  in  sheets  of  100.  Owing  to  ’he 
damp  climate  conditions  the  stamps  are  without  gum.  Postcards  of  the  vijj^ies 
of  2  4c  for  inland  use  and  5c  for  foreign  use  were  also  printed,  the  stamps  be¬ 
ing  the  same  as  the  adhesives.” 

Mr.  Clarence  V.  Webb  of  Perry,  Ohio,  published  in  July,  the  first  number 
of  Webb's  Stamp  Monthly.  It  is  to  be  a  temporary  publication  only  and  is  to  be 
followed  later  by  the  "Perry  Collector.” 

Gammans'  Stamp  Notes  is  another  newcomer,  published  by  Mr.  E.  H. 
Gammans,  Jr.,  61  Nassan  Str.,  New  York.  The  first  number  appeared  in  June, 
and  the  second  number  is  a  double-number  for  July  and  August.  Both  are  full 
of  bargain  offers. 

In  the  National  News  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Mr.  Bertram  W.  H.  Poole  breaks 
a  lance  for  the  collection  and  study  of  Confederate  stamps.  This  is  timely,  we 
think.  These  stamps  should  not  be  treated  with  neglect,  as  they  form  an  im¬ 
portant  link  in  the  history  of  our  country. 

Everybody’s  Philatelist  promises  a  sensational  article  under  the  title  of  a 
“Bare  Faced  Swindle”  to  appear  in  the  near  future.  We  wish  our  contempo¬ 
rary  the  best  of  success  in  its  war  on  dead-beats. 

Our  old  friend,  the  Madrid  Filatelico  of  Madrid,  Spain,  relates  the  official 
burning  of  obsolete  postage  and  revenue  stamps  at  Bogota,  Colombia,  giving 
three  dates  as  follows:  September  28th,  1911,  stamps  burnt,  575,919.  Sep¬ 
tember  29th,  1911,  stamps  burnt,  424,330.  October  18th,  1911  stamps  burnt, 
917,358.  Total,  1,917,607. 

In  June  this  year  the  British  Guiana  Phil.  Soc.  published  its  12th  number  of 
British  Guiana  Philatelic  Journal.  Its  main  feature  is  a  scientific  article  by  M. 
P.  Castle  on  “1953  Issue  of  British  Guiana.”  But  this  is  not  all.  The  whole 
number  is  in  keeping  with  the  standard  established  by  the  previous  numbers. 


FOREIGN  REVENUE  NOTES.— By  Oscar  T.  Hartmann. 


Nearly  every  town  or  city  has  some  kind  of  department  where  they  issue 
Various  local  license  for.  various  purposes,  primarily  for  revenue,  and  also  for 
the  control  of  these  varied  occupations.  All  these  issued  might  be  roughly  in 
the  light  of  a  collector,  divided  in  two  classes.  Those  which  have  a  value  of  a 
license  imprinted,  and  the  others  on  which  the  price  of  the  license  is  written 
in  by  pen. 

Denver  issues  quite  an  assortment.  There  is  Second  Hand  Dealer  license, 
$25.00  semi-annually.  Boiler  Inspector’s  Certificate  $5.00.  Milk  \  ender’s  li¬ 
cense.  There  used  to  be  a  separate  Meat  Market  license,  but  it  is  now  issued 
on  a  form  called  Miscellaneous  License.  Here  we  can  mention  the  following: 
Astrologers,  $100.00  per  year;  Auctioneers;  Billiard  and  Bowling  Alleys;  Rail¬ 
road  ticket  brokers;  Business  brokers;  Vault  cleaners;  Drain  layers;  Employ¬ 
ment  office;  Oleomargarine  dealers;  Hotel  runners;  Shooting  galleries.  Of 
course  Saloons  and  Liquor  dealers’  license.  Also  Restaurants  and  a  good  many 
others  which  I  do  not  remember  just  now.  The  size  of  these  licenses  might  be 
quite  a  handicap  for  a  collector,  but  a  collector  who  gets  after  these  city  li¬ 
censes,  may  in  time  get  a  collection  together  of  which  he  can  be  proud  and 
then  he  has  comething  which  hardly  anybody  else  thinks  about.  Perhaps  the 
collecting  of  state  licenses  is  easier  to  handle.  Colorado  has  a  barber  license, 
hunting  license,  etc. 


Since  the  trouble  across  the  border  Mexican  revenues  are  enjoying  more 
Ifferral  favor  in  the  eyes  of  revenue  stamp  collectors.  A  nice  collection  of  many 
hundreds  can  be  made  at  a  very  reasonable  price,  but  Mexican  revenues  are 
notoriously  poor  in  perforation,  or  to  be  not  well  centered,  but  if  you  insist 
on  absolutely  perfect  specimens,  even  of  common  stamps,  you  will  find  it  quite 
another  matter.  Document  stamps  were  never  issued  with  a  talon.  Many  of 
the  Renta  Interior  can  be  found  with  the  talon  attached,  but  of  the  Federates, 
which  are  imperforate,  when  used,  this  cannot  be  said. 


Portugal  has  some  of  the  revenues  surcharged  “Republica.” 


Sweden  will  have  quite  an  addition  when  the  new  revenue  catalog  comes 
out.  There  has  been  a  new  issue,  also  many  surcharges  on  the  old  issue  like: 
5  ore  on  75  ore  1881,  20  ore  on  40  ore  1895,  5  ore  on  the  double  stamps  50  ore 
1881,  etc.  Norway  has  followed  suit. 


R.  R.  stamps  are  getting  quite  numerous.  Gr.  Britain  and  Germany  have 
handbooks  on  the  subject.  Finland,  Japan,  Denmark  and  the  Australian  Col¬ 
onies  use  R.  R.  stamps.  No  doubt  other  countries  may  have  them  also,  but  like 
to  see  them  first. 


Did  you  ever  look  over  your  duplicate  stamps  for  shades?  Try  it  some 
day  and  you  will  be  surprised  to  see  the  number  you  can  find  of  almost  any 
stamp.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  red,  blue,  green  and  orange.  Many 
shades  are  hard  tog  et,  and  are  priced  in  some  of  the  best  foreign  catalogs.  By 
the  way,  if  you  do  not  possess  a  foreign  catalog,  it  would  be  well  to  get  one  as 
.  it  will  be  a  great  help  in  many  ways.  That  published  by  W.  S.  Lincoln  is  a 
*  very  desirable  book.  It  is  advertised  in  this  number.

W  e  have  received  quite  a  large  budget  of  New  Issues,  this  month,  and 
some  of  them  are  most  interesting. 

It  is  strange  indeed,  how  sometimes  a  month  will  go  by  without  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  anything  of  novel  interest,  whereas  in  another  month,  every  day 
adds  something  new  to  our  collection. 


BEI.GIl  M.  The  long  promised  series  of  Belgium,  rendered  necessary  by 
the  death  of  King  Leopold  II,  is  beginning  to  appear. 

They  are  really  not  beautiful,  and  I  understand  that  so  much  dissatisfac¬ 
tion  is  expressed  that  the  authorities  will  withdraw  them. 


So  far,  only  three  types  are  existing:— lc  numeral  in  ornamental  square; 
5c,  the  Lion  of  Belgium;  and  10c,  40c,  50c,  1  Franc  and  5  Francs,  portrait  of 
new  King,  Albert  I.  The  5  Francs  is  larger  than  the  others. 

The  Sunday  label  is  still  retained  at  the  bottom  of  each,  and  between  this 
and  the  stamps,  is  the  name  of  the  artist,  “Edw.  Pellens.”

Some  of  our  readers  in  different  parts  of  the  globe  are  good  enough  to 
write  us  chatty  letters  from  time  to  time,  giving  items  of  interest  to  collectors 
in  their  country  or  state.  We  need  hardly  say  how  glad  we  are  to  receive 
these  letters  and  to  hear  how  our  readers  are  getting  on  and  their  general  im¬ 
pressions.  The  information  derived  is  often  of  considerable  utiilty. 


NOTES  FOR  U.  S.  COLLECTORS.— By  E.  R.  Aldrich. 

As  I  wrote  last  month  I  wish  the  co-operatiin  of  al  headers  of  the  WEST 
in  finding  news  relative  to  any  minor  or  new  varieties  in  any  of  the  branches  of* 
philately  relating  to  U.  S.  stamps.  I  have  received  a  couple  of  letters  this 
month  saying  they  did  not  possess  my  address  so  I  have  placed  the  address 
after  my  name  at  the  head  of  the  column.  If  you  hav  efound  anything  new 
wirte  me. 


\V  ho  has  seen  a  normal  13c  Minneapolis  precancell.  I  have  seen  probably 
a  half  dozen  all  together  nad  all  were  inverted.  It  was  used  several  years  ago 
on  the  catalog  of  a  wholesale  novelty  house. 


Mr.  W.  H.  Schneider  reports  having  a  pair  of  4c  1895  issue  on  the  U.  S.  I. 
R.  watermarked  paper  which  was  used,  or  supposed  to  be,  only  for  revenue 
stamps.  This  variety  has  been  hitherto  unknown,  though  the  6c  and  8c  values 
have  been  found  and  are  listed  in  the  Scott  Catalog. 


The  one  cent  Shumcak  perforation  precancelled  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  is  used 
by  the  Woman’s  Health  Institution,  Dr.  Julia  C.  Godfrey,  director,  in  sending 
out  their  circulars. 


Mr.  O.  H.  Eidsor,  has  favored  me  with  a  2c  aprt  perf.  8*4  which  seems  to 
be  perforated  on  the  top  either  doubly  or  in  some  manner  making  that  side 
seem  perf.  13*4.  These  top  perforations  are  not  seemingly  as  clear  cut  as  or¬ 
dinary  perforations  but  it  is  a  most  interesting  specimen.  ^ 


I  recently  ran  across  an  interesting  variety  of  the  permit.  It  is  102  St. 
Paul.  The  lc  value  had  been  printed  no  the  wrapper  and  then  this  had  been 
obliterated  by  a  checkerboard  of  sixty-four  black  block,  eight  by  eight  and  the 
new  value  card  3c  value  printed  on  the  left  of  it.  It  makes  a  decided  unique 
appearing  specimen. 


Another  interesting  permit  which  I  have  seen  is  the  Louisville,  Ky.,  No. 
19.  The  city  name  does  not  appaer,  the  card  reading  “Third-class  Matter,”  2c, 
with  a  large  bold  overprint  1  coveirng  the  2.  Paid  in  money — Permit  No.  19.  in 
four  lines.  No  border.  This  is  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner,  while  nearly  the 
entire  rest  of  the  envelope  front  is  covered  with  advretising.  This  also  makes  a 
very  interesting  oddity  in  the  permit  series. 


I  recently  received  from  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Jenney  a  specimen  of  the  sup  va¬ 
riety  of  the  2c  Columbian.  The  cup  is  on  the  ueft  hand  numeral  and  is  much 
smaller  than  that  on  the  1890  2c  stamp  but  it  is  certainly  pronounced  enough  to 
constitute  a  minor  variety,  as  much  so  as  in  the  1890  one. 


The  one  and  two  cent  numeral  have  each  been  precancelled  at  Minneapolis. 
I  find  a  variety  oi  the  2c  in  which  a  <  has  been  used  for  the  0  in  the  city  name. 
This  I  received  from  Mr.  Cleveland  Bundlie. 


The  only  Minneapolis  invert  of  the  1909  series  I  have  met  with  is  the  4c. 


Who  has  seen  others? 


Among  the  rare  precancelleds  of  Minnesota  are  the  Faribault  one  and  two 
cipn  on  the  Pan-American  series.  These  were  used  on  advertising  matter  sent 
out  by  Shattuck  School,  the  Episcopal  boys'  school  located  at  the  diocesian 
city  of  Minnesota. 

The  3c  current  issue  in  the  color  of  the  50c  which  a  New  Tork  firm  placed 
on  the  market  some  time  since,  seem  to  be  more  plentiful  than  was  anticipated 
as  it  is  now  offered  at  30  cents  and  poorly  centred  copies  at  66  2-3  off  that. 


Sandusky,  O.,  is  reported  as  using  a  cancellation  where  the  flag  part  ad¬ 
vertises  a  coming  exposition— Perry’s  Victory  Centennial  Put  in  By  Ohio  191.3 
in  four  lines.  Here  is  the  chance  for  the  specialist  to  have  a  90c  with  Perry  s 
head  thereon  cancelled  with  this  machine  as  a  special  addition  to  his  collec¬ 
tion. 


The  2c  brown  1873  on  double  paper  which  lists  at  $1.00  used  in  the  latest 
Scott  brought  50  per  cent  over  face  at  Hussman’s  auction  sale  of  June  8th. 

$625.00  for  an  unused  block  of  six  of  the  first  issue  10c  looks  like  a 
record  price,  but  then  this  is  the  only  block  of  this  size  known  to  exist.  It 
changed  hands  at  this  figure  in  the  Philadelphia  Stamp  Co.’s  auction  on  June 
28th  in  New  York  City.  Quite  a  raise  from  the  sixty  cents  it  originally  cost. 

V  An  Eastern  firm  advertises  five  1847  5c  on  original  cover  at  $2.00,  which 
is  a  third  over  catalog  for  ordinary  used  specimens  and  the  10c  same  condition 
at  $4.50  which  is  ten  per  cent  under.  This  would  seem  to  mean  that  the  five 
cent  on  cover  is  less  seldom  met  with  than  the  ten  or  else  that  the  ten  is  over¬ 
priced  in  the  catalog. 


HAD  A  ZOO  OF  STAMPS. 


A  Philadelphia  Philatelist  Collected  a  Series  of  Animal  Postage. 

“Yes,”  the  manager  of  a  famous  firm  of  philatelists  said,  “there  is  little 
doubt  that  stamp  collecting  is  one  of  the  most  popular  of  hobbies,  and  is  likely 
to  continue  so.  As  you  know,  King  George  himself  is  an  enthusiastic  collector. 

Many  of  our  customers,  of  course,  go  in  for  specialization — collecting  all 
American  or  all  ritish,  or  Europeans  only.  But  one  of  the  queerest,  and  at  the 
same  time  most  interesting,  was  the  animal  collection  one  man  acquired. 

“There’s  the  3-cent  Canadian  stamps  of  1851,  bearing  a  beaver,  while 
Newfoundland  issues  of  1866  have  the  seal  and  codfish.  In  the  United  States 
1869  issue,  the  2-cent  stamp  bears  a  horse,  while  certain  New  Zealand  stamps 
show  a  bird.  The  duckbili — half  bird,  half  animal — used  to  appear  on  Tas¬ 
manian  issues,  adn  the  black  swan  found  in  a  place  on  certain  West  Australian 

stamps. 

China  furnishes  a  fish,  Liberia  the  hippipitamus,  and  the  stamps  of  Nyassa 
depicted  the  spotted  giraffe;  while  certain  countries,  like  North  Borneo,  have  a 
regular  series — deer,  peacock,  crocodile  and  monkey.  Altogether  you  could 
•foVm  a  very  fine  little  menagerie  or  zoo — all  on  stamps!” — Philadelphia  Paper. 


STAMP  1 1  EMS — By  Charles  E.  Jenney. 


Late  mails  from  China  are  bringing  the  current  (?)  10  cent  stamp,  Scot’s 
No  94  in  a  deep  shade  of  blue  instead  of  ultramarine.  When  this  stamp  ispit 
in  water  it  becomes  transparent,  showing  the  blue  color  through,  unlike  the  ul¬ 
tramarine  stamp.  How  many  of  these  will  be  forthcoming  is  in  doubt  as  the 
mails  also  show  the  China  with  the  native  surcharge  for  the  Republic. 


I  he  current  U.  S.  2c  Die  E  is  gradually  showing  up  on  amber  and  blue, 
but  they  are  quite  scarce  as  yet.  I  think  the  buff  has  not  yet  been  chronicled. 


From  advertisements  and  from  general  observation  it  would  seem  a3  if 
the  50c  postal  savings  bank  stamp  is  becoming  more  scarce  than  the  lc  which 
formerly  surpassed  it  in  price. 


The  omitting  of  the  imprint  of  the  printers  from  the  sheets  of  U.  S. 
stamps  is  leading  to  the  collecting  of  plate  numbers  in  singles,  a  method  that 
should  have  been  in  vogue  long  ago  and  would  largely  have  increased  it3 
popularity. 


Interest  in  the  early  U.  S.  issues  is  very  active  at  present  and  we  read  over 
and  over  again  the  current  articles  that  claim  to  specialize  deeply  in  them  but 
which  tell  us  nothing  at  all  new.  However,  with  each  re-reading  some  new 
fact  impresses  itself  upon  us  and  so  the  reiteration  is  not  without  value  */xer 


There  is  a  spread  die  in  the  current  U.  S.  2c  envelope,  Die  A  on  buff  that 
is  apparently  very  scarce  and  seems  to  have  been  withdrawn.  Certainly  it  is 
not  fit  for  further  use.  The  head  takes  on  proportions  of  some  of  the  largest 
heads  in  Die  B,  nearly  filling  the  oval  and  with  the  forehead  prominently  en¬ 
larged.  The  front  of  bust  is  also  twice  as  wide  as  in  the  normal  Die  A.  All 
the  letters  of  Two  Cents  touch  or  run  into  one  another.  It  may  be  worth 
looking  over  envelopes  of  about  a  year  ago  for  this  but  it  will  not  be  found  in 
current  ones. 


A  new  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  postmark  has  appeared  from  the  Los 
Angeles  Hollywood  Station,  being  in  the  wavy  flag  type.  As  the  time  of  the 
Exposition  draws  nearere  it  is  not  at  all  unlikely  that  many  of  the  smaller 
places  on  the  Coast  will  adopt  the  special  postmark. 


An  interesting  postmark  has  just  arrived  from  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  and  is  the 
first  of  its  kind  I  have  seen.  It  has  the  words  “Street  Railway  P.  0.”  included 
in  the  postmark.  In  many  of  the  Eastern  towns  and  cities  street  railways 
have  obained  the  contract  for  distributing  the  mails  at  the  different  towns  in 
place  of  the  steam  railroads. 


The  scrap  book  annex  to  a  stamp  collection  should  be  diligently  kept  up. 
It  is  the  simplest  way  of  keeping  in  convenient  form  for  immediate  reference 
all  the  information  about  any  particular  country.  The  number  of  different 


stamp  papers  published  afford  a  constant  source  of  supply.  Those  collectors 
have  ample  leiure  can  digest  this  scrap  book  information  and  typewrite  it 
oT'neatly  hand-letter  it  on  extra  blank  pages  to  accompany  the  looseleaf  album 
the  information  about  each  country  thus  being  conveniently  at  hand  with  the 
stamps  themselves.

We  notice  by  the  Collectors’  Monthly  that  Seattle  lends  its  aid  to  the 
Panama-Pacific  Exposition  by  adopting  the  Panama-Pacific  posmark  used  by 
San  Francisco  and  a  dozen  other  California  cities. 


The  writer  of  this  column  would  like  some  information  of  stamp  papers 
once  published  or  that  are  now  published  in  California  as  he  is  writing  a  check 
lis^.  of  them.  All  such  information  will  be  gratefully  received.  Address  1030 
Cmjmh  St.,  San  Francisco,  Calif. 

The  California  Stamp  News  which  was  announced  to  appear  from  San 
Francisco  in  June  has  suspended  publication  until  September  or  October  in  or¬ 
der  to  receive  more  subscriptions.  All  California  collectors  should  subscribe. 

If  you  are  a  collector  you  should  join  the  California  Philatelic  Society. 
The  dues  are  only  twenty-five  cents  (25c)  a  year  for  residents  of  the  United 
States  and  fifty  cents  (50c)  for  foreigners. 

The  printing  of  the  series  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Internationl  Exposition 
stamps  has  begun  and  they  will  probably  be  out  sooner  than  we  thought. 
There  are  to  be  four  stamps  in  the  series  and  though  no  designs  have  been  ac¬ 
cepted  officially  several  fine  designs  have  been  submitted. 

I  do  not  think  it  is  possible  to  have  a  universal  Ideal  form  of  collecting. 
Each  collector  has  his  or  her  own  ideas  as  to  the  best  way  to  collect,  and  as 
long  as  a  person  collects  in  his  or  her  own  sweet  way,  their  interest  in  the 
hobby  is  ever-vernal.  If  you  endeavour  to  get  them  to  collect  in  a  straight- 
waistcoat  way  and  never  to  step  from  the  straight  path,  they  will  lose  interest 
sooner  or  later.  The  collector  who  takes  his  or  her  own  course  (with  the  in¬ 
evitable  blank  albums)  is  a  collector  for  life,  and  generally  has  one  or  more 
side  lines  such  as  postmarks,  fiscals,  etc.,  which  are  cried  down  by  many 
“straight”  collectors  of  postage  stmaps.  Personally  I  cannot  refue  to  take  any¬ 
thing  in  the  way  of  stamps,  postage,  fiscal,  telegraph,  rails,  paids,  etc.,  etc. — 
Ak\l  come  to  my  net. — Fortnightly.

860.  Are  there  any  Cape  of  Good  Hope  Postal  Cards?  Yes,  there  are  at 


least  19  varieties.  The  oldest  one,  Id  red  “Hope  seated,”  was  issued  1878.  The 
following  Nos.  up  to  1900  all  bear  the  portrait  of  Queen  Victoria.  In  1903-4 
three  were  issued  with  the  likeness  of  King  Edward.  Later  issues  are  not 


known  to  me.  But  lately  I  received  one  of  the  brown  Id  double  cards  writh  the 


portrait  of  the  Queen.  There  are  also  stamped  envelopes,  wrappers  and  letter- 


cards. 


861.  Are  there  any  double  strikes  of  the  2c  If.  S.  Columbian  Stamps? 

I  do  not  know  whether  they  should  be  called  double  strikes,  but  the  two  va¬ 
rieties  that  you  submit  clearly  show  double  lines  in  several  places.  The  ver¬ 
tical  lines  on  the  right  hand  side  are  double  in  both.  In  one  variety  the  frame 
line  ><f  the  picture  and  the  inner  line  of  the  stamp-frame  are  also  double  at 
the  left,  the  former,  the  frame  line  of  the  pictures,  is  even  triple  for  a  cer¬ 
tain  distance.  If  these  were  real  double  strikes,  I  should  think,  traces  of  the 
double  strike  would  be  found  of  all  adjoining  lines,  but  this  is  not  the  case  in 
the  two  stamps  submitted,  and  so  I  consider  it  possible  that  these  stamps.^e 
retouched  varieties.  They  should  both  be  valuable  to  a  specialist,  but  w^t 
price  they  may  bring  is  beyond  my  ken. 

862.  Are  there  any  shades  of  the  lOp  red  1890  of  Servia?  Yes,  Gibbons 
lists  three,  rose,  aniline  pink  and  aniline  rose;  and  there  are  probably  more 
produced  by  the  fading  of  the  analine  inks.  A  single  copy  with  an  “off”  color 
is  always  doubtful,  even  if  unused  and  with  full  original  gum,  because  it  may 
have  been  exposed  to  the  sun  or  any  other  influence  that  produces  a  change  of 
color.  It  is  different,  if  a  whole  sheet  or  several  sheets  are  found  in  the  post- 
office,  or  if  a  large  number  of  separate  copies  aref  ound  in  a  lot  of  used 
stamps;  these,  even  if  faded,  show  that  they  were  printed  with  a  different 
mixture  of  ink  than  those  of  the  regular  color  which  under  the  same  circum¬ 
stances  has  not  faded. 

863.  Who  can  give  and  Prices  of  the  first  8  stamps  of  Sarawak  imper¬ 
forate?  Scott  lists  these  but  quotes  no  price.  Gibbons  does  not  list  them,  and 
Kohl  mentions  them  saying  that  they  are  probably  to  be  considered  as  “print¬ 
ing  trials.”  We  should  be  pleased  to  learn  whether  any  ha\e  ever  been  sold  at 
auction  and  what  prices  they  brought. 

864.  Is  it  d  tiicult  to  distinguish  between  genuine  stamps  and  counter¬ 
feits?  In  some  cases  it  is  not,  in  others  it  is  quite  difficult.  If  you  have  a 
good  description-  or  a  copy  for  comparison — of  either  the  genuine  stamp  or 
the  counterfeit,  it  should  not  be  difficult  to  make  the  distinction.  Also,  if  you 
know  that  the  genuine  stamp  is  line-engraved  and  you  find  a  copy  that  is 
lithographed,  you  may  easily  know  that  the  lithographed  copy  must  be  a 
counterfeit.  Generally  speaking,  the  whole  field  is  so  vast,  there  being  about 
29,000  different  postage  stamps  and  a  like  number  of  fiscals  and  telegraphs, 
many  of  which  hasv  some  minor  varieties,  so  that  we  may  say  there  art! 


about  100,000  different  stamps  to  consider,  that  it  becomes  almost  inp's-i  !?• 
for  any  one  person  to  know  every  single  design,  type  and  variet”  c 
that  he  will  be  able  to  tell  offhand  whether  any  specimen  is  genuine  or  coun¬ 
sel  :eited.  Besides  that,  it  is  difficult  to  get  a  collection,  be  it  of  genuine  st  m  s 
of  counterfeits, together,  that  will  contain  a  copy  of  every  known  stnnp  fo;  ref¬ 
erence  or  study,  and  both  new  genuine  stamps  and  new  counterfeits  mo  con¬ 
tinually  making  their  appearance.  Hence,  it  is  far  too  great  a  task  f:  r  any 
one  person  to  try  to  become  an  expert  in  regard  to  all  stamps,  especially  if 
that  person  is  to  follow  any  other  calling  besides  that  of  judging  stamps.  Nev¬ 
ertheless,  one  may  learn  a  good  deal,  use  and  enjoy  what  knowledge  one  h  :s 
and  be  useful  to  one’s  fellow  collectors,  by  studying  stamps  in  general  and  by 
noting  in  particular  what  he  may  find  about  counterfeits.  A  counterfeit  col¬ 
lection,  for  the  purpose  of  study  and  reference,  will  prove  a  great  help.  Every 
society  should  have  such  a  collection. 

865.  Are  there  any  Counterfeits  of  U.  S.  stamps?  Yes,  I  have  seen  some 
of  the  periodical  stamps  and  the  envelope  stamps  of  1876.  Then  there  is  the 
2c  of  1894  that  was  counterfeited  while  the  stamp  was  yet  in  use.  The  5c  and 
10c  were  counterfeited  by  order  of  the  government  for  exhibition  purposes. 
Whether  there  are  any  others,  I  do  not  know,  but  I  should  not  wonder,  if  there 
were,  altho  our  line-engraved  stamps  are  not  so  much  subject  to  counterfeit¬ 
ing  as  surface-printed  and  lithographed  issues  are,  because  it  is  more  difficult 
to  counterfeit  line-engraved  stamps  than  it  is  to  counterfeit  the  others.  The 
same  applies  to  the  stamps  of  Canada,  which  are  also  line-engraved. 

866.  What  Post  Card  and  Stamp  Collectors’  Soceties  exist  in  Asia, Africa, 
,C5<tuth  America,  Central  America,  East  Indian  and  West  Indies,  and  what  are 
^pfir  dues  and  addresses  to  make  aopl'cation  far  membership?  Ha!  That  is 
quite  a  directory  that  is  required!  Well  here  are  a  few  data,  but  they  are  not 
complete.  Members  of  these  and  other  societies  will  please  supply  what  is 
wanting.

COLLECTING  PRECANCELLED  STAMPS.— Charles  Grattan,  Cleveland,  O. 


Precancels  were  never  as  popular  before  in  the  history’  of  stamps  as 
are  now,  with  U.  S.  collectors  all  over  taking’  them  up  as  a  side  line  and  c, 
great  many  taking  them  up  to  the  exclusion  of  everything  else.  The  fact  that 
Mr.  F.  L.  Smith  of  New  York  is  about  to  get  out  a  precancellet  catalogue  will 
make  the  hobby  more  popular  than  ever  as  a  great  many  collectors  have  felt 
badly  handicapped  by  lack  of  a  catalogue  and  Mr.  Smith  being  identified  with 
the  book  speaks  well  for  its  success  in  advance.  To  the  writer’s  knowledge 
there  has  been  only  one  complete  general  precancelled  catalogue  issued  and  that 
was  gotten  out  in  Jan.  1904  by  Mr.  F.  L.  Smith  of  New  York  and  Mr.  Geo.  F. 
Duck  of  Pittsburg,  both  members  of  the  old  Precancelled  Stamp  Club.  It  is 
a  neat  little  book  of  36  pages  and  at  the  time  of  issue  it  was  as  complete  and 
up  to  date  as  the  different  members  of  the  club  could  make  it  with  the  aid  of 
their  collections.  Since  then  while  there  have  been  different  attempts  and 
partial  lists  in  different  magazines,  there  has  not,  to  the  writer’s  knowledge, 
been  anything  issued  that  was  near  completeness. 

Mr.S.M.Schoemann  of  St. Louis  has  gotten  out  a  catalogue  of  Canadian  pre- 
cancels  and  the  John  Stuart  Co.  of  Paris,  Ky.,  have  been  publishing  a  list  in 
their  magazine.  The  extinct  Attleboro  Philatelist  has  published  different  lists 
of  <  anadian  and  Belgium  precancels  and  the  Philatelic  Journal  of  America.  No. 
<5,  Vol.  20,  contains  a  list  of  some  66  Belgium  precancels.  The  Attleboro  Phil¬ 
atelist  started  a  list  of  Canada  in  No.  9,  Vol.  1,  and  a  list  of  U.  S.  in  No.  10, 
Vol.  1.  Both  of  these  lists  were  illustrated,  the  Canada  in  mull  and  the  U,  S,.' 
the  outline  of  the  stamp  and  the  surcharge,  all  in  actual  size.  This  maindWh- 
started  in  No.  10,  Vol.  1  with  California  and  Connecticut  and  continued  wVth 
Georgia,  Illinois,  Florida  and  ended  with  Chicago  in  No.  1,  Vol.  2,  whole  num¬ 
ber  13  as  that  was  the  last  issue  of  the  magazine.  It  was  then  bought  by  the 
Stamp  Journal  of  Florida,  N.  Y. 

Ihe  old  Stamp  Club  contained  many  names  then  that  are  very  active  today 
in  precancel  circles,  the  writer  being  one  of  that  number. 

Some  of  the  collectors  are  complaining  of  the  high  prices  that  are  being 
asked  for  precancels  today  by  collectors  and  dealers  alike  and  this  gives  rise 
to  some  discussion.  If  scarcity  is  anything  of  a  factor  then  some  of  them 
should  be  very  valuable.  Take  the  Cincinnati  or  Alaska;  how  many  collectors 
have  this  stamp?  The  writer  originally  had  the  only  few  copies  that  have  ever 
come  to  light.  The  early  Northampton  errors  are  good  property,  such  as  the 
“Nass.”  for  Mass.,  inverted  and  double  lc  of  1902  and  2c  of  1902  with  colon  at 
end  of  Mass:  instead  of  period.  The  error  “Nass.”  also  occurs  on  the  1,  2,  5 
and  10c  postage  due.  Where  would  one  go  today  to  get  a  complete  set  of  the 
dated  Chicago,  also  the  narrow  spacing  of  this  issue? 

Some  of  the  early  St.  Paul  are  among  the  very  scarcest  and  of  the  Pan 
American  and  St.  Louis  sets  only  a  very  few  are  known  of  some  of  them  and 
could  hardly  be  got  at  all  by  the  collector  of  today.  The  early  dated  Bingham¬ 
ton  in  red  and  blue  inks  with  the  inverts,  doubles  and  the  scarce  4c  dated  3-03 
are  among  the  rarities.  These  and  many  others  are  all  out  of  the  reach  of  the 
collector  starting  in  now. 

Some  collectors  say  that  they  do  not  want  to  pay  fancy  prices  for  precan¬ 
cels  because  they  do  not  care  to  encourage  forgery.  Very  good,  but  at  the 
same  time  the  same  conditions  exist  in  regard  to  any  of  the  British  Colonies 


that  are  surcharged,  and  the  price  depends  altogether  on  the  surcharge  as  in: 
thf  case  of  Gilbert  and  Ellice  and  many  others  too  numerous  to  mention.  So,, 
personally,  I  cannot  see  where  the  precancel  should  be  alone  in  that  respect 
wnere  the  surcharge  in  other  cases  means  alone  a  great  many  dollars.  How¬ 
ever,  precancels  are  an  inexpensive  and  highly  entertaining  side  line  as  evi¬ 
denced  by  the  hold  they  have  today  on  the  collector  at  large  and  while  the  com¬ 
mon  precancel  is  very  common  and  easy  to  get,  the  scarce  ones  are  very  hard 
to  find. 

The  recent  ruling  of  the  Postmaster  General  allowing  postmasters  to  pre¬ 
cancelled  stamps  to  facilitate  handling  the  merchandise  during  the  Xmas  rush 
has  led  to  a  great  many  new  sets  being  available  to  collectors,  being  mostly 
from  cities  and  towns  in  New  England.  This  has  given  an  added  impetus  to 
the  hobby  and  when  one  stops  to  consider  that  these  were  in  use  for  a  fewr  days 
only  during  the  Xmas  rush  and  used  mostly  on  Xmas  presents,  it  will  be  ob¬ 
vious  that  there  will  be  very  few  of  them  ever  found  in  used  condition,  and  of 
the  mint  sets  very  few  of  some  of  them  ever  came  to  light. 

It  was  the  writer’s  privilege  to  view  here  in  Cleveland  in  the  collection  cf 
a  local  collector  a  few  days  ago  one  of  the  oddest  lots  of  pi-ecancels,  mostly 
Philadelphia,  that  I  think  ever  wras  gotten  together,  in  fact  I  hardly  think 
there  is  another  lot  like  it  in  the  country.  It  was  mostly  in  blocks  and  as  near* 
as  I  can  remember  it  contained  such  cute  little  things  as  doubles,  triples,  double 
and  triple  with  normals  and  inverts  together;  normals  with  diagonals  and  n- 
verts,  two  stamps  of  a  block  wTith  all  kinds  of  positions  and  nothing  at  all  on 
tht^other  two  stamps.  Most  every  kind  of  position  was  represented  on  the  or- 
dimrin  1  and  2c,  also  the  Lincoln,  Hudson  and  Alaska.  Where  this  collection  of 
freaks  came  from  I  don’t  know,  but  it  looks  as  though  the  printer  had  gone 
stark  mad  while  printing  them.

I’M  LAI  EM  IN  El  ROPE. — From  our  own  C  orrespondent. 
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Some  rather  interesting  collections  of  Indian  stamps  have  recently  been  on 
view  in  London  and  these  seem  to  show  that  the  collector  of  such  stamps  has  a 
field  far  more  extensive  than  that  represented  by  the  general  issues  of  the  East 
Indian  Company  and  of  the  Government  of  India.  There  are  two  considrable 
groups  of  postage  stamps  each  of  which  presents  an  interesting  field  for  re¬ 
search — the  stamps  o  fthe  “Convention”  States  and  the  wierd  and  wonderful 
production  of  the  Native  Feudatory  States.  The  term  “Convention  State”  is 
applied  by  philatelists  to  those  states  which  have  had  for  many  years  postal 
conventions  which  the  Government  of  India,  their  articles  containing  a  $(*.- 
vision  for  the  supply  of  British  Indian  stamps  specially  appropriated  for  use  in 
a  particular  state  by  means  of  an  overprint.  Such  states  are  six  in  number, 
viz.,  Chamba,  Faridkot,  Gwalior,  Jhind,  Nabha,  and  Patiala. 

The  Indian  stamps  ,as  every  collector  knows,  are  and  have  been  since  1855, 
printed  in  London;  the  special  overprints  have  been  applied  after  the  stamps 
reached  India,  in  the  presses  of  the  Central  Printing  Establishment  of  the 
Government  at  Calcutta.  The  “Convention”  state  is  charged  with  the  actual 
cost  of  printing  the  stamps  and  of  overprinting  them,  and  the  stamps  so  over¬ 
printed  can  only  be  used  on  postal  matter  originating  in  that  state,  but  they 
will  frank  such  postal  matter  to  any  part  of  India  “between  Chitral  and  Tuti- 
corin,  between  Kelat  and  Kengtung.”  They  are  thus  not  merely  local  in  their 
validity,  nor  yet  are  they  fully  recognized  stamps  for  circulating  ihrougnout 
the  Postal  Union. 

The  ealry  overprinting  presents,  as  a  well  known  stamp  writer  here  points 
out,  some  quaint  efforts  of  the  Oriental  compositor  who  “cu  Int  spsl”  and  the 
Hon.  C.  Stewart- Wilson,  I.  C.  S.,  now  Director-General  of  Posts,  in  his  “British 
Indian  Stamps  Surcharged  for  Native  States”  (two  parts,  1897-8),  offers  the 
explanation  that,  whilst  to  err  is  human,  it  is  especially  so  when  the  human 
beingsare  Orientals,  not  sufficiently  educated  to  have  lost  the  queer  belief  that 
want  of  accuracy  is  absolutely  essential  to  avert  the  dreaded  “Evil  Eye.”  In 
he  more  recent  productions  errors  due  to  such  a  cause  have  been  averted  by  a 
regulation  insisting  on  the  submission  of  proofs  of  the  overprints  to  the  Direc¬ 
tor-General  of  Posts,  the  printing  not  to  be  proceeded  with  until  the  proofs 
have  been  passed  by  him. 

The  first  of  the  Conventions  was  entered  into  with  Patiala,  the  largest  of. 
the  Cis-Sutlej  tSates,  and  came  into  forme  on  Oct.  1,  1884.  The  first  over: 


printings  of  stamps  had  already  been  made  in  May  and  June  of  that  year,  and 
a  third  supply  was  printed  in  December.  These  comprised  the  stamps  with  the 
Curved  inscriptions,  “Puttialla  State”  (in  red),  so  arranged  as  to  avoid  disfig¬ 
uring  the  Queen’s  head  on  the  stamp.  Of  the  8  annas  and  1  rupee  but  480  cop¬ 
ies  were  printed  and  all  the  denominations  except  the  Vz  anna  green  are  com¬ 
paratively  scarce  stamps.  The  next  year  the  horizontal  type  of  overprint  was 
intorduced  (in  red  or  in  black)  and  in  1891  the  spelling  Patiala  was  adopted 
in  place  of  the  old  Puttialla.  With  this  new  type  of  overprint  we  get  three  high 
values  printed  in  very  limited  numbers,  viz.,  2  rupees  (450),  3  rupees  (400),  5 
rupees  (300). 

The  Convention  with  Gwalior,  Jhind,  and  Nabha  all  date  from  July  1,  1885. 
Gwalior  ^Central  India)  has  the  overprint  of  the  name  of  the  State  in  both 
Hindi  and  English  characters,  with  several  variations  producing  a  few  normal 
stamps,  of  which  less  than  500  copies  were  made  and  several  very  rare  errors, 
notably  “C”  for  “O”  in  “Gwalior,”  of  which  there  could  only  have  been  601 
copies  of  the  Vz  anna  and  26  each  of  the  2%  annas  and  1  rupee.  Another  copy 
of  the  Hindi  “Service”  inscription,  in  which  two  characters  are  transposed, 
gives  us  acocrding  to  the  Director-General’s  statistics  twelve  copies  of  the  ru¬ 
pee,  twenty-seven  of  the  8  annas,  52  of  the  4  annas  and  102  of  the  2  annas. 

The  first  overprint  for  Jhind  State  was  a  curved  one,  as  for  Patiala,  the 
spelling  being  “Jhind.”  Later,  through  the  name  bein  differentyl  spelled  in  an 
indent  during  the  same  year,  the  style  “Jeend”  occurs  in  the  first  of  the  print¬ 
ings  of  the  horizontal  type.  The  spelling  “Jeind”  in  a  later  printing  is  an  er- 
L'yor,  and  is  of  considerable  rarity,  especially  on  the  1  anna  (28  printed),  2  annas 
'(52),  8  annas  (4),  and  1  rupee  (4).  These  figures  appyl  to  the  ordinary,  not  to 
the  “Service”  stamps.  The  “Jhindi”  error  existed  also  in  very  limited  numbers 
on  the  ordinary  stamps  viz.,  1  Vs  anna(ll),  3  annas  (3),  12  annas  (6);  and  on 
the  Service  stamps  V2  anna  (134),  1  rupee  (3). 

Chamba’s  Raja  sent  a  requisition  for  stamps  at  the  end  of  1885,  but  the 
first  overprinting  for  this  State  did  not  take  place  until  October,  1886,  and  the 
overprint  is  always  in  two  horizontal  straight  lines,  reading  “Chamba  State.” 
The  values  range  from  Vz  anna  to  5  rupees  in  the  first  set  (1886-95),  and  those 
worthy  of  special  note  are  the  2,  3  and  5  rupees,  of  each  of  which  only  672  were 
printed,  and  192  out  of  that  number  in  each  case  were  set  apart  for  distribu¬ 
tion  by  the  Berne  bureau  of  the  Postal  Union,  leaving  but  480  of  each  put  into 
stock.  The  errors  “Chmaba”  for  “Chamba,”  occurring  in  the  fourth  printing, 
were  very  limited  in  number,  the  total  possible  in  each  case  being;  Vz  anna, 120; 
1  anna,  40;  2  annas,  14;  3  annas,  5;  4  annas,  14;  8  annas,  8;  12  annas,  3;  1 
rupee  (grey),  2.  The  same  errors  on  the  stamps  ear-marked  for  official  use  by 
the  addition  of  the  word  “Service”  are  also  very  scarce,  especially  the  8  annas 
(5  copies),  12  Efnnas  (3),  1  rupee,  grey  (5).  Another  error,  with  the  “i”  missing 
from  the  word  “Service”  is  to  be  numbered  amongst  the  rare  varieties,  as  the 
total  numbers  could  not  have  exceeded  42  of  the  Vz  anna,  21  of  the  1  anna,  and 
4  of  the  4  annas. 

Faridkot  entered  upon  its  convention  in  January,  1886,  concurrently  with 
Chamba,  but  it  has  had  comparatively  few  variations  in  the  type  of  its  over¬ 
print.

POSTMARK  COLLECTING.— By  H.  \V.  Conard. 


Recent  articles  in  the  WEST  on  postmark  collecting  interested  me  and  now  * 

I  am  in  the  procession  waving  my  banner  and  whooping  for  the  fad.  It’s  really 
fascinating.  Impatiently  I  welcome  the  next  mail  of  my  office  and  eagerly 
scan  the  upper  right  hand  corners  for  new  points  of  origin.  Instantly  I  recog¬ 
nize  them  and  what  a  thrill  is  produced  by  one  from  an  out-of-the-way  place  if 
the  impression  is  clear  and  bright,  or  how  disappointed  I  am  if  the  postmaster 
or  his  assistant  has  been  too  careless  or  lazy  to  keep  his  stamp  clean  and 
swats  an  unintelligible  daub  or  dirty  smear  where  the  postmark  ought  to  be. 

It  is  interesting  to  hunt  up  an  office  I  have  never  heard  of  before  and  figure  out 
the  route  the  letter  probably  traveled  to  reach  me.  In  this  way  I  am  learning 
geography.  I  am  also  finding  out  a  good  many  things  about  our  transportation 
facilities;  how  certain  points  are  reached  and  incidentally  may  gain  some 
knowledge  during  my  research  of  the  customs  of  the  people  of  that  locality  and 
what  they  produce.  New  office  marks  are  found  too  seldom  in  my  own  mail  to 
satisfy  my  fad  so  I  am  preparing  to  branch  out  and  get  others  to  save  the  ad¬ 
dress  side  of  their  mail  for  me. 

I  use  a  little  diffeernt  plan  for  my  postmarks  than  Mr.  Robb  outlines.  I 
cut  them  o  as  to  preserve  the  stamp  and  the  cancellation  flag  or  dauber,  but 
like  him  only  collect  one  from  each  office,  not  yet  having  started  on  a  variety 
collection  of  the  different  offices  except  that  I  keep  the  marks  of  branch  post 
offices  as  well  as  the  general  postmark  of  an  office.  I  have  a  small  paste¬ 
board  pattern  one  and  one-half  inches  wide  by  three  and  one-half  inches  long 
which  I  lay  on  the  envelope  and  outline  around  it  and  cut  to  these  lines.  This* 
makes  all  my  postmarks  the  same  size  and  shape.  This  size  permits  of  pasting 
two  rows  vertically  on  a  sheet  of  paper  letter  size  with  a  total  of  fourteen  to  a 
page  and  a  liberal  margin,  and  can  be  arranged  either  loose-leaf  or  in  bound 
book  style  by  such  arrangement  as  appeals  to  the  collector.  I  have  started 
mine  alphabetically  by  states  and  am  keeping  the  postmarks  loose  in  labeled 
envelopes  until  such  time  as  I  can  put  them  on  the  sheets. 

As  I  have  worked  a  good  many  years  in  the  railway  service  I  am  natur¬ 
ally  interested  in  transportation  facilities.  I  have  an  official  postal  guide  of  the 
United  States  and  a  good  Atlas  and  when  a  new  postmark  is  received  I  look 
up  the  point  and  jot  on  the  vacant  spaces  of  the  postmark  the  initials  of  the 
transportation  companies  that  reach  that  point.  Then  I  have  a  railway  and 
steamship  guide  as  well  as  a  postmark  of  the  place.  By  this  process  I  have 
learned  that  electric  railways  in  the  southern  states  are  not  very  plentiful — I 
mean  interurban  lines  as  I  take  no  account  of  street  railways  within  a  city. 
Throughout  the  eastern  states  and  some  of  the  Pacific  Coast  communities  they 
are  becoming  very  numerous.  For  instance  Toledo,  Ohio,  has  fpurteen  steam 
roads,  eleven  electric  interurban  lines  and  nine  boat  lines;  Chicago,  Ill.,  has 
thirty  steam  roads,  eight  interurban  electric  roads  and  eighteen  boat  lines; 

New  York  has  thirteen  steam  roads,  five  electric  interurbans  and  thirty -five 
boat  lines  exclusive  of  the  trans-Atlantic  steamship  lines.  These  radiate  to  all 
parts  of  the  country. 

I  have  noted  there  are  a  variety  of  postmarks  from  the  same  large  city — 
some  with  different  cancelling  designs  and  the  same  design  with  distinguishing 
marks.  For  instance  the  bar  design  of  the  Chicago  office  has  inserted  numbers 
from  2  to  25  (and  possibly  others  I  have  not  seen)  with  the  letters  C  or  D.  In  * 


my  own  city,  Denver,  I  have  noted  2C,  1R,  IT  inserted  in  the  wavy  cancella¬ 
tion  lines.  I  have  wondered  what  these  indicated  but  have  not  asked  anyone  yet 
in  a  position  to  know.  I  have  been  trying  to  figure  it  out  myself  and  have 
guessed  they  are  to  designate  different  cancelling  machines. 


EXPERIENCES  OF  A  STAMP  COLLECTOR.— By  H.  Walter,  Ill. 


It  was  over  12  years  ago  when  I  started  to  get  my  first  packet.  I  was  then 
about  10  years  of  age  and  was  sick  and  unable  to  go  out.  I  used  to  read  <?oys 
magazines  and  one  day  my  eye  struck  this  ad — 1000  stamps  only  10c.  I  sent 
for  the  bunch  and  could  hardly  wait  until  they  arrived.  Oh,  so  many  stamps! 

Most  of  them  were  10  pfg  German.  I  thought  it  was  great  to  get  so  many 
stamps.  When  I  sorted  them  I  found  about  100  varieties  or  less.  I  pasted 
them  in  an  old  book  with  glue.  Then  later  I  sent  for  a  100  all  diff.  packet  offer¬ 
ed  by  some  dealer  at  10c  with  a  rare  stamp  free.  There  were  about  99  dupli¬ 
cates  and  the  rare  stamp  was  so  torn  and  cancelled  I  could  not  make  out  what 
country  it  was.  Quite  a  value,  was  it  not?  There  used  to  be  quite  a  lot  of 
those  dealers,  10  years  ago. 

After  that  I  got  to  be  quite  a  stamp  man  and  a  friend  of  ours  gave  me 
about  50.  I  thought  I  got  a  gold  mine,  I  was  so  haony  I  also  pasted  those 
down  firmly  with  glue  so  I  could  not  lose  them.  Then  I  sent  10c  to  the  St.  Louis 
Stamp  &  Coin  Co.,  which  is  in  the  business  yet  in  St.  Louis.  There  I  got  the 
best  packet.  I  had  about  250  now,  which  I  thought  was  a  whole  lot.  I  also  got 
an  album  for  25c  with  board  covers.  When  that  came  I  tried  to  get  the  stamps 
M;ut  of  the  other  book  and  succeeded  to  get  out  about  50.  The  rest  were  torn 
land  then  I  used  water  to  soak  them  off  and  some  of  the  stamps  faded  and  the 
Russia  lost  their  color  entirely.  I  now  had  about  185  good  ones  for  my  new 
book.  The  other  ones  I  could  not  use.  I  mounted  those  with  the  old  sty'e  hinges 
and  now  I  was  started  right  at  the  end  of  just  about  a  year. 

I  had  about  500  stamps  in  the  album  and  1800  or  more  duplicates.  It  cer¬ 
tainly  was  a  great  time  passer  and  I  was  at  it  every  day  and  I  would  talk 
stamps  to  everybody  I  came  in  contact  with.  That  is  over  twelve  years  ago, 
and  I  am  still  at  it  but  I  am  not  sick  any  more  and  sometimes  I  think  stamps 
drove  my  ills  away.  Of  course  that  is  not  so,  but  anyway  I  had  many  a  day  of 
pleasure  and  sunshine  with  my  album  of  stamps  placed  in  front  of  me. 


There  is  no  “Ideal”  method  of  collecting.  And  yet  all  methods  are  ideal. 
The  inherent  raison  d’etre  of  any  hobby  is  to  please  its  devotees;  obviously 
there  is  no  higher  ideal  for  us  as  stamp  collectors  than  that  which  pleases  us 
most.  We  after  all,  must  travel  along  the  paths  from  which  we  can  derive  the 
greatest  amount  of  pleasure.  Our  object  may  be  the  pure  joy  of  accumulation; 
it  may  be  our  wish  to  explore  some  hitherto  untrodden  philatelic  field,  or  it 
may  be  that  the  financial  point  of  view  is  uppermost.  For  such  widely  differing 
speciments  of  the  genus  philatelist,  there  must,  of  necessity,  be  a  considerable 
diversity  of  aim  and  interest.  We  therefore,  cannot  say  which  is  the  “Ideal” 
form,  for  it  is  this  wideness  of  scope  which  our  hobby  allows,  that  forms  the 
life  and  soul  of  stamp  collecting.  We  most  of  us  know  representatives  of  the 
various  schools  of  collecting, and  personally  I  find  the  new  issue  fiend  with  his 
wonderful  talk  of  New  Hebrides  overprints  quite  as  keen  as  his  more  classic 
brother  philatelist  who  specializes  in  the  fine  old  Perkins  Bacon. — Fortnightly.

It  is  the  summer  time,  when  the 
philatelic  tire  may  wane  somewhat; 
these  intervals  of  slackness  have  their 
value,  they  are  like  the  unbending

While  rather  moer  expensive  than  ordinary  stamps,  the  United  States  rev¬ 
enues  are  very  interesting  certainly  deserve  more  support  than  they  are  get¬ 


ting. 

The  U.  S.  1851  30c  orange  recently  sold  for  $252.00  at  a  Philadelphia  sale. 
'Very  few  of  the  new  U.  S.  stamps  seem  to  be  in  use.  The  old  supply  is 
still  plenty. 

Colonel  J.  M.  T.  Partello  of  the  U.  S.  Army,  one  of  our  leading  philatelists, 
ha.,  over  100,000  stamps  in  his  collection,  and  has  won  over  39  medals  as  a 


crack  shot. 

Be  careful  when  you  buy  Colonial  stamps  surcharged  for  use  in  the  Co” 
onies.  They  are  liable  to  be  surcharged  at  home,  and  not  with  colonial  can¬ 
cellation. 

The  new  Belgium  stamps  have  a  very  pleasing  appearance.  We  believe 
the  lc  orange,  5c  green  and  10c  carmine  have  been  issued. 

Denmark  has  put  forth  a  35  ore  on  16  gray  blue  and  brown,  and  a  35  ore 
on  20  carmine  and  slate. 


AN  EXCELLENT  IDEA. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Holt  makes  an  admirable  suggestion  in  a  rceent  number  of  “Ev¬ 
erybody’s  Philatelist’’— this  suggestion  being  that  stamp  collectors  should  use 
in  their  non-philatelic  correspondence  some  form  of  enclosure,  envelope  slip  or 
sticker  drawing  attention  to  the  charms  of  stamp  colelcting.  The  general  use 
of  something  of  this  sort,  Dr.  Holt  believes,  could  not  but  bear  good  fruit,  in 
which  we  heartily  agree. 

The  editor  of  “Everybody’s”  is  one  of  those  with  whom  to  think  is  to  act. 
He  has  therefore  had  prepared  some  little  “stickers”  for  the  above-mentioned 
purpose,  which  can  be  attached  to  the  corner  of  the  letter  paper  or  the  back  of 
the  envelope,  and  which  are  to  be  available  to  collectors  in  any  quantity  they 
they  can  use,  at  nominal  cost.  The  wording  on  these  stickers  runs  as  follows: 
“The  collecting  of  postage  stamps  as  a  recreation  has  reached  a  high  state  of 
development;  is  well  organized;  is  available  for  long  or  short  periods  of  leisure; 
gives  keen  enjoyment  to  all  ages  and  occupations;  is  recommended  by  physi¬ 
cians  for  relaxation  from  business;  can  be  made  to  meet  any  purse.  Ask  the 
person  who  sent  this.”  We  hope  the  demand  for  these  “missionary"  stickers 
will  be  so  large  as  to  soon  cause  Dr.  Holt  to  have  them  printed  by  the  mililon.  t

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POSSIBILITIES  OF  POST  CARDS. 

The  possibilities  of  the  pictorial  postcard  are  beginning  to  be  recognized  in 
America  for  its  decorative  value  in  house  interiors.  Those  who  live  in  America 
are  just  beginning  to  come  under  the  influence  of  the  pictorial  post  card  of  the 
(better  class.  It  has,  unfortunately,  been  degraded  by  many  very  questionable 
'■fit  signs,  hut  there  are  pictorial  subjects  in  colors  which  are  of  the  highest  ar¬ 
tistic  quality.  These  are  the  cards  to  which  I  have  reference.  The  newest  rec¬ 
ognition  has  been  given  the  pictorial  card  in  the  form  of  a  screen  which  takes 
the  place  of  the  post  card  album.  The  screen  is  a  continuous  display  of  one  of 
these  collections  in  which  each  card  is  finely  colored.  The  varied  tints  and  sub¬ 
jects  in  a  collection  of  the  cards  give  unique  results  when  they  are  arranged 
tastefully  in  the  screen.  The  screen  is  , so  made  that  the  cards  may  be  removed 
and  replaced  easily  with  a  constant  change  in  the  design  as  the  new  cards  are 
received,  and  the  collector  may  go  in  ‘for  photographs,  patriotic  su-  jects,  Dutch 
prints  of  which  there  are  manv  series  to  be  had,  poster  style  pictorial  cards,  re¬ 
productions  of  famous  portraits,  architectural  interiors,  portraits  of  stage 
celebrities,  or  a  dozen  other .^tvlesj  of  postcards.  The  available  supply  of  post 
card  designs  is  illimitable  'as  to  quality  or  subject,  and  a  decorative  screen 
makes  one  of  the  best  possible  locations  for  a  display  of  a  collection  of  sub¬ 
jects. 


POST  CARD  BIBLE  SCENES. 

The  introduction  of  postcards  as  a  means  of  instruction  in  the  Sunday 
School  last  year  by  a  Trenton  Sunday  School  superintendent  proved  so  popular 
that  these  inducements  to  Bible  study  were  adopted  in  a  number  of  schools 
elsewhere.  Now  a  Chicago  firm  has  gone  to  the  length  of  reproducing  on  post 
cards  the  work  of  a  well-known  German  artist,  showing  120  Bible  subjects, 
sixty  each  from  the  Old  and  New  Testaments.  These  cards,  aside  from  their 
beautiful  coloring,  contain  descriptive  matter  of  the  subject,  and  the  section 
of  the  Bible  quoted  from.  There  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  International  Sun- 


day  School  lesson,  taught  simultaneously  in  nearly  all  the  Christian  Sunday 
Schools  of  the  world,  may  soon  be  made  more  interesting  and  popular  by  the 
use  each  Sunday  of  postcards  illustrating  the  scenes  of  the  lesson,  and  ther* 
is  no  doubt  about  the  increased  inducement  these  w'ould  afford  to  the  averag^, 
child. 


WHAT  POST  CARDS  HAVE  DONE. 

Some  picture  post  cards  have  a  highly  educational  value.  What  started 
out  as  an  absurdity  may  develop  into  a  potent  factor  for  our  national  welfare. 
The  picture  postcard  has  advertised  the  beauty  spots.  It  has  developed  art  and 
has  created  a  new  industry.  It  teaches  us  both  history  and  geography. 


NEW  MINERAL  DISCOVERY. 

A  new  discovery  in  California  promises  to  be  worth  millions  to  that  state. 
Reports  from  San  Diego  County  gives  the  news  that  phosphate  rock  has  been 
picked  up  as  float  near  the  town  of  Escondido.  Samples  have  been  forwarded 
to  the  state  mining  bureau  for  examination. 

Heretofore,  phosphate  rock  has  never  been  known  to  California  as  a  native 
product.  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  and  Florida  have  afforded  the 
greater  supply  of  mineral  fertilizers  for  the  United  States. 

the  surface  indications  in  San  Diego  County  seem  to  indicate  large  de¬ 
posits.  The  county  is  quite  rich  in  minerals  of  various  kinds.  Some  of  the 
finest  rubellites  we  have  ever  seen  come  from  there. 

A  CURIOUS  FLOWER. 

The  town  of  Kos,  the  capital  of  the  small  Turkish  island  of  that  name  ly¬ 
ing  off  the  coast  of  Asia  Minor,  possesses  the  oldest  tree  in  the  world.  Under  its 
shade  Hippocrates  inculcated  his  disciples  in  his  methods  and  views  concern¬ 
ing  the  healing  art  2,000  years  ago.  Tradition  carries  the  age  of  the  tree  back 
to  the  time  of  Aesculapius  (of  whom  Hippocrates  was  a  lineal  descendant), 
which  would  add  some  400  years  to  its  age.  A  great  part  of  the  trunk  is 
built  round,  and  there  is  a  fountain  kiunyn  as  Hippocrates’  Fountain.  The  cir¬ 
cumference  of  the  trunk  is  30ft.,  and  there  are  two  main  lower  branches,  which 
are  supported  by  masonry  columns. 


A  BURIED  METEORITE. 

Coon  Butte  in  Arizona  contains  a  vast  crater,  4,000  feet  in  diameter  and 
600  feet  deep,  that  is  believed  by  many  to  have  been  formed  by  the  impact  of 
a  colossal  meteor.  Hundreds  oi  pounds  of  meteoric  iron  have  been  found  scat¬ 
tered  over  the  surrounding  country,  and  there  are  countless  pieces  of  iron,  and 
bits  of  meteoric  material  to  be  seen  on  the  floor  and  sloping  sides  of  the  crater. 
Prof.  Elihu  Thomson  has  estimated  that  between  2,000,000  and  3,000,000  tons 
of  earth  and  rock  were  displaced  when  the  great  crater  wras  formed,  and  that 
the  meteorite  must  have  weighed  at  least  10,000,000  tons.  Professor  Thomson 
believes  that  it  entered  the  surface  of  the  earth  at  an  oblique  angle,  and  that 
new  soundings  at  the  south  and  southwest  sides  of  the  crater  may  reveal  the 
original  mass.  The  discovery  would  not  only  settle  a  much-discussed  problem, 
but  would  be  profitable  commercially,  because,  like  every  large  meteorite,  thi3 
one  probably  contains  large  quantities  of  iron,  nickel,  platinum  and  diamonds. 


NEW  MEXICO  NOTES. — By  L.  A.  Cardwell,  Clayton,  N.  M. 


Santa  Fe.  Late  in  the  sixteenth  or  early  in  the  seventeenth  century  the 
Spaniards  came  to  New  Mexico  and  founded  the  now  ancient  city  of  Santa 
Fe,  the  second  oldest  settlement  on  the  mainland  of  America. 

The  real  age  of  the  city  is  unknown  for  when  the  Conquistadores  came 
Santa  Fe  was  then  an  Indian  pueblo,  so  old  that  there  was  no  means  of  finding 
its  age. 

There  are  two  buildings  here  of  especial  interest  on  account  of  their  age. 
These  are  the  church  of  San  Miguel  and  the  old  Palace. 

San  Miguel,  the  first  church  in  the  United  States,  is  a  plain  little  adobe 
structure,  carved  within  with  quaint  designs  alternated  with  burnings  upon  the 
rafters  and  galleries. 

The  Old  Palace  is  a  one  story  adobe  of  massive  construction  a  block  long, 
facing  the  plaza.  This  building  erected  in  1605  by  Onate  marks  the  founding 
of  Santa  Fe.  It  was  occupied  by  the  Spanish  garrison  and  was  later  the  seat 
of  government  as  a  dependency  of  Spain,  of  the  United  States  Possession  and 
as  a  territory,  and  was  only  abandoned  as  the  home  of  the  chief  executive  a 
few  years  ago  when  a  more  suitable  governors  mansion  was  built. 

The  palace  is  now  ocCtipied  by  the  American  School  of  Archaeology  as  a 
museum.  Here  and  throughout  the  city  may  be  seen  such  collections  of  Span¬ 
ish  and  Indian  curios,  both  ancient  and  modern,  as  would  please  the  fancy  of 
trtw  most  fastidious  collector.  Ancient  fire  arms,  cross  bows,  pottery  from  the 
clfc/t  dwellings,  Navajo  blankets,  baskets,  gold  and  silver  ornaments  of  Indian 
workmanship  and  ancient  bells  are  a  few'  of  the  articles  seen  on  every  hand. 


The  Saida  Fe  Trail.  Among  the  early  highways  of  travel  of  our  country, 
the  Santa  Fe  trail  ranks  with  the  first  in  importance.  It  was  over  this  historic 
trail  that  the  great  tide  of  western  immigration  came  in  the  pioneer  days  of 
the  west,  and  at  various  points  along  its  route  were  many  bloody  battles  with 
the  Indians.  That  the  location  of  this  trail  may  not  be  lost  the  government 
has  placed  markers  along  its  route. 

To  the  student  of  early  history  of  the  West  and  the  student  of  the  Indians 
living  in  this  portion  of  the  west  at  the  time  the  Santa  Fe  trail  w'as  in  use,  it 
may  be  of  interest  to  know  the  exact  route  followed.  For  these  we  give  the  fol¬ 
lowing: — Commencing  at  Independence,  Mo.,  it  passed  through  Westport,  (now 
a  part  of  Kansas  City)  crossed  the  state  line  here  crossing  the  plains  of  Kan¬ 
sas  a  little  south  of  west,  to  the  great  bend  of  the  Arkansas  river,  followe  !  the 
river  until  the  present  western  boundary  line  of  Kansas  was  crossed,  ran 
through  a  corner  of  Colorado  and  of  the  Panhandle  of  Texas,  passed  into  New 
Mexico  and  on  over  the  mountains  to  Santa  Fe.  It  was  later  changed  so  that 
it  passed  through  Trinidad,  Colorado  and  crossed  Raton  Mountains  on  the  line 
now  traversel  by  the  Santa  Fe  Railroad.

-A BO l  I  SOME  EASTERN  INDIANS. — By  Virginia  Baker.

Another  tribe  of  Maine  Indians  is  the  Passamaquoddy,  living  at  Pleasant  - 
Point  and  upon  Lewis  Island  in  Passamaquoddy  Bay.  Some  students  of  In¬ 
dian  lorec  laim  that  the  English  meaning  of  Passamaquoddy  is  “pollock  catch¬ 
er.”  This  tribe  originally  controlled  the  country  about  the  St.  Croix  River  in 
Maine  and  New  Brunswick,  but  now  they  number  ouly  about  200  souls. 

The  Passamaquoddies  boast  that  they  are  the  purest  blooded  of  the  New 
England  tribes.  Basket  making  and  fishing  are  the  principal  occupations  fol¬ 
lowed  by  these  people.  Large  supplies  of  baskets,  particularly  of  the  styles 
used  by  florists  are  annually  shipped  to  Boston  markets.  In  summer  the  women 
visit  Bar  Harbor  and  other  watering  places  where  they  dispose  of  the  better 
qualities  of  their  wares  to  tourists  who  are  glad  to  pay  good  prices  for  them. 
The  expensive  baskets  are  extremely  dainty,  the  sweet  grass  of  which  they 

•  are  wovgn  emitting  a  faint,  but  lasting,  fragrance. 

*  Both  the  Penobscots  and  Passamaquoddies  have  a  form  of  government  and 
the  wisest  men  among  them  are  selected  to  administer  affairs.  Both  tribes 
send  a  representative  to  the  Maine  Legislature  and  these  men, though  they  have 
neither  voice  nor  vote,  look  after  the  interests  of  their  people. 

At  Gay  Head,  on  Martha’s  Vineyard  Island,  is  the  remnant  of  that  savage 
tribe  who  were  converted  to  Christianity  by  the  Mayhews,  father  and  son, 
moer  than  two  centuries  and  a  quarter  ago.  In  King  Phillip’s  War  the  Gay 
Head  Indians  sided  with  the  English  and  the  entire  defense  of  the  island  was 
committed  to  them.  The  lives  of  every  one  of  the  English  inhabitants  depen^' 
ed  upon  their  fidelity,  but  they  remained  true  to  the  trust  reposed  in  them.  >.t 
the  present  day  the  Gay  Heads  are  few  in  number  and  are  so  intermarried  with 
negroes  that  there  is  not  a  full  blooded  Indian  among  them.  But  they  practice 
Indian  crafts  and  many  show  the  characteristic  Indian  features. 

They  are  expert  sailors  and  fishermen.  When  the  “City  of  Columbus”  was 
wrecked  off  Gay  Head  in  1884,  they  displayed  splendid  bravery.  Capt.  James 
Vlosher,  a  white  man,  offered  to  attempt  a  rescue  of  some  of  the  people  on  the 
wrecked  steamer  if  a  crew  would  volunteer  to  man  a  life  boat.  One  life  boat, 
starting  out,  had  1  een  swamped  and  the  waves  were  running  so  tremendously 
high  that  no  white  islander  would  make  a  second  attempt.  Then  half  a  dozen 
Indians  stepped  forward  and,  with  Captain  Mosher  in  command,  the  boat  was 
launched  on  its  perilous  journey.  By  almost  a  miracle  it  reached  the  wreck, 
took  off  thirteen  persons  ,and  returned  to  the  shore  in  safety. 

The  Gay  Head  Indians  make  and  sell  baskets,  small  birch  bark  canoes,  and 
other  articles.  But,  to  my  mind,  their  pipes  are  the  most  interesting  specimens 
of  their  handiwork.  Gay  Head  receives  its  name  from  the  clay  of  many  colors 
with  which  it  abounds.  It  is  of  this  clay  that  the  pipes  are  made.  I  have  two 
fine  specimens  in  my  cabinet  and  I  prize  them  very  highly.  They  are  of  pinkish 
clay  with  bowls  about  as  large  as  those  of  the  common  “T.  D.”  pipes.  One 
bowl  is  grasped  by  a  bird’s  claw  exquisitely  modelled,  the  other  by  a  human 
hand  that  was  fashioned  by  a  natural  sculptor.  The  sinews  of  this  tiny  hand 
show  plainly,  the  fingers  are  beautifully  shaped,  and  each  finger  nail  is  a  work 
of  art.  The  wrist  is  partially  covered  by  a  coat  sleeve  and  pristband,  and  the 
cuff  buttons,  and  coat  sleeve  buttons,  also  a  seal  ring  on  the  third  finger  of  the 
hand,  are  faithfully  represented.  Even  the  wrinkles  in  the  sleeve  show  plainly; 
The  stems  of  both  pipes  are  simply  lengths  of  bamboo,  probably  purchased  Ipf 
Boston  or  New  Bedford.  (To  be  Continued.)

Mrs.  John  Morrin  of  Kansas  City,  is  said  to  possess  a  finer  and  more  com¬ 
plete  collection  of  antique  jewelry  than  Tiffany  of  New  York.  She  also  has  a 
rare  collection  of  china,  silver,  shawls,  linen  and  fans. 

J.  W.  Aylor  of  Carthage,  owns  one  of  the  most  noteworthy  collections  of 
paintings  in  Missouri.  He  will  shortly  remove  his  collection  to  Kansas  City 
where  he  has  provided  a  fine  home  for  it.

Joseph  L.  Ashby  of  Clinton  county,  has  one  of  the  few  existing  copies  of 
“A  Military  Journal,”  written  by  Dr.  James  Thatcher,  a  surgeon  in  Washing¬ 
ton’s  army,  and  published  in  1827.  Mr.  Ashby  is  having  the  old  book  reprinted, 
editing  it  and  compiling  notes  himself. 


Under  the  heading  of  “Missourians  the  World  Knows,”  the  Kansas  City 
Star  recently  printed  a  long  and  interesting  sketch  of  Frank  Bush,  the  botanist 
of  Courtney  county. 

Three  young  women  will  be  in  the  party  from  the  University  of  Missouri 
which  will  go  to  Wyoming  this  summer  to  hunt  fossils  and  study  field  geol¬ 
ogy.  Similar  parties  have  gone  from  the  university  for  the  last  six  years,  but 
this  is  the  first  time  that  young  women  have  joined  it.  Already  the  three  who 
have  been  specializing  in  the  course  have  signed  up  to  go,  and  there  may  be 
others.  They  are  Miss  Emma  B.  Mundy  and  Miss  Mabel  Gordon  of  Columbia 
and  Miss  Martineau  Knight  of  Trenton,  Mo. 


In  connection  with  the  annual  spring  opening  of  the  Duff  &  Repp  f  urni¬ 
ture  Company  of  Kansas  City  recently,  there  was  an  exhibit  of  antique  furni¬ 
ture  that  embraces  many  rare  pieces,  made  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Anne,  a 
rocker  made  in  1770,  on  English  throne  chair  of  1680,  a  chair  made  by  Daniel 
Boone,  a  grandfather’s  clock,  poster  bed,  dressing  table  of  the  seventeenth  cen¬ 
tury  as  well  as  numerous  other  priceless  antiques.  Some  of  the  rarest  pieces 
are  from  the  homes  of  prominent  people  of  that  city  while  others  were  gatn- 
.‘red  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 
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Not  so  long  ago  a  party  of  explorers,  members  of  the  Archaeological  So¬ 
ciety  of  Mayence,  found,  during  their  excavations  in  the  ancient  Moguntiacum, 
a  hen’s  egg  which  was  estimated  to  have  been  buried  for  something  like  nine¬ 
teen  centuries.  Moguntiacum  was  built  by  Drusus,  the  son  of  the  Roman  Em- 
peror  Augustus,  in  the  year  14  B.  C.  Upon  the  site  of  the  ancient  Roman  cas- 
trum  or  encampment  near  the  city  the  excavations  in  question  brought  to  light 
many  interesting  relics,  including  some  water  cisterns  of  Roman  make.  It  was 
in  one  "f  these,  which  was  located  twenty  feet  below  the  ground,  that  a  dam-  > 
aged  clay-pot  was  found  containing  the  shell  of  a  broken  egg  that  had  been^ 
kept  from  being  smashed  by  a  shard  of  the  damaged  pot,  which  covered  it. 

The  ancient  egg  was  turned  over  to  the  municipal  museum. 


The  unique  George  Dunn  collection  of  clocks  was  recently  sold  in  London. 
There  are  110  clocks  in  the  colelction.  English,  Continental  and  even  Chinese. 
The  most  important  of  all  is  the  renowned  so-called  “twelve  months”  Tompain 
clock,  which  really  runs  approximately  three  months.  This  clock  disappeared 
in  the  Georgian  reign  from  Hampton  Court  Palace  and  bears  the  cipher  of 
William  III  on  the  mounts.  It  turned  up  subsequently  in  the  Duke  of  Cam¬ 
bridge  collection.  Tompian,  the  most  renowned  of  the  makers  under  William 
and  Anne,  died  in  1817.  The  clock  is  nearly  12  feet  high.  There  is  also  an 
ebony  bracket  clock  by  Ahasuerus  Fromaxtel,  remarkable  as  one  of  the  first,  if 
not  actually  the  first  pendulum  clock  ever  made  in  England.  It  dates  from 
about  1661,  and  is  referred  to  by  Evelyn  in  his  diary  under  the  date  of  April, 
1661.  Another  piece  is  a  very  early  lantern  clock  by  Peter  Sloson,  1638. 


Three  petrified  redwood  trees  that  have  been  pronounced  the  very  largest 
in  the  world  that  have  thus  far  been  discovered  have  just  been  uncovered  from 
the  debris  of  the  mountain  side,  only  a  short  distance  from  the  famous  Bo¬ 
hemian  Club  grove  in  Sonoma  county,  Cal.  This  point  is  near  the  little  town 
of  Occident.  One  of  these  prehistoric  monsters,  that  make  the  pyramids  of 
Egypt  modern  by  comparison  in  their  ages,  measures  twenty-three  feet  in 
diameter  and  is  350  feet  in  length.  The  two  other  petrified  trees  are  thirteen 
and  twelve  feet  in  diameter  respectivly. 

To  commemorate  the  War  of  1812,  which  began  one  hundred  years  ago,  * 


the  New  York  Historical  Society  has  opened  to  public  exhibition  an  interest¬ 
ing  collection  of  early  military  and  naval  scenes,  broadsides,  copies  of  old 
•  newspapers  containing  President  Madison’s  war  proclamation  of  June  18,  1812, 
and  other  prints  and  documents  illustrative  of  that  short  lived  conflict. 


The  pantry  of  the  home  of  Roger  Williams,  founder  of  the  state  of  Rhode 
Island  is  believed  to  have  been  uncovered  by  woi’kmen  in  excavating  in  Provi¬ 
dence,  near  the  place  where  a  big  fireplace  which  authorities  have  marked  as 
belonging  to  the  Williams  home,  was  discovered  five  years  ago.  Dishes  and 
crockery  of  various  sizes  and  styles,  together  with  bones  believed  to  be  human, 
were  unearthed  by  diggers  who  broke  many  of  the  articles  before  they  realized 
the  possible  importance  of  their  find. 


Recently  Thomas  J.  Barratt,  chairman  of  the  company  that  makes  a  wide¬ 
ly  known  soap,  paid  several  thousand  dolalrs  for  the  log  book  of  Lord  Nelson’s 
ship,  Victory,  which  contains  an  account  of  the  battle  of  Trafalgar,  written  by 
Atkinson,  the  vessel’s  sailing  master.  The  quill  pen  which  Charles  Dickens 
used  at  the  Villa  Les  Montineaux,  where  he  penned  part  of  “Hard  Times,”  “Lit¬ 
tle  Dorrit”  n  d  “Bleak  House,”  was  sold  a  little  while  ago  for  $17.50.  This  re¬ 
calls  to  mind  that  a  quill  pen  used  by  the  Spanish  commissioners  in  signing  the 
treaty  of  peace  after  hostilities  had  ceased  between  America  and  Spain,  fetched 
$125  when  sold.  A  personal  attendant  of  ex-Queen  Isabella  of  Spain  did  a  brisk 
trade  in  selling  the  pens  with  which  her  majesty  set  aside  death  sentences. 
Several  of  these  “reprieve  pens”  were  stolen  by  him  from  the  royal  writing  1 3- 
Wble s,  but  the  majority  were  exact  copies  of  the  originals  made  by  his  own 
hands.  Some  of  the  pens  fetched  as  much  as  $500  each. 


In  constructing  the  New  York  Barge  canal  a  trunk  full  of  valuable  old 
documents  has  been  discovered  at  Clyde,  that  state.  Among  the  documents  are 
two  genuine  George  Washington  signatures  to  furloughs  granted  soldiers  dur¬ 
ing  the  Revolution,  an  aid  account  book  of  the  original  John  Jacob  Astor  and  a 
partial  record  of  Lafayette’s  journey  through  New  York  state  after  the  war. 
There  are  also  a  number  of  old  deeds  dating  back  to  a  time  before  public  rec¬ 
ord  was  made  of  such  papers.  Duplicates  were  written  on  a  single  sheet  of  pa¬ 
per,  and  the  two  roughly  torn  apart,  their  genuineness  being  afterward  proven 
by  matching  the  irregular  edges.  Among  the  tracts  of  land  acquired  was  a 
small  lot  on  the  edge  of  the  Montezuma  marshes,  on  which  stood  a  little  two- 
room  shack  belonging  to  a  hunter  and  trapper.  In  it  the  trunk  was  found.  It 
was  originally  the  property  of  Judge  Tremper  of  Kingston,  who  lived  during 
and  just  after  the  Revolutionary  war. 


The  oldest  almanac  in  existence  is  the  “Almanach  National,”  which  has 
been  issued  by  the  French  government  since  1680.  Its  name  has  been  changed 
a  good  many  times  during  its  career  of  225  years.  Originally  the  “Almanach 
Royal,”  it  became  “National”  in  1793,  “Imperial”  in  1805,  and  reverted  to  its 
original  name  nine  years  later.  Since  then  the  title'  has  been  altered  four 
times.  Like  most  publications  of  this  sort,  the  “Almanach  National”  has  grown 
bulky  with  advancing  years.  The  first  issue  contained  48  pages,  as  compared 
with  1,580  pages  in  the  current  issue.

For  a  number  of  years  it  has  been  the  desire  of  Mr.  Edison  to  manufac¬ 
ture  furniture  from  cement,  and  it  is  believed  that  he  has  sent  to  Livingston, 
Montana,  for  samples  of  the  white  cement  with  a  view  to  manufacuring  white 
cement  furniture.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  for  cement  furniture  it  is 
practically  essential  that  the  product  used  in  the  manufacture  be  white,  and 
as  the  furniture  which  Edison  proposes  to  turn  out  may  be  washed  without 
harm,  it  is  easily  seen  that  a  white  cement  would  be  perferred. 

It  is  claimed  by  the  local  company  that  the  only  real  white  cement  in  thl 
country  is  made  50  miles  from  Livingston.  The  outcome  of  the  tests  made  of 
the  Gardiner  cement  by  Mr.  Edison  will  be  watched  with  interest  by  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  county,  for  if  he  finds  that  he  can  manufacture  furniture  from  the 
Park  county  cement,  it  is  certain  that  a  ready  market  for  the  local  product 
is  assured. 


The  value  of  crude  magnesite  mined  in  1010  ($74,658)  is  almost  twice  that 
of  the  production  in  1909,  according  to  Charles  G.  Yale  in  his  report  on  mag¬ 
nesite  issued  by  the  United  States  Geological  Survey  as  an  advance  chapter 
from  “Mineral  Resources  of  the  United  States”  for  1910.  While  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  the  crude  ore  has  materially  increased,  the  rapid  rise  in  value  is  due  to 
the  constantly  growing  demand  for  the  calcined  product.  No  crude  ore  is 
offered  for  sale,  but  after  being  calcined  the  output  is  used  mainly  in  manu¬ 
facturing  paper  from  wood  pulp;  it  is  also  used  in  making  artificial  stone,  fire¬ 
proof  flooring  and  tiling,  and  in  brick  or  plaster  form  for  lining  furnaces  and 
covering  steam  pipes.  The  entire  front  of  one  large  building  in  San  Francisco 
was  recently  constructed  of  molded  calcined  magnesite  in  blocks  and  orna¬ 
ments.  The  material  was  first  calcined  and  then  ground  to  a  fine  powder  and 
was  then  made  into  a  plastic  cement  and  molded  in  the  desired  forms.  The 
fine  waste  of  the  crude  ore  mined  is  now  being  utilized  at  California  chicken 
ranches  as  a  substitute'  for  oyster  shells  and  other  substance  fed  to  fowls  for 
hardening  the  eggshells. 

The  only  deposits  of  magnesite  in  the  United  States  which  have  been  com¬ 
mercially  utilized  are  those  situated  in  the  valley  and  coast  counties  of  Cali¬ 
fornia,  and  the  etnire  output  is  consumed  on  the  Pacific  coast,  the  cost  oft* 


transportation  to  points  east  of  the  Rocky  Mounains  being-  prohibitive.  It  is 
"r  this  reason  that  large  quantities  of  raw  and  calcined  magnesite  continue  to 
’  be  imported  from  Greece,  Hungary,  and  other  countries,  the  imports  increasing 
each  year.  It  is  the  belief  of  h  rank  L.  Hess,  of  the  Geological  Survey,  who  has 
made  a  study  of  the  California  deposits,  that  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal 
will  bring  the  California  magnesite  into  successful  competition  in  the  entire 
United  States  with  the  imported  product. 

According  to  Mr.  Yale’s  figures  the  imports  of  magnesia  and  magnesite, 
both  calcined  and  crude,  for  1910,  amounted  to  356,512,243  pounds,  valued  at 
$1,578,683,  an  increase  of  121,072,377  pounds,  with  a  value  of  $537,265  over  the 
amount  imported  for  1909.  A  copy  of  the  report  on  magnesite  can  be  obtained 
on  application  to  the  Director  of  the  Geological  Survey,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  present  uncertainty  whether  the  phosphate  rock  of  the  public  land 
should  be  entered  under  the  lode  law  or  under  the  placer  law  is  conclusive  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  need  of  legislation.  As  a  matter  of  fact  neither  of  these  laws  is 
more  aplicable  to  the  acquisition  of  beds  of  phosphate-bearing  limestone  than 
it  would  be  to  that  of  coal  beds.  The  realization  that  the  phosphate  deposits 
are  more  extensive  than  was  known  or  suspected  when  the  Survey  geologists 
began  land  classication  work  in  Idaho  and  Wyoming  does  not  lessen  but  rather 
increases  the  urgency  for  a  leasing  lav/  which  will  provide  for  the  utilization 
of  this  large  supply  of  mineral  fertilizer,  so  as  to  meet  both  present  and  fu¬ 
ture  needs. — Thirty-second  Annual  Report  of  the  Director,  United  States  Geo- 
Wkgical  Survey.

BIBLIOGRAPHY 


THE  BEDFORD  MISSAL. 


The  history  of  book-hunting  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  in  the  annals  of 
collecting.  The  book-lover  is  a  man  inspired  with  a  passionate  love  of  one 
pursuit.  He  would  rather  hold  a  rare  folio  in  his  hand,  although  he  might 
not  possess  it,  than  to  dine  royally,  and  he  will  go  to  strange  lengths  rather 
than  lose  the  object  of  his  desire. 

One  of  the  misses  that  are  as  good,  or  as  bad,  as  many  a  mile  occurred  in 
connection  with  the  richly  illuminated  manuscript  known  as  the  Bedford  Mis¬ 
sal. 

It  was  executed  for  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  and  presented  by  him  to  Henry  A 
VI.,  m  1430.  It  is  made  up  of  fine  miniatures,  gorgeously  painted.  Each  page  is 
adorned  by  brilliant  borders  of  golden  foliage  and  variegated  flowers,  and  at 
the  bottom  are  two  lines  in  blue  and  gold  letters,  which  explain  the  subject  of 
the  miniature. 

This  rich  and  rare  piece  of  work  passed  through  various  hands,  until  it 
was  offered  for  sale  in  the  last  part  of  the  eighteenth  century. 

A  knowledge  of  the  sale  came  to  the  ears  of  George  III.,  and  he  told  his 
bookseller  that  he  wished  to  buy  the  missal.  The  bookseller  intimated  that  the 
price  would  be  very  high. 

“How  high?’’  asked  the  king.  “Probably  two  hundred  guineas,”  was  the 
answer. 

The  queen,  who  was  present,  threw  up  her  hands  in*  astonishment.  “Two 
hundred  guineas  for  a  missal!”  she  exclaimed. 

“Well,  well,’  said  King  eGorge,  “I’ll  have  it  nevertheless.  But  since  the 
Queen  thinks  two  hundred  guineas  so  enormous  a  price  for  a  missal,  I'll  give 
that  and  no  more.” 

The  bidding  did  actually  reach  that  point,  and  a  private  individual  became 
the  purchaser  by  adding  three  pounds  to  the  king’s  bid.  Thus  was  thrift  re¬ 
warded  by  failure. 


In  London  a  first  edition  of  Shakespeare's  works,  published  in  1623,  with  a 
portrait  by  Droeshout  was  purchased  by  Messrs.  Sabin  for  $5,590. 

A  CURIOUS  BROADSIDE. 

Among  a  collection  of  566  proclamations  and  broadsides  belonging  to  the 
Earl  of  Kinnoull,  which  was  sold  by  auction  recently,  was  one  which  bore  on 


its  back  a  verse  in  a  contemporary  hand.  This  was  evidently  written  by  an  early 
eighteenth  century  misogynist,  for  the  broadside  was  dated  1719,  and  the 
spelling  is  coeval.  The  verse  ran  as  follows: 

Mankind  from  Adam  has  been  women’s  fools, 

Women  from  Eve  have  been  the  Devill’s  tools; 

Heaven  might  have  spared  one  torment  when  we  fell, 

Nott  left  us  woman,  or  not  threatned  Hell. 


HIGH  PRICES  FOR  FAMOUS  LETTERS. 

At  a  recent  sale  in  London,  a  letter  written  by  Burns  to  Captain  Hamilton 
in  1794,  referring  to  his  pecuniary  embarrassments,  fetched  $145.  Several 
Dickens  letters  realized  high  prices.  An  interesting  one,  referring  in  pathetic 
terms  to  the  death  of  Mary  Hogarth  in  May  1837,  sold  for  $230,  which  is  al¬ 
most  a  record  sum  for  a  Dickens  letter. 


SALE  OF  AUTOGRAPHS. 

At  a  recent  sale  of  autograph  letters  and  historical  documents,  in  London, 
two  collections  of  State  and  other  documents,  relating  to  Napoleon  and  the 
French  Revolution,  realized  $595;  a  letter  from  Henri  IV.,  when  King  of 
Navarrae,  $51;  one  from  George  Washington,  20th  June,  1780,  $130;  a  series 
of  letters  from  Horace  Walpole  to  Mrs.  Hannah  More  $185;  one  from  Charles 
I.,  apparently  to  the  French  King,  $160;  one  from  Charles  11.  to  his  “Deare 
sister  the  Prineesse  Henriette,”  2nd  Jan.,  1660,  $130. 


A  curious  and  extremely  interesting  book  was  recently  sold  in  London  and 
though  it  realized  no  more  than  a  few  pounds  (less  than  $50,  to  be  fairly  ac¬ 
curate),  it  is  well  worthy  of  a  special  note.  The  book  was  the  “Aurora  Aus¬ 
tralis,”  one  of  ninety  copies  printed  and  published  in  the  Polar  Regions  during 
the  winter  months  of  April-July,  1907.  This,  the  first  book  ever  printed  within 
the  Antarctic  Circle,  was  edited  by  Sir  Ernest  Shackleton.  Its  covers  were 
made  from  the  wood  of  the  packing  cases  which  contained  the  provisions. 


The  rarest  of  printed  books  is,  says  a  Paris  contemporary,  the  Bible  from 
the  Gutenberg  Press,  a  copy  of  which  was  sold  in  1884  for  80,000  francs,  or 
$16,000;  and  another  in  1897  for  100,000  frs.,  or  $20,000.  After  these  comes  the 
Psalter  of  1457,  the  first  volume  printed  with  a  date.  In  the  third  rank,  we 
learn,  stand  the  History  of  Troye  of  1469,  the  firs  work  printed  in  English,  and 
the  Canterbury  Tales,  an  edition  of  which  not  long  ago  was  sold  for  $15,400. 
Six  other  works  are  extant  which  approach  the  Canterbury  Tales  in  value. — 
From  an  English  Paper. 


CONFEDERATE  CURRENCY  GOES  TO  COLLEGE  MUSEUMS. 

Washington,  D.  C. — The  vast  hoard  of  confederate  currency  seized  by  the 
union  army  during  the  civil  war,  which  has  been  stored  in  the  federal  trea¬ 
sury  for  half  a  century,  is  being  distributed  among  institutions  the  country 
over  for  preservation  as  historic  relics.  Already  sets  of  these  notes,  including 
almost  all  denominations,  have  been  sent  to  300  colleges  and  350  libraries  and 
the  clamor  for  specimens  has  not  been  satisfied.  Secretary  MacVeagh  is  sup¬ 
plying  the  larger  institutions  first.

Gaul,  in  gold,  silver,  bronze  and  potin;  the  Merovingian  period  in  gold  and  sil¬ 
ver,  the  interesting  silver  deniers  of  the  Carolingians,  the  gold  ecus  of  St. 
Louis,  and  others  showing  nearly  all  the  types;  also  specimens  in  silver  and 
bullion  of  the  asme  period  down  to  Louis  XIII,  showing  the  first  silver  crown 
issued  in  that  country.  From  this  time  on  the  different  nilers  would  be  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  silver  crown  or  5-franc  piece,  and  if  needed  would  add  the  smaller 
denominations  to  complete  the  set  issued,  including  also  a  number  of  copper* 
bronze  and  nickel  coins;  a  few  fine  tokens  and  essais  of  the  revolution  of  1789 
would  be  an  improvement,  and  a  set  of  Napoleonic  conquests  illustrated  by 
coins  would  not  do  any  harm,  in  my  estimation.” 

Mr.  Lyman  H.  Low  of  New  Rochelle  writes  that  he  will  be  unable  to  at¬ 
tend,  on  account  of  pressure  of  business  during  the  month  of  August,  and  the 
same  reason  yould  prevent  his  preparing  a  paper  to  be  read  at  the  convention.

MISSOURION  OWNS  RARE  BOOK. 

“Laws  of  the  Territory  of  Louisiana, ’’printed  by  Joseph  Charles  at  St.Louis 


in  1808,  the  first  book  printed  west  of  the  Mississippi,  of  which  there  are  known 
to  be  three  copies  in  existence,  is  the  gem  of  the  collection  of  rare  books  of 
Dean  J.  D.  Lawson  of  Columbia,  Mo.  Judge  Lawson  obtained  the  book  at  a 
second  hand  book  stall.  Of  it  he  says:  “This  book  bears  the  same  relation  to 
the  art  preservative  that  the  Gutenburg  Bible  does,  to  printing  in  Europe;  that 
the  Bay  Psalm  Book  does  to  printing  in  the  Colonies,  and  is  perhaps  the  rarest 
book  I  own.”  In  addition  he  has  a  copy  of  the  first  edition  of  Blackstone’s  Com¬ 
mentaries,  published  in  1765,  and  this  is  the  only  copy  of  that  edition  in  the 
state.  The  original  manuscript  notes  of  Chief  Justice  Kenyon  of  England,  con¬ 
taining  the  judge’s  minutes  o  fproceedings  in  murder  and  forgery  cases  in 
1799,  is  also  in  Judge  Lawson’s  collection. 


The  total  domestic  coinage  of  the  United  States  mints  during  the  fiscal 
year  consisted  of  173,388,176  pieces  valued  at  $24,567,835.  Af  this  $12,749,090 
was  in  gold,  $9,655,405  in  silver  and  $2,163,340  in  minor  coinage.  In  addition 
coinage  worth  $24,567,835  was  minted  by  the  United  States  for  the  Philippine 
government  and  coinage  worth  510,902  pesos  for  the  government  of  Salvador. 
For  June  the  total  coinage  in  the  Unites  States  mints  was  4,897,890  pieces, val¬ 
ued  at  $2,169,469.  Of  this  amount  $1,750,000  was  in  gold,  $9,655,405  in  silver 
land  $2,163,340  in  minor  coin.

U.  S.  Keith,  while  rummaging  through  some  old  papers  at  his  home  ir 

Atchison  recently,  came  across  an  old  American  Almanac  of  the  date  1830. 


William  Yates,  of  Atchison,  has  a  German  coin  known  as  a  “kreutzer," 
which  is  dated  1774.  It  is  in  excellent  condition,  the  date  being  plainly  dis- 
cemable  and  the  other  characters  equally  as  plain.  The  face  value  of  the  coin 
is  but  %  of  a  cent,  but  Mr.  Yates  has  been  offered  $40  for  it — and  refused. 
His  father  gave  it  to  him. 


There  are  now  2,500  fossils  in  the  Kansas  University  Museum.  A  consid¬ 
erable  part  of  the  collection  has  been  added  within  the  last  year.  One  of  the 
most  interesting  collections  comes  from  the  Aleutian  Islands,  which  are  north¬ 
west  of  Alaska.  They  were  sent  by  Alex  Wetmore,  a  former  student  of  the 
University.  Another  good  collection  was  sent  from  Dallas,  Texas,  by  I.  C. 
Eyerly.  Prof.  Peterson  of  Carnegie  Museum,  Chicago,  who  recently  visited  the 
University  was  surprised  at  the  size  and  importance  of  its  fossil  collection. 


Malcusseetoh,  the  last  chief  of  the  Sacs  and  Foxes,  who  formerly  lived  in 
Kansas,  is  now  83  years  old.  Most  of  his  old  contemporaries,  Moses  Keokuk, 
Buffalohide,  Blackdog,  Nishcokat,  Wahpeecohom,  Mickamock  and  Little  Wolf 
have  died.  ^ 


Among  the  relics  left  by  the  late  Dr.  Bryning  of  Atchison,  are  three  cop¬ 
ies  of  the  New  York  Tribune,  published  in  1861.  These  papers  contain  a  lot  of 
interesting  war  news,  and  are  now  in  the  possession  of  E.  G.  Burgess. 

Prof.  H.  T.  Martin,  assistant  in  paleontology  at  the  University  of  Kansas, 
recently  found  a  fine  skeleton  of  a  saurian  in  the  chalk  cliffs  near  Sharon 
Springs.  The  skeleton  is  forty-eight  feet  long,  and  is  said  to  be  almost  perfect 
and  with  practically  every  bone  intact  and  is  one  of  the  finest  specimens  the 
university  excavators  have  ever  found.  The  university  has  several  saurians  in 
its  museum.  They  are  not  an  uncommon  find,  but  perfect  ones  are  rather  un¬ 
usual,  and  this  one  is  said  to  be  especially  valuable. 

Miss  Ceora  Lanham,  of  Topeka,  who  has  made  a  study  of  Indian  life,  is 
writing  a  book  on  Indian  symbols  and  legends. 

Prof.  J.  E.  Todd,  of  the  Kansas  University,  is  completing  a  large  wall 
map  of  Kansas  as  it  appeared  during  the  Glacial  Period. 

Thomas  W.  Scard,  of  Leavenworth,  has  a  pair  of  spectacles  which  it  is 
claimed  belonged  to  King  George  III  of  England.  He  claims  to  have  an  au¬ 
thentic  record  of  them. 

The  gavel  with  which  A.  O.  Weaver  called  the  convention  of  rural  route 
carriers  together  in  Atchison  recently  was  made  from  the  flagstaff  which  float- 
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ed  the  first  American  flag  over  Fort  Francisca,  Manila,  P.  I.  It  was  presented 
/to  Mr.  Weaver  by  his  son,  Cloy,  who  was  a  soldier  musician  in  the  regular 
■army  during  the  Spanish-American  war. 


Dr.  W.  J.  Bumgartner,  of  the  Kansas  University  is  leading  a  zoological  ex¬ 
pedition  to  Puget  Sound  this  summer.  Prof.  R.  D.  Lindsey  is  leading  a  similar 
expedition  along  the  Kansas  river.

In  answer  to  the  question  of  T.  W.  H.  Littleton,  N.  C.,  as  to  the  best,  work 
on  Indians,  I  will  say,  that  for  general  information,  The  Handbook  of  Indians, 
published  by  the  Bureau  of  Ethnology  and  now  for  sale  by  the  Supt,  of  Public 
Documents,  Washington,  I).  C.,  is  probably  the  best,  while  The  Stone  Age  by 
Prof.  W.  K.  Moorehead,  Andover,  Mass.,  is  the  best  on  Indian  implements,  or¬ 
naments,  etc.  Still  there  are  a  number  of  other  books  on  the  subject  which  are 
well  worth  studying.

The  reverse  side  of  the  new  coin  will  contain  the 
head  of  an  Indian.  J.  W.  Fraser  of  New  York  is  making  the  design  in  collabo¬ 
ration  with  officials  of  the  treasury  department.  All  its  details  will  be  decided 
upon  at  a  conference  between  Secretary  MacVeagh  and  Mr.  Fraser  soon.

ESPERANTO  FOR  THE  COLLECTOR. 

(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

'  H.  Esperanto  offers  many  advantages  to  the  collector.  It’s  simplicity  and 
the  short  time  in  which  a  working  knowledg  of  it  can  be  acquired,  make  it  in¬ 
valuable  as  a  medium  to  be  used  for  correspondence.  I  have  always  found  it 
possible  to  express  in  Esperanto  anything  that  I  would  desire  to  express  in  any 
other  language,  including  many  terms  peculiar  to  philately. 

In  all  dealings  with  collectors  of  other  countries,  one  of  the  greatest  draw¬ 
backs  is  that  it  is  impossible  at  times  to  avoid  suffering  losses  at  the  hands  of 
those  who  resort  to  dishonest  means  for  personal  gain, — and  the  number  of 
which  is  by  no  means  small.  I  have  found  that  the  use  of  Esperanto  does 
very  much  to  lessen  this  risk. 

One  of  the  advantages  of  Esperanto  that  is  often  spoken  of  is  thhat  its 
use  tends  to  make  one’s  correspondent  much  more  friendly,  and  on  much  more 
familiar  terms  than  would  be  the  case  if  any  other  means  of  communication^ 
were  used.  If  a  national  language  is  used,  the  party  to  whom  you  are  writing 
will  consider  you  merely  as  a  foreigner,  apd  accordingly  probably  will  not  be 
as  conscientious  and  particular  in  his  dealings  with  you  as  he  would  be  if  he 
were  governed  by  the  feeling  of  rfendshp  toward  you  whch  experience  shows 
that  the  use  of  Esperanto  commands.  I  believe,  and  my  own  experiences  go 
show,  that  an  Esperantist  will  always  strive  harder  to  grant  any  requested 
favor,  and  wil  lshow  more  consideration  for  a  collector  who  is  a  fellow-Esper- 
antist  than  one  who  is  not  favored  by  a  knowledge  of  this  language.

Frank  J.  Bescher,  who  died  unexpectedly  in  Chicago  recently,  ha  1  prob¬ 
ably  the  largest  and  finest  collection  of  postage  stamps  in  Kansas  City.  He 
was  widely  known  among  philatelists.  He  was  on  his  way  hdme  Dorn  the  an¬ 
nual  conventions  of  the  A.  P.  S.  and  A.  N.  A.,  when  he  died. 

Mr.  Bescher  had  a  hobby  for  unused  stamps  and  instead  of  buying  through 
dealers,  as  is  the  custom,  he  always  bought  them  direct  from  the  country  of 
issue.  His  collection  contained  many  rarities  and  practically  complete  issues  of 
many  countries. 

His  collection  of  early  Swiss  stamps  was  especially  valuable  and  while  his 
collection  of  United  States  issues  lacked  many  rarities,  it  was  rich  in  shades 
and  minor  varieties  and  represented  a  considerable  investment. — K.  C.  Paper.

And  while  I  have  mingled  some  with,  and  read  much  about  all  of  these  types 
of  history-makers,  it  naturally  followed  that  I  should  be  interested  in  their 
weapons,  etc. 

I  am  no  specialist;  my  “collecto-mania”  is  affected  by  nearly  any  old  thing 
that  is  odd  or  curious  and  distinguished  by  beauty  or  the  mark  of  the  artistV 
craftsman. 

I  came  to  Montana  Territory  in  1881  and  immediately  caught  the  cowboy 
fever.  Said  fever  finally  burned  itself  out  without  my  having  beer  maimed, 
killed  or  “shot  up,” — nor  given  up  for  the  killing  of  my  man.  One  day  in  early 
Spring  of  ’84  my  attention  was  attracted  by  something  unfamiliar  that  was 
wig  wagging  in  the  wind  on  the  tcp  of  a  rocky  promontory  that  rose  above  the 
river.  The  thing  showed  plainly  against  the  sky,  and  puzzled  me,  so  I  investi¬ 
gated.  I  found  a  strange  object  made  up  of  several  small  articles— very  evi¬ 
dently  Indian  ‘t'ruck;"  they  were  suspended  from  the  end  of  a  red-stained 
willow  wand  about  three  feet  long  which  was  stuck  into  a  mound  of  targe 
stones  on  the  very  highest  point  of  the  hill. 

I  did  not  know  what  the  thing  was,  its  meaning  or  the  object  or  intent  of 
its  being  placed  there;  but  right  there  the  master-passion  of  man,  the  desire 
for  possession,  got  a  cinch  on  me,  and  I  “collected”  that  thing  quick.  As  a  few 
lodges  of  Indians  were  camped  in  the  timber  about  a  half  of  a  mile  down  the 
river,  I  dropped  out  of  sight,  broke  the  stick  in  two  and  shoved  it  up  under  my 
canvas  coat  and  made  a  “break.” 

My  prize  consisted  of  a  wad  of  red  flannel  that  contained  a  chunk  of  black 
obsidian,  two  brass  finger  rings,  a  blue  bead  bracelet  and  one  of  brass  and 
copper  beads,  two  narrow  strips  of  beaver  skin,  six  weasel  tails,  6  eagle  and 
hawk  feathers,  a  large  lock  of  squaw’s  hair,  a  large  bear-claw,  and  a  small 
bird’s  head  and  neck  covered  with  dark,  erddish  feathers; — all  strung  on  a 
twisted  buckskin  thong  and  tied  to  the  willow  stick. 

Being  very  desirous  of  being  brought  from  darkness  to  light  regarding  all 
things  western,  I  quickly  consulted  my  old-timer  friends  who  informed  me  that 
a  squaw  had  placed  it  on  the  grave  of  her  “buck,” — all  samee  flowers  and  flags. 


In  one  of  the  old  log  buildings  on  my  “Pop’s”  ranch  were  a  couple  of  car- 

l  bines, _ said  to  belong  to  “Bill,”  a  Missourian  who  went  to  California  in  the 

'  50’s — working  his  passage  on  a  sailing  ship  around  the  Horn  to  San  Francisco. 
He  worked  with  the  Vaqueros,  “riding  the  range,”  etc.,  for  a  time;  got  the 
mining  craze  and  drifted  to  Salmon  River  and  thence  to  Bannack  and  Alder 
Gulch,  and  finally  to  the  Gallotin  Valley. 

One  day  I  told  Bill  I  guessed  I’d  take  the  old  carbines  down  to  the  store 
for  wall  decorations;  he  said  “All  right,  you  can  have  ’em,”  and  picking  up  the 

best  one,  he  said:  “This  d -  old  things  is  the  gun  I  packed  across  the 

country  from  Cow  Island,  up  here.”  In  response  to  my  inquiry  he  stated  that 
he  went  from  here  back  to  St.  Louis  to  get  property  left  to  him,  and  which  he 
converted  into  several  thousand  dollars  worth  of  farm  implements,  etc.,  and 
loaded  on  a  river  boat  bound  for  Ft.  Benton  (M.  T.)  at  Cow  Island  where  the 
boat  was  tied  up  to  shore  for  the  night..  He  was  wakened  by  noise  and  smoke, 
and  found  the  boat  was  burning;  grabbing  up  his  clothes  he  made  a  choking 
run  for  the  gang  plank  and  safetl.  The  boat  and  contents  were  consumed  and 
Bill  found  himself  destitute  of  everything  except  the  clothes  he  wore  and  a 
modest  sum  of  money.  He  and  three  others  banded  together,  bought  an  old 
wagon  and  yoke  of  steers  and  such  guns  and  grub-stake  as  they  could  secure 
and  started  across  country  for  the  Gallatin. 

The  whole  country  was  at  t  hat  time  (18(57-8)  full  of  marauding  parties  of 
Indians  who  rounded  up  Bill’s  party  one  morning  before  daylight,  stampeded 
Land  killed  he  oxen,  asd  besieged  “the  boys”  all  day — during  which  time  each 
•/arty  earnestly  endeavored  to  exterminate  the  other.  All  were  experienced 
plainsmen  and  the  fighting  was  Indian  fashion  and  go-as-you-please.  Bill  said 
that  at  one  time  during  the  seige  he  lay  behind  a  clump  of  sage  bush,  and  he 
and  a  “buck  Injun”  hidden  behind  another  sage  bush  bombarded  each  other 
with  their  wretched  old  guns  with  earnest  “intent  to  do  great  bodily  injury — 
to  the  other  fellow’.”  During  the  duel,  one  of  the  Indian’s  bullets  struck  and 
passed  through  the  edge  of  Bill’s  gun-stock,  just  under  the  rear  sling  swivel — 
which  it  broke. 

This  old  breech-loading  carbine  has  a  21V2-inch  half  octagon  barrel,  wal¬ 
nut  half  stock,  rich,  handsome  piece  of  curly  and  cross-grained  walnut  stock 
(broken  at  the  comb  and  grip,  and  repaired  with  rawhide).  Total  length  of  the 
arm  is  38%  inches.  The  frame,  hammer,  guard  and  straps  were  bright-polish 
finished  and  richly  chased  and  engraved;  left  side  of  frame  is  stamped:  MAN¬ 
UFACTURED  BY  MASS.  ARMS.,  CHICOPEE  FALLS,  ADDRESS  POUT- 
NEY  &  TRIMBLE,  BALTIMORE,  U.  S.  A.  SMITH’S  PATENT,  JUNE  22, 
1857. 

A  German  silver  name  plate  in  the  lock  has  the  following  inscription 
faintly  scratched  thereon:  JOSEPH  H.  WOOD  .  .  .  PRESENTED  BY 

ELICK  PINITSY. 

_ “Junk” _ you  say,  but  I  would  not  trade  it  for  the  best  “Paterson”  Colt 

ever  foaled  or  forged  in  Jersey. 

Next,  my  kid  brother  picked  up  (1886-7)  an  old  rifle  at  Three  Forks,  for 
which  he  paid  wour  “bits”  (50c).  He  said  ti  was  a  fine  shooter,  but  as  it  was  a 
muzzle-loader  and  very  heavy  he  soon  tired  of  it;  and  ti  appealed  to  me  because 
I  could  readily  see  it  had  been  a  dandy  in  its  day,  and  was  built  on  the  lines  of 
nearly  all  the  rifles  I  had  seen,  as  a  little  boy,  back  in  old  Lackawanna,  Sus- 
^quehanna  County,  Pa. 

Has  32-inch  octagon  (1%  in.)  barrel;  rifled  and  about  .45  calibre;  heavy 


rib  under  the  barrel  with  two  ramrod  guides.  Curly  maple  half-stock*  en 
graved  lock-plate,  stamped  TRUITT  BROS.  &  CO.  The  nipple  is  screwed  into< 
a  heavy  vent  block  which  has  a  tennon  on  its  outer  end.  I.  HETRICK  <6  CO  i« 
etched  on  top  of  barrel;  has  set  r  hair  trigger;  long  brass  trigger  guard  au.J 
finger  grip;  large  brass  scroll  work  patch  box  covers  about  one  half  the  rear 
end  of  stock.  Thin  cheek  piece  and  (lost)  oval  name  plate;  four  German  silver 
ornaments  including  a  small  name  plate  engraved  WC.  Total  length  of  the 
piece  is  four  feet;  drop  four  and  one-half  inches;  butt  is  three  and  three- 
fourths  inches  wide.  I  Wish  I  knew  something  of  its  history). 

One  of  our  ranch  hands,  a  “trusty,"  was  “Old  eorge,”  a  native  of  Swit¬ 
zerland,  who  was  among  the  first  of  the  New  York  volunteers  in  ’61,  and  served 
all  through  the  war,  re-enlisted,  and  altogether  spent  nearly  twenty-four  years 
in  the  U.  S.  Army  service,  (as  a  private)  in  the  West,  Southwest  and  North¬ 
west,  “on  the  frontier"  after  the  war/  Incidentally,  he  was  one  of  the  troopers 
detailed  from  Fort  Ellis  (M.  T.)  to  help  bury  the  dead  on  the  Custer  battlefield 
1876. 

Observing  my  interest  in  old  guns,  he  told  me  where  there  was  one  that  I 
ought  to  have,  and  he. thought  it  would  interest  me  because  P.  T.  brought  it 
across  the  plains  with  his  bride  from  Racine,  Wisconsin,  in  1864  when  he  set¬ 
tled  and  built  the  first  house  on  the  W.  Gallatin. 

George  said  he  had  never  seen  another  gun  like  this  one  in  all  his  s  rvice 
and  wanderings.  Of  course  that  “fixed"  me,  and  in  1893  I  blithely  packed  that, 
gun  home,  across  my  saddle 

This  is  doubtless  a  Colt’s  Perfected  Model  1855  Military  Rifie.  Totil 
length  is  49M>  inches;  round  barrel;  214  inches;  six  shot  cylinder;  .44  calibre; 
wiping  rod  gone,  otherwise  complete  as  originally.  Stamped:  COLT’S — PAT¬ 
ENT—  C  U.  S. — on  top  of  grip  strap. 

I  have  a  pair  of  Colt’s  Belt  Pistols,  or  Navy  Pistol,  Model  1851  with  7  >4 
octagon  barrels.  The  engraved  cylinders  show  the  Texas-Mexico  naval  en¬ 
gagement  of  May  16,  1843.  The  serial  numbers  are  67,160  and  67,327ffi  36 
calibre. 

In  1860-61  the  U.  S.  Government  isused  arms  to  the  “Gentiles”  at  Salt 
Lake,  Utah,  with  the  intent  that  they  be  properaly  “heeled”  for  self  defense 
and  protection  agains  the  Mormons  and  Indians. 

W.  V - ,  who  obtained  these  six-shooters  at  that  issuance,  was  stopping 

at  our  place  when  I  “came  to  the  country;”  he  was  an  “old  timer,"  prospector, 
miner,  freighter,  boniface,  etc.,  who  had  “made  a  strike’’—  and  lost  it.  With 
him  I  went  to  the  Potosi  mining  idstrict,  well  up  in  the  mountains,  where  we 
transported  our  tools  and  camp  outfit  with  pack  horses,  and  where  I  had  my 
first  and  last  -experience  in  prospecting,  cribbing  up  on  development  and 
representing  work.  Saw  a  primitive  Arastra,  found  s*y*w  hanks  in  August, 
and  learned  to  throw  the  diamond  hitch — and  altogether  had  one  of  the  most 
interesting  and  enjoyable  times  of  my  life. 

“Van”  prized  these  guns  very  highly,  and  when  he  went  out  on  his  last 
search  (1888)  for  gold — which  is  said  to  be  where  you  FIND  it — he  left  them 
with  us  for  safe  keeping;  and  in  due  time  I  appropriated  them  and  the  old 
holsters  in  which  he  packed  them  so  many  years. 

In  1895  I  discovered  a  fine  little  “derringer”  in  the  possession  of  a  casual 
friend  who,  after  witnessing  several  of  the  “fits”  I  had  when  handling  the 
little  pistol,  generously  gave  it  to  me,  and  stated  that  he  obtained  it  from  S’ 


gun-crank  friend  who  had  been  one  of  the  big-up  engineers  in  the  building  of 
the  N.  P.  R.  R.,  and  who  assured  him  that  this  pistol  had  once  belonged  to  old 
/  Sitting  Bull.  This  is  a  muzzle-loading  percussion  pistol,  2%  inch  barrel;  rifled; 
%  flat  top  rib,  marked  STEEL  .  .  .  SLOT  TER  &  CO.,  PHILA.;  engrav¬ 

ed  handle  and  lock  plate,  (stamped  with  above  inscription)  checkered  curly 
valnut  ful  lstock  with  German  silver  guard,  straps  and  engraved  ornaments; 
total  length,  5%  inches;  in  fine  order. 

My  step-father’s  sheep  pardner  spent  the  winter  of  1880-1  in  vicinity  of 
Walla  Walla,  Washington,  and  Pendleton,  Oregon,  where  he  went  to  buy  sheep. 
When  he  brought  the  sheep  in,  the  following  fall,  he  also  brought  a  fine  Green¬ 
er  shot  gun  and  a  pair  of  Umatilla  Indian-made  leggins,  lined  with  heavy 
sheeting,  bound  with  black  braid  and  decorated  with  handsome  bead-work.  Of 
course  I  immediately  coveted  the  old  leggins,  though  they  were  soiled  and 
much  worn  and  some  of  the  beading  gone;  and  it  was  not  many  moons  before  I 
claimed  them,  (have  never  worn  them,  though),  and  sixteen  years  ago  I  fell 
heir  to  the  old  shot  gun. — By  courtesy  of  Antique  Firearms.

EDITORIAL  CORNER. 


Vacations  are  past.  Stamp  conventions  are  over.  The  amalgamation  be¬ 
tween  the  M.  P.  A.  and  S.  P.  A.  has  failed.  For  the  establishment  of  an  Ameri¬ 
can  Philatelic  Congress,  so  far  as  we  know,  nothing  definite  has  been  done. 
American  collectors  will  still  remain  behind  the  times  for  another  year.  Be  it 
so! 

The  next  philatelic  event  to  arrest  our  attention  is  the  Jubilee  Interna¬ 
tional  Stamp  Exhibition  to  be  held  in  London  from  October  14  to  October  19, 
and  according  to  the  accounts  given  by  British  papers  of  the  preparations  made, 
it  will  be  a  matter  of  unprecedented  magnitude.  The  available  floor  space  of 
17,920  sq.  ft.  will  be  considerably  more  than  the  combined  space  of  the  preced- 


ir.g  three  British  stamp  shows.  The  Exhibition  will  be  open  for  six  days,  while 
former  exhibitions  were  open  for  two  or  three  days  only.  The  classification  of  \ 
exhibits  seems  to  be  ideal  and  faultless.  The  process  of  papermaking  and 
manufacturing  stamps  will  be  illustrated  by  machinery  in  operation  during  the 
exhibition.  The  participation  promised  by  exhibitors  and  visitors  is  already  very 
great.  In  short,  if  prospects  do  not  lie,  this  will  he  the  greatest  Stamp  Exhibi¬ 
tion  ever  held. 

Now  it  behooves  American  collectors  to  learn  as  much  as  they  possibly  can 
from  their  British  cousins  and  to  hustle  for  the  two  American  Exhibitions 
projected  for  New  York  in  1913,  and  San  Francisco,  in  1915.  If  we  fall  be¬ 
hind,  it  should  not  be  far! 

In  this  connection  we  might  ask:  What  are  stamp  exhibitions  good  for? 
They  cost  a  good  deal  of  money.  The  London  Ex.  will  cost  probably  more  than 
$3,000  private  expenses  of  exhibitors  and  visitors  not  reckoned.  Besides  that, 
there  is  some  risk  and  the  expenditure  of  much  time  and  labor.  What  are  the 
results  ? 

We  might  as  well  ask  what  are  the  objects  of  arranging  county,  state  and 
world’s  fairs,  Olympic  and  other  games,  races  of  all  kinds  with  horses,  air 
hips,  row-boats  and  yachts,  military  maneuvers,  visits  by  war-ships  and  the 
like.  And  most  of  the  answers  to  these  questions,  with  but  a  little  modifica¬ 
tion,  might  be  applied  to  the  question:  What  are  stamp  exhibitions  good  for? 

1  he  sum  total  of  all  these  exhibitive  and  competitive  arrangements  may 
briefly  be  expressed  by  these  words:  Pleasure,  instruction,  advance  and  future 
profits.  Philatelic  exhibitions  in  particular,  if  they  are  widely  discussed  in  the*- 
daily  press  and  by  the  people  in  the  street— and  they  can  hardly  fail  being  tha^t 
if  they  are  of  any  respectable  magnitude — will  result  in  both  heightenng  the 
enthusiasm  of  those  who  already  are  collectors  and  making  new  recruits  from 
the  thousands  that  otherwise  would  perhaps  have  never  given  much  notice  to 
stamp  collecting.  We  human  beings  like  to  go  with  the  crowd,  or  still,  rather 
would  like  to  have  a  crowd  follow  us,  (provided  it  is  not  with  brickbats  and 
rotten  cabbages),  and  we  like  to  see  “our  crowd”  growing  as  we  go  along. 
Hence  we  like  to  demonstrate  to  all  the  outsiders  that  “our  crowd”  has  some¬ 
thing  worth  while  to  join  and  follow.  By  increasing  “our  crowd”  we  hoi  e  to 
card  off  some  dangers  and  to  secure  some  advantages,  impossible  to  a  lesser 
crowd.  Hence  we  exhibit,  we  compete,  we  advertise  ourselves  and  our  posses¬ 
sions  and  abilities.  We  do  not  always  expect  immediate  results  but  look  for 
future  profits.  It  is  a  pretty  good  business  asset  to  have  a  gold  medal  “award¬ 
ed  by  the  biggest  exhibition  that  was  ever  held”  and  in  which  so  many  from 
all  parts  of  the  world  competed  for  the  same  prize. 

Those  that  do  not  get  a  prize,  as  well  as  the  mere  onlookers,  may  learn  a 
good  deal  to  enable  them  to  excell  in  future  contests.  Exhibitions  are  schools, 
practical  schools  in  which  theories  are  put  to  the  test  and  problematical  ques¬ 
tions  decided.  If  we  Americans  in  one  and  three  years  from  now  can  show  to 
the  world  that  we  are  not  inferior  to  any  other  people  in  philatelic  ability,  in 
co-operation,  in  practical  results,  that  will  be  immediate  gain  enought  from 
our  two  projected  exhibitions,  and  every  American  stamp  collector  is  apt  to 
share  in  the  profits  that  will  result  from  such  a  demonstration  in  the  future. 
Hence,  let  us  be  doing  something!  Let  every  American  collector  do  what  and 
the  best  he  can!  If  we  only  tickle  our  patriotic  vanity  a  little,  that  will  be  a 
pleasure  worthy  of  some  effort! — Dorpat.

Mahlon  Irt*y  Paxson  of  Bluffton,  Ind.,  was  borne  in  Jay  Co.,  Indiana,  Nov. 
11th,  1842.  Mr.  Paxson  was  a  soldier  and  served  his  country  all  through  the 
Civil  War.  After  returning  from  the  war  he  lived  on  a  farm  and  accumulated 
a  good  fortune,  leaving  the  farm  about  15  years  ago  to  spend  the  balance  of 
his  life  in  town.  The  city  seemed  quiet  to  a  man  who  had  .-^>ent  most  ^f  his  life 
in  activity,  so  Mr.  Paxson  commenced  to  collect  Indian  relics,  old  money,  and 
in  fact  everything  old  or  curious  from  a  Chinese  toothpick  to  a  chalT  piler 
threshing  machine.  Mr.  Paxson  numbers  his  guns  and  revolvers  in  the  hun¬ 
dreds  and  has  something  over  eight  thousand  pieces  all  together.  He  >s  at  the 
present  time  preparing  a  building  on  the  main  street  and  will  display  his  relics 
there.  He  will  have  two  floors  and  says  that  he  will  not  have  near  room  enough 
to  do  his  relics  justice. 

Mr.  Paxson  is  an  entertainer,  being  a  violinist  and  a  story  teller.  He  is  a 
natural  mimic,  good  hearted  and  a  gentleman.  He  invites  everybody  to  visit 
him  and  see  his  relics.  His  place  will  be  know  n  as  the  Paxsonian  Museum  ar.d  a 
small  admission  will  be  charged  to  help  defray  expenses. 

A.  C.  Ruhel  sends  a  picture  of  what  he  considers  the  largest  stone  ax  in 
the  world.  He  found  the  specimen  himself  several  years  ago.  It  is  22 V:t  inches 
long,  13 M>  inches  wide,  8  inches  thick  and  weighs  120  pounds.  The  small  cne 
taken  with  it  is  his  next  largest  and  weighs  10  pounds  and  is  unusually  i'ne 
and  highly  polished.  .

Kamehameha  I.  1795-1819. 

Kamehameha  I.  whose  statue  in  bronze  stands  in  front  of  the  Government 
building  in  Honolulu,  and  as  shown  on  the  25  cent  stamp,  No.  A  47,  issued  in 
1883,  was  the  first  of  the  dynasty  of  the  Kamehamehas.  The  earliest  history 
of  the  Sandwich  Islands  and  the  early  days  of  this  monarch  are  largely  tradi- 
/  tional.  It  is  known,  however,  that  the  early'  periods  were  taken  up  by'  frequent 
-■*and  bloody  wars,  between  Kings  of  the  island  of  Hawaii  and  the  King- 
vlaui,  for  the  supremacy  and  control  of  the  other  six  islands  of  the  group. 
The  warlike  .kings  of  Oaho  repeatedly  invaded  Molokai,  for  which  they  con¬ 
tended  with  the  chiefs  of  Maui  and  Hawaii.  It  was  during  these  wars  that 
Kamehameha  I.  was  born,  in  November  1736  at  Halawa,  in  Kohala,  Hawaii. 
Accounts  of  these  early  wars  are  interesting,  but  too  much  for  a  paper  of  this 
nature. 

The  young  prince,  Kamehameha  I.  distinguished  himself  in  these  cam¬ 
paigns  as  a  brave  and  skilful  warrior.  It  w'as  during  these  times  that  Cap¬ 
tain  Cook  discovered  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  June  18th,  1778. 

The  result  of  the  final  battle  between  Kamehameha  I.  and  Kalanikupule  at 
the  now  far  famed  Pali  in  Nuuanu  Valley,  in  April,  1795,  made  Kamehameha  I. 
master  of  all  the  islands,  excepting  Kauai  and  Niihau,  and  was  the  beginning 
of  a  new  era  in  Hawaii.  After  many  failures  he  finally  conquered  the  islands 
of  Kauai  and  Niihau  in  1796. 

All  the  lands  of  the  islands  were  confiscated  and  divided  among  his  faith¬ 
ful  followers,  and  he  ruled  supreme  in  the  land. 

He  centralized  all  power  in  his  own  hands,  appointing  a  governor  for  each 
island.  A  few  white  men  were  made  use  of  in  the  management  of  his  govern¬ 
ment.  His  favorite  queen  was  Kaahumanu,  but  like  the  other  queens,  she  too 
had  to  suffer  at  times  from  his  ungovernable  temper.  The  six  years  between 
1796  and  1802,  Kamehameha  lived  on  the  island  of  Hawaii  and  constructed  his 
famous  fleet  of  warcanoes,  built  in  the  forests  back  of  Hilo. 

His  son  Liholiho  was  born  in  1797  at  Hilo,  Hawraii,  and  when  five  y'ears  old 
was  proclaimed  heir-apparent,  and  became  in  his  turn  Kamehameha  II.

FOREIGN  REVENUE  NOTES.— By  Oscar  T.  Hartmann. 


Reading  in  the  Jolly  Joker  an  article  about  Stamp  Circuits,  Iwas  strick  ^ 
about  the  novelty  and  manner  of  exchange  that  I  think  it  no  more  than  right 
to  bring  this  article  to  the  knowledge  of  the  readers  of  the  West.  It  says  as 
follows: 

To  accomodate  members  who  like  to  collect  postage  stamps,  the  Club  has 
added  a  Department  for  stamp  circuits,  and  had  books  with  spaces  for  80 
stamps  printed  for  the  purpose.  These  are  filled  with  stamps  at  headquarters, 
and  pass  from  member  to  member  along  a  designated  route.  Each  member  re¬ 
ceiving  a  book  is  privileged  to  retain  any  stamps  desired,  provided  they  are 
replaced  with  other  stamps  of  equal  value,  and  no  two  stamps  that  are  alike 
must  ever  appear  in  a  book. 

Now  this  plan  might  be  worked  out  and  in  the  hands  of  an  experienced 
exchange  manager  bring  satisfaction  to  members.  The  idea  that  headquarters 
only  fills  books,  should  be  given  instead  to  each  collector.  A  way  of  paying 
postage  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  department  could  be  arranged.  The 
idea  is  worth  considering  and  I  would  like  to  see  it  tried  in  the  foreign  reve¬ 
nue  branch  of  philately. 

As  an  exponent  of  foreign  revenue  stamps  or  rather  revenues  in  general,  I 
shall  make  the  prediction,  that  revenue  stamps  will  be  longer  in  existence  or 
use  than  postage  stamps.  My  belief  is  that  within  5  years  automatic  machines 
will  come  in  use  which  will  do  away  with  the  use  of  postage  stamps  for  mail¬ 
ing  letters.  Something  like  the  New  Zealand  plan,  only  better,  and  that  in  20 
years  the  general  use  of  postage,  as  we  know  it  now  will  be  a  thing  of  the  ^ 
past.  Impressed  revenues  were  already  used  in  Austria  about  1775  and  the 
English  lead  stamps  are  as  old.  The  diversified  nature  of  revenues  will  make 
their  use  longer,  for  the  millenium  of  no  taxes,  will  never  come.  A  revenue  col¬ 
lection  started  now,  and  built  up  as  you  go  along,  will  pay  for  the  investment 
if  you  are  so  inclined  that  way,  not  considering  the  pleasure  and  knowledge 
which  are  in  my  belief  more  important  that  the  former.  I  know  that  I  can  tell 
colors  better,  can  measure  by  eye  fractions  of  inches,  and  have  some  know¬ 
ledge  of  geography,  history  and  the  customs  of  many  countries.  All  this  is  due 
to  the  hobby  of  collecting  postage  or  revenues. 

Is  I  said  before  the  time  of  the  postage  will  come.  Will  the  collecting  of 
postmarks  take  its  place?  I  believe  so,  and  anybody  who  has  a  chance  to  pick 
up  nice  clean  dates,  will  find  that  they  will  pay  for  the  trouble.  You  saw  a  cov¬ 
er  depicted  in  last  month’s  WEST.  If  1  was  a  postmark  collector,  I  would  like 
to  own  that  postmark.  There  are  as  many  as  scarce  postmarks.  Look  over  an 
old  postal  guide  and  you  will  see  many  names  are  gone  out  of  existence  at  the 
present  time. 

I  believe  every  stamp  dealer  should  note  on  his  approval  sheets  the  differ¬ 
ence  of  postal  or  revenue  cancellation.  Many  stamps,  especially  Gr.  Britain  and 
Colonies,  are  used  for  both  purposes.  Pen-cancelled  may  be  safely  set  down  as 
revenue  used,  but  those  used  with  a  bank  or  similar  cancellations  are  danger¬ 
ous  to  the  novice  and  should  be  guarded  against,  and  marked  and  priced  ac¬ 
cordingly.  A  1  or  5  shilling  might  be  quite  common  when  used  as  a  revenue, 
bsut  worth  10  times  or  over  postally  cancelled.  They  are  only  of  a  secondary 
interest  to  revenue  stamps  collectors  but  should  not  be  discarded  altogether. 

If  not  embodied  in  the  general  collection,  they  could  be  in  a  separate  book  as  a 
side  line. 


LARGE  STAMP  ACCUMULATIONS  AND  THE  “MILLION  STAMP” 
FALLACY. — By  Harry  Caden,  Klamath  Falls,  Oregon. 


In  the  early  nineties,  living  then  in  the  east,  I  read  occasionally  in  the 
newspapers  of  that  time,  articles  to  the  effect  that  a  million  stamps  were  be¬ 
ing  collected  for  an  afflicted  young  lady.  I  think  her  name  was  Dolly  Rose,  and 
that  as  soon  as  she  had  the  required  number  she  was  to  receive  medical  treat¬ 
ment  in  exchange  for  the  stamps. 

Being  young  and  unsophisticated  but  an  ardent  stamp  collector,  I  visited 
the  lady  at  her  home  in  Southern  Ohio.  I  found  that  the  story  was  only  par¬ 
tially  true,  the  “million”  and  “medical  treatment”  portions  being  subject  to 
modifications.  The  stamps  were  being  collected  all  right,  the  lady  hoped  to 
profit  thereby  and  knew  enough  of  stamp  values  to  cull  the  higher  values  from 
the  ordinary  ones  and  she  needed  the  money  for  medical  treatment.  I  do  not 
know  how  many  she  accumulated  but  as  I  remember  it,  there  were  several 
large  wooden  boxes  full  and  there  must  have  been  at  least  five  or  six  hundred 
pounds.  I  purchased  something  like  fifty  pounds  and  it  did  not  reduce  the 
quantity  very  perceptibly. 

I  worked  these  stamps  into  bundles  of  one  hundred  and  while  doing  so  dis¬ 
covered  the  capped  varieties  of  the  two  cent  carmine  of  1890.  I  did  not  report 
the  discovery  to  the  stamp  papers  and  have  no  recollection  of  having  read  of 
it.  I  soon  after  gave  up  stamp  collecting  and  do  not  know  to  whom  went  the 
honor  of  making  the  discovery. 

Fifteen  years  later  I  again  took  up  stamp  collecting  as  a  hobby,  and  began 
subscribing  for  the  stamp  papers.  One  of  the  early  advertisements  in  The 
WEST  to  attract  my  attention  was  one  that  offered  the  “Edna  Brown  stamps” 
for  sale  at  a  price  per  pound  and  I  invested  in  two  pounds  as  a  sample.  In 
this  two  pound  lot,  I  found  a  good  clean  “right  cap,”  Columbians  as  high  as 
fifty  cents,  U.  S.  and  foreign  cataloguing  as  high  as  forty  cents  and  a  good 
sprinkling  of  early  U.  S.  low  values.  Out  of  9590  undamaged  stamps,  about 
three  thousand  were  foreign,  Great  Britain  leading,  followed  by  Canada,  Ger¬ 
many,  France  and  a  few  of  other  countries.  The  result  being  satisfactory  and 
being  convinced  that  the  stamps  were  really  “unassorted,”  I  have  since  made 
use  of  large  quantities  and  the  quality  has  been  well  maintained,  a  few  having 
been  found  cataloguing  up  to  two  dollars.  I  believe  these  stamps  are  now  in 
the  hands  of  dealers  and  from  test  purchases  made  judge  they  are  not  as  good 
as  they  were. 

Those  who  have  been  interested  in  stamps  for  a  number  of  years  are  no 
doubt  familiar  with  the  story  of  the  “Edna  Brown”  stamps  but  those  who  have 
arrived  on  the  scene  in  later  years  may  be  interested  in  reading  the  story  now 
for  the  first  time.  There  are  really  two  “million  stamp”  collections  concerned, 
the  first  and  the  one  which  furnished  the  idea  for  the  second  being  the  only 
true  “million  stamp”  representation  I  have  known.  “Million  Stamp  Collections” 
and  chain  letters  seemed  to  flourish  in  the  decade  from  1890  to  1900  and  this 
is  one  of  them. 

A  boy  named  Fred  Ulrick  living  at  Sycamore,  Ill.,  having  been  attacked 
by  two  vicious  dogs  and  injured  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  amputation  nec¬ 
essary  was  told  by  a  physician  stamp  collector  that  if  he  would  collect  a  million 
stamps  he  would  supply  him  with  an  artificial  limb.  The  matter  was  taken  up 
by  friends  with  the  public  schools  throughout  the  country  and  the  million 
promptly  collected.  (To  be  continued.)

867.  Is  there  a  loose  leaf  album  with  spaces  for  adhesives  and  square-cut 
envelope  and  wrapper  stamps?  Not  that  I  know  of.  But  any  such  as  we  have 
for  adhesives,  Scott’s,  Lincoln’s,  Schaubeck,  etc.,  may  be  easily  turned  into  al¬ 
bums  of  the  desired  nature  by  inserting  so  many  blank  sheets  after  the  adhe¬ 
sives  as  may  be  needed  to  place  the  square-cuts.  It  might  be  better,  however, 
to  keep  the  square-cuts  in  a  separate  blank  album,  in  which  case  they  will 
make  a  better  show,  than  when  mixed  in  between  the  adhesives. 

868.  What  makes  some  of  the  U.  S.  stamps  differ  in  size  between  the 
perforations?  Were  different  machines  used  in  perforating  them?  Different 
machines  may  have  been  used,  but  that  alone  does  not  explain  why  stamps  of 
the  same  issue  are  perforated  so  that  the  paper  between  the  perforations  is 
left  in  different  sizes.  There  are  three  kinds  of  perforations.  One  is  called 
line  perforation.  In  this  one  row  of  holes  is  made  at  a  time,  and  by  feeding 
the  sheet  iregularly  all  kinds  of  shapes  and  sizes  may  be  produced.  The  other 
kind  is  the  so-called  comb  perforation,  by  which  three  sides  of  each  stamp  in 
a  whole  row  are  perforated  at  once.  Here  too,  different  sizes,  though  in  one^ 
direction  only,  may  be  produced  by  irergular  feeding.  The  third  kind,  which 
is  not  much  used,  might  be  called  plate  perforation,  and  consists  in  perforating 
a  whole  sheet  at  once  by  one  single  operation.  Here  one  sheet  will,  of  course, 
be  exactly  like  the  other,  if  the  needles  in  the  perforating  plate  are  not  shifted, 
but  even  then  the  needles  might  be  arranged  in  rows  that  are  not  quite  paral¬ 
lel,  nor  quite  equidistant  in  all  parts  of  the  sheet.  It  is  often  found  that  the 
stamps  near  the  outside  corner  of  a  sheet  have  more  paper  than  those  near 
the  inside  corner.  There  is  no  special  value  attached  to  these  irregularities  of 
perforation.  Sometimes  stamps  with  large  margins  are  trimmed  and  passed  as 
“unperforated”  copies.  In  fact  they  are  “un”-perforated,  but  not  imperforate. 
Hence  it  is  important  to  collect  imperforate  stamps  in  pairs,  strips  or  blocks. 
There  is  no  objection,  if  a  collector  wishes  to  collect  closely  perforated  copies 
and  copies  with  the  perforations  wide  apart  If  it  pleases  him,  he  may  as  well 
include  any  other  varieties  of  irregular  perforation,  and  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  a  collection  of  these  would  be  instructive  in  a  certain  sense,  demonstrat¬ 
ing  certain  facts  about  perforation. 

By  looking  at  a  single  stamp  it  is  hard,  if  not  impossible  to  say  whether 
it  has  been  perforated  by  line,  comb,  or  plate  machine.  By  looking  at  a  whole 
sheet  it  becomes  much  easier.  The  lines  of  the  line  machine  often  cross  in 
such  a  manner  that  three  holes,  in  irregular  position  came  very  close  together, 
forming  one  big  hole.  The  com  machine  avoics  il  is  mostly,  but  will  not  always 
have  all  rows  of  perforation  in  an  exactly  straight  line.  The  U.  S.  stamps  at 
present,  I  think,  are  all  perforated  by  line  m..-'  nes,  and  I  doubt  whether  any 
others  have  ever  been  used.  If  so,  I  should  like  to  learn  more  abou  the  matter. 

869.  What  makes  some  of  the  U.  S.  stamps  differ  in  size  of  the  stamp 
design?  Were  different  dies  engraved?  Not  in  the  case  of  U.  S.  st  mps,  as  far 


a  I  am"* aware.  But  there  are  differences  noted,  amounting  to  %  to  nearly  2 
Arm.,  whic  are  explained  as  having  been  caused,  possibly  in  one  of  two  ways,  or 
ri  two  causes  combined.  One  is  the  irregular  shrinkage  of  the  metal  (transfer 
roll  and  printing  plate)  in  hadrening.  The  other  is  the  irregular  shrinkage  of 
the  paper  in  drying  after  the  process  of  printing,  during  which  process  it  is 
kept  moist.  The  application  and  drying  of  the  gum  may  also  exert  some  simi¬ 
lar  influence.  There  is  no  particular  value  attached  to  any  of  the  varieties, 
but  specialists  have  the  undisputed  right  to  pick  them  out  and  place  them 
side  by  side  in  heir  collections,  if  they  wish  to  do  so. 

870.  Some  of  the  early  U.  S.  stamps  show  the  design  of  the  stamp  slight¬ 
ly  embossed  on  the  back  of  the  stamp  ;is  that  what  Scott’s  catalog  means  by 
“embossed”?  No,  what  Scott’s  catalog  means  by  “embossed”,  otherwise  also 
called  “grille”  is  a  rectangular  design  pressed  into  the  paper  by  passing  the 
sheet  of  stamps  between  two  rollers,  one  of  which  is  provided  with  rectangu¬ 
lar  groups  of  tiny  pyramids.  The  embossing  you  speak  of  is  produced  by  forc¬ 
ing  the  moist  paper  into  the  recesses  of  the  printing  plate  in  the  printing 
press.  This  is  necessary  that  the  paper  should  take  up  the  printing  ink  out 
of  these  recesses,  or  lines  and  dots  of  the  design  cut  out  of  the  printing  plate, 
or  pressed  into  the  printing  plate  by  the  transfer  roller.  It  is  a  peculiarity  of 
the  “line-engraved”  stamps,  while  in  surface  printed  stamps  the  opposite 
effect  is  obtained,  as  may  often  be  noticed  in  newspapers,  that  all  the  colored 
lines  are  pressed  into  the  paper  from  the  front. 

831.  Precancel  Catalog.  Mr.  F.  L  .Smith,  40  Exchange  Place,  New  York, 
f  writes  that  he  has  placed  his  catalog  of  precancels  in  the  hands  ot  the  printer, 
Sfcut  does  not  yet  know  when  it  will  be  ready  to  send  out.  this  means  that  it 
will  be  published.  Anyone  in  any  way  interested  in  these  stamps  would  do 
well  to  subscribe  for  a  copy.  The  price  is  $1.00  and  will  hardly  pay  the  cost  of 
the  mechanical  work  of  producing  it  with  perhaps  a  deficit  to  be  born  by  the 
compiler.  Regarding  Mr.  Smith’s  ability  I  would  refer  our  readers  to  The 
Precancel  Monthly  of  Paris,  Ky.,  in  which  he  speaks  of  Precancel  Errors  and 
Early  Precancels,  showing  that  he  has  the  subject  well  in  hand. 

825.  Post  Marks.  I  have  just  sold  my  post  marks,  about  4,000  of  them, 
to  Mr.  G.  Wood,  56  Hamilton  Place,  Oakland,  Cal.,  who  may  be  interested  to 
hear  from  others  desiring  to  sell  or  exchange. 

818.  U.  S.  Savings  Official.  I  lately  obtained  a  fewT  of  these  stamps,  the 
lc  excepted,  that  I  can  sell  for  one  fourth  face  value.  I  have  not  examined 
them  in  regard  to  watermark. 

822.  U.  S.  Cash  Permits.  All  I  had  of  these  recently  went  to  Mr.  L.  E. 
Richardson,  11  Fremont  Str.,  Putnam,  Conn.,  who  is  also  interested  in  U.  S. 
Tax  Paids,  Snuff,  Cigarette,  Lock  Seals  and  Hydrometer  stamps,  as  well  as 
U.  S.  stamped  envelopes. 

871:  Where  can  one  get  a  Collectors’  Directory?  There  is  one  announced 
to  appear  shortly  by  the  Griffin’s  Directory  So.,  Route  3,  Pegram,  Tenn.  Price 
25c.  Practicaly  the  same  thing  is  found  in  the  address  lists  of  the  several  so¬ 
cieties,  The  Southern  Philatelic  Association  (75c),  American  Philatelic  Society 
($1.80),  Cosmopolitan  Correspondence  Club  ($2.00),  Jolly  Joker  Club  ($1.00), 
Hobby  Club  ($1.20),  etc.  The  figures  in  brackets  include  membership  with  all 
its  advantages,  which,  of  course,  means  considerably  more  than  a  mere  di¬ 
rectory.

POSTMARKS  AND  STAMP  (  A N C ELL ATIONS. 
By  Harry  Caden.  Klamath  Falls,  Oregon. 


Closely  connected  with  post  marks  are  the  stamp  cancellations.  In  fact 
they'  should  be  inseparable  in  making  a  collection  as  they  now  are  in  the  opera¬ 
tions  of  postal  employees.  Formerly  it  required  two  operations  to  prepare  a 
letter  for  mailing,  one  to  affix  the  post  mark,  another  to  cancel  the  stamp,  now 
both  are  performed  at  one  and  the  same  time,  the  hand  stamp,  or  the  machine 
being  arranged  to  accomplish  this.  The  present  method  was  too  obvious  as  a 
labor  saving  device  to  be  overlooked,  and  as  no  doubt  made  necessary  by  the 
enormous  growth  of  letter  mail. 

Some  of  my  correspondents  contend  that  the  suggestions  previously  made 
as  to  specialization  and  classification  are  not  along  scientific  lines  and  should 
have  more  to  do  with  the  character  of  the  cancellation.  Personally  1  believe  in 
collecting  in  such  a  way  as  pleases;  if  this  is  attained  by  taking  the  matter 
seriously,  why,  proceed  along  those  lines  by  all  means.  The  first  division  nat¬ 
urally  would  be  those  made  by  hand  and  those  made  by  machine. 

High  water  mark  as  to  variety  oi  the  band  cance’lations  seems  to  have 
been  reached  about  1885  or  1890.  My  collection  of  two  cent  browns  of  1885  has 
over  sixty  varieties  and  first  traces  of  the  w  whine  cance'lations  appear,  six 
horizontal  lines  to  the  light  of  postmark.  I  he  uvo  lent  camnmes  of  1890  have 
a  pout  the  same  number  of  v^rietiii  b  .1  there  are  many  differing  from  those 
found  among  the  t*Gvvns,  and  the  wary  line-  irst  appea  .  Theer  is  also  mof< 
of  a  variety  of  the  hot o/nnlnl  lines  li/-.»,  six,  :  oven  and  eight  lines  and  some 
perpendicular  and  diagonal.  It  would  be  difficult  to  describe  all  the  different 
kinds.  There  are  stars  and  rings  of  many  different  shapes  and  colors,  bars, 
crosses,  three  and  four  leaf  clover,  designs  some  artistic  and  fanciful,  some 
crude  and  grotesque  and  plain  daubs.  Every  postmaster  seems  to  have  fol¬ 
lowed  his  own  ideas;  nowadays  an  effort  is  made  to  establish  uniformity,  hut 
has  not  always  succeeded. 

From  1851  to  1860,  the  stamps  seem  to  have  been  almost  wholly  vancelled 
by  the  post  mark.  Cancellations  with  the  word  “PAID”  appear  though  quite 
often.  From  1860  to  1870  the  postmasters  begin  to  exercise  their  ingenuity  but 
the  word  “PAID”  stoii  appears  quite  often;  have  over  40  varieties  of  this  de¬ 
cade.  When  the  three  cent  greens  came  along  colored  inks  were  largely  used, 
probably  because  of  the  black  being  considered  too  inconspicuous. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  probably  not  more  than  a  dozen  varieties  of 
the  hand  cancellations.  Those  used  on  letters,  the  one  mostly  used  has  four 
heavy  bars  to  the  right  of  the  post  mark  and  sometimes  five;  then  there  is  an 
oval  affair  made  up  of  horizontal  lines  and  another  similar  one  with  a  figure 
or  letter  in  the  center;  for  packages  there  is  one  made  up  of  heavy  type  wTith  a 
rectangular  frame  and  one  of  oval  shape.  The  last  two  are  used  mostly  in 
offices  where  they  have  machines  for  letters. 

The  flag  form  of  machine  cancellation  seems  to  predominate  now  although 
the  horizontal  lines,  seven  in  number,  with  a  letter  and  figure,  and  the  wavy 
lines  are  about  as  numerous.  There  are  also  perpendicular  and  diagonal  lines 
and  the  exposition  post  marks  and  those  of  a  special  design  for  independent 
stations.  Of  the  hand  stamps  those  of  the  railway  mail  service,  forts  and  navy 
yards  should  also  be  mentioned.

STAMP  NOTES.— By  Charles  E.  Jenney. 

.  The  decline  of  sentiment  in  recent  times  has  had  its  adverse  influence  on 
Jstamp  collecting.  Formerly  it  was  made  comparatively  easy  for  the  beginner  to 
Hu  cumulate  an  interest  in  collecting  by  going  through  the  old  trunk  in  the  gar¬ 
ret  or  the  preserved  love-letters  of  the  older  generation,  and  getting  a  good 
deal  of  material.  Letters  are  saved  much  less  now  than  they  used  to  be;  they 
are  read  and  tossed  in  the  waste-basket,  or  at  least  as  soon  as  answered.  Thus 
is  lost  many  a  good  start  for  future  philatelists. 

The  Fall  auctions  will  doubtless  meet  with  good  patronage.  Stamps  of  the 
medium  grade  have  been  scarce  through  the  summer  while  the  auctions  were 
quiescent,  and  many  a  collector  will  bid  not  only  for  his  collection  but  to  re¬ 
plenish  his  supply  of  duplicates. 

Some  years  ago  I  revolved  in  my  mind  the  idea  of  a  philatelic  coat  or 
jacket  on  the  plan  of  a  hunting  coat,  but  made  to  fill  the  needs  of  the  stamp 
collector.  The  archives  of  the  patent  office  do  not  reveal  that  anyone  has  as 
yet  taken  advantage  of  the  idea.  The  two  lower  side  pockets  were  designed, 
one  to  contain  Scott’s  catalogue,  the  other  a  stock  duplicate  book  of  the  same 
size.  The  breast  pockets  were  fitted  to  carry  entire  envelopes  and  postcards 
respectively.  The  two  inside  pockets  were  for  approval  sheets  and  price  lists. 
Two  long  narrow  pockets  near  the  lapel  were  for  millimetre  scale  and  stamp 
tongs.  A  belt  consisting  of  flat  links  about  the  size  of  a  large  stamp  encircle 
the  coat  at  the  waist,  each  link  opening  like  a  locket  so  as  to  carry  unused 
stamps  of  value  and  other  rarities.  From  this  belt  at  one  side  depended  a 
.sheath  to  hold  a  magnifying  glass.  The  general  color  of  the  coat  was  to  be 
Wsome  gray  or  sombre  color  so  that  it  would  not  readily  show  dirt  or  dust  ac- 
Vumulated  by  searching  in  dusty  garrets  for  Brattleboros.  The  buttons  contain¬ 
ed  the  initials  or  emblems  of  the  philatelic  societies  to  which  the  wearer  be¬ 
longed.  The  small  pocket  under  the  breast  pocket  was  correct  size  for  holding 
a  box  of  peelable  hinges  on  one  side  and  a  folding  benzine  cup  on  the  other. 
Doubtless  many  other  details  could  be  worked  out  to  make  this  an  ideal  stamp 
collectors  friend. 

Mr.  Dorpat  in  answer  to  query  No.  861  in  the  August  Philatelic  West 
does  not  quite  make  clear  the  so-called  double  strikes  or  double  transfers  on 
the  2c  Columbian.  These  exist  in  two  varieties  on  the  2c  stamp  and  two  varie- 
tie  on  the  lc  stamp,  viz.,  double  lines  at  right  and  double  lines  at  left  The 
working  die,  which  is  a  single  metal  stamp  on  a  curved — not  flat — surface,  is 
impressed  200  times  separately  on  the  metal  plate  used  for  printing,  so  that 
200  stamps  can  be  printed  at  one  time.  These  impressions  are  made  while  the 
metal  of  the  plate  is  comparatively  soft  and  it  is  afterward  hardened.  They  are 
made  by  rocking  the  curved  die  back  and  forth  from  left  to  right  and  back 
again  several  times.  In  rare  cases  it  happens  that  the  die  slips  and  strikes,  at 
one  side  in  not  exactly  the  same  place, giving  a  more  or  less  clear  double  impres¬ 
sion.  When  this  occurs  one  or  more  stamps  in  that  particular  plate  will  show 
the  double  impression  always,  although  adjoining  stamps  will  not  have  it.  This 
shows  why  the  impression  is  double  at  one  side  and  not  all  over,  it  occurring  in 
the  manufacture  of  thep  late  and  not  by  double  printing  from  the  plate.  It 
also  accounts  or  the  scarcity  of  the  specimens.  The  2c  varieties  are  both 
scarce  and  worth  easily  50c  each  while  the  lc  ones  are  rare  and  worth  three 
or  four  time  as  much.  Other  U.  S.  stamps  are  noted  with  this  error  and  also 
some  foreign,  notably  the  5c  beaver  of  Canada  which  is  considered  quite  a 
^  arity  in  this  shape. 
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PHILATELY  IN  EUROPE. 


From  Our  Own  Correspondent. 

The  competition  for  a  suggested  new  design  of  penny  (2  cent)  stamp  for 
Great  Britain  closed  on  August  19th.  The  competition  was  inaugurated  bv 
the  Junior  Philatelic  Society,  and  it  was  open  to  artists  all  over  the  world  to 
make  recommendations  or  actual  designs  for  the  improvement  of  our  penny 
postage  stamp  . 

‘Our  reason  for  organizing  this  competition  was,  of  course,  the  complete 
failure  of  the  halfpenny  and  penny  Georgian  stamps  to  please  the  public,  the 
art  critics,  and  stamp  collectors,”  said  F.  J.  Melville,  president  of  the  Junior 
Philatelic  Society,  in  discussing  the  subject.  Many  hundreds  of  designs  have 
been  submitted,  included  in  which  are  those  of  many  well-known  artists.  The 
competition  was  an  international  one,  and  the  number  of  designs  from  the 
colonies  and  foreign  countries  is  understood  to  be  surprisingly  large.  Germany 
in  particular,  has  responded  largely  to  the  society's  appeal,  and  can  easily  be 
said  to  have  headed  the  list  so  far  as  numbers  are  concerned,  as  compared  'with 
any  other  country,  excepting  Britain,  of  course. 

It  is  generally  known  that  King  George  recently  approved  a  design  sent 
to  him  for  a  new  penny  stamp,  and  this,  it  is  expected,  will  be  in  public  use 
almost  any  day  now.  This  is  rather  unfortunate  from  the  society’s  point  of 
view,  for,  when  the  idea  was  first  mooted,  it  was  the  intention  of  the  organizers 
o  submit  the  winning  design  with  a  view  to  adoption  for  pubic  use,  provided 
it  was  approved  of  by  the  King.  But  even  now  this  is  not  improbable,  because 
the  I  dstmaster-General  is  patron  of  the  Jubilee  Internationa’  Stamp  Exhibi¬ 
tion  to  be  held  at  the  Horticultural  Hall  in  October,  and  as  the  winning  design 
will  be  on  exhibition  there  he  is  almost  bound  to  see  it  if,  as  is 'expected,  he 
pays  a  visit  to  the  exhibition. 

Should  the  winning  design  prove  even  better  than  the  new  stamp  we  are 
soon  to  see,  it  might  possibly  follow  that  we  shall  have  yet  another  change  in 
our  penny  stamp.  The  officials  of  the  Philatelic  Society,  however,  are  not  very 
optimistic.  As  a  matter  of  fact  they  are  rather  disappointed  about  what  has 
happened,  tor  their  chief  object  in  forming  this  competition  was  to  put  the 
design  up  for  public  competition,  the  same  as  is  done  in  other  countries. 

For  the  design  adjudged  to  be  the  first  in  order  of  merit  a  prize  of  S52.50 


■arded,  together  with  the  diploma  of  the  Jubilee  International  Stamp 
The  second  prize  is  $26.25.  The  designs  will  be  adjudged  by  a 


the  King’s  forehead,  nose,  moustache,  and  beam,  the  effect  oi  which  is  to 
weaken  the  outline  of  the  profile,  giving  it  the  appearance  of  having  been 


smeared  with  white. 


Nor  can  the  postal  authorities  be  congratulated  upon  the  elephant,  which 
forms  part  of  the  collar  of  an  Indian  Order  worn  by  the  Sovereign  Hie  In¬ 
dian  critics  who  condemn  the  elephant  in  question  as  being  unmistakably  pig¬ 
like  in  appearance  have  reason  on  their  side. 

Quite  apart  from  its  artistic  demerits,  its  porcine  appearance  is  rather 
unfortunate  in  a  country  many  milions  of  whose  inhabitants  have  a  motor, 
dislike  to  the  genus  pig.  In  response  to  the  outcry,  the  stamps  have  been  con¬ 
demned  by  the  authorities.  That  is  to  say,  while  no  radical  alterations  are  to 
be  made  in  the  designs  as  a  whole,  fresh  plates  aer  being  prepared  m  London, 
and  special  attention  will,  it  is  understood,  be  devoted  to  making  the  elephant 
as  life-like  as  is  possible  in  so  small  a  space,  and  the  objectionable  high  lik  its 
already  referred  to  will  be  toned  down. 

A  sei’ies  of  George  V.  stamps  for  India  of  the  value  of  one  rupee  upwards 
is  also  in  course  of  preparation.  In  these,  elephants  with  trunks  upraised  in 
salutation  to  the  Sovereign  will  figure  in  the  two  lower  corners,  but  it  is 
stated  on  good  authority,  that,  profiting  by  their  recent  experience,  the  au¬ 
thorities  have  taken  precautions  to  insure  that  their  representation  shall  be 
such  as  to  place  the  identity  of  the  animals  beyond  reach  of  dispute. 

The  first  of  the  Georgian  stamp  values  above  the  penny  denomination  was 
issued  here  on  August  21.  The  newest  stamp  is  a  twopence  (4  cents)  value 
printed  in  dee  porange.  Its  design  is  a  great  improvement,  and  its  details  are 
all  new  to  our  English  issues.  The  portrait  of  his  Majesty,  instead  of  orig¬ 
inating  from  a  photograph,  is  an  excellently  engraved  copy  of  the  head  as 
designed  by  Bertram  Mackennal  for  our  coinage.  This  is  in  every  respect 
better  suited  to  a  stamp  portrait,  and  the  result,  in  contrast  to  the  halfpenny 
and  penny  stamp  caricatures,  is  a  pleasing  and  successful  likeness. 

A  laurel  and  oak-bordered  oval  encloses  he  portrait;  above  is  the  crown, 
and  in  the  upper  spandrels  are  uncolored  ribons  on  a  ground  of  solid  color.  To 
the  right  and  to  the  left  of  the  lower  part  of  the  stamp  are  octagonal  tablets 


bearing  uncolored  figures  “2”  on  a  ground  of  colored  lines.  The  words  “Pos¬ 
tage”  and  “Revenue”  figure  on  an  uncolored  band  below  the  portrait,  and  the 
value  is  expressed  in  words  in  bold  uncolored  lettering  on  solid  color  across 
the  bottom  of  the  stamp. 

The  whole  effect  is  a  great  improvement  on  the  original  Georgian  stamps 
of  the  halfpenny  and  one  penny  values.  The  only  opportunity  the  designers  ap¬ 
pear  to  have  missed  is  the  use  of  more  solid  color.  The  white  figures,  for 
effect,  should  have  had  a  solid,  not  a  lined  background.  This  defect,  slight  as 
it  may  seem  in  published  criticism  ,is  of  importance  in  practical  use,  as  in  arti- 
fical  light  the  effect  of  the  lined  background  and  th  e  general  effect  of  the 
orange  color  s  to  lose  the  definition  of  th  e  uncolored  figures.  It  must  be  re¬ 
membered  that  much  of  the  business  of  vending  stamps  and  of  sorting  and 
handling  correpondence  is  done  by  artificial  light  and  necessarily  at  high  speed. 

A  point  of  interest  is  that  the  new  stamp  is  the  first  of  the  postage  stamps 
to  be  printed  on  the  new  postage  stamp  paper  watermarked  with  the  Royal 
cipher  device.  The  change  of  watermark  from  the  familiar  but  not  very  char¬ 
acteristic  crown  is  important  to  the  stamp  collector;  it  is  on  the  “all-over” 
plan-  that  is  to  say,  that  instead  of  the  watermarked  devices  being  regis¬ 
tered  so  that  there  is  one  complete  device  to  each  stamp,  the  devices  are  so 
thickly  spread  through  the  paper  that  each  stamp  gets  portions  of  several  of 
the  watermarks.  This  style  of  watermark  was  introduced  some  years  ago  for 
the  Colonial  stamps  printed  to  th  e  order  of  the  crown  agents  for  the  Colonies, 
but  it  has  not  hitherto  been  used  for  stamps  of  the  home  country. 


POSTMARK  CANCELLATIONS. 

Mr.  Chas.  E.  Jenny,  in  th  e  Hobbyist  of  August,  writing  of  postal  cancel¬ 
lations  and  particularly  of  the  numbers  used  in  th  is  connection  between  1870 
and  1890,  gives  32  as  the  highest  known  to  him.  I  have  these  numbers  as  high 
as  50  in  the  two  cent  brown  of  1883  and  52  in  the  carmine  of  1890.  It  would 
be  interesting  to  have  a  list  of  the  post  offices  using  these  various  numbers. 
Some  one  having  influence  with  the  Post  Office  Dept,  would  no  doubt  obtain 
them. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  noted  in  the  July  issue  of  the  Official  Postal  Guide 
that  post  offices  are  now  bearing  numbers  again,  probably  for  accounting  and 
administrative  reasons.  1'here  seems  to  be  no  regular  system  as  to  the  states, 
those  of  N'ew  Hampshire  being  the  lowest  beginning  with  01001  and  those  of 
North  Dakota  the  highest  beginning  with  98001,  those  of  Maine  near  New 
Hampshire  beginning  with  9-1002.  The  territorial  offices  have  an  “x”  prefixed 
beginning  with  those  of  Hawaii  with  xlOOl.  Washington,  D.  C.  is  33100,  Chi¬ 
cago  10100,  Boston  60100,  New  York  20000,  Philadelphia  40100  and  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  80100. 

The  Postal  Guide  for  July  gives  the  number  of  stations  of  the  Chicago 
Post  Office  at  329,  Boston  198,  New  \ork  297  and  Philadelphia  195. — Harry

The  new  Georgian  stamps  are  now  beginning  to  arrive  with  even  greater 
frequency,  and  it  is  surprising,  when  the  Edwardian  stamps  are  withdrawn  in 
their  favor,  what  a  rush  there  comes  for  them,  and  how  scarce  we  find  them 
in  our  country;  the  case  in  point  is  that  of  Gibraltar;  the  new  stamps  are  now 
out  for  this  territory  and  the  stock  of  the  Edwardian  stamps  were  destroyed 
on  the  same  day  on  which  the  Georgian’s  appeared;  the  result  has  been  that 
everybody  finds  themselves  short  of  these  stamps,  and  the  prices  have  risen  by 
leaps  and  bounds. 


Barbados  has  broken  away  from  the  orthodox  design,  and  we  have  the 
portrait  of  King  George  combined  with  the  old  design  of  Queen  Victoria  in 
Neptune’s  Car  with  also  some  foliage  of  the  “Boobab”  or  “bearded  tree”  which 
has  a  peculiar  growth,  and  from  which  Barbados  derives  its  name.

Has  anybody  heard  of  the  Los  Angeles  Philatelist  which  was  announced  to 
be  published  from  Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  a  couple  of  months  ago? 


Many  people  run  away  with  the  impression  that  because  a  stamp  is  cata¬ 
logued  they  must  have  a  specimen;  nothing  of  the  kind.  Publishers  find  it  nec¬ 
essary  and  desirable  to  cater  for  all  their  clients,  and  for  that  reason,  must  in¬ 
clude  in  their  catalogues  varieties  of  shade,  watermark  and  perforation,  but 
these  are  like  the  branches  of  a  tree  and  can  be  lopped  off. 

It  seems  to  us  impossible  to  lay  down  a  hard  and  fast  rule;  much  depends 
on  the  opportunities  and  inclinations  of  collectors.  It  is  erroneous  to  suppose 
that  in  order  to  acquire  stamps  they  must  in  every  case  be  purchased.  It  fre¬ 
quently  happens  that  collectors  have  stamps  given  them  which  can  be  turned  to 
good  account  by  way  of  exchange.  Apart  from  monetary  considerations,  col¬ 
lecting  can  be  indulged  in  to  any  extent,  or  it  may  be  limited  according  to  the 
fancy  of  the  collector.  This  may  vary  considerably.

F.  L.  Smith’s  “Catalogue  of  the  Precancelled  Postage  Stamps  q/  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States’  ’is  out  and  at  hand.  It  is  a  neat  little  volume  of  94  pages,  well  print¬ 
ed,  and  lists  5241  varieties  of  Precancels  issued  from  225  different  post  offices. 
To  how  what  interesting  reading  the  book  contains,  we  quote  a  few  paragraphs 
from  the  preface: 

“The  word  Precancelled  has  been  given  to  stamps  that  have  been  cancelled 
only  while  in  the  sheet,  or  part  of  the  sheet,  and  after  this  was  done,  separated 
and  affixed  to  the  mailable  matter.  No  other  method  of  cancelling  can  be  con¬ 
sidered  Precancelled,  it  not  having  the  sanction  of  the  Post  Office  Department. 

“The  object  of  Precancelling  is  to  save  the  time  spent  in  cancelling  each 
stamp  separately,  where  by  this  means  as  many  as  one  hundred  can  be  can¬ 
celled  in  one  stroke. 

“The  early  attempts  at  cancelling  were  mostly  made  by  drawing  a  line 
with  a  pen  or  brush  across  each  row  of  stamps  on  the  sheet,  and  in  a  great 
many  cases  this  has  continued  to  be  done  up  to  the  present  time.  Experience 
pointed  out  improvements,  and  type  and  printing  press  were  later  used.  In  this 
way,  if  one  hundred  were  impressed  at  a  time,  it  did  not  take  long  to  imprint 
twenty  to  fifty  thousand  stamps,  which  is  not  an  uncommon  amount  called  for 
in  one  lot.  In  order  to  avoid  the  expense  of  a  press,  some  Postmasters  procured 
rollers  made  of  rubber,  and  after  inking,  an  impression  was  made  by  rolling 
the  same  over  a  sheet  of  stamps.  In  this  method  the  first  printing  was  fairly 
good,  but  as  the  rubber  spread  from  continued  use,  the  impressions  were  soon 
altered  in  size  and  shape.  Other  methods,  such  as  electrotype  plates,  stereo¬ 
type,  etc.,  are  also  used  for  the  purpose. 

"The  use  of  these  stamps  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  in  1901  the  Post 
Office  Department  took  official  notice  of  them,  and  in  the  early  part  of  that 
year  issued  regulations  governing  their  use.  One  of  the  provisions  was,  that 
the  State  and  Post  Office  name  must  appear  upon  each  stamp,  with  a  heavy 
line  above  and  below  the  name,  and  printed  with  ink  the  same  as  used  by  the 
Department. 

Upon  the  recognition  of  these  stamps  by  the  Department  in  1901.  they 
became  for  the  first  time  an  authorized  issue,  and  thereby  as  collectable  as  a 
Government  emissions.  It  can  never  be  known  when  the  first  one  was  issued, 
and  some  of  the  used  stamps  now  in  collections  with  odd  cancellations  may  be¬ 
long  to  this  class.  The  first  stamp  to  have  been  printed  with  the  state  and  post 
office  name  upon  it,  so  far  as  known  at  present,  was  Burlington,  Vt.,  on  the 
1  cent  of  1882.  Jefferson,  Ohio,  has  been  seen  urchargesd  on  th  e  2  cents  brown 
of  1869,  and  1  cent  blue  of  1873,  but  it  is  not  known  if  they  are  precancelled. 
The  2  cents  black  of  1867  cancelled  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  was  used,  but  detailed 
information  is  lacking  of  this  also.” 

Prices  are  not  quoted  in  the  catalog.  This  may  be  regretted,  but  it  must 


also  be  remembered  that  the  prices  are  not  settled  and  cannot  be  fixed  for  some 
time  to  come.  As  far  as  our  observation  goes,  th  ey  range  between  1  and  25 
cents,  mostly,  but  we  think  that  some  of  the  rarer  varieties  are,  or  will  be, 
worth  conisderably  more  than  that. 

We  have  just  received  the  new  Normal  Katalog  for  1913,  published  by 
Paul  Kohl  of  Chemnitz,  Saxony,  which  is  rather  early,  being  three  months 
ahead  of  time.  It  covers  the  time  up  to  August  1912,  and  does  it  well.  For  the 
price  of  75  cents  on  1067  well  printed  pages,  it  lists,  illustrates  and  prices  all 
the  regular  Government-issued  postage  stamps  of  the  world  (adhesives),  not¬ 
ing  also  many  minor  varieties  and  all  known  reprints.  It  is  undoubtedly  a  val¬ 
uable  book  to  any  philatelic  student  and  well  worth  its  price.  Alphabetic  In¬ 
dexes  in  English  and  in  French  will  help  to  make  the  book  useful  to  those  that 
have  but  a  very  limited  knowledge  of  German. 

From  Mr.  J.  .C  Auf  Der  Heide  of  Hilversum,  Holland,  so  well  known  to 
the  readers  of  the  WEST,  we  have  received  “Handboek  over  Alle  Postzegels 
van  Nederland  en  Kolonien,”  which  is  a  very  pretty  work  on  Netherland  and 
Colonies,  resembling  somewhat  Mr.  Melville’s  book  from  which  some  material, 
particularly  illustrations,  were  taken  by  permission,  but  going  into  the  subject 
a  little  deeper  so  as  to  better  suit  the  Netherland  specialist.  Anyone  being  a 
friend  of  these  stamps — and  they  deserve  having  many  friends — and  able  to 
read  the  Dutch  language — which  as  Mr.  Auf  Der  Heide  writes  it,  is  clear,  plain 
and  easy  to  understand — will  certainly  be  pleased,  if  he  gets  a  copy  and  reads 
it. 

We  have  repeatedly  mentioned  the  Melville  Stamp  Books  in  the  WEST, 
and  we  are  not  getting  tired  of  doing  it  again  and  again,  because  every  new 
number  of  the  seris  means  a  new  pleasure.  The  last  one  we  have  received  is 
No.  16.  “St.  Helent,”  and  it  is  a  worthy  link  in  the  chain  of  monographs  with 
which  Mr.  Melville  is  encircling  the  world.  The  only  way  to  do  the  book  jus¬ 
tice  is  to  see  and  read  it.  It  may  be  had  for  the  trifling  sum  of  15  cents  post 
free,  though  it  is  worth  more  than  a  dollar. 

For  anyone  interested  in  South  and  Central  America,  the  country,  the  peo¬ 
ple,  posts,  stamps,  etc.,  etc.,  the  Bulletin  of  the  Pan  American  Union  will  be  an 
invaluable  help.  The  August  number  of  1912,  which  is  now  before  us,  contains 
among  many  other  good  things  a  description  of  a  journey  from  Quito,  Ecua¬ 
dor,  down  the  Napo  river  to  Para,  Brazil,  including  in  its  many  illustrations 
that  of  a  train  of  Napo  Indian  mail  carriers.  This  peculiar  “mail  train”  con¬ 
sists  of  five  Indians  in  swimming  suits — two  have  only  short  pants  as  their 
sole  attire — with  a  big  stick  and  a  big  basket.  The  stick  serves  as  a  weapon, 
support,  feeler  and  handy  tool  for  all  emergencies.  The  basket,  covered  with 
palm  leaves  to  keep  out  the  rain,  serves  to  carry  the  mail.  If  we  look  at  this 
train  and  read  the  description  of  the  route  these  mail  carriers  have  to  travel, 
we  must  wonder  th  at  the  letters  entrusted  to  them  ever  do  reach  their  desti¬ 
nation.  Farther  on  we  find  a  beautiful  colored  plate  of  the  flag  and  arms  of 
Nicaragua,  accompanied  by  an  interesting  description.  Still  farther  on  we  learn 
that  Mexico  now  has  2,706  post  offices  which  handled  121,879,033  pieces  of  mail 
within  the  last  six  months.  There  are  many  other  items  of  interest  to  philat¬ 
elists,  besides  the  large  amount  of  generally  interesting  and  instructive  mat¬ 
ter.  The  subscription  price  is  $2.00. 


It  is  reported  that  George  H. Worthing¬ 
ton  of  Cleveland  paid  $5000  for  the  two 
Hawaiian  misionary  stamps  in  his  col¬ 
lection. 

The  Swedish  Philatelic  Society  is 
the  second  largest  and  oldest  in  the 
world  and  every  member  is  of  age.  The 
C  i  o\\  n  I  rince  of  Sweden  and  the  King  of  England  are  two  of  its  members. 
Consul  Sixten  Kyser  has  been  its  president  for  years. 
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The  King  Albert  Belgian  stamps  are  printed  at  Malines  and  the  designing 
and  engraving  was  done  by  M.  Ed.  Pellens,  professor  at  the  Academy  of  Fine 
Arts,  at  Antwerp. 

The  new  King  Peter  of  Servia  set  is  like  the  large  portrait  Italian  stamps. 
Probably  they  gave  their  engraver  his  idea.

Those  who  collect  stamps  simply  as  an  investment,  really  know  but  little 
more  of  the  teachings  of  philately  than  the  non-collector.  Pleasure  from 
the  study  of  stamps  is  the  thing. 

A  ~  we  understand  it  Bavarian  jubilee  stamps  are  not  good  to  carry  letters 
beyond  the  boundaries  of  that  country. 

We  have  seen  it  estimated  that  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  school  children 
of  Chicago  are  more  or  less  interested  in  stamp  collecting.  Probably  the  es* 
timate  is  high  but  a  lot  of  ’em  collect. 

Look  out  for  counterfeits  of  Antiquia  1899.  Quite  a  few  floating  around. 

We  have  received  from  W.  R.  Ricketts  the  second  installment  of  the  “Phil- 
atelic  Literature  Bibliography  Index.”  It  ranges  from  “American  Philatelic 
Society  to  "Auction  Prices  of  Philatelic  Literature.”  It  is  very  fine  and  the 
best  that  has  been  issued  in  this  country. 

I  have  no  doubt  if  you  look  over  this  paper  carefully  you  will  find  many 
things  of  interest  to  you. 

Many  stamp  collectors  are  extremely  careless  and  are  the  cause  of  much 
annoyance  to  dealers  who  send  out  approval  sheets.  Many  times  they  lay  let¬ 
ter:-  containing  sheets  to  one  side  and  without  taking  the  trouble  to  look  them 
up,  write  the  dealer  that  they  have  been  returned.  Afterwards  the  stamps  turn 
up. 


In  these  dajs,  when  the  number  of  stamps  that  are  issued  runs  into  tens 
of  thousands,  the  collector  of  moderate  means  finds  it  more  and  more  impossi¬ 
ble  to  gather  everything.  Of  some  countries  and  colonies  he  may  have  a  full 
page,  but  there  are  probably  heaps  of  places  in  his  album  that  are  all  but 
blank.  The  tendency,  in  view  of  this  difficulty  of  gathering  everything  that  ap¬ 
pears,  is  to  limit  one’s  attention  to  certain  pet  countries  and  entirely  disre¬ 
gard  all  others.  The  plan  I  am  about  to  suggest  is  novel,  but  it  has  the  merit 
of  creating  in  the  collector  a  world-wide  interest  in  stamps.  It  is  this:  Let  him 
fill  in  his  favorite  countries  as  much  as  he  likes,  but  at  the  same  time  let  him 
take  one  copy  of  each  type  of  every  other  issue  that  appears.  He  will  thus  ac¬ 
quire  at  little  cost  a  collection  which  shall  in  its  way  represent  the  world’s  is-  ifc- 
eues;  he  will  have  a  copy  of  every  known  type.”

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HISTORY  IN  COINS  AND  MEDALS.— From  Our  Own  London  Correspondent 


The  pending  retirement  of  Herbert  Appold  Grueber,  F.  S.  A.,  the  popular 
Keeper  of  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  at  the  British  Museum,  under 
the  age  limit  clause,  is  viewed  with  more  than  a  feeling  of  regret  by  his  col¬ 
leagues  and  subordinates  and  students  in  his  department.  Mr.  Grueber  may 
almost  be  looked  upon  as  the  “father”  of  the  British  Museum  for  he  entered 
that  institution  in  1866.  He  was  at  first  attached  to  the  sec  re  tat  \  s  offi  “•  Not 
finding  the  work  congenial,  he  began  to  read  for  the  Bar,  tut  has  nevei  piac- 
ticed.  In  1870  a  vacancy  occurred  in  the  Medal  Room,  and  at  the  request  of  the 
then  Keeper,  Stuart  Poole,  Mr.  Grueber  was  transferred  to  that  departmer' 
The  selecti'  n  was  a  most  fortunate  one,  not  only  for  the  museum,  but  for 
numismatists  in  general  and  the  science  of  numismatics.  Mr.  Grueber’s  first, 
publication  was  the  catalogue  of  Roman  medallions,  which  was  followed  by  the 
second  volume  of  Anglo-Saxon  coins.  He  then  edited  and  extended  w’  Sir 
Wollaston  Franks  the  “Medallic  History  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,”  tich 
he  has  enlarged  lately  into  a  fully  illustrated  edition,  including  all  th 
acquisitions.  He  also  reproduced  the  Handbook  to  the  Coins  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland  in  connection  with  the  Exhibition  of  Electrotypes.  His  last  puo- 
lished  work  was  that  on  the  Roman  Republican  coinage  which  includes  all 
known  coins,  whether  specimens  were  in  the  British  Museum  or  not.  The  work 
extends  to  three  volumes,  each  of  nearly  six  hundred  pages,  and  occupied  the 
author  nearly  ten  years. 

His  energies  have  not,  however,  by  any  means  been  confined  strictly  to 
*the  department.  With  his  late  chief,  Mr.  Poole,  he  revised  all  the  Oriental 
catalogues  in  proof,  and  he  compiled  a  catalogue  of  the  exhibition  of  the  Royal 
House  of  Tudor.  He  is  treasurer  of  the  Egypt  Exploration  Fund,  vice-presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society,  part  author  of  Ijhe  article  on  numis¬ 
matics  in  the  “Encyclopaedia  Brittannica”  and  joint  editor  of  the  “Numis¬ 
matic  Chronicle.” 

Seen  by  your  correspondent  Mr.  Grueber  was  asked  whether,  in  his  opin¬ 
ion,  the  Department  of  Coins  is  as  well  known  as  the  other  departments  of  the 
museum.

TRANSPORTS  MONEY  IN  TRUNK. 


Nothing’  to  look  at  but  money!  Gold  rarities,  greenbacks,  silver  and  frac' 
tional  currency  on  every  side! 

Butlocks  and  the  police  will  guard  the  treasure  that  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  opened  to  public  gaze  in  Rochester  Convention  Hall.  The 
exhibits  are  valued  at  $2,000,000. 

<  oin  gatherers  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  flocked  into  the  city 
yesterday  carrying  miniature  mints  in  handbags.  A  Colorado  mine  owner, 
whose  Washington  connections  have  enabled  him  to  assemble  a  collection  worth 
half  a  mililon  dollars,  required  a  trunk  to  transport  his  relics.  A  smoker  at  the 
Hotel  Rochester  in  th  e  evening  brought  hosts  and  guests  together. 

“I’m  waiting  to  see  the  dollar  worth  $3,600,”  remarked  one  man. 

From  the  depths  of  the  Coloradoan’s  trunk  the  prize,  shiny-faced  and  bear¬ 
ing  the  date  of  1804,  was  lifted.  With  it  came  a  glistening  gold  double  eagle 
designed  by  St.  Gaudens.  There  are  but  six  of  the  latter  in  existence,  one 
belonging  to  Theodore  Roosevelt.  They  were  struck  off  in  1907  as  experiments, 
but  banking  employees  found  it  impossible  to  build  stacks  with  th  em  because 
of  their  rounded  surface.  Twelve  of  the  18  minted  were  turned  back  into  the 
melting  pot,  and  th  e  design  was  refused. 


The  1804  dollar  was  viewed  reverently.  Henry  O.  Granberg,  the  owner, 
questions  the  existence  of  one  like  it.  On  the  rim  is  cut  the  words,  “One  Hun¬ 
dred  Cents,”  and  the  face  bears  the  head  of  the  Goddess  of  Liberty,  with  the 
date  beneath.  It,  too,  was  a  design  refused  by  the  government. 

“People  laugh  at  us  collectors, who  perhaps  sometimes  lay  uorselves  open  to' 
ridicule  and  good-humored  pleasantry,”  Waldo  C.  Moore,  general  secretary  of 
the  association,  held  the  numismatists  who  attended  the  smoker,  “But  those 
who  laugh  surely  have  missed  one  of  the  things  that  make  life  worth  living. 

“It  isn't  child’s  play.  It  is  a  life  work.  It  reduces  knowledge  to  actual  use 
and  a  love  for  collecting  is  no  more  vain  and  useless  than  are  other  passions. 
In  the  coinage  of  the  United  States,  collectors  have  an  important  series  vary¬ 
ing  in  design  but  retaining  an  almost  unvariel  series  of  representations  of  the 
same  type. 


"Real  collecting  means  more  than  the  mere  purchase  of  a  rare  coin,  an  ar¬ 
tistic  medal  or  a  specimen  catalogued  among  the  almost  endless  series  of  the 
promises  to  pay.  Half  the  pleasure  lies  in  the  remembrance  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  particular  coins  are  obtained,  -  and  when  one  has  secured  a  really' 
good  one  for  a  moderate  figure  the  joy  is  greater  in  proportion  as  the  price 
paid  is  low. 


“Why  do  we  collect  coins?  Some  dabble  in  the  science  lor  the  sake  of  col¬ 
lecting  or  for  their  own  amusement;  some  on  account  of  the  coins  collected,  0|, 
maybe  the  chance  for  gain  when  they  sell.  Others  subscribe  for  the  various 
publications,  visit  museums,  acquaint  themselves  with  numismatic  friends  or 
perhaps  join  different  collectors  associations  and  thereby  become  more  or 
less  scientific  numismatists.” 

The  collecting  of  coins  is  an  endless  quest,  Mr.  Moore  declared.  Always 
some  new  issue  arrests  attention  or  some  hidden  specimen,  after  many  years, 
makes  its  appearance.  The  number  of  collectors  increases  as  the  years  pass, 
but  the  number  of  coins  and  medals  available  for  the  cabinet  seems  to  diminish.  ^  j 
Collectors  complain  th  at  they  can  no  longer  buy  cheaply,  that  the  rare  things 


are  being  rapidly  absorbed  into  many  times  the  private  collections  and  public 
^raseums  that  used  to  exist. 

■k  “Although  rarity  is  the  chief  element  in  .the  value  of  a  coin  or  medal, ,r  Mr. 
Moore  concluded,  “it  would  be  poor  policy  to  try  to  form  a  cabinet  of  nothing 
but  rarities — those  excessively  rare  and  almost  unprocurable  gems.  A  million* 
aire  might  make  the  trial,  but  he  would  face  failure  from  the  beginning.” 

The  $500,000  possessions  of  Mr.  Granberg,  which  amount  practically  to  a 
history  of  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Printing  and  Engraving,  were  placed  in 
their  section  yesterday,  occupying  an  entire  side  of  the  Convention  Hall  annex. 
They  have  been  insured  against  fire  and  a  patrolman  has  been  detailed  to  see 
that  no  one  walks  off  with  them. 


Mr.  Granberg’s  exhibit  of  fractional  paper  currency  is  shown  for  the  first 
time  anywhere.  It  contains  hundreds  of  pieces  not  in  any  institution  and  there 
is  not  only  an  enormous  variety,  but  numberless  patterss  and  experimental  de¬ 
signs.  In  coloring,  paper  and  combination  of  models  the  collection  is  said  to  be 
unequaled. 

Notes  of  different  shades,  a  majority  of  which  were  never  in  legalized 
circulation  are  shown,  together  with  curiosities  in  figures  and  engravings. 
Some  of  the  pieces  represent  specimens  that  were  issued  by  bank  note  com¬ 
panies  as  samples  to  be  submitted  to  the  government  and  never  emerged  from 
the  experimental  stage.  A  Lincoln  50-cent  piece  shown  in  lithograph,  a  skele¬ 
tonized  Washington  shin-plaster  and  a  50-cent  proof  piece  in  red,  green  and 
h5\ue,  as  a  color  test,  are  among  the  oddities.  There  is  also  a  proof  of  a  silver 
gHtllar,  of  1802,  which  was  not  circulated,  and  a  Louisiana  Exposition  dollar  of 
K.'h skan  gold — the  only  one  in  existence.— -Rochester  Paper.

The  vast  hoard  of  confederate  currency  seized  by  the  union  army  during 
the  civil  war,  which  has  been  stored  in  the  federal  treasury  for  half  a  century, 
is  being  distributed  among  institutions  the  country  over  for  preservation  a3 
historic  relics. 


A  woman  of  Chicago,  upon  whom  somebody  had  passed  a  lead  dollar, 
sought  the  advice  today  of  her  townsman,  Franklin  MacVeagh,  secretary  of 
the  treasury,  as  to  the  course  she  could  pursue  with  honor  and  still  not  lose  the 
dollar. 

“Thinking  it  would  be  a  crime  to  try  to  pass  it,  I  thought  I  would  write 
and  find  out  your  opinion  of  the  matter,  as  I  do  not  care  to  lose  a  dollar,”  she 
w^nte.

A  Louisville  matron,  who  for  sentimental  reasons  had  treasured  a  muti¬ 
lated  dollar  bill,  sent  it  to  the  treasury  today  for  redemption  with  the  accom¬ 
panying  note:  “I  have  had  this  bill  for  some  time,  but  have  neglected  to  have 
it  redeemed.  In  the  meantime,  however,  I  have  acquired  two  little  girls  and  a 
dollar  looks  much  bigger  than  it  used  to  look.  As  its  buying  power  seems  to  be 
LSteadily  decreasing,  I  send  it  in  while  it  is  still  worth  30  cent.  ”  A  new  one 
lio liar  note  was  sent  to  her.

A  movement  which  will  no  doubt  find  considerable  favor,  has  been  in¬ 
augurated  in  London  for  the  purpose  of  collecting,  in  a  central  museum,  the 
records,  portraits,  statuary,  trophies,  relics,  and  literature  of  all  British  na¬ 
tional  sports,  and  for  providing  an  honorable  resting  place  for  objects  of  in¬ 
terest  connected  therewith  which  are  now  scattered  throughout  the  country. 
The  scope  will  be  broad  and  comprehensive,  embracing  everything  in  sport.  An 
influential  committee  has  been  formed,  which  includes  the  names  of  many  well 
known  sportsmen.  ^ 


The  U.  S.  S.  Santee,  one  of  the  oldest  vessels  in  the  navy,  was  sold  re¬ 
cently  to  Joseph  G.  Hitner  of  Philadelphia  for  $3,610.  The  Santee  was  laid 
down  in  1820  and  for  a  generation  was  one  of  the  famous  sailing  frigates  in 
the  naval  service.  It  was  extenisvely  repaired  just  before  the  Civil  War,  after 
which  it  was  assigned  for  the  use  of  the  Naval  Academy  as  a  training  ship. 


The  romantic  discovery  of  an  Eeckhout  masterpiece  has  just  been  made 
in  Dundee.  David  Petrie,  partner  in  t  he  firm  of  Petrie  Brothers  of  Dundee, 
was  struck  by  an  unframfcl  painting  in  a  salesroom  in  that  city.  The  picture 
was  almost  undiscernible  owing  to  the  dust  of  years,  but  he  decided  to  bid  for 
it,  ami  the  picture  was  knocked  down  to  him  for  $2.30.  The  work  was  taken 
to  be  renovated,  and  in  the  process  the  signature  of  Eeckhout  was  discovered 
in  t  he  corner,  with  the  date  1652.  The  subject  is  Jacob’s  Dream.  Experts 
who  have  examined  the  picture  have  declared  it  to  be  a  genuine  work  of 
Rembrandt’s  famous  pupil.  Are  connoisseur  stated  that  it  was  the  best  Eeck¬ 
hout  he  had  seen  and  was  worth  $10,000.  _ 


To  the  present  generation  Gretna  Green  is  little  more  than  a  memory.  It 
has  ceased  to  be  a  “resort  for  all  amorous  couples  whose  union  the  prudence  of 
parents  prohibited.”  and  therefore  great  interest  attaches  to  the  recent  sale  in 
London  of  original  certificates  of  marriages  at  Gretna  during  the  first  part  of 
the  last  century  and  also  a  register  kept  by  John  Linton,  whose  house  was  the 
most  popular  lor  el  ping  couples.  There  are  over  one  thousand  runaway  cer¬ 
tificates,  including  Edward  Gibbon  Wakefield  and  Ellen  Turner,  Prince  Carlo  jf  , 
Borbonne  and  Penelope  Caroline  Smyth  and  Richard  Brinsley  Sheridan,  a 


grandson  of  the  dramatist,  who  married  Maria  Grant. 


An  old  toll  measure  now  in  the  possession  of  the  family  of  L.  H.  Beals,  of 
Westfield,  Mass.,  was  once  owned  by  Joseph  Beals,  of  Plainfield,  the  godly 
“Mountain  Miller,”  whose  saintly  life  was  the  subject  of  the  tract  “The  Moun¬ 
tain  Miller”  published  by  the  American  Tract  society  many  years  ago  and 
which  today  is  being  read  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  The  toll  measure  was  used 
by  the  miller  in  1789  in  measuring  out  grain  to  his  customers. 


Although  King  Edward  and  Queen  Alexandra  did  much  towards  the  re¬ 
covery  of  the  many  valuable  treasures  of  art  which  lay  buried  in  the  various 
unused  rooms  of  Windsor  Castle,  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  and  Queen 
Mary  is  undertaking  the  task  of  overhauling  and  classifying  the  vast  accumu¬ 
lation  which  has  not  seen  the  light  of  day  for  centuries.  She  has  discovered, 
among  other  things  a  superb  collection  of  miniatures  of  the  leading  beauties  of 
the  early  and  middle  parts  of  last  century,  a  number  of  which  defied  identifi¬ 
cation  until  her  aunt,  the  Grand  Duchess  of  Mecklenburg-Strelitz,  came  to  her 
aid  with  her  inimitable  knowledge  of  the  women  of  that  time.  The  buried 
treasures  at  Windsor  when  recovered  will  form  a  magnificent  addition  to  the 
nation’s  collection  of  art,  and  will  shed  an  interesting  light  on  many  historical 
events. 


Charles  Humrickhouse,  of  Indiana,  owns  a  trunk  lined  with  deer  skin, 
which  is  87  years  aid.  The  deer  was  killed  the  morning  the  father  of  Mr.  Hum- 
ricknouse  was  born.  The  successful  shot  was  fired  by  Mr.  Humrickhouse’s 
grandfather,  a  pioneer  justice  of  the  peace, and  the  deer  skin  was  used  to  cover 
the  box  in  which  the  magistrate  kept  his  papers.  The  inside  of  the  trunk  is 
lined  with  newspapers  printed  in  the  first  year  of  Andrew  Jackson’s  adminis¬ 
tration.  Among  the  collection  of  relics  which  Mr.  Humrickhouse  keeps  in  the 
box  are  pipes  used  by  his  forefathers,  and  there  are  two  pieces  of  tobacco 
many  years  old.  He  also  has  a  lamp  which  is  200  years  old,  a  very  peculiar 
looking  relic,  made  of  iron,  and  herring  a  crude  resemblance  to  a  tea  kettle. 
There  are  candle  snuffers,  green  goggles  such  as  our  grandfathers  used  to 
wear  also  in  the  collection. 

Mute  evidence  of  a  mortal  combat  that  may  have  occurred  centuries  ago 
was  revealed  to  J.  K.  Magunussen,  a  timber  cruiser  on  the  slopes  of  Bount  Ba¬ 
ker  in  Washington.  Imbedded  in  the  lower  edge  of  Roosevelt  Glacier  were  the 
crumbling  bones  of  a  buck  deer  of  more  than  ordinary  size.  Digging  down 
into  the  ice,  the  cruiser  discovered  the  remains  of  a  second  animal,  the  body 
^  n  an  excellent  state  of  preservation.  The  antlers  of  the  animals  were  tightly 
interlocked,  showing  that  the  deer  had  died  in  battle.  From  the  position  of  the 
skeleton  and  the  body  in  the  glacier  Magunussen  is  of  the  opinion  that  they 
were  carried  a  long  distance  down  the  mountain  side.  As  the  glacier  flows  only 
four  or  five  inches  a  day,  the  battle  of  the  bucks  may  have  occurred  centuries 
ago. 


So  rapid  are  the  changes  in  modes  of  conveyance  that  the  authorities  of 
the  new  London  Museum  have  placed  a  hansom  cab,  duly  numbered,  labeled 
and  catalogued  in  their  collection  of  curious  relics  of  the  past.

The  largest  collection  of  relics  and  curios  to  be  seen  in  New  Mexico  is  at 
the  Alvarado  Hotel  in  Albuquerque. 


The  editor  of  this  department  will  appreciate  clippings  pertaining  to  Mex¬ 
ico,  and  will  be  glad  to  reciprocate,  if  possible. 

It  has  been  sugegsted  that  the  buffalo  be  substituted  for  the  Goddess  of 
Liberty  on  the  “nickle” — why  not  make  it  a  bull  moose? 

We  have  heard  of  considerable  agitation  in  regard  to  changing  the  size  of 
paper  money — hope  they  dont’  make  it  smaller,  all  of  ’em  we  get  are  too  small 
now. 


Most  of  the  Indian  baskets  from  New  Mexico  are  made  by  the  women  of 
the  Apache  tribe.  These  baskets  are  of  two  kinds,  a  bowl  shaped  one  and  a 
very  fine  one  used  as  water  jugs.  The  material  used  is  cottonwood  and  willow.

We  have  an  inquiry  for  an  old  lance  or  spearhead  used  during  historic  * 
times  by  the  Plains  Indians,  one  that  has  seen  actual  service  preferred.  Not 
being  able  to  locate  one  we  ask  any  of  our  readers  who  may  have  one,  which 
they  wish  to  dispose  of,  to  write  us. 


The  editor  of  this  department  has  an  old  candlestick,  which  could  it  talk 
would  no  doubt  tell  interesting  stories  of  the  early  days  in  Middle  Tennessee, 
as  well  as  civil  war  times  and  reconstruction  period.  It  is  known  to  have  been 
in  the  family  for  four  generations  and  came  across  the  Cumberland  mountains 
when  that  was  the  far  west,  and  now  has  travelled  out  to  the  far  west  again. 


Among  New  Mexico’s  most  interesting  sights  are  the  Cliff  Dwellings, some 
of  which  are  supposed  o  be  more  than  a  thousand  years  old.  The  largest  of 
these,  the  cliff  palace  in  the  Mesa  Verde  National  Park,  is  three  hundred  feet 
in  length  and  besides  containing  over  two  hundred  living  rooms  has  numerous 
large  assembly  rooms  or  kivas.  Other  ruins  which  have  been  located  in  the 
neighborhood  of  this  number  three  hundred  seventy  five. 


The  collector  who  has  the  “camera  halpt”  gets  more  out  of  collecting  than 
the  one  who  has  not.  We  as  collectors  see  many  fine  specimens  which  we  can 
not  hope  to  own.  Then  why  not  do  the  next  best  thing,  own  a  good  photograph 
of  it,  one  into  which  you  have  put  your  own  individuality.  A  well  arranged 
collection  of  good  photographs  can  be  made  very  attractive  as  well  as  highly 
instructive. 

“The  Corn  Dance  at  Santo  Domingo,”  is  a  very  interesting  article  which  * 


appeared  recently  in  Collier’s.  The  story  is  written  by  Blair  Jackel  and  the 
p  lotographs  were  furnished  by  Chas.  A.  Wright,  an  Albuquerque  curio  dealer 
and  Indian  Authority.  The  half  tones  are  done  in  a  yellow  tint  which  adds 
greatly  to  their  attractiveness  and  the  story  occupies  a  page  and  half. 

Mr.  N.  C.  Nelson,  representing  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History, 
of  New  York  City, is  now  engaged  in  conducting  extensive  excavations  at  San 
Crestoval  in  Santa  Fe  County. 

Mr.  Nelson  has  a  force  of  a  dozen  men  at  work  and  will  continue  exca¬ 
vating  for  some  time.  A  village  of  over  three  hundred  rooms  has  been  uncov¬ 
ered.  He  has  found  thirty  skeletons  of  prehistoric  men,  together  with  many 
bone  and  stone  implements,  pottery  and  other  valuable  articles. 

Among  the  ruins  excavated  was  a  house  of  seventy-two  rooms,  and  ex¬ 
tensive  irrigation  ditches  which  show  that  this  section  was  cultivated  hundreds 
of  years  before  white  men  landed  in  America. 

All  thirty  of  the  skeletons  found  show  conclusively  that  they  are  not  of 
any  race  now  living  in  New  Mexico.  One  of  the  skeletons,  that  of  a  woman, 
was  laying  as  though  asleep  with  hands  crossed  on  her  chest,  and  had  evi¬ 
dently  never  been  buried.

In  a  communication  recently  received  by  Prof.  Nelson  in  response  to  a 
letter  written  to  E.  A.  Tiffany,  of  Marmarth,  on  whose  place  was  recently 
found  portions  of  the  skeleton  of  a  prehistoric  mammoth,  Mr.  Tiffany  gives 
some  interesting  information  regarding  his  find. 

Before  describing  the  present  find,  Mr.  Tiffany  goes  on  to  describe  the 
discovery  of  certain  fossilized  remains  discovered  about  two  miles  from  the 
present  find,  when  a  skeleton  was  discovered  in  a  creek  bed,  one  leg  bone  of 
which  measured  four  feet  and  four  inches  long,  nine  inches  wade  and  six 
inches  thick,  and  which  measured  eighteen  inches  across  the  joint.  The  shoul- 
der  blade  was  three  feet  across  and  the  length  of  the  leg  to  the  top  of  the 
shoulder  blade  was  eighteen  feet.  Portions  of  the  vertebra  and  other  bones 
were  also  found,  but  crumbled  when  exposed  to  the  air. 

The  present  discovery  was  made  on  a  hill  about  three-fourths  of  a  mile 
from  where  the  first  remains  were  found,  and  are  apparently  those  of  a 
smaller  animal,  as  the  joint  to  corespond  with  the  one  described  above  was 
fourteen  inches  across.  Mr.  Tiffany  states  that  he  has  some  of  the  rib  bones 
together  with  either  toe  or  nail  bones,  which,  he  is  in  doubt.  He  thinks  all  of 
the  skeleton  with  the  possible  exception  of  the  skull,  which  has  not  yet  been 
discovered,  is  present.  He  relates  traveling  over  a  strip  of  country  located 
about  two  miles  from  his  place  and  v.'hich  extends  for  ten  miles  which  is  a 
solid  bed  of  fossil  sea  shells,  relics  of  an  age  when  the  mighty  deep  once 
claimed  the  entire  upper  portion  of  the  Mississippi  Valley,  and  the  turbid 
waters  rolled  in  awful  primeval  tempests  before  the  dawn  of  the  human  race, 
for  whose  habitation  the  earth  was  not  yet  fitted.  Cephalopods,  scaphites  ar  i 
marine  gastropods  of  the  lower  crustacean  forms  are  here  found  in  abun¬ 
dance,  together  with  other  forms  which  from  description  alone  cannot  be  clas¬ 
sified  without  a  more  extended  examination  of  the  fossils  in  question.  One 
peculiar  circumstance  is  that  quantities  still  glow  with  the  many-hued  effiul- 
gence  of  the  rainbow. — Beach,  North  Dakota,  Chronicle. 


The  Leucite  Hills  of  Wyoming,  located  in  the  Rock  Springs  coal  district, 
have  long  been  known  among  geologists  as  interesting  examples  of  volcanic 
outflows  of  an  unusual  lava.

4*:..|.many  The  announcement  that  a  western  company  intends  to  erect  a 
plant  in  the  Leucite  Hills  area  for  the  extraction  of  potash  and  alumina  from 
these  rocks  makes  apportune  a  report  just  issued  by  the  Urn  .  States  Geo¬ 
logical  Survey  describing  the  character  and  distribution  of  j  lava  formation 
and  estimating  the  amount  of  potash  ana  alumina  it  co  ^ins. 

Assuming  that  the  process  intended  to  be  emp.oyed  proves  commercially 
feasible,  it  is  highly  interesting  to  note  that  the  Survey  places  the  poash  con¬ 
tent  of  the  leucite  rock  “rn  sight”  at  197,349,(117  tons.  This  estimate  is  based 
on  a  careful  geologic  examination  of  the  area  and  a  series  of  analyses  of  the 
rock,  which  show  an  average  potash  (K20)  content  of  over  10  per  cent. 

During  the  past  30  years  Survey  geologists  have  studied  and  describe 
their  reports  these  lava  deposits,  so  that  the  present  brief  report  by  Geol- 
agists  Whitman  Cross  and  A.  R.  Schultz  is  simply  a  realization  on  the  earlier 
regularg  geologic  work  of  the  Survey.  An  examination  of  the  area  was  made 
bv  Mr  Cross  in  1884,  followed  by  a  careful  study,  describing  in  exact  terms 
these  exceptional  rock  types,  which  at  that  time  held  only  scientific  interest.

A  KOLUMN  FOR  KANSAS  KOLLECTORS.

Dr.  R.  L.  Igel,  a  pharmicist  at  Leaveanworth,  has  on  exhibition  in  his 
store  an  apothecary’s  mortar  and  pestle  that  once  belonged  to  Dr.  Faust,  a 
noted  German  physician,  and  was  made  in  the  year  1516. 


C.  J.  McClung,  postmaster  of  Kansas  City,  Kans.,  has  43  copies  of  the 
later  edition  of  “Poor  Richard’s  Almanac,”  the  historical  publication  origin¬ 
ated  by  Benjamin  Franklin.  They  date  from  1807  to  1850.  He  also  has  a  copy 
of  “Scottish  Presbyterianism,”  a  book  relating  to  the  Presbyterian  martyrs, 
published  in  Edinburgh,  in  1630  and  “The  Laws  of  the  United  States,”  pub¬ 
lished  in  Philadelphia  in  1796.  The  latter  book  was  taken  from  the  office  of  the 
Louisiana  Democrat,  a  strong  secessionist  paper  of  Alexandria,  La.,  aMrch  17, 
1864,  when  Mr.  McClung,  then  an  ensign  in  the  U.  S.  Navy,  entered  the  town 
in  command  of  a  detachment  of  Usion  sailors  and  marines.  “The  editor  of  the 
paper,”  Mr.  McClung  says,  “had  left  the  office  together  with  his  force,  when 
we  landed.  The  book  appeared  to  be  one  of  a  rare  issue,  and  since  our  orders 
were  to  destroy  all  presses,  papers  and  books  in  the  office,  I  appropriated  this 
book  for  my  own  collection.” 


Walter  Gates,  the  well  known  philatelist  of  Oelwein,  la.,  visited  Kansas 
on  a  >tamp-hunt  recently  the  Atchison  Daily  Champion,  says  of  his  visit:  “Wal-  , 
ter  Gates,  a  stamp  collector,  is  in  town  today.  Mr.  Gates  lives  in  Oelwein,  la., 
and  claims  his  collection  of  stamps  ranks  eighth  among  those  of  the  1300  col¬ 
lectors  is  the  United  States.  In  1909  he  exhibited  his  collection  in  New  York 
City  and  it  took  second  prize,  the  first  prize  being  won  by  a  mail  carrier  in 
Pennsylvania,  which  Mr.  Gates  purchased  later.  Mr.  Gates  is  a  machinist  in 
the  railroad  shops  at  Oelwein  and  he  is  taking  a  two  weeks’  vacation  which  he 
is  spending  in  looking  up  rare  stamps  in  Kansas  postoffices,  and  those  in  pri¬ 
vate  collections.” 


While  at  work  on  the  foundation  of  the  new  Meek  undertaking  establish¬ 
ment  in  Hiawatha  recently  the  workmen  unearthed  what  purports  to  have  been 
the  petrified  remains  of  large,  old  rattlesnake,  according  to  the  Brown  County 
World.  The  petrified  rattles,  thirteen  in  number  were  taken  out  and  preserved 
by  Mr.  Meek  himself. 


J.  R.  Snowden,  while  plowing  on  Judge  G.  P.  Aikman’s  farm  just  south  of 
Eldorado,  Kans.,  unearthed  a  long,  cavalry  saber,  with  curved  blade  and  buck-^ 
horn  grip,  which  was  wound  with  barss  wire.  The  scabbard  was  almost  entirely 
consumed  1  >s  rust  and  the  saber  itself  was  badly  ruted.  Several  who  have  ex¬ 
amined  the  saber  say  it  is  not  an  American,  but  a  Spanish  weapon,  and  that  it 
is  evidently  very  old. 


Dr.  Roy  C.  Fisher  of  Wichita,  has  a  unique  collection  in  his  reception 
room.  It  consists  of  the  photos  of  more  than  500  babies  that  he  has  brought  in¬ 
to  the  world.  They  are  mounted  on  panels  and  surmounted  by  a  real  stork 


prepared  by  a  taxideirnist. 


The  editor  of  this  Kolumn  has  a  copy  of  the  first  Charleston  edition  of 
“Domestic  Medicine,”  by  Dr.  William  Buchan,  Felolw  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  of  Edinburgh.  It  was  printed  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  in  1807. 


The  historic  old  John  Brown  cabin  near  Ossawatomie  has  been  removed  to 
the  John  Brown  Memorial  Park  in  that  town.  It  was  erected  in  1853.  It  was  in 
this  cabin  that  John  Brown,  stricken  with  the  fever,  was  nursed  and  concealed 
from  his  enemies.  It  was  here  that  his  son,  Frederick,  was  carried  the  morning 
of  the  day  he  was  murdered,  just  preceding  the  skirmish  between  the  little 
band  of  settlers  and  Captain  Reed’s  band  of  border  fighters.  Here  it  was  that 
old  John  Brown  of  Osawatomie  had  the  only  shelter  that  he  could  call  home. 
In  removing  the  old  house  many  old  papers  and  letters  were  found,  among 
them  several  copies  of  the  New  York  Independent  of  1857.  In  the  same  local¬ 
ity  stands  the  old  Reed  schoolhouse  where  the  first  night  school  for  negro  re¬ 
fugees  was  conducted,  now  much  changed  and  altered;  the  old  Osage  Valley 
House,  where  Horace  Greeley  organized  th  e  Republican  party  in  Kansas  in 
May,  1859,  and  the  old  stone  (Congregational)  church. 


Robert  Thompson  of  Topeka,  has  a  large  and  interesting  collection  of 
photos  depicting  the  early  history  of  that  town.  The  St.  Louis  Republic  of  Au¬ 
gust  4  contains  a  column  account  of  his  collection. 


L.  F.  Duggan  of  Wichita,  district  superintendent  of  the  Missouri  &  Kan¬ 
sas  Telephone  company,  collects  autographs  of  pioneer  telephone  men,  of  which 
he  now  has  a  large  number  including  that  of  Alexander  Graham  Bell,  inventor 
of  the  telephone. 


Mrs.  Lois  Miller  of  Hutchinson,  has  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of  old 
almanacs. 


At  an  old  settler’s  picnic  in  Wise’s  Grove,  in  Wyandotte  county,  recently, 
the  first  family  Bible  brought  to  the  county  was  exhibited  by  William  M.  John¬ 
son  of  Shawnee  Mission.  Mr.  Johnson’s  father,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Johnson, 
brought  the  book  to  the  state  when  he  founded  Shawnee  Methodist  Mission. 
Col.  E.  F.  Heisler,  one  of  the  earliest  residents  and  editor  of  the  Sun,  a  weekly 
newspaper,  exhibited  a  copy  of  the  Siwinowe  Kesibui,  a  newspaper  printed  in 
the  Shawnee  Indian  language  at  Shawnee  Mission.  It  was  printed  in  1841  and 
i  was  circulated  among  the  Indians. 


More  than  half  a  million  dollars  of  old  paper  money,  washed  and  ironed  to 
the  crispness  of  new  in  the  federal  government’s  currency  laundry,  will  be 
placed  in  circulation  tomorrow.  This  lot  will  represent  Uncle  Sam’s  first  job 
as  a  laundry-man.

THE  MAKING  OF  A  COLLECTOR.— By  Will  H.  Everson. 


(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

In  the  spring  of  ’84,  I  obtained  form  one  of  our  sheep  herders  a  new  Hen¬ 
ry  rifle,  No.  2,226,  which  is  still  in  good  shooting  order.  This  is  the  first  rifle  I 
ever  owned,  and  with  on  possible  exception,  I  think  it  is  the  best  Henry  I  have 
ever  seen. 

In  ’86,  m  brother,  returning  from  horse-camp  (breeding)  in  the  high  foot¬ 
hills,  found  a  human  skull  stuck  on  a  broken  bush  beside  a  sheep  camp.  He 
tied  the  old  head-piece  on  the  back  of  his  saddle  and  brought  it  to  me.  Its  ap¬ 
pearance  indicates  15  or  20  years  exposure  to  the  elements,  yet  it  is  in  a  good 
state  of  preservation,  and  the  jaws  continue  to  hold  6  or  7  well  word  ^ 
and  broken  old  “grinders;”  a  hole  in  the  back  of  skull  looks  to  have  been  made 
by  bullet,  or  arrow. 

Sometime  in  the  same  year  (’86),  “Pap”  D.  brought  me  an  old  iron  spear 
head  < 8”x2 ”x3  V’  shank)  which  he  had  plowed  up  in  his  fields,  close  to  the 
head  of  the  Missouri  River  and  which  may  very  likely  have  been  olst  there  by 
someone  with  the  Lewis  &  Clark  party  when  the  camped  “near  a  plateau  at 
head  of  the  Missouri;”— July  26,  1805,  or  on  their  return  trip  the  following 
year.  I  forgot  to  ask  “Pap"  how  long  he  had  kept  the  spear  hear. 

About  two  years  later  he  brought  me  a  bison  hair-abll,  which  he  found  on 
the  range,  east  and  not  far  from  the  canon  which  marks  the  head  of  the  Mis¬ 
souri  River.  This  ball  is  composed  of  hair  lickings,  carried  with  lood  into  the 
stomach  of  a  buffalo,  where  gastric  juices  and  the  action  of  the  organs  shaped 
it  into  a  very  solid  and  symmetrical  ball,  t  is  solid,  smooth  and  hard,  but 
liKht looks  like  a  water-worn  cobble,  or  “nigger  head”  stone — almost  ex¬ 
actly  round,  4%  inches  in  diameter  and  3  inches  thick.  This  ball  of  hair  is 
considered  a  rare  freak. 

In  '87  I  visited  the  old  homestead  in  Pennsylvania,  and  while  there  my 
baggage  absorbed  a  pair  of  ancient  silver  knee  buckles,  and  a  genuine  tortoise¬ 
shell  comb— back  hair— 3% -inch  teeth,  back  2%  inches  high  by  6  inches  wide; 
“The  Schoolmafter's  Affiftant,”  (old  English  form  of  “The  Schoolmaster’s 
Assistant.”)  by  Thomas  Dillworth,  London,  1799;  “A  Journal  of  the  life  of 
John  rGafton,”  printed  by  Daniel  Lawrence,  Stanford,  N.  Y.,  1805;  “The  Co¬ 
lumbian  Orator,” — Boston,  1817,  copyrighter  in  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  the  in¬ 
dependence  of  the  United  States  of  Ameirca;  Weem’s  “Washington.”  Philadel¬ 
phia,  1837;  and  other  books,  nearly  all  in  old  fashion  full  calf  (or  sheep)  bind-

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The  annual  convention  of  the  International  Society  of  Archaeologists  went 
into  session  at  the  Art  museum  yesterday  afternoon.  It  proved  to  ‘ be  the  larg- 
est  and  most  enthusiastic  meeting  the  society  has  ever  held  Ovei  100  me™ 
hers  from  all  parts  of  the  country  were  present.  Many  of  them  brought  with 
them  rare  and  famous  specimens  and  the  exhibition  of  these  with  interesting 
data  on  their  history  formed  probably  the  most  enjoyable  of  the  many  futures. 

Dr.  Willis  C.  Mills,  curator  and  librarian  of  the  Ohio  State  Archaeologma 
and  Historical  society,  gave  a  very  interesting  and  instructive  talk.  Fi?.u<  *  ' 
lector  W  L  Griffin  of  Somerset,  Ky.,  showed  and  described  one  ot  the  mo.  t 
comprehensive  collections  seen  at  the  meeting.  After  the  addresses  the  mem¬ 
ber  looked  over  the  exhibit  of  the  Art  museum,  under  the  personal  direction  o 

Philip  Hinkle,  curator  of  the  museum. 

Dr  Mills  in  his  talk  dwelt  upon  the  importance  of  Ohio  as  a  held  tor  ar¬ 
chaeological  investigation  and  declared  there  was  enough  work  in  this  line  in 
Hamilton  county  alone  to  occupy  twenty-five  years.  He  laid  much  stress  upon 
the  importance  of  attention  to  detail  by  the  student  of  archaeology  in  his 
search  for  evidence  regarding  he  primitive  peoples  of  America. 

Other  addresses  were  made  by  David  B.  Emert,  the  first  president  of  the 
society;  Prof.  F.  W.  Gottlieb,  of  Morristown,  Ind.,  and  by  Allen  Jesse  Reynolds 
of  Madison,  Ind.,  secretary  of  the  organization. 

The  meeting,  first  called  as  a  semi-official  one,  was  made  official  and  W.  L. 
Griffin  of  Somerset,  Ky.,  was  elected  permanent  president  of  the  convention  and 
H  C.  Shetrone  of  Columbus,  O.,  permanent  secretary. 

Mr.  Shetrone  has  one  of  the  most  complete  private  collections  of  relics  of 
the  bygone  days,  including  flint  implements  and  weapons,  pottery  and  utensils. 
He  exhibited  the  most  perfect  flint  spearhead  that  is  known  to  exist.  It  is 

seven  inches  long  and  is  without  a  flaw.

Would  also  like 
to  know  just  where  Fort  Brown  was  situated,  as  I  am  unable  to  find  anything 
in  regard  to  it  at  present.

One  S  de  Ha^  the  Large  Numerals,  1834.  and  Other  Side  Has  Bunch  of  Grapes 

This  c«  in,  while  not  of  government  mint,  was  used  as  money  at  Howell 
Works  in  Monmouth  County,  New  Jersey.  The  works  were  owned  by  James  P. 
Vllaii.  .  f  New  York.  I  have  read  that  the  furnace  was  built  in  1831,  but  that 
is  a  mistake  as  my  grandfather,  a  skilled  iron  worker,  was  foreman  of  the 
works  in  1820.  The  works  were  closed  in  1849  or  50  owing  to  the  native  ore 
becoming  exhausted.  The  place  was  a  small  village  in  itse.f,  as  the  works  fur¬ 
nished  employment  for  many  men  There  was  the  so-called  manion  house,  rows 
of  tenant  houses,  a  large  brick  boarding  house,  a  wholesale  and  retail  store, 
church  and  school  house.  When  I  was  a  girl  the  furnace  was  in  ruins,  though 
many  of  the  houses  were  inhabited,  and  Mrs.  Allaire  and  her  son  still  lived 
there.  Aft  heir  death  the  place  was  abandoned  and  was  called  “  the  deserted 
village.”  It  is  now  owned,  I  think,  by  Mr.  Brisbane  of  New  York,  an  editor  of 
Hearst’s.  There  were  two  kinds  of  coins  used,  one  for  the  store  trade  and  the 
other  for  purchasing  garden  truck,  etc.,  and  were  called  store  and  garden  mon¬ 
ey.  There  were  also  one,  two,  three  and  five  dollar  bills  used.  This  money  was 
adopted  to  avoid  book  keeping,  as  at  the  end  of  the  run  which  was  from  nine  to 
eleven  months,  the  men  were  paid  what  was  due  them  in  legal  money.— Sent  by 
Mrs.  H.  H.  Miller,  Forrester,  Ill.

They  bring  the  chief  treasures  of  their  tribes 
for  exhibition  purposes  and  the  articles  shown,  which  are  never  sold,  are  a  de¬ 
light  to  the  eye.  I  saw,  last  year,  a  remarkably  handsome  war  bonnet  of  pure 
white  feathers  and  a  bead  scarf  about  eight  yards  long.  Every  bead  was  strung 
on  deer’s  sinew  and  the  owner  of  the  csarf  told  me  thaht  it  took  six  years  of 
work  to  make  it.  I  asked  him  the  meaning  of  the  various  designs  used  in  its 
construction  and  he  replied  that  they  were  so  ancient  that  he  did  not  know 
their  meaning.  They  had  come  down  to  him  from  his  great  grandfather. 

This  Indian,  an  Iroquois,  was  very  intelligent.  Learning  that  I  was  in¬ 
terested  in  early  history  he  plied  me  with  questions  about  the  Old  Stone  Mill 
at  Newport  which  he  had  just  visited.  He  intended,  he  said  to  visit  the  stone 
tower  at  Norumbega  Park,  Mass.,  before  returning  to  Canada.  He  listened  ear¬ 
nestly  to  what  I  told  him  about  the  so-called  “Norseman’s  Rock”  at  Bristol, 
R.  I.,  and  the  “Dighton  Rock”  in  Taunton  River. 

The  Iroquois,  he  told  me,  have  carefully  preserved  their  ancient  traditions. 
Many  of  these  relate  to  New  England,  particularly  Maine. 

He  suggested  that  the  white  people  would  do-  well  to  collect  the  Indian 
traditions  and  compare  them  with  known  historical  facts.  By  so  doing,  he 
l  'n-'Ught,  they  might  get  at  the  truth  of  some  puzzling  matters.  “But,”he  added 
contemptuously,  “few  white  people  like  you.  Most  think  Indian  talk  all  brag 


or  all  lie,  but  we  Indians  know  our  stories  came  from  somewhere  very  lotajp 
ago.  Must  have  some  truth  in  them.” 

1  have  no  doubt  that  the  Canadian  Iroquois  have  a  rich  store  of  traditions 
and  legends.  I  know  few  more  fascinating  books  than  Prof.  Charles  G.  Ice¬ 
land's  “Algonquin  Legends  of  New  England,”  a  work  embracing  the  folk  lore 
of  the  Micmacs,  Passamaquoddies,  and  Penobscots.  The  Algonquin  “Master 
Rabbit”  reminds  one  of  the  famous  “Brer  Rabbit”  of  Uncle  Remus’  tales.  All 
the  stories  strikingly  resemble  the  Norse  traditions  and,  I  think,  show  plainly 
that  the  Vikings  who  visited  the  New  England  coast  left  a  strong  impress  upon 
the  religion  and  customs  of  the  Indian  inhabitants.  * 

Another  Iroquois  whom  I  met  wore  the  handsomest  native  costume  I  <ver 
saw.  He  was  fairly  a  blaze  of  bead  work.  He  was  a  small  man,  very  haughty, 
however,  and  with  typical  Indian  features,  and  a  commanding  manner.  His 
wife  was  a  handsome  French-Indian  girl. 

I  encountered  the  couple  in  a  local  furniture  store  where  the  wife  was  pur¬ 
chasing  a  go-cart  for  her  baby.  The  child,  a  pretty  little  boy,  was  strapped  to 
a  board  and  the  mother  found  difficulty  in  finding  a  cart  of  sufficient  width  to 
accommodate  the  board. 

By  praising  the  child,  I  drew  the  mother  into  conversation  as  she  spoke 
English  well.  The  haughty  father,  however,  disdained  to  speak.  At  last  a  go- 
cart  was  found  into  which  the  board  fitted.  As  the  couple  were  about  leaving 
the  store  the  husband  said, in  perfect  English:“You’ve  forgotten  your  moccasin." 

The  woman  had  been  showing  the  moccasin  to  me  and  had  let  it  fall  to  the' 
floor.  She  made  no  reply  to  the  husband’s  reminder  but,  drawing  herself  up, 
looked  him  full  in  the  face. 

He  stood  for  a  moment  like  a  statue.  Then  slowly  the  color  rose  to  his 
bronze  face,  creeping  up  beyond  the  band  of  his  war  bonnet.  At  last,  with  an 
abashed  smile,  he  stooped,  lifted  the  moccasin,  and  laid  it  in  the  go-cart.  Then 
he  stalked  out  haughtily,  the  woman  following  and  darting  over  her  shoulder 
at  me  a  glance  of  mingled  amusement  and  triumph.  It  was  comedy  in  which 
white  blood  triumphed.  That  woman  had  not  travelled  in  the  United  States 
with  closed  eyes. 

The  Canadian  Iroquois  make  baskets  of  many  designs,  some  of  them  very 
small  and  dainty.  They  make  rattles  of  gourds  which  are  precisely  like  those 
so  common  in  Porto  Rico.  The  Spanish  settlers  of  Porto  Rico  borrowed  Tne 
rattle  designs  from  the  aborigines  of  that  island  and  the  question  arises  as  to 
why  the  Canadian  Indian  should  use  the  same  patterns  for  decoratios  as  the 
antives  of  the  tropics.  These  patterns  must  have  come  down  through  many 
centuries  in  both  cases. 

The  eastern  Indians  certainly  form  an  interesting  subject  for  study  but  a 
subject  t  hat  has  attracted  comparatively  little  attention.  The  garbled  ac¬ 
counts  of  newspaper  reporters,  who  occasionally  pay  flying  vistis  to  the  Maine 
settlements  and  to  Gay  Head,  give  but  a  faint — and  oftentimes  misleading — 
idea  of  the  rich  field  which  invites  the  historian,  the  antiquarian,  and  the  arch¬ 
aeologist. 

Editor  Straley  of  the  News-Review  of  Hico,  Texas,  had  on  exhibition  at  the 
county  fair  of  that  county,  a  portion  of  his  large  collection  of  ancient  Indian 
relics,  and  is  gratified  to  know  that  the  people  enjoyed  looking  over  the  imple¬ 
ments  and  weapons  used  by  the  original  Americans.  He  hopes  next  time  to 
have  room  to  display  his  entire  collection.  He  writes  now  and  then  for  the  West. 


INDIAN  MOUND  DISCOVERED  BA*  A  UNITED  STATES  SENATOR. 


'  When  the  late  United  States  Senator  John  J.  Ingalls,  of  Kansas,  first  land¬ 
ed  in  that  state  as  an  emigrant  from  Massachusetts  and  hung  out  his  shingle 
as  a  young  lawyer  in  the  pioneer  town  of  Sumner,  three  miles  below  Atchison, 
in  1857,  he  discovered  on  one  of  the  Missouri  River  bluffs  in  that  vicinity,  an 
ancient  Indian  mound.  Mr.  Ingalls  later  became  the  owner  of  the  land  on 
which  the  mound  was  situated  and  it  still  belongs  to  the  Ingalls  estate. 

With  the  permission  of  Senator  Ingall’s  son,  Sheffield  Ingalls,  now  a  prom¬ 
inent  Kansas  lawyer,  and  candidate  for  lieutenant  governor,  the  mound  was 
recently  opened  by  Georg'e  J.  Remsburg,  an  antiquarian  living  in  that  vicinity. 

The  mound  was  found  to  be  constructed  largely  of  stone  and  contained 
the  remains  of  at  least  a  dozen  Indians,  together  with  numerous  implements 
and  weapons  of  stone,  bone  and  deer  horn,  and  beads  of  bone  and  shell.  The 
remains  had  evidently  been  gathered  up  from  a  battlefield  and  placed  in  final 
sepulture  there,  and  in  one  of  the  skulls  was  found  imbedded  a  flint  tomahawk 
blade.  With  one  of  the  skeletons  was  found  two  small  flint  scalping  knives  with 
deer-horn  handles,  and  several  flint  arrowheads.  With  the  skeleton  of  a  child 
was  found  a  string  of  shell  beads  and  one  pearl.  The  bones  of  each  skeleton, 
had  evidently  been  tied  together  in  bundles  and  in  this  manner  carried  to  and 
deposited  in  the  mound.  Clasping  one  of  these  bundles  of  bones  were  a  lot  of 
mussel  shells.  Many  of  the  bones  were  charred  and  covered  with  a  conglomera¬ 
tion  of  charcoal  and  baked  clay,  showing  that  fires  had  been  burned  over  them, 
^esumably  for  ceremonial  purposes. 

y  The  mound  was  about  15  feet  in  diameter  and  contained  several  wagon 
loads  of  stone.  The  picture  shown  on  the  illustrations  page  is  from  a 
photo  and  shows  how  the  mound  appeared  before  its  demolition. 


$2,250,000  STAMPS  TO  BE  EXHIBITED. 

An  ardent  army  is  now  journeying  to  England  from  all  parts  of  the  world, 
each  member  bringing  dirty  little  pieces  of  paper  which  they  are  guarding 
more  carefully  than  precious  jewels.  The  army  constitutes  stamp  collectors 
who  will  exhibit  their  collections  at  the  jubilee  stamp  exhibition  opening  at  the 
London  Royal  Horticultural  hall  soon.  The  total  value  of  stamps  to  be  exhibited 
is  estimated  at  $2,500,000.  Among  the  exhibitors  is  H.  J.  Crocker,  the  San 
Francisco  millionaire,  who  will  show  a  set  of  Hawaiian  stamps  said  to  be  worth 
$200,000.  He  also  has  17  blue  “missionary  stamps.”  This  fact  alone  is  enough 
to  make  the  British  museum  green  with  envy,  for  it  has  only  twelve  of  this 
brand,  which  are  stamps  used  by  missionaries  in  writing  home  in  the  early 
fifties.  About  3,000  collectors  will  exhibit  their  stamps.-— Denver  Post. 
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The  twenty-fifth  jubilee  of  Emperor  William’s  accession  to  the  throne,  to 
be  celebrated  next  year,  will  be  marked,  it  is  understood,  by  a  change  in  the 
portrait  of  the  emperor  on  all  the  gold  and  silver  coins  of  the  monarchy.  The 
present  likeness  dates  from  the  accession  of  his  majesty,  and  accordingly 
shows  him  as  a  young  man.  The  new  design  will  be  distinguished  from  the 
old  not  only  in  regard  to  age  but  also  by  the  fact  that  the  neck  and  the  chest 
shown  in  the  portrait,  now  bare,  will  be  clad  in  uniform,  probably  that  of  the 
Guard  Cuirassiers  with  its  high  collared  tunic.

EDITORIAL  CORNER. 


Years  ago  a  good  deal  of  effort  was  spent  in  th  e  desire  to  invent  a  Stamp 
Collectors'  Emblem,  Badge  or  Button,  and  some  pretty  nice  devices  were 
brought  forth.  None,  however,  were  quite  satisfactory  to  all,  and  we  do  not 
believe  that  the  man  is  born  to  meet  the  tastes  of  all  so  as  to  give  them  satis¬ 


faction.  The  pendant  offered  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Lincoln  of  London  and  illustrated  in 
the  October  number  of  The  WEST  will  hardly  fare  much  better  than  the  nu¬ 
merous  designs  that  went  before,  though  it  appears  that  it  has  gained  a  large 
number  of  admirers  and  is  thought  by  many  to  be  worthy  of  the  name  it  bears: 
“The  World  WTide  Emblem  of  Philately.”  The  staff  of  the  WEST  thinks  it  the 
most  felicitous  attempt  at  the  solution  of  the  difficult  problem  of  providing  the 
Wl  ole  philatelic  world  with  a  universally  acceptable  symbol.  We  have  not  seen 


it  yet  except  in  illustration,  but  that  was  enough  to  make  us  fall  in  love  with 
it  at  once,  and  we  are  inclined  to  call  it  a  “Cape  Triangular  Wrought  in  Gold.’’ 


Turkey  has  lately  been  quite  prolific  in  surcharged  stamps,  particularly  if 
we  count  the  surcharges  issued  at  Monastir,  Pristina,  Salonique  and  Uskup  to 
celebrate  the  presence  of  the  Sultan  in  these  cities. 

Montenegro  and  the  other  Balkan  states  were  for  some  time  busy  in  bring¬ 
ing  out  many  and  various  varieties  of  stamps. 

Now  they  are  embroiled  in  war,  and  we  may  expect  a  reflection  of  the  dis¬ 
turbance  in  the  stamp  issues  of  some  or  all  of  these  countries.  How  many  shall 
become  entangled  n  the  affray  is  impossible  to  predict,  but  even  those  Balkan 
countries  and  their  neighbors  who  may  not  actively  engage  themselves  in  the 
war  may  still  be  so  affected  by  it  that  some  change  in  stamps  may  result. 
Hence,  for  some  time  we  expect  special  attention  will  be  given  by  collectors 
to  the  stamps  of  that  group  of  countries. 

The  American  witch’s  caldron,  Central  America,  seems  to  be  quieting 
down  for  a  while;  yet  the  effects  of  the  recent  disturbances  are  not  over,  and 
we  may  expect  some  more  philatelic  novelties  from  those  quarters. 

Thus  the  collector  is  kept  busy  watching  countries  and  their  political  his¬ 
tory  in  antcipation  of  what  will  happen  to  stamps. 


Collectors  in  the  United  States  will  have  a  good  opportunity  at  the  end  of 
the  present  year  to  enlarge  their  collections  and  to  lay  in  a  supply  of  stamps 
for  exchange.  There  will  be  12  values  of  the  new  Parcels  Post  Stamps  and  4 
varieties  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Commemorative  Stamps,  16  new  stamps  in  all 
beside  the  regular  set  of  postage  stamps.  Whether  there  will  be  any  change  in  ' 
the  latter  during  the  coming  four  years  is  now  to  early  to  predict.  At  any  rate, 
there  will  be  35  varieties  of  U.  S.  stamps  current  at  the  same  time,  not  count¬ 
ing  special  perforations,  Savings  Stamps,  envelopes,  wrappers  and  cards.  This 
should  keep  us  busy  for  a  while.  The  15c,  50c,  and  SI. 00  va'ues  of  the  issue 
now  current  are  not  much  seen  and  may  be  worth  looking  for.  So  will  also  be 
some  of  the  new  stamps  about  to  appear. 

Two  collectors  of  world  wide  fame  recently  passed  away  H.  L’Estrange 
Ewen.  editor  of  Ewen’s  Weekly  Stamp  News  and  publisher  of  several  catalog¬ 
'd  the  stamps  of  Great  Britain,  died  Oct.  lst,at  Reading, England. aged  36  years. 
Henry  J.  Crocker  of  Hawaii  fame  and  President  of  the  Pacific  Philatelic  Society 
■died  at  San  Francisco,  California,  on  Oct.  11th.  Both  will  be  missed  by  col¬ 
ectors  in  this  and  other  countries. 


If  good  will  and  hopefulness  count  for  anything  the  newly  begun  sttmp 
season  promises  to  he  a  very  active  one.  From  all  quarters,  as  far  as  we  have 
been  able  to  learn,  come  reports  of  prospective  prosperity,  and  there  is  hardly 
a  day  that  we  do  not  receive  some  token  of  the  activity  of  stamp  collectors, 
dealers,  or  exchangers.  We  are  glad  of  it  and  shall  be  pleased  to  see  them 
make  use  of  The  WEST  for  the  exchange  of  their  ideas,  the  making  known  of 
their  wants,  and  the  advertising  of  their  offers.  To  the  many  correspondents 
who  show  their  friendship  to  the  WEST  we  extend  our  hearty  thanks!  To  all 
the  readers  of  The  WEST  we  wish  to  say  that  their  letters  are  always  welcome, 
and  if  we  can  in  any  way  help  them  in  their  philatelic  work  we  shall  deem  it  a 


/  privilege  and  a  pleasure. 

We  are  more  than  gratified  by  the  results  of  The  WEST’S  agitat’on  for- 
forming  a  Postmark  Society.  In  a  few  weeks  59  members  could  be  enrolled  in 
nearly  as  many  states  of  the  Union  and  six  even  from  abroad.  This  seems 
to  us  to  indicate  that  The  WEST  is  being  read  among  live  collectors  and  hence 
must  be  a  good  advertising  medium.  Still  we  feel  sure  that  there  are  more  than 
38  collectors  in  the  U.  S.  who  take  some  interest  in  Post  Marks,  or  may  have 
some  to  exchange  or  sell.  We  should  like  to  hear  from  every  one  of  them  and 
to  enroll  those  that  wish  it  as  charter  members  of  this  new  society.  Until  Jan¬ 
uary  1st  it  will  be  done  free  of  charge  (though  a  stamp  for  reply  is  always  ac¬ 
ceptable).  After  that  date  it  is  most  likely  that  an  entrance  fee  will  be  charg¬ 
ed  and  annual  dues  must  be  levied  to  meet  expenses  of  printing  and  the  like. 
An  election  is  also  to  be  held  soon,  and  those  hurrying  with  their  application 
may  be  able  to  take  part  in  it.

The  success  in  this  case  prompts  us  to  suggest  the  formation  of  two  so¬ 
cieties  more:  A  Precancel  Society  and  a  Cash  Paid  Permit  Society.  If  any  of 
our  readers  are  inclined  to  help  start  one  or  the  other,  they  may  notify  the 
editor  of  the  Department  of  Inquiry,  and  we  may  go  ahead  in  the  same  way  as 
we  did  with  the  Post  Mark  Society. 

In  all  three  cases — Post  Marks,  Precancels  and  Cash  Paid  Permits — there 


i  is  evident  need  of  some  sort  of  organization,  to  enable  the  individual  collectors 
-•  to  become  acquainted  with  each  other  and  to  exchange — not  only  Post  Marks, 
■i’recancels  and  Cash  Paid  Permits,  but  also,  and  that  in  particular — notes  and 
information  about  the  objects  of  their  collection. 

We  invite  anyone  who  knows  anything  about  these  objects  that  has  not 
already  been  published  to  put  it  into  proper  form  for  publication  and  to  send  it 


V 


to  us  that  we  may  print  it  for  the  benefit  of  all. 

These  philatelic  “Side  Lines”  will  be  what  we  make  of  them,  and  we  doubt 
not  that  they  can  easily  be  maed  more  interesting,  more  enjoyable  and  more 
profitable  than  they  have  been  heretofore.  All  wre  need  is  concerted  action,  co¬ 
operation.  There,  we  are  back  on  our  old  hobby,  co-operation!  Let  us  have  it! 

A  catalog — or  rather  a  check-list — of  Precancels  we  have  in  F.  L.  Smith’s 
“Catalog  of  the  Precancelled  Postage  Stamps  of  the  United  States”  listing  all 
the  known  varieties  up  to  February  1912. 

A  catalog  of  Post  Marks  we  have  not,  though  a  file  of  the  U.  S.  Postal 
Guide — which  probably  exists  somewhere  might  very  nearly  answer  the  same 
purpose.  It  does  not,  however,  give  any  information  in  regard  to  any  changes 
in  post  marks  unless  these  are  coincident  with  a  change  in  the  respective  post 
office,  the  Guide  giving  only  lists  of  the  existing  post  offices. 

A  Cash  Paid  Permit  catalog  is  a  thing  as  desirable  to  collectors  of  these 
equivalents  of  stamps  as  any  other  catalog.  There  is  none  in  sight,  though,  and 
we  have  not  even  a  hint  as  to  w'ho  might  be  able  and  willing  to  compile  one. 
If  the  postal  records  of  all  permits  granted  were  accessible  they  w’ould  consti¬ 
tute  a  great  help.  Perhaps  some  one  in  Washington  may  be  able  to  find  out. 

In  all  three  cases — Post  Marks,  Precancels  and  Cash  Paid  Permits — very 
little  has  been  done  in  regard  to  fixing  prices,  and  each  collector  is  at  liberty 
to  value  his  collection  to  suit  himself,  whether  that  will  do  him  any  good  or 
not.  By  co-operation  and  correspondence  it  is  likely  that  some  sort  of  an  agree- 


ment  can  be  reached  between  a  considerable  number  of  collectors,  so  as  to  es¬ 
tablish  market  prices,  preliminarily  at  least. 

Very  much  of  what  can  be  said  in  favor  of  these  schemes  could  as  well  be  ^ 
said  in  favor  of  a  U.  S.  Postal  Card  Society  and  a  U.  S.  Envelope  Society. 
There  are  many  collectors  who  collect  one,  or  the  other,  or  both  kinds  of  en¬ 
tires,  but  so  far  as  we  are  aware  they  are  not  united,  not  even  mutually  known, 
and  consequently  have  no  means  of  co-operation. 

In  thse  cases  as  well  as  in  any  others  that  may  turn  up  The  WEST  is  ready 
to  serve  the  interests  of  its  readers,  the  collectors-  advertisers  and  dealers 
not  excluded — if  they  will  only  make  use  of  The  WEST,  get  together  and  do 
soemthing  for  themselves.  The  more,  the  merrier!

MRS.  PA Rh HURST  SELLS  TEN  MILLION  STAMPS. 

.losriib  k.  \ritrrpn.  a  dealer  in  stamps  and  coins  at  8  East  Twenty-third 
street,  has  purchased  from  Mrs.  Charles  H.  Parkhurst,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Parkhurst,  of  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  10,000,000  cancelled 
United  States  and  foreign  postage  stamps,  representing  a  collection  of  thirty 
years.  The  price  was  not  divulged.  The  stamps  date  from  1869.  Most  of  them 
are  of  the  Columbia  Exposition  issue  of  1892-3. 

The  Parkhursts  formerly  lived  at  133  East  Thirty-fifth  street.  Recently 
they  moved  to  the  Hotel  Ansonia,  and  the  stamps  were  found  to  be  in  the  way. 

Back  of  the  collection  is  the  story  of  Mrs.  Parkhurst’s  endeavor  to  send  toi.^. 
an  American  institution  of  learning  a  Chinese  lad.  Years  ago  it  was  advertised 
that  for  1,000,000  cancelled  stamps  free  tuition  would  be  given  to  a  Chinese  boy 
or  girl. 

Mrs.  Parkhurst,  as  well  as  many  other  women,  began  to  collect  cancelled 
stamps.  When  she  has  obtained  1,000,000  she  could  not  find  a  place  ot  exchange 
them  for  the  tuition.  She  continued,  however,  to  save  stamps  vr.t'l  a  few  years 
ago.  Negreen  figures  that  if  the  stamps  were  placed  in  a  string  they  wculd 
reach  a  distance  of  about  500  miles. — From  N.  Y.  City  paper.  Sent  by  E.  R. 
Holmes  of  Cook  Co. 


J.  M.  Sanders  of  Japan,  writes  that  it  has,  according  to  a  Tokyo  paper, 
now  officially  been  confirmed,  that  a  new  set  of  stamps  will  be  issued  in  Japan, 
owing  to  the  death  of  the  late  Emperor.  Although  the  new  issue  w  n  p  o  au; 
not  appear  before  the  middle  of  next  year,  the  high  values,  and  '  *  very  of 
the  present  issue  have  already  gone  up  in  price  considerably,  and  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  advance  still  more,  as  they  only  date  from  1908,  and  the  annual  use 
of  these  high  values  is  but  small.  Other  stamps  of  the  present  issue  will  prob¬ 
ably  not  advance  much  in  price  during  the  first  5  or  10  years,  as  large  quanti¬ 
ties  of  those  are  to  be  had.

■one  of  the  new  letter-sheet-envelopes  of  3  sen  of  that  country,  issued  on  the 
10th  of  September,  measuring  5%xl3%  inches  and  atfording  ample  space  for 
writing.  The  circular  stamp  of  a  pretty  design  is  printed  in  scarlet  on  creamy 
Ahite.  On  the  left  edge  of  the  address  side  there  are  10  Japanese  characters  in 
W'o  groups  of  5  each.  It  is  intended  for  inland  use  only,  but  may  be  used,  as 
the  copy  sent  us  shows,  in  the  international  mail  if  sufficient  adhesives  are 
affixed  to  make  up  the  rate  of  10  sen.  Japan  has  issued  some  pretty  envelopes, 
wrappers  and  cards  before,  that  would  make  a  nice  collection  of  “entires.”  If 
any  of  our  readers  or  advertisers  will  follow  the  example  of  Mr.  Sanders  and 
send  us  samples  of  the  new  issues  of  their  countries,  we  shall  gladly  mention 
them  in  The  WEST. 


Some  friend  in  England  was  so  thoughtful  to  send  us  one  of  the  commem¬ 
orative  exhibition  cards,  bearing  “An  enlarged  reproduction  of  the  ‘Ideal’ 
stamp  which  is  being  printed  and  perforated  at  the  Jubilee  International  Stamp 
Exhibition.”  in  black  and  purple.  The  card  is  franked  with  one  of  the  new  Id 
stamps,  which  is  generally  accepted  as  a  great  improvement  over  the  Id  stamp 
current  until  now.

LORE  OF  THE  STAMP.— Sent  by  a  California  S.  P.  A.  Member,  No.  711. 


Philatelists  from  all  parts  of  the  country  were  to  be  found  at  the  Horti-, 
cultural  Hall.  Vincent  Square,  England,  at  the  Jubilee  International  Stamp*- 
Exhibition  which  was  held  by  the  Junior  Philatelic  Society. 

This  exhibition,  which  was  opened  on  Monday  by  the  Postmaster-General, 
is  proving  extremely  successful,  and  features  which  will  be  of  interest  to  col¬ 
lectors  are  the  two  special  auction  sales  which  are  to  be  held  during  the  week. 
Members  of  the  society  and  guests  will  also  attend  a  banquet  tonight,  at  which 
the  awards  will  be  anonunced,  visit  the  Coliseum  and  have  a  reception  and  ball. 

Apart  from  the  interest  in  the  many  exhibits  which  were  gathered  from 
some  of  the  finest  collections  in  the  world,  further  mention  may  be  made  of 
the  rare  examples  shown  by  dealers,  who  have  well-equipped  stalls  in  the  hall. 
Mr.  W.  S.  Lincoln,  the  veteran  dealer,  had  an  attractive  stall  next  to  the  model 
stamp  factory,  and  among  the  scarce  specimens  shown  were  four  of  the  Duty 
stump-  issued  by  the  English  Government  to  America,  the  refusal  of  the  people 
to  pay  the  tax  on  which  was  one  of  the  causes  of  the  War  of  Independence. 
Another  interesting  example  was  the  famous  “O  Connell'  stamp,  the  issue  of 
which  brought  about  the  downfall  of  the  man  whose  name  it  bears.  O’Connell 
was  Postmaster-General  of  New  Brunswick  in  18H0,  when  the  English  Govern¬ 
ment  ordered  an  issue  of  stamps  for  the  colony.  Some  of  them  bore  the  Queen’s 
head,  and  others  that  of  the  young  Prince  of  Waels.  O’Connell  was  a  vain  man, 
and  had  a  five-cent  stamp  prepared  with  his  own  head  upon  it.  The  issue  was 
immediately  withdrawn,  and  O’Connell  recalled. 

Another  rare  stamp  Mr.  Lincoln  exhibited  is  the  famous  Transvaal  mis¬ 
print,  which  is  worth  over  $500.  It  is  the  old  South  African  Republic  stamp* 
issued  before  1877,  and  when  the  Transvaal  was  taken  over  by  the  British  the 
stamp  was  overprinted  with  the  words  “Transvaal  and  V.  R.”  on  it.  By  a 
printer’s  error  one  stamp  on  each  of  the  first  few  sheets  of  sixty  had  the  woid 
spelt  “Transvral.”  The  mistake  made  the  few  which  got  into  circulation  the 
most  valuable  stamp  of  the  colony. 

Mr.  Lincoln’s  post-bag  each  day  brings  inquiries  from  every  part  of  the 
\\;orld  and  albums  and  packets  are  out  on  approval  at  the  present  time  as  far 
afield  as  India,  China  and  Australia.  An  interestng  inquiry  he  had  some  time 
ago  was  from  the  lonely  Flinders  Island  in  the  Pacific  Ocear .  'there  are  only 
six  inhabitants,  but  one  of  them  happened  to  be  an  enthusiastic  philatelist,  and 
he  wrote  asking  for  some  specimens  to  be  sent  on  approval 

One  of  the  firm’s  specialties  is  the  “want”list,  by  whch  every  collector  can 
keep  up-to-date,  and  it  is  one  of  the  boasts  of  Mr.  Lincoln  that  the  sun  never 
sets  on  the  famous  Lincoln  stamp  album,  the  forerunner  of  all  books  tor  the 
purpose  of  collecting. 

The  cult  of  philately,  according  to  Mr.  Lincoln,  is  steadily  on  the  increase, 
and  the  values  of  rare  stamps  each  year  become  greater  Occasionally  rinds  of 
old  stamps  are  made  in  Government  offices  and  disused  deitcs,  but  there  have 
never  been  sufficient  of  one  variety  found  to  distuib  prices. 

Great  interest  is  being  taken  in  the  series  of  war  stamps  now  being  used  in 
Turkey,  Greece,  Bulgaria,  Roumania,  Servia  and  Montenegro. — From  London 
Graphic.

STAMP  COLLECTING  FOR  LADIES. 

Following  are  a  few  extracts  from  a  very  interesting  article  on  this  sub-

“Throughout  the  half  century  of  its  existence  as  an  intellectual  pastime 
the  feminine  influence  has  always  been  very  prominent  in  philately,  by  which 
familiar  appellation  is  designated  the  scientific  collection  and  study  of  the 
world’s  postage  stamp  issues,  but  at  on  time  has  it  been  more  pronounced  than 
it  is  today,  when  philately  has  just  attained  its  jubilee. 

“The  feminine  collector  is  rapidly  becoming  a  power  in  philately,  and  she 
is  welcomed  by  the  majority  of  men  philatelists,  since  the  hobby  that  knows  no 
restrictions  of  language,  race  or  creed,  should  certainly  be  free  from  any  sus¬ 
picion  of  a  barrier  of  sex. 

“Stamp  collecting  has  weaved  its  charms  about  a  number  of  ladies  very 
^  highly  placed  in  the  social  world,  no  less  than  those  of  lower  degree,  amongst 
them,  it  is  rumored,  being  Her  Majesty,  Queen  Mary,  who  as  Princess  of  M  ales 
is  said  to  have  possessed  a  well-filled  stamp  album  in  which  she  took  a  keen  in¬ 
terest.  .  .  .  Queen  Helene  of  Italy  is  as  enthusiastic  a  stamp  collector  as 

her  royal  husband  is  a  numismatist.  Queen  Maud  of  Norway  is  another  royal 
philatelist,  whilst  the  Princess  Margaret  of  Connaught,  shares  with  her  hus¬ 
band,  the  Crown  Prince  of  Sweden,  a  strong  penchant  for  philately. 

“A  list  of  titled  ladies  interested  in  stamp  collecting,  published  a  short 
time  ago,  included  Her  Grace  the  Duchess  of  Bedford,  Lady  Millar,  Lad\  Lin¬ 
lithgow  and  Lady  Waldie-Griffith.  To  these  we  can  add  Lady  .Johnston,  wife  of 
the  famous  African  explorer,  Sir  Harry  Johnston. 

“The  most  recent  list  of  Fellows  of  the  Royal  Philatelis  Society  contains 
the  names  of  no  fewer  than  five  lady  philatelists,  whilst  ladies  have  been  as¬ 
sociated  with  that  important  body  form  its  earliest  days.” 

We  might  add  to  the  above  that  ladies  are  almost  now  exclusively  employ¬ 
ed  on  the  staffs  of  most  stamp  dealers,  and  it  seems  to  us  that  the  handling 
and  sorting  of  stamps  is  an  occupation  more  fitting  for  ladies  than  it  is  for 
the  sterner  sex. — A.  S.  J.

We  are  indebted  to  Messrs.  Busk  &  Daniels,  301  Produce  Exchange,  New 
York,  for  the  booklets  “T”  and  “S,”  one  describing  a  tour  to  the  eastern  coast 
of  South  America  by  Rev.  Dr.  Geo.  R.  Van  De  Water  of  New  York,  the  other 
giving  a  lot  of  the  most  beautiful  illustrations  of  South  American  views.  To 
collectors  of  South  American  stamps  these  booklets  should  prove  of  value,  as 
they  give  some  idea  of  what  the  South  American  countries  look  like,  showing 
that  they  are  no  longer  to  be  considered  as  great  wild  wastes  but  as  countries 
making  wonderful  strides  in  building  up  a  new  civilization.  The  booklets,  we 
think,  can  be  had  for  a  stamp  or  two. 

Another  publication,  valuable  to  collectors  of  the  Western  Hemisphere,  is 
the  September  number  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  Pan  American  Union.  We  have 
mentioned  other  numbers  before  this,  but  this  one,  though  perhaps  not  quite 
as  thick  as  some  that  went  before,  is  just  as  interesting  and  valuable  as  any. 
One  of  its  features  is  a  colored  plate  of  the  flag  and  arms  of  Panama.  We 
think  that  all  our  readers  who  have  not  seen  a  copy  but  will  get  one  now,  will 
thank  us  for  drawing  their  attention  to  this  publication.  Address  the  Pan

In  some  of  the  journals  published  on  the  European  continent  we  still  some-* 
times  find  expressions  derogatory  to  the  character  of  South  Americans  and 
their  issues  of  stamps.  We  think  that  such  expressions  are  erroneous.  It  may 
be  true  and  undoubtedly  in  some  cases  it  is — that  not  all  things  South  Amer¬ 
ican  are  above  criticism,  but  it  is  equally  true  that  South  America  is  making 
wonderful  progress,  generally  and  philatelically.  North  American  and  British 
collectors  seem  to  be  aware  of  this,  and  they  are  paying  increased  attention  to 
the  stamps  of  their  southern  neighbors.  These  are  themselves  quite  alert  in 
regard  to  the  possibilities  in  South  American  stamps.  The  Revista  de  la  Socie- 
dad  Filatelica  Argentina,  an  old  standard  and  first  class  publication,  in  its  Nos. 
150  and  151,  which  Mr.  Abel  Fontaine  of  Buenos  Aires  was  so  kind  to  send  us 
bring  excellently  illustrated  articles  on  South  American  stamps,  secondary  to 
none  published  anywhere  in  the  world.  The  price  of  this  publication  is  rather 
steep,  $3.00  a  year,  and  it  is  printed  in  Spanish,  a  language  we  North  Ameri¬ 
cans  cannot  read  very  fluently,  yet,  if  we  will  remain  up  to  date,  we  cannot 
pass  it  by  unnoticed,  and  we  may  do  well  to  give  it  our  regular  attention. 

In  the  Nordisk  Filatelistisk  Tidskrift  we  have  seen  the  first  illustration 
of  the  new  5  kroner  stamp  of  Denmark  with  the  picture  of  the  main  post  office 
at  Copenhagen.  It  is  a  fine  stamp  and  worthy  of  the  Scandinavian  group,  which 
is  one  of  the  most  interesting  in  the  world.  The  Tidskrift  gives  also  a  fine 
plate  of  Swedish  rarities  with  description  in  t  he  text,  such  as  a  block  of  25 
4sk.  of  1855,  unused,  and  other  things  as  good  if  not  better.  Most  collectors 
would  be  glad  to  possess  a  single  copy  of  the  stamps  which  are  here  shown  in 
blocks!  This,  by  the  way,  reminds  us  that  it  is  good  policy  to  keep  blocks  in- 


uict  and  not  to  separate  them  if  that  can  be  avoided.  Bolcks  of  the  older  issues 
i  in  particular  are  something  rare  and  valuable  in  these  days. 

f  From  Mr.  Gustav  Schmidt,  Basel,  Switzerland,  we  received  a  copy  of  A 
Kevista  Postal  Portugueza,  published  by  Francisco  Barbosa,  Villa  do  Conde, 
Portugal.  It  contains  little  besides  advertisements,  but  here  is  the  chance  for 
the  collector  who.  desires  connections  with  Portuguese  dealers  and  exchangers. 

Auction  Catalogs  are  again  pouring  in.  The  United  Stamp  to.  of  Chicago 
is  one  of  the  first  to  tempt  us.  Then  come  the  big  sales  of  J.  C.  Morgenthou  &

Ye  Olde  Curiosity  Shop  of 
Seattle,  Washington,  offers  a  great  wealth  of  curios  of  all  kinds,  including 
diamonds  and  pearls,  coins  and  stamps  being  at  the  head  of  the  list.

This  will  be  sent  to  any  of  your  readers  sending  name,  ad¬ 
dress  and  stamp  to  The  Esperanto  Office,  Washington,  D.  C. — House  Resolu¬ 
tion  220  reads  as  follows:  ‘RESOLVED  ,That  the  Committee  on  Education  be, 
and  the  same  is,  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  an  investigation  to  be 
made  by  the  Committee  on  Education,  or  a  subcommittee  theerof,  touching  the 
practicability  of  the  study  of  Esperanto  as  an  auxiliary  language  and  a  means 
of  facilitating  th  e  social  and  commercial  intercourse  of  the  people  of  the  U.  S. 
and  those  of  other  countries,  the  committee  to  submit  tis  report  at  the  second 
session  of  the  Sixty-second  Congres.’  This  resolution,  passed  by  the  House  of 
Reps.,  is  now  before  the  Com.  on  Education.”  This,  I  thinks,  fully  answers  the 
first  part  of  your  query.  You  should  send  for  a  copy.  Now,  the  value  of  Es¬ 
peranto  to  Stamp  Collectors.  It  will  practically  enable  him,  who  knows  a  little 
Esperanto  and  that  is  very  easy  to  learn — to  communicate  with  most  any 
person  in  the  world  who  is  himself  able  to  read  and  write  any  one  of  the  prin¬ 
ciple  languages  of  the  wrold.  Thus  correspondence  and  exchange  relations  can 
be  established  in  any  stamp  issuing  country. 

873.  How  would  you  estimate  the  Cash  Value  of  a  collection  of  stamps? 

I  should  regard  principally  two  things,  the  catalog  value  and  the  condition  and 
character  of  the  stamps.  Generally  .^peaking,  a  collection  contains  all  the  com¬ 
mon  varieties  first,  and  the  rarities  are  what  their  name  implies.  Hence  we 
may  suppose  that  most  collections  are  made  up  in  about  the  following  manner:  4

Now  deduct  in  each  case  about  50  per  cent  for  “seconds,”  poor  and  dam¬ 
aged  copies,  Seebecks  and  other  unpopular  stamps  that  will  not  sell  readily, 
and  you  have  $2604.01  for  a  collection  of  11,000  varieties  cataloguing  $8460.00, 
$1104.00  for  a  collection  of  10,000  varieties  cataloguing  $4460.00,  $487.36  for  a 


collection  of  9,000  varieties  cataloguing  $2460.00,  etc. 

This  calculation,  I  think,  is  conservative,  and  in  cases  of  very  fine  collec¬ 
tions  the  deduction  of  50  per  cent  may  be  reduced  to  a  deduction  of  only  25 
per  cent,  or  even  10  or  5  per  cent.  The  absence  from  the  collection  of  the  first 
and  che;  p  thousands  does  not  cut  much  of  a  figure.  What  counts  is  the  cata¬ 
log  vali  : ,  condition  and  character  of  t  he  stamps.  Thus  there  might  be  two  col¬ 
lections,  each  containing  10,000  varieties,  one  of  which  would  be  worth  all  of 
ijv2.000.00,  while  the  other  one  would  be  dear  at  $500.00.  So  you  see  the  average 
A  near  the  figure  $1104.00  given  above.  When  buying  you  will  naturally  try 
tt  keep  below  the  average  as  much  as  possible,  and  selling  you  will  just  as 
naturally  try  going  above  the  average.  Much  depends  on  your  business  ability 
and  the  chances  you  have. 


Specialized  collections  may  command  different  figures.  The  above  figures 
relate  to  general  collections  only  and  do  not  include  cost  of  advertising,  retail¬ 
ing  postage,  and  the  like. 

874.  Where  may  one  obtain  information  about  South  and  Central  Ameri¬ 
can  Countries  and  their  Stamps?  The  Collectors’  Journal,  H.  L.  Lindquist,  No. 
700  E.  40th  Str.,  Chicago,  Ill.,  is  running  a  series  of  articles  by  L.  G.  Dorpat 
on  the  very  subjects  you  mention  under  the  heading  “What  Appears  on  the 
Faces  of  our  Stamps,’  ’and  you  will  find  a  good  deal  of  information  therev 
though  the  space  is  somewhat  limited  and  sometimes  not  much  more  than  the 
sources  of  information  can  be  given.  Among  these  the  Bulletin  of  the  Pan 
American  Union,  Washington  1).  C.  ($2.00)  stands  in  the  front  rank.  It  is  is¬ 
sued  in  the  form  of  a  monthly  magazine  of  about  124  pages  each  month,  beau¬ 
tifully  illustrated,  and  fully  worth  the  price.  Then,  of  course,  you  can  find 
articles  bearing  on  the  subject  scattered  all  over  the  philatelic  journals  of 
the  day,  magazines  generally  (which  are  indicated  every  month  in  the  Bulletin) 
and  general  works  of  reference,  as  the  Encyclopedia  Britannica,  books  on 
geography,  travel,  etc.  You  will  find  in  consulting  the  works  in  most  public  li¬ 
braries  that  it  is  easier  to  get  matter  about  Europe  and  parts  of  Asia  and 
Africa  than  about  South  and  Central  Amei'ica.  Latin  America  has  been  much 
neglected  in  our  coutnry,  but  as  the  relations  between  the  three  Americas  are 
rapidly  becoming  more  intimate  of  late,  the  time  appears  to  be  at  hand  when 
jjnt  ormation  will  become  easier  of  access  and  more  sought  after. 


FOREIGN  REVENUE  NOTES. 


By  Oscar  T.  Hartmann. 

Looking  over  quite  a  number  of  German  Empire  revenues  of  issue  1881 
with  the  object  of  locating  which  of  the  2  varieties  had  its  earlier  origin  of  date 
of  issue  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  they  were  issued  at  about  the  same  time. 
The  2  varieties  consist  in  the  word  “den”  being  lm.  or  4  millimeter  from  the 
border  ilne. 


In  the  issue  of  G.  E.  of  1887  there  are  2  principle  colors  easy  to  distin¬ 
guish.  A  light  yellow  green  and  a  dark  green.  With  the  exception  of  4  and  15 
mark  I  have  seen  all  values  in  the  2  shades. 


The  watermarked  issue  of  G.  E.  1907  is  just  beginning  to  come  into  more 
plentiful  circulation.  This  proves  that  the  revenue  collector  may  know  all 
about  a  new  issue  still  will  have  to  wait  5  or  more  years  before  he  can  get  used 
copies  in  the  general  channels  of  stamp  business. 


The  Court  Fee  stamps  of  India  are  generally  punched,  when  used  with 
one  or  two  holes.  Now  these  holes  are  not  hap  hazard  affairs,  but  defined  le¬ 
gally  and  the  different  shaped  holes  represent  districts  or  political  agencies. 
For  instance  a  triangle  punched  hole  for  Newa  Kantha,  etc.  These  punch  holes 
disfigure  the  stamps  considerable,  but  being  the  cancellation,  we  have  to  accept^ 
the  same.  Under  this  class  belong  also  the  High  Court  and  Small  Cause  CourC. 


Among  the  stamp  literature  of  10  years  ago  I  came  across  a  few  old 
friends  like  the  Stampman,  issued  in  Pueblo,  Colo.,  by  D.  W.  Osgood  in  189 1. 
The  Collector  and  Tri-Monthly  Collector,  both  issued  at  New  Oxford,  Pa.,  in 
1899.  The  Postal  Card  Reporter  published  in  Baltimore,  Md.,  about  1898  and 
the  Postal  Card  Bulletin,  a  continuation  about  a  year  later.  A  nice  branch  of 
philately  almost  gone  to  weeds.  Entire  postcards  have  a  beauty  of  their  own, 
and  are  interesting  for  study,  and  even  a  complete  collection  is  not  so  very 
bulky.  They  are  not  boosted  enough.  The  Virginia  Philatelist,  Richmond,  \  a., 
about  1899  was  quite  a  pretentious  paper. 

Do  you  know,  there  is  still  another  way  of  stamp  collecting.  Scotts  25c 
Beginners  Album  holds  about  3000  spaces  for  stamps  and  about  30  to  a  page, 
arranged  by  countries.  Now,  when  I  get  a  page  of  a  country  full  I  stop  in¬ 
creasing  the  country,  but  every  time  I  get  a  finer  and  scarcer  stamp,  the  cheap¬ 
est  one  on  the  page  has  to  make  room  for  the  better  one.  This  way  you  can 
keep  up  the  interest  in  stamps,  suit  your  pocket  book,  and  any  outsider  will  be 
pleased  with  a  well  filled  album,  and  your  collection  will  not  be  bulky  so  it  can 
be  worth  a  lot  of  money. 

I  came  across  an  unknown  German  Empire  revenue,  a  new  kind,  a  check 
stamp.  Scheck  stamped  in  colored  letter  in  oval,  lOpf  in  center,  and  of  a  pale 
grey  green  color. 

Have  you  noticed  on  the  higher  priced  cigarettes  a  large  fancy  S  applied* 


by  rubber  stamp  in  carmine  ink  on  the  10  cigarettes  1910  issue  .  Also  an  S 
in  plain  Roman  type  printed  in  Vermillion  on  same  issue.  It  may  be  fore  the 
purpose  of  indicating  “Seized”  as  is  done  by  the  custom  department  or  not.  But 
I  am  sure  it  is  no  private  cancellation. 


NEW  ISSUES  COLUMN

THE  OLDEST  ESTABLISHED  STAMP  DEALER  IN  THE  WORLD  sends 
us  the  following  note: — 

A  great  surprise  has  sprung  upon  all  t  he  English  stamp  collectors,  by  the 
appearance  of  an  entirely  new  stamp  issued  on  October  9th  in  England. 

The  poor  unfortunate  lion,  which,  for  the  first  time  figured  on  British 
stamps  during  th  e  reign  of  King  George  has  entirely  disappeared,  and  ceitain- 
ly  its  exit  makes  a  vast  improvement  in  the  design.  The  new  stamp  is  very 
much  better  engraved  than  the  previous  one,  the  head  is  large,  and  the  whole 
aspect  is  creditable. 

The  new  paper  is  watermarked  “G.  R.”  &  Crown  multiple. 


$243,000,000  STAMPS  FOR  PANAMA  SHOW. 

United  States  Postmaster  General  Hitchcock  has  approved  proofs 
jfr  repared  by  the  bureau  of  engraving  and  printing  of  the  new  special  issue  of 
-Panama  Pacific  exposition  postage  stamps.  The  series  comprises  four  denomin¬ 
ations — one,  two,  five  and  ten-cent.  The  stamps  are  about  three-fourths  of  an 
inch  high  by  one  and  a  sixteenth  wide.  At  the  top  appear  the  words:  “U.  S. 
Postage,”  and  “San  Francisco,  1915.” 

The  one-cent  stamp  is  green  and  in  the  center  appear  within  a  circle  a  bust 
of  Balboa,  discoverer  of  the  Pacific  ocean. 

The  two-cent  stamp  is  red.  It  represents  the  Gatun  locks  of  the  Panama 
Canal. 

The  five-cent  stamp  is  blue  and  represents  the  Golden  Gate  of  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  harbor. 

The  ten-cent  stamp  is  dark  yellow.  The  subject  is  “Discovery  of  San  Fran- 
cissco  Bay.” 

The  postmaster  general  has  directed  that  80,000,000  one-  cent,  150,000,000 
two-cent,  8,000,000  five-cent, and  5,000,000  ten-cent  stamps  be  prepared  and  that 
they  be  placed  on  sale  in  postoffices  beginning  January  1,  1913. 

It  is  rumored  that  the  Nyassa  postal  officials  have  recently  declined  to  sell 
low  value  stamps  alone,  insisting  that  high  values  also  be  purchased.  The 
reason  given  is  said  to  be  that  the  low  values  cost  so  much  to  produce  that 
there  is  no  profit  in  them.  It  would  only  be  a  very  disingenuous  collector  who 
after  reading  this,  would  inquire  whether  Nyassa  stamps  are  issued  primarily 
for  postal  purposes. 


NOTES  FOR  U.  S.  COLLECTORS.— By  E.  R.  Aldrich. 


The  co-operation  of  all  collectors  is  invited  in  the  reporting  of  any  noveJ^ 
ties  or  discoveries  in  U.  S.  stamps  of  any  description. 

A  new  precancelled  which  I  have  just  met  with  is  the  one  cent  surcharged 
in  small  capital  letters  in  two  lines  between  rules  Anamosa,  Iowa.  It  is  used 
in  sending  out  the  advertising  matter  of  a  school  supply  company. 

When  Morgan  made  his  celebrated  raid  into  Kentucky  in  Dec.  1862,  some 
of  his  followers  rifled  the  contents  of  the  post  office  at  Bardstown  and  secured 
about  ninety  dollars  in  cash  and  over  $300  worth  of  postage  stamps.  A  bill  to 
reimburse  Ignatius  C.  Mattingly,  the  postmaster,  was  duly  passed  by  Congress. 

Mr.  Frank  Benedict  reports  a  3c  1902  which  shows  ((hmond — Va.”  on  it 
Does  anyone  know  whether  any  precancel leds  were  used  at  the  capitol  of  the 
Confederacy?  Sometimes  a  package  cancellation  so  closely  resembles  a  pre¬ 
cancelled  as  to  make  it  a  question  which  it  is  without  knowing,  and  in  this 
case  if  the  identification  is  correct,  it  might  be  either. 

Mr.  Wm.  H.  Mackie  in  the  Philatelic  Dispatch  lists  thirteen  minor  varie¬ 
ties  of  the  2c  Columbian.  It  would  seem  that  careful  study  of  even  the  com¬ 
parative  recent  stamps  yield  much  to  the  student. 

In  a  recent  letter,-  Mr.  Watler  L.  Gates,  Oelwein,  la.,  says  that  the  ten 
cent  Minneapolis,  1902  normal,  is  much  scarcer  than  the  invert.  My  own  ex¬ 
perience  has  been  the  reverse  as  I  have  had  several  normals  pass  through  my 
hands,  but  up  until  a  day  or  so  ago  the  invert  was  missing  from  my  collection. 

The  same  collector  has  the  lc  and  2c  1898  and  lc  1902  precancelled  at  Des 
Moines,  Iowa.  The  cancellation  being  two  line  inscription  between  double  ruled 
lines. 

He  also  repotrs  the  Cleveland  precancelled  on  the  one  cent  part  perf.  8*2 
vertical.  This  is  the  first  part  perf.  reported.  Has  anyone  met  with  any 
others  ? 


Has  anyone  met  with  the  2  cent  Louisiana  Purchase  precancelled  Minnea¬ 
polis?  In  fact  does  anyone  know  of  any  value  of  this  series  except  the  3c  so 
precancelled  ? 

Has  anyone  seen  the  13c  1902  precancelled  Minneapolis  normal?  It  exists 
invert  but  has  anyone  found  it  “straight  up  ? 


Frank  E.  Goodwin,  the  well  known  writer  upon  philatelic  topics,  and  deal¬ 
er  in  stamps,  Webster  Groves,  Mo.,  has  bought  the  Unique  Stamp  Club  effects 
from  the  former  manager,  H.  L.  Lindquist,  Chicago.

LARGE  STAMP  ACCUMULATIONS  AND  THE  “MILLION  STAMP" 


FALLACY. — By  Harry  Caden,  Klamath  Falls,  Oregon. 

A  (Continued  from  last  issue.) 

Miss  Edna  Brown,  living  at  Kaneville,  Ill.,  sixteen  miles  from  Sycamore, 
being  informed  of  the  success  of  the  undertaking,  and  being  interested  in  a 
prospective  sister-in-law  who  had  long  been  under  medical  treatment,  together 
with  other  friends  conceived  the  idea  that  they  might  materially  assist  the 
afflicted  lady  by  collecting  stamps  from  various  sources.  She  wrote  to  a  friend 
in  New  York  asking  her  assistance  in  the  matter  and  it  was  this  New  York 
lady  who  started  the  chain  letters  with  the  usual  “million  stamp”  feature  and 
stamps  soon  commenced  pouring  in  from  al  lquarters  of  the  golbe.  The  infor¬ 
mation  given  the  lady  who  started  the  letters  being  third  hand  and  not  being 
clearly  understood,  there  were  come  statements  not  exactly  in  accordance  with 
the  facts  and  before  they  could  be  corrected  it  was  too  late;  might  as  well  try 
to  stop  the  waters  of  Niagara  from  going  over. 

Stamps  continued  coming  in  every  conceivable  shape;  for  several  weeks 
the  letters  received  averaged  14  bushels  per  day.  The  postmaster  who  re¬ 
ceived  them  becoming  exasperated,  destroyed  many  by  shoveling  them  into 
the  heating  stove.  The  recipient  of  the  stamps  estimated  the  total  quantity 
so  accumulated  at  three  thousand  pounds.  Figuring  five  thousand  to  the 
pound,  this  would  mean  fifteen  million  stamps.  This  may  be  a  little  high  but 
the  three  accumulations  herein  mentioned  would  amount  to  that  many  at 
least  and  more  likely  more  than  that.  Estimating  two  thirds  as  U.  S.  which 
seems  to  be  the  average,  at  least  ten  million  U.  S.  stamps  were  collected  in 
Wiis  way. 

v  These  accumulations  have  served  a  purpose,  no  doubt  beneficial,  in  that 
they  have  served  to  conserve  the  early  stamps  of  this  country  and  which  other¬ 
wise  would  have  been  mostly  lost.  It  has  also  kept  the  price  of  a  certain  class 
of  stamps  within  the  reach  of  those  of  moderate  means.  Slowly  but  surely 
these  stamps  are  getting  into  the  hands  of  the  dealers;  when  this  is  accom¬ 
plished  the  advance  in  price  from  year  to  year  will  be  more  steady  and  more 


noticeable. 

We  are  all  more  or  less  familiar  with  the  stamps  collected  by  the  relig¬ 
ious  bodies  of  Europe  and  which  are  sold  by  the  pound  under  the  name  of 
“Missionaries.”  Now  and  then  I  am  asked  if  there  really  is  such  a  thing  as 
“unpicked  missionaries.”  Judging  from  my  own  experience  and  with  all  def¬ 
erence  to  the  honest  intentions  of  the  dealers  who  handle  them,  I  am  com¬ 
pelled  to  reply  in  the  negative.  Have  tested  most  of  the  offerings  of  this  kind 
for  several  years,  and  they  have  all  had  the  ear-marks  of  having  been  gone 
over.  At  one  time  I  bought  from  one  of  the  large  firms,  ten  pounds  each  of 
Classes  A,  B,  C.  While  carefully  going  over  this  purchase,  my  thoughts  went 
back  continually  to  one  of  my  boyhood  experiences  when  as  a  clerk  in  a  cor¬ 
ner  grocery  I  was  required  to  sell  three  grades  of  whiskey  out  of  one  barrel. 
I  was  on  the  point  of  putting  in  -a  complaint  when  I  made  a  find,  two  bundles, 
one  hundred  each  of  stamps  cataloguing  at  ten  and  twelve  cents,  and  conclud¬ 
ed  to  let  it  go  at  that.  This  was  so  manifestly  an  accident  that  I  would  not 
recommend  “missionaires’  ’on  the  strength  of  it.  Not  but  what  those  stamps 
serve  a  purpose.  I  still  buy  them,  partly  to  satisfy  my  gambling  inclinations 
even  if  I  do  mostly  lose,  partly  because  I  enjoy  making  collections  of  shades, 
amirs,  cancellations  and  oddities,  and  partly  because  I  am  making  a  collection  of 
lillion,  not  to  secure  medical  treatment,  but  to  exhibit  at  the  Panama-Pacific 
Exposition  in  1915. 


STAMP  NOTES.— By  C.  E.  Jenney. 


Mr.  Caden  in  the  October  West  does  not  quote  quite  correctly  my  state¬ 
ment  in  the  Hobbyist.  The  cancellation  numbers  I  referred  to  were  on  the  3c 
green  stamp  only  and  these  I  have  complete  from  1  to  32  which  was  the  high¬ 
est  number  I  had  seen  at  that  time  on  this  stamp.  I  have  since  found  No.  39, 
so  they  probably  run  in  sequence  up  to  that  or  higher.  On  the  later  issues  such 
as  the  2c  brown  and  the  2c  of  1890  I  have  of  course  found  much  higher  num¬ 
bers. 


The  new’  English  2d  stamp  of  King  George  series  breaks  up  the  single  wa¬ 
termark  custom  of  Great  Britain  for  it  has  the  multiple  watermark. 


We  have  all  been  looking  for  a  pin  or  emblem  significant  of  our  hobby  and 
by  which  we  can  identify  fellow'  collectors  when  passing.  Such  a  one  is  now  on 
the  market  and  I  must  help  boost  it  along  for  it  is  the  very  thing.  It  is  put 
out  by  Mr.  Rapkin,  an  English  dealer  in  stamp  supplies  and  is  advertised  by 
Mr.  Lincoln,  the  English  dealer,  in  the  October  West.  The  design  is  that  of  the 
celebrated  triangular  Cape  of  Good  Hope  stamps  and  follows  it  very  closely 
except  that  in  place  of  the  name  of  the  country’  and  value  it  has  the  words 
"World  wide  emblem  of  Philately’,”  and  certainly  it  deserves  to  become  such. 
It  is  fitted  with  a  ring  suitable  to  attach  to  the  watch  chain  in  place  of  locket. 
It  is  made  in  silver,  gold  plate  w’ith  blue  enamel,  or  solid  gold,  to  suit  all  de¬ 
mands.  As  a  badge  of  fellowship  it  is  such  as  to  be  immediately  distinguishable 
from  all  other  badges  I  know  of,  and  this  easy  recognition  is  the  main  feature 
desired.  But  besides  it  is  a  very  attractive  affair.  This  free  adv.  is  entirely 
disinterested  except  for  the  good  of  our  hobby’. 


The  tendency  of  modern  dealers  is  to  advertise  recent  issues.  Even  the 
Scott  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.,  and  Stanley’-Gibbons  boom  their  new  issues  and  the 
latter  in  a  recent  number  of  their  Stamp  Circular  defend  their  course  by  citing 
that  they  are  much  more  profitable  buys  for  collectors.  Now  this  is  of  course, 
all  bosh.  Their  reason  is  that  this  kind  of  stuff  is  easily  obtainable,  through 
methods  known  to  the  trade,  and  the  profits  quick  and  large.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  you  carefully  scan  the  advertising  pages,  you  will  find  that  the  large 
stamp  firms  are  offering  to  buy  almost  all  old  issues  and  at  good  prices.  They 
cannot  get  enough  to  keep  their  stock  up  and  so  are  bold  to  advertise  the  newer 
issues.  It  will  at  once  be  clear  w’here  the  wise  course  lies  for  the  collector. 

Fresno,  Calif., Permit  No.  2,  formerly’  a  lc  value,  was  found  not  sufficient  to 
carry  the  November  election  sample  ballots  and  has  therefore  been  surcharged 
2c  in  red,  outside  the  rectangle,  and  with  three  parallel  red  lines  running  diag¬ 
onally  up  and  across  the  lc  value.  I  do  not  remember  seeing  any  surcharged  in 
just  this  manner  before. 


The  Western  Collector  is  holding  its  own.  No.  29  has  just  been  received, 
showing  the  membership  of  the  Souvenir  Card  Exchange  Union,  of  w’hich  it  is 
the  official  organ,  to  have  run  up  to  2248.  It  gives  some  space  to  Esperanto  and 
to  stamps,  treating  the  U.  S.  .Jamestow’n  Exposition  Issue  in  the  October  num¬ 
ber. 


HAWAIIAN  STAMPS  BIOGRAPHY.— Compiled  by  A.  F.  Cooke. 


(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

The  first  horses  ever  seen  in  the  islands  arrived  in  May,  1803,  and  Kanw 
hameha  I.  although  in  his  old  age,  soon  became  a  good  horseman. 

Kamehameha  I.  returned  to  Oahu  in  1803.  At  this  time  he  owned  20  small' 
vessels  of  from  20  to  40  tons  burden,  but  later  by  purchase  or  trading  bought 
a  brig  of  175  tons  and  sent  her  on  several  voyages  to  China  with  cargoes  of 
sandal  wood;  she  finally  sank  near  Canton. 

During  his  reign  human  sacrifices  were  common. 

On  March  3rd,  1810,  the  King  sent  a  present  to  King  George  III.  of  Eng¬ 
land,  to  remind  him  of  Vancouver’s  promise  that  a  vessel  mounted  with  brass 
guns  would  be  sent  him.  From  this  time  on  his  victories  were  won  onyl  by 
straightforward  conquests,  as  he  would  not  resort  to  unjust  methods  or  trick¬ 
ery. 

It  was  during  this  period  from  1810  to  1825  that  the  sandal  wood  trade 
was  at  its  height,  and  through  their  wealth  the  king  and  chiefs  were  able  to< 
buy  guns,  ammunition,  liquors,  boats  and  schooners,  as  well  as  silks  and  Chi¬ 
nese  goods.  Distilling  was  introduced  bysome  Botany  Bay  convicts,  before  the 
year  1800.  The  liquor  (okelehao)  obtained  in  this  way  was  nearly  pure  alcohol. 
This  practice  is  stil  carried  on  by  illicit  plants  in  the  mountains  mostly  by  Jap¬ 
anese. 

Profits  by  Wrecks. 

Shipwrecks  often  occurred  and  Kamahameha  I.  gathered  in  many  valuable 
i  applies  and  added  much  to  the  furnishings  of  his  fleet  of  vessels. 

*  Invasions  by  the  Russians,  with  the  intention  of  forming  a  colony  under 
Governor  Baranoff  of  Aalska,  were  made  on  several  occasions,  to  the  islandc,. 
during  1809  and  1815,  and  were  the  cause  of  much  anxiety  to  the  King.  In  ’814 
one  of  the  Russian  vessels  was  wrecked  at  Waimea,  Kauai.  Later,  Karuehame- 
ha  sent  an  expedition  to  Halalei  and  erected  breastworks,  mounted  a  few  can¬ 
non  and  set  a  guard  to  watch  the  Russians.  Tempting  offers  were  made  to* 
Kaumalii,  the  governor  of  Kauai.  The  Russians  built  a  fort  at  Waimea  for 
Kaumalii  but  over  which  the  Russian  flags  were  displayed.  Terms  were  offered 
to  lease  the  whole  island  of  Kauai  to  Russia,  but  the  King  yould  not  agree  to  it. 

In  1816  Kamehameha  built  a  fort  to  command  the  harbor  of  Honolulu.  It 
was  nearly  400  ft.  square,  surrounded  by  a  wall  12  ft.  high  and  20  feet  thick. 
This  fort  was  built  of  coral  and  moutned  with  40,  six,  eight  adn  twelve  pound 
guns.  It  stood  on  the  south  side  of  Queen  street,  corner  of  Fort  street.  Eight 
32  pound  cannon  were  placed  on  the  top  of  Punchbowl  hill  at  450  ft.  eleva¬ 
tion,  just  back  of  Honolulu. 

In  1816  Kamehameha  bought  the  ship  “Albatross”  of  165  tons  register, for 
400  piculs  of  sandal  wood.  A  picul  was  a  man’s  burden  or  133  1-3  pounds  Chi¬ 
nese  weight. 

The  Russians  were  finally  expelled  from  the  islands  and  their  flags  were 
replaced  by  those  of  the  Hawaiian  Kingdom. 

Russia’s  discovery  ship  “Rurick,”  Capt.  Kotzebue,  arrived  Nov.  1816,  and 
after  explanations  friendly  relations  were  established  with  the  King.  Mr.  M. 
Choris,  the  artist  of  the  expedition,  painted  the  only  authentic  portrait  of 
Kamehameha  I.  in  existence.

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POSTAGE  STAMP  PRINTING  IN  EUROPE. — From  a  London  Correspondent. 


During:  th  e  72  years  in  which  postacre  stamps  have  been  in  use  the  method 
of  production  has  passed  through  several  phases,  and  at  the  present  time  tamps 
are  produced  by  various  firms  by  many  different  processes. 

As  a  writer  in  the  “Times”  points  out,  the  method  adopted  in  1840  by 
Messrs.  Perkins,  Bacon  and  Petch  was,  as  might  be  expected  at  that  date,  that 
of  copper,  or  steel  plate  engraving.  No  doubt  the  work  was  entrusted  to  this 
firm  because  Mr.  Perkins  had  introduced  from  America  in  1819  the  method  of 
multiplying  from  one  original  engraving,  thereby  obtaining  a  large  plate  with 
the  requisite  number  of  stamps  upon  it  to  print  in  sheets.  This  invention  con-^ 
sisted  of  engraving  the  design  upon  softened  steel,  the  steel  being  hardened  or 
completion  by  a  special  process.  This  intaglio  steel  matrix  served  to  produce, 
by  pressure,  a  die  upon  a  soft  steel  cylinder.  The  cylinder  was  then  hardened 
and  became  the  die,  by  means  of  which  the  design  of  the  stamp  could  be  “rolled 
into”  a  soft  steel  plate  by  heavy  pressure  and  by  constant  forward  and  back¬ 
ward  rollings  of  teh  die  and  plate.  Teh  apapratus  used  for  this  purpose  was 
governed  by  accurate  geometrical  movements,  permitting  the  operator  to  move 
the  die-cylinder  and  plate  after  a  stamp  had  been  impressed,  to  the  next  posi¬ 
tion  for  sinking  another  stamp.  Thus  the  whole  plate  was  covered  with  exactly 
the  same  design  from  the  first  die.  The  pull  plate  of  stamps  produced  by  this 
method  is  similar  to  intaglio  engraving,  and  gives  excellent  impressions.  As 
the  printing  was  done  by  the  copper  plate  printing  method,  a  number  of  print¬ 
ing  plates  had  to  be  made,  each  bearing  a  consecutive  number, to  facilitate  rapid 
printing,  to  meet  the  public  requirements.  So  durable  are  these  dies  and  plates 
that  thousands  of  millions  of  the  issues  of  one  penny  (2  cents)  stamps  from 
1840  were  all  produced  from  the  first  engraving  and  found  to  be  exactly  identi¬ 
cal. 

Ev  -ry  stamp  collector  has  no  doubt  expressed  admiration  for  the  beautiful 
stamps  which  have  been  issued  by  Canada,  Nicaragua,  Argentine,  San  Salva¬ 
dor,  thi  United  States,  Australia,  and  New  Zealand,  and  has  been  aware  that 
in  the  main  they  have  been  steel-plate  prints.  The  character  of  the  plate  and 
the  perfection  of  the  printing  have  given  these  stamps  a  charm  of  which  this 
method  of  production  is  alone  capable.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that,  although 
some  few  countries  still  use  the  steel-plate,  the  method  of  production  has  been 
almost  entirely  changed  in  the  principal  countries  to  printing  from  relief  in- 


stead  of  intaglio.  But  the  comomn  sense  of  the  people  has  recognized  that 
postage  stamps  are  meerly  labels,  and  as  such  are  of  but  littel  consequence  as 
works  of  art.  This  has  no  doubt  influenced  many  Governments  in  adopting  the 
l  relief  method  or  “surface  method”  of  printing  as  it  is  much  cheaper,  as  well  as 
*  caryring  with  it  the  all-important  advantage  of  printing  the  stamps  upon  dry 
paper _ the  paper  is  often  damped  for  printing  from  the  plate — and  thus  in¬ 

suring  greater  certainty  in  the  perforating  operation.  The  perforating  of 
stamps  was  the  invention  of  Archer  and  at  the  present  time  is  carried  out  by 
the  “comp  perforator,  which  pierces  three  sides  of  each  stamp  in  a  whole  row 
at  once. 

The  details  of  the  practice  of  stamp  printing  vary  in  different  countries, and 
here  are  many  different  machines  in  use  for  printing,  gumming,  and  perforat¬ 
ing.  The  common  custom  is  to  print  from  electros  in  flat-bed  letter  press  ma¬ 
chines,  one  sheet  at  a  time,  and  at  a  speed  of  about  1,000  sheets  per  hour.  This 
method  is  undergoing  a  change  on  acocunt  of  the  demand  for  stamps  printed 
in  rolls,  for  the  automatis  coin-freed  machines  in  use  in  this  and  other  coun¬ 
tries.  For  this  purpose  it  is  proposed  to  print  stamps  from  a  continuous  web, 
by  a  rotary  printing  cylinder  carrying  the  curved  electros. 

Both  for  utlimate  use  in  these  automatic  sale  machines,  or  for  the  rapid 
production  of  stamps,  the  “Goebel”  rotary  stamp-printing  machine  has  been 
introduced  into  this  country  by  Hunters  (Limited).  It  is  a  fly-stamping  press 
of  the  platen  type,  capable  of  taking  1,500  impressions  per  hour,  each  ompres- 
sion,  according  to  the  adjustment  of  the  press,  yiedling  five  rows  of  10  stamps 
_ 50  stamps — or  10  rows  of  10  stamps — 100  stamps,  the  daily  output  being  ac¬ 
cordingly  either  750,000  or  1,500,000.  The  paper  is  fed  from  a  roll  and  brought 
-A  into  position  for  either  five  rows  or  ten  rows,  the  print  then  being  taken  with  a 
pressure  of  little  short  of  22,400  pounds.  As  the  pressure  is  released  the  pa¬ 
per  is  drawn  forward  and  a  second  impression  taken.  The  adjustment  for 
printing  is  regulated  so  finely  that  a  scale  is  used  having  an  index  finger  shew¬ 
ing  the  pressure,  for  the  use  of  the  operator.  As  the  printing  proceeds  the  ma¬ 
chine  also  prints  upon  the  margin  of  the  paper  the  consecutive  number  of  the 
row,  thus  automatically  recording  the  output  in  rows,  and  an  additional  count¬ 
er  is  set  in  motion  which  gives  the  total  number  of  stamps. 

From  the  printing  machine  the  paper  passes  to  the  perforator,  and  finally 
is  wound  up  in  separate  rolls,  either  50  or  100  stamps  long,  the  rows  being  split 
up  singly  if  required  for  automatic  machines. 

In  addition  to  the  “Goebel”  rotary  other  rotary  presses  are  in  use  in 
France,  which,  after  printing  th  e  stamps,  accomplish  teh  perforations,  leaving 
the  slitting  into  rows  to  be  done  by  hand. 

The  advances  made  in  printing  from  engraved  plates  and  cylinders,  al¬ 
ready  referred  to  above,  are  not  lost  sight  of  by  stamp  printers  There  are 
certain  technical  difficulties,  which  are  at  present  being  dealt  with,  and  it  may 
not  be  long  before  both  the  beauty  of  the  old  engraved  stamp  with  its  adjunct, 
the  steel-plate  method  of  printing,  will  be  in  general  use  on  quick-running 
machines.  Such  a  method  has  been  brought  to  perfection  already  by  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  in  Washington,  U.  S.  A.,  where  after  five 
years’  experimental  work  the  printing  of  stamps  is  now  being  done  from  an 
intaglio  cylinder.  By  this  machine  the  paper  is  fed  from  a  roll,  printed, 
gummed,  adn  perforated;  it  is  then  carried  forward,  slit  up,  and  coiled  into 
rolls.  The  printing  of  the  starhps  maintains  the  high  standard  which  has  al- 


ways  characterized  the  American  products. 

In  dealing  with  the  method  of  printing  it  was  necessary  to  postpone  the 
description  of  the  production  of  the  electro.  For  this  method  the  original  de¬ 
sign  is  engraved  in  relief,  as  a  die,  and  from  this  the  full  number  of  electros  is  : 
taken.  The  English  sheet  of  stamps  requires  240  electros,  as  now  printed;  the  ' 
“Goebel”  rotary  requires  50  or  100  electors.  Whatever  the  number,  they  are 
set  up,  like  type  in  a  chase,  and  a  complete  electro  is  taken  of  the  whole  sheet. 
This  electro  is  frequently  nickel  or  steel  faced  to  suit  the  nature  of  the  ink 
used.  Another  way  of  producing  the  printing  form  is  to  take  moulds  n  lead  by 
pressure  from  the  original  steel  relief  engarving,  every  care  being  exercised  to 
secure  exactly  the  same  mixing  of  lead  for  a  complete  set  of  the  moulds.  The 
requisite  number  of  moulds  are  set  up  in  a  chase  in  proper  printing  position, 
and  an  electro  is  made  for  the  whole  printing  sheet.  Usually  the  electro  is  a 
copper  shell  filled  in  and  mounted  for  printing;  but  a  more  recent  method  is  to 
deposit  solid  nickel,  and  this  has  been  found  better  than  nickel-faced  copper 
electros. 

An  obvious  method  which  would  appear  to  meet  the  case  is  the  same  as 
that  originated  by  Mr.  Perkins  for  producing  the  full  sheet  of  intaglio  en¬ 
gravings.  The  necessary  difference  is  that  the  original  stee  lengraving  should 
be  in  relief,  so  that  a  matrix  would  be  formed  upon  the  cylinder,  which  is  used 
to  impress  the  soft  steel  plate,  thereby  producing  the  whole  of  the  stamps  in 
relief.  This  method  was  submitted  to  the  British  Government  in  1879  by  Per¬ 
kins,  Bacon  &  Co.,  just  before  the  stamp-pirnting  contract  was  given  to  Thomas 
l)e  la  Rue  &  Co.,  in  1880,  who  held  it  until  its  transference  to  Harrison  &  Sons 
in  July  1910.  Although  this  process  was  not  then  accepted  in  this  country,  it 
was  adopted  by  the  New  Zealand  Government,  for  whom  more  than  one  mil¬ 
lion  sheets  were  printed  from  one  plate  during  the  late  King’s  reign.  The* 
wear  upon  this  plate  is  scarcely  noticeable,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that, 
taking  an  intaglio  steel-plate  as  being  withdrawn  from  use  after  printing 
more  than  a  million  sheets,  a  steel-plate  in  relief  will  have  a  much  longer  life. 

The  desire  to  cheapen  the  printing  of  stamps  is  shown  by  some  small 
states,  where  they  are  printed  from  stone.  Stamps  have  been  printed  from  zinc 
or  aluminum  in  direct  rotary  machines;  and  the  comparative  ease  with  which 
lithography  is  conducted  by  the  skilled  craftsmen  of  today  makes  it  possible 
to  print  stamps  by  planography  (surface  printisg)  with  all  the  clearness  of 
the  engraving,  especially  since  the  offset  method  of  printing  has  been  intro¬ 
duced.  Already  stamps  may  be  seen  from  American  States  which  have  been 
printed  by  the  offset  process,  and  if  some  of  the  postage  stamps  of  Eastern 
countries  be  examined  they  will  be  found  to  show  most  beautiful  offset  work, 
equalling  if  not  surpassing  the  steel-plate  print,  especially  in  the  fact  that  the 
whole  lsue  is  practically  alike  in  color  and  density  of  impression.  The  advan¬ 
tage  of  offset  printing  in  the  matter  of  speed  may  be  counterbalanced  by  the 
fact  that  it  seems  at  present  unlikely  that  an  offset  plate  could  be  run  from 
1,000,000  impressions.  But  the  cost  of  making  up  new  plates  for  such  a  num¬ 
ber  would  be  so  low  that  it  would  be  more  than  compensated  by  the  increased 
speed  of  production. 

The  offset  method  will,  no  doubt  , revive  the  desire  for  more  elaborate 
stamp  designs  than  are  usually  found  in  Europe,  because  it  gives  a  style  of 
print  much  more  suitabel  to  atristic  work  upon  such  a  small  scale  than  is  gen¬ 
erally  obtained  by  relief  printing. 

On  the  question  of  design  of  postage  stamps  very  little  can  be  said  in  fa- 
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vor  of  getting  the  original  design  made  by  some  eminent  artist  or  sculptor, 
iwho  is  unacquainted  with  the  possibilities  of  the  power  of  execution.  There 
fare  excellent  designers  both  in  lithography  and  engraving  who  are  capable  of 
preparing  such  designs,  and  who  know  all  the  difficulties  that  will  have  to  be 
surmounted.  If  left  in  their  hands  art  will  not  be  lost  sight  of,  nor  will  the 
prestige  of  a  nation  be  neglected. 


POSTMARKS  AND  STAMP  CANCELLATIONS.

Some  cities  notably  Chicago  have  all  kinds  and  then  some.  There  is  one 
quite  pretty.  It  is  made  up  with  a  series  of  short  horizontal  bars,  with  the  sec¬ 
tions  divided  by  the  wosd  “Chicago”  reading  upwards.  The  numbers  “5”  and 
“21”  are  frequently  met  with  on  Chicago  letters.  Some  of  the  stations  still  use 
the  old  round  hand  stamp.  A  new  exposition  mark  has  recently  come  to  my 
notice.  It  advertises  the  Fifth  National  Corn  Exposition  in  1913  at  Columbia. 
S.  C.  In  Canada,  they  also  have  some  Exposition  marks,  those  advertising  the 
Selkirk  Centennial  and  used  at  Winnipeg,  Quebec  has  one  for  its  exposition, 
so  has  Toronto,  and  Lethbridge  has  one  advertising  a  Dry  Farming  Congress. 

The  numbers  frequently  met  with  on  stamps  and  in  connection  with  post 
marks  I  believe  refer  in  this  country  to  stations.  In  Great  Britain  they  refer 
Jin  cities.  Some  cities  use  letters  as  for  instance  Portland,  Oregon.  Have  the 
^fmimbers  as  high  as  52  on  U.  S.  stamps,  and  this  is  probably  the  limit,  while 
in  Great  Britain  there  are  about  two  thousand  including  the  letter-figure  com¬ 
binations. 

Among  the  curious  names  that  have  recently  come  to  my  attention  are 
the  following:  Dad,  Point  no  Point,  Rabbit  Foot,  Rabbit  Hash,  Half  west,  Har¬ 
ness,  Lefthand,  Man,  Map,  Minimum,  Mix,  Twin,  Triplett,  Ty  Ty,  Gold  Dust. 
Of  things  to  eat,  some  not  mentioned  before  are:  Hominy,  Ham,  Jelly,  Raisin, 
F,gi  Chicken,  Fish.  The  following  affices  have  evidently  had  in  view  the  mat¬ 
ter  of  brevity:  Ai,  Ka,  Ti,  Oz,  Za.  In  contrast  to  these  are  such  names  as 
these:  Hartland  Four  Corners,  Trundles  Cross  Roads,  Mouth  Saint  Francis 
River.  Many  have  wondered  where  they  could  find  Paradise;  it  is  in  Oregon, 
of  course,  as  is  also  Utopia.  Sunrise  is  in  Kentucky,  Sunset  in  Oregon  an{i 
Midnight  in  Mississippi.  The  “First”  post  office  is  in  West  Virginia,  as  is  also 
Next;  Sixteen  is  in  Montana,  Seventeen  in  Ohio  and  Seventy  Six  in  Kentucky. 
Minnesota  has  Happy  Land  and  North  Carolina  Merry  Hill.  Two  states  have 
a  “Free”  post  office,  Kentucky  and  Texas. 

Of  the  names  that  are  most  frequently  used  in  designating  post  offices, 
Franklin  and  Chester  stand  at  the  head  with  32  each;  Salem  is  used  31  times, 
Riverside  30,  Washington  and  Madison  28,  and  Hamilton  and  Cleveland  27 
times.  There  are  16  Roosevelt  post  offices  and  there  have  been  no  additions  for 
some  time;  Taft  is  used  20  times  and  some  additions  are  being  made;  Wilson 
is  also  used  20  times;  at  this  time,  late  in  October,  it  is  not  known  as  to  which 
of  these  three  will  have  the  most  additions  within  the  next  four  years. 

Some  time  since  I  corresponded  with  a  young  man  in  Michigan  whose  post¬ 
mark  collection  numbered  ten  or  twelve  thousand,  but  as  far  as  I  know  W.  G. 
\Robb  of  Rock  Falls,  Illinois,  heads  the  list  with  about  40,000  U.  S.  and  about 
'10, 000  foreign. 
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Ordinal  and  Otherwise 
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Indications  for  an  active  stamp  sea¬ 
son  are  excellent.  Rare  stamps  in  fine 
condition  are  getting  harder  and  harder^ 
to  secure,  and  this  applies  even  to  many 
countries  which  ten  years  ago  were  a 
drug  on  the  market.

Post  im  Furstentum  Liechten¬ 
stein,”  meaning  Royal  Austrian  Post  in  the  Principality  of  Liechtenstein. 

Be  on  the  lookout  for  new  issues  from  China.  They  are  bound  to  come. 

The  new  U.  S.  set  ranks  first  in  the  stamps  of  today.  The  higher  values 
are  beautiful  in  their  colors  and  simplicity  of  design. 

’Tis  said  that  Lord  Crawford  of  England,  recently  disposed  of  a  part  of  | 
his  stamp  collection  to  a  London  dealer,  the  part  sold  comprising  80  quarto  * 
volumes.  To  keep  a  collection  like  that  in  any  kind  of  shape  must  have  required 
the  services  of  quite  a  number  of  competent  persons.

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COLLECTING  PHOTOGRAPH  POST  CARDS. 


To  my  mind  a  collection  of  photograph  post  cards  is  much  nicer  than  one 
of  printed  cards,  as  you  have  an  actual  photograph  of  the  scene.  Often  the 
printed  cards  are  in  glaring  and  inaccurate  colors  that  do  not  show  the  scene 
ktrue  to  life.  Besides,  in  a  collection  of  photograph  cards,  you  will  find  many 
,fhat  cannot  be  duplicated  in  printed  cards,  for  the  reason  hat  publishers  only 
print  those  that  they  expect  to  have  a  large  sale.  So  you  see  that  many  in¬ 
teresting  but  out-of-the-way  places  will  never  appear  in  their  lists. 


Among  the  printed  cards,  those  in  double  tone  sepia  ink  are  quite  nice, 
the  blending  of  the  different  shades  of  brown  making  o  good  effect,  especially 
when  printed  on  stippled  or  roughened  cardboard.

VALUABLE  BUTTERFLIES. 

A  jet-black  butterfly,  valued  at  $5,000,  as  big  almost  as  a  robin,  with  wings 
measuring  11%  inches  from  tip  to  tip,  has  been  brought  to  London  from  New 
Guinea  by  A.  L.  Mock,  an  explorer  in  th  e  service  of  the  Hon.  Walter  Roths¬ 
child,  millionaire  owner  of  the  famous  private  museum  at  Tring  Park.  Several 
new  varieties  of  butterflies,  by  far  the  largest  in  the  world  were  discovered  in 
new  Guinea  by  Mock.  “I  had  to  take  up  from  the  coast,”  he  says,  “cases  of 
pearl  shell  tomahawks  and  beads  of  all  kinds  before  I  could  get  the  assistance 
of  the  natives  in  capturing  the  butterflies.  The  natives  shoot  them  with  four- 
pronged  arrows  which  they  use  for  killing  birds.  The  female  giant  butterflies 
are  black  or  brown  or  white,  but  the  males  are  splendidly  marked  in  green  or 
gold.  I  brought  back  also  with  me  a  butterfly  which  has  a  hairy  body  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  intense  cold  of  the  Snow  Mountains.”  The  hairy  butterfly  is  al- 
t  >st  furry,  so  thick  is  its  covering,  and  it  has  a  wonderful  appearance.

Many  letters  have  been  received  by  the  Sec’y  of  the  California  Philatelic 
Society  from  collectors  living  outside  of  California  asking  for  application 
blanks  and  sometimes  enclosing  twenty-five  cents  for  membership,  so  as  to 
save  these  people  postage  we  announce  that  no  philatelist  living  out  of  (  aii- 
fornia  can  become  a  member.  All  such  money  for  menibership  will  be  returned 
and  if  you  have  not  received  yours  notify  the  secretary,  at  1030  Church  St.,  San 
Francisco,  Calif. 

There  is  one  death  in  philatelic  circles,  in  California,  to  be  recorded. — Hen¬ 
ry  J.  Crocker,  age  55,  owner  of  the  famous  collection  of  Hawaiian  stamps.  Won 
medals  at  the  Chicago  and  Vienna  Exhibitions.  He  was  president  of  the  Pacific 
Philatelic  Society  and  Assocate  Editor  of  Everybody’s  Philatelist. 

The  engineers  while  dredging  for  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  uncover 
ed  an  Indian  village  about  500  years  old.  Specimens  have  been  given  to  Scien¬ 
tists  to  be  examined. 

Panama  Exposition  stamps  are  to  be  oblong  in  shape,  about  one  inch  in 
width,  by  one  and  one-quarter  inches  in  length.  They  ai'e  to  be  of  the  following 
denominations: — One  cent,  portrait  of  Balboa;  two  cents,  Gatum  Locks,  Pan¬ 
ama  Canal;  five  cents,  Golden  Gate;  ten  cents,  Discovery  of  San  Francisco  Bay 
from  the  celebrated  painting  by  Arthur  Mathews. 

By  January  1,  1913,  the  new  parcels  post  will  be  in  operation.  The  stamps 
will  be  of  the  following  denominations,  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  10,  15,  20,  25,  50.  75  and  SI. 
There  will  be  three  series.  The  first  series  will  show  modern  methods  of  trans¬ 
porting  mail,  the  second  series  will  show  the  four  classes  of  postal  employees 
and  the  third  series  will  show  four  industrial  scenes.  Ordinary  stamps  will  not 
pay  postage  on  matter  sent  by  parcel  post,  the  new  stamps  will  be  used  exclu¬ 
sively  for  that. 

By  the  time  this  copy  of  the  West  reaches  you  the  California  Stamp  News 
will  have  issued  its  first  copy.  Upon  applcation  to  the  Editor-Pub.,  a  sample 
c3ppy  will  be  sent  gratis.

HISTORY  IN  COINS  AND  MEDALS. — From  Our  Own  l.ondon  Correspondent. 

(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

“Well,"  he  said,  “the  limited  area  covered  by  this  department,  coupled 
with  the  fact  that  the  collection  is  kept  under  lock  and  key,  has  the  effect  of 
making  it,  perhaps,  the  least  known  to  the  general  public  of  all  the  various  de¬ 
partments  in  the  museum.  The  absence  of  an  exhibition  beyond  the  small  one 
in  the  corridor  of  the  Medal  Rooms  is  also  a  drawback,  but  this  wlil  be  over¬ 
come  shortly  when  the  new  buildings  are  completed  as  it  is  contemplated  to 
have  an  exhibition  of  coins  and  medals  which  will  be  accessible  to  the  general  A, 
public,  as  is  done  in  the  case  of  the  objects  connected  with  the  various  depart- ^ 
ments  of  antiquities.  Naturally,  the  selection  will  be  very  limited,  as  it  will 
•■e  only  possible  to  show  a  few  examples  of  the  principal  series.” 

“How  does  the  museum  collection  compare  with  those  of  foreign  coun- 

n 

tries  : 

"That  is  a  difficult  question  to  answer,  but  the  collection  is  one  of  which 
ve  have  a  good  reason  to  be  proud  and  in  certain  series,  such  as  the  Greek, 

R  .man  and  Oriental,  it  stands  in  the  first  rank,  as  compared  with  those  on  the 
Continent.  Naturally,  as  is  quite  proper,  the  national  series,  i.  e.,  that  of  Great 
Britain,  is  unrivalled,  though  there  are  still  not  a  few  pieces  which  we  should 
be  very  glad  to  possess,  but  it  is  quite  possible  that  many  of  these  will  not  re¬ 
main  long  under  the  category  of  desiderata,  in  some  of  the  European  media¬ 
eval  series  the  collection  is  decidedly  weak,  but  in  one  instance — Italy — as 
shown  by  the  recent  publications  of  the  King  of  Italy  and  Signor  Serafini,  the 
ou  ator  ot  the  Vatican  and  Capitol  collections  at  Rome,  the  museum  has  many 
unique  coins.  The  local  coins  of  Italy  and  the  feudal  money  of  France  do  not 
find  their  way  very  easily  across  the  Channel.  There  are  so  few  collectors 

here.” 

“Setting  aside  their  historical  value,  which  must  be  considerable,  I  suppose 
that  coins  may  be  studied  for  other  practical  purposes— for  instance,  for  their 
artistic  value?” 

“Some  series  are  purely  histoircal,  others  combine  the  artistic  with  the 
historical.  Those  of  the  ancients— for  example,  the  Greeks— are  considered  the 
groundwork  of  Archaeology  and  anyone  who  contemplates  seriously  the  study 
of  Greek  art,  has  first  to  turn  his  attention  to  the  coins.  There  is  no  finer  or 


better  training-  for  the  eye  than  those  small  disks  with  their  types  in  high  re¬ 
lief,  which  show  art  in  all  its  phases.  The  Roman  coins  are  also  very  useful  for 
this  purpose,  but  not  to  so  high  a  degree  as  the  Greek.  Coins,  as  a  whole,  re¬ 
present  practically  the  history  of  the  civilized  world  of  Europe,  and  the  East 
from  about  the  seventh  century  B.  C.  down  to  our  own  times.  They  are  often 
the  only  records  of  dynasties  of  which  there  aer  no  other  documents,  of  cities 
which  are  forgotten,  or  whose  sites  are  not  traceable,  and  of  kings  and  rulers 
who  have  passed  away  and  are  not  noticed  elsewhere.  For  historical  purposes, 
coins  possess  a  value  not  shared  by  any  other  objects  of  antiquity.  The  prac¬ 
ticed  numismatist  knows  at  a  glance  the  date  of  the  issue  of  a  coin,  whether 
of  the  sixth,  fifth,  or  fourth  century  B.  C.,  and  in  most  cases  within  a  period  of 
twenty  or  forty  years.  This  is  most  important  in  the  case  of  dating  other  ob¬ 
jects,  for  instance,  in  the  case  of  a  find  of  ancient  gold  and  silver  ornaments 
much  diversity  of  opinion  often  exists  as  to  their  class  and  date.  Greek  jewel¬ 
ry  has  often  been  claimed  to  be  Roman,  and  vice  versa;  and  by  some  experts 
prehistoric  objects  have  been  pronounced  to  be  Byzantine.  When  coins  are 
found  with  such  objects,  then  there  exists  no  longer  any  doubt  as  to  their  date 
and  the  class  to  which  they  belong,  whether  Greek,  Roman,  Anglo-Saxon,  or 
any  other.” 

‘•Have  there  been  of  recent  date  many  additions  to  the  collection?” 

“Like  the  other  collections  in  the  museum  that  of  the  coins  and  medals  has 
of  late  years  increased  considerably.  Since  Reginald  Stuart  Poole  became 
Keeper  in  1870,  when  I  first  entered  the  Medal  Room,  at  least  100,000  speci¬ 
mens  have  been  acquired,  a  very  large  number  of  which  are  due  to  the  gener¬ 
osity  of  private  individuals.” 

“What  about  forgeries  and  falsifications  ?  Are  you  much  troubled  with 
these,  or  do  they  not  exist  to  the  same  degree  as  in  other  objects?” 

“Yes,  that  is  one  of  the  great  difficulties  that  the  numismatist  has  to  con¬ 
tend  with;  for  of  late  years  they  have  been  very  much  in  evidence.  Some  few 
are  produced  in  Italy  and  Greece,  but  of  ancient  coins  the  chief  supply  comes 
from  Asia  Minor,  and  even  from  the  northern  districts  of  India.  The  numis¬ 
matist  has  to  exercise  a  great  deal  of  caution,  and  he  must  not  be  disappoint¬ 
ed  if  he  is  sometimes  deceived.” 


MUCH  MONEY  UNREDEEMED. 

Millions  in  Currency  Lost,  Destroyed,  or  Being  Preserved  as  Souvenirs,  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Treasurer. 

Washington. — There  are  millions  of  dolalrs  of  currency  outstanding,  lost, 
destroyed  or  being  preserved  as  souvenirs,  which  the  federal  government  never 
will  be  called  upon  to  redeem,  according  to  a  compilation  of  figures  by  the  reg¬ 
ister  of  the  treasury.  This  indicates  that  the  government  makes  a  big  profit 
on  its  issues  of  paper  money. 

At  the  present  time  $15,232,093  is  outstanding  of  the  issue  of  fractional 
currency  notes  during  the  Civil  War  familiarly  known  as  “shinplasters.”  The 
total  issue  of  these  notes  was  nearly  $369,000,000.  It  is  known  that  many  peo¬ 
ple  are  saving  samples  of  them  as  relics  and  it  is  probable  that  very  few  of 
the  outstanding  $15,000,000  ever  will  be  presented  for  redemption. 

Of  the  nearly  $1,000,000,000  worth  of  gold  certificates  issued  during  the 
Civil  War  about  $50,000  is  still  outstanding.  There  is  also  oustanding  $1,095,- 
000  of  the  $189,000,000  issue  of  gold  certificates  of  the  series  of  1888.

Archie  M. — Any  dealer  advertising  in  the  WEST  will  furnish  you  with  a 
Bretons  catalogue.  The  rare  variety  of  the  1853  silver  half  dollar  if  genuine 
should  weigh  several  grains  more  than  the  rays  and  arrow  kind.  There  are 
specimens  with  the  rays  and  arrows  rubbed  off  and  a  filling  of  gold  that  brings 
them  up  to  the  required  weight,  but  it  is  easily  detected  by  taking  the  specific 
gravity.  Mr.  Granberg,  Oshkosh,  Wis.,  is  said  to  have  paid  a  large  sum, several 
hundred  dollars  for  a  speemen,  vouched  for  by  Mr.  Stevens,  a  veteran  coin 
dealer  of  Chicago.

A  ton  of  toothpaste  is  to  be  distributed  in  small  tubes  among  visitors  in 
Billings  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  as  one  of  the  many  wonderful  things 
which  exist  naturally  in  Montana,  and  entitle  it  to  the  name  ‘  Treasure  State. 
The  paste  was  accidentally  discovered  by  a  farmer  near  Billings,  who  was  en¬ 
gaged  in  digging  a  well. 

At  a  comparatively  shallow  depth  the  workmen  struck  a  four-foot  stratum 
of  paste-like  substance  and  when  a  sample  was  analyzed  it  was  pronounced  to 
be  pumice  in  a  highly  pulverized  form.  Some  of  it  was  sent  to  an  eastern  con¬ 
cern  which  manufactures  preparations  for  the  teeth,  with  a  result  that  a  large 
quantity  was  immediately  purchased. 

The  formation  exists  in  practically  unlimited  quantities  and  it  is  expected 
it  will  be  mined  and  placed  on  the  market  from  Billings. 


Aluminum,  comparatively  few  years  ago  a  rare  metal,  too  expensive  to 
have  any  particular  economic  value,  has  today  come  into  wide  use  in  a  great 
number  of  industries.  The  consumption  in  the  United  States  in  1911,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  was  46,125,000  pounds,  the  pirce  in 
New  York  ranging  from  ISV2  to  22  cents  a  pound.  The  Survey  has  just  pub¬ 
lished  a  report  by  W.  C.  Phalen  on  “Bauxite  and  Aluminum,”  an  advance  chap¬ 
ter  from  “Mineral  Resources  of  the  United  States”  for  1911,  which  gives  a 
comprehensive  review  of  the  industry  for  the  year.  Bauxite  ore,  the  present 
source  for  metallic  aluminum,  is  mined  in  Arkansas,  Georgia,  Alabama,  and 
Tennessee,  the  output  from  these  States  combined  amounting  in  1911  to  155,618 
long  tons,  valued  at  $750,649,  an  increase  of  about  5  per  cent  in  both  quantity 
and  value  compared  with  the  figures  for  1910.  The  increase,  though  small, 
shows  a  healthful  condition  of  the  industries  dependent  on  this  ore  for  raw  ma¬ 
terial. 

The  chief  uses  of  bauxite  are  in  the  manufacture  of  metallic  aluminum,  of 
aluminum  salts,  of  alundum  or  fused  lumina,  which  finds  extensive  use  as  an 
abrasive,  and  to  a  minor  extent  in  the  making  of  bauxite  brick  and  of  plaster 
compositions.  The  first  three  industries  mentioned  consume  the  bulk  of  the  ore 
onw  mined. 

In  the  aluminum  industry  a  new  plant  located  at  Clarksburg,  West  Virgin- 


ia,  is  reported  to  have  begun  opeartions  in  Januayr,  1912,  having  for  its  object 
the  manufacture  of  metallic  aluminum  and  its  compounds. 

The  use  of  the  metal  aluminum  and  its  alloys  in  automobiles,  dirigible  bal¬ 
loons,  and  aeroplanes  is  constanty  increasing.  In  the  form  of  magnalium  it  is 
used  in  the  beams  of  analytical  balances,  and  other  new  alloys  are  being  con¬ 
stantly  brought  to  public  attention.  The  metal  is  also  employed  in  paper  deco¬ 
rations  and  for  wrapping.  It  is  reported  to  have  been  used  in  the  textile  indus¬ 
tries,  where  it  has  been  combined  with  silk,  to  which  it  imparts  a  peculiar  bril¬ 
liancy,  particularly  adapted  to  theatrcal  and  ceremonial  costumes.  It  has  found 
and  is  constantly  finding  a  host  of  applications  in  swaller  articles  of  everyday 
use  and  ornamentation.  The  Ordnance  Department  of  the  United  States  Army 
recently  awarded  a  contract  for  sixty  thousand  or  more  aluminum  canteens 
and  cups.  The  metal  is  now  being  used  in  various  other  ways  in  the  light  field 
equipment  of  the  Army. 

The  report  contains  statistics  of  production,  consumption,  and  world’s  pro¬ 
duction  of  bauxite;  production  and  imports  of  aluminum  salts;  and  consumption 
and  exports  of  metallic  aluminum  Descriptions  are  given  of  the  occurrence  and 
possible  new  sources  of  aluminum  salts  in  Utah  and  Alabama,  the  bauxite 
fields  in  the  Southern  States,  the  uses  and  methods  of  purifying  the  raw  ore, 
the  manufacture  of  aluminum,  and  the  aluminum  market  conditions  for  the 
year.  The  alloys  of  aluminum,  an  attractive  field  of  research,  are  also  dis¬ 
cussed.

Wm.  R.  Honnell,  a  real  estate  dealer  in  Kansas  City,  Kans.,  who  was  for¬ 
merly  agent  for  the  Kickapoo  Indians,  has  an  Indian  saddle  which  he  used  for 
many  years  in  the  early  days  while  in  the  government  service. 


“Al”  Hatch,  a  widely  known  Kansas  City  saloon  keeper,  who  was  shot  and 
seriously  wounded  by  highway  robbers,  is  acquainted  wtih  actors  and  theatrical 
people  throughout  the  country,  and  has  acquired  a  collection  of  autographed 
photographs  of  theatrical  celebrities  that  is  said  to  be  the  largest  in  the  west. 


Godfrey  Haag,  of  Leavenworth,  has  an  object  that  resembles  a  piece  of 
crystallized  rock,  but  is  in  reality  a  formation  of  ten  crockery  plates,  which 
were  welded  together  by  the  intense  heat  during  the  big  Chicago  fire.  The 
plates  were  on  a  shelf  in  a  china  store.  His  sister  picked  up  the  relic  the 
year  of  the  fire  and  gave  it  to  him  ten  years  later. 


Articles  of  local  historical  value  are  to  be  collected  and  preserved  here¬ 
after  by  the  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  at  Chanute,  Kans.  The  five  literary 
or  musical  societies  that  compose  the  federation  have  each  appointed  one 
member  of  a  committee  to  gather  material,  and  the  directors  of  the  public  li¬ 
brary'  have  granted  permission  for  the  opening  of  a  historical  museum  in  the 
building.

Jackson,  the  grocer, 
several  weeks  after,  Mr.  Jackson  told  him  he  had  sold  some  crackers  and 
cheese  to  a  stranger  who  paid  for  the  articles  with  a  very  queer  looking  dollar, 
which  erminded  him  of  the  one  Mr.  Clem  once  showed  him.  By  the  date  of  the 
coin  it  was  afterwards  discovered  that  it  was  the  same  one  Mr.  Clem  had  lost, 
and  Mr.  Jackson  returned  it  to  him. 


Prof.  Frank  Y\  .  Blackmar’s  new  history  of  Kansas  has  appeared  and  it  is 
unquestionably  the  most  valuable  reference  book  on  Kansas  history  ever 
written.

A  historical  park,  which  shall  contain  a  reproduction  of  the  military  camp

Lincoln,  Kans.  Mr.  Bernhardt  proposes  to  secure  by  popular  subscription  a 
tract  of  ten  acres  or  more,  near  Lincoln,  and  to  have  the  grounds  laid  out  by 
Captain  Pliley  of  Kansas  Cty,  the  commander  of  the  Spillman  creek  camp  of 
early  days.  Mr.  Bernhardt  is  a  pioneer  himself  and  has  devoted  much  time  to 
matters  of  local  history.  He  is  the  outhor  of  a  book  on  “Indian  Raids  in  Lincoln 
County,”  and  it  was  through  his  efforts  that  a  fund  was  rased,  a  few  years  ago, 
for  the  placing  of  a  monument  in  the  Lincoln  county  courthouse  square  in  mem¬ 
ory  of  the  first  settlers  of  the  county  who  perished  in  an  Indian  massacre. 


The  new  instructor  in  botany,  associated  with  Dr.  Twiss,  at  Washburn  Col¬ 
lege,  Topeka,  is  James  Plummer  Poole,  who  took  his  bachelor’s  degree  at  the 
University  of  Maine  at  Orono,  in  June,  1912.  Mr.  Poole  comes  to  Washburn 
highly  recommended.  During  his  work  at  the  University,  he  was  a  special  stu¬ 
dent  under  Dr.  Chrysler,  one  of  the  best  botanists  of  today,  famous  for  his  re¬ 
searches.  Mr.  Poole  had  the  very  great  advantage  of  acting  as  his  laboratory 
assistant. 


Harry  Moore,  of  Leavenworth,  has  a  picture  of  Gen.  Jas.  H.  Lane,  which 
was  presented  to  his  father,  the  late  Judge  H.  Miles  Moore,  by  that  gentleman 
shortly  after  the  arrival  of  Gen.  Lanse  in  Kansas.  It  represents  the  “Grim 
Chieftain”  in  his  early  manhood  and  promisent  upon  his  breast  is  the  medal 
presented  to  him  for  gallantry  in  the  Mexican  War.  Mr.  Moore  found  it  recent¬ 
ly  while  looking  over  some  old  papers  belonging  to  his  father. 


The  University  of  Kansas  has  furnished  a  collection  of  insects  to  the  Salina 
high  school.  This  collecton  is  to  be  used  by  Miss  Lucy  Marsh,  a  last  year’s 
graduate,  as  a  model  for  the  zoology  class  of  Salina.  These  insects  were  col¬ 
lected  by  the  Uinversity  students  and  are  representatives  of  the  Kansas  bugs. 


Capt.  Wm.  H.  Woodlief  died  recently  at  his  home  on  the  estate  formerly 
owned  by  John  Tecumseh  Jones,  or  “Tauy”  Jones,  chief  of  the  Ottawa  Indians 
and  founder  of  Ottawa  university.  The  Woodlief  home,  a  large  stone  dwelling 
on  the  banks  of  Tauy  creek,  is  one  of  the  historic  places  of  Franklin  County. 
Horace  Greeley  once  spent  a  night  there  and  John  Brown  also  stopped  there. 


Samuel  Herring  recently  plowed  up  on  the  old  California  trail  in  Doni¬ 
phan  county,  a  portion  of  a  human  skeleton  supposed  to  have  belonged  to  one 
of  the  old  “Forty-niners”  who  dies  with  cholera  on  this  famous  trail.

like  g  in  gem;  i  is  like  ee  in  see;  j  is  like  y  in  yet;  jh  is  like  z  in  seizure;  o  is 

like  o  in  roll;  s  is  like  s  n  so;  sh  is  like  sh  in  show;  u  is  like  oo  in  soon;  u  is 

like  w  in  how;  z  is  like  z  in  zone;  r  is  slightyl  rolled  or  trilled. 

The  remaining  letters  are  pronounced  exactly  as  in  English:  b,  d,  f,  h,  k,  I, 
m,  n,  p,  t,  v. 

oj  is  like  oy  in  boy;  ojn  is  like  oin  in  coin;  aj  is  like  y  in  my;  ajn  is  like  ine 
in  shine;  ej  is  like  ay  n  pay;  uj  s  like  ooj;  ujn  is  pronounced  ooyn. 

Pronunciation. — Every  word  is  pronounced  exactly  as  spelled,  and  no  letter 
is  ever  silent. 

The  accent  is  placed  on  the  syllable  next  to  teh  last. 

Every  vowel  adds  a  syllable.

The  Government  is  preparing  to  come  to  the  aid  of  the  Navajo  Indians  of 
New  Mexico  and  Arizona.  Recent  investigations  show  that  more  than  five 
thousand  of  their  children  have  no  educational  advantages  whatever. 


The  belief  of  many  scientists  that  the  Cliff  Dwellers  were  a  race  of 
dwarfs  has  been  confirmed  recently  by  the  discovery  of  a  mummy  wihch  is  only 
eighteen  inches  long,  and  which  has  evidently  attained  its  full  growth.  The 
discover  was  made  near  Silver  City. 


Among  the  many  interesting  exhibits  that  were  to  be  seen  at  the  New 
Mexico  State  Fair,  probably  the  one  of  most  interest  to  the  collector  was  that 
of  Santa  Fe  county.  It  consisted  of  a  large  collection  of  photographs  of  articles 
of  historical  and  archaeological  interest.  Also  a  model  of  the  “Old  Palace”  at 
Santa  Fe. 


Dr.  Edgar  L.  Hewett,  director  of  the  American  School  of  Archaeology,  F. 
H.  Parkhurst,  field  naturalist  for  the  same  institution,  together  with  Dr.  Chas. 
F.  Lummis  and  his  son,  Quinn,  are  now  engaged  in  making  excavations  in  the 
Jemez  plateau  country.  They  expect  to  open  several  extensive  ruins  that  have 
never  been  touched,  and  will  probably  be  rewarded  with  some  rare  specimens. 


NEW  MEXICO  AT  THE  EXPOSITION. 

The  New  Mexico  exhibit  at  the  Panama  Pacific  exposition  at  San  Diego  in 
1915  will  be  a  reproduction  of  the  ancient  Pecos  mission,  in  a  proper  setting 
of  cacti  and  other  plants.  The  interior  of  the  building  will  be  given  over  to 
moving  pictures  and  lectures  pertaining  to  New  Mexico,  while  arranged  around 
the  two  patois  will  be  seventy-five  small  rooms  for  exhibits  from  the  different 
counties.  The  entire  wall  space  will’  be  devoted  to  historical  and  archaeological 
exhibits. 

In  speaking  of  the  exposition  Dr.  Charles  F.  Lummis,  the  noted  archaeolo¬ 
gist  and  writer  on  Southwestern  topics,  said:  “New  Mexico  is  virtually  the 
mother  of  the  basic  idea  of  the  Panama-Pacific  exposition  because  the  idea 
originated  in  New  Mexico  and  in  the  brain  of  a  New  Mexican.”  He  further 
sad:  “Instead  of  the  miles  of  canned  goods  we  usually  see  at  an  exposition,  we 
will  see  at  this  one  the  development  of  man. 

“That’s  a  pretty  big  subject,  it  takes  in  everything. 

“That  means  that  all  the  evidences  of  life  in  the  different  portions  of  the 
world,  all  the  development  made  in  life,  the  tools  the  people  used,  how  they  got 
their  food,  how  they  cooked  it  and  what  they  cooked  it  with,  what  they  ate  and 
how,  all  the  facts  about  the  rise  of  the  human  race,  will  have  place  in  the  ex¬ 
position. 

“New  Mexico  will  he  represented  not  oi.iy  by  her  building  alone  but  by  Dr. 
Edgar  L.  Hewett,  who  will  be  in  charge.”

THE  MAKING  OF  A  COLLECTOR.— By  Will  H.  Everson. 


(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

And  I  pondered  oft  and  earnestly  if  ’twere  worth  while  to  burden  my 
war-bag  with  a  large,  leather  bound,  very  old,  worn,  and  greatly  illustrated 
family  Holy  Bible;— it  looked  rather  “bum”  and  I  finally  turned  it  down.  My 
brother  biblophile,  wouldn't  you  bet  I  was  the  blind  and  benighted  blunderer, 
though?  I  likewise  passed  up  a  fine  Indian  stone  pestle  which  my  grandad 
plowed  up  in  the  process  of  converting  a  portion  of  the  virgin  forest  into  a 
farm.  All  this  loot  lay  neglected  and  more  or  less  forgotten  in  the  put-away 
places  of  my  grandfather’s  farm  home,  known  to  me  and  well  remembered 
as  far  back  as  1871. 

In  1892,  I  secured  the  trophy  cup  and  a  silver  handled  salad  fork  and 
spoon  with  very  fine  grained  black  horn  bowl  and  prong-piece  which  our  okj; 
shoe  maker  brought  over  from  the  Fatherland  about  1870.  The  cup  is  of  sola 
silver,  gilt  lined,  stands  8%  inches  high,  fluted  stem,  clover  leaf  base,  scrolls, 
oak  leaf  detail,  wreath,  coat  of  arms,  etc.,  and  a  very  elaborate  inscription  in 
German.  The  old  German  always  claimed  that  he  had  won  this  prize  at  a 
grand  shooting  match. 

One  day  in  ’94,  I  called  at  the  ranch  of  a  friend,  and  picked  up  an  old 
powder  horn  lying  near  the  bunk-house,  one  glance  prompted  me  to  demand  it 
for  my  own,  and  the  friend  as  promptly  gave  it  to  me  with  the  indifferent 
statement  that  some  of  his  recent  haying  hands  had  found  it  in  some  obscure 
spot  on  the  ranch.  As  originally  finished  this  horn  certainly  was  a  beauty;  un¬ 
fortunately  it  had  once  laid  undisturbed  on  the  ground  for  so  many  years  that 
it  was  decayed  quite  badly  at  the  cvlrve  on  which  its  forward  end  rested,  while 
the  butt  end  was  probably  so  badly  rotted  that  the  first  finder  cut  off  several 
inches  of  it,  and  fitted  in  a  new  bottom.  It  is  now  8%  inches  long  and  has  a  2- 
inch  butt.  Its  decorations  are  a  spread  eagle  with  shield  on  breast,  scrolls,  and 
ornamented  detail;  two  running  deer  pursued  by  six  hounds.  The  engraving  is 
clean,  clear  and  delicate  and  bears  eloquent  evidence  of  the  skill  and  loving 
care  with  which  some  maybe  rude  and  doubtless  long  forgotten  artist-crafts¬ 
man  wrought  for  himself  a  combination  of  beauty  and  utility. 

With  one  or  two  exceptions,  I  have  mentioned  nothing  which  I  have  ac¬ 
quired  by  barter  or  payment  in  th  e  “coin  of  the  realm,”  and  while  I  have  not 
been  too  proud  nor  too  good  to  beg,  borrow  or  steal,  observant  friends  have  of¬ 
ten  donated  something,  and  thus  without  money  or  price  I  have  come  into  pos¬ 
session  of  my  treasures.

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To  the  Readers  of  the  Philatelic  West: — 


I  desire  to  make  the  following  yeport  on  the  formation  of  a  postmark  so¬ 
ciety.  The  August  number  of  the  WEST  contined  an  article  on  “Postmarks” 
giving  the  names  of  17  people  who  are  interested.  The  article  was  not  signed, 
however,  which  left  the  matter  of  organization  rather  indefinite  and  many 
guesses  have  been  made  as  to  who  was  the  author.  The  nexf  number  of  the 
WEST  (dated  October)  has  another  article,  apparently  by  the  same  author, 
naming  temporary  officers  and  adding  6  more  names  to  the  list.  A  card  from 
Mr.  L.  G.  Dorpat  requesting  me  to  act  as  temporary  presided  leads  me  to  the 
belief  that  Mr.  Dorpat  should  be  credited  with  the  articles.  Not  knowing  that 
he  had  taken  the  initiative  by  means  of  this  article  I  was  prompted  by  the  .ar¬ 
ticle  in  the  August  number  to  attempt  to  put  the  society  in  an  organized  con¬ 
dition  and  accordingly  had  prepared  a  circular  letter  outlinin':  my  dews  a-  to 
size  of  postmarks,  method  of  exchanging  and  mounting  and  designating  the 
organization  as  the  International  Postmark  Society  with  tlm  WEST  as  official 
organ.  I  donated  for  the  good  of  the  organization  the  necessary  station  ry 
and  postage  and  mailed  these  letters  to  over  one  hundred  addres  ses,  ’nduding 
those  given  in  the  article  referred  to  requesting  those  address.- 1  io  signify 
whether  willing  to  become  charter  members  and  to  designate  their  choice  for 
President,  Vice  President  and  Secretary-Treasurer.  Up  to  date  only  about  2-r> 
per  cent  have  answered  and  I  give  below  a  summary  of  the  replies.  Other  re¬ 
plies  will  probably  come  later  as  my  personal  experience  shows  that  a  large 
per  cent  of  people  are  slow  in  their  correspondence  even  when  made  as  easy  as 
possible  for  them.  On  July  31st  I  selected  sixty  names  from  the  advt  of 

the  WEST  and  mailed  each  of  them  one  of  my  postmark  circulars  with  a  •  elf' 
addressed  and  stamped  post  card  which  I  requested  them  to  Imp  in  the  n  ail 
so  it  would  come  back  to  me.  In  the  first  thirty  days  onlv  twenty  of  those 
cards  came  back.  I  then  mailed  the  second  request  to  the  delinquent  ones  ;  :  d 
there  are  now  twenty-five  of  them  yet  to  hear  from. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  collectors  who  have  been  paying  first  da-  i  os- 
tage  on  postmarks,  I  cu.cte  frem  a  letter  dated  Sept.  27thV,  f.-om  Acting  Thirdf 
Assistant  Postmaster  General,  James  J.  Britt: 

Small  portions  of  used  envelopes  of  the  size  of  the  exhibit  submitted  by 
you  on  the  17th  instant,  which  bears  a  postage  stamp,  the  postmark  of  the 
office  at  which  it  was  originally  mailed,  and  the  name  of  the  sender,  will,  win 
sent  in  the  mails  unsealed,  be  chargeable  with  postage  at  the  third-class  ate— 
one  cent  for  each  two  ounces  or  fraction  of  two  ounces.” 

1  received  replies  from  a  number  who  save  postmarks  to  exchange  tor 
stamps  or  other  articles.  None  of  these  indicated  a  desire  to  join  our  society, 
though  I  believe  they  would  find  it  profitable  to  do  so  even  though  they  do  not 
collect  postmarks.  Of  names  given  in  August  number  J.  A.  Raynor  and  Frank 
E.  Green  replied  that  they  do  not  desire  to  enroll  now. 

Unless  otherwise  designated  it  is  assumed  that  all  the  following  prefer 
postmarks  cut  2x4  with  stamps  attached  and  collect  from  any  office  in  the 
world.  I  will  announce  the  vote  for  permanent  officers  as  indicated  by  tnose 
voting  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  so  few  voted  and  also  because  there  has 
been  some  confusion  as  to  who  has  had  charge  of  the  matter,  I  think  it  best 
to  call  for  another  ballot  on  officers  and  consider  the  names  in  this  report  as 
only  nominations.  I  have  advised  Mr.  Dorpat  that  I  would  act  as  temporary 


president,  and  as  Mr.  Freethy  has  consented  to  act  as  temporary  secretary,  will 
all  those  members  whose  names  follow  kindly  mail  Mr.  Frank  Vernon  Freethy, 

1030  Church  St.,  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  their  ballot  for  the  three  offices  named.  .1 
Will  any  others  who  desire  to  become  members  also  advice  Mr.  Freethy  of  such  ^ 
desire  and  cast  their  ballot  for  officers.  As  President  pro  tern,  I  appoint  L.  G. 

Dorpat,  Chas.  E.  Jenney,  G.  Wood,  Percival  D.  Perkins  and  Harry  Caden,  a 
committee  to  confer  and  draft  a  constitution  and  by-laws.  Mr.  Dorpat  will  act 
as  chairman  and  each  member  will  submit  to  him  a  draft  such  as  he  ocnsiders 
aprpopriate  from  which  Mr.  Dorpat  will  compile  a  document  to  be  further  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  members  of  the  committee  if  he  thinks  best  and  then  submitted 
to  the  members  through  the  WEST  for  adoption.  Something  concise  is  what 
we  want,  embodying  name  and  object  of  society,  officers  and  duties,  eligibility 
of  members  and  dues,  rules  for  operation,  etc.  It  is  my  idea  that  all  calls,  votes, 
discussions,  etc.,  can  be  carried  on  between  members  by  correspondence  by  hav¬ 
ing  anonuncements  made  through  the  WEST  as  official  organ.  This  will  make 
it  necessary  for  each  member  to  be  a  subscriber  to  the  WEST  to  keep  posted. 

Since  some  members  are  already  subscribers  through  their  connection  with 
other  societies,  to  avoid  increasing  their  expenses  I  would  suggest  the  dues  of 
thi-  society  does  not  include  subscription  but  only  sufficient  to  meet  other  cur-

A  printing  press  117  years  old,  until  recently  used  as  a  proof  press  by  A. 

H.  Everett  of  Kansas  City,  has  been  given  by  Everett  to  the  school  of  journal¬ 
ism  at  the  University  of  Missouri.  It  is  a  Ramage  press,  iron  platen,  and  is  4 
feet  long  and  2  feet  wide.  The  press  is  a  type  invented  by  Adam  Ramage,  a 
Scotchman,  who  came  to  the  United  States  in  1787.  The  machine  is  in  good 
working  order.  The  Leesburg  (Ya.)  Washingtonian  was  the  first  paper  print¬ 
ed  on  the  press  and  it  was  first  used  for  this  purpose  in  1808. 

In  Nuremberg  thev  have  been  making  arrangements  to  celebrate  the  thir¬ 
tieth  anniversary  of  the  picture  postal  card  with  a  congress  and  exposition 
this  vear  Unfoi tunately  for  their  plans,  however,  it  has  been  discovered  that 
h  fir<t  picture  postal  card  was  not  made  in  Germany  or  sent  from  Nuremberg 
was  it  horn  in  1«B  as  they  had  supposed.  The  dtatuicbon  of  making: r  and 
mailii  ■  the  first  is  now  claimed  by  Leon  Besnardeau,  a  book  seller  of  Sille-le- 
Guilleume,  near  Conlie,  department  of  Sarthe,  France,  in  1870,  during  the  war 
w  th  Prussia,  he  printed  pictures  on  postal  cards  he  was  mailing  to  client  .  .  . 
Besnardeau  is  still  alive  and  there  are  many  of  his  old  customers  in  France 
Iho  have  the  cards  he  mailed  them.  The  Germans  adopted  the  idea  for  the 

Nuremberg  exposition  in  1882. 

There  are  loth  of  old  fiddles.  In  fact,  there  is  such  a  demand  for  old  fiddles 
.  everal  fimis  have  gotten  rich  in  recent  years  by  devoting  all  then  time  to 
the  manufacture  of  ancient  violins.

.hat  (;e«ree  Deer  of  Fish  Creek  is  the  owner  of  a  violin  that  once  was  owned 
v  the  late  lamented  Daniel  Boone.  Its  age,  therefore,  may  date  back  as  far 
1710  “From  Boone,  who  was  some  fiddler,”  says  the  Globe,  “the  instrument 
‘  a^ed  into  the  hands  of  a  son-in-law  named  Calloway.  Calloway  had  a  negro 

‘  .  upn  *ha  latter  was  marred  his  master  gave  him  the  violin  as  a 

slave  and  when  tha  latte  wa  ^  Henry  Deer>  father  0f  George  Deer, 

r"1  ht^the  negor  slave,  who,  on  his  death  bed,  gave  the  old  fiddle  to  George 
who  wa  then  a  toddler,  2  y«»  old.  The  violin  has  been  in  the  possess, on  of 
George  Deer  for  fifty  years,  and  it  still  has  fine  tonal  qualities. 

The  hoard  of  Confederate  currency  seized  by  the  Union  army  during  the 


civil  war,  which  has  been  stored  in  the  federal  treasury  for  half  a  century  is 
Ving  distributed  among  institutions  the  country  over  for  preservation  as  his¬ 
torical  relics.  Already  sets  of  these  notes,  including  practically  every  denomin¬ 
ation,  have  been  sent  to  300  colleges  and  350  libraries,  and  the  clamor  for 
specimens  has  not  been  satisfied.  •  Secretary  MacVeagh  is  supplying  the  larger 
institutions  first  and  gradually  working  down  to  the  smaller  ones,  exercising 
care  to  see  that  every  state  in  the  Union  receives  its  just  proportion  of  the 
currency  to  show  to  posterity. 


The  famous  Craik  chair,  once  the  property  of  General  Washington,  and 
given  by  him  to  Doctor  Craik,  his  family  physician,  is  now  in  possession  of  the 
Mount  Vernon  Association  and  may  be  seen  in  the  mansion  at  Mount  Vernon 
on  the  Potomac.  For  several  years  it  was  a  prize  relic  of  President  Andrew 
Jackson,  and  was  often  pointed  out  in  his  home  in  Nashville,  Tenn.  Col.  An¬ 
drew  Jackson  came  into  possession  of  the  relic,  and  finally  sold  it  to  the  Mount 
Vernon  Association  for  $7,500. 


While  cutting  turf  in  Coriara  bog,  County  Roscommon  (Ireland)  on  the 
estate  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Doyle,  J.  P.,  a  number  of  copper  battleax  heads,  armor  and 
military  utensils  were  unearthed  recently,  at  a  depth  of  about  thirty  feet.  On 
this  spot  was  formerly  fought  a  fierce  battle  between  the  clans  of  the 
O’Rourkes  of  Breffni  and  a  sept  of  the  O’Connors  of  Roscommon. 

J  Prof.  John  A.  Lomax,  of  the  University  of  Texas,  collects  cowboy  ballads, 
plantation  melodies,  mining  and  lumber  songs,  steamboat  and  railroad  songs, 
and  every  kind  of  folksong  that  has  American  origin.  The  results  of  his  labors 
go  into  the  Harvard  Library,  which  is  already  distinguished  in  folklore  by 
having  the  largest  collection  of  old  English  ballads.

Dr.  Horace  Howard  Furness,  a  noted  Shakespearean  scholar,  who  died  at 
his  home  in  Wallingford,  near  Philadelphia,  recently,  leaves  behind  him  the 
most  valuable  collection  of  Shakespeare  relics  ever  assembled  by  an  individual. 
One  wing  of  his  great  mansion  at  Walingford  is  given  up  entirely  to  the  relics, 
works  and  memorial  of  Shakespeare.  Here  are  found  case  after  case  containing 
all  that  has  been  written  about  the  great  poet,  together  with  priceless  editions 
of  his  works.  The  collections  of  relics  include  not  only  souvenirs  of  Shakespeare 
himself,  but  relics  of  all  the  actors  and  aciesses  who  have  essayed  Shakespear¬ 
ean  roles.  One  notable  exhibit,  for  example,  is  a  pair  of  gloves  traced  authen¬ 
tically  to  Shakespeare’s  possession.  They  were  once  owned  by  David  Garrick 
and  afterward  by  Mrs.  Siddons  and  Mrs.  Kemble.  Other  relics  in  the  house  are 
the  Shakespeare  mask,  an  old  payroll  of  David  Garrick,  and  the  skull  over 
which  Kean,  MacReady,  Forrest  and  Booth  successively  exclaimed,  “Alas! 
Poor  Yorick.” 


Excavators  at  work  on  the  foundation  of  a  big  department  store  in  Los 
Angeles,  found  a  shark’s  tooth  imbedded  in  the  earth.  These  deposits  have  been 
declared  by  geologists  to  have  formed  the  bottom  of  the  ocean,  200,000  years 
«go.  The  tooth  found  bore  the  blue  tinge  found  in  the  shark’s  teeth  taken  from 
tjfcr  deposits  at  Charleston,  S.  C. 


OUR  ILLUSTRATIONS. 


The  Newark  Stamp  Club  is  over  a  year  old,  and  has  fifty  enthusiastic  mem¬ 
bers,  the  majority  residing  in  Newark  and  environs,  though  the  meetings  are 
frequently  atended  by  visitors  from  out  of  the  state.  Many  of  the  New  York 
City  dealers  find  the  gatherings  of  sufficient  interest  to  attend  regularly.  The 
ambition  of  the  club  is  to  pattern  as  closely  as  possible  the  Junior  Philatelic 
Society  of  I.ondon,  a  Mellville  institution.  Cozy  rooms  open  at  all  times  to  mem¬ 
bers,  a  good  working  library,  instructive  as  well  as  entertaining  meetings,  are 
one  part  of  the  policy.  Visitors  are  cordially  invited  to  meetings,  first  and 
third  Fridays  of  each  month,  at  827  Broad  St. 

Dr.  C.  F.  Koh,  Garrison,  Nebr.,  (see  cut  of  him  in  next  issue),  collects 
pewter,  curios,  coins,  Indian  relics,  arms,  North  American  and  European  (19th 
century)  stamps.  The  big  plates  in  the  cut  are  made  in  1704,  1715,  1758  and 
1804.  The  mugs  and  cans  are  made  from  1680-1872.  He  has  several  interesting 
old  rifles  (49’ers)  Philippine  daggers,  etc. 

Revolving  Rifle,  made  by  James  Warner,  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  owned  by 
A.  F.  Dahlgren,  Superior,  Nebr.  Referring  to  the  James  Warner  rifle,  which 
is  the  subject  of  one  of  our  illustrations,  it  is  a  percussion  piece,  6  shot  and44 
calibre.  The  front  end  of  cylinder  chambers  are  counterbored  to  fit  over  end  of 
barrel  and  make  a  gas  tight  joint.  The  cylinder  is  revolved  by  hand  after  rais¬ 
ing  the  hammer  to  it’s  full  rearward  travel,  which  raises  a  locking  bolt  back  of 
the  cylinder,  after  which  the  cylinder  is  drawn  backward,  turned  to  the  netx 
chamber  and  pushed  formard  to  place.  Letting  the  hammer  down  to  the  full^ 
cock  notch  locks  the  cylinder  in  position  and  supports  it  against  the  force  of  thr"* 
explosion.  Mechanically  the  rifle  is  in  perfect  working  order,  and  physically,  it 
is  also  very  fine,  the  metal  parts  being  all  polished  and  the  woodwork  is  very 
rich  and  smooth.  It  is  a  most  interesting  specimen  of  a  rifle  not  very  often 
seen,  and  of  a  type  of  arm  produced  in  the  attempt  to  make  it  as  populai  in 
long  guns  as  the  revolving  cylinder  was  in  pistols. 

The  photo  views  of  the  old  kettle  presented  in  this  issue  of  The  W  Lbl 
were  furnished  by  Mr.  Wm.  Ferber  of  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.  The  kettle  is  the 
property  of  Mr.  G.  F.  Kretzinger  of  Fort  Wayne.  It  was  dug  up  near  Fort 
Brown,  in  Ohio,  while  digging  a  well  in  1906.  It  was  found  about  2  4  to  3  feet 
in  the  ground,  and  was  nearly  filled  with  small  Indian  arrowheads.  The  old 
settlers  in  the  vicinity  of  Fort  Brown  can  not  give  any  history,  as  to  how  it 
got  there,  but  think  it  was  probably  brought  and  left  there  by  some  of  General 
Anthony  Wayne’s  men  while  in  the  neighborhood  of  Ft.  Brown;  and  later  on 
got  into  possession  of  the  Indians,  who  buried  it  with  one  of  their  braves. 
There  is  a  large  hole  in  the  side  of  it,  this  being  caused  bv  the  drill  penetrating 
it,  when  it  was  discovered  by  the  well  diggers,  who  then  dug  it  out.  Probably 

this  kettle  was  brought  over  from  England. 

The  photos  of  a  part  of  the  collection  of  C.  F.  Alkire,  the  centre  row 
of  the  photo  of  the  old  State  Bank  bills  being  old  Ohio  State  Bank  bills.  The 
other  is  of  prehistoric  pottery  from  Nicoya.  Costa  Rica,  C.  A.,  part  of  the 
“Stranie’’  collection  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  collected  about  25  years  ago.  The  collec¬ 
tion  is  for  sale.  See  his  ad. 

S.  E.  Connelly  sends  a  photo  of  the  Santa  Fe  Corn  Indian,  which  was  the 
Santa  Fe  R.  R.  Co.  street  feature  at  the  recent  corn  carnival  at  Atchison.  This 
feature  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  most  wonderful  of  its  kind  ever  constructed., 
The  entire  figure  is  built  of  corn.  The  blanket  which  covers  the  Indian  is  mao 


of  thousands  of  pieces  of  corn  husks  cut  in  squares,  colored,  and  neatly  woven 
together.  Around  his  neck  is  a  necklace  made  of  grains  of  corn,  bearing  a 
large  Maltese  cross,  the  emblem  of  the  Santa  Fe  R.  R.  Co.  Underneath  the 
-tatue  is  a  large  booth,  from  which  Santa  Fe  literature  was  distributed.  This 
\  was  one  of  the  attractive  features  of  the  Carnival  and  was  viewed  wtih  ad¬ 
miration  by  the  thousands  of  visitors  who  were  there. 

Answering  an  invitation  of  Mr.  Perry  Mundy,  the  Canton  News  man  called 
one  day  this  week  at  the  Mundy  property  at  the  north  end  of  Fifth  street,  con¬ 
sisting  of  magnificent  grounds  and  a  large  residence  that  was  begun  in  1851, 
and,  before  it  fell  a  victim  of  neg'lect  and  decay,  was  one  of  the  most  conse¬ 
quential  houses  in  Canton.  But  is  was  not  the  house  or  grounds  that  Mr.  Mun¬ 
dy  had  invited  the  caller  to  see,  but  a  large  and  wonderful  collection  of  coins, 
stamps  and  old  documents.  Mr.  Munday  began  his  collection  forty  years  ago, 
and  has  spent  much  time  and  money  in  making  this  remarkable  collection.  Four 
thousand,  copper,  gold  and  silver  coins,  representing  every  important  country 
of  Christendom,  compose  this  collection.  The  rare  coins  of  the  United  States, 
from  the  first  money  made  by  the  government  down  to  the  present  time,  are  in 
this  collection.  A  coin  claimed  to  have  been  made  by  Phonesia  over  2,000  years 
ago,  is  one  of  the  most  interesting;  and  a  bronze  coin  reputed  to  have  been 
found  in  the  ruins  of  Pompeii  attracts  attention.  The  coins  vary  in  size  from 
the  little  Peisian  penny  and  the  United  States  silver  three-cent  piece  to  the 
trade  dollar  of  this  country,  and  the  still  larger  silver  coin  of  Prussia.  Some  of 
these  c  .irs  have  great  value.  Mr.  Mundy’s  stamp  collection  consists  of  every 
variety  cf  stamp  issued  by  the  United  States,  from  the  earliest  ones  that  had 
to  be  cut  apart  with  scissors,  down  to  those  of  the  present  day.  Every  civilized 
country  under  the  sun  has  contributed  to  this  collection.  Some  of  these  stamps, 
b  ave  been  given  a  fabulous  value  by  collectors,  and  basing  the  value  on  prices 
quoted  in  the  catalogues,  Mr.  Mundy  finds  that  seven  stamps  he  has  have  a 
value  ct  $2,000.  He  says  that  his  collection  is  so  valuable  that  he  could  go  to 
New  York  City  and  board  at  the  best  hotel  for  ten  or  fifteen  years,  and  all  he 
would  have  to  do  would  be  to  sell  a  stamp  or  two  or  a  coin  each  week.  Among 
other  things  of  interest  are  some  oid  documents  and  land  grants.  Three  of 
these  bear  a  facsimile  of  Andrew  Jackson‘s  signature.  Of  the  old  documents  is 
a  copy  of  the  court  proceedings  in  the  case  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  vs.  James 
Hawkins,  a  free  person  of  color,  who  had  in  1849  assaulted  a  man  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore  with  intent  to  kill,  and  had  been  apprehended  later  at  the  age  of 
twenty-two  years  in  New  Orleans,  where  he  was  tried  and  convicted  of  being 
guilty  of  a  certain  act  in  reference  to  persons  sold  into  slavery  in  one  state  and 
found  in  another.  He  was  put  up  and  sold.  He  evidently  was  not  valued  highly, 
as  he  only  brought  $200.  The  costs  amounted  to  $168,  and  the  balance  was  di¬ 
vided  between  the  state  and  the  informant.  This  same  Hawkins  was  sold  at  St. 
Louis  a  year  or  two  later  by  a  man  by  the  name  of  Miller  for  something  like 
six  or  seven  hundred  dollars.  And  James  Henderson,  the  barber,  says  this 
same  James  Hawkins  is  now  at  Shelbina  and  82  years  old.  Another  paper  of 
interest  was  the  report  of  J.  P.  Caldwell,  Roscoe  Durkee  and  J.  M.  Sutton,  all  of 
Lewis  county,  who  were  appointed  back  in  1846  as  commissioners  to  appraise 
the  negro  slaves  of  Wm. Duncan  and  make  distribution  of  them  among  his  heirs.

Unhappily  the  report  was  a 
little  out  of  the  way  in  the  second  part  of  the  WEST  and  may  have  been  over¬ 
looked  by  some  of  our  readers,  even  by  members  of  the  society  information.

about  to  be  awakened  and  to  get  up  and  show  itself  as  busy  as  can  be.  Under 
these  circumstances  we  think  it  folly  to  try  to  organize  a  rival  society,  and  we 
urge  all  precancel  collectors  to  communicate  with  Mr.  Myers  in  regard  to  join¬ 
ing  the  existing  club.  We  hope  tho,  that  The  West  will  be  supplied  regularly

W9MANC?llECToR5: 
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REVIEWS  AND  COMMENTS.— By  Verna  Weston  Hanway. 


Fiom  W.  S.  Lincoln  comes  a  suggestion  for  a  holiday  gift  for  those  phil- 
atelically-inelined,  nothing  ess  than  an  attempt  at  a  solution  of  the  philatelic 
emblem  question.  Collections  and  philatelic  society  people  and  the  stamp  deal¬ 
ers  have  bothered  over  this  question  for  a  decade  or  more  and  still  we  have  had 
no  emblem! 

We  would  not  go  so  far  as  to  claim  that  Mr.  Lincoln’s  production  will 
meet  with  the  world-wide  approval  for  which  it  bids  with  its  inscription  “world¬ 
wide  emblem  of  philately”.  The  letering  is  in  English,  and  there  ^re  really 
many  other  peoples  in  the  wbrld  besides  the  English  speaking  natons,  altho 
we  are  somewhat  inclined  to  overlook  the  fact  in  the  characteristic, ^Uni-supeh^ 
ior  and  semi-provincial  manner  of  the  average  American  or  English^pan.  Per¬ 
sonally,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  lettering  might  better  have  been  in  Greek, 
to  meet  world-wide  usage.  However,  it  be  utterly  impossible  to  please  every¬ 
one.  Philatelists,  obviously  cannot  at  the  present  time  be  welded  into  one 
whole  in  the  form  of  an  international  society,  the  members  of  which  could 
by  their  vote  select  some  one  design  as  an  international  emblem.  And.  such 
being  the  case,  it  is  my  opinion  that  Mr.  Lincoln’s  design  will  meet  with  as 
international  approval  as  it  is  possible  for  one  issued  by  a  private  film  for 
commercial  purposes  to  do. 

The  design  is  really  a  clever  one,  and  very  attractive.  Smply  the  familiar 
form  and  design  of  the  triangular  Cape  of  Good  Hope  stamps,  with  the  letter¬ 
ing  at  the  sides  as  mentioned  above.  It  is  made  in  three  different  styles.  Gold 
plated  with  enameling,  sterling  silver  and  solid  gold.  The  gold  plated  style  is 
so  attractive  and  so  low  in  price  that  it  is  my  opinion  that  it  will  be  ordered  by 
many  simply  out  of  curiosity  as  a  novelty — and  once  having  procured  it,  there 
are  few  who  will  not  wear  it,  at  least  occasionally. 

Mine  came  to  me  wtih  the  label  affixed,  “suspected  liable  to  custom’s  duty,” 
so  it  sad  to  take  a  journey  to  Washington,  before  the  authorities  could  con¬ 
vince  themselves  that  it  was  merely  a  harmless  little  emblem  for  certain  faddy 
folk.  But  once  having  got  it  for  mine  own,  I  put  it  on  a  chain,  although  its 
enameling  had  become  a  little  damaged  in  the  course  of  its  travels,  and  have  T 
worn  it  quite  a  few  times  since.  Many  curious  eyes  have  glanced  at  it  on  those 
occasions,  but  if  any  were  those  of  a  fraternal  sister  or  brother,  I  do  not  know. 

Altogether  the  emblerti  deserves  recognition,  and  as  suggested,  it  would 
make  an  appropriate  little  gift  for  the  stamp-lover.  (To  be  continued.) 
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HAWAIIAN  STAMPS  BIOGRAPHY.— Compiled  by  A.  F.  Cooke. 


(Continued  from  last  issue.) 

jK  mehameha  died  at  Kailua,  island  of  Hawaii,  May  8th,  1819,  at  he  age 
of  S?  *  ars,  and  just  before  the  landing  of  the  first  American  missionaries  from 
thmbrig  “Thaddeus”  at  Kailua,  April  4th,  1820. 

This  king,  a  typical  leader  of  his  people,  had  faults  common  to  those  times, 
but  both  morally  and  mentally  he  stood  far  above  the  other  chiefs  of  his  day. 
He  had  consolidated  the  group  of  islands  under  one  government;  put  an  end 
to  feudal  anarchy  and  petty  wars,  and  prepared  the  country  for  civilization  and 
Christianity. 

In  his  last  sickness  he  would  not  allow  human  sacrifice  to  be  made  on  his 
own  behalf,  but  instead,  his  attendants  favoring,  300  dogs  were  sacrificed. 
They  did  not  avail,  however,  and  his  soul  took  its  departure  as  have  other  spir¬ 
its  of  kings  that  have  succeeded  him. 

Kamehameha  III.  1825-53. 

Kamehameha  III.  wsa  known  as  Ktuikeaouli,  son  of  Kamehameha  I.  and 
Kaahumanu,  was  born  March  17th,  1812.  (Some  histories  give  it  as  Aug.  11th, 
1813.)  His  brother  Liholiho,  Kamehameha  II.,  who,  with  his  Queen  Kamamalu, 
died  of  measles  in  England  July  14th,  1821,  while  on  a  visit  to  King  George  IV. 
The  attendants  to  the  King  and  Queen,  who  accompanied  them  to  England, 
broug'ht  th  e  remains  back  to  Hawaii  in  the  frigate  “Blonde”  of  46  guns,  under 
'  command  of  Lord  Byron,  cousin  of  the  poet.  They  arrived  at  Lahaina,  on  the 
island  of  Maui,  May  4th,  1825*  and  the  remains  were  finally  deposited  for  burial 
^jn  Honojk-  i  on  the  21st  day  of  May,  1825. 

The -young  prince  Kauikeauoli,  then  only  12  years  old,  was  proclaimed 
King  on  June  6th,  1825.  Lord  Byro  was  present  and  assisted  in  this  important 
ceremony.  Kaahumanu,  widow  of  Kamehameha  I.  was  continued  in  the  re¬ 
gency  during  the  minority  of  the  young  King,  the  position  which  she  had  oc¬ 
cupied  since  the  departure  of  Kamehameha  II.  and  his  party  for  England  Nov. 
27th,  1823;  the  prince  having  been  confirmed  heir-apparent  before  their  sailing. 

Under  the  wise  management  of  Kaahumanu  and  her  advisers,  good  laws 
were  made  and  wisely  enforced.  The  country  prospered  and  conditions  greatly 
improved  during  her  life  time.  On  the  death  of  Kaahumanu,  Kinau,  the  half- 
sister  of  Kamehameha  II.,  having'  previously  been  appointed,  took  her  place, 
and  tried  to  carry  out  the  laws  as  did  her  predecessor  and  for  a  time  succeeded 
well. 


* 


After  the  death  of  Kaahumanu,  the  young  king  capie  more  and  more  un¬ 
der  the  influence  of  strangers  and  bad  companions,  who  did  their  best  to  lead 
him  into  dissipation  and  to  prejudice  him  against  his  old  friends.  He  sur¬ 
rounded  hmself  with  a  company  of  dissipated  young  men,  among  whom  was 
one  Kaomi,  a  renegade  teacher  of  Tahition  descent.  Kinau  was  treated  with 
insults  and  forbidden  to  enter  the  king’s  presence,  while  Kaomi  usurped  her 
authority.  All  laws  were  abrogated,  except  against  murder,  theft  and  rioting. 
Distilleries  were  set  up  in  many  places.  Grog-shops  were  multiplied;  heathen 
dances  and  drunken  reels  were  encouraged. 

In  March  1833  the  king  announced  to  his  chiefs  his  intention  “to  take  into 
his  possession  the  lands  for  which  his  father  Kamehameha  I  had  toiled;  the 
power  of  life  and  death  and  the  undivided  sovereignty.”

From  Mr.  D.  Field,  4  and  5,  The  Royal  Arcade,  Old  Bond  Str.,  Lonodn  W., 
England,  we  have  received  a  booklet  written  by  Mr.  Alexander  J.  Sefi  and  en¬ 
titled  “King  Edward  VII.  Land,”  A  History  of  the  special  Postage  Stamps  Is¬ 
sued  for  use  in  the  Antarctic  regions,  for  Sir  Ernest  Shackleton’s  Expedition 
of  1907-09.”  In  this  booklet,  which  is  richly  illustrated,  a  short  history  of  the 
expedition  and  its  stamps  is  given  in  a  very  readable  way.  The  main  point,  we 
think,  is  the  establishment  beyond  any  doubt  of  the  legitimate  postal  use  of 
these  stamps.  There  were  two  sailings  of  vessels  with  which  mail  could  be  and 
actually  was  sent  from  the  regions  of  eternal  ice  back  to  the  inhabited  portions 
of  the  globe.  The  ship  Koonya,  which  had  towed  the  Nimrod  for  a  distance  of 
1510  miles,  sailed  back  to  New  Zealand  on  January*  15th,  1908,  and  the  Nimrod 
followed  on  February*  22nd,  1908.  One  year  later  the  Nimrod  returned  to  pick 
up  the  party — which  indeed  consisted  only  of  15  men,  while  the  number  of  men 
on  the  two  ships  was  considerably  greater.  Letters  written  in  the  meanwhile 
may  have  been  taken  along,  but  this  is  not  mentioned.  It  would  be  interesting 
to  know  how  many*  letters  were  sent  in  each  of  the  two  05  three  bflphes.  Th# 
price  for  the  book  is  6d  or  12c,  which  is  very  cheap. 

To  the  J.  M.  Bartels  Co.,  we  are  indebted  for  a  copy  of  their  “Price  List  of 
Cut  Square  and  Entire  U.  S.  Envelopes,  1913.”  It  is  a  booklet  of  16  octavo 
pages  and  gives  the  prices  of  all  dies  and  papers  (not  all  sizes  of  entires)  cut 
square  and  entire,  used  and  unused.  It  is  what  has  long  been  wanted,  and  it  is 
to  be  expected  that  its  appearance  will  do  much  to  make  the  collection  of  these 
stamps  more  popular.  The  arrangement  is  better,  we  think,  than  that  in  the 
Standard  Catalog;  it  has  its  own  numbering  and  contains  more  numbers  than 
Scott's;  but  Scott’s  numbers  are  also  given  for  comparison.  Official  and  Colonial 
envelopes  are  treated  in  the  same  way.  A  price  for  the  booklet  is  not  stated, 
but  in  the  Phil.  Gazette  the  Company  says  it  will  be  “sent  to  anyone  writing 
us  for  same,”  which  we  take  to  mean  free  of  hcarge.  A  stamp  for  postage 
should,  of  course,  be  enclosed.  The  address  is  99  Nassau  Str.,  New  York.  We 
would  urge  everybody  to  get  a  copy. 

In  The  Outlook  for  Nov.  9th,  we  find  the  following:  “Anyone  who  has  an 
unused  13c  United  States  postage  stamp  printed  on  blue  paper  would  do  well  to 
hold  on  to  it,  rather  than  to  use  it  on  a  letter  or  package.  A  stamp  dealer  who 
has  heretofore  sold  these  stamps  to  collectors  for  $62.50  each  announces  that 
after  Nov.  1st,  the  price,  will  be  $75.  Four  thousand  of  these  stamps  were  orig¬ 
inally  printed,  but  less  than  a  hundred  are  known  to  exist  at  present.”  Gibbons 
Stamp  Cicrular  quotes  the  following  prices  for  the  series  on  blue  (experimental 
bluish)  paper:  lc,  6c;  2c,  12c;  2c  Lincoln,  20c;  3c,  $10.00;  4c,  $150.00;  5c,  $25.00; 
6c.  $5.00;  8c,  $150.00;  10c,  $10.00;  13c,  $75.00;  15c,  $7.50.  A  nice  set  for  the 
man  who  has  it! 

The  American  Philtaelic  Society  has  started  to  publish  The  American  Ph/il- 


atelist  monthly  now,  instead  of  quarterly.  The  first  number  under  the  new 
arrangement  appeared  Nov.  1st.  Mr.  Wm.  E.  Ault  of  Jeffersonville,  Ind.,  is  the 
editor.  Something  good  may  be  expected,  the  A.  P.  S.  membership  being  1491, 

including  the  ablest  philatelists  of  our  country. 

TfV  Stamp  Collectors’  Fortnightly  is  the  first  journal  to  give  us  an  account 
of  Jubilee  Int.  Stamp  Exhibition  held  at  London  from  Oct.  14th  to  19th.  It 
saysT  ‘  The  exhibits  were  wonderfully  varied  and  arranged  with  great  care 
and  foresight.”  The  long  list  of  136  medals  awarded  includes  several  American 
names  Everybody  seemed  immensely  pleased.  We  hope  that  the  same  may  ie 
said  next  year  of  the  New  York  Exhibition  and  particularly  in  1915  of  the  Pan¬ 
ama-Pacific  Exhibition  to  be  held  at  San  Francisco.  Mr.  H.  J.  Crocker,  who  re¬

From  Karl  Schwiedernoch,  Mariahilf  Str.,  101,  Vienna,  VI.,  Austria  we 
have  received  a  circular  announcing  the  manufacture  of  colored  portrait 
stamps  to  be  used  as  seals.  The  samples  submitted  are  really  fine.  The  original 
photographs  from  which  they  were  made  must,  of  course,  have  been  very  good, 
too,  else  the  copies  produced  from  them  could  not  be  so  clear  and  sharp  as  they

mended  stamps  by  Edwin  B.  Hill.  We  agree  with  Mr.  Hill  that  repaired  stamps 
are  better  than  none  at  all— if  one  considers  his  collection  only  for  the  time 
that  he  is  making  and  keeping  it.  As  soon,  however,  as  one  thinks  oi  selling 
the  matter  changes.  One  mended  stamp  in  a  collection,  unless  plainly  marked 
as  such,  may  cause  suspicion  and  lower  the  price  of  the  whole  collection  con¬ 
siderably,  and,  as  most  of  us  think  of  selling  some  day  and  as  the  buyer  might 
then  be  deceived  by  the  repaired  stamps,  it  becomes  a  moral  question  whether 
we  should  include  mended  stamps  or  not.  We  might  almost  as  well  plead  for 
fac  similes  or  counterfeit  stamps 

The  West  End  Philatelist  of  Old  Bond  Street,  London,  illustrates  the  new 
Id  and  3d  stamps  of  Great  Britain.  The  Id  is  of  a  new  and  simplified  design, 
much  better  than  the  Id  it  displaces.  The  3d  is  a  trifle  too  elaborate  and  might 
be  improved  by  cutting  out  some  of  its  ornaments;  otherwise  it  is  a  fine  stamp. 

Mekeel’s  Weekly  Stamp  News,  the  pioneer  in  its  field,  is  holding  its  own

826-831.  Precancels.  Thanks  to  the  author,  Mr.  Myers,  we  present  the 
following: 

“A  Protest  Against  Speculative  Precancels. — By  Chester  Myers,  St.  Louis.” 

“The  steadily  increasing  interest  in  the  collection  of  Precancelled  stamps 
has  brought  about  an  abuse  which  every  loyal  Precancel  collector  should  do  his 
utmost  to  stifle  in  its  incipiency.  This  reference  is  to  the  contagious  scourge 
of  unnecessary  Precancel  issues,  which  have  been  offered  in  recent  months  by 
speculators.  With  those  stamps  issued  to  serve  a  legitimate  purpose,  there  is 
no  quarrel.  It  is  the  stamps  which  emanate  from  Post  Offices  located  in  vil¬ 
lages  where  little  real  need  can  exist  for  this  labor-saving  device  and  the  over¬ 
printing  of  obsolete  issues  with  several  triflingly  different,  concurrently  used 
types  of  cancellation  which  are  obnoxious.  It  is  a  most  significant  fact  that  in 
many  of  these  towns,  there  lives  a  Precancel  collector  or  dealer.  It  has  been 
computed  by  one  who  has  given  this  considerabel  attention,  that  the  issues  of 
one  town  alone,  all  of  which  have  appeared  in  the  market  ia  the  past  two  or 
three  months,  would  cost,  after  adding  the  speculator’s  profit,  nearly  $30.00. 

“To  quote  from  one  of  the  writer’s  recent  letters  to  a  correspo^f:  t:  .  A 

“  ‘Precancels  of  the  character  of  those  under  discussion,  add  mithing  to 
the  true  Philatelic  interest  in  what  has  been,  for  the  most  part,  a  clean  side¬ 
line.  They  do  not  help  to  dignify  this  hobby  in  the  eyes  of  Philatelists.  In  fact 
they  positively  cheapen  the  position  of  the  hobby,  which  scores  of  good  collec¬ 
tors  have  chosen.  Such  issues  will,  mark  my  prediction,  probably  sooner  than 
later,  be  the  ruination  of  wide-spread  Precancel  collecting,  just  as  speculation 
and  speculative  issues  were  some  six  or  seven  years  ago,  when  it  seemed  ne¬ 
cessary  to  abandon  the  old  Precancel  Club,  one  of  the  reasons  being  in  an  effort 
to  discourage  such  practices.’ 

“Those  who  are  engaged  in  thus  exploiting  Precancel  collectors  for  the 
sake  of,  at  most,  a  few  dollars  a  year,  are  beneath  contempt  and  though  collec¬ 
tors  have  in  t  he  past  received  their  wares  in  good  faith,  and  the  writer  admits 
he  has  been  one  of  these,  they  should  now,  that  the  extent  of  this  pernicious 
practice  has  been  brought  before  them,  make  no  strong  effort  to  obtain  this 
class  of  stamps  and  should  they  receive  them  in  the  routine  of  collecting,  they 
might  be  included  in  the  Precancel  collection  to  show,  by  example  what  such  a 
collection  should  not  contain. 

“Those  who  are  interested  SHOULD  NOT  make  the  mistake  of  thinking 
that  these  remarks  apply  to  the  old  line  of  Precancels  that  were  demanded  to 
facilitate  the  work  of  Postal  Clerks,  and  which  were  issued  and  used  legiti¬ 
mately.  Such  Precancels  aie  good,  me  s^au*..  c,  c.  o  uenu  ,  of  value, 

although  the  prospective  Precancel  collector  should  not  gain  the  idea  from  this 
that  the  older  issued  command  any  fabulous  prices.  Let  him  ont  be  discouraged 
by  such  an  erroneous  idea,  nor  by  what  has  been  written  in  the  foregoing,  re- 
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garding  speculation,  for  there  are  many  hundreds  of  attractive  and  interesting 
Precanecls  to  entertain  and  instruct  without  offending. 

“It  is  the  writer’s  belief  that  the  nauseating  Precancel  speculation  can  be 
completely  wiped  out  if  serious  Precancel  collectors  would  each  and  every  one 
re-fuse  to  purchase  polluted  precancels  at  more  than  the  face  value.  This,  then, 

■L'-the  remedy.  _  ^  . 

T  “No  amount  of  criticism  will  exterminate  this  evil.  Unless  you  Trecancel 

collectors,  to  whom  this  is  addressed,  have  backbones  instead  of  wish-bones, un¬ 
less  you  have  the  stamina  and  moral  courage  to  turn  down  the  offers  of  Pre¬ 
cancel  speculators,  this  practice  will  become  more  general  every  day  and  will 
become  so  widespread  that  no  remedy  short  of  actually  abandoning  Precancel 

collecting,  will  effectually  eradicate  it. 

“It  remains  to  be  seen  how  many  sound  minded  collectors,  having  the  best 
interests  of  their  chosen  hobby  at  heart,  will,  before  it  is  too  late,  apply  the 
remedy  conscientiously.” 

854.  Postal  Savings  Official  Stamps.  I  have  lately  seen  some  of  these  on 
single  line  watermark  paper,  but  could  not  learn  whether  or  not  all  values  have 
been  printed  on  this  paper.  I  heard  of  three  copies  of  the  lc  changing  han  s 
for  15c  each.  What  watermark  they  had  was  not  stated. 

875.  What  is  the  character  of  stamps  inscribed  “Hamburger  Boteh  . 
They  are  private  locals  used  at  Hamburg,  Germany,  and  are,  as  a  rule,  not 
very  valuable,  at  least  not  considered  so  in  America.  About  20  years  ago  a 
great  lot  of  them  was  reprinted.  These  reprints  are  worth  almost  nil,  but  the 
used  originals  have  a  fair  price  in  the  old  country  and  are  certainly  as  col¬ 
lectable  as  any  other  private  local  issue. 

Might  it  hot  be  a  good  plan  to  establish  a  “Rendezvous”  or  Head¬ 
quarter-.  for  Collectors  at  the  Great  Panama  V  or!:'  -  hair  at  San  I  rancisco  in 
1915?  Indeed  it  would,  and  there  are  steps  being  taken  to  do  it.  there  is 
some  “Nest-building”  going  on  there  even  now,  though  I  have  none  of  the  de¬ 
tails  at  hand  at  this  writing.  The  idea  is,  to  establish  a  place  for  collectors 
where  they  may  feel  at  home,  where  they  may  obtain  any  desired  information 
and  help,  and  where  prices  shall  be  reasonably  low.  Some  special  exhibitions 
are  also  planned  and  other  features.  More  later. 

880.  What  makes  Old  Letters  valuable,  and  what  is  their  Value?  They 
are  valuable,  as  family  keepsakes,  or  as  curios,  or  as  autographs,  or  as  histor¬ 
ical  documents,  or  as  philatelic  objects,  illustrating  some  phase  in  postal  de¬ 
velopment  by  the  postmarks  they  bear.  They  may  be  worth,  according  to  their 
character,  from  1  cent  to  $5.00,  or  more. 

881.  What  is  the  value  of  a  b  ock  of  8c  1890  with  2’s  Capped  R'ght  Side, 
used  on  original  cover?  That  is  hard  to  say,  but  I  should  judge  them  worth  at 
least  $1.00  to  $5.00  apiece,  i.  e.,  $8.00-to  $40.00  or  $50.00  in  this  condition  which 
seems  unique. 

882.  Why  is  the  3c  U.  S.  of  1857  Unused  so  cheap?  When  the  Civil  War 
broke  out  considerable  quantities  of  these  stamps  were  in  the  hands  of  South¬ 
ern  postmasters,  and  to  avoid  the  use  of  these  the  U.  S.  government  declared 
the  whole  issue  obsolete  and  issued  the  issue  of  1861.  This  ex'  1  -'.ins  wrhy  so 
many  remained  unused  and  why  they  are  so  cheap  in  this  conditio 

883.  What  is  the  value  of  the  Great  Barrier  Island  Stamp  As  they  are 
considered  purely  speculative  they  are  not  considered  worth  anything.  I  hey 
were  catalogued  in  “Roussin,”  but  it  is  hardly  to  be  expected  that  anybody 
would  buy  them  now  at  any  price,  except  as  curios. 


THE  LOCAL  STAMPS  OF  SWEDEN  AND  NORWAY. — By  Joseph  C.  Zanini. 


Of  all  the  philatelic  sidelines  of  Philately,  there  is  none  more  interesting 
than  a  collection  of  local  stamps  of  the  world  as  a  companion  to  one’s  collec¬ 
tion  of  postage  stamps,  and  a  good  representative  collection  of  these  can 
be  gathered  together  for  a  small  outlay.  The  local  stamps  of  Sweden  and  Nor  ¬ 
way  especially  are  easy  to  procure  and  very  interesting.  Among  the  locals 
Sweden  are  those  of  Gothenburg,  which  in  1888  issued  a  set  of  triangular 
shaped  stamps  of  very  peculiar  design;  while  Malma  in  1888  issued  a  set  of  sev¬ 
en  very  large  stamps  which  on  account  of  the  size  not  finding  favor  (probably 
too  much  of  a  lick  to  stick  ’em  on)  issued  a  new  set  of  considerably  less  size  the 
following  year. 

Stockholm  has  the  distinction  of  issuing  over  twenty-four  varieties  between 
1888-92,  many  of  which  being  entirely  unnecessary,  being  produced  more  for 
us  poor  philatelists’  benefit,  than  object  they  were  originally  intended  for. 

The  local  posts  of  Norway  issued  over  some  three  hundred  distinct  varie¬ 
ties  during  their  existence,  all  of  which  are  practically  easy  to  obtain.  First 
comes  Aalesund  which  portrays  a  fish  (probably  the  canned  variety)  as  the 
main  featuer  of  its  stamp;  then  Arendal  whose  stamps  mostly  all  show  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  ship  as  those  of  Grimstad,  showing  no  doubt  their  descendance  from 
the  Vikings  bold. 

Christianssund  with  its  large  vairety  of  designs  are  mostly  copied  from 
their  Danish  cousins.  Next  is  Dram  mens,  drat  the  name,  where  two  or  three 
companies  to  show  what  they  could  do,  produced  over  one  hundred  distinct 
varieties  of  stamps,  truly  a  large  number  for  a  single  town*  Hammerfest,  the 
most  northern  town  of  Norway,  the  general  starting  place  for  excursion^**)  the 
North  Pole,  has  a  fine  ocean  view  on  its  stamps  as  well  as  those  of  Horwft  und. 
Hortens  with  its  anchor  designs  as  well  of  those  of  Kragero,  Tevanger,  Mandel, 
Namsos  and  Stenkjoer  are  all  very  handsome  stamps. 

Of  Throndjim  there  are  over  forty-five  varieties  including  a  few  sur¬ 
charged,  showing  the  value  of  the  stamp  as  its  central  design,  plain  but  nice, 
and  the  early  issues  are  among  the  classical  locals  of  the  world.  Tromso  “by¬ 
post”  show  the  design  of  the  reindeer  on  all  of  its  stamps,  so  no  doubt  they 
must  abound  here,  while  those  of  Yardo  are  pictorial. 

I  have  collected  over  some  500  varieties  (Norway  and  Sweden)  of  these 
stamps;  and  will  be  only  too  glad  to  answer  any  questions  on  these  stamps 
jou  may  submit.

Omaha  Posten,  a  Swedish  newspaper  published  at  Omaha,  Nebr.,  gives  an 
interesting  account  of  some  new  stamps  to  be  issued  by  the  Balkan  states.  The 
new  series  to  be  engraved  by  the  Director  of  the  numismatic  museum  at 
Athens,  Greece.  The  border  of  the  stamps  are  to  be  uniform  for  all  the  states. 
The  center  will  be  occupied  by  an  illustration  of  the  capital  of  the  state  to 
which  the  stamp  belongs  (denomination,  etc.,  not  mentioned)  Greece  has  also 
issued  new  stamps  for  some  of  the  islands  in  the  Aegean  Sea.  Such  as  Lemnos, 
Imbros,  Samatrixe  and  Thasos.  Also  a  war  souvenir  stamp  with  a  picture  of 
Olympus  and  an  eagle  baering  a  snake.

FOREIGN  REVENUE  NOTES.

I  came  across  another  fad,  and  I  have  never  seen  it  mentioned  anywhere. 
This  discovery  is  a  collector  of  the  covers,  or  better  said,  labels  of  safety- 
matches,  so  called  Swedish  matches.  He  has  over  500  different  designs.  They 
are  principally  on  yellow  paper,  still  a  few  other  colors  exist  and  total  assem¬ 
bly  make  a  very  nice  display.  What  next? 

The  Philippino  Impress  %c  green  surcharged  for  revenue  comes  with  a 
double  restrike. 


Several  years  ago  I  mentioned  that  I  had  seen  the  cut  of  an  English  News¬ 
paper  stamp  used  in  U.  S.  about  the  time  of  the  War  of  Independence,  in  black. 
The  Gr.  Brit,  ones  are  originally  printed  in  a  deep  carmine.  The  oldest  one  is  a 
%  penny.  Then  there  are  1V2>  3  and  a  4  pence.  The  latter  1819.  About  1840? 
The  design  is  somewhat  changed  and  bears  the  name  of  the  papers  on  the  side 
like  Dublin  Gazette,  I860,  aBtten  &  Edwards  List  of  Freight  Newspapers,  1855, 
and  many  others  up  to  present  time.  The  trouble  of  those  over  100  years  ago, 
is  that  you  must  have  a  whole  paper  or  at  least  a  piece  large  enough  to  prove 
the  year.  The  motto  on  the  old  ones  is:  “Semper  Eadem.” 

Mnjbin  1909  catalogue  does  not  mention  a  6c  carmine  picadura,  1  pound 
Rep.  <£/  Cuba. 

The  Springfield  Philatelic  Society  under  the  able  hands  of  J.  D.  Bartlett 
issued  a  list  of  cigarette  stamps.  Forbin  has  also  a  small  list  in  his  catalogue 
of  1906.  Since  then  I  have  picked  up  quite  a  number  and  mention  those  in  my 
possession,  with  the  hope  that  somebody  can  give  additional  data.  The  10  and 
20  of  series  1901  surcharged  Porto  Rico  in  red.  The  15,  series  1910  surcharged 
Porto  Rico  red  or  black,  reading  both  ways,  up  or  down.  The  10,  series  1910,  a 
pair  used  as  a  20.  The  10,  series  1910,  surcharged  with  an  S  in  type  or  hand 
stamp.  I  have  come  to  believe  that  the  S  is  to  indicate  the  small  size  of  the 
Makaroff  Russian  cigarette.  The  5  and  10,  series  1910,  $3.60  per  1000.  I  had 
to  invest  in  a  35c  box  of  Pall  Mall  cigarettes  in  order  to  get  the  10  size.  The 
20,  series  1901,  surcharged  $1.25  per  M.,  Act  of  Aug.  5,  1909,  in  red  in  2  lines, 
reading  up  and  an  addition  P.  L.  in  violet  rubber  stamp  for  cigarettes  coming 
from  the  Philippine  Islands.  The  5  and  10  cigar,  $3.00  per  M.  The  10  sur¬ 
charged  Porto  Rico  in  black  reading  both  ways.  The  75c  per  M  black  on  blue. 


Wurtemberg  has  issued  a  set  of  Gebuhven  Marki.  I  have  seen  values  of  5, 
20,  25,  40,  50  pf.,  and  1  Mark. 


Denver,  Colo.,  Dec.  7. — Congressman-elect  George  J.  Kindel  wlil  introduce  a. 
bill  to  removed  Benjamine  Franklin’s  face  from  1-cent  postage  stamps.  Kindel 
thinks  there  are  too  many  pictures  of  eastern  people  on  stamps  and  money,  and 
pi  eposes  to  compel  the  postoffice  department  to  put  a  picture  of  Pike’s  Peak  on 
1-cent  stamps.

London,  England. 

The  “house-warming”  held  on  November  2nd,  drew  a  number  of  well- 
known  philatelists  to  the  rooms  of  the  new  Club,  and  it  was  a  surprise  to  all 
the  visitors  to  find  how  cosily  and  handsomely  the  rooms  had  been  furnished. 
There  is  little  doubt  that  when  the  Club  becomes  more  widely  known  it  will 
prove  a  much-sought-after  place  amongst  stamp  collectors. 

Obviously,  one  could  not  expect  to  find  a  huge  building  taken  at  J>he  be-  ^ 
ginn  i  ,  a>  the  venture  is  being  financed  entirely  by  Messrs.  WickWfc  and 
Yallancey,  who  have  between  them  provided  $750  to  carry  on  the  Club  for 
twelve  months  certain.  At  the  end  of  that  period,  if  the  idea  has  met  with  the 
succes  ansicipated,  larger  premises  will  be  secured  as  membrship  increases. 

For  the  present,  the  accommodation  provided  is  all  that  is  deemed  neces¬ 
sary  for  a  cozy  rendezvous.  Two  good  sized  rooms  are  devoted  to  the  Club’s 
requirements  and  these  have  been  very  conveniently  arranged.  The  front 
room  is  fixed  up  as  a  green  room,  with  a  thick  pile  carpet  on  the  floor  and 
curtains  to  match.  Writing  tables,  basket  chairs,  gas  stove  and  electric  lamps 
c«. u, ,hi  finishing.  Or.  the  walls  are  displayed  some  pictures  and  photo 
reprodu'  t;.  ns  of  C  lonial  stamp  “plates,”  while  a  telephone  has  been  installed 
for  members’  convenience. 

file  back  room  has  been  furnished  on  a  “red”  basis.  On  the  floor  is  a  rich 
Turkey  carpet  with  a  comfortable  circular  settee  in  the  centre  of  the  room. 
More  exchange  tables,  a  saddlebag  cha’r  and  basket  and  other  chairs,  add  to 
the  con  i  of  the  members,  while  in  this  room  also  there  are  writing  tables, 
electric  light.-,  and  a  gas  heating  stove,  with  more  pictures  adorning  the  walls. 
Lobbies  for  coats,  etc.,  are  conveniently  adjacent. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  supplying  luncheons,  teas  and  other 
refreshments  in  the  Club  rooms.

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PHILATELIC  NOTES — By  Arthur  Irwin  Smith. 


There  has  been  some  complaint  among  collectors  lately  of  the  practice 
of  some  dealers  in  over-pricing  their  approval  sheets.  Nine  times  out  of  ten 
this  is  the  result  of  either  substitution  on  the  part  of  previous  recipients  o 
the  stamps  or.  of  poor  clerical  help.  No  one  but  an  ignorant  novice  would  take 
this  means  of  trying  to  deliberately  swindle  the  collector,  and  i  the  sheets  be¬ 
long  to  a  real  “sure-enough”  stamp  dealer  you  would  be  doing  him  a  great  fa¬ 
vor  to  call  his  attention  to  the  mistake.  Only  recently  I  received,  from  an  ob¬ 
scure  sources,  some  stamps  mounted  and  priced.  The  prices  were  taken  to  he 
correct  and  the  sheets  were  mailed  without  close  inspection  because  of  a  rush  ot 
business  The  first  collector  receiving  the  lot  called  my  attention  to  the  errors 
in  pricing  and  appreciated  his  kindness.  He  did  not  jump  on  me  with  the  ac¬ 
cusation  that  I  was  purposely  trying  to  swindle  him.  There  are  a  hund.ed 
honest  people  in  the  world  to  every  thief,  so  don’t  let  what  may  be  a  meie  mis¬ 
take  cause  you  to  jump  at  the  conclusion  that  you  are  being  deliberately  de¬ 
frauded. 


Recently  a  rubber  stamp  dealer  in  Birmingham  called  my  attention  to  a 
veryitli’ cresting  aerial  postmark.  He  had  retained  an  impression  of  it  for  his 
recoil  and  allowed  me  to  examine  it  closely.  The  post-marking  stamp  had 
been  delivered  to  the  aviator  at  one  o’clock  and  at  three  o’clock  the  air-man  ay 
dead  on  the  grass  at  the  fair-grounds.  The  stamp  had  never  been  paid  for,  he 
said,  and  I  could  not  ascertain  whether  it  had  actually  been  used  to  cancel  mail 
or  not,  but  I  am  under  the  impression  that  the  aviator  was  killed  in  an  exhibi¬ 
tion  flight  before  the  trip  for  the  government  was  made. 


There  is  much  speculation  among  postal  employes  as  to  what  the  results  of 
the  proposed  parcels  post  will  be.  The  space  allowed  for  the  distribution  of 
mails  in  the  cars  in  use  at  present  is  crowded  to  the  utmost  and  often  it  is 
necessary  to  store  immense  piles  of  it  in  baggage  cars,  esepcially  on  tians- 
continental  lines.  Naturally  the  bulk  of  the  mail  will  be  practically  doubled 
when  the  first  of  the  year  comes  around  and  huge  eleven-pound  packages  are 
admitted.  There  have  recently  been  sweeping  changes  made  in  the  classification 
and  salaries  of  railway  postal  clerks  and  it  is  presumed  that  the  parcels  post 
will  bring  about  some  rather  big  differences  in  the  way  of  handling  mail.

A  machinery  firm  at  Beaver  Dam,  Wise.,  recently  sent  out  a  folded  circular  , 

mailed  without  envelope  with  the  stamps  sheet  cancelled  with  a  large  round 

circular  dot  a  quarter  of  an  inch  or  so  in  diameter. 


When  I  received  my  membership  card  for  this  year  from  the  secretary  of 
the  Ameircan  Philatelic  Society,  the  envelope  was  franked  with  two  one  cent 
stamps,  on  part  perf.  and  the  other  imperforate.  If  you  only  send  in  your  appli¬ 
cation  to  this  premier  of  American  Societies,  your  card  will  probably  have  the 
same  pair  and  you  will  receive  more  than  your  money's  worth  in  other  benefits. 
Remember  the  society  has  started  its  own  monthly  journal  again  and  that 
alone  should  bring  you  to  the  ranks  of  our  oldest  society. 


The  American  Seed  Co.  recently  sent  out  advertising  matter  franked  with 
a  one  cent  precancelled  Minneapolis  with  P.  &  0.  perforated  therein.  With  the 
exception  of  the  Chicago  stamps  so  used  by  Loftes  Co.,  this  was  the  first  initial 
perforated  precancelled  I  have  noted.  Who  has  seen  others? 


Speaking  of  Loftes  Co.  of  Chicago,  reminds  me  that  I  recently  received 
their  new  fall  list  which  was  franked  with  a  block  of-rfour  one  cent  ^^can-  i 

celleds,  but  not  letter  perforated  as  the  one  last  year  was. 


Permit  No.  35,  one  cent  value,  Cincinnati,  O.,  is  used  on  the  Union  Central 
Advocate,  the  “house  organ”  of  the  Union  Central  Life  Insurance  Co. 


The  Lansing,  Kans.,  on  2c  Hudson-Pulb  n  w<  vUI  hardly  seen  to  be  as  rare 
as  most  collectors  would  seem  to  consider.  I  have  seen  it  in  three  different 
offerings  in  the  last  six  weeks,  and  in  each  case  the  owner  had  an  exchange 
price  of  $1.00  upon  it,  a  price  which  would  not  seem  warranted  if  duplicates  are 
held  as  plentifully  as  this  would  seem  to  indicate.  Who  knows  the  history7  of 
this  precancelled  ? 


Mr.  Burt  McCann,  of  Minneapolis,  has  favored  me  with  a  portion  of  a  cover 
where  permit  No.  512,  one  cent  value  of  New  York  City  was  covered  with  an 
invert  one  cent  Chicago  precancelled. 


The  Linn  sale  of  Dec.  10,  has  among  other  offerings,  a  cover  franked  by  a 
2c  1898,  documentary.  I  have  seen  a  similar  cover  with  the  postmark  June  30, 
being  the  day  previous  to  the  supposed  date  of  issue  of  the  stamp. 


German  stamp  collectors  were  delighted,  a  few  weeks  ago,  to  be  able  to 
add  to  their  treasures  the  first  airship  stamps.  Letters  provided  with  them  can 
be  thrown  into  any  letter  box,  to  be  conveyed  by  the  Postluftschiff  Echwaben 
along  the  Rhine  to  Frankfort  or  Darmstadt.

THE  MONTH  AT  WASHINGTON'.— By  “Senator.” 


The  experiment  of  printing  stamps  from  cylindrical  plates,  instead  of  flat 
fcl  es,  is  soon  to  be  tried  by  the  printing  bureau.  Two  plates  of  150  stamps 
Ifeach  will  be  placed  over  the  cylinder,  thus  printing  300  stamps  in  one  revolution 
of  the  cylinder.  A  guide  line  will  be  run  across  each  printed  sheet,  and  as  the 
paper  will  not  have  to  be  moistened,  as  in  the  flat  plate  printing,  it  is  highly 
probable  that  new  vareties  of  paper  will  be  used. 


The  Panama  Exposition  set,  comprising  the  1,  2,  5  and  10  cent  values,  will 
probably  be  placed  on  sale  before  the  expiration  of  the  present  year,  all  of  the 
designs  having  been  approved.  The  series  will  give  the  exposition  good  adver¬ 
tising  in  advance. 


The  department  seems  to  be  determined  to  reduce  or  do  away  entirely  with 
its  force  of  stamp  salesmen,  as  another  new  type  of  stamp  vending  machine  is 
being  tried  at  the  main  office  in  Washington.  On  dropping  the  correct  change  in 
the  slot,  the  stamp  is  automatically  projected  out  of  the  machine,  and  is  de¬ 
tached  by  the  customer.  The  stamps  are  unperforated,  with  the  four  corners 
clipped  off. 

The  annual  dead  letter  office  sale  in  Washington  this  year  stirred  up  quite 
a  rumpus  among  the  jewelers  of  the  town,  as  the  preliminary  notices  stated 
that^  e  last  jewelry  item  consisted  of  a  genuine  14-carat  diamond.  However 
the  ^ale  will  be  held  as  usual,  in  spite  of  the  protests  by  the  merchants,  who 
object  to  its  being  held  just  before  Christmas,  thereby  cutting  into  their  legiti¬ 
mate  business,  and  also  because  they  claim  the  Government  is  conducting  a 
lottery,  since  the  goods,  as  bid  on  and  sold,  are  wrapped  in  packages  and  not 
seen  by  the  persons  bidding  on  them. 


The  new  set  of  United  States  stamps,  for  use  in  connection  with  the  par¬ 
cels  post  system,  beginning  January  1,  1913,  has  just  been  printed,  and  the 
stamps  are  now  being  distributed  to  the  post  offices.  All  the  stamps  are  pirnted 
in  red,  and  the  set  comprises  the  following  values,  with  the  engraved  pictures 
indicated:  lc,  post  office  clerk;  2c,  city  letter  carrier;  3c,  railway  mail  clerk; 
4c,  rural  delivery  carrier;  5c  mail  train;  10c,  steamship  and  mail  tender;  15c,. 
automobile  service;  20c,  aeroplane  service;  25c,  manufacturing  industry,  steel 
plant;  50c,  dairy  industry;  75c,  harvesting  industry;  $1,  fruit  growing  industry. 
In  addition  to  the  above  the  issue  comprises  a  set  of  postage  due  stamps,  all 
printed  in  green,  of  the  values  of  one,  two,  five,  ten  and  twenty-five  cents. 

In  shape  and  size  the  new  stamps  resemble  the  old  Columbian  issue,  and 
in  the  matter  of  artistic  designing  and  engraving,  the  officials  of  the  printing 
bureau  declare  these  stamps  to  outrank  any  previous  issued  of  this  country.

HEARD  ON  NASSAU  STREET. 


Nassau  Street,  New  York  City,  is  the  home  of  more  stamp  dealers  than 
any  street  in  the  United  States  and  of  the  section  immediately  adjoining  Nas¬ 
sau  street  is  included  the  census  will  give  even  London’s  famous  Strand  a  clo 


run.  It  is  proposed  to  set  forth  monthly  in  this  paper  all  the  latest  doings  o? 
the  street,  the  secret  trades,  manipulations,  finds,  etc.,  all  of  which  have  a  di¬ 
rect  bearing  on  the  stamp  market. 


We  learn  that  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  has  engraved  a  set  of 
stamps  for  the  Chinese  Republic  and  the  stamps  have  been  shipped.  In  fact 
the  series  should  be  on  sale  in  Ching  at  this  time.  The  bank  note  company  is 
now  working  on  another  set,  a  permanent  issue.  It  appears  that  the  stamps 
sent  last  month  are  commemoratives. 


New  York  dealers  were  invited  to  bid  on  Costa  Rica  stamps  which  that 
government  will  auction  off  in  March.  There  are  nearly  one  million  stamps  in 


the  lot. 


A  correspondent  in  Bermuda  tells  us  that  the  balance  of  the  Hog  Money 
stamps  will  not  be  put  on  sale.  The  values  now  on  sale  the  1 1,  % ,  1,  2*2,  6d  and 
1  shilling,  leaving  the  2,  3  and  4d  in  the  dock  type.  It  is  said  the  postmaster 
has  the  three  latter  stamps  in  his  vault  in  the  postoffice  but  that  the  chances 
are  they  will  never  be  put  on  sale.  The  “ships”  have  not  sold  well  to  collectors 
and  it  is  planned  to  try  an  entirely  new  issue,  probably  Georgians.  ^ 


Speaking  of  Bermudians  reminds  one  of  the  6d  purple  Queen,  perforated 
14x12%  (Scott’s  No.  29.)  This  was  printed  and  sent  to  the  colony  in  1873,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  3d  buff  and  1  shilling  green,  both,  by  the  way,  scarce  stamps. 
The  0  penny  was  not  put  on  sale  until  thirty  years  later,  having  been  in  the 
vault,  unrecorded  and  forgotten.  A  captain  on  one  of  the  Bermuda  steamers 
brought  a  sheet  of  60  to  a  New  York  dealer  in  1903.  The  dealer  pa'd  a  big  price 
and  thought  he  had  “something”  until  he  sent  to  his  agent  in  Hamilton  and 
learned  the  stamps  were  on  sale  at  the  postoffice. 


A  rumor  is  going  the  rounds  that  the  new  U.  S.  Parcel  Post  stamps  will 
not  be  sold  to  the  public  unused.  Parcels  must  be  taken  to  the  office  and  clerks 
will  affix  the  stamps.  If  this  is  true  Uncle  Sam  will  lose  thousands  of  dollars. 
A  dealer  has  shown  us  one  order  for  $1,000  for  sets  of  these  stamps  for  a  Lon¬ 
don  dealer,  a  new  issue  importer,  and  other  orders  for  foreign  agents  which 
are  in  the  hands  of  New  York  dealers  will  amount  to  at  least  $5,000  more.  Add 
to  this  the  thousands  of  sets  collectors  in  the  United  States  will  bury  in  their 
albums,  and  it  wil  be  seen  that  the  government  will  lose  considerable  revenue. 
However,  it  must  be  remembered  that  all  the  regulations  for  Parcel  Post  are 
tentative  and  subject  to  change  as  experience  teaches.  Wo  predict  an  early  re¬ 
vision  of  this  rule. 


In  a  little  lane  just  off  Nassau  Street,  down  toward  the  East  River  there 
was  a  little  curio  store  owmed  by  an  old  man  named  Abbey.  As  a  nickname  his 
shop  was  known  to  every  stamp  dealer  as  “Westminster  Abbey.”  Nearly  all 


thP  old  timers  can  tell  of  the  wonderful  stamp  finds  obtained  here  The  shop 
Stained  everything  from  cannon  to  safety-pins.  Here  were  outfitted  .tap. 
for  revolutions  in  South  and  Central  America  and  many  a  stamp  pilfered  from 
a  Latin- Ameircan  postoffice  found  its  way  to  Nassau  Street  via  Abbey  s  empo- 
JjL  n  0ne  instance  an  unsuccessful  expedition  was  enabled  to  get  a  new  out- 
to  'the  thonghtfuiness  of  a  member  who  brought  back  a  case  of 
stamps  which  a  fleeing  postmaster  left  behind.  And  with  the  new  on  th 
went  back  to  victory!  But  Abbey’s  is  no  more.  A  disastrous  fire  last 
gutted  the  building  entirely  and  all  that  remains  is  a  charred  monument  of  t 
good  things  “that  were.” 

As  might  be  expected  the  trouble  in  the  Balkan  Peninsula  has  created  a 
demand  for  Servia,  Bulgaria,  Montenegro  and  Turkey.  Dealers  in  America  sen 
to  European  wholesalers  of  these  special  countries,  only  to  learn  that  the 
prices  had  been  withdrawn.  The  old  natural  law  of  Supply  and  Demand 
still  with  us. 

Our  English  friends  have  killed  the  goose  that  gave  the  golden  eggs.  For 
years  the  British  papers  have  been  allowed  ot  reproduce  illustrations  of  stamps, 
even  of  the  current  English.  Unfortunately  at  the  recent  exhibition  held  in 
London,  the  stamp  collectors  printed,  gummed,  perforated,  etc.,  an  Ideal 
stamp  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  exhibition  was  attended  by  high  govern- 
’  ment  officials,  especially  those  in  charge  of  the  stamp  department,  this i  was 
taken  as  an  insulting  impertinence  and  immediately  after  tne  exhi  >1  ion 
-itSomersdv  louse  (the  department  which  has  charge  of  stamp  illustrations,  etc.) 
issued  oWers  so  stringent  that  further  illustrations  are  practically  impossible. 
American  papers  may  take  a  tip  from  this.  It  has  been  known  for  some  time 
that  Washington  officials  do  not  favor  any  illustrations  of  stamps,  not  even 
black  and  white  cuts  of  Brunei  or  some  other  out-of-the-way  spot. 


The  Suriname  postoffice  refuses  positively  to  sell  to  collectors  or  dealers  at 
face  value.  But  if  you  wish  to  buy  at  double  face — ah!  that’s  another  matter. 
Step  around  to  the  side  door,  please. 


STAMPS  AND  POSTMARKS.— By  H.  R.  Calhan.

The  Berkeley  Philatelic  Society  which  is  one  of  the  wide  awake  ones,  has 
planned  a  Christmas  tree  for  its  members  about  New  Years,  so  as  not  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  home  plans  for  Christmas.  And  the  members  are  also  to  send  oq|^ an¬ 
other  Christmas  present  franked  by  the  new  parcels  post  stamps  on  the  first 
of  the  year.  This  is  a  combination  of  the  Christmas  and  philatelic  spirit  that  is 
eminently  cheerful. 

Another  new  U.  S.  envelope  has  appeared,  the  lc  Postal  Savings  Bank, 
green  on  white.  As  it  is  apparently  to  take  the  place  of  the  buff  envelope  this 
latter  which  has  not  appeared  in  any  quantities,  is  apt  to  become  scarce. 

And  still  another  new  U.  S.  envelope  is  to  be  reported.  It  seems  as  if 
scarcely  a  mail  comes  in  nowadays  without  something  new  in  U.  S.  stamps. 
There  is  a  new  die  of  th  e  curernt  lc  stamped  envelope.  It  seems  to  be  kind  of 
a  cross  between  the  current  Die  A  and  Die  B.  The  D  of  United  is  wider  than 
Die  B  but  narrower  than  Die  A.  Tue  most  noticeable  feature  is  the  sharp  point 
or  angle  that  projects  out  at  the  rear  of  the  bust.  Another  clear  distinguish¬ 
ing  feature  is  that  the  N  and  E  or  One  are  parallel  whereas  in  dies  A  and  B 
they  are  widely  divergent  at  the  base.  In  the  new  die  the  E  line  if  extended 
across  the  stamp  comes  to  the  right  of  A  or  States  while  in  the  two  old  dies 
it  passes  through  T  of  States.  I  have  seen  it  as  yet  only  on  size  5,  white,  new 
knife.  U.  S.  S.  E.  watermark  and  coming  from  Chicago.  M

increases  in  quantities  will  not  be  a  common  stamp.  This  die  so  far  found  only 
on  the  four  colors  in  size  13  and  on  white,  size  5,  may  appear  at  any  time  on 
other  colors  of  the  other  size,  so  it  is  best  to  be  watching  for  it. 


The  $1.00  1912  adhesive,  in  view  of  the  use  of  the  Parcels  Post  stamps,  may 
become  little  used,  and  in  fact,  at  the  majority  of  offices  is  even  now  of  little 
real  use.  Such  useds  pecimens  as  can  be  obtained  should  be  good  duplicates,  es¬ 
pecially  if  unpunched.  This  is  a  very  handsome  stamp,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  the 
majority  of  collectors  have  yet  seen  it. 

It  is  likely  that  this  Christmas  will  in  some  measure  repeat  the  history  of 
last  Christmas  in  extending  the  use  of  precancels  by  postmasters  to  obviate 
the  Christmas  rush.  It  has,  however,  always  seemed  to  be  to  be  open  to  con¬ 
siderable  criticism  and  especially  liable  to  abuse  in  cases  where  one  is  tempted 
to  be  dishonest,  for  the  opportunity  is  thrust  before  one. 

In  speaking  of  ourselves,  THE  PHILATELIC  WEST,  we  may  say  that  we 
are  well  aware  that  we  are  not  the  most  scientific,  nor  the  best  printed,  nor  the

THE  INGENUITY  OF  THE  FRAUD.— By  Arthur  Irwin  Smith. 

The  philatelic  fraud,  like  Bret  Harte’s  Chinaman,  is  sometimes  a  very 
smooth  article;  but  again  the  crude  plays  that  he  expects  “way  with  ^re 

summing.  The  new  dealer  is  his  most  legitimate  prey.  Let  a  rising  stamp 
seflL  tre  his  opening  gun  by  running  an  appealing  three-inch  ad  and  every 
cwhk  in  the  business  takes  the  opportunity  to  go  after  the  young  dealer  s  scalp. 
Sometimes  the  y.  d.  receives  the  indelible  impression  that  ninety  per  cent  of 
stamp  colelctors  are  dishonest  and  beats  a  hasty  retreat  from  the  ranks;  more 
often  he  has  plunged  in  so  dbep  that  retreat  is  impossible  and  he  keeps  up  the 
struggle  until  later  and  more  prosperous  days  show  him  the  error  of  his  con¬ 
clusion.  .  .  , 

The  man  who  substitutes  is  always  in  evidence,  but  he  is  the  least  oi  the 
evils.  You  get  back  at  least  the  stuff  he  doesn’t  need  in  his  collection  and  a 
slight  exchange  for  the  rest.  It  is  dishonest,  of  course,  but  not  quite  so  hear  - 
rending  to  the  young  dealer  as  to  have  his  appealing  requests  for  reports 
answered  by  nothing  but  lonesome  echo.  The  crook  who  treats  you  wit 
contemptuous  silence  after  getting  your  stamps  has  at  least  one  point  in 
his  favor.  He  makes  no  bones  of  being  a  crook;  he  is  no  hypocrite,  lhe  man 
or  vouth  who  arouses  my  disgust  is  the  fellow  who  thinks  he  is  pulling  off 
some  shrewd,  slick  stunt.  This  is  the  o.  f.  c.  (old-fashioned  crook)  who  insists 
that  he  received  your  letter  but  that  there  were  no  approvals  inside.  ™me- 
times  he  goes  so  far  as  to  produce  a  witness  who  was  present  when  the  letter 
*  Was  opened.  Another  is  the  o.  f.  c.  who  detaches  a  couple  of  leaves  from 
.  the  inside  of  your  approval  book  by  raising  the  staples  and  then  bending  them 
^back  d4-  .  again.  Then  there  is  the  cheap  crook  who  short  changes  you  a  few 
^cents  ih  making  his  remittance.  Last  of  all  and  perhaps  not  the  least  annoying, 
although  we  shall  not  designate  him  a  crook,  is  the  fellow  who  gets  the  prem¬ 
ium  you  offer  to  approval  applicants  and  then  returns  your  sheets  without  so 
much  as  a  thank  you. 

The  man  who' handles  only  rare  and  valuable  stamps  bringing  in  good 
prices  can  avoid  trouble  by  requiring  gilt-edge  references.  The  young  dealer 
who  caters  to  the  boy  trade  can  not  get  along  very  well  if  he  is  squeamish  about 
the  class  of  reference  otfered.  You  hardly  expect  a  bank  reference  when  send¬ 
ing  out  stuff  that  cost  you  only  fifty  cents  or  a  dollar  for  the  entire  lot,  and 
one  loss  will  not  break  you;  but  when  one  fellow  substitutes,  and  another  bold- 
y  keeps  your  selection  without  even  saying  “much  obliged”,  and  another  swipes 
a  few,  and  another  short  changes  you,  and  the  next  refuses  to  buy  after  getting 
your  free  premium,  then  is  the  time  when  blue  blazes  begin  to  burn  in  your 
eyes. 

The  philatelic  fraud  seems  to  be  an  avoidable  if  unnecessary  evil.  His 
ways  are  dark  and  peculiar  and  we  haven’  even  the  consolation  of  passing  an 
Exclusion  Law  to  keep  his  tribe  from  increasing,  but  here’s  hoping  that  he  re¬ 
pents  from  the  evil  of  his  ways  and  that  the  Post  Office  Inspectors  get  on  his 
trail  if  his  petty  thievery  continues.

Several  of  our  contemporaries  state  that  Clarence  Eagle  of  New  \  ork  is 
to  present  a  complete  set  of  United  States  revenue  stamps  to  the  Congression¬ 
al  Library  or  the  National  Museum.  The  latter  would  seem  the  best  as  the 
collection  would  be  seen  and  enjoyed  by  many  fore  people. 

Among  the  most  cherished  possessions  of  collectors  of  postage  stamps  are 
the  “locals,”  issued  long  before  the  civil  war  and  before  the  post  office  became 
the  effective  instrument  that  it  is  today.  These  rudely  engraved  tokens  are 
reminiscent  of  the  me"  or  expressmen  who  carried  letters  as  well  as  packages 
in  the  stage  c.  .cb  nr  uatboat  days.

An  Italian  collector  has  taken  the  trouble  to  count  all  the  Jubilee,  Exhibi¬ 
tion  and  similar  stamps  and  found  there  were  1031  to  the  value  of  $818.00,

A  recent  catalogue  of  precancelled  stamps  of  the  United  States  shows 
that  there  have  been  issued  by  225  postoffices  in  29  states  a  total  of  5,241  va¬ 
rieties.  Here  is  a  “field  for  the  specialist. ' 

A  certain  London  stamp  dealer  proudly  announced  on  the  sign  outside  his 
store  that  “he  sold  stamps  to  His  Majesty,  the  King.”  A  competitor  next  door 
who  could  not  claim  this  proud  distinction,  hung  out  a  similar  sign,  which  read 
— “God  Save  the  King.” 

The  highest  philatelist  in  the  world  is  Mr.  Bommer,  the  -government 
weather  observer,  on  top  of  Mt.  Santis,  Switzerland,  8300  feet  plus. 

It  is  no  uncommon  thing  nowadays  to  have  “aerial”  posts  ,what  we  have 
been  waiting  to  hear  about  is  a  “submarine”  post. 

It  seems  to  be  a  mystery  to  many  people  where  all  the  rare  and  scarcer 
early  South  and  Central  Americans  have  gone.  A  few  years  ago  they  were  to 
be  had  everywhere  at  all  sorts  of  discounts,  but  today  many  of  them  are  not  to 
be  found  at  all.  The  explanation,  of  course,  lies  in  the  fact  that  not  only  many 
of  our  own  specialists  have  recetly  gone  into  the  formerly  unpopular  countries, 
but  that  there  has  also  been  a  great  increase  in  philatelic  interest  in  South 
America  itself.

December  is  the  last  month  in  which  you  can  secure  our  new  U.  S.  coin 
proof  sets  for  1912. 

None  can  be  purchased  at  the  mint  after  that  date  but  it  is  the  custom  of 
dealers  to  put  in  a  stock  to  sell  at  a  premium.  The  design  on  the  gold  pieces 
*  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  and  cannot  be  changed,  excepting  the  date  until 
1933.  The  Double  Eagles,  a  figure  of  liberty  modeled  from  life  (St.  Goudens 
last  work)  torch  in  right  and  olive  branch  in  left  hand,  the  sun  rising  behind, 
at  1^1  side  1912.  Reverse  shows  eagle  in  flight,  above  in  circle  of  two  lines- 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA— TWENTY  DOLLARS— below— IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST — in  the  distance  the  rising  sun.  From  the  fact  that  the  sun  shows 
of  both  obverse  and  reverse,  one  might  infer  that  the  sun  never  sets  on  the 
possessions  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

The  finish  of  all  the  gold  pieces  is  in  the  beautiful  sand  blast  yellow  luster, 
so  much  more  artistic  than  the  gaudy  glitter  of  the  brilliant  proofs  of  a  few 
years  ago.  Edge — E  PLUR1BUS  UNUM,  13  stars.  Weight  516  grains. 

The  Eagle — Obverse  bears  the  Waitress  head,  wearing  the  Indian  war  bon¬ 
net,  inscribed — LIBERTY — Above  in  a  circle  13  stars  representing  the  13  Col¬ 
onies — below  1912.  Edge,  48  stars,  representing  the  number  of  states  in  the 
Union  at  this  date.  Reverse — A  Greek  Eagle  modelled  from  silver  Tetradrachm 
about  300  B.  C. — standing  on  a  quiver  of  arrows  (or  looks  more  like  a  subma¬ 
rine  torpedo)  right  talon  grasps  olive  branch.  Above  UNITED  STATES  OF 
AMERICA.  At  left  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM— to  right— IN  GOD  WE  TRUST. 
Below — TEN  DOLLARS.  Weighs  258  grains. 

The  half  Eagle — Obverse  Incuse  head  of  Indian  (Red  Cloud)  wearing  War 
bonnet.  Above — LIBERTY — before  six,  behind  seven  stars,  under  1812,  milled 
edge.  Reverse,  Eagle  incuse  standing  on  quiver  of  arrows,  olive  branch  in 
right  talon.  Before  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM— Behind— IN  GOD  WE  TREST¬ 
LE  just  the  reverse  position  of  the  mottoes  on  the  eagle.  Weight  129  grains. 

The  Quarter  Eagle  is  a  reduced  size  fac  simile  of  the  half  eagle,  excepting 
the  value  2(4  Dollars — Weight  64(4  grains. 

All  the  gold  pieces  are  900  fine  (i.  e.)  900  gold  and  100  copper.  The  silver 
proof  set  still  lacks  “Old  Silver  Dollar.”  We  do  not  know'  whether  an  act  of 


Congress  made  a  final  disposition  of  their  coinage  in  1904  when  the  last  silver 
dollar  was  supposed  to  have  been  coined,  but  if  there  is  a  possible  loop  hole  or 
excuse,  you  can  wager  successfully  your  coin  collection  that  1905,  1906,  etc.,  etc., 
will  appear  in  about  forty  years  at  so  many  thousand  dollars  per.  The  silver 
planchets  are  first  hand  burnished  then  polished,  the  dies  are  treated  in  the 
same  manner.  A  hydraulic  press  striking  500  tons  is  then  used  to  strike  the  £ 
coins,  and  if  not  sufficiently  sharp  and  well  struck  they  are  returned  and  pas3 
through  the  same  operation  again,  frequently  being  returned  as  many  as  seven 
times. 

The  silver  is  of  the  same  fineness  as  the  gold.  Nickle  25  per  cent  nickle 
and  7.)  per  cent  copper.  Cent  95  per  cent  copper,  5  per  cent  tin  and  zinc.  The 
silver  half  dollare  weighs  192.9  grains,  quarter  96.45,  dime  38.58  grains,  ncikle 
77.16  grains,  cent  48  grains.  The  price  of  the  gold  proof  set  is  $38.50.  Silver 
$1.20.  N’ickle  and  copper,  15c.  Single  gold  pieces  will  be  furnished  at  twenty- 
five  cents  above  face  value.  Silver  or  Minor  sets  will  not  be  broken.

BID  ON  RARE  COINS. 

Numismatist.  Prepared  (o  Pay  $125,  Gets  Japanese  Prize  for  $66.50. 

Between  $8,000  and  $9,000  was  realized  by  the  sale  of  United  States  and 
foreign  coins  belonging  to  the  collection  of  the  late  Frederick  L.  Fake,  a  pio¬ 
neer  of  Chicago. 

The  auction  took  place  in  the  rooms  of  the  Chicago  Numismatic  Society 
on  the  sixteenth  floor  of  the  Masonic  Temple.  Every  numismatist  of  promi¬ 
ne’  co  m  the  city  attended  the  event  and  the  bidding  was  lively. 

The  high  mark  for  a  single  coin  was  reached  when  W.  F.  Dunham  bid  in  a 
Japanese  gold  coin,  known  as  the  “manen  oban,”  isused  in  the  first  year  of 
Manon,  A.  D.  I860,  for  $66.50.  Mr.  Dunham  was  surprised  to  get  the  coin  for 
this  amount,  as  he  was  prepared  to  bid  as  high  as  $125.  Immediately  after 
this  Mr.  Dunham  paid  $11.75  for  the  “genroki  koban,”  issued  in  1700. 

Among  the  principal  bidders  at  the  auction,  all  of  whom  secured  a  number 
of  valuable  coins  were  Virgil  M.  Brand,  Enos  E.  Verkler,  Theo.  E.  Leon  and  A. 
B.  Luhnaw. 

A  United  States  “eagle”  gold  piece,  issued  in  1797,  was  sold  for  $52,  while 
a  quarter  eagle  issued  in  1806  was  bid  in  for  $22. 

Mr.  Fake  was  one  of  the  best  known  collectors  of  coins  in  the  country  and 
probably  the  oldest  in  Chicago.  His  collection  of  oriental  coins  is  said  to  have 
been  the  best  ever  gathered  by  any  numismatist.  They  were  gathered  person- 
ly  by  him  while  traveling  in  the  Orient.  Among  the  coins  sold  were  early  Eng¬ 
lish  pieces,  square  thalers  of  Saxony  and  a  number  of  Napoleonic  medals. 

The  collection  included  a  large  number  of  silver  dollars.  One,  minted  in 
77.16  grains,  cent  48  grains.  The  price  of  teh  gold  proof  sev  is  $38.50.  Silver^ 


1836  and  known  as  the  Gobrecht  design,  brought  $18,  while  another  of  the  same 
design,  but  minted  in  1839,  brought  $63. 

Some  of  the  old  English  coins  brought  less  than  their  original  face  value, 
.  and  dozens  of  them  were  sold  in  lots  for  35  or  40  cents. 


ALTERED  DATES. 

Fred  Michael  &  Bro.  count  honorable  numismatic  service  before  self  in¬ 
terest.  They  sacrificed  financial  gains  to  patriotism,  honesty  and  glory,  when 
they  directed  their  auctioneer  in  their  last  auction  sale,  to  throw  out  the  U.  "S. 
silver  dollars  altered  dates  of  1794  and  1804.  We  trust  that  all  dealers  will 
emulate  their  splendid  example  by  following  in  their  footsteps.

INDIAN  MINNATURE  AXES  AND  CELTS.— By  Dr.  II.  M.  Whelpley. 


The  above  was  the  subject  of  a  talk,  illustrated  with  lantern  slides  and 
specimens,  given  by  the  author,  before  the  St.  Louis  Academy  of  Science,  in 
November. 

Stone  axes  of  utility  range  from  four  to  six  pounds  and  those  of  hematite 
from  one  half  to  four  pounds.  Ordinary'  axes  occur  not  weighing  more  than 
three  ounces.  Miniature  axes  form  a  class  by7  themselves  in  weight  below  one 
half  ounce.  The  usual  miniature  ax  weighs  about  one  hundred  grains.  They 
are  similar  in  shape  to  ordinary  axes.  The  workmanship  is  usually  very  good. 
They  are  generaly  made  of  grante  or  hematite  and  are  found  where  axes  of 
utility  occur.  The  purpose  for  which  they  were  made  is  problematical.  It  has 
been  suggested  that  they  were  toys  for  children;  ornaments;  amulets  for  med¬ 
icine  men  nr  examples  of  expert  workmanship.  They  are  usually'  found  on 
village  ites  or  picked  up  in  the  fields.  Fraudulent  miniature  axes  are  more 
plentiful  than  genuine.  They  are  usually  made  from  material  which  is  readily 
\v<n  k'  il  and  seldom  equal  the  genuine  article  in  finish.  Of  four  hundred  stone 
re]t>  in  Dr.  Whelpley’s  collection,  74  per  cent  weigh  between  four  ounces  and 
:  wi  pounds  Hematite  celts  average  about  two  ounces  each.  Miniature  celts, 
like  miniature  axes,  are  spearated  from  those  of  normal  size  by7  a  wide  line  of 
demarcation  in  weight  and  size.  Scarcely  any  normal  celts  occur  below  three 
ounces  or  hematite  celts  below  one  half  ounce  in  weght.  Miniature  celts  weigh 
abou  one  hundred  grains  each.  They  are  not  faked  to  the  same  extent  as  are 
miniature  axes.  The  comments  on  shape,  workmanship,  material,  distribution, 
u  d  conditions  of  finding  miniature  axes  also  apply  to  miniature  ce'fc.  It 
has  v  t  been  suggested  that  miniature  axes  and  celts  were  made  byr  a  rirt  of 
dwaii.-.  Such  claim  has  been  made  to  explain  miniature  flint  arrows.  The 
P  aker  estimated  that  miniature  axes  and  celts  occur  in  about  the  proportion 
of  1  to  5000  f  these  of  normal  size. 


Following  is  the  address  as  delivered: 

I  have  on  previous  occasions  considered  with  you  Indian  miniature  flint 
arrow-  and  Indian  miniature  woven  baskets.  Miniature  Indian  axes  and  celts 
form  another  interesting  class  of  artifacts. 

Axes:  Axes  constitute  one  of  the  most  numerous  and  generally  distributed 
articles  made  by  the  American  Indians  from  prehistoric  times  down  to  the  ad¬ 
vent  of  the  white  man.  Axes  were  manufactured  from  every7  available  kind  of 
rock  and  mineral  and  also  from  native  copper.  While  axes  are  artifacts  of  a 
readily  recognized  class,  the  individual  specimens  vary  widely7  from  the  typical 
form.  The  weight  of  an  ordinary  stone  ax  of  itility  is  from  one  to  six  pounds 
and  corresponding  hematite  axes  from  one-half  to  four  pounds.  Stone  axes, 
however,  range  above  six  pounds  up  to  twenty-five  pounds  or  more  and  those  of 
hematite  up  to  at  least  twelve  pounds.  Below  one  pound  in  weight,  axes  range 
down  to  one  hundred  grains  or  less.  Axes  varying  in  size  between  one  pound 
and  three  ounces  are  not  rare,  but  they  very  seldom  occur  in  size  between  one- 
half  ounce  and  three  ounces. 

Miniature  Axes:  Below  the  weight  of  one-half  ounce  comes  a  class  or 
group  of  small  axes  which  average  about  one  hundred  grains  and  may  be 
termed  Indian  miniature  axes. 

Shape.  Similar  to  well  formed  large  axes. 


Workmanship.  Almost  universally  of  good  workmanship. 

Material.  Generally  of  granite  or  hematite. 

Distribution.  The  same  as  that  of  axes  of  utility,  which  means  they  are 
found  wherever  suitable  material  for  their  manufacture  exists. 

Uses.  Problematical.  They  certainly  were  not  made  for  economic  use.  It 
hjjfs  been  suggester  that  they  were  toys  for  children.  Some  claim  that  they 
were  worn  as  ornaments.  Others  class  them  as  amulets,  talismans  01  chaims 
of  medicine  men.  Among  the  suggestions  is  one  that  they  are  examples  of  ex¬ 
pert  workmanship.  The  Indians  were  in  the  habit  of  wearing  as  ornaments  any 
convenient  object  that  took  their  fancy  and  the  medicine  men  used  as  charms 
such  unusual  pieces  as  they  could  pick  up  for  the  purpose.  The  finding  of  a 
miniature  ax  with  beads  on  in  a  medicine  box  does  not  prove  that  it  was  made 
for  either  purpose.  Some  consider  them  to  be  the  work  of  idle  men  or  boys  who 
should  have  been  better  employed. 

Condition  of  Finding.  They  usually  occur  on  vilage  sites  or  are  picked  up 
on  ordinary  fiedls.  They  do  not  occur  in  graves  nor  mounds  nor  other  locations 
that  might  suggest  a  possible  use. 

Fraudulent  Axes.  I  have  some  miniature  axes  made  by  boys  to  show  their 
skill  in  workmanship,  but  without  any  intent  to  defraud,  the  comemrcial  value 
of  miniature  axes  has  induced  some  persons  to  place  fraudulent  pieces  on  the 
market  and  the  collector  must  carefully  guard  against  such  imposition.  Fraud¬ 
ulent  miniature  axes  are  generally  made  from  material  that  is  readily  worked 
and  they  seldom,  if  ever,  equal  in  workmanship  the  genuine  article. 

Celts.  Indian  celts  are  also  known  as  ungrooved  axes  or  hatchets.  They 
vary  iniiorm  even  more  than  do  the  Indian  axes.  They  are  made  from  all  ma¬ 
terials  In  which  we  find  axes.  The  distribution  of  celts  is  over  a  greater  ter¬ 
ritory  and  the  individual  pieces  more  numerous  than  is  the  case  with  axes.  The 
weight  of  celts  does  not  run  as  high  as  of  axes,  but  they  occur  in  much  smaller 
sizes.  Celts  vary  more  gradually  in  size  than  do  axes.  I  have  weighed  400  stone 
celts  in  my  collection  and  found  74  per  cent  between  four  ounces  and  two 
pounds.  Hematite  celts  average  about  two  ounces  each. 

Miniature  Celts:  Miniature  Celts  are  separated  from  those  of  normal  size 
and  by  a  wide  line  of  demarcation  in  weight  and  size.  Scarcely  any  normal 
stone  celts  occur  below  three  ounces  or  hematite  celts  below  one-half  ounce. 

Miniature  celts  average  about  one  hundred  grains  each.  What  was  said 
about  the  shape,  workmanship,  material,  distribution,  uses  and  conditions  of 
finding  miniature  axes  also  applies  to  miniature  celts. 

Mniature  celts  are  not  faked  to  the  same  extent  as  are  miniature  axes. 

Just  when  miniature  axes  and  celts  were  made  is  difficult  to  say  but  it  is 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  manufacture  occurred  at  the  time  when  axes  and 
celts  were  being  made. 

While  it  has  been  contended  that  miniature  arrows  were  the  work  of  a 
race  of  dwarfs  or  people  ante-dating  the  American  Indians,  such  claims  have 
never  been  made  regarding  axes  and  celts. 

The  genuine  miniature  axes  and  celts  are  exceedingly  rare.  Judging  from 
my  own  experience,  they  occur  in  about  the  proportion  of  one  to  five  thousand 
d¥  those  of  normal  size.

The  matter  of  taking  up  t  he  work  of  photographing  and  describing  Hard 
Times  Tokens  by  this  Association  was  laid  on  the  table  foi  an  indefinite  period 
of  time. 

The  Association,  being  very  desirous  of  obtaining  a  copy  of  Lowe’s  book  on 
Hard  Times  Tokens,  finding  that  there  is  to  be  a  copy  of  this  work  sold  in  the 
Max  Mehl  auction  sale  this  month,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  we  put  in  a 
sliding  bid  of  $8.00  up  to  $12.00  or  $15.00,  leaving  the  matter  of  price  to  Mr. 
Mehl’s  judgment,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  put  in  this  bid. 

Mr.  Hooper  read  a  paper  on  medals,  as  follow’s:  “It  afforded  me  great 
pleasure  when  an  active  collector,  to  gather  in  one  grodp  in  my  cabiuj  ,  placed- 
in  historical  and  chronological  sequence,  all  medals  (obtainable)  strtP.c  espec¬ 
ially  to  commemorate  important  epochs  or  events  in  American  history,  and  of 
the  United  States  in  particular.  This  would  be  an  interesting  and  educative 
study  for  our  own  organization,  and  form  also  an  important  exhibit  at  any  fu¬ 
ture  display  of  coins  or  in  connection  therewith:  ‘The  Historical  Medals  of  the 
United  States  of  America.’  1.  The  Landing  of  Columbus.  2.  Treaty  of  Peace 
with  the  Indians.  3.  Battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  4.  Battle  of  Cowpens.  5.  The  Cap¬ 
ture  by  Paul  Jones  of  the  Serapis.  6.  The  Evacuation  of  Boston  by  the  British 
Troops.  7.  The  Libertas  Americana  Medal,  July  4,  1776.  8.  Washington  and 
Presidential  medals  to  date,  and  all  others  in  sequential  order  bearing  records 
of  importance  in  the  past  history  of  the  United  Sattes.”  He  also  added  the  fol¬ 
lowing:  “I  don’t  care  a  brass  farthing”  owes  its  origin  to  the  days  of  James 
II.  of  England,  who  debased  the  coinage  and  issued  worthless  brass  farthings. 

Mr.  Woolsey  exhibited  a  fine  line  of  foreign  Dollars  or  Thalers,  which  at¬ 
tracted  a  great  deal  of  attention  on  account  of  their  fine  condition  and  quite  a 
number  of  rarities.  This  w'as  greatly  appreciated  by  all,  as  many  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  had  never  seen  any  of  these  dollars  before.  * 

Dr.  French  exhibited  the  following  Hard  Times  Tokens:  Lowe’s  No.  3 — 
No.  3;  white  metal;  only  one  known.  No.  8,  Straight  ceriples  to  letters;  No.  8, 
curved  ceriples  to  letters;  No.  9;  No.  10;  No.  168;  No.  51,  copper;  No.  52,  brass; 
No.  171,  gilt;  No.  56,  copper;  No.  172,  brass. 

Mr.  Merrit  presented  a  price  catalogue  of  C.  A.  Baldwin’s  European  Dollars 
Silver  Coins,  gold  coins,  medals,  etc.,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  presented  Mr. 
Alerritt  for  his  kindness.

TEXAS  NOTES. — By  W.  Straley  Hico,  Texas. 


The  building,  which  at  one  time,  served  as  the  capitol  of  Texas,  at  Wash- 
ington-on-the-Brazos,  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  afternoon  of  November  28. 

J  Mrs.  C.  G.  Barrett,  of  Huntsville,  historian  of  the  United  Daughters  of  the 
Confederacy,  was  awarded  the  “Flag  of  Merit”  last  month  at  the  national  con¬ 
vention  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  for  making  the  highest  record  of  excellence 
in  historical  work  during  the  year. 

A  recent  issue  of  the  Fort  Worth  Record  contained  an  article  by  our  boy¬ 
hood  neighbor,  Carl  White,  relative  to  the  fine  geological  and  archaeological  col¬ 
lection  of  Roy  Haywood  of  North  Fort  Worth,  which  was  very  interesting.  (We 
have  several  fine  geological  specimens  found  in  the  city  of  Fort  Worth,  the  re¬ 
gion  being  rich  in  such. 

In  the  issue  of  the  Houston  Post  for  Sunday,  December  1,  Mrs.  Libscomb 
Norvell,  Chairman  on  Preservation  of  Historical  Spots  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution,  makes  a  plea  for  the  marking  of  1  he  King  s  High¬ 
way”  through  Texas— the  great  highway  to  California  and  also  during  the 
early  days  in  Texas.

Spanish  words  meaning  ‘of  the  river.’  ”  “Eagle 
Pass:  So  named  becaose  the  eontoor  of  the  hills  through  which  the  Rio  Grande 
flows  bore  a  fancie  dresemblance  to  the  outstretched  wings  of  an  Eagle.” 
“Zapata:  Named  for  a  Mexican  colonel  who  led  a  force  of  Mexicans  and  Tex¬ 
ans  against  Mexico  in  1839.”

THE  FORD  COLLECTION.— By  Chas.  F.  Ford. 


Weapons  and  relics  from  all  parts  of  the  world  have  been  collected  by  T. 
Ford  &  Sons,  and  occupy  a  large  space  at  his  home,  14  Linwood  Place  Charles¬ 
town,  Mass.  Among  the  guns  may  be  found  a  flint  lock  gun  made  at  Harper  s 
skrrv  in  1829,  a  flint  lock  form  an  English  gun  dug  up  on  Breed  s  Hill,  when 
tL  hill  was  being  graded  after  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  also  a  lock  from  one 
of  Hull’s  breech  loading  guns  made  at  Harper’s  Ferry  in  1834  There  are  also 
some  of  the  early  American  guns  made  at  Springfield,  Harper  s  Ferry,  an  y 
such  makers  as  E.  Whitney,  Jenks,  E.  Pomeroy,  N.  Starr,  Blake,  W  ickam,  and 
others  ranging  from  1813  to  1836,  altered  from  flint  to  percussion  and  used  in 

the  Civil  War.  ,  ,  , ,  , 

An  odd  thing  on  some  of  the  E.  Whitney  guns  is  the  heavy  butt  on  which 

there  is  a  hammer-like  head  projection  for  using  the  gun  as  a  club  Among  toe 
percussion  guns  made  from  1846-1864  may  be  found,  some  made  at  Spring-field 
and  Harper’s  Ferry,  by  such  makers  as  E.  Whitney,  Remington,  Savage,  R.  F. 
A.  Co.  Jenks,  Norwich  Arms  Co.,  Sharps’  breech-loading  riffle  percussion, 
Maynard  prime  lock,  brass  patch-box  in  stock,  brass  handled  bayonet,  also  an 
1848  Springfield  musketoon,  brass  mounted.  There  are,  also,  some  of  the  Tower 
guns  used  by  the  Confederates,  brought  here  during  the  Civil  War,  and  one 

made  by  W.  P.  Murray,  of  Columbus,  Ga.  .  ' 

There  are  some  percussion  guns  from  Germany,  France  and  Austria  used 
in  th  e  Civil  War.  One  of  the  Civil  War  guns  is  the  Green  bolt  breech  loading 
rifle  using  paper  cartridges  and  having  the  hammer  beneath  the  barrel  T  e 
cartridges  have  the  bullets  in  the  rear  so  that  there  are  always  two  bullets  in 
,  the  gu^f when  loaded,  the  rear  bullet  acting  as  a  gascheck. 

There  is  one  flint  lock  gun  almost  six  feet  in  length,  brought  from  England 
in  1635,  and  used  in  the  King  Phillip  and  Queen  Anne  Wars.  Some  odd  atlera- 
tions  from  muzzle  to  breech  loading  guns  the  Roberts,  Snider,  Tower  and  the 
Allen  system,  in  both  rim  and  centre  fire  on  the  Springfield  guns. 

Among  the  foreign  guns  are  the  Chassepot  or  rench  needle  gun  used  in  the 
war  with  Germany  in  1872;  the  Swiss  Vetterli  13  shot  repeating  rifle,  41  cali¬ 
bre  bolt  action,  rim-fire;  the  43  calibre  Remington  captured  in  the  Philippines 
from  the  natives,  who  saved  them  from  the  Spanish  fleet  which  was  destioyed 
by  the  Americans;  a  Spanish  Mauser  7  m  m  captured  in  Cuba  during  the  Span- 
ish- American  War.  A  very  rare  rifle  is  the.  Colt’s  first  model  made  at  I  attei- 
son  N.  J.,  in  1836,  and  weighing  about  12  pounds.  It  holds  8  shots  fired  by  pei- 
cussion  ,is  hammerless,  and  by  pulling  a  ring  underneath,  the  cylinder  revolves 
and  the  inside  hammer  is  cocked  ready  to  fire,  and  it  has  a  side  lever  rammd. 
Another  rifle  is  the  Savage  &  North  revolving  rifle,  and  an  Evans  32-shot. 
Among  the  carbines  are  the  Hall  breech  loading  made  at  Harpers  Tciry 
in  1839,  which  has  a  sliding  bayonet  attached  to  it,  and  many  others  made  by 
Smith,  Sharps,  Burnside,  Gallagher,  Joslyn,  Union  or  Cosmopolitan,  Starr, 
Sharps  and  Harkins,  and  all  these  are  breech  loading  fired  by  percussion  cap. 
There  is  the  small  Austrian  muzzle-loading  carbine,  and  the  Spencer  7-shot  re¬ 
peating  carbine  loading  from  the  butt,  and  also  some  sharpshooter  rifles  used 
in  the  Civil  War.

A  RARE  ANCIENT  COIN. 

Mr.  W.  F.  King,  of  Columbus  is  the  owner  of  an  old  Spanish  coin  which  is 
quite  a  rarity.  It  is  a  three  cornered  piece  slightly  thicker  than  the  present 
day  Mexican  dollar,  and  bears  on  one  side  an  image  of  the  Spanish  crown  and 
on  the  reverse  a  Maltese  cross  with  the  date  1708. 

This  coin,  which  is  probably  the  only  or.o  of  its  kind  in  the  United  States, 
was  found  in  an  abandoned  mine  in  Chihuahua,  Old  Mexico.  With  it  were 
found  several  other  valuable  articles  and  eight  human  mummies  and  three 
mummified  burros.  *

Design  of  New  Nickel: — The  design  of  the  new  nickel,  to  supplant  the 
5-cent  coin  now  in  circulation,  will  be  perfected  by  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
MacVeagh  within  a  few  weeks.  An  Indian  head  will  adorn  the  face  of  the  coin, 
amd  the  figure  of  a  buffalo  the  reverse.  The  design  is  intended  to  honor  the 
disappearing  Indian  and  buffalo,  linked  together  in  American  history.  J.  E.  Fra¬ 
ser  of  New  York  is  the  designer. 


Rare  Collection  of  Shells: — The  launch  Eagle  with  its  party  of  shell  hunt¬ 
ers  has  returned  from  Anacapa  Island,  off  the  coast  of  Santa  Barbara,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  laden  wtih  rare  shells  and  beach  stones,  which  will  be  exhibited  at  the 
chamber  of  commerce  at  Long  Beach,  Cal. 


Ancient  Bank  Notes  Disappear: — Mr.  A.  W.  Bahr  of  Shanghai,  China,  on 
unpacking  his  collection  of  Chinese  bank  notes  discovered  that  a  package  of 
bank  notes  printed  1,300  years  ago  by  Chinese  bankers  of  the  T’Ang  dynasty 
had  been  stolen.  The  face  value  of  the  missing  notes  runs  from  two  cents  up, and 
the  total  amount  called  is  less  than  fifty  dollars,  but  they  are  worth  three 
hundred  times  that  sum,  however,  as  objects  of  antiquity. 

New  Southwest  Museum: — Ground  was  broken  in  Los  Angeles,  California, 
*  for  the  first  of  the  Southwest  Museum  buildings.  The  entire  museum  will  cost 
$450,000  when  completed.  The  site  of  this  buildign  overlooks  Sycamore  Grove 
and  is  not  far  from  the  contemplated  home  of  the  Galpin  Shakespeare  Club 
L  and  the  Occidental  college.  The  trustees  are  as  follows:  President,  Lieut.  Gen. 
^■Adna  Chaffee;  vice  presidents,  Joseph  Scott  and  Mrs.  Clarae  Burdette; 
treasurer,  W.  C.  Patterson;  secretary,  Charles  F.  Lummis. 


New  Museum  of  Art: — Plans  have  been  drawn  for  the  new  Cleveland 
Museum  of  Art,  which  will  be  built  in  the  northeast  part  of  Wade  Park.  Work 
will  be  started  at  once  and  completion  is  looked  for  within  two  years.  The  build¬ 
ing  will  be  300  feet  in  length  and  150  feet  in  width,  with  a  fore  court,  formal 
garden  and  lagoon  facing  the  main  entrance. 

WANTS  OMAHA  TO  REDEEM  OLD  SCRIPT. 

R.  L.  Dietrick  of  Lorraine,  Va.,  wants  the  city  of  Omaha  to  redeem  $5  of 
scrip  issued  in  August,  1857.  This  request  by  the  man  of  the  Old  Dominion  re¬ 
calls  to  the  minds  of  many  Omahans  the  stirring  days  of  fifty-five  years  ago, 
when  Omaha  was  a  small  place  and  Nebraska  was  a  territory. 

In  the  days  of  1857  when  Jesse  Lowe  was  mayor,  it  was  the  custom  among 
cities  to  issue  scrip  for  municipal  abligations,  the  scrip  bearing  a  certain  rate 
of  interest  and  subject  to  recall.  Mr.  Dietrick  did  not  explain  how  he  got  his 
scrip.  He  just  asks  for  his  $5,  He  will  be  informed  that  he  is  about  fifty-five 
years  late  with  his  claim.  There  is  some  question  as  to  whether  the  city’s  credit 
should  not  be  invoked  even  in  the  redemption  of  this  scrip  at  this  late  date. 

•  In  the  vault  of  the  city  clerk’s  office  is  a  bundle  of  this  scrip  in  denomina¬ 
tions  from  25  cents  to  $5.  H.  C.  Anderson,  recorder  and  Jesse  Lowe,  mayor, 
signed  this  currency.  The  scrip  has  been  referred  to  as  “wildcat”  money. —

Edmonton,  Alta.— Perfectly  formed  fossils  of  the  trilobite  species,  the 
highest  animals  of  the  Camrian  formation,  declared  by  paleontologists  to  be 
more  than  25,000,000  years  old,  were  unearthed  by  Dr.  C.  D.  Walcott,  secretary* 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institute,  Washington,  D.  C.,  at  the  base  of  Mount  Robson, 
in  the  heart  of  the  Rockies,  west  of  Edmonton,  while  on  a  scientific  expedition, 
occupying  two  months.  He  was  accompanied  by  H.  H.  Blayden. 

Dr.  Walcott  said  in  the  course  of  an  interview-»here  today  that  the  bed  of  . 
fossils,  which  was  found  at  a  point  5,000  feet  above  sea  level,  is  practically  in¬ 
exhaustible.  He  reported  also  finding  fossils  of  an  entirely  new  specif!  which  * 
he  believes  will  add  valuable  information  to  the  geology  of  the  world. 

The  finding  of  the  trilobite  is  looked  upon  as  important.  It  is  of  the  group 
of  fossil  crustaceans,  of  which  a  single  specimen  is  known  from  the  Permian  of 
North  America.  The  animal,  which  has  been  extinct  for  ages,  is  scientifically 
described  in  these  terms: 

The  dorsal  surface  of  the  body  was  covered  with  a  calcareous  shell,  which 
presented  three  longitudinal  lobes,  a  median  and  two  lateral,  and  was  divided 
into  three  parts: — A  head  shield,  a  body  shield  or  thoracic  segment,  and  a  tail 
shield  or  pvgidium.  The  head  was  aproximately  semicircular,  and  a  central 
protuberance,  the  gladebellum,  and  a  flat  border,  formed  the  genae  or  cheeks. 
The  animal  was  able  to  roll  itsef  up  so  that  the  soft  lower  surface  of  its  body 
was  protected.  Th  anterior  appendages  '..ere  modified  to  form  antennae,  man¬ 
dibles  and  niaxilae. 


The  natural  graphite  mined  and  concentrated  in  the  United  States  is  vari¬ 
able  in  amount,  principally  because  the  process  of  milling  flake  graphite,  the 
most  abundant  type  of  domestic  material,  is  still  Jn  an  experimental  stage.  Be¬ 
cause  of  this  unreliability  of  the  domestic  supply  most  of  the  large  consumers 
of  graphite  prefer  to  depend  for  their  supply  on  impotred  materiel. 

In  1911  the  quantity  of  graphite  imported  into  the  United  States  for  con¬ 
sumption  was  20,702  short  tons,  valued  at  $1,495,729.  On  contrast  to  this  the 
total  domestic  production  was  3,018  short  tons  of  ntaural  graphite,  valued  at 
$288,465,  and  5,072  short  tons  of  manufactured  graphite,  valued  at  $604,000. 

The  great  bulk  of  the  graphite  imported  into  the  United  States  comes  from 

♦ 


the  island  of  Ceylon,  anf  the  United  States  has  for  many  years  been  the  prin¬ 
cipal  market  for  this  Ceylon  product.  Considerable  amounts  of  graphite  are 
also  imported  into  the  United  States  from  Merico  and  within  the  last  few 
years  graphite  form  Chosen  (Korea)  has  entered  the  market. 

Information  concerning  the  Ceylon  graphite  deposits  has  been  widely  scat- 
La  tered  through  obscure  publications  but  is  now  made  available  to  American 

*  readers  in  the  form  of  a  summary  of  existing  knowledge  of  these  deposits,  ap¬ 
pearing  in  a  report  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey — “Production  of 
Graphite  in  1911,”  by  Edson  S.  Bastin.  This  report  contains  also  a  description 
of  the  Korean  deposits,  general  information  in  regard  to  the  character,  origin, 
and  uses  of  graphite,  and  statistics  of  domestic  and  foreign  production  and  im¬ 
portations. 

There  are  three  general  classes  of  graphite — natural  crystalline  or  flake 
garphite,  natural  amorphous  garphite,  and  manufactured  graphite,  which  is  of 
the  amorphous  type.  Graphite  is  a  mineral  of  great  and  increasing  industrial 
importance  and  is  applied  to  many  uses,  though  the  graphite  from  any  one 
source  or  mine  is  never  adapted  to  all  these  uses. 

One  of  the  oldest  and  most  important  applications  of  graphite  is  in  the 
manufacture  of  crucibles  for  use  in  the  steel,  brass  and  bronze,  and  other  in¬ 
dustries.  Such  crucibles  must  have  good  tensile  strength  and  for  their  manu- 
•  facture  a  fibrous  or  flaky  graphite  is  used,  the  interlocking  of  the  fibers  adding 
to  the  strength.  Ground  Ceylon  lump  graphite  is  the  material  most  in  favor  in 
the  United  States  for  making  crucibles,  although  small  amounts  of  American 
flake  graphite  are  also  used.  Amorphous  graphite  has  never  been  successfully 
utilised  in  crucible  manufacture,  except  for  very  small  crucibles. 

4&,  <l')he  difference  in  the  grades  of  graphite  is  shown  by  the  value  placed  on 

the  production  of  different  countries.  In  1909  Italy  was  the  largest  producer 
of  graphite,  with  44,875  tons,  value  at  $320,289.  The  United  States  produced 
only  8,243  tons,  but  this  was  valued  at  $345,509.  Ceylon,  however,  beats  the 
world  in  the  value  of  graphite  production.  This  little  island  produced  36,056 
tons  and  it  was  valued  at  $3,237,751.  Of  this  the  United  States  imported  more 
than  one-third.

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THE  INAUGURATION  OF  THE  PARCEL  POST.— By  John  U.  Perkins. 


The  United  States  parcel  post  system  will  be  inaugurated  Janary  first,  on 
which  day  packages  of  merchandise  of  all  kinds,  not  exceeding  11  pounds  in 
weight,  will  be  received  at  all  main  post  offices,  and  the  principal  sub-stations  , 
in  the  larger  cities,  for  delivery  anywhere  in  the  United  States,  at  a  rate  of  " 
from  5  to  12  cents  for  the  first  pound,  and  from  3  to  12  cents  for  each  additional 
pound,  according  to  the  distance  to  be  carried.  The  exact  amount  to  be  paid  will 
be  determined  by  a  system  of  zones  into  which  the  country  will  be  divided,  and 
the  payment  of  charges  will  be  made  by  affixing  to  the  package  parcel  post 
stamps,  a  special  set  of  which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Government  and  fully 
described  in  the  philatelic  press. 

Patrons  of  the  service  should  notes  that  the  parcels  post  stamps  wall  not 
be  valid  for  postage  on  regular  mail,  nor  will  the  regular  stamps  be  accepted 
for  parcel  post  charges. 

The  system  will  be  started  without  any  great  flourish  or  noise,  and  no  one 
knows  just  what  its  future  will  be.  On  the  first  day  of  the  new  year  such 
packages  as  are  received  will  be  delivered  by  the  regular  mail  carriers  on  their 
regular  routes,  the  plan  being  to  impress  additional  carriers  for  the  service 
only  as  the  needs  of  the  business  require  them.  With  the  postal  service  reach¬ 
ing  into  the  farthest  corners  of  every  city  and  town  in  the  nation,  however, 
it  can  readily  be  predicted  that  the  parcel  post  will  soon  grow  into  one  of  the 
largest  and  most  useful  adjuncts  of  the  Government,  for  promoting  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  people. 

In  working  out  the  scheme,  the  officials  state  that  one  of  the  most  djfrult 
questions  to  settle  was  a  system  of  rates  that  would  be  both  simple  anffon- 
venient,  and  the  result  of  their  labors  is  a  system  so  simple  that,  it  is  claimed, 
the  charts  for  determining  the  rate  can  be  hung  up  in  the  public  corridor  of  the 
post  office  and  used  by  the  patron  himself. 

Briefly  stated,  the  system  provides  that  the  country  shall  be  mapped  off 
into  about  3500  quadrangles,  each  30  miles  square,  and  each  having  an  index 
number  on  t  he  map.  This  quadrangle  number  will  be  the  official  designation  of 
every  post  office  in  the  quadrangle,  and  every  office  in  the  same  quadrangle  wall 
have  the  same  scale  of  rates. 

At  tilts  point  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  as  between  two  post  offices  located 
near  the  borders  of  two  quadrangles,  the  rates  would  be  excessive  for  a  short 
haul.  To  obviate  this  defect,  a  system  of  “zones”  has  been  adopted.  These 
zones  are  formed  by  eight  circles  drawn  with  the  center  of  the  quadrangle  as 
the  base,  and  as  each  quadrangle  has  a  set  of  zones  of  its  own,  a  total  of  35UU 
different  zone  charts  will  be  required.  Note  that  each  postmaster  will  be  sup¬ 
plied  with  only  the  chart  showing  the  zones  for  his  own  qaudrangle. 

Although  this  method  of  determining  charges  may  seem  complicated  at 
first  glance,  it  is  believed  by  its  originators  to  be  far  more  simple  and  con¬ 
venient  than  the  systems  now  in  use  by  either  the  express  or  freight  companies, 
which  are  almost  incomprehensible  to  the  average  shipper. 

Let  us  see  how  the  system  works  in  practice.  The  patron  brings  his  pack¬ 
age  to  the  postmaste.r  fully  addressed  as  usual.  The  postmaster  takes  his  di¬ 
rectory,  turns  to  the  States,  and  from  the  alphabetical  arrangement  of  post- 
offices  in  that  state,  quickly  ascertains  the  number  of  the  quadrangle  in  which 
the  town  addressed  is  located.  He  then  turns  to  his  zone  chart  and  readily  sees 


the  zone  in  which  the  post  office  adrdessed  is  located  and  the  rate  to  be  charged, 
as  per  the  following  printed  schedule  of  zone  rates  which  will  be  in  force:

For  city  and  suburban  delivery  the  rate  will  be  5  cents  for  the  first  pound 
and  one  cent  for  each  additional  pound,  and  15  cents  for  a  package  weighing  the 
full  11  pounds. 

While  no  idea  can  be  had  in  advance  of  the  amount  of  parcel  post  matter 
the  government  wil  be  called  upon  to  handle,  some  idea  of  the  size  of  the  under¬ 
taking  can  be  gained  from  the  following  expenditures  which  have  been  made 
preparatory  to  the  inauguration  of  the  system.  Approximately  $300,000  has 
been  expended  for  the  purchase  of  automobiles  and  other  vehicles,  and  30,000 
new  scales  have  been  bought  at  a  cost  of  $72,000.  Ihe  printing  of  guides  and 
regulations  for  the  information  of  postmasters  and  the  public  will  cost  $43,000, 
and  130,000  copies  of  the  zone  maps  will  cost  $13,000.  $23,000  will  be  expended 
for  25,000  adidtional  mail  sacks,  and  ten  million  tags  for  these  will  cost  $16,000. 

Directions  have  been  issued  for  a  report  to  be  made  by  each  postmaster  at 
the  end  of  the  first  two  weeks,  and  not  until  these  are  received  will  it  be  known 
to  what  extent  the  parcel  post  system  has  made  good.

Among  other  curia-  I  have  a  pair  of  freak  deer  horns,  they  are  a  very  rare 
and  unusual  freak. 

Among  the  reminders  of  by-gone  times  are  my  old  Le  Marie  field  glasses 
which  mi  step-father  carried  on  the  ran£e  for  many  years.  lie  and  Bill  wore 
o  it  the  <  ic  .1  carrying  case,  covered  it  with  buckskin  arid  wore  it  out;  then 
r-e  covered  the  body  again  with  home  tanned  deer  skin  and  re-built  the  lid  with 
old  boot-leg  leather.  Then  my  brother  and  I  appeared  on  the  scene,  learned  the 
rudiments  of  roping,  saddling  and  riding  a  cow-horse  and  handling  cattle  and 
horses  or  the  range  nd  thus  one  or  the  other  of  us  carried  the  glasses  many  a 
day  for  twelve  or  fifteen  years.  Though  still  pretty  good,  they  are  nowT  on  the 
retired  list, — our  brands  and  initials  long  ago  scratched  on  the  morocco  cover¬ 
ing,  the  old  case-frame  and  its  purple  velvet  lining  still  held  together  with  sun¬ 
dry  straps  and  thongs.  Could  wre  look  into  these  old  glasses  and  view  again 
some  of  the  many  scenes  and  incidents  they  so  long  ago  were  focused  on,  we’d 
ge  a  few  thrills  and  maybe  some  little  jolts — the  boundless  and  unfenced  “free” 
range,  with  buffalo,  antelope  and  other  game  in  plenty,  the  roving  Indian,  often 
on  the  war-path,  maybe  a  large  hunting  party  of  many  lodges,  with  trailing 
travois,  many  dogs  and  kpppy •  phjldren,  the  pappooses  slung  in  a  fold  of 
blanket  on  the  mother’s  back.

l.esson  No.  3. 

Possession  in  pronouns,  shown  by  my,  your,  his,  etc.,  is  indicated  by  the 
adjective  sign  -a:  mi-a,  vi-a,  li-a,  etc.  When  the  noun  to  which  they  are  re-  Jfr- 
lated  is  plural,  the  possessive  pronouns  take  the  plural  sign,  and  if  the  noun  is 
singular,  the  pronoun  is  also  singular,  even  though  it  refers  to  more  than  one 
person:  li-a-j  libroj,  his  books:  ili-a  libro,  their  books. 

Possessive  Nouns  such  as  John’s,  aMry’s,  father’s  are  rendered  in  Esper¬ 
anto  by  the  word  de  (of):  La  libro  de  Johano — John’s  book. 

The  Participle  is  a  word  that  always  implies  action,  and  thus  resembles 
the  verb.  Its  signs  are:  Present  action,  -ant;  past,  -int;  future,  -ont.  By  its 
endings,  it  takes  the  form  of  a  noun,  adverb  or  adjective.  In  the  noun  form,  it 
represents  the  person  performing  the  act:  la  kant-ant-o,  the  person  who  is 
singing  In  the  adjective  for,  it  shows  the  quality  of  being  in  action:  kant-ant- 
a  birdo,  a  singing  bird.  In  the  adverbial  form,  the  participial  shows  the  fact 
of  the  action,  but  does  not  directly  connect  act  and  actor:  kant-int-e,  la  birdo 
flugis-  having  sung,  the  bird  flew. 

The  Passive  aPrticiple,  expresses  the  action  as  being  received.  Its  forms 
are:  -at,  -it  and  -ot. 

The  verb  esti  (to  be)  is  used  with  the  participles  as  follows:  estas  am- 
anta — is  loving;  estis  amanta — was  loving;  estos  amartta — will  be  loving;  estis 
aminta-  had  been  loving;  estis  amonta — was  about  to  love;  etc.,  etc.

NOTES  FROM  HEADQUARTERS. — By  Arthur  Irwin  Smith. 

The  Department  has  been  advised  of  a  change  in  the  monetary'  system  of 
Portugal.  The  monetary  unit  has  been  changed  from  the  milreis  to  the  escudo, 
and  this  is  divided  into  100  centavos.  The  escudo  is  the  equivalent,  of  1000  reis 
and  the  centavo  of  10  reis.  This  change  will  probably  call  for  a  new  issue  of 
stamps  for  Portugal  and  colonies,  if,  indeed,  they  have  not  already  appeared  by 
the  time  this  article  is  published.  Brazil  should  be  next  in  line  to  change  an 
unwieldy  currency  system  into  one  that  is  convenient  and  modern. 

Postmark  collectors  will  be  interested  in  knowing  that  the  Department 
is  calling  its  employes’  attention  to  the  necessity  of  distinctly  stamping  all  out¬ 
going  mail.  Orders  are  becoming  more  strict  along  this  line. 

FOSSILS  OF  ANIMALS  OF  DEAD  AGES  FOUND. 

Rare  fossils,  one  of  which  is  believed  to  be  the  head  of  a  pterodactyl,  an 
anima  lwhich  inhabited  the  earth  several  million  years  ago,  have  been  unearth¬ 
ed  a  mile  south  of  Scottsbluffs  by  workmen  building  a  new  track.  The  curios 
are  being  asembled  at  the  high  school,  and  efforts  made  to  classify  them.  An¬ 
other  fossil  is  the  head  of  a  strange  monster  of  the  times  when  the  land  was 
first  heaved  out  of  the  seas.  Scientists  cannot  classify  it.  It  resembles  the 
head  of  a  horse,  only  is  much  narrower  and  longer. — From  Omaha  Paper.

POST  MARK  COLLECTING. — Harry  Caden,  Klamath  Falls,  Oregon. 


Doctors,  lawyers,  clerks,  engineers,  bank  cashiers  and  others  in  similar 
callings  are  taking  up  “post  mark  collecting”  as  a  hobby,  for  recreation  and 
find  it  interesting  and  derive  much  pleasure  therefrom. 

Have  received  several  inquiries  from  parties  who  have  many  duplicates 
and  who  would  like  to  specialize  along  some  certain  line  in  addition  to  build¬ 
ing  up  their  regular  miscellaneous  collections.  To  such  I  would  suggest:  Have 
your  own  state  as  complete  as  possible  including  all  possible  varieties;  have 
a  separate  collection  of  the  flag  cancellations;  have  a  side  collection  of  R.  P- 
0.;  exposition  postmarks;  obsolete  names;  boys’  names;  girls’  names;  curious 
Bird  in  hand,  Pa.;  Early  Times,  Ky.;  but  if  you  really  want  to  be  shown, 
names;  sub-stations  of  the  large  places. 

Most  every  collector  is  on  the  lookout  for  the  curious  in  whatever  line  he 
is  interested.  The  curious  are  certainly  not  lacking  in  postmarks  as  witness 
these:  A.  B  .C.,  Tenn.;  Arm,  Miss.;  Autumn  Leaves,  Pa.;  Baby  Head,  Texas; 
go  to  Missouri  and  you  will  find:  Alley,  Ark,  Birdsong,  Blue  eyes,  Bluff,  1  ompe- 
tition,  Damsel,  Eye,  Ink,  Not,  Only,  Rat,  Tiff,  Useful,  Witty.  Idaho  has  ite 
Deary,  Minnestota,  its  Darling  and  Mississippi  its  Cupid.  Louisiana  has  a 
Nickel,  but  Alabama  has  a  dollar.  Georgia  has  Asbestos,  probably  because  it 
is  hot  there.  Kentucky,  Ohio,  and  West  Virginia  each  have  an  Angel.  We 
would  naturally  expect  to  find  Bar,  Dice,  and  Cork  in  Kentucky  and  so  they  are, 
but  you  will  no  doubt  be  surprised  to  know  chat  Texas  is  in  Washington 
County,  Kentucky  and  that  Kansas  is  in  Delaware  County,  Oklahoma. 

In  decided  contrast  to  these  curious  names  are  those  of  the  romantic  and 
pq^ical  kind,  as:  Adobe  Walls,  Alta  Loma,  Arrow  Rock,  Ash  Brook,  Ben 
B$/f,  Blooming  Rose,  Bon  Air,  Bryn  Mawr,  Casa  Blanca,  (  astle  Rock,  <  ha  pel 
Hill,  Elysian  Fields. 

There  has  recently  come  from  New  York  a  number  that  I  have  not  yet 
tried  to  pronpunce  out  loud;  I  just  look  at  them  and  let  it  go  at  that:  Cana- 
joharie,  Canandaigua,  Canaseraga,  Chateaugay,  Chittenango,  Churubusco> 
Caemaus,  Copiague,  Cutchogue.  They  must  probably  be  classed  with  the 
more  familiar  Indian  names  of  Apache,  Cherokee,  Chickasaw,  Choctaw,  Semi¬ 
nole  and  many  others  of  that  kind.  - 

The  exposition  marks  make  a  nice  little  collection  by  themselves.  The 
Jamestown,  Buffalo,  St.  Louis,  and  Seattle  cancellations  may  be  somewhat  dif¬ 
ficult  to  obtain  but  it  appears  that  the  Panama  Pacific  for  varieties  and  num¬ 
bers  will  be  pletiful  enough.  The  following  cities  as  far  as  I  know  are  now 
using  the  Panama-Pacific  cancellation:  Seattle,  Tacoma, Portland, Sacramento, 
San  Francisco,  Pasadena,  Bakersfield,  Berkeley,  Stockton,  Oakland,  Fresno 
and  Los  Angeles. 

The  obsolete  post  marks  are  those  of  offices  that  have  been  discontinued 
because  of  the  establishment  of  rural  delivery,  lack  of  business,  or  change  in 
name  for  some  reason  or  other.  I  have  a  few  almost  as  rare  I  imagine  as  the 
two-penny  Mauritius  and  would  probably  be  as  valuable  if  there  were  as  many 
post  mark  collectors  as  stamp  collectors.  A  lady  recently  sent  me  a  cover  that 
passed  through  the  mails  in  1848  without  stamp  marked  “FREE”. 

The  post  marks  of  Alaska  are  interesting  and  not  so  easily  obtained,  but 
the  aerial  post  marks  that  appear  occasionally  will  probably  be  the  most 
valued. 


CURIOS  WHICH  REPRESENT  “GODS’'.— By  Norcross. 


We  have  recently  had  the  pleasure  to  examine  and  inspect  a  most  interest¬ 
ing  old  collection  of  curios  and  relics,  minerals,  shells,  rare  paintings  and  prints, 
old  books,  etc.,  including  some  manuscript  that  was  more  than  interesting, 
they  were  all  collected  over  70  years  ago  in  the  Southern  part  of  India  by  a 
missionaries  family  there  at  that  time.  This  collection  is  by  far  the  finest 
private  collection  that  it  has  ever  been  our  pleasure  to  examine  as  the  speci¬ 
mens  would  be  absolutely  impossible  to  duplicate  at  any  money  value  now. 

In  this  article  we  are  going  to  give  you  a  little  idea  of  some  rare  old  hand 
painted  mica  prints  showing  the  “Gods”  (Idols)  which  were  worshipped  by  the 
Hindus  we  have  always  understood  that  the  Hindus  were  not  equal  of  the 
Japanese  or  Chinese  in  the  line  of  art,  however  we  know  that  these  prints  are 
very  ancient  and  that  for  all  that  they  still  display  art  in  handsome  coloring 
that  is  till  as  attractive  as  it  was  seventy  years  ago  when  they  were  purchased 
in  the  temple  of  Minatchy,  Madura,  India. 

The  first  one  is  a  print  cf  the  Goddess  of  snakes,  Manasa,  she  is  repi-e- 
seated  as  sitt  er  on  the  lotus  or  water  lily  that  is  handsome  coloring  of  pink 
which  is  envii  d  with  snakes,  these  also  wind  around  her  arms  and  body  and 
finally  v  >1  ’  five  snake  heads  form  a  head  dress  for  the  Goddess.  The  col¬ 
oring  of  tiiis  print  are  striking  shades  of  yellow,  red,  green  and  brown  whcih 
make  it  a  very  handsome,  as  well  as  vulgar  goddess.  She  is  worshipped  by  the 
Hindu.-  as  aprtservative  against  the  bites  of  reptiles  and  if  a  native  is  bitten 
by  a  make  of  any  kind  then  incantations  are  pronounced  to  gain  the  favor  of 
this  goddess  for  that  person. 

Thi>  next  mica  painting  shows  some  age  and  is  a  little  damaged,  stifiWie 
toloi  g  on  most  of  it  are  all  there  and  bright.  It  represents  the  good  Raven 
with  i  s  nine  pairs  of  hands.  This  god  is  sai  dto  have  obtained  its  power  by 
piety  and  to  have  been  rewarded  by  Brahma  with  the  monarchy  of  three  re- 
gioi  '  and  to  have  at  one  time  had  all  the  gods  under  his  subjection  and  that  he 
placed  them  all  in  chains  for  which  he  was  destroyed  by  the  god  Rama  Chan¬ 
dra.  The  col.,rs  of  his  are  blue,  red.  yelolw  and  green  and  in  his  various  hands 
a1  •  weapons,  while  each  of  the  nine  heads  wear  a  crown. 

\Ve  now  have  a  picture  in  this  print  of  the  god  llanuman,  the  monkey  god, 
who  is  worshipped  by  the  Hindus  for  the  long  life  that  he  will  give  them,  then 
as  a  god  of  enterprise,  he  is  worshipped  in  the  night.  Ancient  Hindu  Mythology 
will  inform  you  that  Cel  yon  was  once  a  part  of  India  and  that  after  a  great 
and  violent  convulsion  of  nature,  the  island  of  Ceylon  was  away  from  the  main¬ 
land  as  it  is  now,  it  further  states  that  the  goddess  Sita  was  on  that  island  and 
that  Hanuman  and  his  monkeys  started  to  build  a  bridge  across  out  of  moun¬ 
tains  and  trees  when  the  other  gods  became  impatient  at  the  delay  and  it  was 
then  that  Hanuman  made  himself  famous  by  jumping  across.  In  the  coloring 
this  print  is  the  prettiest  yet  described,  the  colors  being  yellow,  green,  red  and 
white. 

There  are  many  more  of  these  mica  prints  which  we  may  describe  some 
other  time.  We  wonder  if  any  of  you  readers  have  anything  like  them  in  your 
collections  These  prints  represent  many  of  the  gods  as  well  as  other  scenes  of 
marriage,  burial  and  religious  and  social  life  of  the  natives.  They  are  all 
painted  in  attractive  colors  and  very  pretty.  Personally  we  would  be  very'  glad 
to  know  more  about  this  class  of  curios.

ANCIENT  ENGRAVINGS,  CRESTS.  SEALS,  ETC.— By  W.  H.  C.  of  England. 


The  specimens  of  engraving  that  now  exist  among  the  relics  of  ancient 
Egypt  show  that  the  art  of  making  designs  upon  metal,  or  upon  various  hard 
gems,  and  stones,  was  known  to  that  wonderful  people.  There  are  very  large 
numbers  of  such  examples  in  the  British  Museum  and  in  other  collections  ofL-  - 
ancient  curios,  which  are  still  remarkable  for  the  beauty  and  finish  with  which 
the  work  is  executed.  Indeed  some  kinds  of  engraving  were  practised  in  the 
earlier  days  of  the  World’s  History  which  wrould  be  very  difficult  for  us  to  imi¬ 
tate,  for  the  tools  now  used  would  scarcely  be  durable  enough  to  cut  designs 
upon  such  hard  substances  as  porphyry  and  jasper,  and  our  steel  is  neither 
hard  nor  durable  enough  to  make  much  impression  on  these  stones.  It  must 
be  remembered  however,  that  the  workmen  of  old  were  more  patient  than  we 
are,  and  that  as  their  productions  were  only  intended  for  the  few  wealthy 
citizens  or  powerful  rulers,  and  not  the  common  people  they  frequently  spent 
months  in  the  making  of  articles  that  we  should  esteem  unworthy  to  demand 
a  few  days  time  o  rlabor.  It  is  thought,  therefore,  that  these  gems  were  en¬ 
graved  by  means  of  steel  gravers  struck  with  a  small  wood  mallet,  and  that  the 
cutting  was  afterwards  ground  smooth  with  some  kind  of  hard  powder,  made 
perhaps  by  pulverizing  a  piece  of  the  same  kind  of  stone.  It  is  certainly 
strange  that  the  well  known  art  of  engraving  should  not  eariler  have  led  to 
the  discovery  of  printing  in  some  such  form  as  that  with  which  we  are  now 
acquainted  as  well  as  bV  the  methods  of  impressing  designs  upon  soft  clay, 
but  the  same  condition  of  mankind  which  kept  most  &£  the  works  of  art  in  pos¬ 
session  only  of  the  rich  and  powerful  perhaps  gave  no  stimulus  to  an  invention 
for  which  there  seemed  to  so  little  demand.  It  is  evidPht  from  the.  cred  4 
History  that  engraving  was  known  and  practised  before  the  time  Mo&‘S,  so 
that  although  the  Israelites  probably  became  some  more  proficient  in  the  art 
during  hte  time  of  their  captivity  in  Egypt.  The  Patriaarchs  themselves  were 
familiar  with  the  signets  or  stamps  which  appear  to  have  been  used  as  seals 
to  impress  signatures  or  marks  and  it  seems  evident  that  they  wrere  so  used 
for  the  purpose  of  ratifying  agreements,  though  it  is  now  diffident  to  say  in 
what  manner  and  on  what  substances  the  agreements  themselve  s  were  written, 
or  whether  the  seals  were  only  used  as  significant  of  a  problem  and  personal 
obligation,  by  marking  land,  goods,  or  other  objects,  when  they  were  transfer¬ 
red  from  one  person  to  another.  It  seems  from  all  that  can  be  learnt  on  the 
subpect  that  these  metal  seals  were  frequently  worn  either  as  part  of  a 
on  the  wrist  or  on  a  finger-ring,  for  it  was  necessary  that  they  should  be 
kept  securely,  since  they  represented  the  signature  of  the  person  to  whom  they 
belonged,  and  the  commands  of  governors  and  persons  in  power  were  authen¬ 
ticated  by  being  stamped  with  this  seal  or  sign  manual. 

It  may  be  imagined  then,  that  the  signet  was  of  great  importance,  and  that 
the  seal  of  a  Prince  or  Governor  was  sufficient  authority  to  condemn  a  person 
to  death,  or  to  secure  the  payment  of  money  or  the  transference  of  property 
from  the  State.  The  giving  up  of  a  seal  therefore,  was  to  transfer  the  power 
which  it  represented  and  there  are  several  alusions  to  this  act  in  the  Sacred 
Scriptures.  Pharoh  took  off  his  ring  from  his  hand  and  put  it  on  Joseph’s 
hand,  (Genesis  XLI.  42)  when  he  desired  to  give  a  proof  of  his  entire  confi¬ 
dence,  and  the  possession  of  a  man’s  seal  was  in  those  days  to  have  consider¬ 
able  power  over  him  and  his  property,  since  it  was  equivalent  to  what  in  our 


♦ 


own  time  would  be  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  his  signature  to  any  aggree- 
ment.  These  seals  were  often  made  of  silver,  and  some  of  them,  as  we  have 
already  mentioned,  of  precious  stones,  and  the  design  was  often  cut  so  that 
,  it  stood  out  in  relief  like  our  present  type,  and  could  be  used  for  stamping  ar- 
les  or  records  with  some  kind  of  coluored  substance  like  ink.

SOME  RELICS  PRESERVED  IN  KANSAS 
In  its  extensive  and  valuable  museum  in  the  state  capitol  building  in  To¬ 
peka,  the  Kansas  State  Historical  society  has  the  following  interesting  war 
relics:  A  gavel  used  at  the  Kansas  Republican  State  Convention  in  1888, 
made  of  wood  with  a  bullet  embedded,  from  the  battlefield  of  Chicamauga 
Tenn.,  the  handle  being  made  of  wood  from  the  battlefield  of  Stone  River, 
Tenn.,  a  bullet  extracted  by  Dr.  S.  B.  Prentiss,  of  Lawrence  Kans.,  from  the 
body  of  John  Jones  who  was  shot  and  killed  by  Pro-Slavery  men  at  Blanton’s 
Bridge,  in  Douglas  County,  Kans.,  May  19,  1856;  hat  and  sword  taken  from 
a  dead  bushwhacker  on  an  Arkansas  battlefield  in  1863,  by  Rev.  Ozen  B.  Gard¬ 
ner;  a  pike-head  taken  from  one  of  the  first  battlefields  of  the  civil  War  by 
David  G. Peabody,  supposed  to  have  belonged  to  a  member  of  a  Georgia  regi¬ 
ment,  armed  with  pikes  in  default  of  better  weapons.

Diggs  in  Kearney’s 
Gap,  near  Las  Vegas,  N.  M.;  canister  shot,  a  relic  of  the  socking  of  Osawo- 
^  tomb  Kans.,  Aug.  30,  1856;  sword  of  Nehemiah  Green,  the  fourth  governor 

&  of  1^7.  isas,  carried  by  him  through  the  Civil  War;  sword  belonging  to  Gen. 

Pettigrew,  of  South  Carolina,  captured  at  the  time  he  was  killed  at  the  battle 
of  Falling  Water,  Potomac  Crossing,  Va.,  in  1863,  obtained  by  the  donor, 
F,  P.  Nichols,  a  lieutenant  in  Co.  A.  7th  Michigan  Cavalry,  General  Custer’s 
brigade,  at  that  <inie  ■  ih:  place;  canrc.i  bail,  supposed  to  have  been  shot  by 

the  British  across  the  Maumee  river  during  the  siege  of  Fort  Meigs,  in  1813. 

The  ball  was  picked  up  by  Joseph  Rogers  at  Fort  Meigs,  in  1818;  an  iron  ball, 
1A4  inches  in  diameter,  a  relic  of  the  battle  of  New  Orleans,  January  8,  1815. 
The  ball  was  found  in  1879  in  an  alluvial  deposit,  at  a  depth  of  4!4  feet,  while 
digging  a  ditch  in  front  of  where  General  Jackson’s  line  of  breastworks  of 
cotton  bales  was  thrown  up  in  preparation  for  the  battle. 

A  cannon  ball  found  in  a  well  on  the  site  of  the  territorial  building  at 
Lecompton,  Kans.  The  ball  is  supposed  to  have  belonged  to  the  battery  which 
was  posted  near  the  prison  to  guard  against  the  escape  of  the  Hickory  Point 
and  Topeka  free-state  prisoners  confined  there  in  1856. 

GEM  FIELD  IS  FOUND  NEAR  HUMBOLDT,  NEBR. 

That  diamonds,  rubies,  garnets,  tourmalines  and  other  gems  may  be  found 
in  marketable  quantities  near  Humboldt,  Nebr.,  is  the  opinion  of  State  Geolo¬ 
gist  Barbour  of  the  state  university. 

T.  M  .Draper  of  Humboldt  has  been  digging  in  the  glacial  drifts  near  that 
town  for  the  past  three  or  four  years  and  has  found  many  garnets,  which  have 
been  cut  and  worn  by  people  in  Richardson  county.  Lately  he  called  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  Prof.  Barbour  to  the  deposits  and  Dr.  W  .R.  Waggener  of  Humboldt 
has  tested  the  crystals  and  found  some  of  hardness  equal  to  the  ruby  and  of 
&imilar  color.  No  diamonds  have  yet  been  found,  but  Prof.  Barbour  says  their 
presence  is  possible.
